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ANNUAL  BEPOBT  OF  MAJ.  GEN.  ADNA  B.  CHAFFEE,  XT.  S.  A.,  COM- 
MANDING DIVISION  OF  THE  PHILIPPINES,  AND  MILITAEY 
GOVEBNOB  IN  THE  PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS.

The  Adjutant-General  United  States  Army, 

Washington,  D.  C. 

Sir:  The  annual  report  for  this  division  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1901,  has  been  rendered  by  my  predecessor,  Maj.  Gen.  Arthur 
MacArthur,  United  States  Army.  There  remains  for  me  to  report  at 
this  time  such  military  changes  and  operations  only  as  have  been  effected 
since  assuming  command,  to  include  the  15th  of  August — the  latest 
date  general  information  received  at  these  headquarters  covers  the 
entiredivision.  Department  and  district  commanders  and  staff  officers 
supplement  their  previous  reports  inclosed  in  report  of  General  Mac- 
Artnur,  but,  due  to  the  very  recent  time  they  were  received  at  these 
headquarters  and  the  slow  process  of  printing,  I  have  had  no  time  to 
read  them,  and  in  order  to  avoid  delay  I  will  transmit  them  to  the 
department  without  special  reference  or  comment.  In  addition  to 
reports  referred  to  above  I  forward  "Report  on  the  military  govern- 
ment of  the  city  of  Manila  from  April,  1898,  to  August,  1901,"  by 
Brig.  Gen.  George  W.  Davis,  United  States  Armv,  who  commanded 
in  the  city  on  termination  of  military  control  and  for  five  months  pre- 
vious to  conclusion. 

In  this  report  will  be  found  a  review  of  the  work  of  the  Army  in  the 
particular  matter  referred  to  and,  in  proper  sequence,  the  base  orders 
upon  which  officers  of  the  Army  built  up  by  steps  a  municipal  govern- 
ment on  modern  principles;  which  ramified  to  organization  and  devel- 
opment of  the  various  departments  necessary  for  the  orderly  transac- 
tion of  business  for  a  city  of  250,000  inhabitants;  and,  further,  carried 
on  the  administration  of  the  city's  civil  affaire  for  a  period  of  almost 
three  years.  This  report  contains  valuable  and  interesting  information 
and  statistics  in  showing  what  has  been  accomplished,  how  done,  what 
the  revenues  and  cost  have  been,  source  from  which  funds  were  raised 
and  in  what  direction  they  were  expended.  The  instance  is  one,  at 
least,  where  the  interests  of  the  people  and  the  public  business  of  a 
large  city  have  devolved  by  force  of  circumstances  upon  hands  unskilled 
in  municipal  government  and  popularly  regarded  as  Incapable  of 
directing  affairs  ordinarily  pertaining  to  civil  functionaries  without 
making  serious  mistakes  wnich  have  to  be  undone.  In  the  government 
of  Manila  for  three  years,  if  the  military  have  done  nothing  more,  it 
is  everywhere  apparent  tnat  an  excellent  foundation  has  been  laid,  a 
turbulent  and  hostile  community  brought  to  observe  the  laws  and 
individually  be  orderly;  this  has  been  done  without  undue  harshness 
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or  severity  of  treatment  of  the  inhabitants.     As  is  well  said  by  General 
Davis  on  page  102: 

The  citv  is  now  uilin  mistered  by  tho«e  appointee!  to  their  places  by  the  governor, 
nnifirmnl  by  the  Philippine  Commission,  and  the  world  will  watch  with  keen  inter- 
cut the  evolution  of  an  American  city  from  the  Malay  and  Mongolian  elements  which 
now  almost  exclusively  eonijMiNe  the  population.  The  Army  has  completed  its  work 
in  Manila.  Those  who  assumed  the  military  government  and  administration  of 
civil  affairs  had  no  previous  ex]ierience  in  similar  duties.  All  concerned  in  the 
undertaking  have  done  what  they  could  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  government 
and  the  i>eopU>.  A  clean  city  with  streets  in  good  condition,  and  an  efficient  native 
and  American  police,  has  Ihhmi  transferred  to  the  civil  officers  recently  appointed, 
while  trained  and  efficient  employees,  familiar  with  their  duties,  are  in  all  the  city 
dci*artmcnts. 

In  General  MacArthur's  report  (page  N7,  part  2,  report  of  Lieu- 
tenant General  for  1901)  he  states: 

At  the  present  writing  there  is  no  cml>odied  rebel  force  in  all  Luzon  above  the 
Pasig. 

PRESENT   CONDITIONS. 

Tin*  quotation  just  made  is  true  now.  But  efforts,  whatever  they 
were,  to  induce  a  general  surrender  of  insurreetos  in  the  Department 
of  Southern  Luzon  failed  to  accomplish  that  result,  so  that  a  foree  of 
some  hundreds  of  relnds  are  yet  dispersed  throughout  the  provinces  of 
Batangas,  Laguna,  and  Tayalms,  in  the  midst  of  a  terrorized,  if  not 
hostile,  population.  Operations  were  resumed  in  Julv  in  all  the  prov- 
inces of  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon  south  of  Cavite,  and  the 
troops  have  been  actively  at  work  since,  meeting  with  complete,  suc- 
cess in  the  Camarincs  and  Alhay,  where  at  this  time  no  body  of  rebels 
is  in  armed  omwsition,  but  only  partly  succeeding  in  Batangas  and 
Laguna.  In  these  provinces  contact  and  conflict  have  been  frequent, 
with  results  of  one's,  two's,  and  three's  surrendered  as  a  day's  work. 

To  the  bushv  and  otherwise  very  difficult  terrain:  to  the  character 
of  the  warfare*  of  the  rebels,  amigo  and  foe,  in  the  selfsame  hour:  to 
the  humanity  of  the  troops,  of  which  both  rebels  and  sympathizing 
inhabitants  take  advantage  for  purpose  of  deception;  to  the  fear  of 
assassination  on  the  part  of  the  friendly  disposed  if  they  give  informa- 
tion, is  due  the  prolongation  of  the  guerrilla  warfare  in  the  provinces 
named.  1  think  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  wish  for  peace — an  end 
to  the  disorder  which  disturbs  these  provinces;  but,  as  before  said,  the 
well-disposed  are  completely  terrorized  and  dare  not  aid  the  troops 
with  information,  nor  can  they  resist  contribution  of  supplies  when 
demanded-  both  because  of  the  many  assassinations  under  such  con- 
ditions. 

It  was  soon  discovered  that  the  rebels  were  using  the  island  of  Min- 
dorc  as  a  base  of  supplies,  therefore  the  occupation  of  that  island  on 
July  28  by  six  companies  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry  and  a  company  of 
Macabebc  scouts.  One  Waller,  alias  Howard,  a  leader  of  insurreetos, 
also  n  reported  deserter  from  the  First  California  Infantrv,  was  clev- 
erly stolen  from  his  hiding  place  by  First  Lieut.  R.  T.  Hazzard,  First 
Cavalry,  and  a  dozen  scouts,  soon  after  arrival  of  the  troops.  On  Sep- 
tember 23  the  insurrecto  governor,  Atienza,  leader  of  the  insurgents, 
and  .several  of  his ^  officers,  surrendered.  It  is  reported  that  a  force  of 
about  200  armed  insurrectos  are  in  Mindoro,  but  I  believe  the  follv  of 
resistance  will  not  be  continued  for  long.  The  kidnaped  presidente  of 
Taal,  who  had  been  held  a  prisoner,  has  been  rescued. 
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Shortly  after  taking  over  command  of  the  division  General  Hughes 
began  operations  in  Samar,  where  Lucban,  with  about  200  rebels,  was 
endeavoring  to  gain  control,  extending  disorder  throughout  that  island. 
General  Hughes  has  met  with  many  difficult  obstacles  in  the  terrain, 
but  notwithstanding  he  has  succeeded  in  occupying  with  troops  many 
of  the  places  in  the  interior  friendly  to  Lucban  and  from  whence  he 
drew  supplies  ax  desired.  The  chief  result  of  military  operations  has 
been  to  iorce  the  rebels  to  hide  in  the  woods  and  set  free  a  large  num- 
l>er  of  the  population  from  the  influence  of  the  insurrecto  leader. 
Lucban's  family  has  been  captured,  himself  narrowly  escaping  a  sim- 
ilar fate;  a  considerable  part  of  his  correspondence  was  secured.  The 
situation  in  the  island  has  improved,  but  it  is  probable  dispersion  of 
the  troops  for  the  security  of  the  inhabitants  will  be  necessary  for 
many  months.  The  Ninth  Infantry  has  been  sent  to  Samar,  relieving 
squadrons  each  of  the  Ninth  and  Tenth  Cavalry  doing  service  there 
dismounted,  while  their  horses  were  rapidly  deteriorating  in  corral  at 
Manila.  General  Hughes  recently  left  Samar,  where  he  has  been  for 
months  personally  undergoing  many  of  the  hardships  and  fatigues 
encountered  by  the  soldiers,  for  some  weeks  going  about  on  crutches. 
He  is  now  in  the  island  of  Cebu. 


CEBU. 


This  island  was  one  of  the  first  where  provincial  civil  government 
was  inaugurated,  and  at  the  time  doubtless  gave  evidence,  in  the  absence 
of  serious  disorders,  of  pacification  to  warrant  the  course  adopted. 
Later  a  self-styled  leader  of  the  insurrection  secured  a  following  of 
about  a  hundred  men  with  rifles,  and  the  military  in  the  island  appears 
to  have  done  little  to  put  him  down.  In  June  it  was  unsafe  to  go  3 
miles  from  Cebu  City,  where  was  stationed  two  companies  of  troops. 

On  July  17  the  civil  government  by  legislative  act  transferred  this 
island  back  to  military  supervision,  but  the  absence  of  General  Hughes 
in  Samar  and  inadequate  transportation  has  prevented  earlier  atten- 
tion of  the  needed  sort  to  that  island.  It  is  a  case  where  extreme  ten- 
derness has  been  unappreciated,  and  has  failed  to  convert  disorderly 
natives  into  peaceably  disposed  citizens. 


BOHOL. 


On  this  island  is  a  small  insurgent  force,  the  focus  of  disturbance, 
which  needs  more  military  attention  than  hitherto  given  to  it.  There 
is  but  one  battalion  of  infantry  on  the  island.  Additional  troops  have 
not  been  sent  because  General .  Hughes  has  been  elsewhere  engaged, 
and  it  being  desirable  that  he  give  personal  attention  to  condition  of 
affairs  in  Bo  ho  I. 

The  sections  specifically  named  above,  viz,  Batangas  and  Laguna 
provinces,  in  the  island  of  Luzon,  the  islands  of  Samar,  Mindoro,  Cebu, 
and  Bohol,  constitute  the  area  disturbed  at  this  time  by  any  embodied 
force  of  insurgents.  The  number  of  men  is  not  large,  but  the  nature 
of  the  warefare  pursued  by  them — guerrilla  warfare — conduces  to 
delay  in  the  ending  of  the  matter,  ft  is  only  by  continuous  search 
that  we  occasionally  find  their  haunts  and  quarters.  The  results 
obtained  since  June  10,  the  date  of  the  last  table  of  surrenders,  cap- 
tures, etc.,  submitted  by  General  MacArthur,  to  include  September 
15,  is  shown  in  the  statement  appended. 
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On  taking  over  command  of  the  division,  all  armed  forces,  the  troops, 
the  native  scouts,  and  municipal  police  were  subject  to  the  orders  of 
the  division  commander.  However  desirable  this  condition  may  be 
from  a  military  view  as  a  safeguard  for  some  years  and  during  the 
evolution  of  this  semicivilized  people  (semicivilized  in  the  sense,  at 
least,  that  three-fourths  have  no  conception  of  civil  government,  no 
idea  of  the  means  and  method  under  it  which  they  must  pursue  to 
protect  themselves  from  abuse  and  oppression,  and  who  are  easily 
swayed  by  unscrupulous  men  among  them)  from  a  condition  of  three- 
fourths  ignorance  to  a  plane  of  comprehending  citizenship,  it  is  impos- 
sible that  the  military  should  control  the  municipal  police  and  expect 
civil  government,  provincial  and  municipal,  to  efficiently  function  at 
the  same  time. 

The  President's  order  of  June  21  could  not  be  effectively  carried  out 
without  hearty  cooperation  existing  between  the  civil  and  the  military 
in  these  islands,  and  with  this  purpose  in  view  for  the  military,  the 
civil  governor  was  requested  to  name  the  provinces  which  in  his  opin- 
ion were  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  pacification  and  had  the  necessary 
civil  organization  for  the  administration  of  affairs,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  law  and  order,  and  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
without  assistance  from  the  troops.  He  was  advised  that  on  securing 
the  list  it  would  be  published  for  the  information  of  the  troops,  with 
instructions  that  would  withdraw  interference  on  the  part  of  the  mil- 
itary with  civil  matters. 

The  correspondence,  with  order  based  on  same,  is  filed  as  an 
exhibit  (A). 

It  will  be  observed  that  while  my  letter  specified  certain  conditions 
necessary  for  civil  government,  the  civil  governor  replied  that  pro- 
vincial governments  had  been  organized  in  certain  provinces;  he 
S[uoted  the  language  used  by  me,  however,  and  from  tnat  fact  1  was 
orced  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  his  opinion  municipalities  were 
sufficiently  organized  to  assume  control  of  the  duty  of  maintaining 
order. 

The  withdrawal  of  interference  of  the  military  with  civil  affairs  does 
not  contemplate  withdrawal  of  the  troops  from  their  stations  to  any 
considerable  extent;  on  the  contrary,  this  should  not  be  done  hastily, 
and  when  undertaken  should  be  gradual  and  more  in  the  nature  of 
concentration  than  reduction  of  force  or  abandonment  of  any  consider- 
able area  of  territory. 

The  civil  governments  which  are  being  organized,  provincial  and 
municipal,  are  both  new  and  untried;  the  personnel  of  municipal  gov- 
ernments, and  not  a  small  part  of  provincial  governments  as  well,  are 
practically  unknown  in  character  and' sentiment  to  the  governing 
power  in  these  islands.  It  is  not  satisfactorily  known  that  the  opinions 
of  these  persons  are  in  full  accord  with  the  theory  of  government  pro- 
posed for  the  people,  which,  if  not  comprehended  and  observed,  or,  if 
not  observed  willingly,  then  enforced  with  efficient  means,  fails  in  its 
wise  purpose.  The  presence  of  the  troops  is  necessary  to  make  self- 
evident  to  the  least  intelligent  that  what  is  prescribed  is  to  be  observed, 
and  also  to  understand  that  the  military  force  is  present  to  assist  the 
civil  authorities.  There  is  but  one  certain  and  reliable  method  of 
ascertaining  progress  of  this  people  in  self-government  (which,  under 
favorable  conditions,  must  be  slow)  and  their  sentiments  toward  the 
authority  set  over  them,  viz,  observation  by  the  Army.     The  public 
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press,  or  the  pulse  of  highly  ciVilized,  self-governing  communities, 
from  which  is  gathered  daily  information  regarding  progress  of  events 
and  sentiments  of  the  masses,  is  not  in  evidence  anywhere  outside  of 
Manila.  No  one  will,  I  think,  gainsay  the  necessity  for  information 
of  a  certain  character,  very  important  under  the  circumstances,  and 
obtainable  from  but  one  reliable  source — the  Army. 

Concentration  of  the  troops  would  be  greatly  in  the  interest -of  the 
Army  and  economy,  but  neither  is  of  such  vital  importance,  tempora- 
rily, at  least,  as  military  contemplation  of  events  and  moral  support 
of  the  civil  governments  during  the  period  of  time  necessary  for  com- 
plete organization  and  for  a  further  period  during  trial;  also  for 
familiarization  of  the  people  with  the  new  order  of  things.  I  recom- 
mend that  no  further  material  reduction  of  troops  be  made  before 
January  1,  1903. 

QUARTERING  TROOPS. 

Anticipating  that  during  the  next  year  partial  concentration  of  the 
troops  may  be  safely  undertaken  in  a  few  provinces,  provision  for 
quartering  them  must  be  made,  as  any  concentration  whatever  will 
necessitate  construction  of  barracks  for  men  and  quarters  for  officers. 
All  the  available  space  for  sheltering  troops  in  any  town  is  now  occu- 
pied. The  expense  of  temporary  shelter  should  be  borne  by  the 
insular  treasury;  permanent  construction  by  the  United  States.  1 
recommend  that  expense  of  temporary  construction  which  may  be 
decided  as  necessary  for  gradual  concentration  of  troops  be  borne  by 
the  insular  treasury,  because  it  seems  just  and  reasonable  that  it 
should.  The  location  of  permanent  garrisons  can  only  be  determined 
by  time  and  circumstances,  and  any  desirable  trial  of  situation  and 
test  of  conditions  is  a  matter  in  the  interest  solely  of  this  people.  The 
estimated  expense  of  quartering  a  company  of  our  troops  (bamboo 
frame,  thatched  with  nipa,  leaf,  or  grass)  is  about  $1,500  gold,  to 
which  should  be  added  as  a  temporary  expense,  also,  payment  of  rent 
for  the  ground  whereon  buildings  are  located. 

Conditions  considered,  insular,  national,  and  international,  it  is 
recommended  that  a  permanent  post  be  constructed  at  once  in  the 
vicinity  of  Manila  for  a  garrison  of  two  squadrons  of  cavalry,  two 
batteries  of  artillery,  and  two  full  regiments  of  infantry,  hospital  and 
storehouses,  a  brigadier-general  to  command  the  garrison.  The  rea- 
sons why  such  a  command  should  be  permanently  sheltered  near  the 
port  of  Manila  and  chief  city  of  the  archipelago  need  not  be  here 
elaborated;  seemingly  they  are  self-evident. 

I  have  been  unable  to  prepare  plans  and  make  careful  estimate  of 
cost  for  want  of  time  to  do  so,  but  a  rough  approximation  is  stated  at 
$500,000 — lumber,  roof  material,  nails,  ironmongery,  pipe,  etc.,  from 
the  United  States;  $200,000  should  be  available  by  December  1  in 
order  that  the  dry  season  may  be  taken  full  advantage  of.  For  con- 
struction of  permanent  barracks,  quarters,  stations,  etc.,  at  other 
Joints  which  may  be  determined  upon  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
une  30,  1903,  $2,000,000. 

As  I  conclude  tnis  report  telegraphic  advice  brings  me  the  meager 
outline  of  a  dreadful  disaster  falling  upon  Company  C,  Ninth  Infantry, 
stationed  at  the  remote  town  of  Balangiga,  on  the  south  coast  of  tne 
island  of  Samar,  where,  in  the  early  morning  of  September  28,  3 
officers  and  about  50  enlisted  men  met  a  horrible  death,  being  cut  to 
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pieces  bv  bolos.  The  company  present,  about  76  strong,  was  over- 
whelmed by  a  rush  of  some  450  bolomen,  who,  in  the  surprise, 
succeeded  in  getting  between  our  soldiers,  who  were  at  breakfast,  and 
their  arms. 

Born,  raised,  and  educated  in  a  country  where  peaceful  conditions 
prevail  and  where  all  one's  neighbors  can  be  trusted,  where  security 
lor  life  *and  property  is  assured  by  peaceful  processes  and  through  civil 
means,  I  fear  our  soldiers,  transplanted  to  a  strange  sphere  of  action, 
do  not  fully  realize  or  appreciate  the  difference  in  their  surroundings 
and  naturally  fall  into  the  error  of  complaisant  trustfulness  in  a  seem- 
ing friendliness  on  the  part  of  the  native  population,  and  thus  fail  to 
discriminate  between  real  and  professed  or  assumed  friendship. 

The  experience  of  Company  C  will  help  to  eradicate  this  feeling  and 
perhaps  prevent  a  recurrence  of  a  disaster  whose  cause  I  can  not  but 
feel  is  largely  due  to  overconfidence  in  assumed  pacified  conditions 
and  in  a  people  who,  to  a  great  extent  as  yet,  are  strangers  to,  and 
unappreciative  of,  our  humane  and  personal  liberty,  beliefs,  and 
actions;  nevertheless,  they  exhibit  evident  signs  of  educational  possi- 
bilities, and  gradually  an  attainment  to  the  higher  plane  of  our  civili- 
zation may  be  hoped  for.

To  the  Hon.  William  H.  Taft, 

Civil  Governor  of  the  Philippine  Mand$>  Manila,  P.  I. 

Governor:  I  think  it  evident  from  the  language  of  the  President's  Executive 
order  dated  June  21,  1901,  that  it  is  his  belief  that  there  are  sections — provinces  and 
municipalities — in  the  Philippine  Islands  in  such  state  of  pacification,  good  order, 
loyal  disposition  of  the  inhabitants,  civil  organization,  etc.,  as  to  render  further  mili- 
tary control  therein  unnecessary,  and  to  fully  warrant  the  exercise  of  authority 
through  the  medium  only  of  civil  officials  and  persons  employed  solely  in  a  civil 
capacity;  that  there  are  other  sections  not  having  complete  civil  organization  at  this 
time. 

It  appears  also  that  the  President  is  informed,  or  is  apprehensive,  that  there  are, 
or  may  be,  sections— provinces  and  municipalities — of  tlie  Philippine  Islands  where 
insurrection  against  trie  authority  of  the  United  States  continues  to  exist,  or  where 
public  order  is  not  sufficiently  restored  to  warrant  nonaction  by  the  military 
authority. 

You  are  aware,  of  course,  that  in  no  province  in  the  Philippine  Islands  has  com- 

Elete  civil  control  ever  been  exercised  in  the  past,  and  that  only  recently  all  sections 
ave  been  in  active  insurrection  against  the  authority  of  the  United  States;  and, 
further,  that  at  the  present  time  nearly  every  town  of  any  importance  is  guarded  by 
troops. 

I  think  it  important  to  the  end  that  harmonious  relations  shall  exist  between  the 
civil  and  military  authorities,  and  that  the  officers  of  the  Army  may  know  where  and 
judge  of  the  time  for  and  method  of  action,  that  you  name  to  me  the  provinces— -if 
not  whole  provinces,  then  municipalities — which  in  your  opinion  are  now  in  a  satis- 
factory state  of  pacification  and  have  the  necessary  civil  organization  for  adminis- 
tration of  affairs,  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  and  protection  of  life  and  property 
without  assistance  from  the  troops. 

It  is  important  also  for  discipline  and  for  the  better  administration  of  army  affairs 
that  in  such  sections  as  you  may  designate  there  shall  be  a  concentration  of  the  troops. 
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On  receipt  of  the  list  requested  it  will  be  published  for  the  information  of  the  troops, 
and  instructions  will  be  given  which  will  withdraw  all  interference  on  the  part  of 
the  Army  with  the  civil  administration,  unless  specially  requested  by  the  civil  gov- 
ernor of  the  archipelago.

Military  Governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  Manila. 

General:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  6th  instant, 
in  which  you  discuss  the  effect  of  the  President's  Executive  order  dated  June  21, 
1901,  and  express  the  opinion  that  it  will  assist  in  preserving  the  harmonious  rela- 
tions between  the  civil  and  military  authorities  if  you  should  be  advised  of  the 
provinces  or  municipalities  which  in  my  opinion  are  now  in  a  satisfactory  state  of 
pacification  and  have  the  necessary  civil  organization  for  administration  of  affairs, 
maintenance  of  law  and  order,  and  protection  of  life  and  property  without  assistance 
from  the  troops. 

In  reply,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  submitted  your  letter  to  the  Commission,  and 
that  the  "Commission  concurs  with  you  in  the  view  that  it  would  much  facilitate 
harmonious  cooperation  between  the  military  and  civil  branches  of  the  government 
to  have  a  definite  understanding  as  to  the  extent  of  the  operation  of  the  President's 
order  of  June  21,  1901.  The  Commission  understands  that  under  the  order  the 
civil  executive  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  governor  extends  only  to  those  provinces 
organized  by  legislative  act  of  the  Commission,  which  are  Benguet,  Pampanga, 
Pangasinan,  Tarlac,  Batsan,  Bulacan,  Tayabas.  Masbate,  Romblon,  Occidental 
Negros,  Oriental  Negros,  Iloilo,  Antique,  Capiz,  Cebu,  Bohol,  Leyte,  Albay,  Nueva 
Caceres,  Sorsogon,  Marinduque,  Batangas,  Kizal,  Cavite,  Nueva  Ecjja,  Sungao,  and 
Misamis. 

The  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  provinces  of  Batangas,  Cebu,  and  Bohol, 
although  organized  by  act  of  the  Commission,  are  in  such  a  disturbed  condition  that 
it  would  facilitate  pacification  of  these  provinces  if  the  military  governor  should  have 
a  free  hand  in  dealing  with  their  civil  governments  and  officers.  The  Commission 
will  therefore  enact  a  law  providing  that  the  civil  officers  of  the  three  provinces 
named  shall  report  to  the  military  governor,  and  that  the  military  governor  shall 
have  power  to  remove  them  and  appoint  others,  or  to  suspend  or  amend  the  opera- 
tion of  any  part  of  the  laws  of  the  Commission  applicable  to  the  government  of  the 
province  and  to  substitute  therefor  general  orders  having  the  effect  of  law.  It  seems 
to  the  Commission,  however,  that  the  courts  established  by  it  in  the  three  provinces 
above  named  should  continue  to  discharge  their  ordinary  functions,  civil  and  crimi- 
nal, but  that  the  military  governor  and  commanding  general  should  be  able,  in  his 
discretion,  to  organize  military  commissions  or  provost  courts  for  the  trial  of  crimes 
and  misdemeanors,  and  should  be  able  to  designate  what  crimes  shall  be  tried  before 
such  commissions  or  in  such  provost  courts,  and  what  crimes,  if  any,  shall  be  tried 
in  the  civil  courts.  The  Commission  will  provide  by  law  that  the  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  in  the  civil  courts  of  the  three  provinces  named  shall  not  issue  therefrom  for 
the  release  of  prisoners  detained  by  order  of  a  military  commander. 

The  Commission  is  further  of  opinion  that  that  part  of  the  organized  province  of 
Ambos  Camarines  known  as  the  Camarines  Norte  and  that  part  of  Camarines  Sur 
known  as  the  Ragay  district  are  not  in  such  condition  that  the  civil  government 
established  in  Ambos  Camarines  is  able  to  furnish  the  means  of  suppressing  the  law- 
lessness there  rife,  and  that  these  districts  should  be  separated  temporarily  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  provincial  government  of  Ambos  Camarines  and  turned  over  to 
the  executive  jurisdiction  of  the  military  governor  for  administration,  with  powers 
similar  to  those  proposed  in  the  foregoing  to  be  conferred  upon  him  in  the  provinces 
of  Batangas,  Cebu,  and  Bohol;  but  that  for  the  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  courts  these 
districts  should  continue  to  be  in  Ambos  Camarines. 

The  Commission  is  further  of  opinion  that  all  territory  in  the  archipelago  in  which 
the  Commission  has  not  organized  civil  government  is  subject  to  the  civil  jurisdiction 
of  the  military  governor  to  exactly  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  before 
the  order  of  June  21,  1901,  but  that  as  the  Commission  shall  organize  provincial  gov- 
ernments, in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  April  7, 1900,  such  governments  and 
the  territory  embraced  within  their  jurisdiction  will  pass  under  the  civil  executive 
jurisdiction  of  the  civil  governor. 
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The  Commission  is  further  of  opinion  that  the  city  of  Manila  is  now  subject  to  the 
civil  executive  jurisdiction  of  the  military  governor  and  his  provost-marshal-general, 
subject  to  legislative  acts  of  the  Commission  applicable  thereto,  but  that  upon  the 
adoption  of  a  charter  of  civil  government  for  the  city  by  the  Commission,  the  same 
will  pass  under  the  civil  executive  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  governor. 

I  am  directed  by  the  Commission  to  say  that  it  expects  to  take  immediate  steps  to 
secure  the  organization  of  a  police  force  in  all  the  provinces  in  which  civil  govern- 
ment has  been  established,  and  to  be  able  by  means  of  such  police  to  maintain  law 
and  order  without  the  direct  intervention  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  but  that 
while  garrisons  may  be  withdrawn  from  outlying  towns  in  the  provinces,  it  hopes  that 
the  troops  will  be  concentrated  in  sufficient  numbers  at  convenient  points  in  the 
province  in  such  a  way  as  to  retain  in  a  large  measure  the  moral  effect  of  their 
presence  upon  the  vicious  of  the  community,  and  that  in  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  President  of  April  7,  1900,  should  emergency  require,  the  troops  will 
assist  the  civil  authorities  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  acting  under  the 
supervision  of  the  commanding  general  at  the  instance  of  the  civil  governor  where 
telegraphic  notice  can  be  immediately  given  to  the  civil  governor,  and  through  him 
to  the  commanding  general  of  the  necessity  for  such  assistance,  but  that  in  cases  of 
remote  provinces  which  are  not  within  telegraphic  communication,  the  local  military 
commander  will  have  authority  in  his  discretion,  upon  the  call  of  the  governor  of 
the  province,  to  assist  the  local  or  insular  police  in  subduing  lawlessness  too  great 
for  the  local  or  insular  police  to  overcome. 

The  Commission  does  not  propose  in  the  organization  of  the  police  force  to  equip 
the  police  with  any  arm  until  after  full  consultation  with  the  commanding  general. 
It  supposes  that  generallv  shotguns  and  revolvers  will  be  sufficiently  effective  for  the 
police  as  weapons.  The  question  whether,  with  respect  to  a  small  part  of  the  police 
force,  rifles  may  t>e  safely  trusted  to  them,  the  Commission  does  not  moot  at  the 
present,  and  will  not  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  commanding  general 
unless  circumstances  may  seem  to  require  it. 

The  Commission  respectfully  suggests  that  it  would  \>e  wise  to  procure  from  the 
ordnance  department  a  statement  of  the  shotguns  and  revolvers  now  in  use  by  the 
police,  how  they  were  paid  for,  whether  from  the  army  appropriation  or  the  public 
civil  funds  of  the  islands,  and  also  how  many  serviceable  captured  or  surrendered 
rifles  are  now  held  by  the  ordnance  department  which  were  paid  for  out  of  the  public 
civil  funds  of  the  islands.  Should  it  prove  that  the  shotguns  had  been  paid  out  of 
army  appropriations,  the  Commission  is  prepared  to  pay  a  reasonable  price  for  the 
guns  and  ammunition  on  hand  and  also  for  the  revolvers  carried  by  the  police. 

In  the  parts  of  the  islands  in  which  provincial  governments  have  not  been  estab- 
lished, but  where  civil  courts  have  been  established,  the  Commission  would  be  glad, 
if  the  commanding  general  will  permit,  to  provide  that  all  process  issuing  out  of  the 
courts  in  those  parts  of  the  archipelago  may  be  served  by  members  of  the  Army  by 
order  of  the  local  military  commander  in  the  province  or  district  wrhere  the  court  is 
held,  if  the  court  so  requests.  This  will  greatly  assist  the  administration  of  the  courts 
during  the  interval  before  the  organization  of  provincial  governments. 

It  is  understood  by  the  Commission  that  the  collectors  of  customs  and  the  collectors 
of  internal  revenue  for  the  insular  treasury  are  insular  officers  who  will  discharge 
their  functions  under  the  civil  executive  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  governor,  whether 
those  functions  are  performed  in  organized  provinces  or  not,  though  if  the  military 
governor  prefers  to  exercise  civil  jurisdiction  over  the  subordinate  customs  or  internal- 
revenue  collectors  in  provinces  not  organized  the  Commission  does  not  insist  on  a 
construction  of  the  Presidents  order  which  shall  require  it. 

The  office  of  secretary  to  the  military  governor  was  organized  with  quite  a  number 
of  clerks  under  the  administration  of  General  MacArthur.  Through  this  office  was 
done  all  the  executive  work  which  now,  by  order  of  June  21,  1901,  is  divided 
between  the  military  governor  and  the  civil  governor.  It  would  seem  wise,  there- 
fore, that  this  force  should  be  divided,  part  going  to  the  military  governor  and  part 
to  the  civil  governor,  for  the  performance  of  the  necessary  executive  civil  duties.  It 
is  thought  by  the  Commission  that  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  making  this  division 
of  the  force  at  a  conference  between  representatives  of  the  military  and  civil  gov- 
ernors. It  is,  of  course,  understood  by  the  Commission  that  all  the  expenses  of  the 
administration  of  civil  affairs  under  the  military  governor  are  to  be  defrayed  out  of 
the  public  civil  funds. 

The  Commission  hopes  that  troops  will  not  be  withdrawn  from  any  garrisoned 
town  in  the  organized  provinces  until  sufficient  notice  is  given  to  the  Commission  to 
make  full  preparation  for  a  proper  policing  of  the  town  and  province  by  civil  police. 

If  the  propositions  defined  in  tnis  letter  do  not  fully  meet  your  concurrence  wTe 
should  be  glad  to  hear  in  what  respect  you  think  they  should  be  modified,  to  the  end 
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that  we  may  reach  an  agreement  and  that  the  future  relations  between  the  civil  and 
military  branches  may  be  governed  by  it.

General:  This  morning  I  received  a  call  from  your  military  secretary,  Captain 
Hutcheson,  who  pointed  out  one  or  two  passages  in  my  letter  of  July  8  to  you  which 
require  amendments  and  supplements.  Accordingly,  on  behalf  of  the  Commission, 
I  desire  to  add  the  following  suggestions  to  my  letter  of  that  date. 

In  the  first  place,  in  reciting  the  names  of  the  provinces  in  which  provincial  gov- 
ernment has  been  organized  Nueva  Caceres  was  mentioned,  whereas  it  should  have 
been  Ambos  Camarines.  Again,  in  the  passage  referring  to  the  advantage  of  having 
military  local  commanders  serve  process  from  civil  courts  in  territory  not  organized 
into  provincial  governments,  I  should  have  been  more  specific,  and  requested  that 
such  authority  be  given  in  Jolo,  Tawi-tawi,  Zamboanga,  Cotabato,  Davao,  Dapitan, 
Paragua,  and  Mindoro. 

It  seems  wise  further  to  modify  the  letter  by  withdrawing  that  passage  which  pro- 
poses to  turn  over  to  the  military  governor  Camarines  Norte  and  the  Ragay  district 
of  Camarines  Sur.  I  inclose  the  copy  of  a  telegram  of  July  12  just  received  from 
Governor  Curry  of  Ambos  Camarines  and  the  passage  from  the  letter  from  the  same 
officer,  which  seem  to  indicate  that  the  province  is  in  a  condition  which  will  not 
require  its  restoration  to  military  rule.

Nueva  Caceres,  July  12,  1901. 
Governor  Taft,  Manila: 

Just  returned  from  ten  days'  trip  to  North  Camarines,  where  all  insurgents  have 
been  captured,  surrendered,  or  driven  out.  Civil  government  organized  in  all  munic- 
ipalities of  Ambos  Camarines,  except  Taiagan  district,  where  an  active  campaign  is 
being  carried  on,  which  will  result  in  surrender  of  few  remaining  insurgents  within 
thirty  days.  Good  feeling  prevails.  July  4  was  celebrated  in  the  most  remote 
places.    *    *    *

passage  from  letter  of  governor  curry. 

In  this  province  we  have  a  class  of  Spaniards  who  are  devoting  most  of  their 
time  stirring  up  trouble  with  the  Filipinos.  I  am  very  glad  to  state  that  they  will 
not  succeed,  as  the  Bicol  people  having  made  up  their  minds  to  submit  to  the  consti- 
tuted authority,  they  are  going  to  do  it;  and  not  only  are  they  not  going  to  cause  any 
more  trouble  themselves,  but  they  will  do  everything  to  preserve  law  and  order  in 
this  province.  The  only  few  remaining  insurgents  out  are  in  the  Ragay  country, 
under  Elias  Angeles,  a  Tagalo,  and  they  are  badly  scattered  and  will  t>e  picked  up  a 
few  at  a  time,  as  Colonel  Williams,  our  present  district  commander,  has  that  district 
garrisoned  and  has  made  such  disposition  of  troops  as  to  protect  the  people  from  any 
further  trouble.

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son.  I  have  submitted  the  same  to  the  Commission,  and  am  directed  by  it  to  say 
that  the  order  seems  to  embody  with  fullness  and  accuracy  the  propositions  covered 
by  our  previous  correspondence. 
1  have  ventured  to  make  one  or  two  verbal  queries  on  the  face  of  the  draft. 
I  beg  to  inclose  the  form  of  act  which  the  Commission  proposes  to  pass  at  once,  if 
it  meets  your  concurrence,  in  carrying  out  the  part  of  the  arrangement  to  be  per- 
formed by  the  Commission.

General  Orders,  \  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines, 

No.  179.  (  Manila,  P.  /.,  July  20,  1901. 

I.  The  following-named  provinces,  Benguet,  Pangasinan,  Bataan,  Tayabas,  Rom- 
blon,  Oriental  Negros,  Antique,  Levte,  Amboe  Camarines,  Marinduque,  Cavite,  Suri- 
gao,  Pampanga,  Tarlac,  Bulacan,  Masbate,  Occidental  Negros,  Iloilo,  Capiz,  Albay, 
Sorsogon,  Rizal,  Nueva  Ecija,  Misamis,  having  been  designated  by  the  United  States 
Philippine  Commission  as  fully  organized  by  legislative  acts  and  as  being  in  such  a 
satisfactory  state  of  pacification  and  sufficiently  well  advanced  in  all  details  of  civil 
administration  as  to  warrant  passing  under  the  civil  executive  jurisdiction  of  the  civil 
governor,  it  is  ordered: 

That  wherever  municipal  police  are  organized,  and  except  as  prescribed  in  Para- 
graph II  of  this  order,  all  United  States  troops  at  the  several  camps  located  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  provinces  named  abstain  from  any  and  all  attempts  at 
coercion,  control,  influence,  or  interference  with  the  administration  of  civil  affaire. 

The  troops  will  at  once  be  put  under  an  efficient  state  of  discipline  and  instruction, 
to  the  end  that  no  disorder  may  be  charged  to  their  account,  or  annovance  caused  the 
civil  administration  by  reason  of  their  presence.  The  conduct  of  the  troops  should 
facilitate  rather  than  retard  the  maintenance  of  order,  and  all  military  persons  will, 
by  their  example,  show  proper  respect  for  civil  administration  and  for  all  civil 
officers. 

At  all  camps  where  the  municipal  police  has  not  been  organized  the  troops  will 
continue  to  preserve  order  as  heretofore  until  such  time  as  the  organization  of  a 
municipal  police  is  effected,  upon  the  accomplishment  of  which  the  foregoing  gen- 
eral instructions  to  troops  will  obtain. 

II.  As  a  rule  interference  by  the  military  in  civil  affairs  will  correspond  to  the 
well-known  procedure  in  the  United  States. 

When,  under  an  emergency,  the  civil  governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands  shall 
make  a  request  upon  the  commanding  general  of  the  Division  of  the  Philippines  for 
the  assistance  of  troops,  the  latter  will  be  governed  by  such  instructions  as  they  may 
receive  from  these  headquarters. 

When  disturbances  beyond  the  control  of  the  local  municipal  police  arise  in 
remote  provinces  not  within  telegraphic  communication,  namely,  in  the  provinces 
of  Surigao,  Masbate,  Marinduque,  and  Romblon,  the  senior  military  officer  on  duty 
in  the  province  is  authorized  to  render  needful  assistance  to  the  civil  authority  upon 
written  or  telegraphic  request  of  the  provincial  civil  governor. 

In  this  connection  the  attention  of  all  officers  is  invited  to  the  general  regulations 
governing  such  duty  as  outlined  in  Article  LII,  paragraphs  486-491,  inclusive,  Army 
Regulations. 

In  cases  where  the  assistance  of  the  military  arm  has  l)een  asked  for,  full  report  of 
the  fact,  with  attending  circumstances,  action  taken  and  result  thereof,  will  be  promptly 
submitted  through  regular  military  channels. 

III.  In  the  provinces  of  Batangas,  Cebu,  and  Bohol  all  civil  courts  now  in  opera- 
tion will  be  permitted  to  discharge  their  functions  in  all  cases  of  citizen  versus  citi- 
zen, or  civil  official  versus  citizen,  or  vice  versa;  the  military  taking  over  jurisdiction 
in  all  cases  where  it  is  charged  by  a  military  officer  that  a  j>arty  is  giving  information 
or  rendering  assistance  to  person  or  persons  engaged  directly  or  indirectly  in  insur- 
rection; for  assassination  or  attempt  at  assassination  of  person  or  persons  engaged  or 
employed  in  the  military  service;  for  murder  or  attempt  at  murder  of  citizens  because 
of  service  rendered  or  supposed  to  have  been  rendered  to  troops  in  any  manner  what- 
soever, either  voluntarily  or  under  compulsion.  Military  jurisdiction  will  also  attach 
directly  in  cases  of  all  disorders  in  places  not  actually  the  residence  of  a  civil  judge, 
and  trial  by  provost  courts  will  obtain  in  such  places.  At  place  of  residence  of  the 
civil  court,  disorderly  persons,  if  arrested  by  the  military,  will  be  placed  under  con- 
trol of  the  civil  court 
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The  writ  of  habeas  corpus  having  been  suspended  by  an  act  of  the  Philippine  Com- 
mission within  the  provinces  and  sections  above  mentioned  in  this  paragraph,  pris- 
oners in  custody  by  military  authority  are  lawfully  detained,  and  the  reasons  therefor 
may  not  be  demanded  by  any  civil  judge. 

IV.  Officers  responsible  for  revolvers,  shotguns,  ammunition  and  equipments  there- 
for, the  property  of  the  United  States,  now  in  use  bv  municipal  police,  shall  obtain 
from  the  presidents  of  each  municipality  receipts  therefor  in  quadruplicate,  one  to 
be  retained  by  the  officer  and  three  forwarded  to  these  headquarters  for  disposition 
as  follows:  One  to  the  civil  governor;  two  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer  in  the  division. 

Upon  obtaining  these  receipts  from  the  various  presidentes  the  officer  responsible 
for  tne  property  will  invoice  it  to  the  chief  ordnance  officer  of  the  division,  who  is 
directed  to  receipt  therefor.  The  chief  ordnance  officer  will  then  present  to  the 
civil  governor  of  the  islands,  through  these  headquarters,  a  bill  for  the  cost  price  of 
the  foregoing  arms  and  equipments  which,  when  paid  for,  will  become  the  property 
of  the  insular  government  as  a  means  of  arming  their  municipal  police. 

V.  In  Jolo,  Tawi-tawi,  Zamboanga,  Cotabato,  Davao,  Dapitan,  Paragua,  and 
Mindoro,  where  provincial  civil  government  has  not  been  established  but  wnere  civil 
courts  have  been  instituted,  commanding  officers,  upon  written  request  of  the  court, 
may  detail  an  intelligent  noncommissioned  officer  or  private  to  serve  and  execute 
written  processes  issuing  therefrom. 

VI.  In  unorganized  territory,  also  in  organized  provinces  or  parts  thereof  under 
military  jurisdiction,  collectors  of  customs,  inspectors  of  customs,  and  collectors  of 
internal  revenue  will  discharge  their  duties  as  insular  officers,  reporting  direct  and 
making  direct  return  to  the  civil  government,  and  it  should  be  understood  by  all 
commanding  officers  that  the  foregoing  civil  officials  perform  their  functions  under 
the  direction  of  the  civil  executive  jurisdiction  of  the  civil  governor. 

VII.  Commanding  officers  of  all  military  stations  will  report  at  once,  through 
proper  military  channels,  when  the  municipal  organization  of  the  towns  in  which 
they  are  located  (within  their  commands)  is  complete,  giving  the  number  of  police, 
their  rank,  etc.,  and  how  they  are  armed. 

VIII.  Under  the  orders  of  the  President  as  contained  in  the  Executive  order  of 
Jane  21,  1901,  all  territory  in  the  Philippine  Islands  not  fully  organized  for  civil  gov- 
ernment and  formerly  transferred  to  the  civil  government  will  remain  under  military 
control,  and  its  civil  affairs  will  be  administered,  as  heretofore,  through  the  execu- 
tive authority  vested  in  the  military  governor. 

IX.  The  restoration  of  organized  provinces  to  civil  control  and  the  extension  of 
civil  government  to  territory  still  remaining  under  military  control  will,  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned,  be  announced  from  time  to  time  in  general  orders  from 
these  headquarters. 

X.  In  connection  with  the  foregoing,  the  following  act  of  the  United  States  Philip- 
pine Commission  is  published: 

[Act  No.  173.] 

AN  ACT  restoring  the  province*  of  Batangaa,  Cebu,  and  Bohol  to  the  executive  control  of  the  mili- 
tary governor. 

By  authority  of  the  President  of  the  United  Mates,  t*e  it  enacted  by  the  United  States  Philip- 
pine Commission,  that — 

whereas  in  the  provinces  of  Batangas,  Cebu,  and  Bohol,  which  have  been  organ- 
ised as  provinces  under  the  provincial  government  act,  armed  insurrection  continues, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission  it  will  facilitate  the  pacification  of  these  prov- 
inces to  remove  them  from  the  executive  control  of  the  civil  governor  and  to  put 
them  under  the  executive  control  of  the  military  governor: 

Section  1.  The  provincial  and  municipal  officers  of  the  provinces  of  Batangas, 
Cebu,  and  Bohol  snail  report  to  the  military  governor,  and  the  military  governor 
shall  have  the  power  to  remove  them  and  appoint  others  in  their  places,  anything  in 
the  provincial  act,  the  special  acts  organizing  said  provinces  of  the  municipal  code  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sbc.  2.  In  case  of  military  necessity  the  military  governor  shall  have  the  power  to 
suspend  the  operation  of  any  part  of  the  laws  of  the  Commission  applicable  to  the 
government  of  the  provinces  alwve  named,  and  to  substitute  therefor,  temporarily, 
general  orders  having  the  effect  of  law. 

Sbc.  3.  The  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  civil  courts  of  the  three  provinces  named 
shall  not  issue  therefrom  for  the  release  of  prisoners  detained  by  order  of  the  mili- 
tary governor  or  his  duly  authorized  military  subordinates. 
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Sec*.  4.  The  courts  established  by  the  Commission  in  the  three  provinces  above 
named  shall  continue  to  discharge  "their  ordinary  functions,  civil  and  criminal,  pro- 
vided that  the  military  governor  is  empowered  to  provide  for  the  trial  of  ordinary 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  by  military  commissions  and  provost  courts,  and  to  desig- 
nate what  of  the  ordinary  crimes  and  misdemeanors  shall  be  tried  before  such  com- 
missions or  provost  courts,  and  what  crimes,  if  any,  shall  be  tried  in  the  civil  courts. 

Sec.  5.  The  public  good  requiring  the  speedy  enactment  of  this  bill,  the  passage 
of  the  same  is  herebv  expedited  in  accordance  with  section  2  of  "An  act  prescribing 
the  order  of  procedure  by  the  Commission  in  the  enactment  of  laws,"  pa&ed 
Septemt>er  2«,  1900. 

Set.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

July  3.  Manila,  Headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon.  General  Wheaton 
to  adjutant-general  of  the  division: 

Following  from  commanding  general,  third  district:  "The  commanding  officer 
Twenty-fifth  Infantry  reports  that  Lieutenant  Bates,  with  a  detachment  of  Company 
F  and  native  police  of  Botolan,  surprised  a  camp  of  Tulisanes  in  the  mountains  north- 
east of  that  town  yesterday  morning.

G.  L.  Townsend,  First  Infantry,  Pamboulan,  Samar,  reports  that 
on  July  11  detachment  of  8  men  of  Company  K,  First  Infantry,  and  35  men  of  Com- 
pany H,  First  Infantry,  under  Capt.  A.  S.  Pinto,  assistant  surgeon,  United  States 
Army,  left  the  post  on  an  expedition  lasting  three  days.  While  crossing  river  about 
2  miles  from  post  were  fired  on  and  1  enlisted  man  wounded.  Two  of  the  enemy 
were  killed.    Destroyed  large  quantity  of  enemy's  supplies  at  Quinapundan,  Samar. 
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Julv  23.  Capt.  F.  H.  Schoeffel,  Ninth  Infantry,  reports  expeditions  from  Tarang- 
nan,  Samar,  to  search  swamps  near  mouth  of  Gandara  River  for  supplies  of  rice  and 
stores  of  insurgents.    Captured  and  destroyed  large  quantity  of  sucn  stores. 

July  22.  Lieut.  G.  L.  Townsend,  First  Infantry,  reports  that  he  left  i>o8t  of  Pam- 
boulan,  Samar,  on  July  17  with  40  men,  proceeding  to  Abujao  in  boats.  At  Sacedo 
and  Opong  destroyed  large  quantities  of  supplies  of  enemy  and  4  large  buildings  used 
as  quarters. 

July  22.  Maj.  F.  A.  Smith,  inspector-general,  reports  from  Laguan,  Samar,  the 
surrender  of  Capt.  Marcos  Espina,  2  lieutenants,  ana  91  soldiers,  with  2  small  brass 
cannon,  2  revolvers,  1  Krag,  2  Mausers,  25  miscellaneous  rifles,  shotguns,  etc.,  75 
bolos,  and  375  rounds  of  ammunition. 

July  25.  Major  Smith  re]x>rt8  surrender  on  the  island  of  Batag  of  10  bolomen  with 
bolos,  and  on  the  28th  9  more  bolomen  with  bolos. 

Julv  25.  Major  Smith  reports  surrender  of  Fernando  Opinion,  former  presidente 
of  Pafapag,  Samar;  also  reports  surrender  at  Palapag  of  2  Mauser  rifles,  1  revolver, 
and  40  rounds  of  ammunition.

Sir:  I  have  honor  to  submit  the  following  observations  upon  conditions  with 
respect  to  troops,  supplies,  etc.,  in  the  division,  as  developed  by  the  work  of  the 
inspector-general's  department. 

In  a  preliminary  report,  submitted  on  the  1st  of  June,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of 
the  major-general  commanding,  the  division  of  duty  Detween  this  office  and  the 
respective  departments  was  outlined,  and  the  condition  of  the  work  at  that  date  stated. 
Since  that  time  inspections  have  continued  and  are  now  brought  up  to  date,  so  that 
it  may  be  said  the  work  of  the  department  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  is  as 
complete  as  it  was  possible  to  make  it.  All  the  stations  have  been  inspected  once, 
a  majority  of  them  twice,  and  a  considerable  number  three  times  during  the  year. 
The  inspections  of  the  money  accounts  of  all  disbursing  officers,  including  those  dis- 
bursing public  civil  funds,  have  been  very  complete. 

A  roster  of  all  officers  serving  in  the  inspector-general's  department  is  appended. 
To  the  assistants  in  this  oifice,  the  insj>ectors-generalof  the  departments  and  districts, 
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is  due  the  credit  for  this  thorough  and  complete  inspection  of  stations  and  troops, 
and  I  desire  to  commend  in  the  highest  degree  to  the  major-general  commanding 
the  quality  of  work  performed  by  them  within  their  respective  spheres  of  duty. 

INSTRUCTION. 

There  has  been  very  little  instruction  of  troops,  theoretical  or  practical,  beyond 
that  incidental  to  active  field  service,  which,  as  far  as  it  goes,  is  most  valuable  if  full 
advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  opportunity. 

TARGET    PRACTICE. 

Target  practice  has  l>een,  from  the  necessities  of  the  case,  almost  entirely  neglected, 
but  with  a  cessation  of  hostilities  it  is  receiving  attention.  This  important  part  of  a 
modern  soldier's  education  should  receive  prompt  attention  and  be  vigorously  prose- 
cuted. At  the  present  time  the  Army  is  largely  composed  of  new  men  without 
practit*  or  skill  in  the  art  of  shooting. 

ORDNANCE   DEPARTMENT — ARMS    AND   AMMUNITION. 

The  rifle  and  carbine  have  given  universal  satisfaction.  On  arms  of  the  older  issue 
the  Buffington  sight  is  very  generally  condemned  on  account  of  the  impossibility 
under  service  conditions  to  adjust  the  slide. 

The  nickel-shell  ammunition  from  the  Frankfort  Arsenal  has  not  given  satisfaction ; 
the  bullet  either  falls  out  of  or  is  driven  into  the  case;  many  cartridges  miss  fire. 

The  ammunition  for  the  Hotchkiss  gun  battery,  from  the  same  arsenal,  has  been 
the  subject  of  complaint. 

EQUIPMENTS. 

The  quality  of  the  equipments  has  been  satisfactory,  but  their  condition  and 
appearance  have  been  very  generally  criticized.  The  supply  of  oil  and  leather  f>r 
repairs  is  reported  to  be  too  small,  being  based  upon  the  strength  of  units  for  peace 
time  and  the  United  States. 

QUARTERMASTER'S    DEPARTMENT. 

The  conditions  in  this  department  have  materially  improved.  A  more  business- 
like method  is  observable  everywhere,  and  while  there  may  be  still  opportunities  for 
curtailing  exj>ense  where  it  was  extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  under  the  stress 
of  war,  progress  along  that  line  is  very  evident. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

The  troops  and  stations  are  fairly  well  provided  with  means  of  transportation, 
which  is  reported  in  good  condition.  At  stations  where  the  service  requires  it,  pack 
mules  have  been  generally  provided. 

SUPPLIES. 

Quartermaster  supplies  have  been  generally  good.  Extra  fireboxes  and  linings 
for  the  field  stove  should  be  provided;  it  is  absurd  to  condemn  a  stove  in  perfect 
condition  except  that  those  parts  have  been  burned  out. 

Clothing  has  caused  complaint,  especially  the  shoes.  For  field  service,  particu- 
larly in  tne  mountains,  they  are  a  failure;  soles  too  thin  and  soft;  they  wear  out 
rapidly  and  are  easily  torn  from  the  uppers.  Hats,  gingham  shirts,  khaki  clothing 
made  of  khaki  of  American  manufacture  are  declared  to  be  unsatisfactory,  also  the 
leggings.  The  khaki  clothing  shrinks  and  fades,  the  leggings  fade  and  are  of  various 
shades  when  first  received.  In  my  opinion  a  light  woolen  *  *  puttee ' '  would  prove  more 
satisfactory  under  the  conditions  of  service  here.  It  has  been  suggested  that  pajamas 
should  be  added  to  clothing  list,  so  that  the  soldiers,  when  circumstances  permitted, 
might  be  provided  with  a  sleeping  suit,  which  would  be  an  advantage  from  a  sanitary 
point  of  view  as  well  as  add  to  soldiers'  comfort. 

The  loss  of  subsistence  stores  shipped  from  home  ports,  as  well  as  from  Manila  to 
island  ports,  has  been  large.  The  situation  was  a  very  difficult  one,  and  when  all 
of  the  phases  are  considered  it  must  be  conceded  that  the  problem  of  handling  the 
supplies  of  an  army  of  70,000  men  over  so  long  a  line  of  communication  has  oeen 
worked  out  with  much  credit  to  those  responsible  for  it. 
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PUBLIC  AXIMALS. 


Public  animalH  are  well  cared  for.  The  horses  sent  out  have  not  been  first  class. 
As  a  rule  they  have  been  of  a  type  not  well  adapted  to  cavalry.  The  mules  have 
been  fine  animals.  It  is  suggested  by  Maj.  R.  A.  Brown,  inspector-general,  United 
States  Volunteers,  captain,  Fourth  Cavalry,  that  mares  be  brought  for  the  mount  of 
some  of  the  cavalry  regiments  to  be  sent  out  here.  I  think  the  idea  a  good  one. 
The  animals  should  be  carefully  selected.  If  this  plan  be  followed  it  will  provide  a 
means  of  improving  the  breed  of  horses  now  in  these  islands,  and  within  a  compara- 
tively short  time  would  furnish  at  least  a  portion  of  our  cavalry  mounts. 

Upon  the  same  principle  it  would  prove  a  profitable  investment  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  import  from  Spain  a  limited  number  of  large  jackasses.  With  free  service 
to  approved  pony  mares,  and  a  claim,  at  a  fair  price,  on  the  colt  when  3  or  4  years 
old,  the  Government  would  soon  have  a  field  from  which  to  select  pack  mules  for 
island  service. 

FORAGE. 

The  forage  in  general  use  is  hay  and  oats  received  from  the  United  States,  and 
very  little  complaint  appears  to  have  been  made  of  its  quality. 

Native  forage,  consisting  of  "palay,"  "paja  palay,"  and  green  grass,  has  been  used 
at  various  times  by  troops  when  it  was  impossible  to  procure  American  forage,  at  a 
cost  varying  from  one-quarter  of  a  cent  to  1 J  cents  per  pound.  Opinion  as  to  its 
merit  varies.  From  written  reports  and  conversation  with  many  officers  I  conclude 
that  the  majority  of  the  cavalry  officers  serving?  in  the  islands  condemn  it  in  toto 
or  favor  its  use  in  a  limited  way.  But  the  minority  who  favor  it,  when  properly 
handled  and  fed,  include  so  many  practical,  careful,  and  conscientious  horsemen 
who  have  formed  their  conclusions  after  extensive  tests,  that  I  believe  that  the  native 
forage  does  possess  merit,  and  in  time  can  be  substituted  for  the  American  article  to 
a  very  large  extent.  The  difficulty  now  is  the  extent  of  supply,  but  a  demand  will 
create  a  supply.  I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  maize,  or  indian  corn,  industry, 
if  fostered  and  properly  directed,  can  be  developed  sufficiently  to  furnish  at  least  a 
part  of  the  native  forage.  In  the  Southern  States  in  the  United  States  corn  is  the 
staple  forage,  and  it  is  a  mistake  to  think  it  can  not  be  fed  here.  Attention  is  invited 
to  remarks  of  various  officers  on  this  subject  in  the  extracts  appended. 

BARRACKS  AND  QUARTER8. 

At  many  stations  the  troops  are  quartered  in  convents  or  monasteries  formerly 
occupied  by  the  Catholic  friars.  Wnile  deficient  in  the  conveniences  of  a  modern 
barrack,  *hey  serve  the  purpose  well.  Many  of  them  are  in  bad  condition,  however, 
and  if  occupied  much  longer  require  extensive  repairs.  At  some  stations  the  munici- 
pal buildings  have  been  utilized  as  barracks,  ana  in  a  few  instances  the  troops  have 
constructed  nipa  huts.  The  question  of  quarters  for  both  officers  and  men  is  an 
important  one  and  will  undoubtedly  receive  early  attention.  In  Manila  alone  the 
Government  is  paying  $11,605.50  per  month  for  buildings  used  for  military  purposes. 
With  the  authority  to  bring  officers'  and  soldiers'  families  to  these  islands  the  sub- 
ject of  quarters  has  assumed  greater  importance.  Rent  in  cities  and  towns  has 
reached  such  a  figure  that  it  becomes  an  onerous  burden;  moreover,  it  is  frequently 
impossible  to  secure  suitable  houses  at  any  price. 

SUBSISTENCE. 

• 

Supplies  furnished  by  the  subsistence  department,  including  sales  stores,  have 
"been  abundant,  and,  as  a  rule,  have  reached  all  the  troops  serving  in  the  archipelago 
with  regularity.  When  practicable,  fresh  meats  are  furnished  from  the  supply  in 
Manila;  when  that  can  not  be  done,  by  reason  of  distance  and  time  after  leaving  cold 
storage,  beef  on  the  hoof  has  been  furnished,  if  possible;  and  the  source  of  supply  is 
diminishing  all  the  time,  and  is  more  or  less  dangerous  on  account  of  the  prevalence 
of  rinderpest.  Where  it  has  been  impossible  to  furnish  any  fresh  meat,  canned 
corned  beef  and  canned  roast  beef  have  been  supplied. 

The  inspector-general  of  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon  says: 

"  The  messing  of  the  troops  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  standard  of  supply.  Good 
cooks  seem  to  be  a  rarity.    *    *    * 

"A  system  by  which  good  cooks  will  be  supplied  will  do  more  to  improve  the  food 
than  any  other  improvement  in  the  ration  that  can  be  suggested." 

At  nearly  all  of  the  stations  troops  have  received  fresh  vegetables.  It  is  thought 
that  henceforth  it  will  be  possible  to  raise  fresh  vegetables  at  the  majority  of  perma- 
nent garrisons.     Experiments  should  at  once  begin  in  this  field. 
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The  loss  of  fresh  vegetables  by  deterioration  has  been  very  large.  This  loss  has 
made  this  component  of  the  ration  expensive.  There  has  been  a  considerable  loss 
on  canned  goods  from  deterioration;  it  can  he  reduced  by  use  of  a  can  made  espe- 
cially for  this  climate  and  covered  with  a  thick  coat  of  paint  or  lacquer.  More  care 
should  be  exercised  by  post  commissaries  in  making  requisitions,  as  well  as  a  more 
careful  supervision  over  them  by  chief  commissaries,  so  as  to  avoid  accumulation  of 
canned  goods  or  other  stores  at  stations. 

MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

•Medicines  and  medical  supplies  have  been  abundantly  furnished,  and  medical 
attention  has  more  nearly  filled  the  requirements  of  the  service  than  at  any  previous 
period.  Probably  in  some  instances  the  issue  of  certain  kinds  of  drugs  and  medicines 
nas  been  excessive.  This  matter  requires  very  close  attention  on  the  part  of  chief 
surgeons  and  the  officers  in  charge  of  the  medical  supply  depots.  It  has  evidently 
been  the  intention  of  medical  officers  to  prevent  the  contingency  of  finding  them- 
selves deficient  in  any  kind  of  medicine. 

ENGINEER  CORPS. 

The  battalion  of  engineers  serving  in  these  islands,  although  widely  scattered,  has 
sustained  the  high  reputation  of  that  corps,  and  the  reports  show  that  all  the  duties 
allotted  to  it  have  been  performed  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 

SIGNAL  CORPS. 

The  reports  show  that  the  work  of  this  department  has  been  in  the  highest  degree 
satisfactory. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Reports  of  serious  infractions  of  discipline  have  been  infrequent.  When  all  the 
circumstances  and  conditions  are  considered  and  the  results  accomplished  are  meas- 
ured, the  discipline  of  the  command  may  be  said  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.  The  prac- 
tical absence  of  excesses,  looting,  etc.,  speaks  well  for  the  essentials  of  discipline;  but 
there  is  great  room  for  improvement  in  the  public  exhibition  of  its  effect,  as  in  the 
matter  of  dress,  demeanor,  and  the  observance  of  regulations  with  respect  to  salut- 
ing superior  officers,  etc.     This  remark  applies  to  officers  as  well  as  soldiers.

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NATIVE  TROOPS. 

One  battalion  of  Maeabebes  has  been  organized  as  the  Battalion  of  Philippine  Cav- 
alry. 

there  are  53  companies  of  native  scouts,  distributed  as  follows:  Department  of 
Northern  Luzon,  31  companies;  Department  of  the  Visayas,  18  companies;  Depart- 
ment of  Mindanao  and  Jolo,  4  companies;  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  87  scouts. 

The  Maeabebes,  or  Philippine  Cavalry,  have  proved  loyal  and  have  rendered  good 
service  during  quite  a  long  period. 

The  "  scouts  "  have  been  organized  during  the  past  six  months,  and  reports  show 
that  they  readily  adapt  themselves  to  the  conditions  of  the  service.  It  is  too  early 
vet  to  express  an  opinion  upon  their  ultimate  value  as  United  States  soldiers  for  duty 
in  the  Philippines.

Notes  on  native  forage  and  suitability  of  the  same  for  use  of  cavalry  horses. 
First.  As  to  quantity  to  be  fed: 


A   8HORT  FORAGE. 


The  most  satisfactory,  in  fact,  practically  the  only,  short  forage  now  available  is 
the  head  P&lay.  i.  e.,  ripened  rice  in  the  head,  cut  with  the  stock  about  18  inches  in 
length.  Threshing  or  separating  the  grain  from  the  beard  and  stock  causes  a  loss  in 
weight  of  about  one-third,  so  that  18  pounds  of  the  head  palay  will  produce  about 
12  pounds  of  the  grain  still  in  the  husk,  which  is  equivalent  in  nutritive  properties 
to  a  like  amount  of  oats.  On  this  amount,  18  pounds  of  un threshed  palay,  my 
horses  have  done  remarkably  well,  when  fed  as  hereafter  suggested,  even  under 
hard  work.  When  later,  under  a  misapprehension  of  facts,  this  amount  was  cut 
down  to  10  or  12  pounds  they  fell  away  in  flesh. 


LONG    FORAGE. 


A  horse  will  readily  eat  50  pounds  of  the  green  lowland  grass,  such  as  is  delivered 
by  natives,  or  a  like  amount  of  green  rice  grass.  Were  hay  of  properly  cured  high- 
land grass  available,  14  pounds,  as  of  American  hay,  would  be  sufficient  for-a  ration. 
When  "paja  palay,"  i.  e..  the  rice  straw  cut  after  the  grain  has  been  gathered,  is 
used,  owing  to  its  lack  of  nutriment  a  larger  amount  is  necessary — from  20  to  30 
pounds.    This  article  is  so  ridiculously  cheap  that  any  desirable  quantity  might  be  fed. 

Second.  Extent  of  supply: 

The  natives  raise  sufficient  rice  for  forage  for  the  animals  usually  found  in  dif- 
ferent localities,  but  the  use  by  them  of  the  grain  rice  as  forage  is  exceedingly  limited. 
When  we  first  came  here  they  believed  that  feeding  of  palay  to  any  extent^ would  be 
fatal  to  horses.  For  fattening  purposes  they  use  a  preparation  of  sugar  which  speed- 
ily gives  to  the  horse  a  sleek  appearance,  but  no  stamina  such  as  is  required  oi  our 
horsse.  It  is  to  good  substantial  forage  about  what  the  emergency  ration  is  to  good 
coffee,  hard  bread,  and  bacon.  Under  past  and  present  conditions,  owing  to  the 
unsettled  state  of  affairs,  prolonged  subsistence  of  any  considerable  number  o  {cavalry 
horses  in  any  one  particular  district,  being  an  extra  drain,  has  led  to  scarcity  of 
rice,  but  under  normal  conditions  I  can  not  imagine  any  such  scarcity  existing.  I 
am  informed  that  during  the  last  two  years  not  more  than  1  acre  of  rice  land  was 
cultivated  where  8  had  been  before.  My  observation  leads  me  to  believe  this  is 
true,  as  regards  many  localities  at  least.

Third.  As  to  maize,  or  indian  corn: 

This  is  grown  in  very  limited  quantities,  but  thrives  well,  and,  if  allowed  to  mature, 
develops  into  good,  full,  and  substantial  grain.  I  do  not  approve  of  it  as  forage  in 
this  climate;  it  is  too  heating,  though  if  fed  during  the  coolest  months  and  in  very 
limited  quantities  it  might  do  no  harm.  I  should  discard  it  altogether  though,  as 
there  are  too  many  causes,  many  of  them  climatic,  aside  from  this  that  go  to  affect 
and  overheat  a  horse's  blood. 

Fourth.  As  to  long  forage: 

Under  normal  conditions  good  long  forage  can  be  readily  obtained.  Thus  far  our 
experience  has  been  limited  largely  to  the  green  lowland  grass  and  "  paja  palay." 
While  the  latter  is  most  uninviting  as  to  appearance,  it  is  yet  eagerly  eaten  by  horses 
and  serves  as  a  fair  "  roughening.  It  can  not  contain  much  nutriment,  vet  animals 
seem  to  relish  it.  It  comes  in  simply  incidental  to  rice  raising.  Were  the  rice  and 
grass  cut  while  in  the  milk  and  all  nutriment  still  in  the  stock,  and  properly  cured, 
it  would  unquestionably  make  quite  as  good  forage  as  oats  cut  in  that  period  of  its 
growth.  In  other  words,  rice  should  be  raised  for  a  long  forage  and  not  for  the  rice 
proper.  As  soon  as  demand  for  such  a  product  is  made  apparent,  and  its  sale  guaran- 
teea,  there  is  no  doubt  of  its  being  supplied  in  quantities  ample  to  meet  the  demand. 
Again,  there  are  in  the  mountains  and  foothills  varieties  of  native  wild  grass  that 
could  be  cured,  at  the  proper  time,  into  good  hay.  There  is  one  variety,  slightly 
resembling  "Johnson  grass"  of  the  States,  but  smaller,  of  much  finer  fiber  and  leaf, 
more  succulent  and  nutritious,  which,  even  after  dying  and  drying  up  standing,  is 
fair  forage.  This,  cut  at  the  proper  time  and  properly  cured,  would  make  good  hay. 
There  is  also  a  smaller  variety,  very  much  resembling  the  white  "  grama' '  of  Arizona, 
which  is  very  nutritious.  The  danger  heretofore  attending  natives  going  beyond  the 
immediate  protection  of  troops  has  made  the  gathering  of  such  grasses  impracticable 
if  not  impossible.  In  Arizona  I  have,  as  quartermaster,  purchased  millions  of  pounds 
of  hay  from  mountain  grasses,  carried  in  on  the  backs  of  Indian  men,  women,  chil- 
dren, and  jackasses  in  bundles  of  from  10  to  100  pounds,  paying  therefor  1  cent  gold 
per  pound.  The  same  can  be  done  here  at  much  less  cost,  but  the  natives  must  be 
shown  how  and  when  to  do  it. 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

About  a  year  ago  I  had  a  large  number  of  horses  suffering  from  acute  inflammation 
of  the  bowels.  The  lowland  green  grass,  usually  found  in  wet  places,  was  then  being 
fed,  and  1  readily  traced  the  cause  of  the  bowel  trouble  to  it  This  grass  is  of  the 
Bermuda  class  and  is  really  a  "vine  grass."  The  leaf,  or  grass  proper,  is  good, 
healthy,  and  nutritious,  but  the  root  contains  an  acid  which  acts  on  both  bowels  and 
kidneys,  bringing  on  inflammation  quicker  than  anything  with  which  I  have  had 
experience. 

Tubers  of  all  kinds  raised  in  these  islands  are  injurious  to  the  human  if  eaten 
uncooked.  The  same  applies  to  the  diet  of  the  horse.  The  injurious  effects  at  first 
experienced  by  our  cavalry  on  feeding  green  rice  grass  was  due  to  the  fact  that  grass 
was  not  cut,  but  pulled  up,  roots  and  all  being  fed. 

The  theory  so  often  advanced,  even  among  cavalry  officers,  that  the  native  grasses, 
or  most  of  them,  are  injurious  to  our  American  horses,  is  nonsense,  pure  and  simple, 
and  founded  on  ignorance.  Again,  I  had  among  my  troop  horses  considerable  clog- 
ging of  the  lower  Dowels  when  fed  for  a  long  time  on  palay,  but  this  clogging  was  not 
nearly  so  prevalent  nor  severe  as  I  have  met  with  in  Texas  in  some  districts  along 
the  Rio'Grande.  This  difficulty  was  overcome  and  entirely  removed  by  soaking  the 
palay  heads,  preferably  in  salt  or  brackish  water,  long  enough  to  soften  the  beard, 
making  all  digestible.  This  soaking  process  must  not  be  long  enough  to  cause  fer- 
mentation, or  another  evil  will  arise. 

Horses  in  these  islands  should  be  fed  three  times  a  day.  There  are  few  circum- 
stances under  which  this  would  not  be  practicable. 

My  horses  have  subsisted  for  long  periods  exclusively  on  native  forage  and  kept  in 
excellent  condition,  under  very  hard  work.  It  is  my  firm  belief,  which  I  think  can 
be  supported  by  facts,  that  a  cavalry  horse  can  be  well  subsisted  on  these  islands 
much  cheaper  than  at  most  cavalry  posts  in  the  States,  and  certainly  on  a  very  small 
fraction  of  what  it  costs  when  forage  is  imported.  The  foregoing  remarks  are  founded 
on  observations  and  experience  in  the  provinces  in  which  I  have  served.  There 
may  be  provinces  to  which  they  would  not  apply,  but  from  inquiries  made  on  the 
subject,  I  doubt  it. 

Forage  brought  from  the  States  should  be  prepared  and  pressed.

NATIVE    FORAOK    FOR   AMERICAN    HORSES. 

Experience  in  supplying  and  feeding  native  forage  to  American  animals  has  been 
so  limited  that  its  adaptability  for  exclusive  use  is  not  yet  determined.  Good  graz- 
ing is  found  in  most  parts  of  the  islands  of  this  department  where  mounted  troops  can 
operate.  Palay  is  plentiful  in  the  lowlands  of  Panay  and  on  the  western  slopes  of 
Negros,  but  in  Cebu  and  Leyte  the  supply  can  not  he  depended  upon.  Corn  is  grown 
extensively  on  the  eastern  and  northern  coasts  of  Negros,  on  Cebu,  and  to  some 
extent  on  Leyte,  but  seems  to  be  consumed  by  the  people  as  fast  as  grown,  and  no 
considerable  quantity  is  stored.  Corn  is  generally  considered  unsuitable  to  feed  to 
American  horses  and  mules  in  this  climate.  The  following  extracts  of  reports  on 
this  subject  bv  two  cavalry  officers  of  long  experience,  Col.  George  S.  Anderson, 
Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,and  Maj.  W.  A.  Holbrook,  Thirty-eighth  Infantry, 
U.  8.  V.,  are  here  quoted.  Colonel  Anderson  says:  "In  my  short  tour  of  only  five 
months  on  (his  island  I  have  found  that  both  the  American  horses  and  mules  kept 
in  fine  condition  on  native  forage,  even  when  hard  worked.  Grass  was  always  plen- 
tiful, and  it  was  often  the  only  food  obtainable.  I  refer  to  standing  grass,  which 
was  obtained  by  herding  or  grazing  at  the  lariat.  Palay  was  often  fed,  but  was  quite 
often  refused  by  the  animals  at  first,  and  afterwards  eaten  with  avidity,  particularly 
when  mixed  with  oats.  I  have  fed  very  little  corn,  and  that  generally  on  the  cob, 
which  I  l)elieve  is  the  best  way  of  feeding  it.  The  extent  of  supply  is  variable, 
depending  upon  the  section  of  the  country  operated  in." 

Major  Holbrook  says  :  "  Practically  all  of  my  experience  in  this  island  ( Panay )  has 
been  in  the  province  of  Antique.  The  American  horses  there  were  generally  supplied 
with  hay  and  oats  from  the  States.  Palay  was,  however,  plentiful  in  the  southern 
half  of  the  province  and  at  Pandan.  The  cost  was  about  1J  to  1 J  cents  gold  per 
pound.  Grass  was  expensive  along  the  coast  and  hard  to  get  at  any  price.  Ameri- 
can horses,  after  being  once  starved  into  eating  palay,  as  a  rule  learn  to  like  it  and 
eat  it  freely.  They  seem  to  thrive  on  it,  especially  if  the  sugar  component  is  added. 
It  should  be  fed  the  same  as  oats,  although  in  somewhat  reduced  quantities.     Ten 

gounds  a  day  is  suggested.     I  have  had  no  experience  in  feeding  corn.     Hay  from  the 
tates  will  be  required  for  American  horses  on  the  west  coast  (of  Panay)  until  con- 
ditions materially  change/' 


Extract  from  the  report  of  Capt.  S.  A.  Cloman,  acting  inspector-general f  Department  of 

Mindanao  and  Jolo,  upon  native  forage. 

1.  The  experience  in  this  department  has  been  somewhat  limited.  Not  500  Ameri- 
can horbes  nave  been  in  use  in  this  department  at  any  time  since  the  American 
occupation. 

2.  Maize  is  produced  to  some  extent  on  the  north  coast  of  Mindanao.  However, 
only  enough  to  supply  the  local  demand  is  grown,  there  being  none  exported.  In 
the  balance  of  the  department  very  little  is  grown,  there  being  but  two  extensive 
fields  of  it  in  this  province.  However,  even  if  it  were  grown,  it  is  not  a  proper  food 
for  horses  in  this  climate,  being  too  heavy  and  "  heating." 

3.  It  would  seem  that  the  grass  supply  ought  to  be  unlimited  in  this  department, 
but  the  fact  is  that  great  difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  a  delivery  of  the  small 
amount  used. 

4.  The  effect  of  this  native  grass  upon  the  American  horses  is  that  of  a  strong 
physic.  Only  enough  is  fed  to  keep  their  bowels  in  good  condition,  approximately 
one-fourth  of  the  hay  allowance  being  sufficient. 

5.  The  grass  can  not  be  properly  cured  in  this  climate,  owing  to  the  damp  air, 
heavy  dews,  etc.,  so  it  will  probably  be  impossible  to  ever  secure  a  sufficient  supply 
of  good  native  hay. 

6.  The  grass  is  sold  by  the  bundle,  the  usual  price  being  25  cents  gold  for  100 
bundles.    A  bundle  weighs  about  1  pound. 

7.  To  sum  up:  The  indications  from  the  data  collected  up  to  date  are  that  the 
importation  of  American  feed  will  continue  to  be  necessary,  there  being  no  native 
staples  at  present  to  replace  it 
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Extract  from  the  report  of  Lieut.  Col.  P.  W.  West,  inspector-general,  United  States  Volun- 
teers, inspector-general  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  upon  native  forage. 

My  own  experience  has  been  that  my  own  ponies  have  kept  in  better  condition 
and  nave  been  able  to  do  more  work  on  hay  and  oats  than  on  native  forage,  and  rea- 
soning from  this  I  should  say  that,  where  cost  is  not  concerned,  hay  and  oats  are  the 
better  feed,  but  experience  may  show  that  a  certain  proportion  of  native  forage  is 
even  better  than  straight  hay  and  oats. 

I  attempted  to  obtain  from  my  assistants  some  definite  information  on  this  subject 
a  year  ago,  but  it  was  not  satisfactory. 

Major  Brown,  in  a  report  dated  last  October,  stated  that  native  forage  was  all  that 
was  needed  for  the  animals  in  his  district,  and  the  supply  was  ample.  At  that  time 
there  were  only  two  troops  in  the  district.  He  was  still  of  this  opinion  up  to  the  time 
of  his  departure  for  the  United  States. 

Major  Dade  says :  * '  Native  forage  is  not  good  for  American  horses  for  any  protracted 
periods.  For  a  month  or  two  horses  can  get  along  on  it  and  do  hard  work,  but  when 
they  begin  to  run  down  they  go  fast,  and  will  not  pick  up  again  until  they  can  get 
oats.  The  native  grasses,  or  sacate,  usually  obtained  in  the  dry  season,  are  not  fit  to 
be  fed  and  are  prolific  sources  of  worms  and  other  troubles.  Bermuda  grasses,  the 
most  common,  and  other  grasses  generally  more  or  less  marshy  in  character,  obtained 
in  the  rainy  season,  are  sweet  and  wholesome,  and  the  former  appears  to  be  quite 
nutritious.  Horses  eat  them  with  avidity.  They  should,  however,  l)e  used  to  sup- 
plement the  regular  dry  forage,  oats  and  hay,  that  should  at  all  times  form  the  staple. 
Green  corn,  cut  before  the  tassel  appears,  is  raised  in  small  quantities  nearly  every- 
where and  is  good  fed  in  small  quantities.  It  is  mildly  laxative  and  is  much  relished 
as  an  addition  to  the  oats  and  hay. 

"  Green  rice  cut  at  any  time  after  it  is  large  enough  and  until  it  begins  to  ripen  can 
be  feil  in  any  quantity  without  danger  of  colic  or  diarrhea  and  contains  much  nour- 
ishment.    It  can  be  obtained  in  any  quantity  from  September  to  December. 

* '  Palay,  or  rice  in  the  husk,  is  fed  as  it  is  cut  and  stored.  The  stalks  are  cut  by  hand 
about  10  inches  below  the  head.  These  are  gathered  and  tied  in  bundles  of  from  12 
to  15  pounds'  weight.  It  is  customary  to  feed  one  bundle  as  the  allowance  for  an 
animal.  It  is  fed  just  as  it  comes,  and  animals  generally  eat  straw  and  grain  together. 
It  does  not  appear  to  injure  the  animals  in  any  way,  but  simply  to  be  deficient  in  the 
proper  fat  and  muscle-producing  constituents.  This  district  produces  palay  in  large 
quantities,  especially  the  province  of  Pangasinan.  In  Zam bales  tho  production  varies 
with  the  locality,  some  towns  producing  much,  others  very  little,  but  there  is  a 
sufficiency  in  the  district  to  supply  all  possible  needs. 

"A  large  number  of  horses  maintained  on  palay  for  some  time  in  one  section  might 
exhaust  the  supply  in  that  section,  as  I  have  seen  myself  in  the  case  of  a  troop  of 
cavalry,  but,  taking  the  whole  district,  the  supply  is  more  than  ample. 

"The  cost  of  native  forage  varies  with  the  locality.  For  palay  it  averages  about  1 
cent,  for  sacate  one-fourth  to  one-third  cent,  per  pound.  It  may  be  added  that 
some  horses  at  first  decline  to  eat  palay,  either  dry  or  green,  but  if  other  good  food 
is  withheld  they  very  quickly  come  to  it. 

"  Palay  and  grasses  are  often  exceedingly  difficult  to  get,  and  the  grass  supply  is  very 
uncertain  and  the  quality  sometimes  very  bad.  The  supply  of  palay  is  not  sufficient 
for  all  the  animals  of  the  district.  If  more  palay  were  taken  from  the  natives  I  am 
assured  it  might  produce  hardship  at  times.  The  grass  supply  is  very  limited  and 
can  not  be  depended  on  at  all. 

44  The  low  price  at  points  of  delivery  and  actual  use  is  a  point  in  favor  of  palay  as  an 
article  of  forage.  The  price  fixed  by  the  department  is  1  cent  per  pound  or  less,  and 
this  is  a  fair  average  price.  If  more  were  consumed,  the  price  would  soon  be  doubled. 
Compared  with  oats  delivered  here  the  price  of  palay  is  very  low." 

Major  Wygant  telegraphs:  "I  am  unable  to  ascertain  the  approximate  amount  of 
native  forage,  as  it  varies  so  much  at  different  points.  From  Solano  to  Cauayan 
plenty  of  nee  at  $4.50  Mexican  per  hundredweight;  palay,  63  cents  Mexican  per 
hundredweight.  Corn  is  usually  sold  on  the  hull  and  by  the  hundred,  but  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  fix  any  price  for  it,  except  what  they  think  they  can  get.  It  is 
my  opinion  that  were  there  a  ready  market  plenty  of  native  forage  could  be  had  for 
all  public  animals." 

Native  forage  can  also  be  obtained  in  the  fourth  and  old  fifth  districts  in  sufficient 
quantities  for  the  animals  now  in  those  districts. 

I  believe  that  throughout  the  department  in  a  short  time  the  supply  would  equal 
the  demand,  and  recommend  that  native  forage  be  fed  three  times  per  week  with  a 
view  of  determining  its  adaptability  for  American  horses.

Two  officers  have  been  tried  by  general  court-martial  convened  by  division 
orders,  viz: 

Capt.  George  W.  Brandle,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V. 

Second  Lieut.  Alvin  S.  Perkins,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.  In  both  cases 
the  charge  was  conduct  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  military  discipline  and 
the  sentence  "to  be  reprimandea."  (Division  General  Orders,  No.  63,  August  8, 
1900. ) 

In  the  case  of  Capt.  James  C.  Read,  assistant  commissary  of  subsistence.  United 
States  Volunteers,  this  officer  was  tried  by  a  court-martial  convened  by  the  com- 
manding general  of  the  separate  brigade.  He  was  convicted  under  the  sixty-first 
and  sixty-second  articles  of  war  and  sentenced  to  dismissal  from  the  service  and  to 
confinement  at  hard  labor  for  three  years.  (Division  General  Orders,  No.  104, 
May  22,  1901. )

Prior  to  December  10,  1900,  all  cases  tried  by  military  commissions  reviewed  and 
published  by  department  or  separate  brigade  commanders,  under  the  limitations 
above  noted,  were  forwarded  direct  to  the  Judge-Advocate-General  of  the  Army. 
On  that  date,  by  direction  of  the  division  commander,  the  records  in  these  cases 
were  required  to  be  forwarded  to  this  office.  The  records  of  279  such  cases  have 
since  been  received  and  a  brief  of  the  evidence  covering  the  merits  of  each  case 
made  and  filed  in  this  office.  These  briefs  will  afford  a  record  of  general  value  here 
and  be  of  special  importance  in  determining  the  merits  of  future  petitions  of  prison- 
ers for  Executive  clemency.

While  the  above  list  includes  crimes  which  are  common  to  the  criminal  classes  of 
all  nations,  the  method  employed  here  of  taking  human  life  are  often  distinctly  those 
of  the  savage.  Instances  occur  where  women,  children,  and  sick  or  weak  men  have 
been  beaten  to  death  with  clubs,  stones,  or  other  blunt  instruments.  Strong  men 
when  overcome  are  secured  by  tying:  the  arms  at  the  elbows  behind  the  back.  They 
are  then  conducted  to  some  convenient  spot  l>eyond  the  sight  of  passers-by  and  usu- 
ally killed  with  the  bolo,  firearms  being  rarely  used.  When  the  object  is  to  inspire 
great  terror  in  a  community,  the  bound  and  helpless  victim  is  buried  alive  in  a  grave 
usually  dug  in  his  presence.  Sometimes  they  are  thrown  into  deep  water  and 
drowned.  Before  execution  in  any  form  the  victims  are  subjected  to  abusive  epithets 
and  blows,  apparently  to  partly  satisfy  the  angry  passions  of  their  assailants  before 
the  last  fatal  stroke  is  given  or  other  means  applied  for  extinguishing  life. 

These  crimes  are  usually  committed  upon  natives.  Of  the  men  murdered  in  the 
cases  cited  in  the  table  but  eleven  were  Americans. 

The  question  of  dealing  with  the  remnants  of  the  bands  of  outlaws  that,  in  the 
name  of  the  insurrection,  but  really  in  pursuit  of  their  love  of  bandit  life,  with  its 
excitements,  plunder,  and  exemption  from  honest  toil,  rob,  kidnap  for  ransom,  with 
incidental  murders  and  assassinations,  is  largely  one  of  administrative  policy;  but  in 
the  shaping  of  that  policy  a  closer  observance  of  the  principles  laid  down  in  General 
Orders,  No.  100,  apjvarsto  be  called  for. 

The  past  history  of  the  people  of  these  islands,  the  long  exj>erience  of  the  Span- 
iards in  their  attempt  to  govern  them,  and  our  more  recent  experience  all  seem  to 
indicate  that  suppression  of  brigandage  will  be  one  of  the  trying  problems  of  the 
future. 

With  the  military  arm  left  free  to  deal  with  this  question  upon  the  tried  methods 
of  martial  law  there  could  lie  no  doubt  of  the  final  suppression  of  these  marauders, 
but  the  incoming  of  a  civil  form  of  government  so  complicates  the  situation  that 
experience  with  new  and  untried  methods  must  lx»  awaited  before  any  reliable  fore- 
cast can  he  made  whether  this  very  necessary  work  will  l>e  retarded  or  expedited. 
With  the  civil  and  military  jurisdictions  working  in  harmony  there  should  be  no 
evil  results. 

At  present  there  appears  to  be  a  marked  lessening  in  the  commission  of  offenses. 
However,  for  some  time  in  the  future  there  will  be  an  increase  in  trials  by  military 
commissions,  due  to  the  waning  cause  of  the  insurrection,  which  is  no  longer  able  to 
give  immunity  from  arrest  to  many  criminals  charged  with  violations  of  the  laws  of 
war.  With  the  final  disposition  of  this  class  of  cases  and  the  assumption  of  a  more 
extended  criminal  jurisdiction  bv  the  civil  courts  now  being  established,  it  is  reason- 
able to  expect  that  the  work  of  this  office  will,  in  the  not  distant  future,  begin  to 
rapidly  decrease.

To  the  Adjutant-General  Division  of  the  Philippines,  Manila,  P.  I. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  directions  in  your  office  circular  of  August  26,  1901, 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  subsistence 
department  in  this  division  during  the  fiscal  vear  ending  June  30,  1901. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  period  covered  by  this  report  stores  here  had, 
for  various  reasons,  become  greatly  reduced,  but  owing  to  the  grand  response  made  by 
the  Commissary-General  to  every  call  from  this  office  and  the  energetic  action  of  the 
purchasing  commissaries  in  San  Francisco  and  New  York  this  was  speedily  corrected, 
and  this  division  was  soon  supplied  as  no  other  army  of  its  size  has  ever  been  sup- 
plied in  the  world's  history. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  the  command  to  be  supplied  extended 
from  the  great  wall  of  China  on  the  north  to  the  island  of  Borneo  on  the  south  and 
the  island  of  .Guam  on  the  east.  There  were  480  stations  in  this  archipelago,  besides 
the  troops  in  China  and  the  prisoners  at  Guam. 

In  addition  to  the  68.000  troops  and  3,000  officers  in  this  division,  the  subsistence 
department  supplied  the  delicacies  for  the  sick,  rations  for  4,000  prisoners  of  war, 
1,800  marines,  many  of  the  stores  for  the  Navy,  rations  for  1,000  civilian  employees, 
and  sales  stores  for  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  officers,  Philippine  Commission 
and  attaches,  and  Americans  employed  in  the  Army  and  by  the  government  in  its 
treasury,  post-office,  interior,  and  educational  departments,  metropolitan  police, 
native  police,  and  scouts,  transports,  etc.  In  other  words,  nearly  100,000  persons, 
occupying  a  country  almost  destitute  of  meat  and  vegetables  and  other  food  supplies 
suitable  for  Americans,  were  supplied  largely  from  a  single  base  7,000  miles  distant. 

After  the  stores  reached  Manila  they  had  to  be  landed  in  cascos  and  then  distrib- 
uted by  steam  vessels,  one  short  railroad,  by  cascos  and  bancos  poled  up  narrow 
rivers,  W  wagon  and  carabao  carts  along  almost  bottomless  roads,  by  pack  mules  and 
coolies,  over  mountain  trails,  often  through  a  hostile  country,  and  some  of  the  posts 
supplied  were  more  distant,  in  point  of  time,  from  Manila  than  is  the  capital  of  our 
country. 

Reports  of  army  officers  in  China  were,  without  exception,  most  favorable  to  the 
excellent  service  of  the  subsistence  department. 

An  English  writer,  comparing  the  troops  of  the  allied  armies,  said:  "  The  American 
commissary  is  undoubtedly  far  the  best  of  all,  and  the  American  soldiers  are  best  fed, 
both  in  peace  time  and  in  the  field." 

To  the  colonel  of  each  returning  volunteer  regiment  a  letter  in  substance  like  the 
following  was  addressed: 

"  Colonel:  As  you  have  had  an  extended  experience  prior  to  coming  here,  and  in 
the  Philippine  Islands,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  please  report  upon 
the  quality  and  the  sufficiency  of  the  food  (rations  and  sales  stores)  furnished  the 
troops  under  your  command  while  serving  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

"Any  suggestions  that  will  be of  assistance  to  the  future  work  of  the  subsistence 
department  will  be  appreciated." 

Replies  have  already  been  received  from  nearly  all  of  them,  are  inclosed  here- 
with, and  indicate  that  the  efficiency  of  the  department  in  China  was  duplicated 
here.  An  extract  from  one  of  these,  who  was  a  volunteer  enlisted  man  in  the  civil 
war,  states: 

"I  started  from  San  Francisco  June  27,  1898,  and  the  temperature  of  the  place 
where  the  enlisted  men  ate  was  such  that  from  that  day  to  this  I  have  taken  credit 
for  service  at  meal  time  in  the  torrid  zone.  The  commissary  department  from  that 
time  to  this,  in  supplying  both  rations  and  sales  stores,  has  surpassed  the  wildest 
dream  of  the  soldier  of  the  civil  war.  As  to  variety  and  quality  of  ration  elements 
and  sales  stores,  I  think  the  tendency  is  on  the  side  of  overdoing.  I  say  this  after 
watching  for  three  years  carefully  and  constantly.  The  department  deserves  only 
thanks. 

The  sale  of  subsistence  stores  to  parties  not  authorized  by  regulations  is  constantly 
increasing,  and  placed  a  burden  upon  the  department  that  is  hard  to  control;  every- 
one  with  a  vestige  of  a  claim  is  pressing  for  the  privilege  of  purchase,  and  at  times  f 

this  office  has  suspected  that  the  privilege  was  abused,  but  owing  to  the  very  nature  ™ 
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of  the  humiuwH  it  in  hard  to  keep  accurate  trace  of,  an  AmerieanH  object  to  espionage 
of  their  houHoholtlH. 

In  theory  the  Hale  in  to  enable  employees  to  live  upon  their  salaries,  the  price  of 
Hulwintence  Htnres  being  from  one-half  to  one-third  the  market  rates,  but  sales  are 
made  to  many  whom*  salaries  are  based  upon  extra  cost  of  living  here;  the  revenues 
of  the  insular  government  are  decreased  and  the  merchants  deprived  of  legitimate 
business. 

The  sales  store  in  Manila  has  been  efficiently  conducted  by  Capt.  F.  II.  Lawton; 
the  total  cost  of  lutx>r  for  handling,  accounting,  selling,  and  delivering  has  been 
4  IMO  per  cent  of  the  sales,  the  average  monthly  amount  of  which,  notwithstanding 
the  restrictions,  has  l>een  $40,000,  and  the  stores  sold  embrace  nearly  every  article  of 
food  found  in  a  ilrst -class  grocery  store,  spices,  sauces,  etc.,  cigars,  tobacco,  and 
pi|H«s,  toilet  soajts,  and  laundry  materials;  tailors1  materials,  stationery,  mineral 
waters,  toilet  articles,  and  sundries,  and  these  articles  are  furnished  to  posts  all  over 
the  iirchi|H»lago.  Many  articles  are  supplied  that  have  never  l>een  furnished  to  mili- 
tary (Mists  in  the  United  States, 

flie  quantities  ami  varieties  furnished  were  needed,  because  officers  and  enlisted 
men  an*  almost  wholly  dependent  upon  the  subsistence  department,  and  climatic 
influences  cause  a  capriciousness  of  appetite  unknown  in  the  United  States.  There 
is  an  alternate  longing  for  sweet*  and  acids,  necessitating  the  supply  of  a  great  quan- 
tity of  candy,  jams,  preserves,  pickles,  and  sauerkraut. 

iMiechicf  commissary,  IVpartment  of  Northern  Luzon,  supplying 27,000  troops,  said: 

•'The  sick  report  since  Julv,  1900,  has  been  reduced  about  50  per  cent,  and  is  due 
largely  to  the  unhesitating  subordination  of  the  subsistence  department  to  health  and 
comfort  of  the  troops,  h paring  nothing  that  would  promote  an  efficient  condition  of 
supply." 

Tlio  fresh-meat  supply  has  liecome  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  with  which 
the  milwistence  department  has  hail  to  contend.  There  has  been  a  widespread  epi- 
demic of  rinderpest,  so  depleting  the  stock  of  native  cattle  that  in  many  places  it  was 
impossible  to  purchase  beef,  and  in  most  eases  the  loss  was  great  w  here  the  cattle 
were  shipped  in  from  the  outside.  As  far  as  (mssible  the  use  of  frozen  beef  has  been 
extended,  no  expense  Iteing  spared  to  get  it  to  the  troops  in  good  condition.  Ice 
boxes  are  placed  upon  coast  steamers.  In  places  it  is  taken  from  refrigerator  cars 
and  shipned  bv  caraliao  carts  tiO  miles  into  the  interior,  and  in  others  20  miles  by 
pack  mule*.  "fliis  beef  is  brought  from  Australia  by  naval  supply  vessels  and  is  of 
excellent  quality;  the  department  uses  about  15  tons  per  day.  and  this  furnished 
sewn -tenths*  fresh  meat  for  34.000  men.  An  improvement  of  water  transporta- 
tion that  would  give  the  subsistence  department  control  of  three  vessels  of  000  or 
5W  tons*  with  about  To  or  100  ton  refrigerating  and  cold  storage  lapacitveach,  would 
enable  the  department  to  furnish  this  meat  regularly  to  nine-ten tns  of  the  troops  in 
these  islands,  and  nith  these  and  ice  machines  ami  coM  storage  at  large  posts  losses 
will  Iv  at  a  minimum  and  comfort  at  a  maximum. 

The  department*  when  it  is  possible  to  obtain  it.  furnishes  ICO  jpounds  of  ice  per 
day  to  each  company,  using  all  that  it  can  get  from  the  ice  factories  here,  about  10 
ton*  per  day 

The  nea  ice  and  cold-storage  plant  went  into  operation  about  June  13.  and  will 
enable  the  department  to  obtain  an  ample  supply  of  ice  and  also  render  the  supply 
of  fresh  meal  more  certain. 

The  cold  -storage  plaint  was  original,  y  asked  f*«r  by  this  department,  but  it  has 
been  trar.sierfwl  to  the  insular  government,  from  wnon:  ioe  is  to  Iv  pcrchase*!  and 
storage  rented.

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fact  that  the  more  abundant  the  issue  of  beef  the  less  is  the  number  on  the  sick  report. 
Unless  rice  is  forced  upon  the  troops  they  will  take  beans  seven-tenths  of  the  time 
and  thrive  upon  them. 

It  was  found  that  the  native  ration,  with  its  2  pounds  of  rice  and  a  little  meat,  did 
not  keep  the  native  prisoners  in  as  good  health  as  the  army  ration.  The  army  ration 
was  frequently  recommended  by  the  surgeons  as  a' cure  for  beriberi. 

Upon  the  recommendation  or  this  office  a  new  ration  for  native  troops  and  one  for 
prisoners  was  established,  resulting  in  some  saving  in  the  cost  and  giving  a  variety 
better  constituted  to  keep  them  in  a  healthy  condition. 

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  about  35,000  men  have  been  returned  to 
the  United  States,  and  about  18,000  have  arrived  from  China  and  the  United  States, 
and,  so  far  as  this  office  is  informed,  not  a  single  serious  complaint  has  been  received 
of  the  food  supplied. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  present  depot  commissary,  Maj.  B.  K.  West,  business 
is  thoroughly  systematized,  efficiently  managed,  and,  save  for  a  lack  of  sufficient 
warehouse  room  (a  deficiency  which  lias  existed  from  the  first  occupancy),  every- 
thing is  satisfactory.

When  it  is  understood  that  every  pound  of  these  amounts  has  to  be  carried  on  the 
backs  of  men  (they  will  not  use  trucks)  from  50  to  400  feet  in  and  out,  and  often  piled 
in  stacks  more  than  40  feet  in  height,  checked  twice  going  in  and  twice  going  out,  the 
immense  amount  of  work  to  be  performed  and  care  to  be  exercised  can  be  appreciated. 

There  has  been  some  deterioration  of  stores,  due  to  poor  storage  and  climatic  con- 
ditions. There  is  an  accumulation  of  some  stores,  due  to  radical  changes  in  the  nature 
of  field  operations,  from  extended  movements  on  a  large  scale  to  numerous  short  ones 
from  many  posts,  in  small  numl)ers;  to  changes  in  the  needs  and  desires  of  troops, 
which  could  not  be  foreseen,  and  to  the  long  time  (six  months,  at  least)  that  must 
elapse  between  calling  for  stores  and  learning  the  actual  demand  after  arriving  at 
posts;  but  this  is  being  corrected  by  reduction  in  the  amounts  called  for. 

There  have  been  thefts,  due  partly  to  petty  pilferings  by  laborers  (this  office  had 
some  bamboo  tryers,  intended  for  abstracting  articles  from  sacks,  and  which  were 
taken  from  natives);  there  has  been  stealing  on  the  cascos  between  vessels  and  the 
warehouses,  and  between  warehouses  and  vessels,  and  when  en  route  to  distant  posts; 
that  is,  the  principal  losses  occur  when  the  stores  are  not  under  the  control  or  custody 
of  the  subsistence  department,  and  some  at  the  depots,  but  every  effort  has  been 
made  to  reduce  all  this  to  a  minimum.

As  the  total  value  of  the  stores  handled  was  about  $16,500,000,  this  represented  a 
loss  of  2  per  cent  from  all  causes,  not  taking  into  account  the  amount  received  from 
sale  of  condemned  stores  and  collected  from  transportation  companies  for  stores  lost 
or  stolen  en  route,  the  exact  amounts  of  which  have  not  been  reported  to  this  office.

The  average  amount  paid  for  commutation  of  rations  to  men  on  special  dutv,  when 
it  was  impracticable  for  them  to  mess  with  anv  organization  or  utilize  rations  in  kind, 
was  $6,204.47.  This  is  gradually  being  reduced,  amounting  in  August,  1900.  to 
$8,181.50,  and  in  June,  1901,  to  $5,461.50. 

Manila  was  designated  as  the  depot  of  supply  for  troops  operating  in  China,  and 
arrangements  were  made  for  supplying  the  command  (consisting  of  12,300  troops  and 
3,200  marines,  a  total  of  15,500  men,  or  3,250,000  rations  and  a  corresponding  amount 
of  sales  stores)  until  May  1, 1901,  but  owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  troops 
retained  and  the  fact  that  each  bodv  of  troops  took  with  it  about  a  sixty  days'  sup- 
plv  it  was  only  necessary  to  send  a  limited  amount  of  supplies.

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It  is  with  regret  that  this  office  feels  called  upon  to  notice  certain  attacks  by  the 
press  upon  the  subsistence  department  as  the  result  of  an  investigation  instituted  by 
this  office.  Had  these  reports  confined  themselves  to  the  facts  as  ascertained  by  this 
investigation,  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  advert  to  this  subject  now,  but  the  result 
was  temporarily  to  make  a  national  scandal,  to  involve  the  names  of  innocent  per- 
sons, ana  malign  the  subsistence  department. 

It  is  with  the  purpose  of  showing  the  absolute  injustice  of  these  attacks  that  these 
remarks  are  made. 

A  summary  of  these  reports  is  as  follows: 

(1)  That  in  the  administration  of  the  subsistence  department  vast  frauds  involv- 
ing thousands  upon  thousands  ot  dollars  had  been  committed  against  the  Government. 

(2 J  That  the  chief  commissary  received  from  a  contractor  the  free  use  of  a  house 
and  its  furnishings. 

(3)  That  champagne  had  been  illegally  purchased  by  the  subsistence  department. 

Taking  these  allegations  seriatim: 

This  office  was  well  aware  that  the  conditions  here  were  such  as  to  perplex  and 
throw  the  greatest  temptation  in  the  way  of  poorly  paid  noncommissioned  officers 
and  inexperienced  volunteer  officers,  whom  it  was  necessary  to  charge  with  the  care 
and  distribution  of  stores.  It  was  for  this  reason  that  ceaseless  vigilance  was  exer- 
cised by  this  office,  with  the  hearty  support  and  concurrence  of  the  division  com- 
mander, to  prevent  any  illegal  disposition  of  subsistence  stores,  such  as  is  liable  to 
occur  where  such  vast  quantities  are  handled  in  times  of  war  and  with  poor  facilities 
for  handling;  where  work  has  to  be  done  nights  as  well  as  days;  where  sales  are 
beinj?  made  to  so  many  irresponsible  parties,  where  the  market  price  of  all  food  prod- 
ucts is  about  double  that  charged  by  the  subsistence  department,  and  many  unob- 
tainable elsewhere  at  any  price,  thus  presenting  the  greatest  possible  temptation  to 
peculation.  In  November,  1900,  at  the  request  of  this  office,  the  provost-marshal 
placed  detectives  upon  this  work,  but  nothing  came  of  it. 

On  March  11a  rumor  reached  this  office  that  an  officer  had  received  a  rebate  or 
commission;  this  was  investigated  by  the  assistant  to  the  chief  commissary,  and  a 
report  substantiating  the  allegation  was  submitted  by  this  office  to  the  division  com- 
mander.   This  officer  has  been  tried  by  court-martial  and  convicted. 

Later  the  secret-service  police  were  directed  to  investigate  the  unlawful  disposition 
of  subsistence  stores  hereinbefore  mentioned.  The  chief  of  the  secret  service  con- 
sulted with  this  office;  such  assistance  as  was  desired,  including  a  special  inspector, 
was  furnished  that  officer,  and  vigorous  action,  such  as  was  possible  only  under  mar- 
tial law,  was  taken.  Houses  were  searched,  books  seized,  arrests  made,  prisoners 
placed  incomunicado,  etc.,  but  this  office  was  not  responsible  for  the  methods  pur- 
sued. In  all,  stores  to  the  value  of  $3,800  were  seized.  Part  of  this  was  flour  ex- 
changed by  organizations,  legitimately,  for  bread,  part  was  savings  made  by  return- 
ing troops  and  disposed  of  against  division  orders,  before  sailing,  part  from  the  abuse 
of  privilege  of  purchase,  and  part — say  one-fourth — was  undoubtedly  stolen.  Thus 
far  part  of  these  stores,  to  the  value  of  $927.99,  have  been  claimed  and  recommended 
to  be  returned. 

Two  officers  were  tried  and  convicted,  one  for  shipping  in  from  Oalamba  some  50 
cases  of  bacon,  valued  at  $324,  part  of  the  seized  stores  above  mentioned,  the  other 
for  disposing  of  the  same.  This  was  a  matter  not  connected  with  the  subsistence 
department,  except  that  the  bacon  was  taken  from  its  stores. 

Six  commissary -sergeants  were  arrested.  Three  of  these  have  been  tried  and  con- 
victed, one  for  taking  and  disposing  of  stores  to  the  value  of  $705,  one  for  taking  and 
disposing  of  stores  to  the  value  of  $73,  and  one  for  taking  and  disposing  of  stores  to 
the  value  of  $50.75,  a  total  of  $828.75.  The  other  three,  after  being  held  for  two 
months  and  their  conducts  subjected  to  the  most  rigorous  examinations,  have  been 
released. 

Take  the  case  of  one  of  the  released  sergeants  as  an  illustration.  The  only  evidence 
against  him  was  the  supposed  surplus  of  about  100,000  pounds  of  flour,  wrhich  was 
due  to  a  clerical  error  in  placing  111  sacks  of  flour  (11,100  pounds)  upon  an  abstract 
as  111,000  pounds. 

In  behalf  of  the  three  convicted  sergeants  it  is  but  just  to  say  that  they  have  each 
for  twenty  years  borne  most  honorable  records,  and  for  months  performed  most 
arduous  duties  and  were  in  charge  of  warehouses  containing  stores  to  the  value  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  In  one  month  about  25,000,000  pounds  of  subsis- 
tence stores,  worth  about  $2,500,000,  passed  through  the  custody  of  these  sergeants. 

On  March  11  this  office  learned  that  a  party  had  said  the  chief  commissary  was 
occupying  a  house  furnished  him  by  a  contractor.  This  was  at  once  reported  by  the 
chief  commissary  in  person  to  the  division  commander,  who  had  the  matter  investi- 
gated. The  real-estate  agent  who  rented  the  house  and  the  contractor  named  both 
testified  under  oath  that  the  report  was  false,  and  it  was  also  in  evidence  that  the 
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chief  commissary  was  ikying  $125  Mexican  per  month  for  his  reaidemre.     One  month 
later  thin  rumor  wan  cabled  all  over  the  world  as  news  and  as  a  fact. 

The  allegations  that  cham|)agne  was  illegally  purchased  in  February  and  March 
was  undoubtedly  added  to  make  the  " commissary  scandal"  seem  as  heinous  as  pos- 
sible No  illegal  purchases  of  champagne  have  ever  been  made  by  this  office.  The 
purchase  was  ordered  discontinued  in  December  last  and  not  a  bottle  purchased 
thereafter.  None  was  purchased  in  February  or  March,  though  one  small  lot,  pur- 
chased months  t>eforc,  was  delivered  in  February.  But,  however  the  purchase  of 
champagne  may  be  regarded  in  the  United  States,  a  business  management  which 
enabled  our  sick  and  debilitated  troojw  to  purchase  the  best  brands  of  imported 
chain |mgne  at  82  cents  per  pint  is  not  regarded  by  line  or  medical  officers  here  as 
scandalous,  and  there  are  to-day  soldiers  on  duty  in  the  United  States  who  but  for 
the  champagne  supplied  by  the  subsistence  department  would  be  resting  in  metallic- 
lined  caskets. 

This  office  has  every  reason  to  telievethat  the  efforts  of  the  department  have  been 
appreciated,  and  that  its  affairs  have  been  conducted  so  as  to  reflect  honor  upon  the 
service  and  give  satisfaction  to  the  officers  and  enlisted  men,  who  are  so  dependent 
ujH)ii  its  successful  management  and  for  whose  comfort  and  well-being  it  is  primarily 
intended. 

The  thanks  of  this  office  aredue  for  the  unflagging  exertions  and  loyalty  of  subordi- 
nate officers,  especially  the  chief  commissaries  of  the  Departments  of  Northern  and 
Southern  Luzon,  Majors  Niskern  and  Ruthers,  to  whom  credit  is  largely  due  for  the 
success  which  has  attended  the  operations  of  this  department.  My  personal  thanks 
are  due  to  Maj.  R.  L.  Bui  lard,  Capt.  II.  K.  \V  ilk  ins,  and  Capt.  Thomas  Franklin,  who 
were,  in  turn,  assistants  in  this  office,  for  faithful  service  and  intelligent,  hard  work. 
The  services  of  the  commissary -sergeants  have  been  invaluable.  Those  stationed  in 
this  city  have  worked  every  day  in  the  week,  and  often  nights;  that  three  fell  before 
great  temptation  is  regretted  more  by  this  office  than  anywhere  else.  The  clerical 
force  has  been  pushed  almost  to  the  limit  of  human  endurance,  and  while  many 
lacked  experience  thev  made  up  for  it  in  zeal  and  long  hours.

Colonel:  In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  ;*>th  instant.  I  will  ^v  thmt  I 
very  glad  to  have  this  opportunity  to  record  my  experience  in  the  matter  of  suddIv- 
ing  my  regiment  while  on  duty  in  these  islands.    There  has  not  been  a  d*v  since  tfrar 
arrival  that  my  men  have  not  had  mil  and  complete  rations  with  full  allowmnceoi 
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fresh  beef  and  mutton,  and,  except  while  on  scouting  duty,  an  abundance  of  fresh 
bread  of  best  quality.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  supply  us,  and  with  a  success 
most  gratifying  to  officers  and  enlisted  men. 

I  can  not  say  too  much  in  the  praise  of  your  department.  When  I  received  orders  to 
move  my  regiment  to  Manila  it  mustered  on  duty  in  the  Philippine  Islands  49  officers 
and  1,040  enlisted  men,  with  a  sick  report  of  only  2-officers  and  3J  per  cent  of  the 
enlisted  force.  This  excellent  showing  I  attribute  not  only  to  the  untiring  efforts  of 
an  exceptionally  able  regimental  surgeon  (Maj.  Ogden  Rafferty,  Twenty-seventh 
Infantry,  U.  S.  v.),  but  primarily  to  the  excellent  work  of  the  commissary  depart- 
ment under  your  administration,  for  without  good  and  sufficient  nourishment,  suited 
to  surrounding  conditions,  a  doctor  can  accomplish  little  with  his  medicines.  A 
favorable  showing  of  the  health  of  my  command  is  not  due  to  easy  service.  During 
the  past  rainy  season  the  greater  part  of  my  regiment  has  been  almost  constantly  in 
the  field,  undergoing  exceptional  hardships,  which  could  not  have  been  accom- 
plished without  the  abundance,  quality,  ana  composition  of  their  rations. 

As  to  the  composition  of  the  ration,  I  hesitate  to  recommend  any  change  when 
the  results  obtained  are  so  excellent.  I  believe,  however,  there  should  be  a  slight 
increase  in  the  sugar  component.  As  to  the  abundant  supply  of  fresh  meat  and 
bacon v  which  seems  to  trouble  some  of  our  inexperienced  friends  at  home,  I  can  only 
advise  that  they  either  study  carefully  the  functions  of  the  different  classes  of  foods 
or  come  out  here  and  use  up  their  muscular  tissues  and  energy  for  a  few  months  in 
climbing  mountains  and  making  forced  marches,  and  see  how  loudly  their  systems 
will  clamor  for  fresh  meat  and  bacon.  It  is  true  the  natives  eat  little  meat,  but  it  is 
because  they  can  not  get  it. 

At  my  station  a  mule  was  killed  on  account  of  a  broken  leg;  in  a  few  moments  his 
bones  had  been  picked  by  the  natives  in  their  eagerness  to  secure  the  fresh  meat  for 
food.  On  another  occasion  a  native  pony,  the  property  of  one  of  my  officers,  was 
killed  as  an  act  of  mercy.  A  guard  had  to  be  placed  over  the  carcass  to  prevent  the 
natives  injuring  each  other  in  their  quarrelsome  efforts  to  secure  some  of  the  meat 
Nor  do  they  object  to  devouring  animals  that  have  died  of  disease. 

As  to  the  sales  department,  I  do  not  think  it  could  have  been  much  more  complete. 
Everything  was  provided  that  thoughtful  supervision  could  suggest  for  the  welfare 
and  comfort  of  both  officers  and  men. 

Again  I  desire  to  express  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  myself,  my  officers,  and 
my  men  for  all  you  have  done  for  us.

The  response  is  placed  in  this  indorsement  instead  of  in  a  distinct  communication 
in  order  that  inquiry  and  answer  may  be  in  juxtaposition. 

I  started  from  San  Francisco  June  21, 1898,  and  the  temperature  of  the  place  where 
the  enlisted  men  ate  was  such  that  from  that  day  to  this  I  have  taken  credit  for  serv- 
ice, at  meal  times,  in  the  torrid  zone.  The  commissary  department  from  that  time 
to  this,  in  supplying  both  rations  and  sales  stores,  has  surpassed  the  wildest  dreams 
of  the  soldier  of  the  civil  war.  As  to  variety  and  quality  of  ration  elements  and 
sales  stores,  I  think  the  tendency  is  on  the  side  of  overdoing.  I  say  this  after  watch- 
ing for  three  years,  carefully  and  constantly.     The  department  deserves  only  thanks.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  16th,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  have 
found  the  articles  of  the  ration  good  in  quality  and  abundant  in  quantity.    In  the 
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sales  stores  the  articles  are  generally  satisfactory;  the  Durham  tobacco  was  fre- 
quently moldv.  The  cigars  are  not  bf  first  quality  and  are  unduly  expensive.  At 
Catbalogan  omcers  generally  bought  their  cigars  from  the  local  dealers,  they  selling 
them  of  the  same  quality  cheaper  than  the  commissary  and  also  having  better  cigars. 

Some  of  the  posts  in  the  fourth  district,  Southern  Luzon,  notably  Laguan,  were  at 
times  very  badly  off  for  rations. 

Since  the  regular  employment  of  the  Venus  in  that  district  the  supply  has  been 
satisfactory. 

Fresh  beef  has  been  very  scarce  and  will  continue  so  as  long  as  hostilities  exist. 

I  have  no  suggestions  to*  offer  in  regard  to  any  improvement  in  the  ration,  but  it 
would  be  well  to  allow  commanding  officers  more  latitude  in  regard  to  substituting 
parts  of  the  ration.  Some  men  like  more  rice  than  others,  and  my  regiment  gener- 
ally prefers  bacon  to  beef.  The  latter  taste  has  been  quite  fully  gratified  in  the  past 
eight  months. 

I  inclose  reports  made  to  me  by  my  company  commanders,  and  I  think  all  the 
suggestions  they  make  can  be  fully  carried  out  by  tl\e  commanding  officer,  if  he  deems 
them  advisable,  without  making  any  change  in  the  ration.

It 
was  very  seldom  that  I  could  obtain  a  full  ration  for  the  company,  and  then  only  for 
a  few  days. 

While  on  Masbate  Island,  during  May,  June,  and  July,  until  July  it  was  impossible 
to  obtain  fresh  meat  and  vegetables;  and  yeast  and  baking  powder  being  unobtain- 
able, bread  could  not  be  made. 

On  Samar  Island  from  August  until  February  fresh  meat  and  vegetables  were  issued 
very  seldom  and  the  bacon  was  of  a  very  poor  quality  and  almost  unfit  for  use.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  request  to  give  my  opinion  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
commissary  department  in  supplying  the  troops  in  the  Philippines,  both  in  garrison 
and  field,  I  have  the  honor  to  say  that  I  have  nothing  but  praise  to  express  lor  that 
department  so  far  as  my  own  command  is  concerned.  I  have  been  more  than  sur- 
prised in  every  way.  I  fully  expected  to  meet  difficulties  and  suffer  privation  from 
short  or  imperfect  rations  upon  many  occasions.  In  both  of  these  calculations  I  have 
been  most  agreeably  disappointed,  for,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  period  while 
stationed  on  the  island  of  Samar,  I  can  say  that  my  company  has  been  issued  a  full 
ration  of  wholesome  food  for  every  day  of  service  in  the  islands,  and  then  the  short- 
age was  only  in  fresh  vegetables  and  fresh  meat.  The  former  was  promptly  furnished 
as  soon  as  transportation  could  be  had,  and  the  latter  whenever  it  could  be  purchased, 
no  matter  what  the  price.  I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  army  ration  is  well  adapted 
to  the  needs  of  the  troops  of  our  country  in  the  Tropics,  as  well  as  those  serving  in 
the  cold  climates,  and  I  am  sure  that  whenever  a  company  commander  fails  to 
properly  feed  his  men  with  the  ration  as  supplied  it  is  due  to  want  of  judgment  or 
care  on  his  Dart.  In  my  opinion  meat  is  as  essential  in  the  Tropics  for  soldiers  in  the 
field  as  it  is  m  the  States,  and  to  keep  them  in  strength  when  required  to  make  long 
marches  they  must  have  it  I  would  increase  the  sugar  ration,  as  the  present  ration 
is,  in  my  opinion,  too  small,  but  as  shown  by  Colonel  Woodruff,  commissary  depart- 
ment, in  his  most  excellent  paper  recently  published,  this  can  be  supplied  if  the 
proper  saving  is  made  and  allowed. 

In  my  humble  opinion,  as  based  upon  my  reading  and  from  my  personal  experi- 
ence, no  army  of  our  own  or  any  other  country  was  ever  more  perfectly,  more  regu- 
larly, or  more  properly  supplied  with  food  than  has  been  our  own,  at  least  in  the 
Southern  Department  of  Luzon,  since  the  administration  of  Col.  C.  A.  Woodruff  in 
the  islands.  His  work  has  certainly  been  in  keeping  with  his  entire  record  as  a 
soldier,  and  I  feel  it  a  privilege  to  be  allowed  to  express  my  appreciation  of  his  work 
so  far  as  I  was  personally  affected  by  it.

Sir:  In  obedience  to  instructions  from  your  office,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that 
in  my  opinion  the  ration  issued  to  the  army  in  the  Philippine  Islands  is  of  sufficient 
quantity  and  of  wholesome  quality,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many 
small  posts  in  the  islands  it  is  a  very  difficult  matter  for  the  quartermaster's  depart- 
ment to  furnish  sufficient  transportation  to  keep  the  troops  properly  supplied  with 
fresh  meat  and  vegetables.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows 
upon  the  quantity  and  quality  of  rations  furnished  my  company  while  in  the 
Philippines: 

Up  to  the  close  of  June,  1900,  the  rations  supplied  were  ample  in  quantity  and  of 
good  quality.  Since  then,  excepting  the  present  time,  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain 
sufficient  food,  and  much  of  that  little  was  bad. 

During  this  latter  period  I  was  stationed  at  Laguan,  Samar,  in  Department  of 
Southern  Luzon,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  lack  of  proper  food  was  due  to 
some  neglect  or  error  on  the  part  of  the  department  commissary  or  quartermaster. 
It  would  appear  that  either  the  one  did  not  furnish  or  the  other  did  not  ship  it. 

My  experience  with  troojis  here  inclines  me  to  believe  that  the  quantity  of  sugar 
should  be  largely  increased — say  from  15  pounds  per  100  rations  to  35  pounds  or  40 
pounds.  This  might  be  done  by  decreasing  the  meat  components  or  the  allowance 
of  vinegar.  I  should  also  suggest  that  all  stores  for  the  Philippines  be  placed  in 
tins — even  flour.

The  method  of  drawing  it  gives  a  good  variety  of  wholesome  food  with  a  liberal 

Suantity  of  delicacies,  such  as  canned  peaches,  condensed  milk,  etc.,  bought  from 
tie  company  fund  from  sales  stores.  The  only  exception  that  I  would  make  to  the 
above  is  that  the  issue  of  tomatoes  is  generally  too  much.  The  privilege  men  have 
of  buying  canned  fruit,  etc.,  from  the  sales  stores  has  a  bad  effect  on  some,  because 
they  eat  what  they  thus  get  at  irregular  hours,  thereby  causing  diarrhea  and  indi- 
gestion, and  in  this  regard  it  may  rightly  be  considered  the  fault  of  the  men,  for  they 
were  repeatedly  cautioned  not  to  keep  the  canned  goods  in  the  tins  any  length  of 
time  after  opening,  and  as  to  how  ana  when  to  eat.

Sir:  In  my  opinion  the  regular  ration  and  foods  in  the  sales  commissary  are  proper 
and  sufficient,  provided  the  soldiers  can  get  them.  •  At  but  few  times  and  places  has 
the  entire  ration  been  available.  The  quality,  as  a  rule,  has  been  very  good.  Fresh 
vegetables,  like  potatoes  and  onions,  have  t>een  scarce,  and  generally  half  rotten 
when  received.  Even  when  the  native  cattle  could  be  obtained,  the  quality  of  the 
beef  was  very  bad,  as  they  are  not  naturally  l>eef  cattle. 

I  advise  against  any  reduction  in  meat  and  any  increase  in  the  rice  component  in 
the  Tropics.  A  slight  increase  in  sugar  is  advisable,  and  a  decided  increase  in  the 
allowance  of  soap.

Colonel:  Replying  to  your  communication  of  the  21st  ultimo,  I  beg  leave  to  state 
that  where  it  has  been  possible  to  supply  the  posts  which  have  been  under  my  com- 
mand with  the  full  ration  there  has  been  no  ground  for  complaint,  either  as  to  the 
quality  or  quantity  of  stores,  including  both  rations  and  sales  stores.  The  supply 
has,  until  the  last  six  months,  been  limited,  but  this  was  due  to  want  of  means  of 
transportation. 

The  great  lack  has  been  fresh  meat  and  fresh  vegetables  in  remote  stations.  Where 
we  have  been  able  to  get  it,  the  frozen  beef  has  been  very  greatly  appreciated  and  is 
incomparably  supenor  in  quality  to  the  best  native  beef.  Its  supply  has  always 
been  followed  by  diminished  numbers  on  sick  report.  After  five  years'  experience 
in  the  Tropics,  mv  opinion  is  that  with  troops  in  active  service  the  meat  ration  should 
not  be  diminished.

Ilacon  is  uihhI  food  for  the  Tropics.  Imt  fresh  vegetables  should  always  go  with  it. 

A  portable  einervcncv  ration  for  troops  on  extended  ex  jhn  lit  ions  is  needed  for  the 
character  of  service  met  with  in  thoe  islands.  The  meat  com|»onent  should  prv- 
d on i mate  in  it.  for  rice  can  usually  U»  found  to  supply  a  vegetable  component. 

Kor  ti\s»p*»  in  »rarri>on  less  meat  is  necessary,  for  there  is  less*  enerey  required,  but 
ti>H^ps  who  march  in  mud  for  SO  miles  a  day  need  a  full  diet. 

It  ma>  Iv  remarked  that  the  proper  preparation  of  the  ration  is  rare  with  new 
hoops,  ami  tts  tult  \ahie  is  not  obtained  oy  them.

I  have  the  honor  to  say  that  during  the  period  of  more  than  two  years  that  I  have 
been  in  the  Philippines  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  rations  issued  to  our  troops 
has  been  uniformly  satisfactory.  During  the  year  just  passed  my  regiment  has  been 
distributed  at  widely  separated  stations  in  the  province  of  Laguna,  but  in  all  cases 
the  supply  of  commissaries,  both  for  issue  and  for  sale,  has  been  ample  and  of  a 
superior  quality.  At  times  the  question  of  transportation  over  the  almost  impassable 
roads  has  been  a  serious  one,  but  all  requisitions  have  been  promptly  fillea,  and  I 
have  never  had  a  complaint  about  poor  rations  since  I  have  been  in  command  of  this 
regiment.

Respectfully  returned,  through  headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines.  In  a 
service  of  nearly  thirty  years  I  nave  never  before  met  with  such  faultless  service  as 
that  of  the  subsistence  department  in' these  islands.  The  ration  has  met  every  want; 
has  been  abundant  in  quantity  and  excellent  in  quality.  An  extension  of  the  issues 
of  cold-storage  meats  would  be  desirable,  and  in  time  may  be  practicable.  I  know 
it  has  not  been  practicable  heretofore.  The  bacon  issued,  both  slab  and  can,  nas 
been  uniformly  excellent.  It  is  relished  and  needed,  and  nothing  takes  it  place  in 
active  campaign. 

I  have  personally  used  the  emergency  ration  and  find  it  excellent,  both  as  soup 
and  porridge. 

There  is  rarely  time,  when  it  is  being  used,  to  prepare  additions  to  it,  but  it  lends 
itself  well  to  admixture  with  chicken  (either  flesh  or  broth),  eggs,  sweet  potatoes, 
and  other  native  products.  I  have  no  doubt  long-continued  use  of  it  would  make  it 
distasteful.  The  canned  goods  have  been  excellent  in  quality  and  abundant  in 
variety.  Champagne,  mineral  waters,  candies,  toilet  articles,  and  indeed  all  of  the 
sales  stores  have  proven  veritable  blessings  and  greatly  relieved  the  hardships  of 
campaigning  here. 

I  believe  the  purchase  of  native  beef  might  be  more  urgently  demanded  of  local 
commissary  officers,  for  I  hear  of  garrisons  that  have  gone  for  months  without  fresh 
meat.  In  some  places,  particularly  in  this  island,  purchases  oj  sweet  potatoes  could 
be  made  with  economy.  The  potato  from  the  United  States  is  preferable,  but  they 
often  come  with  a  large  percentage  of  loss  from  heating  and  decay,  and  these  camotes 
could  always  he  had  fresh  and  palatable.  But  I  gladly  avail  myself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  express  the  highest  appreciation  of  the  workings  of  the  subsistence  depart- 
ment in  the  Philippines.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  April  22  with  reference  to  quality  arid  sufficiency  of 
the  food  furnished  the  troops  of  my  command  while  serving*  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  with  the  exception  of  potatoes,  onions,  and 
bread,  the  supply  has  been  ample  and  excellent;  probably  as  good  as  that  furnished 
troops  in  the  vicinity  of  Chicago  and  Boston. 

A  large  per  cent  of  potatoes  and  onions  was  rotten,  but  in  all  cases  they  were  care- 
fully culled  and  the  deficiencies  made  good.  Nevertheless,  through  specks  and 
shrinkage,  the  supply  actually  placed  on  the  table  was,  in  many  cases,  greatly 
reduced. 

For  some  months  bread  was  supplied  from  Manila,  anil  was  not  good. 

After  procuring  ovens  it  improved,  but  for  want  of  good  bakers  at  all  the  from  10  to 
14  stations  occupied  by  my  regiment,  and  on  account  of  the  poor  quality  of  the  fuel 
supplied  (green  brushwood),  it  was  frequently  not  up  to  the  standard.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  in  regard  to  the  sufficiency  and  quality  of  the  food 
issued  my  company  in  the  Philippines  that  the  army  ration  has  proved  excellent. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  percentage  of  the  meat  ration  be  cut  and  a  cereal  be  issued 
in  lieu  thereof,  about  two  ounces  to  the  ration,  or  the  dried  fruit  could  also  be  cut 
and  replaced  by  the  cereal  at  the  discretion  of  the  company  commander. 

This,  I  think,  would  benefit  the  ration  materially.  My  experience  during  the  wet 
season  would  show  that,  owing  to  inclement  weather,  it  is  impossible  for  boats  to 
ply  to  the  lake  ports,  sometimes  for  eight  or  ten  days.  As  a  result,  troops  were  with- 
out fresh  meat  during  this  time,  and  further,  as  the  savings  of  bacon  or  the  commut- 
ing of  fresh  meat  due  at  the  end  of  a  month  to  bacon  is  frequently  prohibited  by  the 
commissary  department.  If  arrangements  could  be  made  whereby  post  commanders 
could  be  authorized  to  purchase  fresh  fish  covering  this  lack  of  meat,  the  condition 
of  the  troops  would  be  materially  better  during  such  time.  The  sweet  potatoes  grown 
in  this  country  are  of  fair  quality,  but  used  alone  soon  pall  on  the  taste.  If  sweet 
potatoes,  during  their  season,  could  be  issued  as  a  part  of  the  potato  allowance,  it 
would  improve  the  ration.

month  on  hand,  and  the  quantity  and  variety  of  sales  stores  were  not  sufficient 

Since  June  1,  1900,  stores  have  been  received  on  requisition  direct  from  the  depot 
commissary,  Manila,  and  with  the  exception  of  bacon,  potatoes,  onions,  and  Shasta 
ginger  ale,  the  quality  has  l>een  excellent  and  the  quantity  always  ample.  During 
September  and  October,  1900,  and  in  April,  1901,  a  considerable  quantity  of  bacon 
was  found  to  be  wormy  and  unfit  for  issue.  Since  March,  1901,  fresh  potatoes  and 
onions  have  been  received  in  excellent  condition,  with  the  exception  of  one  ship- 
ment. Before  that,  however,  they  were  uniformly  bad,  fully  50  per  cent,  sometimes 
more,  being  unfit  for  issue. 

It  is  believed  that  the  damage  to  the  potatoes  was  often  occasioned  through  the 
fact  that  they  were  put  on  board  steamers  touching  at  many  points  before  reaching 
Tacloban,  sometimes  ten  days  or  more  elapsing  between  date  of  shipment  and  receipt. 
A  number  of  steamers  make  the  trip  to  this  port  from  Manila  in  three  days.  If  fresh 
vegetables  were  always  shipped  on  these  steamers  their  condition  would  be  much 
improved.     Shasta  ginger  ate  is  very  poor.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  adjutant-general,  Division  of  the  Philippines  (through 
military  channels).  With  few  exceptions  the  quality  and  sufficiency  of  the  rations 
and  sales  stores  furnished  my  command,  in  more  than  a  year  pa6t,  have  been  exceed- 
ingly satisfactory.  Some  .companies  have  been  deprived  of  the  proper  amount  of 
fresh  beef,  but  this  is  not  attributable  to  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  subsistence 
department,  but  simply  a  result  of  remote  stations  in  a  country  where  the  insurgents 
had  killed  or  run  off  most  of  the  cattle.  The  system  of  transportation  of  fresh  vege- 
tables has  frequently  failed  to  give  satisfaction.  For  a  time  during  the  fall  and 
winter  these  reached"  Cebu  about  three  times  a  month,  most  generally  on  commer- 
cial vessels.  Of  late  a  return  has  evidently  been  made  to  the  army  transport  system, 
which  does  not  give  good  results.  These  ships  do  not  visit  this  port  often  enough 
to  permit  fresh  vegetables  to  be  shipped  by  them  for  this  command.  None  were 
received  between  April  19  and  yesterday,  the  18th  instant,  when  an  invoice  arrived 
on  the  Kiniuck.  After  leaving*  Manilathis  transport  visited  Mindanao  and  was  in 
these  southern  waters  some  three  weeks  before  reaching  Cebu.  As  a  consequence 
about  half  of  the  potatoes  are  decayed.  It  is  recommended  such  stores  be  again 
shipped  by  commercial  vessels.  There  is  no  regular  vessel  plying  between  Manila 
ana  Cebu,  but  many  come  and  go  each  month.  The  permission  given  to  purchase 
sweet  potatoes,  when  Irish  potatoes  are  not  supplied,  will  grow  in  importance  as  the 
natives  become  educated  in  furnishing  them  in  greater  quantity.  Whatever  be  the 
merits  of  the  desiccated  vegetables,  it  is  thought  it  must  be  admitted  they  are  not  a 
success  as  a  part  of  the  ration.  Comparatively  fewT  soldiers  care  for  them.  It  is 
reported  the  desiccated  potato  furnished  in  the  sliced  form  is  preferred  to  the  former 
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method.  It  has  been  mv  opinion  for  a  long  time  that  the  ration  of  beans  could  be 
advantageously  increased  when  it  is  impracticable  to  furnish  potatoes  and  onions, 
which,  because  of  the  great  difficulties  of  transportation  in  the  Philippines,  must 
frequently  be  the  case.  Paying  commutation  for  fresh  vegetables  when  they  can 
not  be  furnished  meets  in  a  measure  the  great  loss  to  the  soldier  when  they  are  not 
supplied.

Sir:  In  replying  to  your  letter  of  March  29,  asking  for  report  upon  the  food  fur- 
nished the  troops,  I  have  the  honor  to  say  that  I  am  glad  to  have  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  admirable  manner  in  which  the  subsistence 
department  has  been  managed  in  these  islands  during  the  past  sixteen  months.  This 
regiment  has  been  stationed  in  Cavite  Province  most  of  the  time,  with  headquarters 
at  Silang,  20  miles  inland  from  Bacoor.  With  the  exception  of  two  occasions  when 
traffic  on  the  Bay  of  Manila  was  totally  interrupted  by  typhoons,  there  never  was 
a  time  that  we  lacked  fresh  meat  of  the  very  l)est  quality — the  best,  in  my  opinion, 
that  has  been  issued  to  the  Army  for  many  years. 

We  have  always  had  fresh  vegetables,  and  at  the  same  time  we  have  realized  the 
tremendous  exertion  it  must  have  taken  to  keep  up  this  supply.  In  this  component 
of  the  ration  great  loss  is  inevitable,  and  it  is  necessary  for  the  troops  to  understand 
the  difficulties  of  supply  in  order  that  the  occasional  discovery  of  a  few  decayed  pota- 
toes may  not  lead  to  nasty  denunciation  of  the  (commissary  department.  The  other 
components  of  the  rations  have  always  been  sufficient  in  quantity  and  excellent  in 
quality,  and  the  occasional  spoiling  of  flour  through  humidity  or  weevil  could  not 
have  Seen  avoided  in  this  climate. 

The  sales  stores  have  been  of  quite  sufficient  variety  and  excellent  quality,  with 
the  exception  of  some  canned  goods,  which  seemed  to  have  been  too  long  on  hand 
and  to  have  been  transported  too  much. 

What  has  given  more  trouble  than  anything  else  with  the  sales  stores  has  been  the 
shortage  in  what  appeared  to  be  original  packages.  I  have  given  the  matter  some 
attention,  as  it  was  necessary  to  have  monthly  boards  of  survey  for  adjustment,  and 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  these  packages  could  not  have  been  incomplete 
when  they  left  the  United  States,  but  that  the  loss  is  due  to  very  clever  manipulation 
in  these  islands. 

The  circumstance  which  first  convinced  me  of  this  was  the  narrative  of  a  surren- 
dered Filipino  officer,  who  pointed  out  the  house  in  which  the  captains  of  his  regi- 
ment were  in  the  habit  of  meeting  once  a  month  to  divide  the  loot,  said  loot  consisting 
principally  of  what  had  been  stolen  off  the  Government  cascos  in  transit  in  Manila 
Bay. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  any  suggestions  that  could  be  of  assistance  to  the  department, 
and  I  will  offer  but  one,  namely,  that  a  certain  amount  of  hard  bread  furnished  for 
field  service  be  put  up  in  pound  packages,  which  the  soldier  can  put  in  his  haversack 
upon  starting  out  on  an  expedition.  A  very  large  percentage  of  all  the  hard  bread 
issued  is  wasted  by  being  broken  up  and  thrown  away.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  letter  of  May  8,  1901,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  quality  and  sufficiency  of  the  food  (rations  and  sales  stores) 
furnished  my  regiment  while  on  duty  in  the  islands. 

The  quality  was,  as  a  general  rule,  excellent.  At  one  time  the  rations,  for  reasons 
unknown  to  me,  were  not  furnished  on  time;  the  post  of  Gubat,  for  example,  which 
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was  supposed  to  l)e  supplied  from  the  Manila  depot,  going  about  four  months  without 
receiving  any  supplies  from  that  source.     I  had  an  ample  supply  at  Legaspi  and  sup- 

Slied  these  troops  from  month  to  month,  so  that,  so  far  as  I  know,  they  never  missed  a 
ay's  ration,  but  I  do  not  know  why  the  subsistence  department  should  have  neg- 
lected this  post,  as  it  certainly  was  neglected.  The  dates  were  from  about  March,  1900, 
to  July,  1900. 

For  a  long  time  all  the  posts  were  irregularly  and  inadequately  supplied  with  fresh 
vegetables;  this  seems  to  have  been  entirely  due  to  a  lack  of  knowledge  and  interest 
in  regard  to  the  southern  part  of  the  island  of  Luzon.  Merchant  steamers  constantly 
(at  least  once  in  ten  days)  visited  the  posts  of  Sorsogon,  Legaspi,  and  Tabaco,  and 
twice  a  month  Gubat  and  Bulan,  but  for  a  long  time  fresh  vegetables  were  rarely 
shipped  by  these  steamers.  When  they  did  come  they  were  sent  in  Government 
transports,  which  stopped  at  a  great  many  places,  the  result  t>eing  that  when  they 
arrived  at  the  last  stations  the  i>otatoes  were  generally  rotten.  One  case  that  I  remem- 
ber distinctly  at  Legaspi,  70  crates  of  potatoes  were  landed,  out  of  which  we  were 
only  able  to  obtain  15  crates,  after  washing  out  the  rotten  matter  in  the  sea  and  pick- 
ing them  over;  these  were  really  unfit  for  issue,  but  as  the  men  had  been  without 
for  a  long  time  they  were  all  issued. 

There  was  also  a  failure  to  supply  fresh  beef;  and  no  substitute  will  take  the  place 
of  it.  Fresh  l>eef  could  have  been  supplied  frequently  by  sending  it  on  merchant 
steamers  with  sufficient  ice  for  its  transportation,  but  in  my  regiment  I  personally 
knew  of  but  one  instance  in  which  this  was  done.  In  this  case  an  officer  of  the  regi- 
ment in  Manila  notified  the  depot  commissary  of  the  exact  hour  of  sailing  of  a  mer- 
chant vessel;  the  beef  was  put  on  board  with  500  pounds  of  ice  and  came  in  fine 
shape.  It  is  manifest  that  had  the  commissary  in  Manila  taken  the  same  trouble, 
the  troops  at  all  the  stations  could  have  l>een  supplied  frequently  and  without  loss 
to  the  Government,  except  for  the  ice.  It  is  manifest  also  that  unless  an  officer  had 
been  specially  detailed  to  look  after  this  matter,  it  could  not  have  been  done  at  all, 
as  merchant  vessels  rarely  sailed  at  the  time  advertised.  Some  beef  was  bought  in 
the  country,  but  in  most  cases  the  cattle  were  driven  away  from  occupied  towns  soon 
after  their  occupation,  and  later  all  native  cattle  died  of  rinderpest,  so  that  for  one 
year  and  four  months  the  Forty-seventh  Regiment  saw  very  little  fresh  beef. 

The  sales  stores  and  other  parts  of  the  ration  were  furnished  in  great  variety  and 
abundance  when  requisitions  were  sent  in  promptly  f  rom  the  posts,  except  about  the 
time  previously  mentioned  in  regard  to  Guoat,  and  I  am  unable  to  say  wny  this  was, 
as  at  my  own  post,  Legaspi,  we  generally  had  a  good  supply  and  never  got  out,  the 
lowest  being  on  one  occasion  when  we  were  reduced  to  five  days'  rations  for  the 
command.

Sir:  Replying  to  your  letter  of  May  8,  requesting  a  report  from  me  "upon  the 
quality  and  sufficiency  of  the  food  (rations  and  sales  stores)  furnished  the  troops 
under  your  command  while  serving  in  the  Philippine  Islands,"  I  have  the  honor  to 
state  that  throughout  my  period  ofservice  here,  some  sixteen  months,  and  my  com- 
mand having  varied  from  about  1,300  to  about  2,000  men,  distributed  usually  among  15 
to  18  subposts,  not  a  single  official  complaint  has  reached  my  office  concerning  either 
the  quality  or  the  sufficiency  of  the  food  furnished  us.  On  the  contrary,  I  have 
heard  nothing  but  praise  for  the  subsistence  department,  both  for  the  excellence  and 
the  abundance  of  tne  food  supply,  and  from  my  own  observation  I  believe  that  all 
this  commendation  is  fully  merited.  In  view  of  this  marked  efficiency,  this  comfort- 
ing success  of  your  department,  under  the  far  from  simple  conditions  recited,  I  feel 
that  it  would  be  presumptuous  in  me  to  offer  any  suggestions — that  is  to  say,  I  have 
none  whatever  to  offer. 

I  take  pleasure  in  giving  even  these  few  good  words  for  those  who  have  always 
given  us  so  much  and  so  many  good  things.

I  take  great  pleasure  in  being  able  to  say  that  at  all  times  my  command  has  been 
fully  supplied  with  rations  ana  Hales  stores.  In  fact,  the  variety  of  rations  furnished 
for  enlisted  men  (post,  field,  and  emergency)  has  been  phenomenal  and,  under  the 
circumstances,  unexpected.  The  quality  has  been  excellent  in  all  classes  of  stores. 
The  fresh  vegetables  supplied,  or  money  in  lieu  to  purchase  native  products  where 
your  department  could  not  furnish  vegetables,  owing  to  climatic  causes  or  lack  of 
transportation,  has  been  an  important  feature.  I  am  glad  of  the  opportunity  to  give 
my  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  your  department  on  these  islands  particularly  and 
elsewhere  generally. 

I  do  not  think  any  suggestions  from  me  are  necessary,  as  I  can  not  see  upon  what 
grounds  the  enlisted  man  can  claim  any  further  improvement  in  the  ration,  or  that 
the  officers  can  have  any  complaint  as  to  the  quality  and  quantity  of  sales  stores,  of 
which  also  the  enlisted  men  are  allowed  to  purchase  their  full  share.

Sir:  In  reply  to  your  request  that  I  write  a  report  upon  the  army  ration  and  the 
sales  stores  provided  for  my  command  with  deported  prisoners  to  Guam,  I  wish  to 
say  that  we  at  all  times  found  the  ration  good  and  sufficient.  The  prisoners  being 
Filipinos,  and  not  accustomed  to  American  food,  were  at  first  inclined  to  ask  for 
other  food,  but  within  a  month  they  were  loud  in  praise  of  their  food  supply,  and 
now  say  that  they  never  lived  so  well.  The  officers  and  families  of  the  naval  station 
were  greatly  pleased  to  be  permitted  to  purchase  delicacies  from  our  sales  stores;  in 
fact,  they  were  very  dependent  upon  us  and  loud  in  praise  of  the  Army  Subsistence 
Department.  I  consider  the  ration  excellent,  and  would  recommend  that  the  fresh 
meat  and  sugar  component  parts  be  kept  bountiful.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  as  to  the  keeping  and  subsist- 
ence of  the  native  prisoners  of  war  deported  to  the  island  of  Guam. 

We  left  Manila  on  the  16th  of  January,  1901.  On  the  voyage  the  prisoners  were 
well  provided  for,  and  enjoyed  the  trip  very  much. 

After  landing  at  Guam  the  ration,  according  to  instructions  received  from  your 
office,  was  the  full  Government  ration.  At  first  the  prisoners  did  not  like  nor  care 
for  certain  articles  of  the  ration,  and  a  small  saving  could  be  made  to  be  given  to 
them  in  articles  that  they  seemed  to  prefer.  But  as  they  became  accustomed  to  the 
ration  these  savings  fell  off,  and  they  used  the  straight  ration  without  any  addition 
whatever.  I  retained  i>ersonal  supervision  over  the  issues  and  handling  of  the  rations 
issued  to  them,  and  saw  that  nothing  was  wasted.  They  were  fortunate  in  having  a 
splendid  cook,  who,  with  a  small  amount  of  instruction  as  to  the  preparing  of  the 
different  components  of  the  rations,  became  very  proficient  and  used  every  article 
savingly  and  judiciously. 

^  The  prisoners  were  allowed  to  purchase  from  the  sales  department  in  small  quan- 
tities, which  gave  them  the  opportunity  of  adding  many  small  delicacies  and  changes 
to  their  regular  daily  fare.  They  purchased  principally  of  condensed  milk,  pre- 
serves, canned  fruits,  pickles,  and  cigarettes. 
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Fresh  beef  and  fresh  vegetables  were  procured  of  the  monthly  transport*  from  the 
States,  sufficient  quantities  being  secured  to  last  from  one  transport  to  another. 

The  prisoners  were  contented  and  pleased  with  the  rations  furnished  them  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  were  prepared,  and  were  high  in  their  praise  of  their  treat- 
ment by  the  American  Government. 

On  m&y  16  I  received  orders  to  transfer  all  subsistence  stores  and  property  to  the 
officer  designated  by  the  Navy  Department,  and  on  May  18  this  was  effected.  On 
May  21,  in  accordance  with  orders  received,  I  left  Guam  for  Manila  by  the  naval 
transport  Solace,  bringing  with  me  my  clerk,  and  arrived  here  on  the  morning  of  the 
25th  of  May.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  re|>ort  of  the  medical  department,  Division  of 
the  Philippines,  for  the  month  of  June,  1001: 

I  arrived  in  Manila  May  25,  1901,  and  assumed  the  duties  of  chief  surgeon  of  the 
Division  of  the  Philippines  June  1, 1901,  relieving  Col.  Charles  R.  (rreenleaf,  assistant 
surgeon-general,  United  States  Army,  per  General  Orders,  No.  105,  c.  s.,  these  head- 
quarters. 

The  report  of  my  predecessor,  to  include  May  31,  1901,  is  so  complete  in  all  mat- 
ters of  interest  connected  with  the  medical  department  that  I  only  desire  to  add  a 
short  supplement,  bringing  the  operations  of  the  department  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  1901. 

HEALTn   OF  THE   ARMY. 

Accurate  data  for  April  and  May  not  being  on  hand  at  the  time  of  making  the  last 
report,  the  ratio  of  noneffectiveness  from  disease  and  injury  to  whole  strength  of 
command  only  covered  the  period  ending  March  31,  1901,  and  the  rate  for  that 
month,  the  lowest  yet  reported,  was  6. 1 2.  This  low  figure  was  still  further  decreased, 
as  follows:

The  relative  proportion  of  the  different  diseases  shows  no  great  change  for  the 
month  of  June.  A  slight  increase  in  typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis,  and  diarrhea  is 
noted,  and  a  slight  decrease  in  all  other  diseases.

For  the  month  of  June  the  mortality  was  2$  daily,  or  at  the  rate  of  16.44  per  thou- 
sand per  annum.    Causes  of  death  as  follows: 

Killed  in  action,  3  officers  and  2  enlisted  men;  died  of  wounds,  1  officer  and  1 
enlisted  man;  injuries,  1  enlisted  man;  suicide,  1  enlisted  man;  drowned,  6  enlisted 
men;  variola,  5  enlisted  men;  typhoid  fever,  4  enlisted  men;  dysentery,  19  enlisted 
men;  other  diseases,  26  enlisted  men;  total,  4  officers  and  65  enlisted  men. 

The  death  rate  is  below  the  average,  as  shown  by  the  report  for  the  rest  of  the 
year,  which  was  3.6  per  day,  or  20.45  per  thousand  per  annum. 

Dysentery,  as  usual,  is  the  principal  cause  of  death  in  the  division. 
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The  general  questions  of  sanitation,  supplies,  transportation  of  the  sick,  etc.,  have 
been  fully  discussed  and  need  no  further  remarks  in  a  report  covering  so  short  a  space 

of  time. 

On  June  30,  1001,  the  second  reserve  hospital  wan  dosed,  ]»er  General  Orders,  No. 
149,  c  8.,  these  headquarters.  This  was  done  in  the  interests  of  economy,  as  the 
hospital  was  no  longer  a  necessity. 

Contract  Surg.  Charles  St.  John,  U.  S.  A.,  was  killed  in  action  at  Paracale,  Cama- 
rines  Norte,  Luzon,  on  May  22,  1901.  The  news  arrived  too  late  to  be  included  in 
mv  TYiTtfl  rx^f^woi*  h  reoort

Sir:  In  compliance  with  instructions  from  your  office,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  pay  department  in  this  division  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1901. 

There  has  been  an  average  of  19  paymasters  on  duty  in  the  division.  The  work 
has  been  hard,  ami  the  paymasters  and  their  clerks  deserve  great  credit  for  the  cheer- 
ful and  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  duties.  The  attend- 
ing surgeon  informed  me  that  a  large  number  of  pay  masters  and  their  clerks  reported 
to  him  for  treatment,  which  he  attributed  to  their  nard  work. 

The  escorts  of  paymasters  have  been  attacked  several  times,  but  in  each  case  they 
have  l>een  able  to  drive  off  the  attacking  party  with  no  loss  of  funds.  In  one  case, 
the  attack  on  Major  Pickett,  in  northern  Luzon,  one  corporal  was  killed. 

Payments  have  been  made  everv  two  months  as  regularly  as  was  possible  under  the 
circumstances.  On  account  of  tne  lack  of  water  transportation  payments  in  the 
Department  of  Southern  Luzon  were  very  much  delayed.  Steamers  run  to  some  of 
ports  in  the  department  only  at  rare  intervals,  and  it  is  difficult  to  get  to  them  from 
other  ports,  at  times  making  a  special  trip  necessary  for  one  or  two  posts.  If  a 
bimonthly  trip  could  be  made  by  transports  to  all  the  ports  in  the  department,  it 
would  greatly  facilitate  the  payments,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  chief  commissary 
of  the  division  that  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  subsistence  depart- 
ment. 
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From  July  1  to  December  18,  1900,  no  currency  was  received  from  the  Manila 
hank*.  An  payments  were  marie  almost  entirely  in  currency,  this  showed  that  a 
much  larger  amount  waft  remaining  in  circulation  than  prior  to  that  date,  when  I 
received  about  $500,000  per  month  from  them.  The  $9,000,000  in  gold  which  was 
received  from  the  United  States  and  paid  out  by  the  pay  department  in  these  islands 
in  the  firHt  year  or  more  of  their  occupation  has  practically  disappeared  from 
circulation.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  under  this 
office  from  April  27,  1901,  to  June  30,  1901: 

My  predecessor,  Capt.  John  Biddle,  Corps  of  Engineers  (now  major,  Corps  of 
Engineers),  submitted  a  report  to  include  the  period  from  July  1,  1900,  to  April  27, 
1901,  the  date  on  which  the  transfer  of  duties  was  made. 

Since  the  date  of  Captain  Riddle's  report  there  has  l)een  a  reorganization  of  the 
engineer  companies,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  22, 
current  series,  A.  G.  O.,  and  General  Orders,  No.  79,  current  series,  Division  of  the 
Philippines.  The  organization  effected  to  June  30,  1901,  has  been  the  appointment 
of  an  adjutant,  quartermaster,  sergeant-major,  and  quartermaster-sergeant— the  quar- 
termaster remaining  on  duty  with  Company  B. 

The  designation  of  Company  E  was  changed  to  Company  C,  and  a  new  company, 
D,  was  partially  organized  by  the  transfer  to  it  of  11  men  from  Company  A,  12  from 
Company  B,  and  11  from  Company  C.  The  adjutant  was  assigned  temporarily  to 
command  this  company,  the  company  headquarters  being  established  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  battalion.  From  the  men  so  transferred  were  appointed  the  non- 
commissioned officers  of  Company  D;  but  all  of  these  men  were  allowed  to  remain 
on  duty  with  their  original  companies. 

On  June  5,  1901,  Lieut.  Harley  B.  Ferguson,  Corps  of  Engineers,  with  his  detach- 
ment of  Company  B,  returned  from  China.  Since  that  time  he  has  been  engaged  in 
the  preparation  of  a  rey>ort  covering  the  work  performed  by  himeelf  and  detachment 
in  China,  and  in  the  compilation  of  information  and  the  correction  and  reduction  of 
maps,  etc. 

On  June  10,  1901,  Second  Lieut.  Walter  H.  Lee,  Corps  of  Engineers,  who  was 
accompanying  as  a  volunteer  a  detachment  of  the  Twenty-first  Infantry,  under  Capt 
William  H.  Wilhelm,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  was  killed  in  an  attack  on  the  insurgent 
intrenchments  near  Li  pa,  province  of  Batangas. 

MAP   WORK. 

The  compilation  of  the  maps  and  reconnoissances  has  been  continued  to  the  end 
of  the  year,  as  well  as  the  other  work  performed  bv  this  department. 

Since  April  27  about  1,800  maps  have  been  distributed,  making  for  the  year  about 
8,800,  chiefly  blue  prints. 

One  sheet  of  the  "Half-inch  map*'  has  l>een  lithographed  %nd  a  few  copies 
printed. 

rnoTCKiRAPnic  work. 

On  June  2,  Capt.  C.  F.  O'Keefe,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  lT.  S.  V.,  returned  from 
China  and  resumed  charge  of  his  department.  He  brought  with  him  a  large  num- 
ber of  plates  of  a  variety  of  subjects,  covering  the  entire  period  of  the  operations  in 
China.  These  photographs  are  of  great  interest  from  both  a  professional  and  a  his- 
toric standpoint.  Sets  of  these  prints  have  been  made  and  furnished  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  of  the  Army,  to  the  commanding  general,  Division  of  the  Philippines,  and 
to  other  officers. 

ROADS  AND  BRIDGES. 

This  work  since  the  date  of  Captain  Biddle's  report  has  been  continued  on  the 
same  lines  as  indicated  therein.  A  few  additional  allotments  have  been  made  since 
that  time. 

In  the  island  of  Luzon,  during  the  fiscal  year,  al)out  700  miles  of  road  have  been 
worked  over,  of  which  205.9  miles  is  new  road  or  road  to  which  extensive  repairs 
were  made.  About  11,000  linear  feet  of  bridging  has  been  constructed,  as  well  as 
258  culverts.    Ten  new  ferries  have  been  put  in  place  and  others  repaired. 

Whenever  possible  the  roads  repaired  have  been  covered  with  a  thick  layer  of 
gravel  or  broken  stone. 

The  bridges  built  have  varied  according  to  circumstances.  The  larger  number 
have  been  truss,  pi  le,  or  trestle  bridges.  In  a  few  cases  the  piers  and  the  abutments  or 
the  entire  bridge  have  been  built  of  stone  when  this  could  be  readily  obtained. 
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The  work  in  the  Department  of  the  Visayas  since  the  relief  of  Lieutenant  Van 
Deman  has  been  under  First  Lieut.  Fred  A.  Thompson,  Thirty-eighth  Infantry, 
U.  S.  V.,  to  May  18,  and  Capt.  W.  H.  Simons,  Sixth  Infantry,  since  that  date.  No 
detailed  report  has  been  received;  but  the  work  done  during  the  year  in  the  island 
of  Panay  has  included  about  6  miles  of  new  road  and  repairs  to  the  roads  in  the 
vicinity  of  Iloilo.  One  500-foot  bridge  has  been  practically  rebuilt,  and  one  220-foot 
pile  bridge,  6  small  bridges,  and  5  culverts  have  been  constructed. 

No  reports  have  been  received  of  road  work  in  the  other  islands. 

SUPPLY  DEPARTMENT. 

Little  work  has  been  done  in  this  department  since  April  27,  as  most  of  the  tools 
and  materials  had  been  supplied  to  the  local  officers  before  that  date.  Such  requisi- 
tions as  have  been  received  nave  been  filled  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

CIVIL   WORK. 

The  work  done  in  connection  with  the  improvement  of  Manila  Harbor  since  April 
27  has  consisted  in  the  repair  of  plant,  the  preparation  oi  specifications  for  steel 
dump  scows,  etc.    Three  of  these  dump  scows  were  ordered  on  May  31. 

On  May  17  2,331,994  feet  B.  M.  of  Oregon  pine,  for  use  in  the  proposed  timber 
bulkhead,  was  ordered  from  Mr.  George  N.  Lamb,  of  Manila.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  principal  operations 
of  this  office  for  the  jwriod  from  April  1  to  June  30,  inclusive,  a  report  having  been 
submitted  on  that  date  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  McGinness,  ordnance  department,  then 
chief  ordnance  officer  of  the  division. 

In  addition  to  his  other  duties  the  chief  ordnance  officer  of  the  division  has  com- 
mand of  the  Manila  ordnance  depot,  and  the  principal  operations  of  the  depot  will 
bo  mentioned  in  this  report. 

To  provide  for  the  prompt  examination  of  ordnance  property  returns,  an  examin- 
ing office,  known  as  the  returns  division,  was  established  at  the  depot  about  a  year 
ago.

Of  the  above  regiments  of  infantry,  the  First,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Ninth,  Twelfth, 
Thirteenth,  Sixteenth,  Seventeenth,  Nineteenth,  Twentieth,  Twenty-first,  Twenty- 
second,  and  Twenty-fifth  had  each,  during  the  period  April  1  to  June  30,  12  com- 
panies in  this  division;  the  Twenty-fourth,  11  companies;  the  Second,  Tenth,  Eleventh, 
Fourteenth,  Fifteenth,  Eighteenth,  Twenty-third,  Twenty-sixth,  and  Thirthieth,  8 
companies;  and  the  Seventh  and  Eighth,  4  companies. 

Oi  the  above  regiments  of  cavalry,  the  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Ninth,  and 
Tenth  had  each,  during  part  or  whole  of  the  period,  April  1  to  June  30,  12  troops  in 
this  division;  the  First  Cavalrv,  8  troops;  ana  the  Fifteenth,  4  troops. 

For  those  regiments  serving  in  the  Departments  of  northern  and  southern  Luzon, 
the  above  list  gives  an  approximate  idea  of  the  relative  demands  and  consumption  of 
stores  in  these  organizations.    It  is  noticeable,  however,  that  the  regiments  serving 
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In  and  near  Manila  submit  a  greater  number  of  requisitions  than  those  serving  at 
more  distant  posts.  Regiments  serving  in  the  other  departments  make  the  greater 
number  of  their  requisitions  on  subdepots  in  those  departments. 

The  number  of  letters  sent  from  this  depot  during  the  period  April  1  to  June  30, 
1901,  and  which  directly  affected  the  issuing,  receiving,  and  selling  of  stores, 
amounted  to  790,  and  the  number  of  letters  received  amounted  to  694. 

The  number  of  sales  to  officers  during  the  period  April  1  to  June  30  amounted  to 
628,  and  money  received  on  account  of  these  sales  amounted  to  $6,340.12. 

The  number  of  issues  of  ordnance  stores  for  the  period  April  1  to  June  30  amounted 
to  595.  Under  authority  of  circular  11,  Department  of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army 
Corps,  February  19,  1900,  51  of  the  above  issues  were  made;  and  authority  of  ap- 
proved requisitions  and  other  authority,  544  of  the  above  issues  were  made. 

The  number  of  receipts  from  April  1  to  June30auiounted  to  620,  as  follows:  Under 
circular  11,  headquarters  Department  of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  Feb- 
ruary 19,  1900,  109;  and  under  other  authority,  511. 

Under  the  provisions  of  circular  No.  11,  above  referred  to,  officers  are  authorized 
to  turn  in  to  the  Manila  ordnance  depot  for  condemnation  stores  which  have  been 
completely  worn  out  in  service.  These  stores,  after  a  certain  number  have  accumu- 
lated, are  presented  to  an  inspector  for  his  action.  The  original  value  of  the  stores 
condemned  for  the  period  April  1  to  June  30  amounted  to  $66,493.89.

In  addition  to  issuing  and  receiving  stores,  the  Manila  ordnance  depot  is  engaged 
in  cleaning  and  repairing  stores  received  from  troops  and  in  manufacturing  certain 
articles  of  equipment. 

There  are  six  principal  shops  engaged  on  this  work — the  armory,  the  foundry, 
harness  shop,  machine  shop,  carpenters  and  blacksmith's  shop. 

The  principal  work  of  the  armory  for  the  period  April  1  to  June  30  consisted  in 
reblueing  ana  rebrowning  and  repairing  small  arms,  and  the  work  may  be  summa- 
rized as  follows:

For  the  building  of  an  artillery  storehouse  there  was  appropriated  from  public  civil 
funds  the  sum  of  $4,500.  Work  was  commenced  on  this  building  the  latter  part  of 
April,  but  was  not  completed  by  June  30.  In  all,  $4,155  from  public  civil  funds 
were  expended  on  the  building,  and  the  balance,  $344.65,  refunded  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  islands. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  office  of  chief  ordnance  officer  and  the  depot  for  the 
period  April  1  to  June  30  there  was  allotted  by  the  chief  of  ordnance  the  sum  of 
$18,192.50,  and  in  addition  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  amounting  to  $1,382.97 
from  the  preceding  quarter.  Of  these  amounts  there  was  expended  for  salaries  and 
wages  of  employees  the  sum  of  $14,068.50.  and  for  other  expenses,  as  purchase  of 

supplies  for  current  use  at  depot,  the  sum  of  $1,901,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  of  $3,605.97. 
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The  return  of  hired  men  on  June  30  shows  an  American  force  of  12  civilian  clerks, 
6  mechanics,  and  2  storekeepers  and  a  native  force  of  1  clerk,  128  mechanics,  and 
84  laborers,  all  payable  from  ordnance  funds,  and  their  salaries  and  wages  for  the 
month  amounted  to  $4,705.47.  In  addition  there  was  a  native  force  employed  on 
the  artillery  store  shed  of  15  men,  and  their  wages  for  the  month  amounted  to 
$162.65,  payable  from  public  civil  funds. 

There  has  been  on  duty  at  the  depot  an  ordnance  detachment  of  35  enlisted  men, 
consisting  of  5  sergeants,  6  corporals,  15  first-class  privates,  and  16  second-class 
privates.  Eleven  of  these  men  were  employed  on  guard  duty  and  the  remainder 
employed  as  clerks,  checkers,  foremen,  ana  storehouse  keepers. 

During  the  period  April  1  to  June  30  the  following  changes  took  place  in  the 
ordnance  officers  in  this  division:  Lieut.  Col.  J.  R.  McGinness  was  relieved  from 
duty  as  chief  ordnance  officer  on  April  1  and  Lieut.  E.  D.  Bricker  was  relieved  from 
duty  at  the  ordnance  depot  on  April  26;  Capt.  George  Montgomery  reported  for 
duty  on  May  21,  Lieut.  Col.  A.  II.  Russell  and  Lieut.  J.  H.  Rice,  on  June  29. 
The  duties  of  chief  ordnance  officer  were  performed  by  Capt.  L.  M.  Fuller,  ordnance 
department,  from  April  1  to  May  31,  by  Capt.  Georee  Montgomery,  ordnance  depart- 
ment, from  June  1  to  June  29,  and  Lieut.  Col.  A.  H.  Russell,  ordnance  department, 
from  June  29.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  signal 
corps  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901 : 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  3,000  miles  of  land  line  and  cable  were  in  opera- 
tion in  the  Philippines.  The  permanent  construction  for  the  year  adds  2,054  miles 
to  the  system  of  land  lines  ana  539  miles  to  the  cable  system,  a  total  of  permanent 
lines  on  July  1  of  5,600  miles.  General  repairs  have  been  made  throughout  the 
entire  system. 

On  July  1,  1900,  there  were  315  telegraph  and  telephone  offices  and  135  local 

E hones,  a  total  of  450  offices  directly  connected  with  Manila.  At  the  end  of  the 
seal  year  there  were  340  telegraph  and  telephone  offices  connecting  detached  posts 
and  in  addition  360  local  phones  were  in  use,  a  total  of  700  offices,  only  10  of  which 
were  not  in  connection  with  Manila  and  a  part  of  the  general  system. 

Since  the  end  of  the  year  the  cable  system  has  been  extended  234  miles,  and  there 
is  now  being  loaded  on  the  cable  ship  (which  will  leave  in  a  few  days)  enough  cable 
to  connect  Albay  and  Bacon,  Sorsogon,  Luzon,  with  Palanog  and  Calbayog;  Maasin, 
Leyte,  with  Surigao,  Mindanao,  and  probably  Jolo  with  Siassi,  if  it  is  decided  to 
connect  that  point.  This  work,  when  finished,  will  complete  the  military  system 
from  Aparri  and  Cape  Boieador,  at  the  north  end  of  Luzon,  as  far  south  as  Jolo  or 
Siassi,  and  connect  all  of  the  principal  islands  of  the  archipelago  in  the  division  by 
military  lines,  except  Panay  (which  is  reached  by  three  distinct  cables  of  the  Eastern 
Extension,  Australasia  and  China  Telegraph  Company's  lines).  The  system  will 
then  consist  of  4,881  miles  of  land  lines  and  1,232  miles  of  cables — a  total  of  6,113 
miles. 

About  10,000  messages  per  day  have  been  received,  sent,  and  relayed  during  the 
year,  this  representing  3,000  messages  delivered  daily,  the  words  actually  transmitted 
amounting  to  100,000  for  everyday  of  the  year.  On  the  6th  of  August,  1901,  134 
stations  were  by  order  opened  to  commercial  business,  and  on  September  1  86 
additional  stations  will  be  added  to  the  list. 

Reports  of  line  destroyed  cover  391  miles,  the  largest  amount  reported  destroyed 
being  on  the  island  of  Bohol,  where  the  entire  system  was  temporarily  abandoned. 
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Cebu  reports  25  per  cent  destroyed  and  Leyte  25  per  cent  destroyed,  the  other  dis- 
tricts showing  a  lower  percentage. 

The  appended  inclosures:  List  of  officers,  A;  land  and  cable  construction,  B; 
miles  of  line  and  messages,  C;  report  of  enlisted  strength,  D;  map  of  military  lines 
(3  parts),  E» — supplement  the  above  statements,  and  give  further  details  of  the  work 
performed  by  the  signal  corps  in  the  Philippines.

Of  the  Filipino  linemen,  12  were  killed,  1  drowned,  and  6  captured. 

There  are  now  on  duty  in  the  Philippine  Islands  1  field  officer,  3  captains,  and  8 
lieutenants,  two  of  the  lieutenants  being  sick  in  hospital. 

The  number  of  enlisted  men  has  been  fixed  at  534,  but  it  will  be  with  some  difficulty 
that  this  number  of  men  can  be  maintained.  At  the  end  of  December  55  men  will 
have  been  discharged  by  expiration  of  term  of  service,  and  during  the  following  six 
months  165  additional,  and  only  a  very  small  percentage  are  reenlisting.  Only  27 
men  have  been  received  direct  from  the  United  States  since  February. 

To  provide  for  operators  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  discharge,  the  division  com- 
mander directed  by  order  (No.  220,  August  17, 1901 )  that  an  enlisted  man  be  detailed 
at  each  office  outside  of  Manila  for  instruction.  In  addition,  the  civil  commission 
propose  to  provide  for  the  training  of  native  operators  as  a  part  of  their  manual-train- 
ing i<chool,  and  such  assistance  and  support  will  be  given  them  as  will  be  authorized 
by  the  division  commander.  They  should  be  especially  encouraged,  as  the  telegraph 
service  will  furnish  employment  within  the  next  two  or  three  years  for  a  thousand 
Filipinos  if  they  can  be  properly  educated.  Two  hundred  natives  are  now  employed 
as  linemen  and  otherwise,  and  their  ability  to  make  excellent  linemen  and  repairmen 
has  alreadv  been  established,  and  there  seems  but  little  doubt  that  a  number,  with 
some  training,  will  make  good  operators. 

The  material  sent  out  from  the  United  States  has  been  ample  in  quantity  and  gen- 
erally of  superior  quality.  There  have  been  some  losses  in  transshipment,  but  owing 
to  the  facilities  for  watching  shipments  the  amount  has  been  small. 

The  supply  of  material  on  hand  is  ample,  and  the  expense  under  this  head  will 
not  be  as  large  this  year  as  last,  as  the  lines  are  rapidly  reaching  the  extent  to  which 
they  have  been  projected. 

No  material  reduction  can  probably  be  made  in  the  number  of  miles  of  line  even 
if  garrisons  are  consolidated,  as  there  will  be  a  demand  for  offices  for  use  of  the  civil 
governments.  Lines  are  being  extended  conservatively,  and  it  is  not  expected  there 
will  be  any  great  increase  in  the  amount  during  the  coming  year. 

The  officers  and  men  have  served  with  marked  devotion  to  duty.  Many  of  the 
ablest  and  strongest  were  broken  in  health,  but  continued  on  duty  until  forced  into 
the  hospitals  or  to  return  to  the  United  States.  The  loss  of  the  13  volunteer  officers 
was  especially  regretted,  as  was  the  necessity  which  required  the  reduction  in  grade 
of  148  enlisted  men  serving  in  the  Philippines.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  on  the  military  government  of 
the  city  of  Manila  for  the  past  year,  brought  down  to  include  the  date  of  its  discon- 
tinuance, August  7,  1901. 

I  have  included  a  review  of  important  official  documents  relating  to  earlier  periods 
of  such  control  an  I  could  secure  from  the  office  files,  believing  that  it  would  be 
thought  convenient  and  useful  to  have  in  one  report  a  compendium  of  all  the  records 


THE  MILITARY  GOVERNMENT.  CITY   OF  MANILA. 

The  capitulation  of  the  city,  its  defences  and  its  suhurbs,  and  the  Spanish  forces 
stationed  therein,  took  place  on  the  13th  of  August,  1898,  and  about  4  o'clock  the 
same  day  the  Second  Regiment  of  Oregon  Volunteers  entered  the  Walled  Town  as  a 
provost  guard  and  received  the  surrender  of  the  arms  of  the  Spanish  troops. 

The  town  was  filled  with  the  enemy's  forces,  who  had  been  driven  from  the 
intrenchments,  but  the  work  of  disarming  proceeded  quietly  and  without  unpleasant 
incident.     {Inclosure  1.) 

On  the  14th  of  August  the  formal  articles  of  capitulation,  confirming  the  agreement 
of  the  day  previous  made  by  the  American  and  Spanish  generals  in  chief,  were  drawn 
up  and  signed  by  the  commissi  oners  who  had  been  appointed  to  arrange  these  arti- 
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cles.  The  only  provision  which  especially  concerned  Manila  was  the  seventh  para- 
graph, which  provided  that  the  city,  its  inhabitants,  its  churches,  and  its  private 
property  of  all  descriptions  were  to  be  placed  under  the  special  safeguard  of  the 
faith  and  honor  of  the  American  Army.     (Inclosure  2. ) 

On  the  same  date  General  Merritt  published  a  proclamation  to  the  people  of  the 
Philippines,  which  contained  assurances  respecting  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the 
Army  of  the  United  States  and  promised  support  and  protection  to  all  those  who 
should  render  active  aid  or  by  honest  submission  cooperate  with  the  American  Gov- 
ernment in  its  efforts  to  protect  the  people  in  their  homes,  employments,  and  per- 
sonal and  religious  rights.  He  further  assured  the  people  that  so  long  as  they  pre- 
served the  peace  and  performed  their  duties  toward  the  representatives  of  the  United 
States  they  would  not  be  disturbed  in  their  persons  ana  property,  excepting  only 
those  cases  where  the  interests  of  the  United  States  or  the  good  of  the  Philippines 
required  it. 

It  was  further  proclaimed  that  the  government  to  be  established  in  the  conquered 
territory  would  be  one  of  military  occupation,  and  that  the  local  municipal  laws 
which  affect  private  rights  of  person  or  property,  regulate  local  institutions,  and  pro- 
vide for  the  punishment  of  crime  were  to  be  considered  as  continuing  in  force  so  far 
as  compatible  with  the  purposes  of  the  military  government,  to  be  administered 
through  the  ordinary  tribunals  as  before  the  occupation,  but  by  persons  appointed 
by  the  military  commander  in  chief. 

Section  IV  of  this  proclamation  gave  notice  that  a  provost-marshal-general  would 
be  appointed  for  the  occupied  territory  and  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  arrests, 
both  military  and  civil,  and  detaining  the  latter  for  trial  by  military  commissions, 
provost  courts,  and  native  criminal  courts. 

The  port  of  Manila  and  all  other  occupied  places  were  opened  to  the  trade  of  neutral 
nations  and  our  own,  in  articles  not  contraband,  upon  payment  of  reauired  duties. 

Protection  was  promised  to  all  churches,  educational  institutions,  libraries,  scien- 
tific collections,  and  museums,  and  the  destruction  or  defacement  of  all  such  establish- 
ments, including  monuments,  art  collections,  and  archives,  was  strictly  forbidden. 
(Inclosure  3. ) 

The  Second  Oregon,  nine  companies,  was  continued  as  the  provost  guard  of  the 
city.  On  the  15th  of  August  Brig.  Gen.  Arthur  MacArthur,  U.  S.  V.,  was  appointed 
commandant  of  the  Walled  Town  and  provost-marshal-general  of  Manila,  including 
its  suburbs.  He  was  also  directed  to  relieve  the  civil  governor  of  his  functions, 
taking  over  the  offices,  clerks,  and  all  municipal  machinery.     (Inclosure  4.) 

At  first  the  provost  guard  was  limited  to  the  nine  companies  of  the  Second  Oregon, 
but  a  little  later  the  remainder  of  this  regiment  joined.  The  Twenty-third  United 
States  Infantry  and  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota  were  also  added,  and  Colonel  Reeve, 
of  the  Minnesota  regiment,  reestablished  police  control  in  the  city  August  20,  1898, 
the  soldiers  acting  as  policemen.  The  further  duty  was  assigned  to  the  military  com- 
mandant, Walled  City,  of  enumerating,  quartering,  subsisting,  and  generally  caring 
for  the  Spanish  prisoners  of  war,  of  whom  there  were  some  13,000  in  all.  The  pro- 
vost-marshal-general was  required  to  continue  on  duty  subordinate  native  city 
employees,  but  changes  in  this  personnel  could  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of 
the  commanding  general  of  the  Philippines. 

On  August  22  public  notice  was  given  that  military  commissions  and  provost  courts, 
constituted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  war,  would  be  convened  from  time  to 
time  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  order  in  those  portions  of  the  Philippines  occu- 

f)ied  and  controlled  by  the  Army,  and  to  provide  means  to  punish  infractions  of  those 
aws.  It  was  also  announced  that  the  local  courts,  which  were  to  be  continued  in 
existence  in  pursuance  of  the  proclamation  of  August  14,  were  forbidden  to  exercise 
jurisdiction  over  any  crime  or  offense  committed  by  or  upon  any  person  belonging 
to  the  Army,  on  any  camp  follower,  employee,  or  contractor  with  tne  troops.  Mili- 
tary commissions  were  to  take  jurisdiction  of  all  the  higher  crimes  against  person  or 
property,  and  also  violations  of  the  laws  of  war,  which  might  be  referred  for  trial  by 
the  commanding  general. 

August  22,  1898,  provost  courts  were  authorized  to  take  jurisdiction  over  all  other 
crimes  and  offenses  not  triable  by  commissions  or  courts-martial,  including  violations 
of  the  laws  of  war  and  military  orders.  The  limit  of  punishment  by  provost  courts 
was  fixed  at  six  months'  confinement  and  $250  fine,  or  both.  Commissions  and 
provost  courts  to  be  appointed  by  the  commanding  general.     (Inclosure  5. ) 

By  General  Orders,  No.  1,  of  August  25,  headquarters  Department  of  the  Pacific, 
General  Merritt  more  specifically  prescribed  the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  military 
commissions  and  provost  courts.  To  the  former  were  to  be  referred  charges  alleging 
the  graver  and  capital  offenses  committed  by  the  inhabitants  and  temporary  resi- 
dents that  were  not  triable  by  courts-martial  under  the  Articles  of   War;  and  to 
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Srovost  courts  were  to  be  referred  the  minor  offenses,  the  provost-marshal-general  to 
etermine  the  reference  if  that  officer  considered  that  the  offenses  could  be  adequately 
punished  within  the  power  of  such  courts,  but  bv  the  same  order  the  punishing 
power  of  provost  courts  was  enlarged  to  one  year's  confinement,  with  or  without 
hard  labor,  or  a  $1,000  fine,  or  both.  At  this  time  the  appointment  of  military  com- 
missions was  vested  in  the  commanding  general  only.  The  judges  of  the  provost 
courts  were  then,  and  have  since  been,  appointed  by  the  commanding  general.  (In- 
closure  6. ) 

August  29  Mai.  Gen.  E.  S.  Otis,  U.  S.  V.,  succeeded  Maj.  Gen.  Wesley  Merrittas 
commander  in  chief  of  the  American  forces  in  Manila.     (Inclosure  7. ) 

September  4  General  MacArthur  was  relieved  as  provost-marshal-general  and 
Brig.  Gen.  R.  P.  Hughes  succeeded  to  the  duties  of  the  former.  At  this  time  the 
provost  guard  consisted  of  the  three  regiments  previously  mentioned.  (Inclosure  8.) 

September  9  it  was  ordered  by  General  Otis  tnat  all  fines  imposed  by  sentence  of 
provost  courts  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund  in  the  office  of  the  provost-marshal-general 
and  turned  over  to  the  custodian  of  the  public  funds.     (Inclosure  9. ) 

On  September  24  General  Hughes,  responding  to  a  call  from  the  division  com- 
mander, reported  the  composition  of  the  provost  guard  and  the  city  government. 
(Inclosure  10.) 

On  September  24  General  Otis  announced  an  amendment  to  the  orders  of  his  pre- 
decessor, respecting  the  jurisdiction  of  military  commissions  and  provost  courts, 
which  had  the  effect  to  confine  the  jurisdiction  of  commissions  to  offenses  involving 
capital  punishment  and  to  such  others  as  might  be  referred  for  such  trial  by  com- 
manding generals.     (Inclosure  11.) 

September  29,  the  provost-marshal-general  established  a  health  department  for 
Manila  and  its  suburbs.  Maj.  Frank  Sr  Bourns,  chief  surgeon,  United  States  Vol- 
unteers, was  the  first  chief  of  this  department.     (Inclosure  12. ) 

October  6,  the  troops  of  the  provost  guard  of  the  city  of  Manila,  organizations 
named  above,  were  constituted  a  separate  brigade  within  the  meaning  of  the  seventy- 
third  article  of  war.  This  gave  to  the  brigade  commander  (who  was  also  provost- 
marshal -general  and  military  governor  of  Manila)  the  same  power  and  authority  as 
respected  general  courts-martial  that  could  be  legally  exercised  by  department  arid 
division  commanders.     (Inclosure  13.) 

October  7;  General  Otis  announced  that  the  civil  courts,  as  constituted  under  the 
laws  of  Spain,  would  resume  their  civil  jurisdiction  conferred  by  Spanish  statutes, 
subject  always  to  superior  supervision  of  the  United  States  military  government,  but 
the  courts  were  forbidden  to  exercise  any  criminal  jurisdiction.     (Inclosure  14. ) 

October  31,  the  Bilibid  prison  was  placed  under  the  orders  of  the  provost-niarshal- 
general,  and  the  designation  of  this  prison  as  the  place  of  confinement  of  military 
prisoners  by  department  and  division  commanders  was  directed  by  General  Otis. 
(Inclosure  15. ) 

At  the  date  of  American  occupation  of  Manila  there  were  about  2,000  prisoners  at 
Bilibid,  but  the  most  of  them  were  political  offenders  confined  by  order  of  the  Span- 
ish commander.  All  persons  who  were  not  convicted  of  or  charged  with  violations 
of  the  criminal  law  were  released  by  the  Americans.  The  numl)er  of  prisoners  in 
this  institution  on  July  1,  1899,  was  about  1,000,  in  which  number  were  included 
about  200  military  prisoners  who  had  been  sentenced  by  courts-martial  of  the  Army. 

During  the  winter  of  1898-99  the  city  was  practically  in  a  state  of  siege  as  far  as 
communication  with  the  interior  was  concerned,  the  American  troops  and  the  insur- 
gents holding  lines,  respectively,  that  had  l>een  arranged  and  defined  by  the 
commanding  generals  of  the  respective  forces.  The  insurrectionists  prevented  com- 
munication by  water  with  the  interior,  and  no  person  could  enter  or  leave  the  city 
save  by  permission  of  the  Filipinos.  Apparently  the  native  troops  were  endeavoring 
to  bring  about  an  attack  by  the  Americans,  and  the  relations  between  the  two  picket 
lines  were  decidedly  unfriendly.  On  the  night  of  the  4th  of  February,  1899,  an 
insurgent  passed  quite  150  yards  within  the  American  line  and  refused  to  halt  when 
challenged  by  the  picket;  was  fired  upon,  whereupon  the  native  troops  opened  fire 
generally,  which  was  replied  to  by  the  United  States  forces,  and  the  truce  was  broken. 

During  the  night  of  February  4  and  the  next  day  the  inhabitants  were  greatly 
agitated  and  alarmed,  as  street  risings  were  expected.  Attempts  to  assemble  t)y  the 
secret  military  organizations  were  checked  by  the  soldier  police,  who  had  been 
placed  with  a  view  to  meet  this  emergency.  On  the  5th  some  of  these  assemblages 
were  fired  upon  and  dispersed  and  considerable  losses  inflicted  upon  them.  The 
insurgent  troops  were  driven  from  every  position  around  the  city,  and  communica- 
tion with  the  interior,  and  especially  with  the  Laguna,  was  now  established. 

The  insurgents  removed  certain  parts  of  the  pumping  engines  belonging  to  the  city 
waterworks  at  Mariquina,  but  fortunately  the  missing  mechanism  was  recovered  and 
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the  damage  repaired,  and  the  water  supply  was  restored  after  a  break  of  only  three 
or  four  days. 
During  February  the  Separate  Brigade,   provost  guard,  was  diminished  by  the 


in  the  year  the  Twelfth  U.  S.  Infantry,  the  Twentieth  Kansas  Volunteers,  and  parts 
of  the  Thirteenth  U.  S.  Infantry  and  the  First  Tennessee  served  with  the  brigaae. 

On  February  15  the  provost-marshal-general  secured  a  copy  of  an  order  issued  by 
the  insurgent  general  at  Malolos.  (Inclosure  16. )  Of  course  dispositions  were  made 
to  prevent  thin  uprising  which  actually  occurred  on  the  night  of  February  22.  Many 
fires  were  set  ana  many  buildings  were  burned.  The  number  composing  the  attack- 
ing and  marauding  party  was  estimated  at  1,000  or  more,  and  their  casualties  were 
stated  by  General  Otis  to  have  been  500,  while  the  loss  of  the  provost  guard  was 
"very  slight."  General  Hughes's  interesting  report  of  this  crisis  is  now  printed  for 
the  first  time.*     ( Inclosure  17. ) 

February  23  the  inhabitants  of  Manila  were  required  to  confine  themselves  to 
their  homes  after  7  o'clock  p.  in.,  and  activity  of  the  police  in  clearing  the  streets 
after  that  hour  and  arresting  suspected  incendiaries  was  enjoined  by  General  Otis. 
This  requirement  has  l>een  called  the  "curfew  order."  The  hour  was  changed  later 
to  8.30  p.  m.,  was  later  changed  to  10  p.  m.,  still  later  to  11  p.  m.,  and  on  February 
13,  1901,  the  "curfew  order"  was  revoked  altogether. 

On  May  25  General  Hughes  was  relieved  from  duty  as  provost-marshal-general 
and  military  governor  of  Manila,  and  Brig.  Gen.  Edward  B.  Williston,  U.  S.  V.,  suc- 
ceeded him  and  assumed  command.     (Inclosure  18.) 

The  supreme  court  (audiencia  territorial),  also  courts  of  first  instance  for  the  prov- 
ince of  Manila,  and  the  courts  of  peace,  formerly  existing  in  Manila,  were  reestab- 
lished on  May  29,  June  5,  11,  and  17,  1899,  and  were  authorized  to  exercise  the  same 
jurisdiction,  civil  and  criminal,  possessed  by  them  prior  to  August  13,  1898,  in  so  far 
as  compatible  with  the  supremacy  of  the  United  States  and  the  exercise  of  military 
government  in  the  Philippines.  These  courts  were  to  administer  the  laws  that  had 
been  recognized  by  the  military  as  continuing  in  force  and  such  as  might  thereafter 
be  enacted.  There  were  one  supreme  court,  four  courts  of  first  instance,  and  the 
same  number  of  justices  of  the  ]>eace.  They  commenced  their  sessions  on  June  21. 
These  courts  were  forbidden  to  extend  their  jurisdiction  to  include  crimes  committed 
by  persons  living  in  the  Philippines,  in  cases  of  trials  that  would  be  prejudicial  to 
military  administration  and  discipline,  unless  special  authority  of  the  military  gov- 
ernor snould  first  l>e  obtained. 

On  July  15,  1899,  authority  was  given  to  organize  a  native  police  force  of  four  com- 
panies and  246  men. 

A  superior  provost  court  for  the  city  of  Manila  was  created  on  October  5, 1899,  with 
power  to  impose  confinement,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
and  a  fine  not  exceeding  $5,000  gold,  or  both  such  fine  or  imprisonment,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.     (Inclosure  19. ) 

The  military  commissions  were  composed  of  three  members  and  a  judge-advocate, 
all  officers  of  the  Army.  The  superior  and  inferior  provost  courts  of  Manila  consisted 
of  one  army  officer  each,  and  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  cases  referred  for  trial  army 
officers  were  detailed  as  public  prosecutors.  A  very  large  amount  of  work  was  per- 
formed by  these  courts.  Without  them  the  government  of  the  city  of  Manila  wTould 
have  been  impossible  save  bv  arbitrary  dictational  measures. 

The  military  governor  of  the  Philippines,  Major-General  Otis,  in  his  annual  report 
dated  August  31,  1899,  remarked  as  follows  concerning  the  conditions  in  the  city  of 
Manila  as  resected  public  order: 

"The  courts  were  permitted  to  resume  the  exercise  of  all  civil  jurisdiction  con- 
ferred by  Spanish  laws,  but  not  criminal  jurisdiction  of  any  nature.  The  permitted 
use  of  these  abridged  functions  was  not  satisfactory  to  the  Spanish  judges,  and  their 
courts  were  gradually  closed,  depriving  citizens  of  temporary  legal  process  in  their 
business  transactions,  which,  in  a  few  instances,  was  desired,  except  in  so  far  as  they 
obtained  remedy  through  the  military  governor's  office.  All  citizens  charged  with 
crimes  and  misdemeanors  were  in  the  meantime  brought  before  military  commissions 
and  provost  courts,  which  were  occasionally  instructed  in  order  that  they  might  meet 
varying  conditions  as  occasion  demanded.  These  military  tribunals  nave  worked 
very  satisfactorily,  and  have  been  acceptable  to  the  inhabitants  because  of  conceded 
just  administration  and  celerity  of  action.

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"  Manila  is  now,  and  for  some  time  has  been,  looked  upon  by  the  natives  as  the  onlv 
safe  refuge  in  Luzon,  and  unless  those  seeking  it  for  an  abiding  place  were  restrained, 
numbers  would  soon  become  too  great  to  carry  out  necessary  sanitary  measures  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health,  and  possibly  to  enforce  the  required  public 
regulations  for  the  public  safety.  No  correct  census  of  the  city's  population  has  ever 
been  taken,  and  none  has  been  attempted  for  several  years.  Estimates  vary  widely. 
Conservative  people  place  it  under  400,000,  and  some  educated  and  practical  Filipino 
residents  report  it  as  high  as  600,000.  The  majority  of  this  mass  is  irresponsible  and 
easily  excited.  Insurgent  agents,  some  with  fair  social  standing,  if  not  prominence, 
and  holding  appointments  from  Aguinaldo,  are  continually  plotting  in  our  midst, 
and  Manila  and  every  landed  (sic)  province  under  our  control  has  its  accredited 
insurgent  governor.  Under  these  prevailing  conditions  the  introduction  of  a  civil 
supervision  of  affairs  by  citizens,  though  under  military  control,  has  been  deferred. 
In  the  city  native  police  has  been  organized  numbering  360,  which  is  divided  into 
four  companies,  each  having  its  native  captain  and  sergeants,  and  has  worked  admira- 
bly thus  far  in  connection  with  the  provost  guard.  These  men,  like  our  fire  depart-  % 
ment,  have  thus  far  proved  true,  and  are  feared  by  the  criminals  and  disloyal 
element  of  the  population  much  more  than  our  soldiers  who  patrol  the  streets; 
because  they  are  known  to  and  are  closely  watched  by  them. 

"The  Spanish  civil  courts,  from  which  criminal  jurisdiction  has  been  taken,  as 

Sreviously  shown  in  this  report,  had  voluntarily  closed  their  sessions  in  October  and 
[ovember,  leaving  the  administration  of  justice  by  constituted  tribunals  to  the  pro- 
vost courts  of  our  creation.  These  provost  courts  could  meet  requirements  in  com- 
mercial matters,  but  the  business  of  merchants  and  the  property  transactions  of 
inhabitants  necessitated  judicial  assistance  of  a  strictly  civil  nature.  The  reestablish- 
ment  of  civil  courts  became  the  subject  of  mature  deliberation.  A  number  of  confer- 
ences were  held  with  Judge  Arellano,  a  leading  Filipino  lawyer.  He  advised  that 
judges  be  selected  from  the  most  competent  lawyers  of  the  islands  and  from  United 
States  officers  versed  in  the  law,  acquainted  with  United  States  civil  codes  of  proced- 
ure, to  the  ends  that  simpler  forms  of  practice  might  be  substituted  gradually  for  the 
cumbersome  and  dilatory  methods  hitherto  pursued  by  Spain.  The  Spanish  law, 
built  upon  royal  prerogative,  legislative  enactments,  and  decrees  of  governing  officers, 
issued  under  conferred  powers,  extending  over  a  period  of  centuries,  had  never  been 
codified.  In  order  to  organize  tribunals  of  justice  with  membership  other  than 
Spanish  and  with  modified  powers  and  forms  of  procedure,  in  order  to  impose  upon 
the  inhabitants  the  laws  of  Spain  intelligently  amended  in  essential  particulars, 
required  exhaustive  research.  This  labor  Judge  Arellano  undertook  and  carried  to 
sufficient  completion  to  enable  us  to  make  the  necessary  legal  modifications  and  to 
organize  the  courts. 

******* 

"These  orders  were  followed  by  others,  abolishing  useless  offices  and  methods  of 
procedure,  prescribing  rules  under  which  attorneys  could  be  admitted  to  practice,  in 
putting  in  force  an  amended -notarial  law,  and  announcing  the  appointment  of  nota- 
ries and  other  court  officers.  The  court  of  the  audiencia  took  up  at  once  unfinished 
business  and  the  hearing  and  deciding  of  appeal  civil  cases.  It  has  worked  indus- 
triously and  conscientiously  under  the  able  leadership  of  the  president,  and  I  doubt 
if  any  former  Philippine  tribunal  has  ever  displayed  equal  legal  ability.  Some  fric- 
tion attended  the  running  of  the  minor  courts,  which  has  been  greatly  reduced  and 
has  about  ceased  under  special  provisions  of  orders  issued  to  meet  varying  conditions. 
The  judicial  and  punishing  power  of  the  superior  provost  court  has  been  extended  to 
meet  cases  of  fraud  involving  the  public  revenue.  All  of  these  tribunals  have  suc- 
ceeded in  accomplishing  the  objects  for  which  they  were  established  beyond  my 
expectation,  and  will,  I  am  convinced,  lay  the  foundation  upon  which  to  build  an  able 
and  satisfactory  judiciary  for  the  islands  when  peace  shall  succeed  to  war." 

The  first  report  by  the  provost-marshal -general  is  that  of  General  Williston,  pub- 
lished in  the  volume  of  appendixes  to  General  Otis' s  annual  report  above  cited.  The 
exhibits  which  accompany  this  paper  contain  reports  of  subordinates  and  supply 
some  interesting  matter,  which  is  assembled  and  summarized  in  this  final  report  of 
the  military  government  of  Manila.  General  Williston  enumerates  the  subdivisions 
of  his  office,  or  what  might  be  called  bureaus,  as  follows: 

Superior  and  inferior  provost  courts;  board  of  health;  information  and  inspection; 
streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation;  illumination;  water  supply;  public  works;  licenses; 
receipts  and  disbursements;  cemeteries;  public  instruction ;  prisons;  police;  records. 

The  brigade  organization  required  at  headquarters  the  customary  subdivision  of 
staff  duty,  and  it  resulted  that  the  adjutant-general  performed  the  duty  of  city  clerk; 
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the  brigade  paymaster  was  also  the  city  disbursing  officer,  and  the  brigade  surgeon 
had  important  duties  connected  with  tne  health  and  sanitation  of  the  police  force. 
Other  brigade  staff  rendered  important  assistance  in  carrying  out  municipal  govern- 
ment 

On  the  5th  of  J\*cember,  1899,  a  limited  criminal  jurisdiction  was  given  to  the 
local  native  courts^  but  such  crimes  as  the  United  States  statutes  place  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  military  and  naval  courts-martial  were  excepted,  and  also  those 
reserved  by  military  orders  for  trial  by  special  tribunals,  such  as  provost  courte  and 
military  commissions,  and  the  civil  courts  were  empowered  to  confirm  their  sen- 
tences of  confinement  in  the  Presidio  without  reference  of  the  same  for  confirmation 
by  the  military  governor.     ( Inclosure  20. ) 

On  tho  24th  oi  December,  1899,  military  governors  of  provinces  were  authorized 
to  ap]M)int  provost  courts  within  their  respective  commands.  The  provost  courte 
thus  established  were  authorized  to  punish  by  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
latior,  for  not  more  than  one  year,  and  to  impose  fines  of  not  more  than  $1,000  Mexi- 
can, or  both.  The  jurisdiction  of  these  courts  as  to  crime  was  the  same  as  that  of 
the  provost  courts  previously  authorized.     (Inclosure  21.) 

Almost  constantly  there  were  plotting  and  conspiring  by  insurgents  to  destroy  the 
city.  These  efforts  found  violent  expression,  as  before  stated,  on  February  4  and 
22,  1899.  The  attempts  resulted  disastrously  to  the  insurrectos.  In  Octooer  and 
Novemlier  there  were  other  attempts,  but  they  did  not  pass  beyond  the  preparatory 
stage.  A  conspiracy  was  formed  to  dynamite  the  escort  of  honor  attending  the 
funeral  of  the  late  General  Law  ton,  andthe  proclamation  of  General  Ricarte  fixing 
the  date  for  the  uprising  was  captured,  as  were  also  some  of  the  explosive  bom  he 
that  had  l>een  prepared.  The  provost-marshal-general  received  timely  warning,  and 
his  vigilant  ponce  had  no  difficulty  in  preventing  these  plotters  from  accomplishing 
anything.  General  Otis,  in  his  final  report,  dated  May  14,  thus  refers  to  this 
incident: 

41  This  attempt  to  destroy  Manila,  which  liad  been  preceded  by  others  of  a  similar 
character,  was  the  last-known  endeavor  of  the  insurgent  leaders"  to  accomplish  this, 
to  them,  much-desired  result.  That  they  did  not  succeed  in  effecting  the  destruction 
to  life  and  property  was  due,  probably,  to  the  excellent  police  system  maintained  bv 
the  provost-marshal-general,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  native  police,  which  provetl 
faithful  to  its  trust." 

On  January  14,  1900,  strinjjent  onlers  were  made  forbidding  soldiers  and  employees 
to  Ik*  in  the  streets  of  the  city  under  arms,  unless  engaged  in  the  performance  of 
official  duty  requiring  that  the  men  1*»  armed.     ^  Inclosure  22. ) 

On  February  1, 1900,  the  trade  of  Manila  with  outlying  towns  was  made  free,  except 
in  articles  contraband  of  war.     ( Inclosure  23. ) 

On  April  7,  1900,  the  Eighth  Army  Corps  was  discontinued,  and  the  Philippines 
were,  by  War  De{»artment  onlers,  constituted  a  military  division  including  four  geo- 
graphical departments.  The  city  of  Manila  was  continued  as  a  separate  command, 
still  st vied  the  Sej»arate  Brigade,  provost  guard,  and  the  provost-marshal-general,  as 
the  brigade  commander,  was  maae  responsible  to  the  division  commander  for  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  city.     (Inclosure  24. ) 

April  20,  1900.  onlers  issued  from  division  headquarters  provide*!  that  in  case  the 
tines  imposed  by  courts  were  not  paid  confinement  in  lieu  thereof  should  be  imposed 
at  the  rate  of  one  day's  imprisonment  for  50  cents  Mexican  of  tine.     ( Inclosure  25. ) 

On  May  5  Major-Genera  I  Mac  Arthur  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  division, 
relieving  General  Otis.     { Inclosure  2t>. ) 

The  remarks  respecting  Manila,  its  government  and  finances,  as  well  as  some  oi  its 
physical  charade ristics,  contained  in  the  final  report  of  Major-General  Otis,  military 
governor,  art*  hen1  given  as  n»le\ant  to  the  subject  of  this  sketch: 

"The  money  ex{*nded  to  police  and  improve  the  city  of  Manila,  to  make  the 
necessary  repairs  on  roads  and  bridges,  to  place  Government  buildings  which  were 
dilapidated  in  a  proper  state  of  preservation,  to  stamp  out  the  infectious  diseases  of 
smallpox  and  bubonic  plague,  to  maintain  a  large  native  police  battalion,  numbering 
250  men.  together  with  the  money  required  to  defray  the  ordinary  incidental 
expenses,  has  been  greater  by  about  one-half  than  the  city's  collected  receipts.  What 
those  receipts  did  not  supply  has  been  taken  from  the  general  fund,  as  the  expendi- 
tures were  considered  to  be  imperative.  The  population  of  Manila  is  much  con- 
gested. The  city  is  the  capital  of  the  Philippines  and  is  destined  to  become  one  of 
the  most  important  of  tne  Asiatic  ports.  The  headquarters  of  a  large  arrnv 
has  been  maintained  there  and  it  is  the  distributing  point  of  the  military  sup- 
plies needed  at  the  great  number  of  military  stations  which  have  been  established 
throughout  the  islands.  The  work  of  the  provost-marshal  -general  has  been 
incessant,  and  has  required  for  its  execution  administrative  ability  of  a  high 
order,  and  in  many  respects  very  delicate  manipulation.    Buatneas  men 'from  Europe 
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and  America,  agents  of  large  foreign  business  corporations,  the  roving  population  of 
the  Asiatic  coast,  the  natives  of  the  islands,  the  soldiers  granted  leave. to  absent  them- 
selves from  their  respective  commands,  have  sought  it  for  business  purposes,  for 
indulgence  in  criminal  propensities,  and  for  amusement  and  recreation. 

"The  floating  population  is  large  and  difficult  to  keep  in  check.  The  liquor  traffic 
has  always  been  extensive,  especially  in  the  matter  of  intoxicating  native  drinks. 
This  traffic  has  been  the  subject  of  concern  and  mature  deliberation.  In  reducing 
the  number  of  licenses,  which  Spain  granted  freely,  the  natives  complained  griev- 
ously that  they  were  deprived  of  the  privileges  which  Spain  bestowed.  Notwith- 
standing these  complaints  they  were  greatly  diminished,  Dut  could  not  be  entirely 
withheld,  nor  could  the  traffic  be  destroyed  by  any  means  within  our  power.  Expe- 
rience led  to  the  belief  that  it  could  be  controlled  through  careful  manipulation 
under  a  stringent  license  law,  and  Gen.  E.  B.  Williston,  the  provost-marshal- 
general  of  the  city,  caused  to  be  prepared  and  submitted  certain  recommendations 
on  the  subject  which  were  embodied  in  orders  and  duly  promulgated.  (Inclos- 
ure  27.) 

4  *  These  instructions  have  been  faithfully  executed.  The  restraining  influences  have 
resulted  in  placing  the  liquor  traffic  under  control  of  the  police  and  their  officers,  and 
have  been  attended  by  the  reforms  anticipated  and  promised.  I  doubt  if  there  is 
anywhere  a  more  orderly  and  quiet  city  than  Manila  has  been  for  the  past  year,  and 
this  notwithstanding  its  great  mass  of  floating  population  of  divers  national  ties  and 
the  dense  ignorance  of  a  portion  of  its  inhabitants;  or  a  city  in  which  proper  punish- 
ment for  crime  is  more  swift  and  sure.  The  records  of  the  courts,  Doth  civil  and 
military,  are  cited  in  proof  of  this  statement,  and  the  native  applications  for  redress 
for  supposed  wrongs  or  injuries  suffered  show  that  the  native  population  has  confi- 
dence in  the  justness  of  our  government. 

"Not  only  is  the  population  and  business  of  the  city  increasing,  but  that  population 
is  passing  through  a  rapidly  changing  social  environment,  due  to  the  introduction  of 
new  methods  and  improved  labor  conditions,  also  to  recent  greatly  augmented  real 
property  values.  The  site  of  a  good  part  of  the  city  is  but  from  3  to  4  feet  above 
tide  water.  It  is  cut  centrally  by  the  Pasig  River,  from  which,  extending  into  por- 
tions of  its  important  business  localities,  are  esteros,  now  made  available  for  trans- 
porting by  water  its  supplies  and  merchandise.  The  low  level  of  the  place  makes  it 
difficult  to  construct  a  general  system  of  sewerage,  which,  for  the  preservation  of 
health,  is  the  subject  demanding  early  consideration.  By  confining  and  walling  the 
esteros  which  are  swept  by  tide  water  an  important  canal  system  could  be  obtained 
and  the  most  of  the  present  accumulating  sewage  could  be  sent  out  to  sea.  This 
would  impose  a  heavy  expenditure,  but  will  in  time  be  accomplished;  and  so  bene- 
ficial would  it  be  to  the  trade  and  the  commerce  of  the  islands  that  the  general  reve- 
nue might  be  with  propriety  appropriated  for  the  work.  But  public  improvements, 
especially  in  the  matter  of  transportation  facilities,  are  demanded  throughout  all  the 
larger  islands  and  would  be  attended  by  a  compensating  increase  in  the  products  of 
the  soil  and  commercial  activity,  while  it  would  advance  with  rapidity  the  education 
and  enlightenment  of  the  inhabitants.  The  general  revenue  can  not  be  expended 
more  advantageously  than  for  this  internal  development.' ' 

Not  long  after  having  assumed  command  and  the  duties  of  military  governor,  Gen- 
eral MacArthur,  in  pursuance  of  instructions  from  the  President,  proclaimed  a  general 
amnesty  to  all  who  were  then  or  had  been  in  insurrection  against  the  United  States,  if 
within  ninety  days  }hey  individually  acknowledged  and  accepted  American  sover- 
eignty. It  was  also  provided  that  each  man  who  should  present  a  serviceable  rifie 
to  the  military  authorities  would  be  paid  30  pesos  for  the  same. 

While  this  amnesty  proclamation  has  apparently  no  special  relevance  to  the  his- 
tory of  military  government  in  Manila,  yet  it  really  has  such  a  significance  on  account 
of  the  extension  of  the  amnesty  later  to  prisoners  of  war  whose  relatives  or  friends 
should  present  a  rifle  or  pistol  and  thereby  secure  the  release  of  a  prisoner,  for  nearly 
all  of  the  prisoners  of  war  were  confined  in  Manila,  and  the  exchange  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  arms  for  prisoners  was  made  through  the  officers  of  the  provost  guard. 
(Inclosure28.) 

August  10,  1900,  the  military  governor  modified  somewhat  and  brought  together 
the  provisions  of  previous  orders  respecting  the  powers  of  provost  courts  and  the 
powers  of  commanding  generals  to  appoint  them.  Rules  were  laid  down  as  to  the 
disposition  of  the  fines  imposed  by  military  commissions  and  provost  courts.  The 
whole  was  published  as  General  Orders,  No.  64,  1900,  Division  of  the  Philippines, 
and  may  be  regarded  as  a  compendium  of  all  former  requirements.     (Inclosure  29.) 

On  the  25th  of  August,  1900,  the  inferior  prcJvost  court  of  Manila,  whose  punitive 
powers  had  been  limited  to  six  months1  confinement  and  $250  fine,  had  conferred 
upon  it  an  extension  of  these  powers  to  two  years'  imprisonment  and  a  fine  not 
exceeding  $1,000  Mexican,  or  both.    (Inclosure  30.) 
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pal  government,  one  which  under  Spain  had  never  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  true 
municipal  autonomy. 

On  the  15th  of  July,  Brig.  Gen.  James  F.  Bell,  U.  S.  V.,  succeeded  General  Wil- 
liston  as  provost-marshal-general  and  provost  brigade  commander.     (Inclosure  32.) 

Among  the  duties  devolved  upon  the  provost-marshal-general  in  1900  was  that  of 
receiving  and  distributing  to  their  commands  all  enlisted  men  arriving  in  Manila  from 
home,  and  he  was  also  given  control  of  all  barracks  in  the  city,  save  those  assigned 
to  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon. 

All  approved  sentences  of  military  commissions,  imposing  the  punishment  of  death 
or  imprisonment  exceeding  five  years,  were  required  to  be  forwarded  for  review  to 
the  division  commander,  and  no  such  sentence  was  to  be  carried  into  effect  that  had 
not  been  approved  by  him. 

An  announcement  of  very  great  importance  in  its  bearing  upon  the  insurrection 
was  published  by  the  military  governor  on  the  20th  of  December,  in  the  form  of  a 
proclamation,  which  contained  an  exposition  of  the  laws  of  war  respecting  occupied 
places.  In  effect  this  was  a  reminder  to  the  people  and  all  concerned  that  the  laws 
of  war,  as  recognized  and  enforced  by  all  civilized  nations,  forbade  practices  which 
had  received  official  sanction  by  the  insurrecto  leaders  and  had  become  common  in 
the  Philippines.  It  was  a  warning  to  offenders  that  exemplary  punishments  attach 
to  the  infringement  of  those  laws  by  combatants  and  noncombatants  alike  who 
reside  within  the  lines  occupied  and  held  by  the  American  forces. 

The  proclamation  contained  four  sections,  each  relating  to  a  distinct  feature  of  the 
conditions  which  existed  in  the  Philippines  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  insurgent 
authorities  countenanced,  encouraged,  and  ordered  the  people  living  within  the 
American  lines  to  acts  which  are  distinctly  forbidden  by  the  laws  of  war  in  places 
occupied  by  the  army.  One  section  of  this  proclamation  referred  specifically  to  the 
city  of  Manila,  and  the  effect  was  to  devolve  an  important  duty  on  tne  provost  guard 
and  the  provost-marshal-general.  The  action  taken  under  this  order  had  very  far- 
reaching  effects,  for  it  resulted  in  the  arrests  of  a  very  great  number  of  native  inhab- 
itants wno  transgressed  the  law  referred  to,  and  a  considerable  number  of  persons 
were  sentenced  to  and  suffered  capital  punishment  or  long  imprisonment  for  their 
crimes. 

The  proclamation  was  accompanied  by  a  letter  of  instructions  to  the  provost- 
marshal-general,  by  the  commanding  general,  in  which  the  utmost  activity  of  this 
officer  and  his  assistants  was  enjoined  in  the  vigorous  enforcement  of  these  rules  of 
war  in  Manila.     (For  the  proclamation  and  letter  of  instructions,  see  inclosure  33.) 

In  the  final  report  of  Major-General  MacArthur  as  division  commander  in  the 
Philippines,  datea  July  4,  1901,  that  officer  refers  to  this  proclamation  in  terms  as 
follows: 

*'  Especial  attention  is  invited  to  this  instrument.  The  exposition  of  the  law  of 
occupied  places  contained  therein  was  in  the  nature  of  a  revelation  to  the  entire 
audience.  The  white  population  of  the  archipelago,  especially  the  part  thereof  resi- 
dent in  Manila,  was  perhaps  quite  as  much,  if  not  more,  surprised  at  the  views 
propounded  and  the  penalties  prescribed  than  were  the  natives.  The  Filipino  mili- 
tary leaders  had  probably  never  before  been  informed  of  the  existence  of  such  a  law 
or  the  possible  application  thereof  to  their  own  actions.  As  an  educational  docu- 
ment the  effect  was  immediate  and  far-reaching.  From  the  date  of  its  issue  secret 
resistance  and  apathy  (sic)  began  to  diminish  and  kidnaping  and  assassination  were 
much  abated.  In  a  very  short  time  these  malign  influences  were  to  a  great  extent 
superseded  by  cooperation  and  active  interest  in  Amerian  affairs.  Rarely  in  war  has 
a  single  document  been  so  instrumental  in  influencing  ultimate  results.  The  conse- 
quences in  this  instance,  however,  which  lie  very  near  to  the  surface,  seem  to  pre- 
clude all  possibility  of  doubt,  and  also  seem  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  the  effective 
pacification  of  the  archipelago  commenced  December  20,  1900." 

The  relevancy  to  this  report  of  the  amnesty  proclamation  of  June  21,  1900,  has 
already  been  referred  to.  In  illustration  thereof  attention  is  invited  to  a  memoran- 
dum published  by  the  division  commander  on  March  1,  1901,  the  original  draft  of 
which  was  prepared  by  the  provost-marshal-general,  and,  after  some  amendment, 
was  approved  and  published  (inclosure  34).  In  reference  to  this  General  Mac- 
Arthur  in  his  final  report  remarks: 

******* 

"The  arms  of  the  insurrection  have  been  regarded  as  the  principal  objective  of  the 
campaign.  This  was  based  on  the  fact  that  the  insurrection  could  not  replace  lost 
arms  or  replenish  its  supply  of  ammunition.  The  general  idea  was  embodied  in  the 
amnesty  proclamation  and  has  been  repeatedly  enunciated  by  forceful  exhortation  to 
all  concerned." 
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The  number  of  arms  received  by  different  officers  of  the  provost  guard  and  paid  for 
as  ordered  was  as  follows:  Rifles,  161;  pistols,  209.  The  number  of  prisoners  of  war 
captured  in  Manila  or  received  bv  the  provost -marshal-general  subsequent  to  the 
1st  of  July,  1900,  was  5,031. 

On  the  10th  of  December,  1900,  the  provost-marshal-general,  as  the  commanding 
general  of  the  Separate  Brigade,  was  instructed  that  he  was  empowered  to  convene 
military  commissions.  Since  that  date  43  persons  have  been  arraigned,  resulting  in 
27  convictions,  6  acquittals,  and  6  disapprovals,  while  of  the  persons  tried  10  were 
charged  with  having  violated  the  laws  of  war.  At  the  date  of  the  discontinuance  of 
the  Separate  Brigade  then*  were  4  cases  pending  before  military  commissions. 

On  February  20,  1901,  Bri^r.  Gen.  J.  Franklin  Bell,  U.  S.  V.,  was  relieved  from 
command  of  the  Separate  Brigade,  provost  guard,  and  as  provost-marshal-general  of 
Manila,  by  Brig.  Gen.  George  \V.  Davis,  l\  S.  V.     ( Inclosure  35. ) 

In  March,  1901,  the  secret  service  (branch  of  the  Manila  police  force)  secured 
proof  that  army  commissary  stores  were  bein^  sold  illegally  in  the  city  by  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  forces.  Extensive  seizures  were  made  and  arrests  ordered 
by  the  provost-marshal-general  of  those  who  were  connected  with  these  fraudulent 
transactions.  Officers  of  the  Army  and  enlisted  men  charged  with  participation 
were  brought  to  trial  by  department  commanders  and  the  provost-marshal -general 
by  order  oi  the  commanding  general  of  the  division,  while  citizens  implicated  were 
arraigned  before  military  commissions  and  provost  courts.  The  result  of  the  prose- 
cutions was  the  conviction  of  3  commissioned  officers  of  the  Army  and  6  enlisted 
men,  while  7  citizens  were  convicted  and  2  acquitted,  and  3  Chinamen  were  con- 
victed and  1  acquitted,  while  the  charges  against  1  citizen  were  withdrawn  and  can- 
celed on  account  of  his  very  grave  illness. 

On  the  4th  of  Julv,  1901,  all  executive  authority,  as  respected  civil  affairs  in  the 
pacified  and  peaceful  provinces  of  the  Philippines,  which  had  previously  been  exer- 
cised by  the  military  governor,  was,  by  order  of  the  President,  vested  in  lion.  William 
H.  Taft,  who  had  previously  been  president  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  the  per- 
sonnel of  this  governing  Ixxly  having  been  Judge  William  H.  Taft,  president;  Hon. 
Dean  C.  Worcester,  member;  Hon.  Luke  E.  Wright,  member;  Hon.  Henry  C.  Ide, 
member;  Prof.  Bernard  C.  Moses,  member. 

By  the  President's  Executive  order,  dated  June  21, 1901,  Judge  Taft  was  appointed 
civil  governor  in  the  Philippines  over  all  provinces  and  }*arts  of  provinces  in  which 
municipal  and  provincial  civil  government  had  been  or  should  thereafter  lie  estab- 
lished and  maintained.  (Inclosure  36.)  This  transfer  of  authority  took  place  on 
July  4,  1901. 

In  pursuance  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Commission,  on  July  31,  1901,  an  act 
was  passed  incorporating  the  city  of  Manila.  This  is  in  effect  a  city  charter,  and 
contains  detailed  provisions  for  the  organization  and  maintenance  of  the  government 
of  the  municipality,  and  directing  that  it  should  take  effect  by  proclamation  of  the 
civil  governor,  who  was  empowered  to  name  the  date.  On  the  5th  of  August  such  a 
proclamation  was  issued,  designating  the  7th  of  August  as  the  day  when  the  civil 
authorities,  who  had  been  appointed  and  commissioned  for  the  purpose,  should  suc- 
ceed the  military  in  control  ot  the  city  of  Manila.  (For  the  city  charter  and  procla- 
mation, inclosure  37.) 

The  chief  executive  authority  of  the  citv  was,  by  the  new  law,  to  be  vested  in  a 
municipal  board  of  three  persons,  appointed  bv  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Philippine  Commission.  The  following-named  gentlemen  were 
appointed:  Mr.  Cruz  Herrara,  Mr.  Barry  Baldwin,  and  Mr.  William  Tutherlv. 

At  12  o'clock  noon  on  August  7,  1901,  in  the  presence  of  Civil  Governor  'faft  and 
General  Chaffee,  the  provost-marshal-general  delivered  over  to  the  municipal  board 
the  executive  and  administrative  control  of  the  city  and  all  its  departments,  records, 
and  property.     (Inclosure  38.) 

The  exhibits  to  the  two  annual  reports  of  the  provost-marshal-general  (see  Gen- 
eral Otis' s  report  for  1899  and  General  Mac*  Art  bur's  report  for  19(X))  contain  statis- 
tical information  of  interest  respecting  the  details  of  operations  of  the  city  departments. 
Reports  of  the  same  officers  for  the  past  year  and  until  August  7,  which  are  sub- 
mitted herewith,  will  bring  to  conclusion  the  record  of  work  of  the  several  branches 
of  the  city  administration.  The  remarks  which  follow  contain  a  very  brief  summary 
of  more  important  matters  treated  of,  not  onlv  in  the  current  reports,  but  in  those  of 
the  two  previous  years,  the  result  being  that  the  concluding  observations  will  contain 
a  compendium  of  contents  of  earlier  exhibits. 

In  previous  reports  the  provost-marshal-general  has  evidently,  and  very  properly, 
not  considered  the  Separate  Brigade  as  a  tactical  military  organization,  but  has 
regarded  it  as  a  force  dedicated  to  the  sole  purpose  of  maintaining  the  peace  and 
good  order  in  this  revolutionary  and  insurrectionary  city  of  about  250,000  inhabit- 
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ants  of  the  most  diverse  nationality  and  containing  an  unusually  large  proportion 
of  the  criminal  classes,  increased  since  1898  to  abnormally  large  proportions  by  the 
drift  thither  of  the  unemployed  and  dissolute,  gamblers  and  speculators,  toughs  and 
the  blackguards.  The  task  was  difficult  and  made  a  strong  government  indispensa- 
ble, for  one  of  any  other  character  would  have  most  signally  failed  in  its  purpose. 
If  the  war  power  was  often  invoked  in  the  government  of  Manila,  it  was  because 
Manila  was  the  headquarters  of  the  insurrection,  the  center  from  which  was  drawn 
the  funds  to  keep  alive  the  rebellion,  and  where  after  American  occupation  and  the 
opening  of  the  port  to  foreign  and  domestic  trade  "war  rebel8,,  and  "war  traitors' ' 
literally  swarmed  and  plied  their  vocation. 

The  brigade  commander,  in  his  report  for  1899  and  for  1900,  covered  none  of  those 
features  which  usually  appear  in  the  annual  reports  of  commanding  generals,  nor 
did  the  chiefs  of  the  brigade  staff  submit  reports.  In  Appendix  L  to  the  first  volume 
of  the  report  of  Major-General  MacArthur,  dated  July  4, 1901,  will  be  found  a  narra- 
tive account  by  the  undersigned  respecting  the  military  features  of  the  work  of  the 
Separate  Brigade;  but  as  the  paper  now  being  prepared  is  designed  to  treat  more  par- 
ticularly of  the  duty  of  the  brigade  as  an  instrumentality  for  governing  the  city  of 
Manila,  all  matters  technical  are  passed  over. 

In  incloeure  39  will  be  found  a  roster  or  directory  of  the  provost  brigade  and  the 
city  military  government  as  it  existed  on  June  30,  1901.  This  gives  the  personnel  of 
the  city  departments  in  all  their  higher  branches  and  subdivisions. 

The  departments  of  the  provost-inarshal-general's  office,  which  under  the  military 
governor  were  directly  concerned  with  and  responsible  for  the  city  administration, 
continue  to  the  present  date  practically  the  same  as  when  organized  by  Generals 
MacArthur  and  Hughes  in  1898.  In  a  few  cases  minor  detriments  were  amalga- 
mated and  there  were  a  few  transfers  of  duties.  The  different  branches  of  the  city 
overnment  were  as  follows:

SUMMARY  OF  THE  MORE  IMPORTANT  OPERATIONS  OF  THE  VARIOUS 
DEPARTMENTS  OF  CITY  GOVERNMENT,  FROM  ORGANIZATION  TO 
AUGUST  7,  1901,  WITH  REMARKS  BY  THE  PROVOST-MARSHAL- 
GENERAL. 

THE    ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S  OFFICE. 

The  officer  first  detailed  to  these  duties  was  Maj.  Harry  C.  Hale,  U.  S.  V.  He  was 
succeeded  by  Mai.  John  S.  Mallory,  U.  S.  V.,  whose  successor  was  Maj.  Carroll  H. 
Potter,  Fourteenth  Infantry,  and  then  Lieut.  Charles  A.  Clark,  Thirteenth  Minne- 
sota Volunteers,  took  charge  of  the  office;  himself  succeeded  on  June  21,  1899,  by 
First  Lieut  Charles  T.  Menoher,  Sixth  Artillery,  who  continued  to  discharge  the 
duties  until  June  30,  1901.  The  officer  succeeding  Captain  Menoher  was  Lieut. 
Arthur  R.  Kerwin,  Thirteenth  Infantry,  who  continued  until  August  7,  1901. 

CITY   POLICE. 

This  continued  in  the  charge  of  the  Spanish  guard ia  civil  veterana  and  the  guardia 
municipal  until  the  20th  of  August,  1898,  when  Col.  C.  McC.  Reeve,  Thirteenth  Min* 
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nesota,  was  detailed  to  take  control.  The  following-named  officers  served  as  chiefs 
of  police  from  the  dates  given:  Col.  Frederick  W.  Ames,  Thirteenth  Minnesota,  to 
February  1,  1899;  Lieut.  Col.  William  S.  McCaskey,  Twentieth  Infantry,  from  Feb- 
ruary 1,  1899;  Maj.  John  L.  Tiernou*  First  Artillerv,  from  June  3,  1899;  Lieut.  Col. 
W.  E.  Wilder,  Forty-third  Infantrv,  U.  S.  V.,  from  September  30,  1900;  Capt.  E.  F. 
Taggart,  Sixth  Infantry,  to  August  7,  1901. 

From  the  date  that  Colonel  Reeve  assumed  the  functions  of  chief  of  police,  August 
20,  1898,  the  policing  of  the  city  was  performed  exclusively  by  soldiers  until  the  21st 
of  August,  1899,  when  four  companies  of  native  police  were  organized  and  entered 
upon  their  duties.  The  total  number  of  officers  and  men  in  these  four  companies  was 
246,  which  was  increased  as  follows:

Of  which  four  companies,  numbering  600  officers  and  men,  were  serving  outside  of 
but  near  Manila. 

By  act  No.  70  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  dated  January  9,  three  companies  of 
American  police,  118  officers  and  men  each,  were  authorized  to  be  raised,  composed 
of  honoraoly  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United  States.  These  companies 
commenced  their  duties  on  February  4.  By  resolution  of  the  Commission,  dated 
February  11,  the  former  organization  was  duplicated,  and  by  March  14  these  com- 
panies were  also  on  duty.  The  object  in  organizing  the  American  and  native  police 
was  to  release  the  enlisted  soldiers  from  duty  in  Manila  and  its  suburbs,  so  that  they 
could  take  the  place  of  volunteers  wTho  had  been  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  United 
States  for  muster  out. 

The  captains  and  lieutenants  of  the  American  police  were  all  officers  of  the  volun- 
teer regiments  who  were  detailed  for  that  duty.  The  officers  of  the  native  police 
were  natives.  They  were  armed  in  much  the  same  way  as  soldiers.  The  pay  of 
the  lowest  grade  of  American  police  was  $65  ]>er  month  and  hospital,  medical,  surgi- 
cal, commissary,  and  barrack  privileges.  The  i>ay  of  the  native  patrolmen  was  $12 
per  month,  with  clothing  and  medical  attendance  and  medicines  free. 

The  secret  service  attached  to  the  police  was  organized  in  April,  1901,  in  pursuance 
of  act  No.  102  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  and  consisted  of  26  persons  in  all.  To 
it  the  former  employees  of  the  department  of  information  and  several  commissioned 
officers  of  volunteers  were  attached.  Very  efficient  services  were  rendered  by  the 
detective  force  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1901.  Lieut.  Col.  W.  E.  Wilder, 
who  was  the  superintendent  of  police  during  the  winter  and  spring  of  1900-1901, 
remarked,  in  substance,  respecting  the  services  rendered  by  the  police: 

"It  was  generally  nnlrrstood  among  officers  of  the  Army  that  Manila  was  a  ren- 
dezvous for  military  ami  civil  officers  of  the  insurrection,  and  was  considered  a  hot- 
bed of  plots  and  conspiracies  against  our  interests  and  in  favor  of  the  insurrection. 
It  was  also  believed  that  a  large  portion  of  the  supplies  and  funds,  other  than  food, 
were  sent  to  the  insurgents  from  Manila.  The  greatest  otatacle  to  successful  opera- 
tion here,  as  elsewhere  on  the  islands,  was  the  inability  of  the  Americans  to  secure 
reliable  information,  it  being  practically  impossible  to  secure  it  any  other  way  than 
through  the  natives,  who  were  unfriendly  or  intimidated  by  the  insurgents  to  a  man. 
The  writer  was  convinced  that  these  natives  could  be  relied  on  when  inspired  and 
directed  by  the  example  and  intelligent  supervision  of  Americans  to  operate  against 
the  insurgent  classes  with  energy  or  even  enthusiasm.  The  plan  was  executed^  and 
several  bright  young  volunteer  officers  were  put  at  work  with  the  native  police  to 
endeavor  to  apprehend  the  conspirators.  The  result  was  the  capture  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  civil  and  military  officers  of  the  insurgent  government,  as  well  as  many  of 
their  aiders  and  abettors,  and  in  the  discovery  and  circumvention  of  many  of  their 
plans  and  conspiracies  in  this  city  and  elsewhere.  Too  much  credit  can  not  be  given 
to  the  volunteer  officers  and  the  native  police.    The  latter,  so  far  as  known,  were 
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not  guilty  of  any  act  of  treachery  toward  Americana  during  the  period  of  their  greatest 
activity,  when  "undoubtedly  no  small  amount  of  pressure  was  brought  to  bear  upon 
them  by  their  own  people/' 

From  July  1,  1900,  to  August  7,  1901,  the  number  of  arrests  by  the  police  were, 
political,  729,  and  civil,  24,205;  total,  24,934. 

The  authority  of  February  11  for  the  organization  of  the  companies  last  formed 
provided  that  the  total  number  of  American  police  should  be  reduced  to  500  by 
July  1,  and  further  reduced  to  300  by  November  1,  1901.  In  the  opinion  of  the 
writer  there  should  be  no  difficulty  in  adapting  the  needs  of  the  city  to  this  shrink- 
age. The  reduction  of  the  native  police  to  500  by  the  same  date  is  believed  to  be 
practicable. 

Spain  secured  the  protection  of  life  and  property  in  Manila  with  a  force  of  586 
guardia  civil  veterana  and  133  guardias  municipales,  or  a  total  of  729  in  all.  The  pay 
of  the  privates  of  the  guards  average*  1  about  140  pesos  per  year,  or  about  $6  gold  Der 
month.  The  chiefs  of  precincts  received  about  700  pesos  per  year,  or  less  than  $30 
gold  per  month.  The  chief  of  the  police  service  received  2,520  pesos,  or  about  $105 
gold  per  month.  The  rates  of  pay  to  American  patrolmen  are  $65  per  month  and 
certain  allowances,  as  above  stated;  to  chiefs  of  precincts,  $150,  and  to  the  chief  of 
police,  $333  per  month,  all  in  gold.  The  total  cost  of  the  city  police  under  Spain 
was  about  $65,000  gold  per  annum,  while  the  cost  now  considerably  exceeds  a  naif 
million.  The  cost  of  the  police  of  Manila  for  the  present  fiscal  year  was  computed 
by  the  undersigned  and  estimated  to  reach  $495,125  for  the  force  of  875. 

HEALTH. 

No  sanitary  service  worthy  of  the  name  appears  to  have  been  maintained  by  the 
former  city  government.  The  budget  for  1897-98  contained  items  of  appropriation 
amounting  to  9,600  pesos  for  municipal  physicians  and  medicines  for  the  poor. 
There  was  also  a  budget  allowance  of  about  4,000  pesos  for  a  municipal  laboratory, 
but  when  the  Americans  assumed  control  and  General  MacArthur  called  on  the 
former  city  authorities  to  turn  over  the  sanitary  service,  there  appears  to  have  been 
nothing  taken  over.    All  had  to  be  organized  de  novo. 

Brigadier-General  MacArthur*  s  General  Order  No.  15,  of  August  29, 1898,  organized 
a  board  of  health  of  five  members;  ten  municipal  physicians  were  also  designated  for 
the  same  number  of  districts,  and  a  beginning  was  made  in  caring  for  the  health  of 
the  inhabitants.     (See  Inclosure  12. ) 

The  officers  who  have  held  the  position  of  president  of  the  board  of  health  are: 
Maj.  Frank  S.  Bourns,  U.  S.  V.,  from  September  29,  1898;  Maj.  Guy  L.  Edie,  U.  S.  V., 
from  August  26, 1899;  Maj.  Franklin  A.  Meacham,  U.  S.  V.,  from  December  12, 1900, 
to  August  7,  1901. 

Dr.  Bourns,  in  the  first  annual  report  of  the  provost-marshal-general,  remarked 
that  the  city  was  divided  into  ten  health  districts,  each  with  a  physician,  and 
another  doctor  for  the  San  Lazaro  leper  hospital,  an  old  institution  found  in  existence. 
Rules  and  regulations  respecting  health  and  sanitation  were  published.  A  smallpox 
hospital  and  one  where  venereal  cases  could  be  treated  were  established  and 
arrangements  made  for  the  care  of  the  insane  and  indigent.  Persons  vaccinated 
during  the  year  numbered  80,000.  The  board  also  cooperated  with  the  United  States 
quarantine  service. 

The  prevalence  of  glanders  among  the  horses  in  the  city  required  special  surveil- 
lance, that  the  people  should  not  contract  this  disease.  A  veterinarian  was  appointed, 
and  all  animals  at  the  shambles  were  insuected  before  slaughter  and  the  meat  after- 
wards; unhealthy  animals  were  cremated. 

From  Major  Edie's  report,  July  31,  1900,  it  is  learned  that  Lieut.  William  J.  Cal- 
vert, assistant  surgeon,  on  January  7,  1900,  took  charge  of  the  municipality  labora- 
tory and  the  hospital  where  were  treated  eases  of  bubonic  plague,  which  had  made 
its  appearance  in  the  city  the  year  previous.  Autopsies  were  made  of  all  who  died 
of  bubonic  plague.  The  municipal  physicians  acted  as  health  inspectors  and  issued 
burial  certificates.  An  additional  medical  district  was  established  to  include  terri- 
tory added  to  this  city.  A  vaccine  farm,  for  the  production  of  virus,  was  established 
and  maintained. 

Leprosy  is  said  to  have  been  introduced  into  the  islands  from  Japan  in  1633. 
Present  number  of  lepers  estimated  by  the  Franciscans  at  30,000.  This  religious 
order,  under  Spanish  rule,  had  charge  of  the  charity  work  among  these  unfortunates. 
San  Lazaro  Hospital,  which  had  been  set  aside  for  leper  patients,  has  a  capacity  for 
400.  By  means  of  a  house-to-house  inspection,  made  in  January,  1900,  over  100 
lepers  were  found  concealed  in  the  city. 

The  first  case  of  bubonic  nlague  was  recognized  on  January  2, 1900,  although  there 
had  undoubtedly  been  previous  mortality  from  that  cause.    The  number  of  deaths 
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from  this  disease  October,  1899,  to  June  30,  was  180,  but  the  same  officer,  in  another 
place  in  the  same  report,  gives  the  number  of  deaths  as  167.  Number  of  persons 
vaccinated  during  fiscal  year,  114,654.  Rat  poison  was  widely  distributed  ior  the 
purpose  of  destroying  these  animals,  which  are  believed  to  be  an  important  agency 
in  distributing  the  plague  infection. 

The  last  annual  report  of  the  president  of  the  board  of  health,  which  brings  sta- 
tistics down  to  August  7,  1901,  will  be  found  as  inclosure  40.  Major  Meacham,  the 
last  president,  entered  upon  his  duties  in  December,  1900,  and  submits  a  very  full 
and  clearly  stated  review  of  the  operations  of  this  department.  (Inclosure  40.")  It 
will  be  noticed  that  nearly  all  the  members  of  the  board  and  many  of  the  medical 
inspectors  were  officers  oi  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  and  the  services 
which  they  rendered  were  of  very  great  value. 

Census. — Many  were  surprised  at  the  result  of  the  enumeration  which  was  made  by 
the  board  of  health  in  the  winter  and  spring  of  1901.  The  Spanish  authorities  stated 
the  population  of  Manila  Province  at  400,428  and  of  the  Chinese  enrolled  at  41,998. 
This  of  the  date  February  1, 1897,  while  the  first  Philippine  Commission,  in  its  report 
of  January  31,  1900,  gave  the  figures  for  city  of  Manila  at  350,000  and  that  of  the 
province  of  Manila  at  500,000.  General  Otis  said  (annual  report,  March  31,  1899) 
that,  "  Some  conservative  people  placed  the  number  under  400,000  and  some  as  high 
as  600,000,''  but  all  admit  that  no  accurate  data  existed,  for  no  official  census  had 
ever  been  made.  The  Jesuit  missionaries,  in  their  recent  publication,  state  the  popu- 
lation at  300,000.  The  Spanish  estimates  are  understood  to  have  been  based  on  the 
reports  of  the  parish  priests,  who  collected  all  the  vital  statistics. 

The  board  of  health  census  included  the  preparation  of  a  map  of  the  city,  by  blocks, 
upon  which  was  delineated  every  house  and  the  number  of  its  occupants,  with  data 
respecting  the  age,  sex,  and  nationality  of  every  individual.  The  result  was  some- 
what of  a  surprise,  as  the  total  reached  only  244,732,  made  up  as  follows:  Americans, 
8,461;  Filipinos,  181,301;  Chinese,  51,567;  Spaniards,  2,382;  other  foreigners,  961; 
officers  ana  soldiers  of  the  American  Army  not  included. 

The  surprise  respecting  the  number  of  Chinese  in  Manila  was  very  great.  The 
number  of  this  nationality  in  the  whole  archipelago,  on  the  authority  of  the  first 
Philippine  Commission,  was  40,000  (report  of  January  31, 1900),  yet  there  was  found 
in  Manila  alone  a  number  greater  than  the  figures  given,  by  more  than  one-fourth  of 
those  figures,  and  this  does  not  include  a  very  large  number  of  Chinese  half-breeds 
(Filipino  mothers).  It  is  probable  that  one-third  of  the  population  stated  as  natives 
are  in  reality  crosses  of  Chinese  and  natives,  the  fathers  having  become  nominally 
Christians  in  order  to  be  married  by  priests.  Another  notable  fact  shown  by  these 
figures  is  that  of  these  Chinese,  who  represent  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  population, 
there  were  but  349  women  and  but  300  children  who  were  less  than  15  years  of  age. 
Of  Japanese  there  were  found  81  men,  119  women,  and  3  children,  indicating,  wliat 
all  residents  know  to  be  a  fact,  that  most  of  the  Japanese  women  in  Manila  are 
prostitutes. 

Cemeteries. — There  are  13  in  the  citv,  of  which  8  are  controlled  by  the  Catholic 
Church,  1  by  the  Chinese,  1  by  the  English,  and  3  by  the  board  of  health.  The 
burials  in  the  Chinese  cemetery  were  652  and  gave  a  death  rate  for  their  race  of 
about  12 J  per  thousand,  which,  considering  that  nearly  all  are  healthy  males  in  the 

Erime  of  life,  would  seem  to  confirm  the  accuracy  of  the  enumeration  of  the  l>oardof 
ealth.  Total  number  of  burials  in  Manila  during  last  fiscal  year  was  10,174. 
Sanitary. — There  were  60  health  inspectors  employed  by  this  department,  of  whom 
54  were  Filipinos  and  6  Chinese,  hvery  house  in  the  city  was  inspected  at  least 
once  a  week.  The  census  of  population  was  made  by  these  inspectors  under  the 
supervision  of  Assistant  Surgeon  Gilchrist.  Number  of  inspections  from  July  1, 1900, 
to  July  1,  1901,  was  175,292.  Removal  of  night  soil  supervised  by  agents  of  the 
board,  which  issued  permits  for  the  purpose,  the  work  being  done  by  private  persons 
under  official  supervision. 

Moats. — These  surround  the  Walled  City  and  represent  25  acres  of  swamp  and 
morass  in  their  present  condition,  into  which  4  sewers  or  house  drains  discharge,  and 
are  favorite  wallowing  places  for  the  carabao.  This  condition  is  filthy,  although 
there  is  a  feeble  tidal  circulation.  Considering  the  insanitary  condition  of  these 
horrid  beds  of  ooze  and  rank  swamp  vegetation,  the  reason  w*hy  there  is  so  little 
malaria  in  Manila  is  hard  to  conceive.  It  was  long  supposed,  and  some  writers  have 
asserted,  that  the  moats  were  paved  with  stone,  but  this  has  been  found  to  be  a  mis- 
take. To  clean  them  to  a  depth  permitting  free  tidal  circulation  with  a  minimum 
depth  of  water  of  2  feet  would  cost  a  very  Targe  sum,  one  quite  bevond  the  present 
resources  of  the  citv.    They  are  also  breeding  places  for  myriads  of  mosquitoes. 

Sewers. — Manila  has  *  one  save  those  provided  by  nature,  consisting  of  tidal  esteros, 
or  what  in  the  Gulf  States  of  the  Union  would  be  called  bayous.    The  city  is  trav- 
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ersed  by  these  canals  in  all  directions.  It  is  hardly  possible  to  go  anywhere  a  half 
mile  in  a  straight  line  without  crossing  one  or  more;  usually  two  or  three  would  be 
crossed  in  this  distance.  These  tidal  channels,  near  their  junction  with  the  Pasig  or 
the  sea,  are  usually  navigable  for  light  craft,  and  they  serve  a  very  important  way 
for  the  transportation  of  merchandise.  They  also  serve  as  natural  drains  for  the  rain 
water  which,  but  for  these  outlets,  would  deluge  the  flat  land  on  which  the  city  is 
built.  They  also  serve  as  receptacles  for  discharge  of  house  drains,  so  far  as  any 
have  been  constructed,  and  as  the  city  is  built  up  and  improved  these  esteros  will 
probably  continue  to  be  the  receptacles  for  house  drainage  almost  everywhere.  When 
they  are  confined  to  proper  dimensions,  walled  in  and  deepened,  so  as  to  never  leave 
the  Iwttonis  bare  at  low  tide,  these  city  esteros  will  be  fairly  good  substitutes  for 
closed  sewers;  while  they  will  not  be  ideal,  they  will  yet  be  most  useful.  So  far  as 
concerns  the  febrile  diseases,  the  people  of  Manila  have  always  been  comparatively 
immune,  and  the  filling  of  the  moats  and  all  the  low  places  near  the  esteros,  so  abol- 
ishing all  swamps  and  malaria-breeding  places,  should  place  Manila  in  the  class  of 
cities  which  are  almost  exempt  from  malaria.  If  a  complete  system  of  sewers  be 
ever  installed,  the  cost  will  be  very  great  indeed,  for  the  highest  natural  land  sur- 
face in  the  city  is  not  over  5  or  6  feet,  and  there  are  very  large  built-up  areas  which 
are  not  more  than  3  feet  above  ordinary  high  tide. 

Licenses  which  involve  questions  or  conditions  affecting  health  are  referred  to  the 
board.  Of  these,  in  1901,  523  were  considered  and  411  approved.  The  privileges 
sought  referred  to  business  of  distillers,  brewers,  soap  factories,  practice  of  dentistry, 
medicine,  and  drug  stores,  etc. 

Veterinarians  inspected  71,698  animals  offered  for  slaughter,  while  1,062  animals 
were  condemned  and  cremated. 

Tenements  and  lodging  houses. — It  is  noted  that  the  overcrowding  and  unsanitary  con- 
ditions are  very  pronounced.  The  board  has  made  it  a  rule  that  the  cubic  air  space 
for  each  person  in  a  sleeping  apartment  should  not  be  less  than  350  feet,  but  the  fact 
is  adverted  to  of  conditions  existing  where  the  sleepers  have  only  25  to  50  feet. 
While  there  are  many  houses  in  Manila  that  are  absolutely  unfit  for  human  habita- 
tion, the  lack  of  proper  shelter  has  made  general  condemnation  impossible. 

Infection  and  contagion. — The  diseases  classified  under  this  head  that  have  given 
the  health  officers  most  concern  are  bubonic  plague  and  smallpox.  During  the  fiscal 
year  there  were  452  cases  of  plague  reported,  with  372  deaths.  Of  the  latter,  247  were 
Chinese,  123  natives,  2  Spanish.  It  is  noted  elsewhere  that  the  plague  is  much  worse 
during  dry  and  hot  than  in  wet  and  cool  weather,  and  the  Manila  experience  in  this 
regard  accords  with  that  of  other  oriental  countries.  Expecting  the  disease  to  fol- 
low the  same  course  here  that  it  has  in  British  India,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  con- 
servative physicians  that  next  year  the  numberof  cases  will  be  many  more  than  this. 
Although  no  deaths  from  this  cause  were  reported  in  1898,  and  none  in  1899  until 
December  29,  yet  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  that  it  was  brought  to  Manila  in  1898, 
and  those  cases  which  occurred  in  that  and  the  following  year  were  diagnosed  as 
some  other  disease.  From  December  29,  1899,  to  June  30,  1900,  accepting  Major 
Edie's  higher  figures,  there  were  180  deaths  in  Manila,  while  from  July,  1900,  to 
July  1, 1901,  there  wefe  372  deaths,  and  a  good  many  cases  were  reported:  from  sub- 
urban towns  as  far  as  25  miles  away.  It  should  not  surprise  anyone  if  next  year  the 
mortality  should  reach  1,000,  and  be  of  wide  distribution  throughout  Luzon. 

All  plague  cases  are  immediately  isolated  in  the  hospital  set  aside  for  this  disease, 
and  all  dead  bodies  are  burned.  There  were  during  the  year  47  autopsies  of  cadavers, 
dead  of  plague. 

There  were  71,572  vaccinations  during  the  year.  There  were  32  deaths  from 
smallpox.  Beriberi  was  prevalent  among  the  prisoners  of  war,  and  there  were 
reported  in  all  534  deaths.  There  were  1,070  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  Total  num- 
ber of  deaths  from  all  diseases,  10,174,  or  41.65  per  thousand  inhabitants. 

Laboratories  were  under  the  charge  of  Assistant  Surgeon  Calvert,  who  had  made 
a  critical  study  of  plague,  and  valuable  results  are  expected  from  his  observations, 
experiments,  and  studies  in  the  laboratories. 

Water  supply. — As  the  city  is  now  very  inadequately  supplied  with  potable  water, 
and  as  plans  for  an  enlargement  of  the  existing  plant  or  provisions  for  a  new  one  will 
soon  be  forced  upon  the  city  government,  it  was  thought  expedient  to  have  exam? 
inations  made  with  a  view  to  determine  the  best  available  source  of  supply.  To  this 
end  a  very  large  number  of  examinations  were  made  of  the  water  of  the  Lacuna  and 
the  Mariquina  River.  These  examinations  have  been  the  subject  of  a  special  report 
by  the  board  of  health,  which  will,  it  is  believed,  prove  very  valuable.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  before  any  large  expenditure  is  undertaken  an  artesian  well  be  sunk  to  a 
depth  of  at  least  1,000  feet,  so  as  to  ascertain  if  good  water  may  be  obtained  by  means 
of  deep  wells. 
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Venereal  diseaxe*. — The  prevalence  of  this  infection  in  Manila  was  immediately 
manifested  in  the  Army  after  it  occupied  the  city.  There  were,  of  necessity,  a  large 
number  of  troops  quartered  in  Manila,  and  this  fact  soon  became  known  throughout 
the  Orient,  so  thither  came  swarms  of  dissolute  women— Japanese,  Austrian,  Eng- 
lish, Germans,  Indians,  and  Americans — who  joined  the  large  number  of  permanent 
residents  of  same  nationalties  and  the  native  prostitutes.  Large  number*  of  the  troops 
became  infected,  and  disabled  for  active  duty.  Many  of  these  houses  of  prostitu- 
tion were  disorderly,  and  drunkenness  was  common.  The  provost-marshal-general 
was  responsible  for  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  city,  and  he  soon  brought  the 
sale  of  intoxicants  under  suj>ervision  and  control.  That  there  should  l>e  some  means 
of  control  over  the  lewd  women,  the  health  officers  were  required  to  inspect  every 
one  known  to  be  "plying  her  vocation."  But  it  was  useless  to  inspect  unless  there 
was  also  surveillance  and  control  and  restraint.  Deportation  was  impossible,  for 
among  them  were  hundreds  of  native  prostitutes  who  were  born  and  raised  in 
Manila,  and  had  as  good  a  natural  right  to  remain  as  those  who  had  not  transgressed 
the  moral  laws.  The  only  way  to  exercise  control  over  the  diseased  was  to  segregate 
and  isolate  them,  and  cure  their  diseases  if  possible.  In  some  buildings  belonging 
to  the  state,  a  hospital  for  prostitutes  was  established  in  the  year  1898  by  Maj.  Frank 
S.  Bourns,  U.  S.  V.  The  order  of  the  provost-inarshal-general  for  this  was  pub- 
lished on  November  3,  1898,  in  Manila.  (Inclosure  41.)  Each  woman  known  to 
be  a  public  prostitute  was  inspected  weekly,  and  a  certificate  of  good  health  was 
issued  to  her  if  she  was  free  from  disease.  For  the  inspection  a  regular  charge  was 
made,  and  the  proceeds  of  these  fees  constituted  a  fund  with  which  the  hospital  was 
exclusively  supported.  If  the  woman  was  diseased,  she  was  compelled  to  go  to  the 
hospital,  and  was  retained  there  until  she  was  cured,  a  certificate  of  the  fact  being 

fiven  her.  Total  receipts  of  fees  from  March  1,  1901,  to  August  7,  1901,  was 
14,582.19,  while  the  expenses  for  the  same  period  were  114,832.00.  On  March  1 
the  balance  received  from  previous  management  was  $8,083.16,  and  the  balance  on 
hand  August  7,  1901,  in  the  hands  of  the  board  or  the  auditor  of  the  islands,  is 
$7,833.35,  all  values  in  Mexican.     (Latter  part  of  inclosure  40. ) 

There  was  no  other  way  known  or  thought  out  of  protecting  the  Army  from  this 
disease.  The  soldiers  wrould  seek  these  houses,  and  it  was  impossible  to  prevent 
them  from  having  access  to  these  women  and  contracting  the  infection  if  the  women 
could  communicate  it.  It  is  known  that  the  highest  civil  and  military  authorities  in 
the  Philippines  approved  of  the  measures  taken  to  protect  the  Army  from  this 
disease.  Another  measure  of  protection  consisted  in  the  personal  examination  of 
every  soldier  in  the  Army  twice  each  month  by  the  post  surgeons.  The  men  stripped, 
and  those  infected  with  syphilis  and  other  venereal  diseases  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
constitute  disability  to  perform  the  soldiers'  duty  were  ordered  to  be  sent  for  cure 
to  a  hospital;  those  infected  and  still  able  to  do  duty  to  l>e  listed  by  company  com- 
manders and  required  to  report  regularly  for  medical  treatment.  Commanding 
officers  in  garrisoned  towns  were  also  ordered  to  place  all  infected  women  under  sur- 
veillance, whenever  it  was  found  that  soldiers  in  the  town  were  suffering  from 
venereal  infection.  (Inclosure  42.)  Attention  is  invited  to  the  remarks  on  the  sub- 
ject of  supervision  and  control  of  venereal  diseases  by  Maj.  Franklin  A.  Meacham, 
president  board  of  health,  and  other  officers,  and  by  the  provost-marshal-general  and 
the  commanding  general  of  the  military  division.     (Inclosure  43. ) 

STREETS,    PARKS,    KIRE,    SANITATION,    AND   CEMETERIES. 

The  officers  detailed  to  look  after  this  important  city  department,  which  was  defi- 
nitely organized  August  23,  1898,  were  as  follows:  Capt.  Lea  Febiger,  Twenty-third 
U.  S.  Infantry,  in  charge.  On  February  1,  1899,  the  city  was  divided  into  two  dis- 
tricts, Captain  Febiger  remaining  in  charge  of  the  southern  district  and  its  finances, 
and  Capt.  C.  H.  Martin,  Fourteenth  U.  8.  Infantry,  of  the  northern  district.  On 
May  16  Captain  Febiger  was  relieved  and  Capt.  C.li.  Hilton,  jr.,  First  Colorado  Volun- 
teers, succeeded  him.  On  May  31  Captain  Hilton  was  relieved  and  Captain  Martin 
took  over  the  duties  in  connection  with  his  own  and  with  park  supervision  added. 
He  continued  on  this  duty  until  January  9, 1900,  when  he  accompanied  his  regiment 
to  China,  Capt.  Herman  Hall,  Twenty-first  U.  S.  Infantry,  performing  the  duties 
until  November  18,  1900,  when  Captain  Martin  resumed  his  former  i>osition  in  relief 
of  Captain  Hall,  and  continued  in  charge  until  June  30, 1901,  when  he  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  A.  L.  B.  Davies,  formerly  captain,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  and  this 
officer  remained  at  the  head  of  the  department  until  August  7,  1901. 

Fire  service. — This  was  taken  over  from  the  Spanish  times  and  thus  organized: 
Three  fire  stations,  9  officers,  11  foremen,  11  artificers,  60  firemen,  and  240  laborers. 
There  were  2  steam  fire  engines  and  5  hand  engines,  all  of  the  latter  unserviceable. 
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The  firemen  and  laborers  were  usually  employed  upon  work  of  repairing  and  cleaning 
roads  and  streets,  but  they  ran  to  fires  when  the  alarms  were  sounded. 

Quite  recently  authority  was  obtained  for  the  purchase  of  additional  plant,  consist- 
ing of  3  new  fire  engines,  a  large  amount  of  hose,  several  hose  wagons,  hooks  and 
ladders,  etc.;  also  authority  has  been  asked  to  install  a  fire-alarm  system.  Proposals 
were  asked  for  the  fire  apparatus,  and  the  bids  are  awaiting  action  of  superior  authori- 
ties as  to  purchase.  The  apparatus  will  equip  6  fire  stations  with  all  requisites, 
including  large  American  horses  for  draft  purposes. 

There  were  6  fires  during  the  last  fii^cal  year,  causing  estimated  losses  reaching 
$62,920.     Twenty-eight  buildings  of  different  kinds  were  destroyed. 

Sanitary  work. — This  consists  exclusively  of  street  cleaning  and  of  removal  of  gar- 
bage, rubbish,  and  night  soil,  etc.  The  material  was  at  first  hauled  in  open  carta 
pulled  by  carabaos,  but  many  of  them  have  been  changed  to  the  iron  sanitary  closed 
dump  carts  hauled  by  mules.  Several  odorless  excavator  wagons  and  pumps  have 
been  in  constant  use.  The  worst  and  most  offensive  materials  are  disposed  of  by 
cremation  in  two  not  very  efficient  crematories,  which  were  erected  by  the  military 
government.  A  very  considerable  part  of  the  garbage  is  loaded  on  scows  and  towed 
out  to  sea  and  there  dumped.  The  least  offensive  part,  such  as  street  sweepings,  is 
used  in  filling  low,  swampy  places  and  estero  margins. 

For  use  in  towing  launches  and  removing  street  garbage  and  for  towing  boats  loaded 
with  broken  stone  a  launch  was  purchased  in  1900,  and  cost  about  19,000  pesos.  It 
has  been  in  constant  service. 

Streets. — The  work  has  consisted  almost  exclusively  of  repairs  and  in  surfacing  the 
different  streets  and  drives.  The  quantity  of  broken  stone  and  gravel  expended  in 
the  two  years  1900  and  1901  was  about  100,000  cubic  meters. 

The  number  of  street  laborers  taken  over  from  Spanish  officers  was  240.  This  was 
soon  raised  to  520,  and  by  June  30,  1900,  had  been  increased  to  644.  In  November 
the  cleaning  of  markets  was  added,  requiring  30  more  men.  Wages  for  street  labor- 
ers under  Spain  were  10  pesos  per  month.  This  has  been  increased  to  12  pesos. 
Two  traction  7-ton  road  rollers  were  bought,  and  have  been  of  great  benefit.  About 
5,000  meters,  linear,  of  cement  pipes  have  been  laid  in  effecting  a  better  street  drain- 
age. All  important  streets  are  swept  twice  each  day,  others  once.  In  July  a  crush- 
ing plant  was  installed  at  a  quarry  on  the  Laguna;  in  July,  1901,  an  additional  rock 
crustier  was  installed  there.  With  this  improved  apparatus  it  has  been  possible  to 
reduce  the  cost  of  broken  stone  from  $1.20  gold  to  less  than  30  cents.  In  October 
authority  was  given  to  procure  a  modern  equipment  for  the  street  work.  Fifty  suit- 
able carts  were  ordered  and  American  mules  purchased,  the  estimated  cost  of  all  to 
be  $33,000  gold.  To  shelter  these  animals  barns  were  erected  on  public  land  at  a 
cost  of  $7,000  gold. 

The  city  park,  called  the  Luneta,  was  left  by  the  Spanish  in  a  disorderly  condition. 
From  it  two  batteries  were  removed,  a  new  scheme  of  drives  and  lawns  laid  out,  and 
two  band  stands  erected.  The  monument  to  Legaspi  and  Urdaneta  that  had  been 
made  in  Spain,  delivered  in  Manila,  and  intended  for  erection  at  the  Luneta,  was 
finally  put  in  place.  The.  location  of  the  monument  and  general  design  of  band 
stands  were  recommended  by  a  board  consisting  of  Captain  Martin,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Ives,  U.  S.  V.,  Don  I.  H.  Pardo  de  Tavera,  Judge  W.  F.  Norris,  and  Mr. 
J.  T.  Macleod,  whose  recommendations  received  the  approval  of  the  provost- 
marshal-general.  The  improvements  on  the  Luneta  and  its  approaches  cost  in  all 
about  $25,000  gold.  The  existing  monuments  to  Carlos  IV,  Isabel  II,  Hernando 
Magallanes,  and  General  Anda  were  all  cleaned  and  repaired.  The  average  number 
of  laborers  employed  on  the  streets  was  7,821. 

Street  and  park  area. — The  area  of  streets  and  parks  has  been  carefully  computed; 
of  the  former,  that  are  macadamized,  there  are  73,111  meters,  linear,  and  555,000 
square  meters  of  superfices;  of  paved  streets,  stone  blocks,  there  are  5,499  linear 
meters,  making  in  all  78,810  linear  meters  and  613,624  square  meters  of  surface. 

Parks.— Of  these  there  are  30  that  are  so  denominated  on  Spanish  maps,  but  many 
of  them  are  no  more  than  street  widenings.  The  parks  proper,  all  of  which  are 
improved,  are  enumerated  in  report  of  Captain  Martin.  These,  13  in  number,  have 
an  area  of  94,349  square  meters. 

The  area  of  the  moat  now  surrounding  the  city  wall  was  found  to  be  nearly  89,000 
square  meters,  including  some  outworks  placed  in  the  moat.  This  is  equal  to  22 
acres.  The  area  actually  occupied  by  the  city  walls  is  over  68,000  square  meters,  or 
16$  acres,  while  the  area  occupied  by  the  glacis  and  the  outer  moat  is  177,534  square 
meters,  or  43.6  acres,  making  a  total  area  of  vacant  or  waste  land  surrounding  the 
Walled  City  of  334,758  square  meters,  or  over  82  acres.  Not  only  is  this  waste  land 
serving  no  purpose  either  of  utility  or  beauty,  but  a  large  part  of  it  is  a  nuisance  and 
a  menace  to  health,  and  a  blot  on  the  landscape.    The  time  has  passed  when  the  city 
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walls  can  serve  any  military  purpose;  indeed,  they  have  never  yet  been  of  utility  at 
those  times  when  they  were  really  needed,  namely,  in  1762,  when  the  English  cap- 
tured the  town,  and  in  1898.  They  failed  their  defenders,  designers,  and  possessors 
in  both  cases;  but  the  city  did  withstand  one  siege  or  attack,  that  of  1573,  made  by 
several  thousand  Chinese  in  62  vessels,  but  that  was  before  the  walls  were  built,  and 
while  the  town  was  without  defenses  of  any  kind  except  those  improvised  in  a  few 
days  by  the  Spanish  troops. 

The  present  walls  were  raised  about  the  close  of  the  sixteenth  century,  and  are 
rather  a  feeble  attempt  at  an  imitation  of  the  Vauban  or  Cor.  ^ontaigne  system.  The 
material  of  the  masonry  is  soft  lava  of  very  little  strength,  anu  rapidly  disintegrates. 
The  average  height  of  the  scarps  above  general  surface  is  about  15  feet,  and  the  depth 
of  the  moat  below  the  same  surface  about  6  or  8  feet;  there  are  a  few  casemates 
looking  on  the  Pasig.  Earthquakes  have  cracked  and  shattered  several  of  the  case- 
ments, and  vegetation  has  taken  such  a  hold  upon  the  ramparts  that  the  coping 
stones  are  displaced  in  many  places  by  roots  of  shrubbery  the  size  of  a  man's 
arm.  Twice  each  year  the  wall  faces  and  ramparts  must  be  gone  over  by  workmen 
to  keep  down  the  vegetation  which  is  always  striving  to  appropriate  them.  These 
will  in  time  become  mounds  of  earth  and  debris,  without  utility  or  beauty,  and  they 
never  had  a  vestige  of  historical  association.  All  over  Europe  city  ramparts  of  the 
hardest  rock,  that  are  models  of  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  century  type  of 
fortifications,  40  to  50  feet  high,  built  by  the  ablest  engineers  of  those  times,  nave 
been  thrown  down  and  cleared  off  to  mate  room  for  city  enlargement — homes,  shops, 
stores,  gardens,  parks,  and  drives — and  these  in  Manila  must  follow,  just  as  did  much 
finer  works  in  Habana  and  San  Juan  under  Spain,  that  were  in  the  way  of  improve- 
ments in  those  cities. 

When  the  mounds  of  earth  faced  with  rotten  stones  are  capsized  and  the  debris 
fills  the  moats  there  will  then  t>e  opportunity  which  few  cities  anywhere  have,  of 
making  such  a  park  as  no  Oriental  capital  possesses,  for  besides  the  82  acres  covered 
by  moats  walls,  and  glacis  there  are  12  acres  in  the  botanical  gardens  and  the 
Luneta,  41  in  the  Camp  Wallace  field,  and  some  47  more  along  the  Calzada de  Agua- 
das  to  and  beyond  the  Officers'  Club,  making,  in  all,  available  for  park  purposes  and 
public  buildings,  and  adjacent  to  the  Walled  Town,  not  less  than  170  acres  of  vacant 
land  in  the.  heart  of  the  city  of  Manila,  whose  walled  area  is  133  acres.  The  intrinsic 
value  of  the  land  is  many  million  dollars,  and  quite  one-half  of  this  area,  or  all  save 
the  glacis  along  the  Malecon  Drive,  is  either  unsightly  or  a  nuisance,  which  can  not 
be  abated  too  soon. 

When  the  new  port  works  are  completed  west  of  the  Walled  Town,  and  deep-sea 
vessels  are  discharged  at  the  wharves,  all  north  of  the  Pasig  River  will  cease  to  nave 
the  business  importance  it  has  enjoyed  for  three  hundred  years,  and  the  Walled  City 
will  become  the  commercial  and  financial  and  fashionable  center  of  the  metropolis, 
while  on  its  margins  and  in  its  environs  will  be  the  homes  of  the  rich.  The  value  of 
land  in  the  old  city  and  in  ita  neighborhood  will  be  enhanced  many  fold.  The  com- 
mercial interests  will  demand  more  room,  and  it  will  t)e  futile  to  attempt  to  stay  the 
tide  which  will  overwhelm  these  ancient  structures,  never  properly  called  defenses, 
and  for  which  no  Filipino  cares  a  peseta.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no  one  inter- 
ested in  their  preservation  save  a  few  sentimental  Americans,  who  assign  as  a  reason 
for  continuing  the  nuisance  their  wish  to  see  preserved  this  specimen,  one  of  the  very 
finest  in  the  world,  they  say,  of  the  walled  towns  of  the  sixteenth  century;  also  on 
account  of  their  historical  interest.  But  if  Manila  has  the  commercial  growth 
expected  for  it,  the  masonry  rubbish  called  walls,  and  the  morasses  called  the  moats, 
will  vanish,  notwithstanding  the  hysterics  of  the  few  who  declare  such  interest  in 
the  rubbish  heaps,  incorrectly  called  Vauban  fortifications. 

Bridges. — Attached  to  Captain  Martin's  report,  in  the  inclosure  No.  46,  is  a  list 
of  all  tne  city  bridges,  with  the  dimensions  and  other  data.  It  is  predicted  that  the 
commercial  interests  will  probably  demand  that  the  existing  bridges,  and  any  new 
ones  yet  to  be  built  over  the  Pasig,  shall  have  draws  permitting  the  passage  of  sea- 
going vessels.  There  are  now  three  bridges  over  the  river  and  one  shortly  to  be  com- 
pleted, a  number  that  is  now  sufficient  to  carry  the  traffic,  but  that  will  not  long  be 
the  case. 

Pavements. — All  save  58,000  square  meters  are  of  macadam,  the  stone  being  a  rather 
poor  lava,  which  is  soon  worn  to  powder  and  blown  off  or  is  washed  away  as  dust. 
Then*  is  no  good  rock  for  road  metal  near  Manila.  The  area  excepted  above  is  paved 
with  rectangular  blocks  about  5  inches  by  9  surface,  these  also  of  rather  soft  lava. 
The  excellence  and  durability  of  the  native  woods  of  the  Philippines  is  well  known. 
Their  value  for  paving  blocks  has  also  been  established.  In  1885  the  Spanish  engi- 
neers covered  two  bridges  over  esteros  with  blocks  of  native  wood,  and  after  sixteen 
years,  without  a  particle  of  repair,  these  paving  blocks  and  their  surface  are  in  perfect 
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condition.  There  is  no  sign  of  decay  or  failure  and  no  reason  to  doubt  that  these 
pavements  will  last  fifty  years  exposed  to  the  existing  traffic.  The  city  should  pro- 
vide itself  with  a  sawmill  for  the  manufacture  of  these  paving  blocks,  using  the  native 
timber,  which  is  abundant.     (Inclosure  46.) 

LICENSES. 

On  the  2d  of  September,  1898,  Lieutenant  Lothrop,  First  Colorado  Volunteers, 
was  ordered  to  assume  control  of  the  license  office.  He  was  succeeded  by  Lieut 
H.  G.  Bishop,  Sixth  Artillery.  The  objects,  articles,  or  occupations  which  were  a 
subject  of  license  tax  in  the  city  are:  Professions,  arts,  trades,  speculators,  agents,  con- 
signors, hotels,  restaurants,  cafes,  lodging  and  boarding  houses,  places  of  amusement, 
pawn  shops,  livery  stables,  printing  and  barber  shops,  Dath  houses,  vehicles  and  carts 
for  hire,  peddlers  of  eatables  and  fuel,  traveling  barbers,  cobblers,  tinkers,  musicians, 
jugglers,  puppet  shows,  legerdemain,  acrobats,  horse  and  bicycle  races,  mineral 
waters,  liquors,  wines,  beers,  bars,  junk  dealers,  dogs,  market  privileges,  cattle 
slaughtered  for  food,  saddle  horses,  kioskos,  billiards,  phonographs,  cockfighting, 
if  allowed,  tramways,  live  stock,  and  building  permits.  Through  the  same  offices 
rents  of  public  property  were  collected,  and  the  officer  in  charge  acted  as  a  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures. 

All  the  above  were  objects  of  taxation  under  Spanish  law,  and  have  been  so  con- 
tinued since.  Everything  was  naturally  in  very  great  confusion  when  the  Americans 
came  in,  and  it  was  some  time  before  the  chaotic  conditions  could  give  place  to  order 
and  system,  but  this  was  effected  under  Lieutenant  Bishop,  who  reports  the  gross 
receipts  of  his  office  from  September.  1898,  to  June,  1899,  both  included,  at 
$120,881.21  Mexican. 

This  officer  continued  at  the  head  of  the  department  until  February  1,  1901.  Dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  from  July,  1899,  to  June,  1900,  the  total  collections  were  $311,867 
Mexican. 

The  liquor  traffic  was  one  of  the  most  difficult  to  control,  for  enormous  profits 
were  gained  by  those  engaged  in  it*  and  the  Filipino  and  Chinaman  were  as  sxillful 
in  evading  the  law  as  those  who  live  in  the  Occident  In  January,  1900,  a  general 
order  regulating  the  liquor  traffic  was  published  by  General  Otis,  which  has  been 
drafted  in  the  license  branch  of  the  pro vost-marshal-generars  office  (inclosure  28), 
and  served  a  good  purpose  until  the  enactment  of  the  present  law  by  the  Philippine 
Commission.  Between  February  1  and  June  30,  under  the  cited  order,  80  licenses 
for  selling  wine,  liquor,  and  beer  were  issued,  and  87  for  wine  and  beer  alone.  On 
June  30, 1000,  there  were  155  licenses  outstanding,  which  included  restaurants  and 
hotels.  On  August  7,  1901,  there  were  332  liquor  licenses  in  force,  but  these  figures 
do  not  include  the  permits  for  traffic  in  native  vino,  of  which  the  existing  law  forbids 
the  sale  to  soldiers,  but  which  is  used  extensively  by  the  natives,  and  is  and  always 
has  been  sold  in  numberless  places  of  business  with  other  goods,  and  with  no  spe- 
cial permit.  On  May  31  there  were  448  vino  licenses  in  force,  costing  $1.50  Mexican 
per  month  each. 

Markets. — The  largest  single  source  of  city  revenue  is  the  market  tax,  collected  daily 
in  every  market  house,  two  or  three  thousand  dealers  contributing.  The  system  of 
collection  seems  to  be  a  very  difficult  one,  and  it  is,  but  by  means  of  it  Americans 
have  succeeded  in  collecting  double  as  much  revenue  as  the  Spaniards  did.  A  revised 
system  of  market  administration  was  devised,  but  it  was  decided  to  leave  it  for  action 
of  the  new  city  government. 

Matadero  has  yielded  a  very  considerable  revenue,  the  payment  collected  being  3 
centavos  Mexican  per  pound  of  beef  sent  to  the  market  house  for  sale.  Discon- 
tinuance of  the  tax  on  weight  of  dressed  meat  is  recommended.  It  requires  manv 
inspectors,  weighers,  etc.  A  tax  of  a  fixed  sum  per  head  of  cattle  slaughtered  is 
recommended  instead.    The  matadero  belongs  to  the  city. 

Carriage*. — By  city  ordinance  the  rate  of  taxation  on  public  carriages,  carromatas, 
etc.,  was  recently  revised  and  slightly  increased.  It  is  provided  that  no  insanitary 
or  unsafe  vehicle,  or  one  with  an  unsuitable  animal,  shall  be  used,  careful  inspection 
being  relied  on  to  prevent  it.  The  sum  derived  from  carriage  licenses  is  a  very  con- 
siderable one,  as  the  number  in  use  reaches  quite  3,000. 

Building  superintendence  was  a  branch  of  the  license  department  until  June,  1900, 
when  it  was  transferred  to  the  inspection  department,  and  a  month  later  to  the  city 
engineer's.    An  enlisted  soldier  of  the  Army  had  charge  until  the  transfer. 

Weights  and  measures.  —This  important  branch  of  public  administration  has  been 
intentionally  conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  about  cover  expenses.  The  weights 
and  measures  used  are  some  of  them  metric,  while  others  are  antiquated  Malay  or 
Spanish  units,  which  are  now  obsolete  elsewhere,  such  as  the  cavan,  ganta,  chupa, 
arroba,  vara,  etc 
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Cockfightirvj. — This  was  an  important  soun*.-  of  revenue  under  Spain,  more  than 
50,000  pesos  having  I >een  collected  monthly  in  Manila  alone,  the  privilege  of  holding 
corking  main.*  having  been  let  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  The  Spanish 
denominated  thin  pastime  "jiiego  de  gallos  "  ("chicken  play/*  in  English).  It  is  a 
national  game  or  amu>ement  in  the  Philippine*1,  perfectly  harmless  in  their  concep- 
tion, and  all  grade*  of  society  and  classes  engage  in  it.  The  local  statutes  provided 
tliat  a  main  should  never  lie  helil  nave  on  Sunday??  anil  holidays,  and  then  only  after 
12  meridian,  when  high  ma**  wan  over.  As  no'  such  meeting  could  be  held  under 
American  rule  without  a  special  license  or  permit  in  every  case,  and  as  none  was 
issued,  there  has  t>een  no  cockfighting  in  Manila,  but  it  if  practiced  in  the  suburbs 
and  in  every  other  town  and  village  in  the  archipelago.  It  is  much  less  objection- 
able and  brutal,  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  than  the  so-called  boxing  matches 
which  are  common  in  the  Mates  and  in  other  Anglo-Saxon  countries. 

Muuirhtil  property. — Yerv  little  real  estate  is  known  to  be  the  propertv  of  the  city, 
but  it  is  believed  that  careful  search  would  reveal  many  parcels  of  land  the  title  to 
which  is  in  the  city  or  State.  An  officer  in  the  department  of  licenses  has  made  very 
careful  investigation  with  a  view  to  the  identification  of  public  lands.  Much  valua- 
ble data  was  collected.  The  most  valuable  single  propertv  owned  by  the  city  is  the 
building  called  the  Ayuntamiento,  or  City  Hall,  on  Cafle  Cabildo"  in  the  "Walled 
Town.  This  structure  is  now  used  as  the  headquarters  of  the  civil  government,  and 
quarters  for  the  city  government  is  rented.

PCBLIC  works. 


Depending  on  this  department  are  water  supply,  bridges,  public  buildings, 
front  protection,  and  since  August,  1900,  building  "sui«*rintendence.  Maj.  K.  B.  C. 
Bement,  IT.  8.  V.,  was  the  officer  first  in  charge  of  public  works,  which  consisted  of 
little  besides  the  waterworks.  The  personnel  for  the  service  has  come  over  from  the 
Spanish  regime  and  was  continued  bv  the  Americans.  Major  Bement  was  suc- 
ceeded at  the  end  of  August  by  Lieut.  William  D.  Connor,  Corps  of  Engineers,  and 
he  remained  in  charge  until* July  1,  1900,  being  then  succeeded  by  Capt.  C.  W. 
Mead,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S".  V.  On  September  5,  1900,  Lieut."  Lytle  Brown, 
Corps  of  Engineers,  relieved  Captain  Mead,  and  he  has  continued  the  responsible 
head  until  this  date. 

Water  mpjily. — When  the  control  of  the  city  passed  to  the  American  forces,  the 
pumping  station,  8  miles  from  the  city,  was  in  the  hands  of  the  insurgents,  and  they 
stopped  the  pumps  upon  which  the  inhabitants  of  Manila  relied  for  supplying  water 
for  cooking  and  all  other  purf*>ees.  By  the  24th  of  August  enough  natives  returned 
to  duty  so  that  the  pumps  could  be  started.  The  water  is  taken  from  the  Mariquina 
River,  about  8  miles  from  Manila.  Thence  it  is  pumped  to  a  reservoir  4  miles  nearer 
the  city,  which  is  reached  through  gravity  pressure  by  means  of  a  26-inch  main,  laid 
above  the  surface.  The  "head"  transmitted  bv  this  reservoir  is  about  20  pounds, 
entirely  insufficient  to  give  adequate  service  in  the  city.  The  capacity  of  the  pumps, 
the  reservoir,  the  main,  and  the  distribution  are  all  inadequate. 

The  works  are  owned  bv  the  city,  having  been  largely  paid  for  with  a  fund,  the 
proceeds  of  a  legacy,  left  hy  will  of  one  Francisco  Carriedo,  who  died  in  Manila  in 
1743,  and  who  directed  that  the  use  of  the  water  should  be  free  to  all  the  poor  people. 
The  water  was  available  for  use  about  1882.  The  average  daily  consumption  in 
January  was  4,693,000  gallons,  l^ess  than  three  days1  supply  can  be  stored  in  the 
reservoir.  The  cost  of  the  service  last  vear  was  about  $70t(HX)t  while  the  receipts 
were  but  about  two-fifths  of  this  sum.  'fhe  report  on  the  water  supply  by  Lieutenant 
Casey,  assistant  to  Lieutenant  Brown,  is  an  interesting  contribution.     (Inclosure 46.) 

Bridges. — Those  spanning  the  Pasig  River  are:  (1)  The  Bridge  of  Spain,  masonry 
and  iron;  (2)  the  Colgante,  wire  suspension  bridge;  (3)  the  Ayala,  steel  trusses;  (4) 
the  Santa  Cruz,  steel  trusses.  The  last  is  not  yet  completed,  but  it  should  be  opened 
to  traffic  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  will  have  cost,  not  including  piers,  which  were 
put  in  bv  Spanish  engineers",  about  $130,000.  The  Bridge  of  Sj»airi  has  been  widened, 
and  timber  side  guards  have  been  placed  to  protect  the  screw-pile  piers  of  the  Ayala 
Bridge.     Wood  blocks  for  paving  the  Bridge  of  Spain  are  ready  for  laving. 

Market*. — Two  steel  market  buildings  have  l>een  constructed  and  the  site  bought 
and  the  contract  made  for  the  third.  These  three,  with  three  others  of  Spanish 
origin  of  good  size,  will  give  Manila  six  verv  good  market  houses.  The  revenue  from 
markets  last  year  amounted  to  $81,252  gold 

Map  of  city. — This,  on  a  scale  of  one  one-thousandth,  is  almost  finished,  and  nearly 
ready  for  the  engraver.  It  will  be  by  far  the  l>est  map  ever  made  of  Manila,  and 
should  prove  to  oe  of  very  great  utility  to  the  assessor  and  tax  collector,  and  ought 
to  be  published  for  general  circulation. 
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Increase  of  water  supply. — Preliminary  surveys  for  a  new  system  of  waterworks  were 
made  by  Lieutenant  Brown,  and  report  submitted.  This  work  ought  to  be  taken  up 
and  thoroughly  studied. 

Building  inspection. — This  has  been  under  the  board  of  public  works  since  August, 
1900.  The  old  Spanish  regulations,  with  minor  modifications,  are  enforced.  Per* 
mite  issued  during  the  year,  3,428.     (Inclosure  46.) 

PRISONS. 

• 

There  was  but  one  in  the  city  before  the  occupation,  usually  known  as  Bilibid, 
where  Spain  maintained  an  insular  penitentiary  and  a  city  jail,  all  under  the  same 
management,  but  separated  as  respected  discipline,  punishments,  and  accounts.  The 
officer  first  in  charge  was  Major  Bean.  Thirteenth  Minnesota  Volunteers,  who,  on  May 
27,  1899,  was  succeeded  by  Maj.  William  P.  Rogers,  Twentieth  Infantry,  as  comman- 
dant; the  guards  and  turnkeys  were  principally  soldiers.  Upon  the  occupation  of  the 
city  by  the  American  forces  the  number  of  prisoners  found  in  Bilibid  was  about  2,000, 
many  of  whom  were  political  offenders  ana  those  suspected  of  treasonable  tendencies 
toward  Spain.  All,  save  those  convicted  of  or  charged  with  crime,  were  released. 
On  date  of  first  report,  June  30, 1899,  the  total  number  confined  reached  852.  On 
October  3l,  1899,  Bilibid  was  designated  as  a  place  of  confinement  of  military  general 
prisoners  who  had  been  sentenced  by  military  courts-martial  to  dishonorable  dis- 
charge and  imprisonment.  For  this  use  it  was  discontinued  in  July,  1901.  Shortly 
after  the  occupation,  the  alleged  fraud  of  three  Spanish  officers  of  the  prison  was  dis- 
covered. They  were  tried  by  military  commission  (the  first  convened  in  the  Philip- 
pines), and  two  were  convicted  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  Bilibid,  while  the 
third  was  aquitted. 

Industrial  work  is  carried  on,  consisting  of  the  manufacture  of  furniture.  Laundry 
work  is  also  done.  A  new  workshop  was  built,  and  industrial  work  is  being  extended. 
Authority  and  an  appropriation  was  obtained  for  an  important  improvement  in  the 
central  office  and  quarters  for  the  warden,  also  for  a  wire  fence  around  the  grounds. 
(Inclosure  47.) 

ILLUMINATION. 

This  is  a  branch  of  the  city  government  concerned  with  the  lighting  of  streets  and 
public  buildings,  also  with  the  telephone  service.  The  care  and  operation  of  a  fire- 
alarm  service  would  properly  fall  to  this  branch  of  city  administration.  This  was  in 
charge  of  Lieut.  H.  D.  Lackore,  Thirteenth  Minnesota  Volunteers.  Capt.  E.  A. 
Millar,  Sixth  Artillery,  succeeded  the  former  on  July  1,  1900,  and  Capt.  C.  R.  Trow- 
bridge relieved  Captain  Millar  on  April  19,  1901.     (Inclosure  48. ) 

Lighting. — A  private  company,  under  contract  with  Spanish  officers  for  the  city, 
had  for  some  time  been  lighting  the  streets,  though  very  inadequately.  The  Amer- 
ican authorities  increased  the  number  of  lights  very  largely.  The  present  cost  of  16- 
candlepower  incandescent  lights  is  $30  per  annum,  and  for  2,000-candlepower  arc 
lights,  $216  gold  per  year.  The  cost  of  lighting  the  city  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
about  $94,000  Mexican.     ( Inclosure  48. ) 

Telephones. — The  Signal  Service  of  the  Army  has  supplied  very  good  telephone 
service.  The  city  service  proper,  a  private  company  under  concession,  has  given  very 
unsatisfactory  service.  The  concession  granted  to  this  company  provides  that  for 
every  100  telephones  put  in  and  used  by  private  subscribers  the  city  should  have  the 
use  of  5  telephones  free.  This  has  resulted  in  the  free  use  of  14  telephones  for  the  city. 
The  amount  paid  for  private  telephones  by  the  city  was  3,357  pesos  for  the  past  year. 

INSPECTION. 

This  was  established  June  3,  1899,  and  consisted  of  personal  examinations  by  the 
officer  in  charge  into  any  subjects  under  the  provost-marshal-general  that  he  ordered 
to  be  inquired  into.  Capt.  Albert  Todd,  Sixth  Artillery,  was  the  first  inspector,  and 
he  was  succeeded  by  Lieut.  Arthur  R.  Kerwin,  Thirteenth  Infantry,  who  continued 
in  charge  until  the  close  of  military  government.  His  report  for  the  last  year  is  here- 
with (inclosure  49),  and  shows  the  general  scope  and  character  of  the  work  assigned. 

RECORDS. 

The  records  controlled  by  the  provost-marshal-general  are  of  two  classes:  First, 
those  relating  to  prisoners,  which  were  first  in  charge  of  Capt  W.  P.  Moffet,  First 
Dakota  Volunteers.  On  March  21,  1899,  Mr.  Ralph  Piatt  succeeded  to  the  custody. 
Second,  notarial  records,  consisting  of  documents  left  or  abandoned  by  former  nota-

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duties  and  performed  them  until  June  30,  1901,  when  he  was  mustered  out  of  the 
volunteer  service.    No  other  officer  was  appointed  to  this  post  subsequently. 

Up  to  June  30,  1900,  the  number  of  persons  arraigned  was  218,  the  trials  resulting 
in  159  convictions;  fines  imposed,  $74,958  Mexican.  Confinements  aggregated  eighty- 
nine  years  and  ten  months. 

The  punishing  power  of  the  inferior  provost  court  was  increased  on  August  25, 1900, 
so  that  sentences  could  be  imposed  of  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for 
two  years  or  a  fine  not  exceeding  1.000  pesos,  or  both. 

The  judges  of  this  court  after  relief  of  Lieutenant  Whitsett  on  February  18, 1901, 
were:  Maj.  W.  H.  Bishop,  Thirty  -sixth  Infantry  Volunteers.  On  the  same  date  an 
additional  inferior  provost  court  was  established,  with  Capt  Warren  H.  Ickis,  Thirty- 
sixth  Infantry  Volunteers,  as  judge.  Both  these  officers  were  mustered  out  of  the 
volunteer  service  on  June  30,  1901,  when  Capt.  Albert  Todd,  Sixth  Artillery,  and 
Lieut.  H.  B.  Myers,  Fifth  Cavalry,  were  detailed.  Captain  Todd  was  relieved  on 
July  2,  1901,  and  Lieutenant  Myers  continued  on  duty  until  the  close  of  military 
government     ( Inclosure  51 . )

MILITARY   COMMISSIONS. 

The  first  one  convened  by  the  provost-marshal-general  was  in  December,  1900. 
Since  then  43  persons  have  been  arraigned  before  these  commissions,  of  whom  27 
were  convicted.  Of  these,  11  were  tried  under  charges  alleging  offenses  connected 
with  the  so-called  commissary  frauds  in  Manila,  while  18  were  charged  with  murder, 
and  10  for  violating  the  laws  of  war;  fines  to  the  amount  of  $4,900  gold  were  imposed, 
and  the  aggregate  of  imprisonment  was  forty  years.  In  several  cases  the  court  brought 
in  a  sentence  of  capital  punishment,  but  in  all  these  cases  the  reviewing  authority 
recommended  mitigation  to  imprisonment.  Of  the  11  persons  tried  for  complicity 
with  the  commissary  frauds  3  were  acquitted.     (Inclosure  51.) 


SAN    LAZABO   ESTATE. 

Tins  is  the  property  of  the  state.  The  nucleus  of  the  fund  used  to  obtain  this  prop- 
erty was  a  charitable  bequest,  the  donor  wishing  the  funds  applied  in  amelioration 
of  the  sufferings  of  those  afflicted  with  leprosy.  Some  time  during  the  last  century 
the  estate  known  by  the  name  as  above  was  secured,  and  its  revenue  has  since  been 
applied  in  paying  the  expenses  of  a  hospital  which  was  erected  on  the  property  which 
is  in  the  city  of  Manila. 

The  report  herewith  of  Captain  Steere  (inclosure  52)  will  give  some  data  as  respects 
the  financial  condition  of  the  property,  and  also  contains  information  respecting  the 
hospital  for  lepers. 

By  order  of  the  military  governor  the  charge  of  the  hospital  and  the  property 
was  given  over  to  the  provoet-marshal-general.    In  the  report  of  Brigadier-General 
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Crowcler  to  the  military  governor,  of  which  an  extract  appears  in  the  inclosure  (52), 
will  be  found  some  further  data  respecting  the  property.  During  the  past  year  there 
have  been  230  patients  treated  in  this  hospital.  The  admissions  since  January  1, 
1901,  were  61,  and  the  number  under  treatment  June  30  was  161.  The  revenue  from 
all  sources  from  the  property  was  $21,330  Mexican.  The  value  of  the  400  acres  of 
land,  much  of  which  is  occupied  under  ground-rent  leasee,  is  estimated  conserva- 
tively at  $1,000,000  gold.     ( Inclosure  52. ) 

MUNICIPAL  ORDINANCES. 

Act  No.  62  of  the  Philippine  Commission  authorized  the  provost-marshal-general, 
with  the  approval  of  the  military  governor,  to  make  and  enforce  for  Manila  police 
and  health  regulations  in  the  nature  of  city  ordinances. 

The  need  of  such  rules  of  action  for  the  police  and  health  officers  had  long  l)een 
manifest.  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  also  had  good  grounds  for  complaint,  because 
there  were  no  recognized  rules  by  wThich  they  could  regulate  such  of  their  actions  and 
dispositions  as  were  frequently  subjects  of  intervention  by  the  city  authorities.  Of 
course  the  military  governor  of  the  city  could  interi>ose,  and  his  will  would  then 
become  the  law,  but  to  govern  in  such  manner  could  but  result  in  discontent  and 
well-grounded  complaint. 

The  act  above  cited,  while  it  gave  large  powers  to  the  city  ruler,  yet  imposed  a 
heavy  responsibility  upon  him,  for  although  the  power  was  delegated  to  him  to  make 
ordinances  the  obligation  to  carefully  consider  and  study  the  effects,  immediate  and 
remote,  of  what  was  to  be  put  out  also  rested  upon  tne  provost-marshal-general. 
Each  head  of  a  department  had  no  difficulty  in  preparing  what  he  judged  to  \ye 
needed  to  set  matters  right  in  his  own  department,  out  those  chiefs  were  often  heed- 
less or  careless  of  the  bearing  their  measures  would  have  upon  others.  A  board  of 
five  members  on  ordinances  was  appointed,  and  the  officer  submitting  a  draft  for 
adoption  was  always  a  member  for  consideration  of  his  own  proposition.  An  able 
young  lawyer,  an  officer  of  volunteers,  who  had  had  considerable  experience  as  a 
city  attorney  in  the  States,  was  appointed  recorder  of  the  l>oard,  of  which  Col.  Samuel 
M.  Mills,  inspector-general,  was  president.  The  utility  of  this  t>oard,  and  particu- 
larly of  the  recorder,  was  very  great  in  preparing  ordinances  and  perfecting  or  recon- 
structing those  submitted,  and  the  provost-marshal-general  gave  them  very  careful 
consideration. 

The  restflt  of  these  efforts  to  prepare  the  more  pressing  needful  rules  that  had 
been  found  to  be  indispensable  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  city  are  submitted 
herewith  as  inclosure  53.  All  drafts  submitted  to  the  military  governor,  save  one  or 
two,  received  his  approval.  The  ordinances,  treating  of  16  different  branches  of 
municipal  government  will,  it  is  believed,  prove  of  utility  to  the  new  government, 
one  of  the  chief  executives  of  which  is  Capt.  William  Tutherly,  who  acted  as 
recorder  of  the  board  of  ordinances  under  the  provo3t-marshal-general. 

FINANCIAL. 

In  the  papers  herewith,  appearing  as  inclosure  54,  are  set  out  some  interesting 
information  respecting  the  financial  administration  of  the  city  in  its  several  branches 
or  departments.  The  amounts  collected  under  the  several  heads  of  city  revenue  are 
also  stated,  and  the  data  may  be  found  useful. 

The  financial  resources  of  the  city  had  of  course  been  very  much  impaired  during 
the  hostilities  which  commenced  with  the  fall  of  Cavite  at  the  l>e£inning  of  May, 
1898.  A  state  of  siege  existed,  and  the  municipal  agencies  were  not  in  smooth  work- 
ing order  when  the  American  troojxs  entered  the  city.  There  were  no  balances  of 
funds  available  for  municipal  requirements.  The  mayor,  Don  Eugenio  del  Saz-Orazco, 
was  called  upon  to  deliver  over  his  duties  and  responsibilities  to  General  MacArthur, 
and  this  was  promptly  done.  Some  of  the  minor  city  officials  were  retained,  but  army 
officers  were  placed  in  charge  of  all  city  departments.  For  military  reasons  this  was 
indispensable,  and  for  financial  reasons  it  was  necessary  to  have  persons  in  the  service 
who  looked  to  some  other  paymaster  than  the  city  to  meet  their  calls  for  compensation. 

Of  the  taxing  agencies  the  collector  of  customs  was  soonest  able  to  report  a  substan- 
tial sum  in  bank,  and  as  the  machinery  for  effecting  a  reform  and  reorganization  of 
city  finances  would  require  time  for  installation,  it  was  decided  to  supply  municipal 
needs  from  the  insular  treasury,  which  then  depended  for  income  almost  exclusively 
on  the  custom-house. 

The  system  of  finance  adopted  for  Manila  by  General  Otis  made  the  commandant 
dependent  on  the  insular  treasury,  and  all  revenue  collected  in  the  town  was  ordered 
to  be  covered  i nto  the  general  insular  chest.  That  system  has  been  continued  through- 
out the  American  occupation. 
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The  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  first  period  (September,  1898,  to  June  30. 
1899)  amounted  to  $163,780.40,  while  the  expenditures  of  the  same  period  reached 
the  aggregate  of  $269,286.93. 

Had  the  service  of  the  army  used  in  administering  local  affairs  been  paid  for  out 
of  the  insular  treasury,  and  value  of  army  supplies  used  been  also  included,  the  total 
amount  would  have  been  three  or  four  times  as  great  as  above  reported. 

The  account  of  operations  for  the  second  year,  1899-1900,  shows  much  larger  fig- 
ures on  both  sides  of  the  account:  Receipts,  $263,786.97;  expenditures,  $799,605.19; 
but  included  in  the  latter  are  special  improvements  that  cost  $137,462.43.  When  the 
American  control  began,  the  collection  of  certain  important  taxes  was  farmed  out. 
The  markets  and  matadero,  for  example,  and  the  usual  collections  of  revenue  from 
such  objects,  were  very  much  less  than  they  have  been  since;  but  the  cost  of  the 
city  service  under  the  Americans  was  very  much  greater  than  it  was  previously. 
The  expenditure  for  1899-1900  for  maintenance  alone  was  more  than  double  the 
amount  customarily  spent  under  Spain. 

Coming  down  to  the  last  year,  1900-1901,  it  appears  that  the  gross  income  was 
$434,880.38;  while  there  was  expended  for  city  services,  maintenance,  $1,337,684.70, 
and  for  special  improvements,  $288,423.11;  or  total  city  expenditure  of  $1,626,107.81. 

One  cause  for  the  increase  of  current  expenses  arises  from  the  fact  that  during  the 
year  1900,  in  preparation  for  a  civil  regime,  which  was  known  to  be  soon  at  hand, 
army  officers  were  gradually  replaced  in  some  cases  by  civilians,  and  almost  all  sol- 
dier clerks  and  other  helps  were  replaced  with  civilians  at  high  wages. 

The  accounts  for  July  and  seven  days  of  August  were  as  follows:  Receipts, 
$23,847.17;  expenditures,  so  far  as  reported,  $163,929.53. 

The  account  for  the  whole  period  of  military  government,  three  years,  lacking  one 
week,  shows  the  collection  of  city  revenues  amounting  to  $876,294.92;  and  of  expen- 
ditures, maintenance,  $2,443,043.92,  and  for  special  improvements,  $415,885.54. 
Total  expenditures,  $2,858,929.46. 

Included  in  the  reported  expenditures  are  considerable  amounts  that  do  not  rep- 
resent city  service  proper,  but  certain  institutions  and  objects  of  expenditure  were, 
for  convenience  and  better  administration,  placed  under  the  provost-marshal-general, 
and  the  expenditures  for  such  objects  were  included  with  the  totals  of  those  pertain- 
ing to  the  city. 

For  the  year  1900-1901  the  sum  expended  on  objects  that  were  purely  insular 
reached  the  aggregate  of  $164,964.52. 

For  further  details  of  receipts  and  expenditures  see  report  of  Maji  George  F. 
Downey,  U.  S.  A.,  disbursing  officer.  (Inclosure  54.)  This  officer  held  the  post 
referred  to  from  and  after  July  26,  1900.  Previous  to  that  time  and  from  Septem- 
ber 1,  1898,  the  disbursing  officer  was  Maj.  T.  D.  Keleher,  U.  S.  V.,  the  office  having 
been  created  on  that  date. 

These  figures  show  the  magnitude  of  the  work,  measured  in  money,  of  governing 
the  city  of  Manila,  using  for  this  purpose,  in  very  large  degree,  a  class  of  employees 
whose  salaries  and  supplies  were  paid  by  the  United  States  Government  from  army 
appropriations. 

The  undersigned  prepared  a  budget  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  city  of 
Manila  for  the  current  year  1901-2,  based  on  the  supposition  that  all  officials  and 
employees  and  supplies  were  to  be  paid  for  at  current  or  equitable  rates  from  civil 
funds  and  that  the  several  departments  of  the  city  government  would  be  organized 
on  the  basis  of  a  modern  American  city.

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The  new  city  charter  (inclosure  37)  in  some  provisions  varies  from  the  draft  of  this 
instrument  prepared  by  the  undersigned  (inclosure  37),  in  that  the  draftsman  of  the 
document  last  referred  to  proposed  that  all  services  appropriate  to  and  necessary  for 
the  municipal  life  should  lie  controlled  by  those  resiKmsible  for  city  government  and 
paid  for  with  municipal  funds  collected  as  provided.  The  new  city  charter  segregates 
the  city  services  into  two  parts — health  and  sanitation ;  education,  audit,  and  prisons — 
and  some  other  minor  items  are  reserved  from  municipal  control  and  will  be  admin- 
istered directly  by  insular  officials.  In  order  that  the  citizen  of  Manila  may  hereafter 
know  what  has  been  the  cost  of  governing  his  city  he  will  be  obliged  to  consult  two 
reports  and  sets  of  figures,  just  as  lie  used  to  do  under  Spain.  There  were  then  three 
budgets  which  contained  items  of  interest  to  him  and  his  pocket— one  for  the  city  of 
Manila,  one  for  the  province  of  the  same  name,  and  one  for  the  archipelago. 

FINALLY. 

The  military  situation  in  Manila  naturally  controlled  all  civil,  social,  and  industrial 
affairs;  but  while  the  army  of  occupation  had  its  own  means  of  support  and,  so  far  as 
concerned  municipal  government,  had  the  requisite  ]>ersonnel  for  erecting  and  main- 
taining, on  the  Spanish  foundations,  a  city  government  that,  supported  by  bayonets, 
would  insure  peaceful  and  orderly  city  rule  and  correct  administration,  yet  it  was 
realized  that  the  conquering  army  would  not  fulfill  its  purpose  if  the  stern  and  arbi- 
trary rule  of  might  and  brute  force  should  be  solely  relied  upon  to  secure  peace  and 
order. 

The  city  government  maintained  by  Spain  and  found  in  operation  on  the  13th  of 
August  could  not  safely  be  maintained  and  continued  bv  those  responsible  for  the  sue* 
cessful  prosecution  of  the  war.  The  city  was  the  politicaf  and  social  capital  and  also  the 
commercial  metropolis.  It  was  the  seat  of  the  insurgent  government  and  the  center  of 
insurrection.  Nearly  all  the  city  high  officials  were  Sf)aniards,  and  they  would  not 
consent  to  remain  in  office.  The  character  and  capacities  of  the  natives  were  as  yet 
unknown,  and  it  would  have  been  a  reckless  procedure  to  have  placed  the  city  in  the 
custody  of  Spaniards  or  natives,  all  strangers  to  those  responsible.  Military  gov- 
ernment only  was  possible,  and  it  was  immediately  implanted,  but  the  people  were 
told  in  the  first  proclamation  of  General  Merritt  that  the  local  municipal  laws  that 
governed  the  domestic  and  commercial  relations  of  the  inhabitants  would  continue  to 
be  enforced  whenever  practicable.  The  arbitrary  military  rule  was  softened  and  tem- 
pered as  for  as  was  ixjssible,  so  that  the  city  might  the  sooner  recover  from  the  effects 
of  the  war  and  the  change  of  government  No  other  tribunals  could  have  administered 
justice,  under  the  circumstances,  as  correctly,  effectively,  and  justly  as  did  the  provost 
courts. 

The  treaty  of  peace  transferred  the  sovereignty  of  the  Philippines  to  the  United 
States.  Many  S])aniards  had  previously  retired  from  the  archipelago  and  many  more 
followed,  so  "that  few  persons  of  prominence  of  the  S(»anish  race  remained.  The 
natives  had  had  no  previous  experience  in  government,  save  in  a  very  minor  degree. 
Scarcely  one  of  their  lawyers  had  ever  sat  on  the  l>ench.  The  important  posts  in  the 
church  had  always  been  "filled  with  prelates  from  the  Peninsula.  Roundly  speaking, 
74  per  cent  of  the  inhabitants  were  of  native  blood,  very  much  improved  or  adulter- 
ated— according  to  the  i>oint  of  view — with  Chinese  blood,  and  21  per  mit  were  pure 
Chinese  aliens.  The  authorities,  military  and  civil,  had  to  look  to  these  classes  and 
to  newly  arrived  citkzens  of  the  United  States  for  material  with  which  to  build  a  city 
government  that  should  stand  alone.  *  It  is  not  surprising  that  many  Americans 
should  be  found  among  what  might  be  called  the  charter  iucml>ers  of  the  new  city 
government,  but  the  policy  always  pursued  by  the  military  commandants  of  Manila 
was  to  utilize  natives  in  public  employments  when  possible. 

The  city  is  now  administered  by  those  appointed  to  their  places  by  the  governor, 
confirmed  by  the  Philippine  Commission,  and  the  world  will  watch  with  keen  inter- 
est the  evolution  of  an  American  city  from  the  Malay  and  Mongolian  elements  which 
now  almost  exclusively  compose  the  population. 

The  Army  has  completed  its  work  in  Manila.  Those  who  assumed  the  military 
government  and  administration  of  civil  affairs  had  no  previous  experience  in  sim- 
ilar duties.  All  concerned  in  the  undertaking  have  done  what  they  could  to  advance 
the  interests  of  the  government  and  the  people.  A  clean  city,  with  streets  in  good 
condition,  and  an  efficient  native  and  American  police  lias  been  transferred  to  the 
civil  officers  recently  appointed,  while  trained  and  efficient  employees,  familiar  with 
their  duties,  are  in  all  the  city  departments. 

The  most  serious  interference  or  difficulty  experienced  in  carrying  out  efficient 
military  government  in  Manila  arose  from  the  frequent  changes  of  officers  connected 
with  the  government  During  the  three  years  there  were  five  military  comman- 
dants, and  four  military  governors  of  the  Philippines  in  the  same  period.    There  was 
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no  city  department  that  did  not  have  two  or  more  chiefs  during  the  period,  and  the 
most  of  them  had  from  three  to  five,  but  there  appears  to  be  no  practicable  means 
for  securing  permanence  in  office  during  a  state  of  war  in  such  cases*

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  my  actions  since  my  arrival 
within  the  Walled  City  of  Manila,  acting  under  orders  from  General  Merritt: 

My  command,  consisting  of  nine  companies,  arrived  in  the  Walled  City  of  Manila 
about  4  o'clock  p.  m.  on  August  13  and  took  up  a  position  in  front  of  the  Palace 
Royal  or  the  executive  building  during  the  final  capitulations  entered  into  by  Gen- 
eral Merritt  Under  instructions  from  General  Merritt,  I  detailed  Company  A  of 
my  command  to  lower  the  Spanish  flag  and  raise  the  American  colors  on  the  main 
flagstaff  on  the  city  wall.  I  also  received  orders  to  proceed  at  once  to  receive  all 
arms  and  ammunition  of  the  Spanish  forces  then  in  the  city  and  to  take  possession  of 
all  magazines  and  public  property,  and  in  conformity  with  these  instructions  I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  I  received  during  this  term  some  12,000  or  15,000  stands  of 
Mauser  and  Remington  arms  combined,  together  with  the  necessary  belts,  bayonet 
scabbard  attachments,  and  cartridge  boxes,  also  in  the  neighborhood  of  about  3,000,000 
rounds  of  ammunition  for  the  same.  I  also  received  about  50  pieces  of  artillery  of 
various  calibers,  together  with  their  caissons,  and  a  large  amount  of  fixed  ammuni- 
tion for  the  same.  Also,  on  the  heavy  fortifications,  I  have  the  honor  to  report 
that  we  secured  4  large  Krupp  siege  guns,  9  Armstrong  siege  £uns,  and  a  miscella- 
neous lot  of  fortification  pieces  of  various  calibers,  together  with  3  magazines,  con- 
taining in  the  neighborhood  of  about  120  tons  of  powder  and  other  ammunition;  also 
two  troops  of  cavalry,  and  the  necessary  horses  attached  to  the*  artillery,  making  in 
all  300  to  350  horses  all  told,  together  with  the  necessary  harness  and  saddles  and 
other  equipments  for  service. 

I  also  took  possession  of  the  treasury  building,  located  in  the  Walled  City,  and 
having  in  its  vaults  in  the  neighborhood  of  $750,000. 

In  the  several  churches  we  have  also  secured  a  large  amount  of  supplies  in  the 
shape  of  rice,  canned  sardines,  sugar,  flour,  and  sundry  provisions,  having  been 
stored  there  previously  by  the  Spanish  officials. 

I  also  took  charge  of  various  smaller  places,  having  what  was  supposed  to  be  govern- 
ment property  stored  in  the  same,  all  being  placed  properly  under  a  secure  guard 
and  the  same  maintained  up  to  the  present  date. 

I  wish  to  state  that  during  this  period  I  have  excercised,  to  the  very  best  of  my 
ability,  a  very  cautious  and  conservative  system  in  regard  to  everything  that  would 
carry  out  a  peaceful  and  harmonious  termination  of  the  receiving  of  this  public  prop- 
erty. I  have  also  cautioned  all  my  sentries  on  post  to  be  vigilant  and  to  show  due 
courtesy  to  all  Spanish  troops  who  nad  surrendered  within  the  city.  Finally,  I  have 
exercised,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  carry  out  what  I  considered  your  wish  in 
every  detail,  and  I  would  mention,  as  one  feature,  that  in  the  handling  of  all  these 
pieces,  as  numerous  as  they  were,  and  fully  two-thirds  having  been  loaded  at  the 
time,  not  an  accidental  shot  was  fired  nor  an  accident  of  any  kind  occurred.  The 
city  is  now  in  a  quiet  and  peaceful  state. 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  this,  my  final  report,  in  regard  to  my  position  as  acting 
provost-marshal  for  the  Walled  City  of  Manila.

CAPITULATION   OF  SPANISH   TROOPS   AND  CITY   OP  MANILA. 

Manila,  August  14,  1898. 

The  undersigned,  having  been  appointed  a  commission  to  determine  the  details  of 
the  capitulation  of  the  city  and  defenses  of  Manila  and  its  suburbs  and  the  Spanish 
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forces  stationed  therein,  in  accordance  with  the  agreement  entered  into  the  previous 
day  by  Maj.  Gen.  Wesley  Merritt,'U.  S.  A.,  American  commander  in  chief  in  the 
Philippines,  and  His  Excellency  Don  Fermin  Jaudenes,  acting  general  in  chief  of  the 
Spanish  army  in  the  Philippines,  have  agreed  upon  the  following: 

1.  The  Spanish  troops,  European  and  native,  capitulate  with  the  city  and  its 
defenses,  with  ail  the  honors  of  war,  depositing  their  arms  in  the  places  designated 
by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  and  remaining  in  the  quarters  designated  and 
under  the  orders  of  their  officers  and  subject  to  control  of  the  aforesaid  United  States 
authorities  until  the  conclusion  of  a  treaty  of  peace  between  the  two  belligerent 
nations. 

All  persons  included  in  the  capitulation  remain  at  liberty,  the  officers  remaining 
in  their  respective  homes,  which  shall  be  respected  as  long  as  they  observe  the  regu- 
lations prescribed  for  their  government  and  tne  laws  in  force. 

2.  Officers  shall  retain  their  side  arms,  horses,  and  private  property. 

3.  All  public  horses  and  public  property  of  all  kinds  shall  be  turned  over  to  staff 
officers  designated  by  the  United  States. 

4.  Complete  returns,  in  duplicate,  of  men  bv  organizations,  and  full  lists  of  public 

Sroperty  and  stores  shall  be  rendered  to  the  United  States  within  ten  days  from  this 
ate. 

5.  All  questions  relating  to  the  repatriation  of  officers  and  men  of  the  Sf>anish  forces 
and  of  their  families  and  of  the  expense  which  said  repatriation  may  occasion  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Government  of  tne  United  States  at  Washington. 

Spanish  families  may  leave  Manila  at  any  time  convenient  to  them. 
Tne  return  of  the  arms  surrendered  by  the  Spanish  forces  shall  take  place  when 
they  evacuate  the  city  or  when  the  American  army  evacuates. 

6.  Officers  and  men  included  in  the  capitulation  shall  be  supplied  by  the  United 
States,  according  to  their  rank,  with  rations  and  necessary  aid  as  though  they  were 
prisoners  of  war,  until  the  conclusion  of  a  treaty  of  peace  uetween  the  United  States 
and  Spain. 

All  the  funds  in  the  Spanish  treasury  and  all  other  public  funds  shall  t>e  turned 
over  to  the  authorities  of  the  United  States. 

7.  This  city,  its  inhabitants,  its  churches  and  religious  worship,  its  educational 
establishments,  and  its  private  property  of  all  descriptions  are  placed  under  the  special 
safeguard  of  the  faitlj  and  honor  of  the  American  army.

Headquarters  Department  op  the  Pacific, 

August  14,  1S98. 
To  the  People  of  the  Philippines: 

1.  War  has  existed  between  the  United  States  and  Spain  since  April  21  of  this 
year.  Since  that  date  you  have  witnessed  the  destruction,  by  an  American  fleet,  of 
the  Spanish  naval  power  in  these  islands,  the  fall  of  the  principal  city,  Manila,  and 
its  defenses,  and  the  surrender  of  the  Spanish  anny  of  occupation  to  the  forces  of 
the  United  States. 

2.  The  commander  of  the  United  States  forces  now  in  possession  has  instructions 
from  his  Government  to  assure  the  people  that  he  has  not  come  to  wage  war  upon 
them  nor  upon  any  party  or  faction  among  them,  but  to  protect  them  in  their  homes, 
in  their  employments,  and  in  their  personal  and  religious  rights.  All  persons  who, 
by  active  aid  or  honest  submission,  cooperate  with  the  United  States  in  its  efforts  to 
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give  effect  to  this  beneficent  purpose,  will  receive  the  reward  of  its  support  and 
protection. 

3.  The  government  established  among  you  by  the  United  States  Army  is  a  govern- 
ment of  military  occupation;  and  for  the  present  it  is  ordered  that  the  municipal 
laws,  such  as  affect  private  rights  of  persons  and  property,  regulate  local  institutions, 
and  provide  for  the  punishment  of  crime,  shall  be  considered  as  continuing  in  force, 
so  far  as  compatible  with  the  purposes  of  military  government,  and  that  they  be 
administered  through  the  ordinary  tribunals  substantially  as  before  occupation,  but 
by  officials  appointed  by  the  government  of  occupation. 

4.  A  provost-marshal-general  will  be  appointed  for  the  city  of  Manila  and  its  out- 
lying districts.  This  territory  will  be  divided  into  subdistricts,  and  there  will  be 
assigned  to  each  a  deputy  provost-marshal. 

The  duties  of  the  provost-marshal-general  and  his  deputies  will  be  set  forth  in 
detail  in  future  orders.  In  a  general  way  they  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  making 
arrests  of  military  as  well  as  civil  offenders,  sending  such  of  the  former  class  as  are 
triable  by  courts-martial  to  their  proper  commands,  with  statements  of  their  offenses 
and  names  of  witnesses,  and  detaining  in  custody  all  other  offenders  for  trial  by 
military  commission,  provost  courts,  or  native  criminal  courts,  in  accordance  with 
law  and  the  instructions  hereafter  to  be  issued. 

5.  The  port  of  Manila,  and  all  other  ports  and  places  in  the  Philippines  which 
may  be  in  the  actual  possession  of  our  land  and  naval  forces,  will  be  open  while  our 
military  occupation  may  continue  to  the  commerce  of  all  neutral  nations,  as  well  as 
our  own,  in  articles  not  contraband  of  war,  and  upon  payment  of  the  prescribed  rates 
of  duty  which  may  be  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  importation. 

6.  All  churches  and  places  devoted  to  religious  worship  and  to  the  arts  and  sciences, 
all  educational  institutions,  libraries,  scientific  collections,  museums  are,  so  far  as 
possible,  to  be  protected;  and  all  destruction  or  intentional  defacement  of  such  places 
or  property,  of  historical  monuments,  archives,  or  works  of  science  is  prohibited 
save  when  required  by  urgent  military  necessity.  Severe  punishment  will  be  meted 
out  for  all  violations  of  this  regulation. 

The  custodians  of  all  properties  of  the  character  mentioned  in  this  section  will 
make  prompt  returns  thereof  to  these  headquarters,  stating  character  and  location 
and  embodying  such  recommendations  as  they  may  think  proper  for  the  full  protec- 
tion of  the  properties  under  their  care  and  custody,  that  proper  orders  may  be  issued 
enjoining  the  cooperation  of  both  military  and  civil  authorities  in  securing  such 
protection. 

7.  The  commanding  general  in  announcing  the  establishment  of  military  govern- 
ment and  in  entering  upon  his  duties  as  military  governor,  in  pursuance  of  his 
appointment  as  such  by  tne  Government  of  the  United  States,  desires  to  assure  the  peo- 
ple that  so  long  as  they  preserve  the  peace  and  perform  their  duties  toward  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  they  will  not  be  disturbed  in  their  persons  and  prop- 
erty except  in  so  far  as  may  be  found  necessary  for  the  good  of  the  service  of  the 
United  States  and  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  Philippines.

Col.  James  F.  Smith,  First  California  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  addition  to  his 
duties  as  regimental  commander,  is  appointed  deputy  provost-marshal  for  the  district 
of  the  city  north  of  the  Pasig  River,  and  will  report  to  General  MacArthur.  Col.  8. 
Ovenshine,  Twenty-third  United  States  Infantry,  is  appointed  deputy  provost-marshal 
for  the  districts  of  the  city  ( including  Ermita  and  Malate)  outside  of  "the  Walled  Town 
and  south  of  the  Pasig  Kiver,  and  will  report  to  General  MacArthur. 

IV.  Under  paragraphs  3  and  4  of  the  terms  of  capitulation  full  lists  of  public  prop- 
erty and  stores  and  returns,  in  duplicate,  of  the  men  by  organizations  are  to  be  ren- 
dered to  the  United  States  within  ten  days,  and  public  horses  and  public  property 
of  all  kinds  are  to  be  turned  over  to  the  staff  officers  of  the  United  States  designated 
to  receive  them.  Under  these  paragraphs  the  chief  of  artillery  at  these  headquarters 
and  the  chiefs  of  the  staff  departments  will  take  possession  of  the  public  property 
turned  over  as  above,  pertaining  to  their  respective  departments. 

The  returns  of  the  prisoners  will  l>e  submitted  to  the  military  commandant  of  the 
city,  who  will  assign  the  men  for  quarters  in  such  public  buildings  and  barracks  as 
are  not  required  for  the  use  of  United  States  troops.  The  horses  and  private  prop- 
erty of  the  officers  of  the  Spanish  forces  are  not  to  be  disturbed.  The  chief  pay- 
inaster  at  these  headquarters  will  turn  over  such  portion  of  the  Spanish  public  funds 
revived  by  him,  by  virtue  of  this  order,  to  the  military  commandant  above  desig- 
nated as  may  be  necessary  for  the  administration  of  his  office.

I.  For  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  in  those  portions  of  the  Philippines  occu- 
pied or  controlled  by  the  Army  of  the  United  States  and  to  provide  means  to  promptly 
punish  infractions  of  the  same,  military  commissions  and  provost  courts,  composed 
and  constituted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  war,  will  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  as  occasion  may  require. 

II.  The  local  courts,  continued  in  force  for  certain  purposes  in  proclamation  from 
these  headquarters,  dated  August  14,  1898,  shall  not  exercise  jurisdiction  over  any 
crime  or  offense  committed  by  any  person  belonging  to  the  Army  of  the  United  States, 
or  any  retainer  of  the  Army,  or  person  serving  with  it,  or  any  person  furnishing  or 
transporting  supplies  for  the  Army,  nor  over  any  crime  or  offense  committed  on 
either  of  the  same  by  any  inhabitant  or  temporary  resident  of  said  territory.  In  such 
cases,  except  when  courts-martial  have  jurisdiction,  jurisdiction  to  try  and  punish  is 
vested  in  military  commissions  and  the  provost  court  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

III.  The  crimes  and  offenses  triable  by  military  commission  are  murder,  man- 
slaughter, assault  and  battery  with  intent  to  kill,  robbery,  rape,  assault  and  battery 
with  intent  to  commit  rape,  and  such  other  crimes,  offenses,  or  violations  of  the  laws 
of  war  as  may  be  referred  to  it  for  trial  by  the  commanding  general.  The  punish- 
ment awarded  by  military  commission  shall  conform,  as  far  as  possible,  to  the  laws 
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of  the  United  States,  or  of  either  of  the  States,  or  the  custom  of  war.     Its  sentence  is 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commanding  general. 

IV.  The  provost  court  has  jurisdiction  to  try  all  other  crimes  and  offenses  referred 
to  in  Section  II  of  this  order  not  exclusively  triable  by  courts-martial  or  military 
commission,  including  violations  of  orders  or  the  laws  of  war,  and  such  cases  as  may  be 
referred  to  it  by  the  commanding  general.  It  shall  have  power  to  punish  with  con- 
finement, witlf  or  without  hard  labor,  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  with  fine  not 
exceeding  $250,  or  both.  Its  sentence  does  not  require  the  approval  of  the  com- 
manding general,  but  may  l>e  mitigated  or  remitted  by  him. 

V.  The  judge  of  the  provost  court  will  be  appointed  by  the  commanding  general. 
When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  provost  court,  its  power  of  punishment  is  inadequate, 
it  shall  certify  the  case  to  the  commanding  general  for  his  consideration  and  action.

Until  such  time  as  by  orders  from  these  headquarters  it  shall  be  declared  that  the 
local  courts  arc  reorganized,  under  proclamation  from  headquarters  Department  of 
the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  dated  August  14,  1898,  and  have  resumed  their 
criminal  jurisdiction,  all  crimes  and  offenses  committed  by  inhabitants  or  temporary 
residents  and  not  triable  by  court-martial  are  triable  by  military  commissions  anS 
provost  courts.  The  graverof  these  offenses,  such  as  are  usually  punishable  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  either  of  the  States,  or  under  the  laws  of  war,  by 
death  or  long  terms  of  imprisonment,  will  be  referred  for  trial  to  military  commis- 
sions, and  charges  in  all  such  cases  will  l>e  sent  to  the  judge-advocate  at  these  head- 
quarters for  such  reference.  To  the  provost  courts  the  provost-marshal-general  is 
authorized  to  refer  for  trial  all  other  crimes  and  offenses  of  the  class  referred  to  above 
which  may,  in  his  opinion,  l>e  adequately  punished  within  the  punishing  power  of 
such  courts  as  hereinafter  established. 

So  much  of  paragraph  4,  General  Orders,  No.  8,  current  series,  Headquarters  Depart- 
ment of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Gorps,  as  limits  the  punishing  power  ol  the 
provost  court  for  the  city  of  Manila  to  confinement,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for 
not  more  than  six  months,  or  to  fine  not  exceeding $250,  or  both,  is  revoked,  and  the 
punishing  power  of  said  court  is  fixed  at  confinement,  with  or  without  hard  labor,  for 
a  |ieriod  of  one  year,  or  fine  not  exceeding  $1,000,  or  l>oth. 

An  inferior  provost  court  with  jurisdiction  to  punish  by  confinement,  with  or  with- 
out hard  labor,  for  a  ]>eriod  of  two  months,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  $50,  or  both,  is 
hereby  established. 

Capt.  Thomas  R.  liamer,  First  Idaho  Volunteers,  is  hereby  appointed  judge  of  the 
inferior  provost  court.  He  will  hold  the  sessions  of  his  court  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  directed  by  the  provost-marshal-general.  The  procedure  of  this 
court  will  conform  to  that  of  the  provost  court  for  the  city  of  Manila,  and  a  record  of 
all  cases  tried,  assimilated  to  that  of  the  summary  court,  will  be  kept. 

U]K>n  the  last  day  of  each  month  transcripts  of  all  cases  tried  bv  the  provostcourta 
during  the  month  will  be  rendered  by  the  judges  thereof,  through  the  provost-marshal- 
general,  to  these  headquarters,  setting  forth  the  offenses  committed  and  the  penal- 
ties awarded.

General  Orders,  1  Headquarters  Department  of  the  Pacific

No.  18.  J  Manila,  P.  L,  September  24,  1898. 

General  Orders,  No.  1,  current  series,  Headquarters  Department  of  the  Pacific,  is 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Until  such  time  as  by  orders  of  the  military  governor  it  shall  be  declared  that  the 
local  courts  are  reorganized,  under  proclamation  from  Headquarters  Department  of 
the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  dated  August  14,  1898,  and  have  resumed  their 
criminal  jurisdiction,  all  crimes  and  offenses  committed  by  inhabitants  or  temporary 
residents  and  not  triable  by  court-martial  are  triable  by  military  commissions  and 
provost  courts.  Of  these  crimes  and  offenses,  those  which  are  capita)  and  such 
others  as  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  commanding  general  will  be  brought  to  trial 
before  the  military  commission,  and  charges  in  such  cases  will  be  forwarded  to  these 
headquarters,  through  the  provost-marshal-general's  office,  for  proper  reference. 
Charges  alleging  crimes  and  offenses  not  capital,  of  the  class  above  referred  to,  which 
may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  provost-marshal-general,  be  adequately  punished  within 
the  punishing  power  of  the  provost  court,  or  of  the  inferior  provost  court  hereinafter 
established,  will  be  referred  by  him  direct  to  such  courts  for  trial. 

So  much  of  paragraph  4,  General  Orders,  No.  8,  current  series,  Headquarters  Depart- 
ment of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  as  limits  the  punishing  power  of  the 
provost  court,  is  revoked,  and  the  punishing  power  of  said  court  is  fixed  at  confine- 
ment, with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  a  period  of  one  year,  or  fine  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  or  both. 

An  inferior  provost  court,  with  jurisdiction  to  punish  by  confinement,  with  or  with- 
out hard  labor,  for  a  period  of  two  (2)  months,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars 
($50),  or  both,  is  hereby  established. 

Capt.  Thomas  R.  Hamer,  First  Idaho  Volunteers,  is  hereby  appointed  judge  of 
the  inferior  provost  court  He  will  hold  the  sessions  of  his  court  at  such  times  and 
places  as  may  be  directed  by  the  provost-marshal-general.  The  procedure  of  this 
court  will  conform  to  that  of  the  provost  court  for  the  city  of  Manila,  and  a  record  of 
all  cases  tried,  assimilated  to  that  of  the  summary  court,  will  be  kept. 

Upon  the  last  day  of  each  month  transcripts  of  all  cases  tried  by  toe  provost  courts 
during  the  month  will  be  rendered  by  the  judges  thereof,  through  the  provost- 
marshal-general,  to  these  headquarters,  setting  forth  the  offenses  committed  and  the 
penalties  awarded.

The  board  will  keep  a  vigilant  watch  over  the  sanitation  of 
the  city  and  its  suburbs,  and  will  report  all  unsanitary  conditions  that  arc,  or  may 
become  in  time,  a  menace  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  public. 

In  order  to  secure  prompt  reports  of  deaths  not  reported  by  a  regular  physician 
in  attendance,  to  provide  medical  attendance  for  the  Hick  poor,  and  to  secure  a 
closer  personal  watch  against  epidemics,  contagious  or  Infectious  diseases,  the  oily 
and  suburbs  are  divided  into  ten  geographical  districts,  to  each  of  which  there  is 
assigned  a  dulv  qualified  physician,  as  follows:  First  district,  I>r.

The  building  known  and  designated  as  the  Woman's  Ward  of  the  Bilibid  prison  of 
Manila  is  set  aside  as  a  military  prison  for  the  confinement  of  all  duly  sentenced 
"general  prisoners"  of  the  command  and  of  all  "garrison  prisoners"  belonging  to 
military  organizations  serving  in  Manila  who  have  been  duly  sentenced  to  suffer  a 
confinement  of  two  months  or  more. 

The  prison  is  placed  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  provost-marshal-general, 
who  will  be  guided  in  its  conduct,  and  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  prisoners,  by  the 
provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  55,  Adjutant's-General's  Office,  of  1895,  in  so  far 
as  they  may  be  applicable  to  conditions. 

Prisoners  will  be  sent  to  the  prison  and  delivered  to  the  officer  in  immediate 
charge  of  the  same,  under  the  instructions  of  division  commanders.  "General  pris- 
oners" of  the  Cavite  command  will  be  sent  there  direct  by  order  of  the  commanding 
officer  of  that  station.  Those  now  serving  sentences  and  to  whom  the  provisions  of 
this  order  apply  may  be  sent  to  the  prison  on  or  after  Thursday  next,  the  3d  proximo.

Copy  of  order  issued  by  insurgent  general  at  Malolos,  secured  by  the  provost- 
marsnal-general,  February  15,  1899: 

"First.  You  will  so  dispose  that  at  8  o'clock  at  night  the  individuals  of  the  terri- 
torial militia  at  your  order  will  be  found  united  in  all  the  streets  of  San  Pedro  armed 
with  their  'bolos7'  and  revolvers,  and  guns,  and  ammunition,  if  convenient. 

"Second.  Philippine  families  only  wul  be  respected.  They  should  not  be  molested, 
but  all  other  individuals,  of  whatever  race  they  may  be,  will  be  exterminated  with- 
out any  compassion,  after  the  extermination  oi  the  army  of  occupation. 

"Third. 'The  defenders  of  the  Philippines  in  your  command  will  attack  the  guard 
at  Bilibid  and  liberate  the  prisoners  and  'presidarios,'  and,  having  accomplished  this, 
they  will  be  armed,  saying  to  them,  'Brothers,  we  must  avenge  ourselves  on  the 
Americans  and  exterminate  them,  that  we  may  take  our  revenge  for  the  infamies 
and  treacheries  which  they  have  committed  upon  us.  Have  no  compassion  upon 
them;  attack  with  vigor.  All  Filipinos  "en  masse"  will  second  you.  "Long  live 
Filipino  independence."' 

"Fifth.  The  order  which  will  be  followed  in  the  attack  will  be  as  follows:  The 
sharpshooters  of  Tondo  and  Santa  Ana  will  begin  the  attack  from  without,  and  these 
shots  will  be  the  signal  for  the  militia  of  Trozo,  Binondo,  Quiapo,  and  Sampaloc  to 
go  out  into  the  streets  and  do  their  duty;  those  of  Paco,  Ermita,  and  Malate,  Santa 
Cruz,  and  San  Miguel  will  not  start  out  until  12  o'clock,  unless  they  see  their  com- 
panions need  assistance. 

"Sixth.  The  militia  will  start  out  at  3  o'clock  in  the  morning.  If  all  do  their  duty 
our  revenge  will  be  complete.  Brothers!  Europe  contemplates  us.  We  know  how 
to  die  as  men  shedding  our  blood  in  the  defense  of  the  liberty  of  our  country.  Death 
to  tyrants;  war  without  quarter  to  the  false  Americans  who  have  deceived  us.  Either 
independence  or  death."

Sir:  The  following  detailed  report  of  the  fires  and  the  accompanying  events  that 
occurred  on  the  22d  and  23d  of  February  are  submitted  for  the  information  of  the 
department  commander: 

A  few  minutes  after  8  p.  m.  on  the  22d  a  fire  was  noticed  in  No.  22  Calle  Lacosta, 
in  the  suburb  of  Santa  Cruz,  this  city.  The  house  was  the  abiding  place  of  Filipinos 
of  ill  repute.  The  police,  as  represented  by  the  Thirteenth  Minnesota  Volunteers, 
arrived  on  the  scene  almost  immediately  and  were  able  to  establish  beyond  a  doubt 
that  the  fire  was  of  incendiary  origin  and  that  kerosene  oil  was  the  fuel  made  use  of 
in  starting  it.  The  entire  fire  department  of  the  city  and  the  volunteer  brigade  of 
English  firemen  and  their  engine  were  on  the  ground  with  reasonable  promptness, 
ana  all  worked  with  a  zeal  that  was  very  commendable.  The  wind  at  the  time  was 
variable,  and  it  was  necessary  to  fight  the  fire  from  three  sides.  Efforts  were  made 
to  prevent  the  efficiency  of  the  firemen  by  occasional  shots  from  the  surrounding 
houses.  This  was  stopped  by  calling  up  some  of  the  provost  guard.  Efforts  were 
also  made  to  destroy  the  fire  hose  bv  puncturing  it,  but  the  police  cured  this  trouble 
with  commendable  promptness.  The  locality  was  well  selected  for  the  nefarious  pur- 
pose of  the  incendiary.  The  buildings  were  constructed  of  light  material  and  the 
streets  narrow.  Furthermore,  it  was  a  district  peopled  by  Chinamen,  and  they  had 
large  stores  of  dry  cocoanut  shells  stored  for  fuel.  The  light  fibers  of  these  shells  not 
only  ignite  very  readily  but  they  carry  sparks  in  clouds.  Owing  to  these  causes  it 
was  11  o'clock  p.  m.  before  the  fire  department  could  get  sufficient  control  of  the  fire 
to  assume  the  offensive  and  subdue  it.  This  fire  burned  two  blocks,  as  shown  in  the 
accompanying  map,  marked  "A."  It  would  seem  that  the  object  of  this  fire  was  to 
burn  out  the  barracks  of  the  Tenth  Pennsylvania  Volunteers  and  the  police  company 
on  Calle  Dolores. 

About  the  time  the  fire  in  Santa  Cruz  was  brought  under  control  a  second  one  was 
noticed  in  the  suburb  of  Tondo.  At  this  time  a  westerly  wind  was  blowing  a  good 
sailing  breeze,  and  the  fire  was  situated  in  the  nipa  district  of  the  suburb.  It  was 
both  useless  and  dangerous  to  struggle  against  it.  This  fire  was  started  by  insurgent 
soldiers  who  had  entered  the  city  by  passing  around  the  left  of  General  MacArthur's 
line.  It  was  started  at  different  points  to  windward  of  the  locations  of  two  of  the 
city  police  stations — Companies  M  and  C,  Thirteenth  Minnesota — with  the  evident 
intention  of  roasting  them  out.  The  possibility  of  such  tactics  on  the  part  of  the 
enemy  had  been  foreseen  and  provided  against.  The  police  companies  took  position 
to  defend  the  suburb  of  Binondoat  Paseo  de  Azcarraga  and  were  promptly  supported 
by  other  troops  of  the  provost  guard,  Company  E,  Twenty-third  U.  S.  Infantry,  Cap- 
tain Pratt,  joining  them  by  way  of  Jolo  street,  and  Company  H,  Second  Oregon, 
Captain  McDonell,  by  way  of  Calle  Santo  Cristo.  These  troops  checked  any  advance 
on  the  part  of  the  enemy  from  TondOj  and  the  fire  exhausted  its  material  by  2  o'clock. 
Unfortunately,  enemies  were  on  all  sides,  and  occasional  shots  were  fired  from  houses 
in  the  vicinity. 

The  first  altera pt  of  the  incendiaries  to  start  a  fire  in  the  rear  of  the  troops  was 
made  in  the  main  building  of  the  Binondo  market.  But  this  effort  failed  through 
the  vigilance  of  the  police,  who  discovered  it  before  it  had  gotten  beyond  their  power 
to  master  it.  A  second  and  successful  effort  was  made  by  setting  fire  to  some  nipa 
structures  outside  the  main  building.  The  wind  had  increased,  and  this  fire  coming 
before  that  at  Santa  Cruz  was  extinguished,  the  fires  spread  westward  and  southward 
with  rapidity.  The  firemen  reached  the  locality  at  2.30,  greatly  fatigued,  and  the 
volunteer  brigade  seemed  to  have  become  totally  discouraged  and  left  the  place  with 
their  engine  without  even  getting  up  steam.  Fortunately,  provisions  had  been  made 
for  such  a  contingency  by  sending  for  Major  Ganterbein's  battalion  of  the  Second 
Oregon  Volunteers. 

Some  powder  cartridges  had  been  previously  arranged  for  with  Capt  W.  T.  Wood, 
chief  ordnance  officer,  and  for  some  axes  with  the  engineer  department,  both  of 
which  arrived  on  the  ground  in  time  to  meet  this  emergency.  The  fire  at  this  time 
had  hopelessly  involved  the  two  blocks  next  to  the  Mercado.  It  was  futile,  with  the 
means  at  hand,  to  attempt  to  check  the  fire  to  leeward,  but  it  seemed  possible  to 

Crevent  ite  getting  a  hold  across  Calle  de  Lavazares.  After  the  English  volunteer 
rigade  had  taken  their  engine  from  the  scene  it  became  necessary  to  organize  a 
volunteer  fire  company  from  the  battalion  of  the  Second  Oregon  Volunteers  and  to 
send  and  seize  the  engine  and  to  call  all  other  engines  from  the  Santa  Cruz  district 
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at  the  risk  of  a  second  outbreak  there.  During  the  time  required  to  accomplish 
these  things  the  only  means  at  hand  for  checking  the  flames  were  powder,  axes, 
water  carried  in  buckets,  pots,  etc.  The  time  finally  came  when  the  only  resort  was 
powder.  The  danger  points  were  mainly  confined  to  two  corners,  one  the  southeast 
corner  of  Calle  Lavazares  and  Calle  Fundidor  (No.  14  Calle  Fundidor),  and  the 
other  was  the  northwest  corner  of  Lavazares  and  Santo  de  Cristo  streets  (No.  48  Calle 
Santo  Cristo).  The  building  first  named  was  so  much  ablaze  that  it  had  started  a  fire 
in  the  building  across  the  street.  As  it  was  still  possible  to  extinguish  the  fire  across 
the  street  by  pressing  Chinamen  and  carrying  water  in  buckets,  pots,  etc.,  if  the 
house  across  the  street  was  neutralized,  it  was  determined  to  use  the  powder  charge 
of  a  10-inch  gun  in  destroying  that  building.  This  building  was  hopelessly  involved 
in  the  fire  at  the  time,  and  the  exploding  of  the  cartridge  only  hastened  its  demoli- 
tion by  a  few  moments.  The  building  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Lavazares  and 
Santo  Cristo  streets  (No.  48  Calle  Santo  Cristo)  was  two  stories  high,  and  when  it 
became  fully  involved  it  was  evident  that  it  would  be  impossible  with  the  means  at 
hand  to  prevent  the  house  on  the  northwest  corner  taking  fire  unless  some  radical 
measures  were  taken.  A  powder  cartridge  was  carried  in,  inclosed  in  its  metallic 
case,  and  was  exploded  in  the  corner  of  the  building  for  the  purpose  of  wrecking  it, 
which  it  did.  Tnis  cartridge  only  hastened  the  destruction  of  the  building,  as  it  was 
already  so  fully  caught  by  the  flames  that  it  could  not  have  been  defended,  and,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  no  effort,  under  the  conditions,  Would  have  been  made  to  do  so.  In 
the  meantime  the  block  south  of  Calle  de  Santo  Cristo  and  between  Calles  Lavazares 
and  de  Clavel  had  burned  rapidly,  and  before  a  sufficient  number  of  streams  could 
be  gotten  on  it  the  flames  haa  crossed  Calle  de  Elcano,  and  before  its  progress  could 
be  stopped  about  one-third  of  this  block  was  also  in  ashes.  The  market,  two  full 
blocks,  and  about  one-third  of  another  were  burned  at  this  place.  This  third  fire 
was  subdued  by  7  a.  m.  of  the  23d. 

The  enemy  still  held  possession  of  the  northern  portion  of  the  suburb  of  Tondo, 
above  Moriones  street,  and  while  the  provost  guard  was  engaged  in  suppressing  the 
fire  and  preserving  order  in  the  city  they  were  busy  erecting  barricades  and  field- 
works,  for  which  purposes  they  used  materials  ready  at  hand  for  building  purposes, 
foundation  stones,  railroad  iron,  etc.,  and  in  many  instances  the  walled  courts  and 
houses  were  occupied.  After  the  provost  guard  had  some  rest  and  breakfast,  six 
companies  were  sent  to  throw  these  invaders  out  of  the  city — two  companies  of  the 
Thirteenth  Minnesota,  two  companies  of  the  Second  Oregon,  and  two  companies 
of  the  Twenty-third  U.  S.  Infantry,  the  whole  being  under  the  direction  of  Maj.  G.  A. 
Goodale,  Twenty-third  U.  S.  Infantry.  The  work  was  thoroughly  done,  and  the  city 
was  cleared  of  armed,  organized  insurgents  by  5  p.  m.  In  this  contest  the  loss  of  the 
enemy  was  severe,  as  they  were  in  some  instances  caught  in  inclosures  from  which 
they  could  not  escape,  and  they  would  not  surrender.  The  houses  along  the  line  of 
the  enemies'  retreat  were  nearly  all  burned  during  the  affair.  As  they  were  nearly 
all  of  nipa,  the  loss  in  money  value  was  not  great 

The  loss  in  Binondo  was  the  heaviest,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  some  steps 
to  provide  new  market  accommodations  for  that  place  in  the  near  future. 

The  lesson  learned  by  these  fires  is  that  we  are  living  in  the  midst  oi  cruel  enemies, 
who  are  capable  of  resorting  to  any  means  to  further  their  ends. 

The  work  performed  by  the  provost  guard  was  exceedingly  satisfactory.  All  did 
their  very  best. 

I  wish  to  make  special  mention  of  Sergt  Leon  H.  Chick,  Battery  H,  Third  U.  S. 
Artillery,  who  was  acting  under  the  direction  of  Capt.  W.  T.  Wood,  chief  of  ord* 
nance,  in  placing  and  firing  the  powder  cartridges.  The  fuse  of  the  second  car- 
tridge failed,  and  the  building  was  one  sheet  of  flame  in  the  lighter  materials  of  the 
upper  story.  Sergeant  Chick  simply  asked,  when  it  became  apparent  that  the  first 
fuse  had  probably  failed,  if  Captain  Wood  wished  the  fuse  replaced,  and  on  receiving 
an  affirmative  answer  he  entered  the  building,  renewed  the  fuse,  and  caused  the 
explosion  of  the  cartridge,  which  so  wrecked  the  building  as  to  enable  the  fire  to  be 
checked  with  the  means  then  at  hand.  This  quiet  discharge  of  so  perilous  a  duty  is, 
in  my  opinion,  worthy  of  special  recognition,  and  I  therefore  recommend  Sergeant 
Chick  for  the  appointment  of  ordnance  sergeant,  which  I  am  informed  is  a  position 
he  seeks,  and  also  that  he  be  granted  certificate  of  merit

I.  The  ordinary  civil  courts  are  hereby  declared  competent  to  take  cognizance  of 
the  class  of  offenses  specified  in  rule  12,  article  53,  of  the  Reformed  Compilation  of 
Provisions  of  Spanish  Law  as  to  criminal  procedure,  under  their  usual  procedure  as  to 
jurisdiction  ana  appeal,  excepting  only  such  of  these  offenses  as  are,  under  provisions 
of  laws  of  the  United  States,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  its  military  or  naval  courts  or 
are  reserved  by  the  military  authorities  for  trial  by  other  military  tribunals,  the  said 
rule  12,  article  53,  ln»ing  hereby  revoked. 

II.  Offenses  of  the  class  named  committed  prior  to  the  date  of  this  order  and  now 
awaiting  trial,  in  respect  of  which  the  said  civil  courts,  both  in  the  first  and  second 
instance,  have  declared  themselves  without  jurisdiction  under  said  rule  12,  will  be 
rcturneo  to  said  courts,  that  they  may  take  cognizance  of  the  same  and  render  judg- 
ment thereon.

I.  Until  such  time  as  civil  courts  are  established  in  the  various  provinces  of  the 

archipelago  and  are  in  the  exercise  of  their  proper  jurisdiction,  military  governors 

designated  for  said  provinces  will  establish  at  convenient  points  within  the  limits  of 

their  command  provost  courts,  designating  for  each  a  suitable  officer  of  the  Army  as 

provost  judge. 
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II.  The  provost  courts  thus  established  are  authorized  to  punish  by  imprisonment, 
with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  t>y  fine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  Mexican  dollars,  or  by  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine. 

III.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  provost  courts  shall  extend  to  all  crimes  and  offense* 
not  capital,  and  all  violations  of  military  orders  and  regulations  committed  by  inhab- 
itants or  temporary  residents  and  not  triable  by  courts-martial,  which  may  be  referred 
to  them  for  trial  by  the  commanding  officer  at  the  places  where  they  are  established. 
The  punishment  adjudged  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  said  courts,  within  the  limits 
of  their  jurisdiction,  as  to  punishment  as  herein  established.  In  the  matter  of  their 
procedure  they  will  conform  to  that  of  the  summary  court,  the  respective  judges 
rendering  on  the  last  day  of  each  month  transcripts  of  all  cases  tried  by  them  during 
the  month  and  transmitting  the  same  through  military  channels  to  this  office. 

IV.  Sentences  adjudged  by  provost  courts  do  not  require  approval  by  commanding 
officers,  but  may  be  mitigated  or  remitted  by  them.

Enlisted  men  and  civilian  employees  will  not  be  permitted  to  carry  arms  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Manila  unless  they  are  performing  military  duty,  in  the  exe- 
cution of  which  it  is  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  their  commanding  or  supervising 
officers,  to  l)ear  arms.  Commanding  officers  of  troops  on  the  Manila  lines  and  of  all 
troops  quartered  in  the  city,  when  sending  out  or  making  use  of  transportation, 
whether  to  secure  supplies  or  to  move  property,  will  place  in  charge  of  guards  or 
detachments  escorting  the  same  reliable  noncommissioned  officers;  and  if  such 
transportation  consists  of  six  or  more  wheeled  vehicles,  commissioned  officers,  who 
will  be  responsible  for  the  conduct  of  all  men  under  their  supervision,  whether  enlisted 
men  or  civilian  teamsters.  The  provost  guard  of  the  city  will  arrest  and  confine  all 
enlisted  men  and  all  civilian  employee^  violating  the  terms  of  this  order,  and  the 
provost-marshal-general  will  report  to  these  headquarters  all  arrests  made  under 
these  instructions  upon  mornings  following  the  same.

Trade  t>etween  Manila  and  outlying  towns,  except  in  contraband  of  war  articles  as 
commonly  designated  and  confined  to  arms,  ammunition,  explosives,  and  in  general 
ordnance  and  ordnance  property  for  use  in  war,  will,  until  otherwise  ordered,  be 
permitted. 

Citizens  residing  in  Manila  and  desiring  to  conduct  trade  as  above  restricted  will 
be  passed  with  products  of  the  country  and  merchandise  through  the  military  lines 
in,  about,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Manila  upon  exhibiting  their  personal  cedulas  or 
certificates  of  registration.  Nonresidents  will  be  passed  upon  presenting  their  certifi- 
cates of  registration,  together  with  passes  allowing  them  to  visit  the  city,  given  by  the 
commanding  officers  oftroops  stationed  at  their  respective  places  of  residence. 

Families  with  the  evident  intention  to  enter  Manila  and  make  it  a  future  place  of 
residence,  or  collective  bodies  of  people,  will  not  be  passed  except  upon  written  per- 
mission from  this  office,  nor  will  people  who  show  they  are  suffering  from  any  form 
oi  contagious  or  infectious*  disease  be  allowed  to  enter  the  military  lines. 

These  instructions  will  not  affect  in  any  way  those  already  issued  and  relating  to 
the  trade  upon  the  waters  of  the  Pasig  River.  Commanding  officers  in  outlying  sec- 
tions of  country  will  be  guarded  in  issuing  passes  to  citizens  that  the  restrictions  and 
privileges  above  set  out  may  be  imposed  and  enjoyed.     These  passes  will  l>c  limited. 
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in  duration  for  the  period  of  time  necessary  to  transact  the  specific  business  for  the 
accomplishment  of  which  they  are  issued,  and  none  will  cover  a  period  longer  than 
for  one  month.

I.  Orders  of  March  29,  1900,  issued  from  the  War  Department,  create  the  Military 
Division  of  the  Philippines,  consisting  of  all  territory  within  the  geographical  limits 
of  the  Philippine  group  of  islands,  and  divide  it  into  four  military  departments,  as 
follows: 

First.  A  department  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon,  to  embrace  that  portion  of  Luzon  to  the  northward  of  the  northern  bound- 
aries of  its  provinces  of  Infanta,  Morong,  and  Manila,  and  of  the  Bay  of  Manila  and 
its  entrance  waters,  together  with  all  Philippine  Islands  lying  northward  of  those 
provinces  and  waters. 

Second.  A  department  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  to  con- 
sist of  that  portion  of  Luzon  lying  southward  of  the  northern  lines  of  Manila  Bay 
and  entrance  waters  and  its  provinces  of  Manila,  Morong,  and  Infanta,  and  all  Philip- 
pine Islands  situated  to  the  south  of  those  lines  and  north  of  a  line  passing  south- 
easterly through  the  center  of  the  west  pass  of  Apo  to  the  twelfth  parallel  of  latitude, 
thence  east  on  said  parallel  to  meridian  124°  1(K  east  of  Greenwich,  thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  through  the  Straits  of  San  Bernardino  along  the  southern  line  of 
the  channel  of  those  straits.  This  department  will  include,  however,  all  of  the  island 
of  Masbate. 

Third.  A  department  to  be  designated  as  the  Department  of  the  Visayas,  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  southern  limits  of  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  on  the 
west  by  longitude  121°  45'  east  of  Greenwich,  on  the  south  by  the  ninth  parallel  of 
latitude,  and  extending  east  to  include  those  islands  of  the  Philippine  group  lying 
between  the  north  and  south  lines  herein  described,  but  excluding  from  the  limits 
of  this  department  all  of  the  island  of  Mindanao  and  all  islands  eastward  of  the 
Straits  of  Surigao. 

Fourth.  A  department  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo, 
which  embraces  all  islands  of  the  Philippine  group  of  islands  not  included  in  the 
territorial  boundaries  of  the  departments  above  designated  and  described.

The  provost  guard  of  Manila,  commanded  by  its  present  commander,  the  provost- 
marshal-^eneral  of  the  city,  and  constituting  a  separate  brigade  under  the  seventy- 
third  article  of  war,  shall  be  directly  subject  to  the  instructions  of  the  division 
commander,  and  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  city.  The 
troops  comprising  it  will  consist  of  three  batteries  of  the  Third  Artillery,  the  foot 
batteries  of  the  Sixth  Artillery,  headquarters  and  two  battalions  of  the  Fourteenth 
and  Twentieth  Regiments  of  Infantry.

II.  Commencing  February  1,  1900,  the  following  regulations  shall  govern  the 
issue  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquors  within  the  city  of  Manila,  but  neither  the 
wholesale  liquor  houses  of  the  city,  nor  the  present  rules  concerning  the  sale  of 
"native  vino,"  "anisado,"  and  other  intoxicants  commonly  known  as  "native 
drinks' '  shall  be  affected  thereby: 

1.  The  city  is  hereby  divided  into  two  districts,  known  as  first  license  district  and 
second  license  district. 

The  first  license  district  shall  include  all  that  portion  of  the  city  within  the  fol- 
lowing boundaries: 

Commencing  in  the  district  of  Quiapo  at  the  intersection  of  Calle  Globo  de  Oro 
and  Calle  Echague,  thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  along  Calle  Echague  to 
Plaza  P.  Goiti;  thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  along  said  plaza  and  Plaza  Santa 
Cruz  to  the  intersection  of  Calle  Almanza  and  Plaza  Santa  Cruz;  thence  in  a  north- 
erly direction  along  Calle  En  rile  to  Calle  Lacoste;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction 
along  Calle  Lacoste  to  Calle  Sacristia;  thence  along  Calle  Sacristia  in  a  southwesterly 
direction  to  the  Plaza  Calderon  de  la  Barca;  thence  northwesterly  along  said  plaza. 
Calle  Jolo,  and  Calle  Lemery  to  Calle  Azcarraga,  thence  southwesterly  along  said 
Calle  Azcarraga  to  the  Bay  of  Manila;  thence  southerly  along  the  shore  line  of  the 
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bay  to  the  Pasig  River;  thence  westerly  along  the  north  bank  of  the  Pasig  River 
to  the  Puente  Colgante;  thence  along  the  north  approach  to  said  bridge  to  the  point 
of  beginning,  viz,  intersection  of  Calle  Globo  de  Oro  and  Calle  Echague,  and  all 
frontages  on  all  the  streets  and  plazas  above  named  within  said  district. 

The  second  license  district  shall  include  all  parts  of  the  city  within  the  city  limits 
and  its  attached  barrios  not  included  in  the  first  license  district. 

2.  For  saloons  or  shops  where  beer,  whisky,  cordials,  and  other  intoxicating 
liquors  are  kept  for  sale  to  be  drunk  on  or  about  the  premises  a  license  may  be  issued 
for  periods  of  six  months  on  payment  of  $600,  Mexican  currency,  if  located  within 
the  first  license  district,  and  $250  if  located  within  the  second  license  district. 

3.  For  saloons  or  shops  where  beer  and  light  wine  only  are  kept  for  sale  to  be 
drunk  on  or  about  the  premises  the  license  fee  shall  be  $100,  Mexican  currency,  for 
six  months  if  located  within  the  first  license  district,  and  $50  if  located  within  the 
second  license  district. 

4.  None  of  the  above-mentioned  licenses  shall  be  construed  to  include  the  privi- 
lege of  selling  native  wine  commonly  called  "vino,"  "anisado,"  and  other  intoxi- 
cating drinks  commonly  called  native  drinks. 

5.  The  holders  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  any  intoxicating  liquors  must  at  all  times 
maintain  a  quiet  and  orderly  place,  and  under  no  circumstances  sell  or  serve,  or  per- 
mit any  servant  or  agent  to  sell  or  serve,  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  person  while  said 
person  is  in  a  state  of  intoxication,  or  allow  or  permit  a  person  while  in  a  state  of 
intoxication  to  remain  in  or  about  the  premises  where  the  liquors  are  kept  for  sale. 

6.  All  saloons  or  shops  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  kept  for  sale  must  be  closed 
and  remain  closed  on  Sundays,  and  on  week  days  between  the  hours  of  8.30  p.  m. 
and  6  a.  m.,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  intoxicating  liquor  between  the 
hours  above  named  and  on  Sundays,  except  as  follows: 

Bona  fide  hotels  mav  be  granted  the  additional  privilege  of  serving  liquor  to  bona 
fide  guests  of  the  hotel  in  the  rooms  of  the  hotel  and  at  meals  at  all  hours  of  the  day 
and  on  Sundays  (the  same  being  so  stated  on  the  license)  on  the  payment  of  an  addi- 
tional license  fee  as  follows: 

For  hotels  holding  a  license  of  the  class  mentioned  in  paragraph  2  of  this  order, 
$200  Mexican  currency  for  six  months  if  located  in  the  first  license  district,  and  $100 
if  located  in  the  second  license  district. 

For  hotels  holding  a  license  of  the  class  mentioned  in  paragraph  3  of  this  order, 
$75  if  located  in  the  first  license  district,  and  $40  if  located  in  the  second  license 
district. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  holder  of  a  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor  to  comply  strictly  with  every  police  regulation  now  in  force  or  that  may  here- 
after be  issued  by  proper  authority,  and  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  order-or  any  other  regulation  in  force  shall  subject  the  party  to  a  fine  or  imprison- 
ment, or  both,  and  to  a  forfeiture  of  the  license. 

8.  All  licenses  herein  mentioned  shall  be  issued  by  the  department  of  licenses. 
No  licenses  will  l>e  granted  for  the  sale  of  any  intoxicating  liquor  in  the  public 

markets  or  in  kiosk os,  Tx>oths,  or  stands  situated  in  the  public  streets  or  plazas,  or  to 
streets  vendors  or  peddlers.

notice  of  amnesty. 

By  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  undersigned  announces 
amnesty  with  complete  immunity  for  the  past  and  absolute  liberty  of  action  for  the 
future  to  all  persons  who  are  now,  or  any  time  since  February  4,  1899,  have  been,  in 
insurrection  against  the  United  States  in  either  a  military  or  civil  capacity,  and  who 
shall,  within  a  period  of  ninety  days  from  the  date  hereof,  formally  renounce  all 
connection  with  such  insurrection  and  subscribe  to  a  declaration  acknowledging  and 
accepting  the  sovereignty  and  authority  of  the  United  States  in  and  over  the  Philip- 
pine Islands.  The  privilege  herewith  published  is  extended  to  all  concerned  with- 
out any  reservation  whatever,  excepting  that  persons  who  have  violated  the  laws  of 
war  during  the  period  of  active  hostilities  are  not  embraced  within  the  scope  of  this 
amnesty. 
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All  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  terms  herewith  set  forth  are  requested  to 
present  themselves  to  the  commanding  officer  of  American  troops  at  the  most  conven- 
ient station,  who  will  receive  them  with  due  consideration  according  to  rank,  make 
provision  for  their  immediate  wants,  prepare  the  neccessarv  records,  and  thereafter 
permit  each  individual  to  proceed  to  any  part  of  the  archipelago,  according  to  his  own 
wishes,  for  which  purpose  the  United  States  will  furnish  such  transportation  as  may 
be  available  either  by  railway,  steamboat,  or  wagon.  Prominent  persons  who  may 
desire  to  confer  with  the  military  governor  or  with  the  United  States  Philippine  Com- 
mission will  be  permitted  to  visit  Manila  and  will,  as  far  as  possible,  be  provided  with 
transportation  for  that  purpose. 

In  order  to  mitigate  as  much  as  possible  consequences  resulting  from  the  various 
disturbances  which  since  1896  have  succeeded  each  other  so  rapidly,  and  to  provide 
in  some  measure  for  destitute  Filipino  soldiers  during  the  transitory  period  which 
must  inevitably  succeed  a  general  peace,  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States 
will  pay  30  pesos  to  each  man  who  presents  a  rifle  in  good  condition.

The  conditions  affecting  the  administration  of  justice  in  different  localities  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  being  substantially  similar  to  those  which  made  necessary  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  March  2,  1867,  conferring  upon  military  tribunals 
an  extensive  jurisdiction  over  ordinary  civil  crimes  and  authorizing  a  resort  to  such 
jurisdiction  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  commanding  generals,  the  due  adminis- 
tration of  justice  required,  the  following  provisions,  based  upon  sections  3  and  4  of 
said  act,  are  promulgated: 

I.  During  the  existence  of  military  government  in  these  islands  the  duty  devolves 
upon  the  military  authorities  to  protect  all  persons  in  their  rights  of  person  and  prop- 
erty, to  suppress  insurrection,  disorder,  and  violence,  and  to  punish,  or  cause  to  be 
punished,  all  disturbers  of  rhe  public  peace,  and  criminals.  To  this  end  local  civil 
tribunals,  where  the  same  have  been  reconstituted,  may  take  cognizance  of  and  try 
offenses  within  their  jurisdiction,  or,  when  in  their  judgment  it  may  be  expedient, 
the  department  commanders  may  cause  such  offenses  to  be  broueht  to  trial  before 
duly  constituted  military  commission  or  provost  courts:  Provided,  That  department 
commanders  may,  in  their  discretion,  authorize  subordinate  commanders  of  districts, 
regiments  or  posts  to  refer  direct  to  provost  courts  for  trial  such  offenses  as  may  in 
the  judgment  of  such  subordinate  commanders  be  adequately  punished  within  the 
punishing  power  of  said  provost  courts  as  now  or  hereafter  denned  in  orders. 

II.  Criminal  cases  arising  within  the  city  of  Manila  and  lawfully  cognizable  by  the 
civil  courts  of  the  province  of  Manila,  will  be  reserved  for  trial  by  military  commis- 
sion only  by  authority  of  these  headquarters:  Provided,  That  such  of  these  cases  as 
may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  provost-marshal-general  of  the  city  of  Manila,  be  ade- 
quately punished  within  the  punishing  power  of  the  provost  courts  of  th-j  city  of 
Manila,  may,  under  ?uch  regulations  as  he  may  establish,  be  reserved  from  the  juris- 
diction of  the  said  civil  courts  and  referred  direct  to  said  provost  courts  for  trial. 

III.  In  the  trial  of  offenses  against  the  laws  of  war  by  military  commissions  and 
provost  courts  department  commanders  will  reserve  the  graver  offenses,  such  as  are 
punishable  by  death  or  imprisonment  for  a  long  term  of  years,  for  trial  by  a  mili- 
tary commission;  offenses  of  lesser  gravity  will  be  brought  to  trial  by  provost  courts 
either  upon  reference  by  department  commanders  or,  upon  his  authorization,  by  one 
of  the  subordinate  commanders  indicated  in  paragraph  I  of  this  order,  and  within 
the  city  of  Manila  by  order  of  the  provost- marshal-general,  under  such  regulations 
as  he  may  establish. 

IV.  All  persons  put  under  military  arrest  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  order 
shall  be  tried  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  no  cruel  or  unusual  punishment  shall 
be  inflicted;  and  no  sentence  of  any  military  commission  shall  be  executed  until  it 
is  approved  by  the  convening  authority  or  his  successor  in  command:  Provided,  That 
no  sentence  of  death,  or  of  imprisonment  for  a  greater  period  of  time  than  ten  yeass, 
imposed  by  military  commission,  shall  be  carried  into  effect  without  the  approval 
of  the  division  commander:  And  provided  further,  That  where  such  sentence  is  com- 
muted or  mitigated  by  the  department  commander  to  imprisonment  foi  a  period  of 
ten  years  or  less  the  approval  of  the  division  commander  shall  not  be  required. 
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V.  Hereafter  provost  courts  will  be  established  only  by  orders  of  the  commanding 
general  of  the  division  or  of  a  department,  and,  in  territory  now  or  hereafter  trans- 
ferred to  the  administrative  control  of  the  naval  authorities,  by  the  division  com- 
mander, upon  the  nomination  of  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  United  States  naval 
force  on  Asiatic  Station;  but  department  commanders  may,  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, authorize  commanders  or  remote  districts  to  establish  provost  courts  at  such 
points  within  their  respective  districts  as  may  be  necessary.  All  provost  courts  now 
or  hereafter  established,  excepting  the  provost  courts  of  the  city  of  Manila,  for  which 
special  provision  is  made,  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  punish  by  imprisonment,  with 
or  without  hard  labor,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding 
1,000  pesos,  or  by  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine,  at  the  discretion  of  such  courts. 
Sentences  of  provost  courts  do  not  require  approval,  but  may  be  mitigated  or  remitted 
as  follows:  Those  of  provost  courts  within  a  department  by  the  department  com- 
mander, or,  upon  his  authorization,  by  the  subordinate  commanders  designated  in 
paragraph  I  of  this  order,  and  those  of  the  provost  courts  of  the  city  of  Manila  by 
the  provost-marshal-general. 

The  proper  commanding  officers  will  detail  such  enlisted  men  as  may  be  necessary 
to  be  in  attendance  upon  provost  courts  to  execute  such  orders  and  serve  such  proc- 
ess as  said  courts  may  find  necessary  to  issue  in  the  proper  administration  of  justice. 

VI.  Fines  imposed  by  military  commissions  or  provost  courts  and  not  collected 
will  be  commuted  to  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  at  the  rate  of  one  day  of  such 
imprisonment  for  each  3  pesos  of  unpaid  fine.  All  such  fines,  when  paid,  will  be 
covered  into  the  public  treasury  of  the  islands,  excepting  fines  adjudged  by  pro- 
vost courts  outside  of  the  city  of  Manila,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  provost-marshal 
of  the  place  where  the  court  may  be  sitting,  or,  where  there  is  no  provost-marshal,  to 
such  officer  as  may  be  designated  to  receive  them.  The  amounts  so  collected  will  be 
reported  by  the  officers  receiving  them,  through  prescribed  channels,  to  the  district 
commander,  and  will  be  equitably  allotted  upon  the  order  of  the  latter  to  the  towns 
within  his  district,  to  be  expended,  under  supervision  of  local  commanding  officers, 
for  proper  municipal  purposes,  this  arrangement  to  continue  until  such  time  as  the 
towns  are  prepared  to  raise,  by  ordinary  taxation,  the  funds  necessary  for  municipal 
purposes.  District  commanders  will  render  monthly  reports  to  these  headquarters, 
through  prescribed  channels,  of  moneys  received  and  allotted  under  this  paragraph, 
stating  the  purposes  for  which  expended. 

VII.  The  commanding  officers  of  districts  transferred  to  the  administrative  control 
of  the  naval  authorities  may  exercise  the  same  authority  in  the  matter  of  bringing 
offenses  to  trial  before  provost  courts  within  their  districts  and  the  mitigation  or 
remission  of  punishments  adjudged  by  said  courts  as  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the 
provost-niarsnal-general  of  the  city  of  Manila  as  to  trial  of  offenses  and  the  mitigation 
of  punishments  adjudged  by  the  provost  courts  of  said  city.  All  charges  appropriate 
for  trial  by  military  commission  will  be  forwarded  by  such  district  commanders  to 
these  headquarters  for  proper  action. 

VIII.  Upon  the  last  day  of  each  calendar  month  transcripts  of  all  cases  tried  by 
provost  courts  during  the  month,  setting  forth  offenses  committed  and  penalties 
awarded,  will  be  rendered  by  the  judges  thereof,  through  prescribed  channels,  to 
the  proper  department  headquarters.  Transcripts  of  cases  tried  by  provost  courts 
sitting  within  territory  not  embraced  within  the  limits  of  a  department  will  be  for- 
warded by  the  judgesthereof  through  channels  to  division  headquarters. 

IX.  All  orders  or  parts  of  orders  in  conflict  with  this  order  are  revoked,  and  all 
provisions  of  local  laws,  in  so  far  as  they  prohibit  trial  by  military  commissions  or 
provost  courts  as  provided  in  this  order,  are  hereby  suspended.

In  the  armed  straggle  against  the  sovereign  power  of  the  United  States  now  in 
progress  in  these  islands,  freouent  violations  of  important  provisions  of  the  laws  of 
war  have  recently  manifested  themselves,  rendering  it  imperative,  while  rejecting 
every  consideration  of  lielligerency  of  those  opposing  the  Government  in  the  sense  in 
in  which  the  term  belligerency  is  generally  accepted  and  understood,  to  remind  all 
concerned  of  the  existence  of  these  laws,  that  exemplary  punishments  attached  to 
the  infringement  thereof,  and  that  their  strict  observance  is  required,  not  only  by 
coinlmtant  forces,  but  as  well  by  noncombatants,  native  or  alien,  residing  within 
occupied  places. 

In  pursuance  of  this  purpose,  reference  is  made  to  the  following  provisions  of  the 
laws  of  war,  as  most  essential  for  consideration  under  present  conditions: 

I.  A  place,  district,  or  country  occupied  in  consequence  of  regular  military  opera- 
tions by  an  organized  comlmtant  force  stands,  by  reason  of  said  occupation,  under 
the  martial  law  of  the  occupying  army.  The  commanding  general  owes  protection 
to  all  jK'oplc  residing  within  the  places  occupied  who  perform  with  fidelity  the  duties 
imi>oMcd  ui>oii  them,  from  which  consideration  results  the  obligation  upon  its  part  of 
the  people  and  civil  officials  of  the  occupied  territory  of  strict  obedience  to  the  com- 
manding general  of  the  occupying  force. 

The  present  necessity  for  allusion  to  the  laws  of  war  arises  from  the  fact  that  many 
proclamations,  recentfy  issued  by  insurgent  commanders,  threaten  punishment 
against  all  native  inhabitants  of  occupied  places  who  accept  the  reciprocal  relations 
above  descril>ed  and  from  the  further  fact  that  in  prosecution  of  this  policy  the 
mandate*  of  insurgent  officers,  to  kidnap  and  to  assassinate  residents  of  occupied 
towns,  have  l>een  sue.(x?ssfully  executed.  It  can  not,  therefore,  be  too  emphatically 
declared  that  all  engaged  in  such  transactions,  from  the  authority  making  the  procla- 
mation to  the  parties  of  execution,  are  collectively  and  individually  guilty  of  violation 
of  the  laws  of  war  and  must  eventually  answer  for  murder  or  such  other  crime  as 
mav  result  from  their  unlawful  actions. 

Kotice  is  accordingly  given  to  insurgent  leaders  already  committed  to  or  who  may 
}>e  contemplating  such  a  system  of  war  that  the  practice  thereof  will  necessarily  ter- 
minate the  possibility  of  those  engaging  therein  returning  to  normal  civil  relations  in 
the  Philippines;  that  is  to  say,  persons  charged  with  violation  of  the  laws  of  war 
alK)ve  enumerated  must,  sooner  or  later,  be  tried  for  felonious  crimes,  with  all  the 
attending  possibilities  of  conviction,  or,  as  an  only  means  of  escape  therefrom,  must 
l>ecome  fugitive  criminals  l>eyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Unitea  States,  which,  in 
effect,  meuns  lifelong  expatriation. 

II.  Persons  residing  within  an  occupied  place  who  do  things  inimical  to  the  interests 
of  the  occupying  army  are  known  as  war  rebels,  or  war  traitors,  according  to  the 
nature  of  their  overt  acts,  and  are  punishable  at  the  discretion  of  the  tribunals  of  the 
occupying  army.  To  comply  with  demands  of  an  expelled  public  enemy,  and  make 
no  rejM>rt  thereof,  creates  the  presumption  that  the  act  is  voluntary  and  malicious. 
In  such  a  case  a  plea  of  intimidation  can  rarely  be  accepted.    The  plain  duty  of  peo- 

>le  so  threatened  is  to  report  the  facts,  which  must,  by  reason  of  a  common  language, 
>e  of  knowledge  to  a  large  part  of  the  resident  community,  and  thereby  avert  suspi- 
cion as  to  their  own  good  faith  and  enable  the  commanding  general  to  act  efficiently 
in  t>chttlf  of  their  protection.  When,  however,  as  is  known  to  be  the  case  in  many 
places  occupied  by  United  States  troops,  secret  committees  are  permitted  to  exist  and 
to  act  in  t>enalf  of  the  so-called  insurgent  government  by  collecting  supplies,  recruit- 
ing men,  and  sending  military  information  to  the  insurgent  camps,  it  is  not  only 
difficult  to  afford  adequate  protection,  but  the  well-disposea  people  who,  from  a  sense 
of  timidity  or  misplaced  sympathy  for  neighbors,  persist  in  screening  these  commit- 
tees in  effect  offer  themselves  as  easy  victims  to  ihj  plundered  and  murdered,  and 
also  expose  themselves  to  the  danger  of  l>eing  classified  and  tried  as  war  traitors 
against  the  United  States. 

The  principal  object  of  this  proclamation  is  to  instruct  all  classes  throughout  the 
archipelago  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  laws  of  war  in  respect  of  the  particulars 
herein  referred  to,  and  to  advise  all  concerned  of  the  purpose  tx>  exact,  in  the  future, 
precise  compliance  therewith.  The  practice  of  sending  supplies  to  insurgent  troops 
from  places  occupied  by  the  United  States,  as  is  now  the  case,  must  cease.  If  contu- 
macious or  faint-hearted  persons  continue  to -engage  in  this  traffic,  they  must  be  pre- 
pared to  answer  for  their  actions  under  the  penalties  declared  in  this  article. 


I 
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III.  The  remarks  embodied  in  the  foregoing  Article  II  apply  with  special  force  to 
the  city  of  Manila,  which  is  well-  known  as  a  rendezvous  from  which  an  extensive 
correspondence  is  distributed  to  all  parts  of  the  archipelago  by  sympathizers  with 
and  by  emissaries  of  the  insurrection.  All  persons  in  Manila  or  elsewhere  are  again 
reminded  that  the  entire  archipelago,  for  the  time  being,  is  necessarily  under  the 
rigid  restraints  of  martial  law,  and  that  any  contribution  of  advice,  information,  or 
supplies,  and  all  correspondence  the  effect  of  which  is  to  give  aid,  support,  encour- 
agement, or  comfort  to  the  armed  opposition  in  the  field,  are  flagrant  violations  of 
American  interests,  and  persons  so  engaged  are  warned  to  conform  to  the  laws  which 
apply  to  occupied  places  as  herein  set  forth. 

The  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  of  Manila,  being  of  issue  in  an  occupied 
place,  are  especially  admonished  that  any  article  published  in  the  midst  of  such  mar- 
tial environment  which,  by  any  construction,  can  be  classed  as  seditious  must  be 
regarded  as  intended  to  injure  the  army  of  occupation  and  as  subjecting  all  connected 
with  the  publication  to  such  punitive  action  as  may  be  determined  by  the  undersigned. 

IV.  Men  who  participate  in  hostilities  without  being  part  of  a  regularly  organized 
force  and  without  sharing  continuously  in  its  operations,  but  who  do  so  with  inter- 
mittent returns  to  their  homes  and  avocations,  divest  themselves  of  the  character  of 
soldiers  and,  if  captured,  are  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  prisoners  of  war. 

It  is  well  known  that  many  of  the  occupied  towns  support  and  encourage  men  who 
habitually  assume  the  semblance  of  peaceful  pursuits,  but  who  have  arms  hidden 
outside  of  the  towns  and  periodically  slip  out  to  tako  part  in  guerrilla  war. 

The  fact  that  such  men  have  not  heretofore  been  held  responsible  for  their  actions 
is  simply  an  evidence  oif  the  solicitude  of  the  United  States  to  avoid  all  appearance  of 
harshness  in  pacifying  the  islands,  and  not  of  any  defect  in  the  law  itself.  The  people 
of  the  archipelago  are  now  instructed  as  to  the  precise  nature  of  the  law  applicable 
in  such  cases,  and  are  warned  to  mistrust  leaders  who  not  only  require  soldiers  to 
expose  themselves  to  the  ordinary  vicissitudes  of  campaign,  but  insist  upon  duties 
that  necessarily  expose  all  who  engage  therein  to  the  possibility  of  trial  for  a  capital 
offense. 

War  in  its  earliest  form  was  an  act  of  violence  which,  from  the  very  nature  of  primi- 
tive humanity  and  of  the  forces  employed,  knew  no  bounds.  Mankind,  from  the 
beginning  of  civilization,  however,  has  tried  to  mitigate  and  to  escape,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, from  the  conseauences  of  this  barbarous  conception  of  warlike  action;  and  to 
that  end  conventions  nave  been  held  from  time  to  time  for  international  discussion 
of  the  customs  and  usages  of  war  in  the  hope  that  some  means  might  be  devised  to 
regulate  by  rule  the  beneficent  instincts  of  humanity.  As  a  consequence  of  such 
conferences,  a  code  has  slowly  evolved  which,  although  uncertain  in  many  particu- 
lars, contains  certain  fundamental  principles  which  have  t>een  accepted  ana  are  now 
insisted  upon  by  the  public  opinion  of  the  world.  The  articles  discussed  in  this 
paper  have  been  adopted  by  all  civilized  nations.  Their  careful  perusal  by  the  peo- 
ple, it  is  hoped,  will  induce  all  who  are  eager  for  the  tranquil ization  of  the  archipel- 
ago to  combine  for  mutual  protection  and  united  action  in  behalf  of  their  own 
interests  and  the  welfare  of  the  country.

Sir:  The  division  commander  desires  to  invite  particular  attention  to  the  procla- 
mation issued  from  this  office  on  the  20th  instant,  the  practical  effect  of  which  is  to 
declare  a  new  and  more  stringent  policy  in  respect  of  certain  problems  connected 
with  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection. 

The  division  commander  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  one  of  the  most  effective 
means  of  prolonging  the  struggle  now  left  in  the  hands  of  the  insurgent  leaders  is  the 
organized  system  by  which  supplies  and  information  are  sent  to  them  from  occupied 
towns.  The  principal  purpose  of  the  proclamation,  therefore,  is  to  interrupt  and,  if 
possible,  destroy  this  system;  and  to  which  end  you  are  requested  to  supplement  the 
proclamation  by  such  orders  and  advice  to  commanding  officers  as  will  be  best  cal- 
culated to  accomplish  that  purpose.  Especial  attention  is  invited  to  Section  III  of  the 
proclamation,  which  has  particular  reference  to  the  city  of  Manila,  and  in  which 
connection  it  is  desired  that  all  possible  energy  and  enthusiasm  be  invoked  on  the 
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part  of  your  subordinates  to  carry  out  the  new  policy  in  the  true  spirit  of  determination. 
All  requests  for  men,  money,  and  material  necessary  to  this  end  within  the  control 
of  the  aivision  commander  will  be  placed  at  your  disposal,  and  you  are  requested  to 
demand  from  all  under  your  authority  renewed  consideration  of  the  problem  sub- 
mitted for  solution  and  unceasing  efforts  on  their  parts  to  break  up  and  destroy  the 
centers  of  treason  and  conspiracy  which  are  known  to  exist  in  the  city. 

The  superintendent  of  jiolice,  in  a  recent  interview  with  the  division  commander, 
marie  certain  important  suggestions  looking  to  improved  service  in  the  native  and 
military  police,  and  the  division  commander  desires  me  to  say  that  all  requests  com- 
ing from  that  officer  which  are  approved  by  you  will  be  carefully  considered  at  these 
headquarters,  and  carried  out  in  every  particular  where  consistent  with  other  public 
interests  or  when  it  is  possible. 

In  pursuance  of  anv  purpose  connected  herewith  you  are  requested  to  confer  per- 
sonally with  the  division  commander  as  freauentlv  as  may  be  necessary,  or  to  send 
any  of  your  subordinates  to  confer  with  him.  These  headquarters  are  so  deeply 
concerned  in  the  successful  prosecution  of  this  business  that  the  division  commander 
will  see  personally  anybody  or  consider  personally  any  suggestion  looking  to  the 
accomplishment  of  the  end  in  view. 

Your  well-known  energy  in  carrying  forward  difficult  undertakings  is  relied  upon 
in  this  instance,  and  you  are  requested,  as  far  as  necessary,  to  relegate  all  other  work 
in  your  office  to  a  secondary  place  until  some  substantial  results  have  obtained  in 
regard  to  the  matters  discussed  herein.

MEMORANDUM. 

From  this  date,  upon  the  delivery  to  the  United  States  of  serviceable  breech-loadinff 
rifles,  or  serviceable  revolvers  or  repeating  pistols,  prisoners  of  war,  in  numbers  equal 
to  the  number  of  arms  delivered,  will  be  released  from  confinement,  the  prisoner  or 
prisoners  to  be  released  to  be  designated  by  the  person  delivering  the  arms,  unless  it 
shall  appear  necessary  to  hold  any  particular  prisoners  whose  release  is  asked;  but 
the  person  who  may  have  turned  in  the  gun  may  designate  another  prisoner  in  place 
of  the  one  whose  release  is  denied. 

Any  prisoners  who  may  be  liberated  in  pursuance  of  this  authority  will,  upon  tak- 
ing the  oath  of  allegiance,  be  free  to  return  to  their  homes  and  to  engage  in  their 
ordinary  peaceful  avocations.  So  long  as  they  observe  their  oaths  of  allegiance  they 
will  be  unmolested,  but  a  failure  to  do  this  upon  the  part  of  any  released  prisoner 
will  subject  him  to  the  most  severe  penalties,  not  only  for  such  failure,  but  for  past 
offenses. 

For  serviceable  breech-loading  rifles  and  serviceable  revolvers  or  repeating  pistols 
delivered  as  above  payment  will  be  made  as  heretofore  authorized,  ana  the  arms  will 
l)e  received  and  receipted  for  bv  any  commanding  officers  of  regiments,  posts,  or 
detachments.  Reports  of  all  deliveries,  with  names  of  those  presenting  the  arms 
and  the  names  and  residences  of  prisoners  proposed  for  liberation,  will  be  promptly 
forwarded  to  these  headquarters.

The  following  order  of  the  President  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance 
of  all  concerned.

Executive  Mansion,  Washington,  June  21,  1901. 

On  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  until  it  shall  be 
otherwise  ordered,  the  president  of  the  Philippine  Commission  will  exercise  the  execu- 
tive authority  in  all  civil  affaire  in  the  government  of  the  Philippine  Islands  hereto- 
fore exercised  in  such  affairs  by  the  military  governor  of  the  Philippines;  and  to  this 
end  the  Honorable  William  H.  Taft,  president  of  the  said  Commission,  is  hereby 
appointed  civil  governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands.  Such  executive  authority  will  be 
exercised  under  and  in  conformity  to  the  instructions  to  the  Philippine  Commission, 
dated  April  seventh,  nineteen  hundred,  and  subject  to  the  approval  and  control  of 
the  Secretary  of  War  of  the  United  States.  The  municipal  and  provincial  civil  gov- 
ernments which  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  established  in  said  islands  and  all 
persons  performing  duties  appertaining  to  the  offices  of  civil  government  in  said 
islands  will,  in  respect  of  such  duties,  report  to  the  said  civil  governor. 

The  power  to  appoint  civil  officers  heretofore  vested  in  the  Philippine  Commission 
or  in  the  military  governor  will  be  exercised  by  the  civil  governor  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Commission.  The  military  governor  of  the  Philippines  is  hereby 
relieved  from  the  performance,  on  and  after  the  said  fourth  day  of  July,  of  the  civil 
duties  hereinbefore  described,  out  his  authority  will  continue  to  be  exercised  as  here- 
tofore in  those  districts  in  which  insurrection  against  the  authority  of  the  United 
States  continues  to  exist  or  in  which  public  order  is  not  sufficiently  restored  to  enable 
provincial  civil  government  to  be  established  under  the  instructions  to  the  Commis- 
sion dated  April  seventh,  nineteen  hundred.

REPORT    ON    MUNICIPAL    GOVERNMENT,     CITY    OF    MANILA,     WITH     DRAFT    OF    PROPOSED 

CHARTER. 

Headquarters  Provost-Marshal-General, 

Manila,  P.  I.,  June  IS,  1901. 
To  the  Secretary  to  the  Military  Governor, 

Manila,  P.  I. 

Sir:  Herewith  are  submitted  certain  papers  in  which  are  embodied  the  results  of 
a  study  respecting  the  organization  of  the  government  of  the  city  of  Manila. 

The  period  of  executive  control  by  the  undersigned  over  the  city  and  its  adminis- 
tration has  been  less  than  four  months,  but  in  the  management  of  the  city  affairs 
the  valuable  assistance  has  been  had  of  several  experienced  officers  at  the  head  of 
city  departments  for  long  periods.    The  data  supplied  by  these  officers,  secured 
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during  their  incumbency,  has  been  utilized  in  preparing  the  scheme  of  city  govern- 
ment which  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  instructions  of  the  President  to  the  Secretary  of  War  dated  April  7,  1900, 
contained  the  injunction  that  as  respected  municipal  government  to  be  established 
in  the  Philippine  Archipelago,  "The  native  inhabitants  be  afforded  the  opportunity 
to  manage  tneir  own  local  affairs  to  the  fullest  extent  of  which  they  are  capable 
and  subject  to  the  least  degree  of  supervision  and  control  which  a  careful  study  of 
their  capacities  and  oljservation  of  the  working  of  native  control  show  to  be  con- 
sistent with  the  maintenance  of  law,  order,  and  loyalty." 

In  the  preparation  of  the  municipal  charter  the  writer  has  been  mindful  of  the 
alx>ve  statement  of  the  wishes  of  the  President  and  also  of  the  suggestions  in  bar' 
mony  therewith  which  were  made  by  Judge  Taft  to  the  undersigned  upon  his 
assumption  of  the  duties  of  provost-marshal-general. 

The  necessity  seems  to  l)e  self-evident  that  the  government  of  the  largest  munici- 
pality in  the  archipelago,  the  capital  city  of  the  Philippines,  the  headquarters  of  the 
revolt  and  the  center  from  which  the  principal  aid  ana  comfort  for  the  insurrection 
was  supplied,  should  not  now  receive  full  local  autonomy,  and  should  not  be  permit- 
ted yet  to  exercise  the  capacities  of  complete  self-government. 

Manila  is  not  only  the  political  capital,  but  is  the  commercial  metropolis  and  also 
the  military  headquarters  of  the  archipelago.  The  interests  centered  here  are  of 
vastly  greater  importance  than  those  wnich  ordinarily  belong  to  a  population  of  a 
quarter  of  a  million  elsewhere. 

Onerous  obligations  will  be  imposed  on  the  city  government,  because  Manila  is  a 
|H>litical  and  military  center,  and  these  obligations,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  in 
part  ]>orne  by  the  General  Government,  iust  as  is  done  by  the  United  States  in  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  by  Mexico  in  the  Federal  District  of  Mexico. 

Believing  that  a  delegation  of  complete  power  of  self-government  to  the  inhabit- 
ants of  Manila  would  prove  to  be  vastly  more  unwise  or  even  more  disastrous  than 
such  delegation  of  power  proved  to  l>e  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  attempt  has 
l>een  made  to  draw  a  charter  (or  what  might  be  called  an  act  of  incorporation)  for 
the  municipality  which  in  many  respects  will  be  found  to  resemble  the  present  gov- 
ernment of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

In  that  District  the  government  is  exercised  directly  by  the  executive  and  legisla- 
tive power  of  the  nation,  and  the  inhabitants  have  no  means  of  influencing  legisla- 
tion resjwting  their  own  local  affairs  and  personal  interests  save  through  petition  to 
the  executive  or  legislative  branches  of  the  General  Government.  Since  about  1875 
the  |>eople  of  Washington  have  been  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  the  franchise,  and 
there  is  no  question  that  the  city  is  well  governed  and  economically  administrated. 

The  exj>enses  of  government  in  Washington  are  shared  equally  between  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  District  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  whole  country;  but  in  Manila  it 
probably  will  not  l>e  necessary  that  the  insular  contribution  shall  be  so  large.  A 
limitation  of  what  might  lw  called  federal  aid  to  the  municipal  expenditures  of  three 
dollars  insular  to  seven  dollars  municipal  will  probably  be  found  expedient. 

It  is  also  proi>osed  that  the  Manila  Commission,  like  the  District  Commission  in 
the  United  States,  shall  consist  of,  three  persons,  all  to  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Government.  For  Manila  it  is  proposed  that  at  least  one  of  the  commissioners  shall 
lx*  a  native-lmrn  inhabitant  of  the  islands. 

The  annual  budget  of  taxation,  income,  and  expenditures,  prepared  by  the  city 
commissioners,  must  be  approved  by  the  insular  government  before  it  can  become  a 
law,  and  superior  permission  must  be  secured  before  any  bonded  indebtedness  can 
l>e  contracted. 

The  commission  would  have  the  power  to  make  and  enforce  city  ordinances  which 
aw  in  harmony  with  the  charter.  Thev  would  possess  all  requisite  executive  author- 
ity, and  regulate  and  control  matters  of  police,  health,  public  works,  fire  protection, 
etc. 

Tho  city,  under  Spain,  was  governed  by  a  mayor  and  common  council,  the  latter 
supposed  to  l>e  elected.  The  city  government  was,  in  a  certain  sense,  under  the 
provincial  governor,  and,  finally,  the  last-nanied  officer  reported  to  the  governor- 
general,  who,  aided  by  his  council  of  administration,  had  full  legislative  power  in 
resjHvt  to  such  functions  of  government  as  wen1  not  reserved  for  royal  determina- 
tion. 

The  government  of  the  city  proper  cost,  in  1897,  551,000  pesos,  and  of  the  province 
of  Manila  the  further  sum  of  108,000  pesos.  As  about  three-fourths  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  province  are  found  within  tne  city,  it  will  be  just  to  add  to  the  municipal 
budget  three-fourths  of  the  provincial  outlay,  which  is  81,000  pesos.  By  this  means 
we  reach  the  total  estimated  cost  of  the  government  of  Manila  under  Spain  as  t>32,000 
pesos,  equal  to  $316,000,  gold,  at  present  rate  of  conversion  of  local  and  American 
moneys. 
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The  government  of  Manila  as  now  administered  costs  not  less  than  $120,000  per 
month,  and  this  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  every  important  office  is  filled  by  an 
army  officer,  whose  salary  is  not  charged  to  the  city.  I  fall  these  high  salaries  were 
included,  the  cost  would  not  be  less  than  $150,000  monthly. 

The  present  police  force  of  Manila  costs  at  the  rate  of  over  $400,000  per  annum,  in 
which  figures  there  is  nothing  for  the  higher  officers  nor  allowances  for  soldiers  still 
on  police  duty. 

A  very  careful  study  has  been  made  of  the  needs  of  the  city  in  respect  to  the  police, 
health,  care  of  streets,  water  supply,  fire  protection,  etc.,  and  an  estimate  of  income 
and  expenses  for  the  next  fiscal  year  has  been  prepared,  this  on  the  assumption  that 
there  will  be  no  army  officers  employed  in  the  government;  in  other  words,  a  budget 
is  herewith  submitted  which  contemplates  the  receipt  of  no  other  aid  to  the  munic- 
ipal treasury  than  would  be  represented  by  the  quota  of  three-tenths  of  the  city 
expenses  due  from  the  insular  treasury  annually  to  the  treasury  of  Manila. 

The  project  of  municipal  organization  herewith  submitted  fs  based  on  the  theory 
that  the  financial  resources  of  the  city  are  ample  to  meet  the  expenses  of  an  efficient 
modern  city  government,  and  machinery  is  provided  for  assessing  and  levying  just 
and  adequate  taxes  and  collecting  them;  also  for  negotiating  loans,  should  it  be  con- 
sidered advisable  to  distribute  extraordinary  expenses  over  a  term  of  years. 

The  government  of  a  city  in  the  United  States  usually  has  as  its  executive  head  a 
mayor  and  a*  the  legislative  head  a  board  of  aldermen  or  city  council.  These  officers 
are  always  elected  by  the  people,  and  some  of  the  principal  administrative  officers 
are  also  elected  in  some  cases.  The  reasons  seem  to  be  manifest  why  it  would  not 
now  be  justifiable  to  concede  to  the  inhabitants  such  complete  control  over  the  city 
of  Manila  as  urban  citizens  at  home  enjoy.  That  the  natives  should  participate  in 
their  city  government  to  as  large  a  degree  as  is  "  consistent  with  a  maintenance  of 
law,  order,  and  loyalty  "  was  had  in  mind  in  drafting  this  charter.  One  of  the  three 
commissioners  must  be  a  native  and  two  may  be,  tih  trie  discretion  of  the  appointing; 
power/while  all  the  employees  of  the  city,  save  a  part  of  the  police  force,  could  be 
selected  from  the  native  inhabitants,  and  a  very  large  part  of  them  would  without 
doubt  be  so  selected.  A  native  advisory  board  is  also  provided  for.  The  administra- 
tive departments  of  the  city  are  such  as  would  exist  in  any  city  of  the  size  of  Manila  in 
any  country,  and  a  force  of  employees  has  been  assigned  to  these  departments  and 
their  bureau  subdivisions  which  is  deemed  barely  sufficient  to  conduct  the  business. 

The  fixing  of  appropriate  salaries  presents/lserious  difficulties  when  it  is  known 
that  a  considerable  number  of  the  incumbents  of  the  higher  stations  for  some  time 
to  come  will  probably  be  Americans.  These  officers  certainly  could  not  be  expected 
to  accept  a  lower  salary  than  they  would  be  given  in  the  United  States,  duties  being 
equal,  and,  considering  the  enhanced  expense  of  decent  living  in  Manila,  their 
annual  compensation  ought  to  be  increased  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  increased 
expense  of  personal  maintenance  peculiar  to  this  city  and  exceeding  usual  expenses 
under  home  conditions. 

The  Spanish  budget  carried  no  city  salary  larger  than  4,000  pesos.  The  alcalde 
of  the  city  received  no  salary,  but  an  entertainment  allowance  of  4,000  pesos  was 
accorded  him.  The  salary  list  generally  of  antebellum  city  officials  was  not  more 
than  one-third  to  one-sixth  as  large  as  now  prevails  in  the  United  States.  For  exam- 
ple, a  patrolman  on  the  police  force  of  Wasnington  receives  $900  per  year,  while  a 
patrolman  on  the  police  force  of  Manila  in  1897  received  the  equivalent  of  $90  gold 
per  year.  At  the  present  time  the  American  patrolmen  here  receive  $65  per  month 
and  quarters;  also  enjoy  the  privileges  of  purchase  from  the  army  commissary,  while 
the  native  policeman  receives  $12  per  month  and  his  clothes,  but  not  the  commissary 
privileges. 

These  wide  differences  in  the  rate  of  wages  or  salaries  paid  to  the  two  classes  of 
public  servants  are  the  subject  of  adverse  comment  by  the  natives,  but  I  see  no  prac- 
tical means  of  overcoming  the  difficulty. 

Herewith  is  a  statement  of  the  income  and  expenditures  of  the  city  government  for 
the  last  five  months.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  estimated  receipts  from  the  miscella- 
neous sources  of  income  are  about  $40,000  per  month,  and  the  sources  of  that  income 
are  various;  but  there  is  no  revenue  reported  from  some  objects  usually  taxed  in 
American  cities — real  estate,  for  example. 

Under  Spain  the  city  treasury  received  the  license  fees  and  market  and  matadero 
taxes,  court  fines,  and  it  also  participated  in  the  taxes  collected  by  the  insular  gov- 
ernment for — 

Pesos. 

Cedula  tax  (50  per  cent) 51, 691 

Harbor  work  (10  per  cent) 70, 000 

Urbanatax  (25  per  cent) ; 20^000 

Industrial  tax  (10  per  cent) \>^**^ 
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In  all,  nearly  190,000  pesos  of  receipts  which  do  not  now  inure  to  the  city  treasury. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the  government  of  Manila 
will  reach  about  $1,600,000;  for  administration  and  maintenance  of  the  different 
departments  of  public  works,  fire,  health,  police,  schools,  etc.,  but  in  those  figures 
nothing  is  included  for  permanent  improvements.  If  30  per  cent  of  this  sum  is  paid 
bv  the  insular  treasury,  about  $1,100,000  will  remain  to  be  raised  by  taxation  in  the 
city,  of  which  sum  about  one-half  may  be  realized  from  miscellaneous  objects  of 
license,  etc.,  and  the  remainder,  it  is  assumed,  will  come  from  two  sources,  a  tax  on 
real  estate  and  a  tax  on  the  cockpit  privilege. 

It  is  believed  that  the  appraised  value  of  the  real  estate  of  this  city  may  exceed 
$25,000,000;  a  2  per  cent  tax  on  this  valuation,  a  rate  that  would  not  be  thought 
high  in  the  States  at  home,  would  yield  a  half  million  dollars.  The  cockpit  privi- 
lege should  now  yield  as  much  in  gold  as  it  formerly  did  in  pesos,  the  right  to  establish 
and  conduct  cockpits  having  been  disposed  of  at  public  auction.  The  only  tax  that 
the  real  property  of  the  city  (buildings)  now  pays  is  the  urbana  tax  to  the  insular 
government  and"  the  frontage  tax  to  tne  city.  The  former  is  5  per  cent  of  the  three- 
Fourths  part  of  the  gross  rental  value  of  the  property.  That  is  to  say,  if  a  building 
is  worth  $10,000,  a  fourth  part  of  this  amount  is  set  aside  for  repairs,  insurance,  etc, 
and  the  taxgatherer  takes  5  per  cent  of  the  remaining  $750.  In  other  words,  the 
city  house  worth  $10,000,  and  which  rents  for  $1,000,  pays  $37.50  of  tax  to  the  insular 
treasurer.  In  the  cities  of  the  United  States  this  supposed  building  would  be  taxed 
quite  2  per  cent  of  its  value,  or,  say,  $200.  If  the  views  outlined  above  prevail,  the 
real -estate  owner  will  have  to  make  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  support  of  the 
city  government  instead  of  the  insignificant  amount  which  now  suffices. 

The  frontage  tax  to  pay  for  street  cleaning  and  lighting  is  collected  by  the  city, 
and  Spain  counted  on  getting  50,000  pesos  per  annum  from  this  source  of  income;  but 
since  the  American  occuj>ation  the  collections  have  fallen  off  largely,  so  that  the 
average  income  now  is  slightly  less  than  $600  per  month.  The  reason  why  that  tax 
has  not  been  collected  I  have  not  l)een  able  to  definitely  ascertain,  but  steps  are  now 
being  taken  to  enforce  judicially  the  delinquent  payments.  This  frontage  tax  should 
be  discontinued  if  the  proposed  real-estate  tax  is  uniformly  imposed. 

Of  course  there  will  be  opiwsition  to  the  levying  of  a  2  per  cent  property  tax,  but 
such  an  impost  must  be  made  if  the  city  of  Manila  is  to  come  witnin  30  per  cent  of 
reaching  a  self-supporting  basis,  as  is  proposed.  If  no  heavier  taxes  can  be  imposed 
in  the  future  than  nave  been  in  the  past,  then  the  deficit  must  be  assumed  by  the 
state,  or  the  government  of  the  city  must  be  carried  on  without  the  expensive  per- 
sonnel which  is  herein  provided  for,  and  this  means  a  return  to  the  Spanish  wage 
rate  and  the  employment  of  only  those  who  are  willing  to  give  their  services  for 
about  the  compensation  formerly  allowed,  say  one-third  to  one-sixth  of  what 
Americans  demand. 

The  number  of  police  of  all  kinds  under  Spain  has  not  been  definitely  ascertained, 
but  they  appear  to  have  been  about  as  follows: 

Municipal  police  proper 134 

Guardia  civil  veterana 413 

Vigilantes,  or  secret  service 45 

Garabineros 356 

Captain  of  the  port s. 35 

Total 983 

While  the  figures  for  the  carabineros  are  official,  yet  it  is  understood  that  a  few  of 
this  force  were  stationed  at  the  custom-houses  at  Iloilo,  Zamboanga,  and  Cebu. 
Therefore  the  force  of  police  maintained  by  Spain  in  Manila  was  about  900. 

The  former  American  chief  of  police,  Colonel  Wilder,  asked  for  authority  to  retain 
a  total  force  in  the  city  of  about  500  Americans  and  nearly  700  natives.  The  estimate 
herewith  submitted  is  based  on  the  maintenance  of  a  body  of  police  as  follows: 
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*~  So  a  total  of  854  officers  and  men  would  be  in  charge  of  the  peace  of  the  city.  A 
little  more  than  one-third  of  this  number  would  be  Americans,  and  all  would  be  dis- 
tributed between  12  city  stations,  a  harbor  police  station  under  the  captain  of  the 
port,  and  a  station  at  Bilibid  prison. 

The  police  of  the  Pasig  River  and  of  the  harbor  of  Manila  are  now  intrusted  to  the 
captain  of  the  port,  an  office  well  known  in  Spanish  countries  but  unknown  in  the 
United  States.  This  officer,  a  commander  of  the  navy,  has  charge  of  national  nautical 
duties,  such  as  light-house  and  hydrographic  service,  entirely  distinct  from  the  local 
affairs  of  the  port 

As  a  measure  of  economy  and  better  administration,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to 
arrange  for  a  police  establishment  more  nearly  resembling  that  universal  in  the  United 
States.  It  has  been  arranged,  therefore,  to  place  the  police  control  of  the  harbor 
under  the  supervision  of  a  police  officer,  to  be  called  captain  of  the  port,  who  would 
report  to  the  city  marshal  as  the  head  of  the  police  department.  Some  of  the  duties 
of  the  port  captain  would  be  of  a  character  having  no  necessarily  direct  relation  to 
police  matters.  Respecting  all  such  responsibilities  he  would  report  to  the  city  com- 
mission and  receive  orders  from  them.  To  provide  for  this  police  of  the  river  and 
harbor  and  to  supervise  the  fishing  privileges  and  the  licenses  of  floating  crafts,  a 
force  of  57  officers  and  men,  Americans  and  natives,  have  been  provided.  These 
numbers  are  taken  only  as  an  approximation,  and  experience  will  soon  show  whether 
they  are  too  large  or  too  small. 

If  this  charter  should  be  adopted  in  its  essential  features  and  be  enacted  into  a  law, 
a  revision  of  the  general  system  of  taxation  in  the  islands  should  be  made.  Certain 
existing  city  and  insular  taxes  are  burdensome  and  inequitable.  Of  the  taxes  now 
collected,  it  is  recommended  that  the  market-house  tax  and  the  matadero  or  slaugh- 
ter-house tax  be  revised  and  reduced,  for  the  payment  of  these  large  sums  falls  prin- 
cipally upon  the  poor. 

In  the  brief  time  at  the  command  of  the  undersigned  since  assuming  the  duties  of 
provost-marshal-general,  he  has  diligently  studied  the  needs  of  the  city,  and  his 
conceptions  of  those  needs  are  generally  set  forth  in  papers  herewith,  as  follows: 

First.  The  proposed  city  charter,  respectfully  submitted  for  adoption. 

Second.  A  budget  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  nscal  year. 

As  relevant  to  this  subject  is  also  submitted  a  statement  by  the  city  disbursing 
officer,  showing  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  provost-marshal-generars  office  for 
the  first  five  months  of  the  calendar  year  1901. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  project  for  city  charter  the  very  valuable  assistance  of 
Capt.  William  Tutherly,  Twenty-sixth  United  States  Volunteers,  has  been  utilized. 
The  verbiage  of  the  new  charter  is  his  almost  exclusively.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila. 

By  authority  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  it  enacted  by  the  United  States  Philip- 
pine Commission  that: 

Section  1.  (a)  The  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Manila,  in  the  province  of  Manila, 
Philippine  Islands,  residing  within  the  territory  described  in  section  2  of  this  act,  are 
hereby  constituted  a  municipality,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  city  of  Manila,  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  and  possess  all  the  rights,  powers, 
immunities,  and  privileges  now  enjoyed  and  possessed  by  said  city,  or  herein  granted, 
and  be  subject  to  all  its  present  liabilities. 

(b)  It  may  have  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  may  take,  pur- 
chase, receive,  hold,  lease,  convey,  and  dispose  of  real  and  personal  property  for  the 
general  interests  of  the  citv,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  oe  sued,  and 
prosecute  and  defend  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  execute  all  the  powers 
hereinafter  conferred. 

Sec.  2.  The  boundaries  and  limits  of  said  citv  are  hereby  established  and  prescribed 
in  general  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  junction  of  Estero  Vitas  with  Manila 
Bay  at  low- water  mark,  in  the  northwest  corner  of  Manila,  thence  running  S.  63°  E. 
up  Bocana  Vitas  to  its  junction  with  Estero  Gagalangin,  226  meters;  thence  N.  30° 
E.  on  Gagalangin  Estero,  326.50  meters;  thence  S.  80*  E.  to  the  center  of  the  main 
road  to  Caloocan  at  its  junction  with  Calle  Solis,  679  meters;  thence  S.  76°  E.  in  center 
of  Calle  Solis,  85  meters;  thence  N.  82°  15^  E.,  50  meters;  thence  N.  75°  W  E.  to  junc- 
tion with  Manila  and  Dagupan  Railroad,  147.50  meters;  thence  S.  79°  E.  in  center  of 
Caile  Solis,  68  meters;  thence  N.  79°  05'  E.,  100  meters;  thence  N.  70°  15'  E.,  252.50 
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meters;  thence  N.  79°  50/  E.  to  junction  of  Calle  Solis  with  Calle  Lico,  186  meters; 
thence  S.  71°  30/  E.  crossing  Paangbundoc  palay  fields  to  a  point  at  the  junction  of 
Calle  Sangleyes  and  Calle  Loma,  726  meters;  thence  N.  56°  E.  in  center  of  Calle 
Sangleyes  to  a  point  in  front  of  the  Chinese  Hospital,  170  meters;  thence  N.  63°  5XK 
E.  across  fields  to  center  of  blockhouse  No.  4,  445  meters;  thence  S.  22°  E.  to  center 
of  blockhouse  No.  5,  184  meters;  thence  S.  22°  E.  to  center  of  blockhouse  No.  6,  540 
meters;  thence  S.  45°  15'  E.  to  center  of  blockhouse  No.  8,  753  meters;  thence  S.  80° 
W  E.  to  center  of  blockhouse  No.  9,  704.20  meters;  thence  S.  53°  E.  to  center  of 
blockhouse  No.  10  (or  Balig-baligy ),  907.50  meters;  thence  S.  58°  E.  to  center  of  block- 
house No.  11,  457  meters;  thence  S.  38°  15'  E.  to  center  of  San  Juan  Bridge,  757.50

thence  S.  63°  30/ W.,-316  meters;  thence S.  83°  W.,  382  meters;  thence  N.  64°  10/  W.f 
151  meters;  thence  N.  29°  50'  W.  to  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  Pasig  River,  135 
meters;  thence  S.  67°  10'  W.  on  the  Pasig  River,  137.50  meters;  thence  up  the  center 
of  Estero  Biata  to  a  point  at  its  junction  with  Estero  Pefiafancia  and  Estero  Lasdamas; 
thence  continuing  up  the  center  of  Estero  Lasdamas  to  a  point  at  its  junction  with 
Estero  Paco;  thence  on  Estero  Paco  to  Calle  Lingeros  and  Estero  Tripa  de  Gallina; 
thence  in  the  center  of  Estero  de  Gallina  to  a  point  on  the  Cingalon  Bridge  on  the 
road  from  Pifieda  to  San  Pedro  Macati;  thence  S.  76°  W.  to  the  center  of  Calle  Lico, 
40  meters;  thence  S.  47°  307  W.  in  the  center  of  Calle  Lico  to  its  junction  with  Camino 
Cingalon,  39  meters;  thence  S.  63°  40/  W.  to  Calle  Real  de  Pifieda,  119  meters;  thence 
S.  63°  50'  W.  in  the  center  of  the  road  from  Cingalon  to  Mavtubig  or  Malate,  185 
meters;  thence  S.  26°  307  Y\\,  159  meters;  thence  S.  81°  50'  W., "152.55  meters;  thence 
S.  69°  5(K  W.,  23  meters,  thence  S.  77°  3(K  W.,  170  meters;  thence  S.  68°  407  W.  to  the 
junction  of  Calle  San  Lucas,  167.50  meters;  thence  S.  22°  50'  E.  in  the  center  of  Calle 
San  Lucas,  224  meters;  thence  S.  across  fields  68°  30'  W.  to  a  point  in  the  center  of 
Calle  Marina,  about  260  meters,  to  low- water  mark  in  Manila  Bay;  thence  following 
the  shore  line  of  said  bay  at  low-water  mark  in  a  general  northwesterly  direction  to 
the  point  of  beginning. 

On  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  1901,  the  city  commission  shall  cause  the 
boundaries  above  generally  described  to  be  surveyed,  the  lines  run  out,  and  the  ter- 
minations of  the  several  courses  marked  by  stone  monuments  suitably  inscribed. 
The  said  boundaries  so.  located  shall  be  accurately  described  and  reported  to  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  insular  government,  and  a  copy  thereof  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  city  commission;  and  the  boundaries  so  surveyed,  marked,  described, 
and  recorded  shall  be  the  official  boundaries  of  the  city  of  Manila. 

Sec.  3.  With  the  consent  of  the  insular  government  any  territory  adjoining  the 
present  or  future  boundaries  of  the  city  may  be  added  to  the  city  of  Manila,  from 
time  to  time,  on  written  application  made  or  consent  given  to  the  city  commission  by 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  a  majority  of  the  legal 
residents  of  the  districts  sought  to  be  added.  If  such  territory  is  admitted,  it  shall 
be  described  by  metes  and  bounds  in  an  ordinance  accepting  the  same  and  adding  it 
to  the  municipal  corporation,  and  shall  be  marked  by  stone  monuments;  and  there- 
after the  inhabitants  of  such  added  territory  shall  be  in  all  respects  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing with  the  inhabitants  of  the  original  municipal  territory. 

Sec.  4.  The  government  of  said  corporation,  including  all  legislative  and  executive 
authority,  and  all  rights  and  property  of  every  description  vested  in  the  city  under 
its  former  organization,  now,  possessed  by  the* city  or  herein  conferred,  are  hereby 
vested  in  a  city  commission  consisting  of  three  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Philip- 
pine Commission  or  its  successors.  The  term  of  office  of  each  commissioner  shall  be 
lor  three  years  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  July  next  after  his  appointment 
and  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  qualified:  l*rovided,  That  of  the  com- 
missioners first  appointed  one  shall  be  designated  by  the  appointing  power  to  hold 
office  until  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1903;  one  until"  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1904, 
and  one  until  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1905,  and  until  their  successors  are  respec- 
tive! v  appointed  and  qualified.  Two  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  citizens  of 
the  tJnited  States  who  have  lived  in  the  Philippine  Islands  not  less  than  one  year 
previous  to  the  date  of  appointment,  one  of  whom  shall  hold,  or  have  held,  a  com- 
mission in  the  military  organization  of  the  United  States.  The  third  member  shall 
be  a  native  of  the  Philippine  Islands  who  has  resided  permanently  in  the  city  for  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  date  of  appointment.  One  member  of  the  commission  shall 
be  designated  as  president.  He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $6,000,  and  each  of 
the  other  commissioners  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $5,000,  which  shall  be  in 
full  for  all  services  rendered.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  city 
commission.  He  shall  sign  all  ordinances,  resolutions,  bonds,  contracts,  warrants, 
and  obligations  made  or  authorized  by  the  city  commission,  and  shall  issue  such 
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orders  and  instructions  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  ordinances 
of  the  city  and  the  orders  of  the  commission  relating  thereto.  The  city  clerk,  herein 
provided  for,  shall  act  as  secretary  to  the  commission.  Any  commissioner  may  be 
removed  by  the  appointing  power  at  any  time,  for  cause,  after  opportunity  to  be 
heard.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  arising  from  any  cause,  appointment  shall  be  made  for 
the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  In  case  of  sickness  or  prolonged  absence  of 
any  member  of  the  commission,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  becomes  necessary  to  maintain 
a  quorum  or  to  break  a  tie,  the  Philippine  Commission  or  its  successors  may  make 
temporary  appointment  until  the  return  of  such  absent  member  or  members.  The 
person  so  appointed  shall  possess  all  the  rights  and  perforin  all  the  duties  of  a  com- 
missioner of  the  city,  unless  such  rights  and  duties  are  specifically  limited  and 
restricted  in  his  appointment. 

Sec.  5.  Each  commissioner  and  city  officer  appointed  under  this  act  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  thereof,  take  and  suDscribe  to  the  following  oath,  which 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  and  by  him  recorded: 

I, ,  having  being  duly  appointed of  the  city  of  Manila,  do  hereby  accept 

said  office,  and  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  recognize  and  accept  the  supreme  authority  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  and  will  maintain  true  faith  and  allegiance  thereto,  that  I  will  obey  all 
the  laws,  legal  orders,  and  decrees  promulgated  by  its  duly  constituted  authorities,  that  I  impose 
upon  myself  this  obligation  voluntarily,  without  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of  evasion;  that  I  will 
well  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  upon  which  I  am  about  to  enter.  So  help  me 
God.    ( Last  four  words  to  be  stricken  out  in  case  of  affirmation. ) 

(Signature  of  officer.) 
Subscribed  and  sworn  to  (or  affirmed)  before  me  this day  of ■ 


(Signature  of  officer  administering  oath.) 

This  oath,  and  all  others  required  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  city 
government,  may  be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  city  commission,  the  city 
attorney,  the  city  auditor,  the  city  assessor,  or  the  city  clerk;  and  no  fee  shall  be 
charged  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Each  city  commissioner  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall 
execute  a  bond  to  the  insular  government  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  appointing  power  in  writing  thereon.  The  bond  shall  be 
filed  with  the  insular  government  and  a  copy  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  city 
commission.  Every  city  officer  charged  with  the  custody  of  property  or  funds,  except 
deputies  in  the  department  of  finance,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office 
shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  city,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  city  commission  in  writing  thereon.  The  bond  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk  and  a  copy  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  commission.  Should  suit 
be  brought  upon  such  l>bna,  it  shall  be  no  defense  to  those  signing  the  bond  that  the 
above  requirements  for  approval  have  not  been  complied  with  if,  in  fact,  by  virtue 
of  such  bond  such  commissioner  or  officer  has  entered  upon  his  official  duties. 

Sec.  8.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  city  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
calendar  vear  and  extend  to  and  include  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  following.  The 
municipal  year  shall  include  the  period  elapsing  between  successive  annual  meetings 
of  the  city  commission,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  city  commission  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  July  in  each  year.  Trie  city  commission  shall  meet  and  transact  business 
every  day  during  the  year,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  alone  excepted.  It  shall  sit 
with  open  doors  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  affirmative  vote  of  two  members.  It 
shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  determine  its  rules  of  procedure  not  herein 
set  forth.  Two  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  and  two  affirmative  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  the  passage  of  any 
ordinance  or  motion.  The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  upon  the  pas- 
sage of  all  ordinances,  upon  all  propositions  authorizing  expenditure  or  indebtedness, 
and,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  upon  any  other  proposition.  Each  ordinance 
shall  be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  sealed  with  the  city  seal  and  signed 
by  the  president  of  the  city  commission  ana  the  city  clerk.  Each  ordinance  affect- 
ing the  rights  of  the  public,  or  any  member  thereof,  shall  be  printed  in  a  daily  news- 
paper published  in  Manila  within  three  days  after  its  passage  and  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  following  its  passage  if  no  date  is  fixed  in 
the  ordinance.  All  ordinances  and  the  respective  dates  of  their  passage  and  publi- 
cation may  be  proven  by  the  certificate  of  the  city  clerk  unde.  the  seal  of  the  city. 
When  printed  in  book  or  pamphlet  form  and  purporting  to  be  published  by  authority 
of  the  city  commission,  ordinances  need  not  be  otherwise  published,  and  such  book 
or  pamphlet  shall  be  received  as  evidence  of  the  passage  and  legal  publication  of 
such  ordinances  in  all  courts  and  places  without  further  proof. 

Sec.  10.  The  citv  commission  shall  be  the  sole  legislative  authority  of  the  city.     It 
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shall  possess  full  executive  powers,  for  the  exercise  of  which  it  shall  erect  and  main- 
tain the  following  executive  departments: 

1.  Department  of  public  works,  which  shall  include  a  bureau  of  buildings,  a  bureau 
of  streets,  parks,  ana  bridges,  a  bureau  of  docks  and  wharves,  a  bureau  of  water  and 
sewers,  a  bureau  of  engineering,  and  a  bureau  of  supplies. 

2.  Department  of  finance,  which  shall  include  a  bureau  of  receipts  and  a  bureau  of 
disbursements. 

3.  Department  of  health,  which  shall  include  a  bureau  of  health  and  a  bureau  of 
sanitation. 

4.  Department  of  police  and  prisons,  which  shall  include  a  bureau  of  city  police, 
a  bureau  of  harbor  police,  a  bureau  of  investigation,  and  a  bureau  of  prisons. 

5.  Department  of  fire. 

6.  Department  of  education. 

7.  Department  of  law. 

8.  Department  of  audits. 

9.  Department  of  assessments. 

Sec.  11.  The  city  commission  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  August,  1901,  and 
at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter,  appoint  a  clerk,  an  auditor,  a  treasurer,  an  assessor, 
an  attorney,  a  commissioner  of  public  works,  an  engineer,  a  purchasing  agent,  a 
superintendent  of  streets,  parks,  and  bridges,  a  superintendent  of  buildings  and  illu- 
mination, a  superintendent  of  water  and  sewers,  a  health  officer,  a  city  marshal,  a 
chief  of  city  police,  a  captain  of  the  port,  a  chief  of  detectives,  a  superintendent  of 
prisons,  a  nre  chief,  three  members  of  the  school  board,  judges  and  clerks  of  the  city 
courts,  a  coroner,  and  members  of  the  advisory  board,  if  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
each  of  whom  shall  qualify  and  enter  upon  his  duties  at  once,  and  shall  hold  office 
until  the  next  annual  meeting  thereafter,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been 
appointed  and  duly  qualified.  The  Philippine  Commission  may  name  such  officers 
for  the  year  1901,  in  which  case  the  city  commission  shall  appoint  and  issue  com- 
missions to  the  officers  so  named,  who  snail  thereupon  be  subject  to  the  city  com- 
mission in  all  respects,  as  hereinafter  provided  for  officers  regularly  appointed. 
Should  the  city  commission  fail  to  appoint  any  or  all  of  said  officers  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  July  of  any  year,  then  it  shall  do  so  at  the  next  regular  meeting,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable.  The  city  commission  shall  also  appoint  such  other 
officers  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  provide  for  by  ordinance.  It  shall  prescribe  the 
powers  and  duties  of  all  officers  and  employees,  and  issue  commissions  to  city  officers 
under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  president  of  the  commission  and'  the  city 
clerk.  In  the  selection  and  appointment  of  employees  the  city  commission  shall, 
where  other  qualifications  are  equal,  give  preference  to  natives  of  the  Philippine 
Islands  who  are  inhabitants  of  the  city,  ana  shall  be  governed  by  the  civil-service 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Philippine  Commission.  It  may  abolish  any 
office,  consolidate  two  or  more  offices,  reduce  the  number  of  employees,  remove  from 
office  after  giving  the  incumbent  an  opportunity  to  appear  and  be  heard  in  his  own 
defense,  and  fill  vacancies  arising  from  any  cause.  It  shall  have  power  at  all  times 
to  examine  and  inspect  the  official  books,  papers,  and  records  of  all  officers,  agents, 
and  employees,  ana  shall  so  examine  and  inspect  the  same  at  least  once  during  each 
year. 

Sec.  12.  The  city  commission  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year, 
fix  the  duties  and  establish  the  salary  or  compensation  of  each  city  officer  for  the 
following  municipal  year. 

Such  salary  or  compensation  shall  in  no  case  exceed  $4,000,  shall  be  in  full  for  all 
services  rendered,  and  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  year.  When 
not  so  fixed  before  appointment,  it  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  next  preceding  term, 
except  where  new  duties  are  conferred  or  a  new  office  created,  for  which  a  compen- 
sation may  be  fixed  at  any  time. 

Sec.  13.  The  city  commission  shall  take  possession  of  all  offices,  books,  papers, 
records,  moneys,  credits,  securities,  assets,  and  accounts  belonging  to  the  city  or  per- 
taining to  the  business  or  interests  thereof,  and,  subject  to  the  provisions  herein  set 
forth,  shall  have  the  entire  management  and  control  of  the  property  and  finances  of 
the  city;  shall  collect  taxes  and  other  revenues  and  apply  the  same  to  the  payment 
of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and  to  sj>ecific  purposes  duly  authorized;  shall 
supervise  and  control  the  discharge  of  official  duties  by  subordinates;  shall  institute 
judicial  proceedings  to  recover  property  and  funds  of  the  city  wherever  found  and  to 
secure  the  city  against  loss  in  all  cases;  shall  make  such  ordinances  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  and  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  con- 
ferred by  this  act,  and  to  provide  for  the  peace  and  order,  safety,  protection,  and 
prosperity  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and  shall  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of 
ordinances  and  regulations:  Provided,  That  no  fine  shall  exceed  $100  and  no  impris- 
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onment  shall  exceed  six  months  for  a  single  offense.  The  city  commission  shall  see 
that  the  laws  and  ordinances  are  faithfully  executed  and  enforced  and  shall  have 
such  further  rights  and  perform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or 
ordinance. 

Sec.  14.  On  or  before  the  10th  day  of  June  of  each  year  the  city  commission  shall 
prepare  and  present  to  the  Philippine  Commission  or  its  successors  in  itemized  form 
and  in  detail:  (a)  An  inventory  of  lands,  buildings,  and  other  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, belonging  to  the  city;  (6)  a  statement  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the 
city;  (c)  an  estimate  of  the  revenues  of  the  city  from  all  sources  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year,  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of  the  amount  realized  from  such  sources 
during  the  preceding  twelve  months;  (d)  an  estimate  of  the  ordinary  expenses  for 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of  the  corresponding 
expenses  during  the  preceding  twelve  months;  (e)  an  estimate  of  such  extraordinary 
expenditures  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  purpose,  the  approximate  total  expendi- 
ture recommended,  and  the  amount  whicn  it  is  expected  to  expend  during  the  ensu- 
ing fiscal  year;  also  an  itemized  statement  of  the  extraordinary  expenditures  during 
the  preceding  twelve  months.  Such  statement  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  full  ana 
comprehensive  statement  of  facts  necessary  to  a  complete  understanding  of  the  source 
from  which  the  revenue  is  to  be  derived  and  the  purpose  to  which  the  funds  are  to 
be  applied,  with  the  recommendation  of  the  city  commission  thereon. 

Sec.  15.  The  Philippine  Commission  or  its  successors,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of 
June  of  each  year,  shall  return  the  above  estimates  to  the  city  commission,  indicat- 
ing to  what  extent  the  items  therein  are  approved  and  the  expenditures  authorized. 
The  city  commission  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  July  of  each  year,  pass  an 
annual  appropriation  ordinance,  appropriating  money  to  defray  the  necessary 
expenses  and  liabilities  of  the  city  during  the  current  fiscal  year.  Such  ordinance 
shall  specify  the  purposes  for  which  such  appropriations  are  made  and  the  amount 
appropriated  for  each  purpose.  Such  annual  appropriation  shall  in  no  case  exceed 
the  amount  approved  and  authorized  by  the  Philippine  Commission  or  its  successors 
for  each  particular  purpose.  No  further  appropriation  shall  be  made  at  any  time 
within  such  fiscal  year  unless  based  upon  estimates  previously  submitted  to  the  Phil- 
ippine Commission  or  its  successors  and  approved  and  authorized  by  them  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  provided.  The  insular  government  shall  appropriate  annually 
a  sum  equal  to  30  per  cent  of  the  total  expenses  of  the  city  within  the  limits  of 
expenditures  so  approved  and  authorized,  and  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  city  treas- 
ury on  monthly  requisitions  of  the  city  treasurer  for  such  part  of  the  total  amount 
appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Philippine  Commission  or 
its  successors. 

Sec.  16.  During  the  month  of  July  of  each  year  the  city  commission  shall  prepare 
and  publish,  in  pamphlet  form,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  Philippine 
Commission,  or  its  successors,  an  annual  report  in  itemized  form  and  in  detail  con- 
taining an  inventory  of  lands,  buildings,  and  other  property,  real  and  personal, 
belonging  to  the  city;  a  statement  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  city;  a  full 
and  complete  statement  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  city  during  the 
preceding  fiscal  year,  showing  the  sources  from  which  the  funds  were  derived  and 
for  what  purpose  disbursed,  together  with  such  other  information  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  a  full  understanding  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  city;  also  a  full  and 
comprehensive  statement  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  work  and  administration 
of  the  city  during  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  18.  All  sums  of  money  herein  mentioned  shall  be  held  to  refer  to  money  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  19.  The  commission  shall  have  the  following  general  powers,  by  ordinance: 

To  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  genen.l  and  special  purposes  oh  real  and  personal 
property. 

To  appropriate  money  for  corporate  purposes  only,  and  provide  for  the  payment 
of  debts  and  expenses  of  the  city. 

To  purchase,  receive,  hold,  sell,  lease,  convey,  and  dispose  of  property,  real  and 
personal,  for  the  benefit  of  the  city;  to  borrow  money  or  incur  indebtedness  on  the 
credit  of  the  city  for  corporate  purposes,  and  issue  bonds  and  warrants  therefor,  in 
such  amounts  and  form  and  on  such  conditions  as  it  shall  prescribe,  and  to  issue 
bonds  in  place  of,  or  to  supply  means  to  meet,  maturing  bonds,  or  indebtedness  rep- 
resented by  warrants,  or  for  the  consolidation,  funding,  or  refunding  of  such  bonds 
or  indebtedness:  Provided,  That  the  city  shall  not  become  indebted  in  any  manner 
or  for  any  purpose  to  an  amount,  including  existing  indebtedness  in  excess  of  7 
per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  taxable  property  therein,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  last 
assessment  for  city  taxes  previous  to  the  incurring  such  indebtedness,  and  before,  or 
at  the  time  of,  incurring  such  indebtedness;  it  shall  provide  for  the  collection  of  a

direct  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  such  debt  as  it  falls  due,  and  also 
to  pav  and  discharge  the  principal  within  twenty  years  after  contracting  the  same: 
Andjurtlier  provided,  That  the  express  authorization  of  the  insular  government  shall 
be  necessary  to  contract  indebtedness,  issue  bonds,  or  constitute  any  lien  upon  the 
taxes  or  taxable  property  of  the  city. 

To  provide  for  the  times,  places,  and  manner  of  payment  of  salaries  and  wages  to 
city  officials  and  employees. 

To  provide  for  the  erection  and  care  of  public  buildings  necessary  for  the  use  of 
the  city. 

To  establish  and  maintain  free  public  school-*  for  primary  instruction  and  to  pro- 
vide schoolhouses  therefor. 

To  provide,  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  section  16,  act  74,  of  the  Philippine 
Commission,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  special  and  professional 
institutions  of  learning  other  than  primary  schools,  without  intervention  Dy  the  gen- 
eral superintendent  of  public  instruction  or  any  division  superintendent,  ana  to 
charge  and  collect  matriculation  and  tuition  fees:  Provided,  That  such  institutions  of 
learning  receive  no  aid  from  provincial  or  insular  funds. 

To  establish  and  maintain  police  courts,  which  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
all  criminal  cases  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  such  further  jurisdiction  as 
mav  be  herein  or  hereafter  conferrred;  to  appoint  the  officers  of  such  courts,  pre- 
scribe their  powers  and  duties,  and  enforce  tneir  orders  and  decrees. 

To  release  any  person  imprisoned  for  violation  of  a  city  ordinance,  and  to  remit  the 
sentence  of  such  person,  or  anv  part  thereof. 

To  prescribe  and  regulate  tfie  relations  between  officers  and  employees  of  the  cor- 
poration in  respect  to  each  other,  the  corporation,  and  the  people. 

To  establish  fire  limits,  and  regulate  the  kind  of  buildings  and  structures  that  may 
be  erected  within  said  limits  and  the  manner  of  constructing  and  repairing  the  same. 

To  erect  engine  houses  and  provide  fire  engines,  hose  carts,  hooks  and  ladders, 
and  other  equipment  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  provide 
for  the  management  and  use  of  same. 

To  grant  licenses,  and  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  license  fee  and  the  terms  and  manner 
of  issuing  and  revoking  licenses;  to  license,  tax,  regulate,  suppress,  and  prohibit 
hawkers,  peddlers,  hucksters,  pawnbrokers,  second-hand  dealers,  junk  dealers,  cock- 
fighting,  and  cockpits;  tanneries,  renderies,  tallow  chandleries,  bone  factories,  soap 
factories,  and  other  dangerous,  offensive,  or  unwholesome  establishments;  the  sell- 
ing, keeping  for  sale,  or  giving  away  of  any  intoxicating  malt,  vinous,  mixed,  or  fer- 
mented liquor;  the  storage  and  sale  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin,  coal  oil,  benzine, 
turpentine,  hemp,  cotton,  nitroglycerine,  petroleum,  or  any  of  the  products  thereof, 
ana  other  combustible  or  explosive  materials. 

To  license  and  regulate  auctioneers,  plumbers,  stationary  engineers,  brewers,  dis- 
tillers, money  changers  and  brokers,  hotels,  restaurants,  cafes,  lodging  houses,  public 
vehicles,  public  boats,  public  ferries,  livery  stables,  blacksmith  shops,  foundries, 
steam  boilers,  lumber  yards,  and  shipyards;  billiard  tables,  theaters,  bowling  alleys, 
theatrical  performances,  race  tracks,  horseraces,  circuses,  and  all  other  forms  ana 

E  laces  of  amusement;  the  keeping,  preparation,  and  sale  of  meats,  poultry,  fish, 
utter,  cheese,  lard,  vegetables,  bread,  and  other  provisions,  and  all  other  persons, 
things,  and  occupations  which  are  or  may  be  proper  subjects  of  license. 

To  license,  regulate,  and  prohibit  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  their 
impounding  and  destruction  when  running  at  large  contrary  to  ordinance. 

To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  sealing  of  weights  and  measures,  enforce  the 
keeping  and  use  of  proper  weights  and  measures  by  vendors,  and  regulate  the 
inspection,  weighing,  and  measuring  of  brick,  coal,  lumber,  and  other  articles  of 
merchandise. 

To  lay  out,  construct,  improve,  prevent,  and  remove  encroachments  and  obstruc- 
tions upon  and  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  sidewalks,  wharves, 
piers,  parks,  cemeteries,  and  other  public  places;  to  provide  for  the  lighting,  clean- 
ing, and  sprinkling  of  streets  and  public  places;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the  use  of 
the  same  for  signs,  signposts,  awnings,  awning  posts;  the  carrying  or  displaying  of 
banners,  placards,  advertisements,  or  handbills,  and  the  flying  of  signs,  flags,  or 
banners  across,  over,  or  from  any  building  along  the  same;  to  prohibit  the  throwing 
or  depositing  of  offal,  garbage,  refuse,  or  other  offensive  matter  in  the  same,  and  to 
provide  for  its  collection  and  disposition;  to  regulate  the  openings  therein;  for  the 
laying  of  gas,  water,  sewer,  and  other  pipes  therein;  the  building  and  repair  of  tun- 
nels, sewers,  and  drains,  and  all  structures  therein  or  thereunder,  and  the  erecting  of 
poles  and  the  stringing  of  wires  therein;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  cross  walks, 
curbs,  and  gutters  therein;  to  name  and  change  the  names  of  the  same,  and  provide 
for  and  regulate  the  numbering  of  houses  and  Tots  fronting  thereon;  to  regulate  traffic 
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and  sales  upon  the  same;  to  abate  nuisances  in  the  same  and  punish  the  authors  or 
owners  thereof;  to  construct,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  bridges,  viaducts,  and 
culverts;  to  prevent  and  regulate  playing  ball,  flying  kites,  rolling  hoops,  and  any 
other  amusement  having  a  tendency  to  annoy  persons  using  the  streets  or  public 
places  or  to  frighten  horses  or  other  animals;  to  regulate  the  speed  of  horses  and 
other  animals,  vehicles,  cars,  and  locomotives  within  the  limits  of  the  city;  to  permit, 
regulate,  and  prohibit  the  locating,  constructing,  and  laying  of  the  track  of  anv  horse 
or  electric  railroad  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of  the  city;  to  provide  for  and 
change  the  location,  grade,  and  crossings  of  any  railroad,  and  to  compel  such  railroad 
to  raise  or  lower  its  tracks  to  conform  to  such  provisions  or  changes;  to  require  any 
railroad  company  to  fence  its  railroad,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  provide  suitable  pro- 
tection against  injury  to  persons  and  property,  and  to  construct  and  repair  ditches, 
drains,  sewers,  and  culverts  along  and  under  its  tracks,  so  that  the  natural  drainage 
of  the  streets  and  adjacent  property  shall  not  be  obstructed. 

To  construct,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  canals  and  water  courses,  and  pro- 
vide for  the  cleansing  and  purifying  of  the  same,  and  the  draining  and  rilling  of  pri- 
vate premises  to  prevent  or  abate  nuisances. 

To  construct  and  maintain  public  landing  places,  wharves,  piers,  docks,  and  levees, 
and  to  regulate  and  control  the  use  of  the  same  and  all  private  landing  places, 
wharves,  piers,  docks,  and  levees. 

To  construct  and  maintain  waterworks  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city,  and  to  purify  the  sources  of  supply  and  regulate  and  control 
the  use  of  the  water;  to  regulate  the  construction,  repair,  and  use  of  hydrants,  pumps, 
cisterns,  and  reservoirs,  and  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water. 

To  establish,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  public  drains,  sewers,  latrines,  and 
cesspools,  and  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  private  drains,  sewers,  latrines, 
and  cesspools. 

To  appoint  health  officers  and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties;  to  erect  hospitals, 
asylums,  and  medical  dispensaries  and  control  and  regulate  the  same;  to  make  suit- 
able provisions  for  the  care  of  orphans,  the  poor,  the  sick,  and  persons  of  unsound 
mind;  to  establish  and  regulate  cemeteries  within  the  city  ana  one  mile  from  the 
city  limits,  acquire  lands  therefor  by  purchase  or  otherwise;  cause  cemeteries  to  be 
removed,  and  prohibit  the  burial  of  the  dead  within  the  centers  of  population. 

To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  inspection  of  meat,  fruits,  poultry,  milk,  fish,  veg- 
etables, natural  and  manufactured  waters,  drugs,  medicines,  poisons,  and  other  arti- 
cles of  food,  drink,  and  medicine  of  every  description. 

To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  public  stables  and  bath  houses  and  to  inspect 
and  regulate  the  same. 

To  establish  public  markets,  market  houses,  and  slaughterhouses  and  provide  for 
the  regulation,  inspection,  and  use  thereof,  and  to  regulate  and  prohibit  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  institutions  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation. 

To  require  the  owner  or  tenant  of  anv  land  which  is  in  an  unsanitary  condition  or 
used  for  offensive  purposes  to  cleanse  the  same,  and  upon  his  failure  to  comply  with 
such  order  to  have  the  work  done  and  assess  the  expense  upon  the  land  or  building. 

To  regulate  and  prohibit  the  keeping  and  use  of  animals,  in  so  far  as  the  same 
affects  the  public  health  and  the  health  of  domestic  animals. 

To  establish  and  maintain  city  pounds;  to  regulate,  restrain,  and  prohibit  the  run- 
ning at  large  of  domestic  animals  and  provide  for  the  distraining,  impounding,  and 
sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty  incurred  and  the  cost  of  the  proceedings;  also,  to 
impose  penalties  upon  the  owners  of  said  animals  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance 
in  relation  thereto. 

To  declare  what  shall  be  nuisances  dangerous  to  health  and  abate  the  same  and 
impose  fines  and  assess  the  expense  of  such  abatement  upon  the  parties  who  may 
be  guilty  of  or  continue  such  nuisances  or  suffer  the  same  to  exist. 

To  adopt  suitable  measures  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  disease,  and 
to  make  such  regulations  and  perform  such  acts  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  promotion  of  health  or  the  control  or  suppression  of  disease. 

To  make  suitable  provisions  to  insure  the  public  safety  from  conflagration,  epi- 
demics, and  the  effects  of  floods,  storms,  and  other  public  calamities,  ana  to  provide 
relief  for  persons  suffering  from  the  same. 

To  establish,  maintain,  and  regulate  a  police  force,  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties 
of  its  members,  and  make  and  enforce  all  necessary  police  ordinances;  to  establish 
and  erect  city  jails,  prisons,  workhouses,  and  reformatories  for  the  confinement  and 
reformation  of  vagrants,  idle  and  disorderly  persons,  mendicants,  and  prostitutes, 
and  persons  convicted  of  violating  any  city  ordinance;  to  provide  for  the  arrest,  trial, 
fining,  and  putting  to  work  on  the  streets  and  elsewhere  of  all  such  persons,  and  to 
regulate  the  government  of  such  institutions  and  appoint  necessary  keepers  and 
assistants. 
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To  extend  and  enforce  all  ordinances  over  all  waters  within  the  city,  and  over  the 
bay  of  Manila  to  the  extent  of  3  miles  beyond  the  city  limits,  and  over  any  boat  or 
other  floating  structure  thereon;  to  extend  and  enforce  ordinances  relating  to  police, 
health,  sanitation,  and  the  protection  of  the  water  supply  over  all  places  within  1 
mile  of  the  city  limits;  and  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  insuring  the  purity  of 
the  water  supply  of  the  city,  to  extend  and  enforce  ordinances  over  all  territory 
within  the  drainage  area  of  such  water  supply,  or  within  100  meters  of  any  conduit, 
canal,  aqueduct,  or  pumping  station  used  in  connection  with  the  city  water  service. 

To  appoint  harbor  police  and  define  their  duties,  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  harbor, 
river,  and  esteros  of  the  city,  the  speed  of  vessels,  passing  of  bridges,  anchorage  and 
landing  of  all  water  craft  and  their  cargoes;  to  fix  rates  and  collect  wharfage  from  all 
water  craft  landing  at  or  using  public  wharves,  docks,  levees,  or  landing  places. 

To  prohibit,  and  provide  for  the  punishment  of,  cruelty  to  animals. 

To  regulate  and  suppress  disorderly  houses  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  prohibit 
the  printing,  sale,  or  exhibition  of  immoral  pictures,  books,  or  publications  of  any 
description. 

To  suppress  and  prohibit  gambling  and  gambling  houses  and  all  fraudulent  devices 
for  the  purpose  of  gain  or  obtaining  money  or  property. 

To  provide  for  the  closing  of  opium  joints,  and  to  prohibit  the  keeping  or  visiting 
of  any  place  where  opium  is  smoked  or  sold  for  the  purpose  of  smoking. 

To  regulate  the  use  of  lights  in  stables,  shops,  and  other  buildings  and  places,  and 
to  regulate  and  restrain  the  building  of  bonfires  and  the  use  of  firecrackers,  fire- 
works, torpedoes,  candles,  skyrockets,  and  other  pyrotechnic  displays. 

To  prevent  and  suppress  riots,  routs,  affrays,  disturbances,  and  disorderly  assem- 
blies; to  punish  and  prevent  intoxication,  fighting,  quarreling,  and  all  disorderly 
conduct;  and  to  keep  the  peace. 

To  make,  publish,  amend,  and  repeal  all  ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  neces- 
sary to  carry  into  effect  the  powers  herein  granted,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by  fines 
and  penalties  within  the  limits  authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  20.  Each  head  of  department  of  the  city  government  shall  be  in  full  charge 
and  control  of  such  department,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  city 
commission,  and  shall  possess  such  rights  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed herein  or  by  ordinance.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  each  month, 
make  requisition  iii  duplicate  for  all  funds  required  for  the  use  of  his  department 
during  the  ensuing  month.  All  warrants  drawn  in  accordance  with  such  requisition 
shall  be  disbursedfrom  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer,  pursuant  to  appropriations. 
All  pay  rolls  and  vouchers  covering  the  payment  of  money  shall  be  certified  by 
such  head  of  department  before  payment.  Each  head  of  department  shall  deposit 
weekly  with  the  treasurer  all  moneys  collected  within  his  department,  taking  a 
duplicate  receipt  for  all  moneys  so  deposited.  He  shall  submit  to  the  city  auditor  on 
the  first  day  of  each  month  an  abstract  showing  all  collections  made  within  his 
department  during  the  preceding  month,  supported  by  proper  vouchers  covering 
such  receipts.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  June  of  each  year,  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  city  commission,  through  the  city  auditor,  the  following  estimates:  (a) 
An  itemized  estimate  of  the  revenues  of  the  department  from  all  sources  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of  the  amount  realized  from 
such  source  during  the  preceding  twelve  months;  (b)  an  itemized  estimate  of  the 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  a  statement 
opposite  each  item  of  the  corresponding  expenses  during  the  preceding  twelve 
months;  (c)  an  itemized  estimate  of  such  extraordinary  expenditures  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  any  purpose,  with  an  itemized  statement  of  extraordinary 
expenditures  during  the  preceding  twelve  months.  Such  estimate  shall  contain  a 
statement  of  the  approximate  total  expenditure  recommended  and  the  amount  which 
it  is  expected  to  expend  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by 
a  full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  facts  necessary  to  a  complete  understanding 
of  the  sources  from  which  the  revenue  is  to  be  derived  and  the  purpose  to  which  the 
expenditures  are  to  be  applied,  with  his  recommendation  thereon.  He  shall,  on  or 
before  the  5th  day  of  July  of  each  year,  prepare  and  present  to  the  city  commission 
an  annual  report  in  duplicate,  containing  a  full  and  comprehensive  statement  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  tne  work  of  the  department,  and  a  clear,  concise,  and  business- 
like statement  covering  the  operations  of  his  office  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  21.  Each  officer  appointed  by  the  city  commission  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  city  commission  following  his  appointment,  or  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed.  He  shall  have  his  residence 
within  the  city;  shall  devote  his  entire  time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office; 
shall  not  hold  more  than  one  office  the  salary  of  which  is  paid  out  of  the  city  treas- 
ury, and  shall  not  engage  in  any  other  business  without  the  consent  of  tne  city 
commission. 
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Sec.  22.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  any  city  office — 

(a)  Who  is  not  either  (1)  a  citizen  of  the  united  States;  or  (2)  a  person  at  least  26 
years  of  age,  who  has  resided  in  the  city  of  Manila  for  one  year  immediately  preced- 
ing his  appointment,  who  is  not  a  citizen  or  subject  of  any  foreign  power,  and  who 
can  intelligently  speak,  read,  and  write  either  the  Spanish  or  English  language. 

(6)  Who  is  in  arrears  of  payment  of  any  tax  or  other  liability  due  the  city  or  any 
branch  of  the  United  States  or  insular  government  since  August  13,  1898;  who  has 
been  convicted  of  malfeasance,  bribery,  or  other  crime;  who  nas  taken  and  violated 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States;  who,  since  the  first  day  of  May,  1901,  has 
been  in  arms,  or  given  aid  and  comfort  to  any  person  or  organization  in  arms  against 
the  authority  and  sovereignty  of  the  United  States;  who  receives  a  salary  from  pro- 
vincial, departmental,  or  government  funds;  who  owns  or  holds  any  shares  of  stock 
in,  or  has  any  particular  interest  in,  or  is  in  the  employ  of,  any  corporation  or  firm 
having  a  contract  with  the  city,  by  which  it  holds  any  right,  franchise,  or  immunity 
from  said  city  government,  or  is  entitled  to  any  compensation  out  of  the  city  treas- 
ury; who  is  otherwise  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  to  which  the 
city  is  a  party. 

Sec.  23.  It  shall  be.  unlawful  for  any  city  officer,  directly  or  indirectly,  individu- 
ally or  as  a  member  of  a  firm,  to  engage  in  any  business  transaction  with  the  city 
through  any  of  its  authorized  officials,  boards,  agents,  or  attorneys,  whereby  money 
is  to  be  paid  directly  or  indirectly  out  of  the  city  treasury  to  such  person  or  firm; 
or  to  purchase  any  real  estate  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  city,  or  which 
shall  be  sold  for  taxes  or  assessments  or  by  virtue  of  legal  process  at  the  suit  of  the 
city;  or  to  be  surety  for  any  person  having  a  contract  or  doing  business  with  the  city, 
for  the  performance  of  which  security  may  be  required;  or  to  be  surety  on  the  offi- 
cial bond  of  any  officer  of  the  city. 

Sec.  24.  Every  city  officer  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term,  deliver  to  his  suc- 
cessor in  office,  who  shall  receipt  for  the  same  in  duplicate,  all  funds,  property, 
books,  and  effects  of  every  description  in  his  possession  oelonging  to  the  city  orper- 
taining  to  his  office.  One  copy  of  the  receipt  shall  be  delivered  to  the  retiring  officer 
and  the  other  copy  filed  with  the  city  auditor.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or 
removal  of  any  city  officer,  the  city  commission  shall  at  once  take  charge  of  the 
office,  books,  papers,  property,  and  funds  of  the  late  incumbent,  and  forthwith  notify 
the  sureties  on  his  official  bond. 

Sec.  25.  In  case  any  city  officer  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  deliver  the  funds,  prop- 
erty, books,  and  effects  described  in  the  preceding  section,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
palpable  omission  of  duty,  or  shall  willfully  or  corruptly  be  jruilty  of  oppression, 
misconduct,  or  malfeasance  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be 
liable  for  all  damage  caused  thereby  and  may  also  be  prosecuted  therefor,  and,  upon 
conviction,  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  $1,000  or  imprisoned  not  exceeding  two  years, 
or  both,  and  the  court  in  which  such  conviction  shall  be  had  shall  enter  an  order 
removing  such  officer.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  commission  to  hear  and  inves- 
tigate all  complaints  made  against  the  conduct  of  any  city  officer  and  take  suitable 
action  thereon,  and  to  institute  civil  or  criminal  proceedings  in  the  public  interest  if 
the  charge  made  involves  either  civil  or  criminal  liability,  or  it  becomes  necessary  in 
order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  city. 

Sec.  26.  Before  entering  upon  any  work  or  public  improvement  the  total  expense 
whereof  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $1,000,  the  city  commission  shall  advertise  for  sealed 
bids  or  proposals  for  the  same,  in  two  daily  papers  published  in  Manila,  for  a  period 
of  one  week,  the  first  insertion  to  be  not  less  than  ten  days  before  the  day  fixed  for 
opening  sucn  proposals.  A  plan  or  profile  of  the  work  to  be  done,  accompanied  by 
specifications  for  the  performance  of  the  same,  shall,  before  advertisement,  be  placed 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  city  commission  or  the  department  of  the  city  government 
having  charge  of  the  work,  which  plan,  profile,  and  specifications  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  for  public  inspection.  All  fcids  snail  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  city 
commission  at  the  advertised  time  and  place.  Each  bid  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
deposit,  the  amount  and  character  of  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  city  commission 
and  named  in  the  advertisement,  and  which  shall  not  exceed  10  per  cent  of  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  improvement  or  work  to  be  done,  nor  be  less  than  $100.  Said  deposit 
shall  be  forfeited  to  the  city  in  the  event  that  the  bidder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
enter  into  a  contract,  with  approved  sureties,  to  execute  the  work  for  the  price  men- 
tioned in  his  bid  and  according  to  the  plans  and  specifications,  in  case  the  contract 
shall  be  awarded  to  him.  Should  all  bids  be  rejected,  or  should  it  become  necessary 
for  any  reason  to  call  for  new  bids,  subsequent  advertisement  shall  be  for  a  period  of 
five  days  before  the  proposals  are  opened,  and  in  the  manner  above  prescribed. 

Sec.  27.  All  contracts,  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  $1,000,  for  work,  mate- 
rials, or  supplies  shall  be  let  by  the  city  commission  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder

whose  bid  does  not  exceed  the  estimate;  provided,  that  the  city  commission  may, 
in  its  discretion,  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  if  such  bids  are  too  nigh  may  authorize 
the  board  of  public  works  to  purchase  the  material,  hire  the  labor,  and  supervise  the 
work.  Bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  commission,  shall  be  taken  for  tne  faithful 
performance  of  contracts;  all  such  contracts  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate  by  the 
city  commission  and  by  the  contractor;  one  original  copy  so  executed  shall  be  kept 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  commission,  one  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  tne 
city  auditor,  and  the  third  shall  be  given  to  the  contractor.  All  contracts  and  bonds 
so  taken  shall  be  in  the  name  of,  and  run  to  the  city  of  Manila;  and  every  contract 
for  a  sum  greater  than  $1,000  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  city  commission 
and  the  city  clerk,  under  the  corporate  seal,  and  be  countersigned  by  the  city  auditor. 

Sec.  28.  If  the  consideration  for  such  contract  shall  not  exceed  $1,000,  the  city 
commission  may  authorize  the  head  of  any  department,  or  any  city  officer,  to  exe- 
cute such  contract,  but  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  such  purpose  without  the 
written  order  of  the  city  commission,  which  order  shall  be  returned  and  filed  as  a 
voucher  with  the  bill  upon  which  payment  was  made. 

Sec.  29.  In  all  contracts  executed  on  behalf  of  the  city  the  right  shall  be  reserved 
by  the  city  to  finally  decide  all  questions  arising  as  to  the  proper  performance  of 
such  work,  and,  in  case  of  improper  construction  or  of  noncompliance  with  the  con- 
tract in  any  manner,  to  suspend  said  work  at  any  time,  or  to  order  the  partial  or 
entire  reconstruction  of  said  work  if  improperly  done,  or  to  declare  the  contract  for- 
feited, and  to  relet  the  same  and  to  adjust  the  "difference  of  damages  or  price,  which 
the  contractor,  failing  to  properly  construct  such  work,  and  in  such  case  of  default, 
should  pay  to  the  city,  according  to  the  just  and  reasonable  interpretation  of  said 
contract. 

Sec.  30.  In  cases  where  the  contractor  shall  proceed  to  properly  perform  and  com- 
plete his  contract,  the  city  commission  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  work  progresses, 
advance  said  contractor  an  estimated  part  of  the  amount  already  earned,  upon  certifi- 
cate of  the  city  auditor,  reserving  15  per  cent  therefrom,  which  shall  entitle  the 
holder  to  receive  the  amount  that  may  be  due  thereon  when  the  money  applicable 
to  the  payment  for  such  work  shall  have  been  collected  and  the  conditions  annexed 
to  said  estimate,  if  any,  shall  have  been  satisfied. 

ADVISORY    HOARD. 

Sec.  31.  There  shall  be  an  advisory  board  consisting  of  one  representative  from 
each  of  the  city  districts  as  now  existing  or  hereafter  formed  by  the  city  commission, 
to  be  appointed  or  selected  in  such  manner  and  meet  at  such  times  ana  places  as  the 
city  commission  may  by  ordinance  prescribe.  The  board,  and  each  member  thereof, 
shall  at  all  times  be  taken  as  representing  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  the  several 
districts  in  which  said  members  respectively  reside.  It  shall  complete  its  organiza- 
tion and  formulate  its  rules  of  procedure,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  city  com- 
mission may  by  ordinance  prescribe.  It  shall  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  city 
commission  the  special  needs  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  and  shall  make  such 
suggestions  and  recommendations  relative  thereto  as  it  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem 
necessary.  It  shall  consider  and  take  action  upon  petitions  presented  by  residents 
or  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  report  thereon  to  the  city  commission.  It  shall  fur- 
nish such  further  information  relating  to  existing  conditions  within  the  city  and  the 
several  districts  thereof  as  may  be  required  by  the  city  commission.  It  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  an  office  and  suitable  clerical  assistance  and  supplies.  The  members  of 
said  t>oard  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services  except  when  sitting  as  a 
board  of  equalization  and  review,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

BOARD   OF  PUBLIC   WORKS. 

Sec.  32.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  public  works,  consisting  of  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  the  city  engineer,  and  the  city  purchasing  agent,  which  shall  be  in 
charge  and  have  general  management  and  control  of  the  department  of  public  works 
and  everything  pertaining  thereto,  including  the  bureau  of  buildings  and  illumina- 
tion, the  bureau  of  docks  and  wharves,  the  bureau  of  streets,  parks,  and  bridges,  the 
bureau  of  water  and  sewers,  the  bureau  of  engineering,  and  tne  bureau  of  supplies, 
herein  provided  for.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  be  the  president  of  the 
board.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  and  give  sucn  directions  as 
may  be  necessary  to  execute  and  enforce  its  orders.  The  city  engineer  and  the  city 
purchasing  agent  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  board  and  perform  such  duties 
in  connection  therewith  as  may  be  prescribed  herein  or  by  ordinance.  The  chief 
clerk  of  the  department  shall  act  as  secretary  of  the  board  and  keep  a  record  of  its 
proceedings. 
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Sec.  33.  The  board  of  public  works  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  the  real 
and  personal  property  01  the  city  except  supplies,  equipment,  material,  and  other 
personal  property  necessary  and  peculiar  to  the  work  01  other  departments,  which 
shall,  upon  delivery,  be  in  the  care  and  custody  of  such  departments.  It  shall  pur- 
chase all  supplies,  equipment,  material,  and  personal  property  of  every  description, 
used  or  to  be  used  by  the  city  or  any  department  thereof,  at  such  times  and  in  such 
quantities  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  city  commission;  shall  deliver  to  each  city 
department  all  property  authorized  to  be  purchased  for  its  j>articular  use,  and  shall 
retain  and  keep  in  stock  supplies,  equipment,  and  material  common  to  the  use  of  all 
departments,  and  supply  the  same  when  duly  authorized.  It  shall  have  charge  of 
all  public  improvements  entered  upon  by  the  city;  shall  regulate,  control,  and 
enforce  all  ordinances  relating  to  the  erection,  construction,  use,  alteration,  repair, 
and  safety  of  buildings,  either  public  or  private,  streets,  parks,  bridges,  cemeteries, 
wharves,  docks,  piers,  levees,  lauding  places,  waterworks,  sewers,  drains,  cesspools, 
gas  works,  telegraph,  telephone,  fire  alarm,  and  other  electrical  plants,  and  all  other 
real  and  personal  property  of  the  city.  It  shall  have  charge  of  all  surveying  and 
engineering  work  of  the  city  and  all  matters  involving  the  use  of  material  and  sup- 
plies in  construction  and  repair.  It  shall  have  such  other  rights  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF   BUILDINGS   AND   ILLUMINATION. 

Sec.  34.  The  superintendent  of  buildings,  under  the  board  of  public  works,  shall 
be  in  charge  of  the  bureau  of  buildings  and  illumination.  He  shall  have  the  care 
and  custody  of  all  public  buildings  when  erected,  including  markets  and  slaughter- 
houses, ana  all  buildings  rented  for  city  purposes;  shall  inspect  all  private  buildings 
erected  or  to  be  erected  within  the  city;  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  city  telegraph,  tele- 
phone, and  fire-alarm  service,  and  any  system  now  or  hereafter  established  for  light- 
ing the  streets,  public  places,  and  public  buildings  of  the  city;  shall  supervise  and 
regulate  the  stringing,  grounding,  and  insulation  of  wires  for  electrical  connections, 
and  the  laying  of  mains  and  connections  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  gas  to  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city;  shall  supervise  and  regulate  the  manufacture,  storage,  sale, 
and  use  of  petroleum,  gas,  acetylene,  gunpowder,  and  other  combustible  matter  and 
explosives,  and  the  arrangement  and  use  of  engines,  boilers,  forges,  and  other  manu- 
facturing and  heating  appliances;  shall  prevent  the  encroachment  of  private  buildings 
and  fences  on  the  streets  and  public  places  of  the  city;  shall  inspect  and  regulate  the 
erection,  construction,  repair,  removal,  and  safety  of  private  buildings;  shall  regulate 
and  enforce  the  numbering  of  houses;  shall  issue  permits  and  enforce  all  ordinances 
relating  to  any  subject  hereinbefore  mentioned;  snail  assist  the  fire  chief  in  investi- 
gating the  origin  and  cause  of  all  fires  occurring  in  the  city,  and  shall  have  such  other 
rights  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribecl  by  law  or  ordinance. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS,  PARKS,  AND   BRIDGES. 

Sec.  36.  The  superintendent  of  streets,  parks,  and  bridges,  under  the  board  of 
public  works,  shaft  be  in  charge  of  the  bureau  of  streets,  parks,  and  bridges.  He 
shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  public  streets,  parks,  bridges,  and  cemeter- 
ies; shall  maintain,  clean,  sprinkle,  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same  for  all  pur- 
poses; shall  collect  and  dispose  of  all  garbage,  refuse,  the  contents  of  closets, 
vaults,  and  cesspools,  and  all  other  offensive  and  dangerous  substances  within  the 
city.  He  shall  have  such  other  rights  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  ordinance. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  DOCKS  AND   WHARVES. 

Sec.  36.  The  superintendent  of  docks  and  wharves,  under  the  board  of  public 
works,  shall  l>e  in  charge  of  the  bureau  of  docks  and  wharves.  He  shall  have  the 
care  and  custody  of  all  public  docks,  wharves,  piers,  levees,  and  landing  places  when 
erected,  and  shall  maintain  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same;  shall  have  general 
supervision  and  inspection  of  all  private  docks,  wharves,  piers,  levees,  and  landing 
places,  and  other  property  bordering  on  the  harbor,  river,  esteros,  and  waterways  ol 
the  city;  and  shall  issue  permits  and  inspect  and  enforce  all  ordinances  relating  to 
the  erection,  construction,  repair,  removal,  safety,  and  use  of  public  or  private  docks, 
wharves,  piers,  levees,  and  landing  places.  He  shall  have  such  other  rights  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF   WATER   AND  SEWERS. 

Sec.  37.  The  superintendent  of  water  and  sewers,  under  the  l)oard  of  public  works, 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  bureau  of  water  and  sewers.    He  shall  have  the  care  and 
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custody  of  the  public  system  of  waterworks  and  sewers  and  all  sources  of  water  sup- 
ply, and  shall  control,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same.  He  shall  inspect 
and  regulate  the  use  of  all  private  systems  for  supplying  water  to  the  city  ana  its 
inhabitants,  and  all  private  sewers  and  their  connections  with  the  public  sewer  sys- 
tem. He  shall  have  such  other  rights  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  maybe 
prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

CITY    ENGINEER. 

Sec.  38.  The  city  engineer,  under  the  board  of  public  works,  shall  be  in  charge  of 
the  bureau  of  engineering.  Under  said  board  he  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  survey- 
ing and  engineering  work  of  the  city,  and  shall  perform  such  services  in  connection 
with  public  improvements  or  any  work  entered  upon  or  projected  by  the  city,  or  any 
department  thereof,  as  may  require  the  skill  and  experience  of  a  civil  engineer.  He 
shall  ascertain,  record,  ana  establish  monuments  of  the  city  survey,  and  from  thence 
extend  the  surveys  of  the  city  and  locate,  establish,  and  survey  all  city  property,  and 
also  private  property  abutting  on  the  same,  whenever  directed  by  the  city  commis- 
sion; shall  prepare  and  submit  plans,  maps,  specifications,  and  estimates  for  build- 
ings, streets,  bridges,  docks,  and  other  public  works,  and  supervise  the  construction 
and  repair  of  the  same;  shall  make  such  tests  and  inspection  of  engineering  materials 
used  in  construction  and  repair  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  city  from  the  use 
of  materials  of  a  poor  or  dangerous  quality ;  shall  inspect  and  report  upon  the  condition 
of  public  property  and  public  works  whenever  required  by  the  city  commission; 
shall  inspect  and  report  upon  the  condition,  construction,  and  repair  of  private 
buildings  whenever  required  by  the  city  commission,  and  shall  require  plans,  eleva- 
tions, and  sections  of  such  buildings,  and  maps  showing  their  location,  to  be  filed  in 
his  office  whenever  he  may  deem  the  same  to  l>e  necessary;  shall  file  and  preserve 
all  maps,  plans,  notes,  surveys,  and  other  papers  and  documents  pertaining  to  his 
office;  shall  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  puolic  works  and  perform  such  duties  in 
connection  therewith  as  may  be  prescribed.  City  departments  requiring  the  serv- 
ices and  advice  of  the  city  engineer  shall  apply  to  the  superintendent  of  public 
works  through  the  city  commission.  He  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

CITY   PURCHASING   AGENT. 

Sec.  39.  The  city  purchasing  agent,  under  the  board  of  public  works,  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  bureau  of  supplies.  He  shall  purchase  all  supplies,  equipment,  mate- 
rial, and  property  of  every  kind,  except  real  estate,  used  by  the  city  or  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  under  such  restrictions  as  the  city  commission  may,  by  ordinance,  pre- 
scribe. He  shall  have  charge  of  all  horses,  wagons,  stables,  corrals,  launches,  boats, 
and  all  property  and  appliances  used  by  the  city  for  transportation,  construction, 
and  repair  when  the  same  are  not  turned  over  to  other  departments  for  their  exclu- 
sive use.  lie  shall  purchase  and  keep  in  stock  stationery,  office  furnishings,  and  all 
other  supplies,  equipment,  and  material  in  general  use  by  the  departments  of  the 
city,  and  supply  the  same  when  duly  authorized.  He  shall  have  such  other  rights 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

CITY  TREASURER. 

Sec.  40.  The  city  treasurer  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  department  of  finance  and 
everything  pertaining  thereto,  including  the  bureau  of  receipts  and  the  bureau  of 
disbursements,  the  chief  financial  officer  of  the  city,  and  the  custodian  of  the  city 
funds.  He  shall  collect  all  taxes  and  assessments  due  the  citv,  all  licenses  authorized 
by  law  or  ordinance,  all  fines,  fees,  and  costs  imposed  by  police  courts,  and  all  rents 
for  lands,  markets,  and  other  property  owned  by  the  city.  He  shall  receive  and 
securely  keep  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  city,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  only  on 
warrants  of  the  city  commission,  drawn  pursuant  to  appropriation  made,  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  city  commission  and  the  city  clerk,  under  the  seal  of  the  corpo- 
ration, and  countersigned  by  the  auditor.  He  shall  keep  the  funds  of  city  on  deposit 
with  some  reputable  banking  institution  to  be  designated  by  the  city  commission. 
He  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  each  fund  or  appropriation,  and  the  debts  and 
credits  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  give  bond  to  the  city  in  such  sum  and  with  such 
sureties  as  the  city  commission  may  prescribe,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  official  duties  of  himself  and  his  assistants,  ana  the  payment  of  all 
sums  of  money  that  may  come  into  their  hands  officially  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto.    He  shall  appoint  the  city  collector  and  the  city  disbursing  officer,  who  shall 
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be  in  charge  of  the  bureau  of  receipts  and  the  bureau  of  disbursements,  respectively. 
Said  officers  shall  have  such  rights  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  l>e  prescribed  by 
law  or  ordinance,  and  shall  give  bond  to  the  treasurer  in  such  sum  as  he  shall  require. 
He  shall,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  each  month,  make  requisition  through  the 
city  commission  on  the  insular  government  for  such  part  of  the  total  amount  paid  by 
said  insular  government  during  the  year  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  city  com  mis- 
sion. He  shall,  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  earn  month,  submit  to  the  city  auditor, 
in  duplicate,  an  account  current,  an  abstract  of  payments,  and  an  attract  of  collec- 
tions, supported  by  proper  vouchers  covering  all  transactions  of  his  office  for  the 
preceding  month,  charging  himself  with  funds  placed  in  his  hands  for  disbursement 
upon  requisitions  ami  warrant,  and  crediting  himself  for  all  authorized  and  approved 
disbursements  made  by  him  pursuant  to  appropriations.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the 
6th  day  of  June  of  each  year,  prepare,  in  duplicate,  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  of  his  office  for  the  preceding  twelve  months  ending  May 
31,  and  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  city  commission  through  the  city  auditor.  He 
shall,  on  or  before  the  5th  day  of  July,  prepare,  in  duplicate,  an  itemized. statement 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  his  office  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  shall 
transmit  the  same  to  the  city  commission  through  the  city  auditor.  He  shall  have 
such  other  rights  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  city  commission  may,  by 
ordinance,  prescribe. 

CITY    MARSHAL. 

Sec.  41.  The  city  marshal,  under  the  city  commission,  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
department  of  police  and  prisons,  and  everything  pertaining  thereto,  including 
the  bureau  of  city  police,  the  bureau  of  harbor  police,  the  bureau  of  detectives,  and  the 
bureau  of  prisons.  He  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  all  matters  relat- 
ing to  the  administration  of  the  department  as  herein  provided,  the  organization, 
government,  discipline,  and  disposition  of  the  city  police,  the  harbor  police,  and  the 
detective  force,  tne  maintenance  of  city  prisons,  mils,  and  reformatories,  and  the 
confinement  and  detention  of  persons  therein;  shall  be  active  in  quelling  riots,  disor- 
ders, disturbances  of  the  peace,  and  violations  of  law  or  ordinance  of  every  description; 
shall  exercise  police  supervision  over  the  harbor,  river,  and  esteros  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  city,  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same  by  steamers  and  other  craft;  shall 
be  charged  with  "the  protection  of  the  rights  of  persons  and  property  wherever  found 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city,  and  shall  arrest  without  warrant  all  violators  of 
city  ordinances,  and  all  who  obstruct  or  interfere  with  him  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duty;  may  take  good  and  sufficient  bail  for  the  appearance  before  the  city  court  of 
any  person  arrested  for  violation  of  a  city  ordinance;  shall  have  authority,  within 
the  city  limits,  to  serve  and  execute  criminal  process  of  any  court;  shall,  either  in 
person  or  by  deputy,  attend  all  meetings  of  the  city  commission  and  all  sessions  of 
the  city  courts,  and  shall  promptly  and  faithfully  execute  all  orders  of  said  commis- 
sion and  all  writs  and  processes  of  said  courts.  He  shall  have  such  further  rights 
and  perform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  bv  law  or  ordinance.  • 

Sec.  42.  The  chief  of  city  police,  captain  of  the  port,  cnief  of  detectives,  and  super- 
intendent of  prisons,  under  the  city  marshal,  shall  respectively  have  charge  of  the 
bureau  of  city  police,  the  bureau  of  harbor  police,  the  bureau  of  detectives,  and  the 
bureau  of  prisons,  and  shall  have  such  further  rights  and  perform  such  further  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  43.  Members  of  the  city  commission,  the  city  marshal,  the  chief  of  city  police, 
the  captain  of  the  port,  the  chief  of  detectives,  the  superintendent  of  prisons,  and  all 
officers  and  members  of  the  police  force  shall  be  peace  officers;  and  all  peace  officers 
created  by  this  act  or  authorized  by  ordinance  are  authorized  to  serve  and  execute 
all  processes  of  municipal  courts  and  criminal  process  of  insular  courts  to  whom- 
soever directed,  within  the  jurisdictional  limits  of  the  city.  They  may  pursue  and 
arrest  without  warrant  any  person  found  in  suspicious  places  or  under  suspicious  cir- 
cumstances tending  to  show  that  such  person  has  committed  or  is  about  to  commit 
any  felony  or  breach  of  the  peace;  may  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  without  war- 
rant, any  offender  when  the  offense  is  committed  in  the  presence  of  the  peace  officer 
or  within  his  view,  and  in  such  pursuit  or  arrest  may  enter  any  building,  ship,  boat, 
or  vessel,  or  take  into  custody  any  person  therein  suspected  of  being  concerned  in 
such  felony  or  breach  of  the  peace,  and  any  property  suspected  to  have  been  stolen. 
They  shall  detain  such  person  over  night  or  until  he  can  be  brought  before  the 
proper  magistrate,  and  shall  have  such  other  rights  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  peace  officers  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance.  Whenever  the  city  com- 
mission shall  deem  it  necessary,  to  avert  danger  or  to  protect  life  and  property  in 
case  of  riot,  disturbance,  or  public  calamity,  or  when  it  has  reason  to  fear  any  serious 
violation  of  law  and  order,  it  shall  have  power  to  swear  in  special  police  in  such 
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numbers  as  the  occasion  may  demand.  Such  special  police  shall  have  the  same  pow- 
ers while  on  duty  as  members  of  the  regular  force,  and  shall  j>erform  such  duties  as 
the  city  commission  may  require.  But  it  is  expressly  provided  that  the  city  shall 
not  be  liable  or  held  for  damages  or  injuries  to  person  or  property  arising  from  the 
failure  of  the  city  commission  or  any  city  officer  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
charter  or  any  law  or  ordinance,  or  from  negligence  of  said  commission  or  said  offi- 
cers while  enforcing  or  attempting  to  enforce  the  same. 

HEALTH    OFFICER. 

Sec.  44.  The  health  officer  under  the  city  commission  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
department  of  health  and  everything  pertaining  thereto,  including  the  bureau  of 
health  and  the  bureau  of  sanitation.  He  shall  he  a  graduate  of  some  reputable  medi- 
cal college.  He  shall  inspect  the  ventilation,  drainage,  and  plumbing  of  buildings, 
both  public;  and  private,  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  food  and  drinks,  drugs,  medi- 
cines, chemicals,  and  poisons,  water  used  for  drinking  purposes,  nuisances  dangerous 
to  health,  offensive  and  dangerous  trades,  the  storage,  collection,  and  disposal  of 
rubbish,  garbage,  offal,  and  other  offensive  substances,  and  all  sources  and  causes  of 
disease,  and  the  treatment  of  the  same.  He  shall  have  charge  of  all  city  hospitals, 
dispensaries,  disinfecting  plants,  morgues,  quarantine  stations,  and  other  institutions 
of  a  similar  character  established  for  the  treatment  or  suppression  of  disease  and  the 
preservation  of  public  health,  and  shall  exercise  sui>ervision  and  inspection  over  all 
private  hospitals  within  the  city.  He  shall  keep  a  mil  and  complete  record  of  vital 
statistics,  and  publish  the  same  from  time  to  time  for  the  information  of  the  public. 
He  shall  provide  such  medical  attendance  as  may  l>e  authorized  for  the  employees  of 
the  city  government,  and  such  other  persons  requiring  treatment  as  are  unable  to  pay 
for  pfioper  medical  attendance.  He  shall  cause  such  action  to  be  taken  with  refer- 
ence to  any  of  the  subjects  hereinbefore  mentioned  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and  shall  enforce 
all  ordinances,  regulations,  and  orders  relating  thereto.  He  shall  have  such  further 
rights  and  j>crform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  prescril>ed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

F1KK   CHIEF. 

Sec.  45.  The  fire  chief,  under  the  city  commission,  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  depart- 
ment of  fire.  He  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  administration  of  the  department  as  herein  provided,  and  the  organization,  gov- 
ernment, discipline,  and  disposition  of  the  fire  force;  shall  have  charge  of  fire 
engines,  hose  carts,  hooks  ana  ladders,  trucks,  and  other  fire  apparatus;  shall  have 
full  police  powers  in  the  vicinity  of  fires;  shall  have  authority  to  remove  any  property 
whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  prevent  the  spreading  of  fire  or  "to  protect 
adjacent  property;  shall  investigate  and  report  upon  the  origin  and  cause  of  all  fires 
occurring  within  the  city;  and  shall  have  such  further  powers  and  perform  such 
further  dtities  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

Sec.  46.  The  superintendent  of  schools,  under  the  city  commission,  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  department  of  education.  He  shall  be  appointed  by  the  general  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city  commission,  and 
shall  have  all  the  rights  and  perform  all  the  duties  required  by  act  74  of  the  Philip- 
pine Commission,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  He  shall  also  have  charge 
of  all  secondary  schools,  libraries,  museums,  art  galleries,  and  like  institutions  of  an 
educational  nature  owned  and  maintained  by  the  citv,  and  shall  have  such  other 
rights  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance.  He 
shall  act  with  the  city  commission  in  preparing  plans  for  school  buildings  and  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  department.  All  matters  in  controversy 
between  the  citv  commission  and  the  superintendent  of  schools  or  the  general  super- 
intendent of  public  instruction  shall  be  referred  to  the  Philippine  Commission. 

Sec.  47.  The  local  school  l>oard  provided  for  in  act  74  of  the  Philippine  Commission 
shall  consist  of  six  members,  and  the  president  of  the  city  commission  shall  be  the 
member  ex  officio. 

CITY    ATTORNEY. 

Sec.  48.  The  city  attorney  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  department  of  law,  and  the  chief 
legal  advisor  of  tlie  city  and  all  offices  and  departments  thereof;  shall  represent  the 
city  in  all  cases,  civil  or  criminal,  now  pending  or  hereafter  brought  in  any  court 
wherein  the  city  or  any  officer  thereof  in  his  official  capacity  is  a  party;  shall  attend 
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all  meetings  of  the  city  commission,  and  draw  ordinances,  contracts,  bonds,  leasee, 
and  other  documents  involving  any  interest  of  the  city,  and  inspect  and  pass  upon  all 
such  documents  already  drawn;  shall  give  his  opinion  in  writing,  when  requested  by 
the  city  commission,  upon  any  question  relating  to  the  city,  or  the  rights  or  duties  of 
any  city  officer;  shall  appear  in  behalf  of  the  city  in  all  appeal  cases;  shall  assist  the 
clerk  of  the  municipal  court  in  collecting  fines,  fees,  and  costs  imposed  therein;  shall, 
whenever  it  is  brought  to  his  knowledge  that  any  city  officer  is  guilty  of  neglect  or 
misconduct  in  office,  or  that  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  holding  or  exercising 
any  franchise  or  public  privilege  from  the  city,  has  failed  to  comply  with  any  condi- 
tion, or  to  pay  any  consideration  mentioned  in  the  grant  of  such  franchise  or  priv- 
ilege, investigate  the  same  and  report  to  the  city  commission;  shall,  when  directed 
by  the  city  commission,  institute  and  prosecute  a  suit  on  any  bond,  lease,  or  other 
contract,  and  upon  any  breach  or  violation  thereof,  prosecute  or  defend  all  actions, 
civil  or  criminal,  relating  to  or  connected  with  any  city  office  or  interest  of  the  city. 
He  shall  at  all  times  render  such  professional  services  as  the  city  commisson  may 
require,  and  shall  have  such  other  rights  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance. 

CITY   CLERK. 

Sec.  49.  The  city  clerk  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  municipal  records.  He  shall  act 
as  secretary  to  the  city  commission,  keep  a  full  record  of  its  proceedings,  both  legis- 
lative and  executive,  and  file  all  documents  relating  thereto;  shall  record  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose  all  ordinances  passed  by  the  city  commission,  with  the  dates 
of  passage  and  publication  of  the  same;  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  affix  the 
same  with  his  signature  to  all  ordinances,  warrants,  and  other  official  acts  of  the 
city  commission  and  procure  the  signature  of  the  president  thereto;  shall  cause  each 
ordinance  so  passed  to  be  published  as  herein  provided;  shall  have  charge  and  cus- 
tody of  all  records  and  documents  of  the  city  and  of  any  office  or  department  thereof, 
for  which  provision  is  not  otherwise  made;  shall,  on  demand,  furnish  certified  cop- 
ies of  all  city  records  and  documents,  and  shall  collect  and  receive  therefor  such  fees 
as  may  be  prescribed  for  the  use  of  the  city;  shall  keep  his  office  and  all  records 
therein  open  to  inspection  during  usual  business  hours  by  all  residents  of  the  city 
and  all  officers  of  the  insular  and  general  governments.  All  records  certified  by  him 
under  the  corporate  seal  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  and  for  all  purposes  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  originals  were  produced.  He  shall  have  such  other  powers  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  city  commission  may  prescribe. 

CITY   AUDITOR. 

Sec.  50.  The  city  auditor  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  department  of  audits,  and  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  herein  set  forth  and  such  others  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  He  shall  establish  proper  rules  for  the  adminis- 
tration of  his  office  and  prescribe  the  form  of  tax  accounts,  certificates,  and  receipts 
to  be  used  in  the  several  departments  of  the  city  government  and  the  form  and  man- 
ner of  rendering  accounts  submitted  to  him  for  the  purposes  of  audit;  shall  examine 
all  requisitions  and  certify  the  same  to  the  city  commission,  with  the  available  bal- 
ance of  the  appropriation  from  which  each  requisition  ib  to  be  paid;  shall  countersign 
all  warrants  on  the  city  treasury  which  are  in  accordance  with  his  certificate,  and  no 
warrant  shall  be  drawn  except  in  accordance  with  such  certificate  of  the  auditor  as 
to  the  available  balance  and  the  amount  to  be  drawn  from  the  treasury;  shall 
examine,  adjust,  and  audit  all  accounts,  claims,  and  demands  against  the  city  and 
require  the  same  to  be  supported  by.  vouchers  and  such  other  evidence  as  may  be 
necessary;  shall  examine  all  financial  reports  and  estimates;  shall  audit  all  accounts 
of  city  officers  who  receive  or  pay  out  money,  comparing  the  statement  of  income 
with  "the  duplicate  receipts,  ana  the  statement  to  disbursements  with  the  warrants, 
and  shall  forward  to  the  city  commission  a  certificate  of  settlement  thereon,  which 
shall  be  a  statement  of  said  account  as  audited;  shall  examine  all  official  books, 
accounts,  and  records  of  every  city  officer  at  least  once  a  year  and  report  the  condi- 
tion of  the  same  to  the  city  commission.  He  shall  at  all  times  have  free  access  to 
any  city  office  and  all  reports,  books,  stubs,  papers,  accounts,  receipts,  estimates,  and 
everything  necessary  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  matters  under  investigation.  He 
shall  during  the  first  week  of  each  quarter  prepare  in  duplicate  and  forward — one 
copy  to  the  city  commission  and  one  copy  to  the  insular  treasurer — a  complete  state- 
ment of  the  revenues,  resources,  and  liabilities  of  the  city,  including  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  the  preceding  quarter  and  the  unexpended  balance  of  each 
appropriation;  shall  see  that  the  revenue  derived  from  special  tax  or  assessment  is 
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expended  solely  for  the  purpose  for  which  said  tax  or  assessment  was  levied;  shall, 
whenever  requested,  submit  his  books  and  records  for  examination  bv  the  city  com- 
mission or  by  their  duly  authorized  agent,  and  shall  furnish  certified  copies  of  any 
paper  or  account  on  file  in  his  office.  During  the  first  week  in  July  of  each  year  the 
auditor  shall  submit  to  the  city  commission  an  annual  report  giving  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  several  departments  during  the  preced- 
ing fiscal  year,  including  the  sources  from  which  the  funds  were  derived  and  for 
what  purpose  expended,  including  the  value  of  supplies  and  material  furnished  to 
and  used  by  each  department.  He  shall  make  such  other  reports  and  suggest  such 
plans  for  the  management  of  revenues  and  the  liquidation  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
as  the  city  commission  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

CITY    ASSESSOR. 

Sec.  51.  The  city  assessor,  under  the  city  commission,  shall  be  in  charge  of  the 
department  of  assessments.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  February  of  each 
year,  require  every  owner  of  taxable  property  to  render  a  complete  return  and  full 
valuation  of  such  property  owned  or  possessed  by  him  and  a  description  sufficiently 
in  detail  to  enable  the  assessor  to  locate  and  identify  the  same.  He  shall,  on  or 
before  the  1st  day  of  April  of  each  year,  value  and  assess  all  taxable  property  in  the 
city  as  of  the  1st  day  of  January  preceding,  and  shall  prepare  assessment  rolls  set- 
ting forth  the  value  and  description  of  such  property.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st 
day  of  April,  give  public  notice  in  at  least  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  Manila 
that  the  assessment  rolls  are  completed  and  on  file  in  his  office.  He  shall  hold  daily 
sessions  in  his  office  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  April  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
complaints  of  persons  against  whom  taxes  have  been  assessed  and  shall  amend  the 
assessment  roll  in  accordance  with  his  findings.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  1st  day 
of  May  of  each  year,  submit  the  assessment  rolls  so  amended  to  the  board  of  equal- 
ization and  review  hereinafter  provided  for,  of  which  board  he  shall  be  a  member. 
He  shall  also  value  and  prepare  special  assessment  rolls  of  property  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  local  improvements  whenever  reouired  by  the  city  commission.  He  shall 
have  such  further  rights  and  perform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law  or  ordinance. 

BOARD   OF   EQUALIZATION    AND   REVIEW. 

Sec.  52.  For  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  assessment  of  property  the  members  of 
the  advisory  board  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  sit,  with  the  city  assessor,  as  a 
board  of  equalization  and  review.  The  city  assessor  shall  be  president  of  the  board 
and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  thereof.  His  chief  clerk  shall  act  as  secretary  of 
the  board  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings. 

Sec.  53.  The  board  of  equalization  ana  review  snail  meet  on  the  1st  day  of  May  in 
each  year  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  the  annual  assessment,  and  shall  continue  in 
session  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  weeks,  until  all  business  relating  to  the  annual 
assessment  shall  have  been  disposed  of.  It  shall  meet  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing 
special  assessments  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  he  necessary.  When  sitting  as 
a  board  of  equalization  of  general  or  special  assessment,  each  member  shall  be  sworn, 
and  shall  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  diem  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
in  the  aggregate  thirty  days  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  54.  The  board  of  equalization  and  review  so  constituted  shall  consider  all 
assessment  rolls  submitted  by  the  city  assessor;  shall  hear  and  act  upon  all  com- 
plaints submitted  in  writing  by  parties  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  contained  in  said 
rolls;  shall  equalize  all  general  assessments  between  the  several  districts  and  parts 
thereof,  and  shall  in  like  manner  equalize  special  assessments  for  local  improve- 
ments. In  equalizing  special  assessments,  representatives  of  any  district  in  which 
property  subject  to  such  special  assessment  is  located  shall  not  sit.  The  board  may 
recommend  that  the  assessed  valuation  of  any  property  be  increased  or  diminished 
so  as  to  correspond  with  the  valuation  of  similar  property  throughout  the  city.  In 
case  a  change  is  to  lie  recommended  in  the  valuation  of  any  property,  notice  shall  l>e 
given  to  all  parties  in  interest,  and  a  hearing  had  upon  written  request.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  equalization  of  the  assessment  contained  in  a  single  assessment 
roll,  the  board  shall  transmit  the  original  roll  to  the  city  commission  with  a  list  of 
the  changes  recommended  by  the  board,  and  its  reasons  therefor.  Any  person 
aggrieved  by  the  valuation  placed  upon  property,  after  a  hearing  before  said  board 
of  equalization,  may,  within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  such  hearing,  make 
written  appeal  to  the  city  commission,  and  said  commission  shall  have  power  to  hear 
and  decide  the  appeal.  The  city  commission  shall  prepare  the  final  assessment  rolls 
upon  which  any  tax  or  assessment  is  to  be  levied,  and  may  hold  such  hearings  as 
may  be  necessary  for  this  purpose. 
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MUNICIPAL  COURT. 


Sec.  55.  The  city  commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  divide  the  city  of  Manila 
into  judicial  districts,  to  establish  and  maintain  a  municipal  court  in  each  district, 
and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  and  prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  judges, 
clerks,  officers,  and  employees  of  said  courts.  Until  otherwise  prescribed  by  the 
commission,  there  shall  be  two  judicial  districts  in  the  city,  and  the  boundary  line 
between  the  two  districts  shall  be  the  north  bank  of  the  Paste  River.  There  shall 
be  a  daily  session  of  each  municipal  court  (Sundays  and  holidays  alone  excepted). 
In  order  to  equalize  the  work  of  the  courts  so  erected  the  city  commission  may  direct 
any  authorized  proceeding  or  prosecution  to  be  brought  in  either  court,  and  the 
judges  and  clerks  appointed  by  trie  city  commission  may  sit  interchangeably  in  either 
district.  Said  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  over  all  criminal  cases  arising 
under  ordinances  of  the  city  and  over  all  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  penal  laws 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  where  the  offense  is  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  city,  and  the  maximum  punishment  is  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months  or  fine  of  not  more  than  $100.  Such  courts  may  also  conduct  preliminary 
examinations  for  any  offense,  without  regard  to  the  limits  of  punishment,  and  may 
release  or  commit  and  bind  over  any  person  charged  with  such  offense  to  secure  his 
appearance  before  the  proper  court.  Said  court  shall  have  no  civil  jurisdiction 
except  for  the  forfeiture  ana  collection  of  bonds  given  in  cases  or  proceedings  pend- 
ing therein.  In  the  action  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  the  first  process  shall 
be  a  summons;  provided,  however,  that  the  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the  offender 
may  be  issued  in  the  first  instance  upon  the  affidavit  of  any  person  that  such  ordi- 
nance has  been  violated,  and  that  the  person  making  the  complaint  has  reasonable 
grounds  to  believe  that  the  party  charged  is  guilty  thereof,  and  such  warrant  shall  con- 
clude * '  against  the  ordinances  of  the  city  in  such  case  made  and  provided.' '  All  pro- 
ceedings and  prosecutions  for  offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands  snail 
conform  to  the  rules  relating  to  process,  pleading,  practice,  and  procedure  now  or  here- 
after established  for  the  judiciary  of  the  islands,  and  such  rules  shall  govern  said  police 
courts  and  their  officers  in  all  cases  in  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  applicable.  Any 
person  arrested  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  be  brought  before  the  municipal 
court  to  be  tried  for  the  alleged  offense.  Each  judge  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  enforce  all  process  of  the  court,  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and 
punish  all  contempts  of  court  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both.  He  may  require  of 
any  person  arrested  a  bond  for  good  behavior  or  to  keep  the  peace,  or  for  the 
further  appearance  of  such  person  before  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  no 
such  bond  shall  be  taken  except  it  be  executed  by  the  person  in  whose  behalf  it  is 
made,  with  at  least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  oe  approved  by  said  court. 
There  shall  be  taxed  against  and  collected  from  the  defendant,  in  case  of  his  convic- 
tion in  said  court,  such  costs  and  fees  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  city  commission, 
which  costs  and  fees  shall  not  exceed  those  charged  in  criminal  cases  in  justice 
courts.  All  fines  and  forfeitures,  fees  and  costs,  imposed  shall  be  collected  by  the 
clerk  of  said  court,  who  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  city  treasury  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  city,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance. The  judgments  of  said  court  may  be  enforced  by  imprisonment  of  any 
defendant  adjudged  guilty  therein  until  the  fines,  costs,  and  fees  assessed  shall  have 
been  paid,  or  until  the  same  shall  have  been  satisfied  at  the  rate  of  25  per  cent  per 
day  during  imprisonment  at  hard  labor,  and  any  such  judgment  may  be  enforced  by 
execution  against  the  property  of  the  defendant  adjudged  guilty  therein.  Said  court 
shall  also  have  power  ana  authority  to  administer  official  oaths  and  to  give  certificates 
thereof;  to  issue  summonses,  writs,  warrants,  executions,  and  all  other  process  nec- 
essary to  enforce  the  orders  and  decrees  of  said  court.  The  clerk  shall  keep  the  seal 
of  said  court  and  affix  it  to  all  orders,  decrees,  certificates,  records,  and  otner  docu- 
ments issued  by  the  court.  He  shall  keep  a  docket  of  the  trials  in  said  court,  in 
which  shall  be  recorded  in  a  summary  manner  the  name  of  the  defendant,  the 
charge  against  him,  the  name  of  the  prosecuting  witness,  the  date  of  the  arrest,  the 
date  of  the  trial,  the  appearance  of  the  defendant,  and  the  nature  of  the  judgment, 
together  with  the  fines  collected,  if  any,  in  accordance  with  the  judgment.  The 
city  marshal  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  such  court  and  shall  attend  all  sessions 
and  serve  all  process  of  the  same,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  now  or  hereafter  established  for  similar  offices  in  the  judiciary 
of  the  islands,  in  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

Sec.  56.  An  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  court  of  first  instance  next  to  be  held  within 
the  province  in  all  cases  where  the  judgment  shall  impose  a  fine  exceeding  $10  or 
imprisonment  exceeding  fifteen  days.  Such  appeals  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
of  practice  and  procedure  now  or  hereafter  established  for  the  judiciary  of  the 
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islands  in  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable.  Pending  an  appeal,  the  defendant  shall 
remain  in  custody  unless  released  upon  sufficient  bail,  in  accordance  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  now  or  hereafter  in  force,  to  await  the  judgment  of  the  appellate  court. 

TAXATION   AND   FINANCE. 

Sec.  57.  Until  such  time  as  the  Philippine  Commission,  or  its  successors,  shall 
otherwise  direct,  the  revenues  of  the  city  snail  be  those  provided  for  in  section  43  of 
the  municipal  code;  provided,  that  an  ad  valorem  tax  may  be  imposed  upon  lands, 
buildings,  and  improvements  in  the  city  not  to  exceed  2  per  cent  upon  the  assessed 
value  thereof,  anu  that  all  subjects  of  license  and  permit  shall  be  determined  and 
fees  imposed  therefor  by  the  city  commission  in  its  discretion.  All  provisions  of 
Chapters  V,  VI,  and  VII  of  said  municipal  code  are  hereny  extended  to  the  city  of 
Mam  la  in  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable;  but  all  taxes  for  the  year  1901  shall  be 
assessed,  levied,  and  collected  by  the  city  commission,  and  all  duties  relating  to  such 
assessment,  levy,  and  collection  shall  be  performed  by  the  city  officers  herein  pro- 
vided for,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  city  commission  may  by  ordi- 
nance prescribe.  The  revenues  of  the  city  shall  be  paid  into  the  insular  treasury, 
and  all  expenses  of  maintaining  and  administering  the  city  government  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  insular  treasury  on  requisition  of  the  city  commis- 
sion, approved  and  authorized  by  the  Philippine  Commission,  or  its  successors. 

Skc.  58.  All  acts  herein  provided  for  to  be  performed  in  a  certain  manner,  or  on 
or  before  a  certain  date,  shall,  during  the  first  municipal  year,  be  performed  at  the 
earliest  practicable  dates  and  in  the  most  expeditious  manner,  the  same  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  city  commission. 

Sec.  59.  All  acts,  orders,  and  regulations,  and  parts  of  the  same,  which  are  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  passage. 


TFIE    MANILA    CHARTER,  ENACTED   JULY   31,   1901,  17.  S.   PHILIPPINE  COMMISSION. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila',  No.  183. 

By  authority  of  the  President  of  the  United  Stales,  be  it  enacted  by  the  United  States 
Philippine  Commission,  that: 

Section  1.  (<i)  Inhabitants  op  Manila  constituted  a  municipality. — The  inhab- 
itants of  the  city  of  Manila,  residing  within  the  territory  described  in  section  2  of  this 
act,  are  hereby  constituted  a  municipality,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  city  of 
Manila,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  possess  all  the 
rights  of  property  herein  granted  or  heretofore  enjoyed  and  possessed  by  the  city 
of  Manila  as  organized  under  Spanish  sovereignty. 

(6)  City  of  Manila  to  have  a  seal;  to  dispose  op  real  and  personal  property, 
etc. — It  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  may  take, 
purchase,  receive,  hold,  lease,  convey,  and  dispose  of  real  and  personal  property  for 
the  general  interests  of  the  city,  contract  and  oe  contracted  with,  sue  and  De  sued, 
and  prosecute  and  defend  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  execute  all  the 
powers  hereinafter  conferred. 

Sec.  2.  Temporary  boundaries  op  city  prescribed. — The  temporary  boundaries  and 
limits  of  said  city  are  hereby  established  and  prescribed  in  general,  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  junction  of  Estero  Vitas  with  Manila  Bay  at  low-water 
mark,  in  the  northwest  corner  of  Manila,  thence  running  S.  63°  E.  up  Bocana  Vitas 
to  its  junction  with  Estero  Gagalangin,  226  meters;  thence  N.  30°  E.  on  Gagalangin 
Estero,  362.50  meters;  thence  S.  80*  E.  to  the  center  of  the  main  road  to  Caloocan  at 
its  junction  with  Calle  Solis,  679  meters;  thence  S.  76°  E.  in  center  of  Calle  Solis,  85 
meters;  thence  N.  82°  W  E.,  50  meters;  thence  N.  75°  10'  E.  to  junction  with  Manila 
and  Dagupan  Railroad,  147.50  meters;  thence  S.  79°  E.  in  center  of  Calle  Solis,  68 
meters;  thence  N.  79°  E.,  100  meters;  thence  N.  70°  15'  E.,  252.50  meters;  thence  N. 
79°  50'  E.  to  junction  of  Calle  Solis  with  Calle  Lico,  186  meters;  thence  S.  71°  30'  E., 
crossing  Paangbundoc  palay  fields  to  a  point,  and  fix  what  in  its  opinion  are  proper 
boundaries  for  the  city  of  Manila,  and  make  report  of  its  investigations  to  the  Com- 
mission for  further  legislation.  For  this  purpose  it  shall  cause  surveys  to  be  made  of 
the  proposed  new  boundaries  and  may  include  within  such  proposed* boundaries  ter- 
ritory not  now  or  heretofore  included  in  the  city  of  Manila. 

Sec.  3.  Jurisdiction  op  city  government  for  police  purposes. — The  jurisdiction  of 
the  city  government  for  police  purposes  only  shall  extend  to  3  miles  from  the  shore 
into  Manila  Bay  and  over  a  zone  surrounding  the  city  on  land  of  5  miles  in  width. 
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Sec.  4.  Government  op  city  vested  in  municipal  board. — The  government  of 
said  city  in  hereby  vested  in  a  municipal  board,  consisting  of  three  members,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  civil  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission,  and  to 
be  removable  in  the  same  manner.  One  member  of  the  board  shall  be  designated  in 
the  appointment  as  president,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board.  He 
shall  sign  all  ordinances,  resolutions,  bonds,  contracts,  and  obligations  made  or 
authorized  by  the  board,  and  shall  issue  such  orders  and  instructions  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  and  enforce  the  ordinances  of  the  city  and  the  orders  of  the  board 
relating  thereto.  In  case  of  sickness  or  prolonged  absence  of  any  member  of  the 
board,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  becomes  necessary  to  maintain  a  quorum  or  to  break  a 
tie,  the  civil  governor  may  make  temporary  appointment  until  the  return  of  such 
absent  member  or  members.  The  person  st>  appointed  shall  possess  all  the  rights 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  member  of  the  board. 

Sec.  5.  Duties  op  secretary  op  board. — The  board  shall  have  a  secretary,  who 
shall  be  first  appointed  by  the  civil  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  civil-service  act.  The  secretary  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  municipal  records. 
He  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board,  both  legislative  and 
executive,  and  file  all  documents  relating  thereto;  shall  record,  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  all  ordinances  passed  by  the  board,  with  the  dates  of  passage  and  pub- 
lication of  the  same;  shall  keep  the  corporate  seal,  and  affix  the  same,  with  his  sig- 
nature, to  all  ordinances  and  other  official  acts  of  the  board,  and  shall  present  the 
same  for  signature  to  the  president;  shall  cause  each  ordinance  passed  to  be  pub- 
lished as  herein  provided;  shall  have  charge  and  custody  of  all  records  and  docu- 
ments of  the  city  and  of  any  office  or  department  thereof,  for  which  provision  is  not 
otherwise  made;  shall,  on  demand,  furnish  certified  copies  of  all  city  records  and 
documents,  and  shall  collect  and  receive  therefor  such  fees  as  may  be  prescribed,  for 
the  use  of  the  city;  shall  keep  his  office  and  all  records  therein  open  to  inspection 
during  usual  business  hours  by  all  residents  of  the  city  and  all  officers  of  the  insular 
and  General  Governments.  He  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  board  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  6.  Duties  op  disbursing  officer  op  board. — The  board  shall  appoint  a  dis- 
bursing officer,  who  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  disbursing  all  moneys  drawn 
from  the  insular  treasury  pursuant  to  appropriations  made  by  the  Commission.  He 
shall  discharge  his  duties  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  act  No.  145,  prescrib- 
ing the  duties  of  disbursing  clerks,  and  shall  render  his  accounts  in  such  manner  as 
the  auditor  for  the  Philippine  Archipelago  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  7.  Oath  to  be  taken  by  each  member  op  board  and  city  officer. — Each 
member  of  the  board  and  city  officer  appointed  under  this  act  shall,  before  entering 
on  the  duties  thereof,  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following  oath,  which  shall  be  filed 
with  the  secretary  to  the  board  and  be  by  him  recorded: 

I, .  having  been  duly  appointed of  the  city  of  Manila,  do  hereby  accept 

said  office,  and  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  recognize  and  accept  the  supreme  authority  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  these  islands,  and  will  maintain  true  faith  and  allegiance  thereto; 
that  I  will  obey  all  the  laws,  legal  orders,  and  decrees  promulgated  by  its  duly  constituted  authori- 
ties; that  I  impose  upon  myselfthis  obligation  voluntarily,  without  mental  reservation  or  purpose  of 
evasion;  that  I  will  well  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  upon  which  I  am  about  to 
enter,  so  help  me  God.     (Last  four  words  to  be  stricken  out  in  case  of  affirmation.) 

(Signature  of  officer.) 
Subscribed  and  sworn  to  (or  affirmed)  before  me  this day  of ,  19 . 

(Signature  of  officer  administering  oath.) 

This  oath  and  all  others  required  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
city  government,  may  be  administered  by  any  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
or  by  any  member  of  the  board  or  its  secretary,  or  by  any  other  city  officer  appointed 
under  this  act,  and  no  fee  shall  be  charged  therefor. 

Sec.  8.  Each  member  op  board  to  execute  bond. — Each  member  of  the  board, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  insular  gov- 
ernment in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  shall  be  approved 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago.  The  bond  shall  be  filed  with  the 
treasurer,  and  a  copy  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  board.  Every  city  officer 
charged  with  the  custody  of  property  or  funds,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  execute  a  bona  to  the  city,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  surety  or  sure- 
ties as  shall  be  approved  by  the  members  of  the  board  in  writing  thereon.  The  bond 
shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer,  and  a  copy  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  board. 
Should  suit  be  brought  upon  any  of  said  bonds,  it  shall  be  no  defense  to  those  sign- 
ing the  bond  that  the  above  requirements  for  approval  have  not  been  complied  with, 
if,  in  fact,  by  virtue  of  such  bond,  such  officer  has  entered  upon  his  official  duties. 
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Sec.  9.  Beginning  of  fiscal  year. — The  fiscal  year  of  the  city  shall  commence  on 
the  1st  day  of  July  of  each  calendar  year,  and  extend  to  and  include  the  30th  day  of 
June  following. 

Sec.  10.  Method  of  transacting  business  by  board. — The  board  shall  meet  and 
transact  business  every  day  during  the  year,  Sundays  and  legal  -holidays  excepted. 
It  shall  sit  with  open  cloors  unless  otherwise  orderea  by  affirmative  vote  of  two  mem- 
bers. It  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  and  determine  its  rules  of  procedure 
not  herein  set  forth.  Two  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  and  two  affirmative  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  the  passage 
of  any  ordinance  or  motion.  The  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  upon 
the  passage  of  all  ordinances,  upon  all  propositions  directing  payment  of  money  or 
creating  liability,  and  at  the  request  or  any  member,  upon  any  other  proposition. 
Each  ordinance  shall  be  sealed  with  the  city  seal,  signed  by  the  president  of  the 
board  and  the  secretary,  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Each  ordi- 
nance shall  be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers  of  Manila,  one  printed  in  English 
and  the  other  in  Spanish,  within  three  days  after  its  passage,  and  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  on  and  after  the  tenth  day  following  its  passage,  if  no  date  is  fixed  in 
the  ordinance. 

Sec.  11.  Board  to  have  certain  legislative  and  executive  authority. — The 
board  shall  have  the  legislative  authority  herein  conferred.  It  shall  possess  the 
executive  powTers  herein  conferred,  which  shall  be  exercised  through  the  following 
departments,  and  by  general  supervisory  control  over  the  same: 

1.  Department  of  engineering  and  public  works. 

2.  Police  departments. 

3.  Law  department. 

4.  Department  of  fires  and  building  inspection. 

5.  Department  of  assessments  and  collections. 

Sec.  12.  Appointment  of  city  officers  and  employees,  etc. — The  heads  of  depart- 
ments, assistant  heads,  and  all  superintendents  therein  shall,  upon  the  passage  of  this 
act,  be  appointed  by  the  civil  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  board.  Vacancies  in  such  offices  thereafter 
shall  l>e  filled  by  appointment  of  the  board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
civil-service  act.  Employees  other  than  officers  shall  be  appointed  and  removed  by 
the  heads  of  departments  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  civil-service  act. 

Sec  13.  Board  to  inspect  official  books,  papers,  etc. — The  board  shall  have 
power  at  all  times  to  examine  and  inspect  official  books,  papers,  and  records  of  all 
officers,  agents,  and  employees,  and  shall  examine  and  inspect  the  same  at  least  once 
in  each  year. 

Sec.  14.  Board  to  submit  annually  certain  information  to  civil  governor; 
to  prepare  annual  report. — On  or  before  the  10th  day  of  June  of  each  year,  the  board 
shall  prepare  and  present  to  the  civil  governor  for  transmission  to  the  Commission, 
in  itemized  form  and  in  detail,  (a)  an  inventory  of  lands,  buildings,  and  other  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  belonging  to  the  city,  including  cash  in  the  treasury;  (6J  a 
statement  of  the  liabilities  of  the  citv;  (c)  an  estimate  of  the  revenues  of  the  city 
from  all  sources  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of 
the  amount  realized  from  such  sources  during  the  preceding  twelve  months;  (d)  an 
estimate  of  the  ordinary  expenses  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  a  statement  oppo- 
site each  item  of  the  corresponding  expenses  during  the  preceding  twelve  months;  (e) 
an  estimate  of  such  extraordinary  expenditures  as  may  l>e  necessary  for  any  purpose, 
the  approximate  total  expenditure  recommended,  and  the  amount  which  it  is 
expected  to  expend  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  also  an  itemized  statement  of  the 
extraordinary  expenditures  during  the  preceding  twelve  months.  The  board  shall, 
on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  August  of  each  year,  prepare  and  present  to  the  civil  gov- 
ernor, for  transmission  to  the  Commission,  an  annual  report  covering  the  operations 
of  the  city  government  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  This  report  shall  be  printed 
in  pamphlet  form  by  the  board  for  general  circulation. 

Sec  15.  Appropriations  for  city  of  Manila. — The  Commission  shall,  upon  esti- 
mates submitted  by  the  board,  make  all  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  the  city 
of  Manila.  Thirty  per  cent  of  the  appropriations  for  said  purpose  shall  be  paid  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  insular  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  70  per  cent 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  city  of  Manila.  In  part  consideration  of  the 
contribution  of  30  per  cent  of  the  city  expenses  from  the  insular  treasury  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  insular  government  to  appropriate  to  its  use  temporarily  the  building 
known  as  the  Ayuntamiento,  now  occupied  by  the  offices  of  the  insular  government. 

Sec  16.  General  powers  and  duties  of  board. — The  board  shall  take  possession 
of  all  lands,  buildings,  offices,  books,  papers,  records,  moneys,  credits,  securities, 
assets,  accounts,  or  other  property  or  rights  belonging  to  the  former  city  of  Manila 
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or  pertaining  to  the  business  or  interests  thereof  and  subject  to  the  provisions  herein 
set  forth;  shall  have  control  of  all  its  property  except  the  building  known  as  the 
Ayuntamiento,  provision  for  the  occupation  and  control  of  which  is  made  in  section 
15  of  this  act;  shall  collect  taxes  and  other  revenues,  and  apply  the  same  in  accord- 
ance with  appropriations,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  the  payment  of  the  municipal 
expenses;  snail  supervise  and  control  the  discharge  of  official  duties  by  subordinates; 
shall  institute  judicial  proceedings  to  recover  property  and  funds  of  the  city  where- 
ever  found  or  otherwise  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  city,  and  shall  defend  all  suits 
against  the  city;  shall  make  such  ordinances  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  and  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  by  this  act,  and 
to  provide  for  the  peace,  order,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  the  city  and  its  inhab- 
itants; shall  fix  penalties  for  the  violation  of  ordinances;  provided  that  no  fine  shall 
exceed  $100  and  no  imprisonment  shall  exceed  six  months  for  a  single  offense.  The 
board  shall  see  that  the  laws  and  ordinances  are  faithfully  executed  and  enforced, 
and  shall  have  such  further  powers  and  perform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  17.  General  powers  of  board  stated  in  detail. — In  addition  to  the  fore- 
going the  board  shall  have  the  following  general  powers. 

(a)  To  collect  taxes  for  general  and  special  purposes,  in  accordance  with  law. 

(6)  To  prescribe  the  time,  places,  and  manner  of  payment  of  salaries  and  wages  to 
city  officials  and  employees. 

(c)  To  provide  for  the  erection  or  rental  and  care  of  buildings  necessary  for  the 
use  of  the  city. 

(d)  To  establish  and  maintain  free  public  schools  for  primary  instruction  and  to 
provide  schoolhouses  therefor,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  act  No.  74. 

(e)  To  provide  secondary  schools  and  professional  schools  with  the  approval  of 
the  city  superintendent,  and  to  charge  matriculation  and  tuition  fees  with  the  same 
approval. 

(/)  To  maintain  police  courts  established  by  law,  which  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  all  criminal  cases  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  such  further 
jurisdiction  as  may  be  herein  or  hereafter  conferred. 

(g)  To  release  any  person  imprisoned  for  violation  of  a  city  ordinance  and  to  remit 
the  sentence  of  such  person,  or  any  part  thereof. 

(h)  To  establish  fire  limits,  and  regulate  the  kinds  of  buildings  and  structures  that 
may  be  erected  within  said  limits,  and  the  manner  of  constructing  and  repairing  the 
same. 

(t)  To  erect  engine  houses,  and  provide  fire  engines,  hose  carts,  hooks  and  ladders, 
and  other  equipment  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  provide 
for  the  management  and  use  of  the  same. 

(i )  To  issue  licenses,  fixing  the  amount  of  the  license  fee  and  prescribing  the  time 
and  manner  of  issuing  or  revoking  the  same,  and  to  make  regulations  for  the  fol- 
lowing: 

(k)  Hawkers,  peddlers,  hucksters,  pawnbrokers,  dealers  in  second-hand  merchan- 
dise, junk  dealers,  auctioneers,  plumbers,  brewers,  distillers,  money  changers  and 
brokers,  hotels,  restaurants,  cafes,  lodging  houses,  public  vehicles,  public  ferries, 
livery  stables,  billiard  tables,  theaters,  theatrical  performances,  race  tracks,  horse 
races,  circuses,  and  all  other  forms  and  places  of  amusement;  the  keeping,  preparation, 
and  sale  of  meat,  poultry,  fish,  butter,  cheese,  lard,  vegetables,  bread,  and  other 
provisions. 

(/)  To  regulate  the  business  and  fix  the  location  of  tanneries,  renderies,  tallow 
chandleries,  bone  factories,  soap  factories,  match  factories,  blacksmith  shops,  found- 
ries, steam  boilers,  lumber  yards,  shipyards,  and  other  dangerous,  offensive,  or 
unwholesome  establishments;  the  storage  and  sale  of  gunpowder,  tar,  pitch,  resin, 
coal  oil,  benzine,  turpentine,  hemp,  cotton,  nitroglycerine,  petroleum,  or  any  of  the 
products  thereof,  and  all  other  highly  combustible  or  explosive  material. 

(w)  To  inspect  and  regulate  the  method  of  using  steam  engines  and  boilers,  other 
than  marine,  and  to  charge  a  reasonable  inspection  fee  for  so  doing,  and  to  license  all 
engineers  engaged  in  operating  the  same. 

(n)  To  suppress  houses  of  ill  fame  and  other  disorderly  houses,  gaming  houses, 
gambling,  ana  all  fraudulent  devices  for  the  purpose  of  gain  and  of  obtaining  money 
or  property;  to  prohibit  the  printing,  sale  or  exhibition  of  immoral  pictures,  books, 
or  publications  of  any  description. 

(o)  To  regulate  ana  license  or  suppress  cockfighting  and  cockpits. 

(p)  To  license,  regulate,  or  prohibit  the  keeping  of  dogs,  and  to  authorize  their 
impounding  and  destruction  when  running  at  large  contrary  to  ordinance. 

(q)  To  establish  and  maintain  city  pounds;  to  regulate,  restrain,  and  prohibit  the 
running  at  large  of  domestic  animals,  and  provide  lor  the  distraining,  impounding, 
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and  sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty  incurred,  and  the  cost  of  the  proceedings;  also 
to  impose  penalties  upon  the  owners  of  said  animals  for  the  violation  of  any  ordi- 
nance in  relation  thereto. 

To  prohibit  and  provide  for  the  punishment  of  cruelty  to  animals. 
To  provide  for  the  inspection  and  sealing  of  weights  and  measures,  enforce  the 
keeping  and  use  of  proper  weights  and  measures  by  vendors,  and   regulate  the 
inspection,  weighing,  and  measuring  of  brick,  coal,  lumber,  and  other  articles  of 
merchandise. 

(t)  To  lay  out,  construct,  improve,  and  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  avenues,  alleys, 
sidewalks,  wharves,  piers,  parks,  cemeteries,  and  other  public  places;  to  prevent  and 
remove  encroachments  and  obstructions  from  the  same;  to  provide  for  the  lighting, 
cleaning,  and  sprinkling  of  streets  and  public  places;  to  regulate  or  prevent  the  use 
of  the  same  for  processions,  signs,  signposts,  awnings,  awning  posts,  the  carrying  or 
displaying  of  banners,  placards,  advertisements,  or  hand  bills,  or  the  flying  of  signs, 
flags,  or  banners  across,  over,  or  from  any  building  along  the  same;  to  prohibit  the 
throwing  or  depositing  of  offal,  garbage,  refuse,  or  other  offensive  matter  in  the  same, 
and  to  provide  for  its  collection  and  disposition;  to  regulate  the  openings  therein  for 
the  laying  of  gas,  water,  sewer,  and  other  pipes  therein;  the  building  and  repair  of 
tunnels,  sewers,  and  drains,  and  all  structures  therein  and  thereunder,  and  the  erect- 
ing of  poles  and  the  stringing  of  wires  therein;  to  provide  for  and  regulate  cross 
walks,  curbs,  and  gutters  therein;  to  name  and  change  the  names  of  the  same,  and 

{>rovide  for  and  regulate  the  numl>ering  of  houses  and  lots  fronting  thereon;  to  regu- 
ate  traffic  and  sales  upon  the  same;  to  abate  nuisances  in  the  same  and  punish  the 
authors  or  owners  thereof;  to  construct,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  bridges, 
viaducts,  and  culverts;  to  prevent  and  regulate  playing  liall,  flying  kites,  rolling 
hoops,  and  any  other  amusement  having  a  tendency  to  annoy  persons  using  the 
streets  or  public  places,  or  to  frighten  horses  or  other  animals;  to  regulate  the  sixkkI 
of  horses  and  other  animals,  vehicles,  cars,  and  locomotives  within  the  limits  of  the 
city;  to  regulate  the  locating,  constructing,  and  laying  of  the  track  of  any  horse, 
electric,  or  other  form  of  railroad  in  the  streets  or  other  public  places  of  the  city 
authorized  by  law;  to  provide  for  and  change  the  location,  grade,  and  crossings  of  any 
railroad,  and  to  compel  such  railroad  to  raise  or  lower  its  tracks  to  conform  to  such 
provisions  or  changes;  to  require  any  railroad  company  to  fence  its  railroad  or  any 
part  thereof  to  provide  suitable  protection  against  injury  to  persons  or  property,  ami 
to  construct  and  repair  ditches,  drains,  sewers,  and  culverts  along  and  under  its 
tracks,  so  that  the  natural  drainage  of  the  streets  and  adjacent  property  shall  not  be 
obstructed. 

(uj  To  construct,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  canals  and  water  courses,  and 
provide  for  the  cleansing  and  purifying  of  the  same,  and  the  draining  and  filling  of 
private  premises  to  prevent  or  abate  nuisances. 

(v)  To  construct  and  maintain  public  landing  places,  wharves,  piers,  docks,  levees, 
and  to  regulate  and  control  the  use  of  the  same,  and  all  private  landing  places, 
wharves,  piers,  docks,  and  levees. 

{w)  To  maintain  waterworks  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  city,  to  purify  the  source  of  supply,  and  regulate  the  control  and  use  of  the 
water,  and  to  hx  and  collect  rents  therefor;  to  regulate  the  construction,  repair,  and 
use  of  hydrants,  pumps,  cisterns,  and  reservoirs,  and  to  prevent  the  waste  of  water. 

(x)  To  establish,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  puolic  drains,  sewers,  latrines, 
ana  cesspools,  and  regulate  the  construction  and  use  of  private  drains,  sewers, 
latrines,  and  cesspools. 

(y)  To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  public  stables  and  bathhouses,  and  to 
inspect  ana  regulate  the  same. 

(z)  To  establish  public  markets,  market  houses,  and  slaughterhouses,  and  provide 
for  the  regulation,  inspection,  and  use  thereof,  and  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  institutions  by  any  person,  linn,  or  corporation. 

(aa)  To  make  suitable  provisions  to  insure  the  public  safety  from  conflagrations, 
and  the  effects  of  floods,  storms,  and  other  public  calamities,  and  to  provide  relief 
for  persona  suffering  from  the  same. 

(66)  To  establish,  maintain,  and  regulate  a  police  force,  prescribe  the  powers  and 
duties  of  its  members,  and  make  and  enforce  all  necessary  police  ordinances  with  the 
view  to  the  confinement  and  reformation  of  vagrants,  disorderly  persons,  mendicants, 
and  prostitutes,  and  persons  convicted  of  violating  any  city  ordinance;  to  provide  for 
the  arrest,  trial,  fining,  and  putting  to  wotk,  on  the  streets  and  elsewhere,  of  such 
.persons. 

(cc)  To  extend  and  enforce  all  its  ordinances  over  all  waters  within  the  city,  and 
over  the  Bay  of  Manila  3  miles  beyond  the  city  limits,  and  over  any  boat  or  other 
floating  structure  thereon;  and  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  insuring  the  purity 
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of  the  water  supply  of  the  city  to  extend  and  enforce  ordinances  to  that  end  over  all 
territory  within  the  drainage  area  of  such  water  supply,  or  within  100  meters  of  any 
reservoir,  conduit,  canal,  aqueduct,  or  pumping  station  used  in  connection  with  the 
city  water  service. 

{dd)  To  enforce  the  regulations  of  the  insular  board  of  health  and  to  impose  fines 
and  penalties  against  persons  who  violate  such  regulations. 

(ee)  To  fix  rates  and  collect  wharfage  from  all  water  craft  landing  at  or  using  pub- 
lic wharves,  docks,  levees,  or  landing  places. 

(ff)  To  provide  for  the  closing  of  opium  joints  and  to  prohibit  the  keeping  or 
visiting  of  any  place  where  opium  is  smoked  or  sold  for  the  purpose  of  smoking. 

(99)  To  regulate  the  use  of  lights  in  stables,  shops,  and  other  buildings  and  places, 
antf  to  regulate  and  restrain  the  building  of  bonfires  and  the  use  of  firecrackers,  fire- 
works, torpedoes,  candles,  skyrockets,  and  other  pyrotechnic  displays. 

(hh)  To  prevent  and  suppress  riots,  affrays,  disturbances,  ana  disorderly  assem- 
blies; to  punish  and  prevent  intoxication,  fighting,  quarreling,  and  all  disorderly 
conduct,  and  to  keep  tne  peace. 

(ii)  To  make,  publish,  amend,  and  repeal  all  ordinances  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  powers  herein  granted,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by  fines  and  i>enalties. 
within  the  limits  authorized  by  law. 

Sec.  18.  Insular  auditor  to  audit  accounts  op  crTY. — The  auditor  for  the  Phil- 
ippine archipelago  shall  receive  and  audit  all  accounts  of  the  city  of  Manila,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  act  No.  90. 

Sec.  19.  Insular  treasurer  to  receive  and  keep  moneys  op  city. — The  treasurer 
of  the  Philippine  archipelago  shall  receive  and  safely  keep  all  moneys  arising  from 
the  revenues  of  the  city  of  Manila,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  act  No.  90, 
and  shall  expend  the  same  upon  warrants  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  said  act.  Requisitions  for  such  warrants,  in  favor  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the 
board,  shall  be  made  by  the  head  of  the  department  of  the  city  government  to  which 
the  business  relates,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  civil  governor. 

Sec.  20.  Insular  purchasing  agent  to  make  purchases  for  city. — The  insular 
purchasing  agent  shall  purchase  all  supplies,  equipments,  material,  and  property  of 
every  kind,  except  real  estate,  for  the  use  of  the  city  of  Manila  or  any  of  the  depart- 
ments or  offices  thereof,  and  shall  supply  the  same  to  the  city  or  any  of  its  depart- 
ments or  offices,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  act  No.  146. 

Sec.  21.  Health  of  city. — The  health  of  the  city  shall  be  under  the  control  of 
the  insular  board  of  health,  which  board  shall  exercise  in  the  city  of  Manila  the 
powers  conferred  by  act  No.  157.  If  conflict  of  opinion  and  jurisdiction  shall  arise 
between  the  municipal  board  and  the  insular  board  of  health  the  issue  shall  be 
referred  to  the  civil  governor  for  his  decision,  which  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  22.  Warden  of  Bilibid  prison  to  receive  city  prisoners.— The  warden  of 
Bilibid  prison  shall  set  apart  a  suitable  portion  thereof  for  city  prisoners,  and  shall 
receive  for  confinement  and  detention  all  persons  who  have  been  sentenced  to 
imprisonment  by  the  municipal  courts  of  the  city  of  Manila,  and  the  expense  of 
maintaining  such  portion  of  Bilibid  prison  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
city. 

Sec.  23.  Establishment  of  schools  in  city. — The  board  shall  have  the  same 
powers  in  respect  to  the  establishment  of  schools  in  Manila  as  are  conferred  on  munic- 
ipal councils  by  the  provisions  of  the  municipal  code  and  its  amendments,  as  limited 
by  act  No.  74,  establishing  a  department  of  public  instruction.  A  local  school  board 
of  six  members  for  the  city  of  Manila,  who  shall  serve  without  salary,  shall  l)e  selected 
and  removed  in  accordance  with  sections  10  and  11  of  said  act  No.  74,  and  shall  exer- 
cise the  same  powers  as  provided  in  said  act  The  general  superintendent  of  public 
instruction  shall  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers  in  the  city  of  Manila  as 
elsewhere  in  the  archipelago,  and  the  city  superintendent  of  schools  in  Manila  shafl 
have  all  the  powers  and  duties  in  respect  to  the  schools  of  such  city  as  are  vested 
in  division  superintendents  in  respect  to  the  schools  of  their  divisions. 

Sec.  24.  Reports  to  be  made  on  condition  of  schools  and  school  buildings. — 
The  city  superintendent  of  schools  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  schools  and  school  buildings  of  Manila  to  the  board,  and  such  recommendations 
as  seem  to  him  wise  in  respect  to  the  number  of  teachers,  their  salaries,  new  build- 
ings to  be  erected,  and  all  other  similar  matters,  together  with  the  amount  of  city 
revenues  which  should  be  expended  in  paying  native  teachers  and  improving  the 
schools  or  school  buildings  of  the  city.  The  local  school  board  shall  make  a  similar 
quarterly  report  to  the  board.  The  local  school  board  shall  be  furnished  an  office 
and  necessary  clerical  force  by  the  city  superintendent  out  of  the  appropriation  for  his 
office.  All  construction  or  repairs  of  schoolhouses  ordered  by  the  municipal  board, 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  act  No.  74,  shall  be  carried  on  under  the  department  of 
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engineering  and  public  works,  and  the  care  and  custody  of  school  buildings  shall  be 
under  the  superintendent  of  buildings  and  illumination. 

Sec.  25.  Powers  and  duties  of  heads  of  departments. — Each  head  of  department 
of  the  city  government  shall  be  in  control  of  such  department,  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  board,  and  shall  possess  such  powers  as  may  be  prescribed 
herein  or  by  ordinance.  He  shall  make  requisition  in  duplicate  for  all  funds  required 
for  the  use  of  his  department  during  the  ensuing  month.  All  warrants  drawn  in 
accordance  with  such  requisitions  shall  l>e  in  favor  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  the 
board,  and  shall  l>e  disbursed  pursuant  to  appropriations.  The  correctness  of  all 
pay  rolls  and  vouchers  covering  the  payment  of  money  shall  Ikj  certified  to  by  each 
head  of  department  before  payment,  except  as  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided. 
Each  head  of  department  shall  deposit  with  the  treasurer  of  the  Philippine  archi- 
pelago all  moneys  collected  within  his  department,  taking,  as  required  by  rules  51 
and  52  of  act  No.  90,  receipts  for  all  moneys  so  deposited.  He  shall  submit  to  the 
auditor  for  the  Philippine  archipelago  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  an  abstract 
showing  all  collections  made  within  his  department  during  the  preceding  month, 
supported  by  proper  vouchers  covering  such  receipts.  He  shall,  ten  days  before  the 
beginning  of  each  quarter,  prepare  and  submit  to  the  board,  through  the  auditor  for 
the  Philippine  archipelago,  the  following  estimates:  (a)  An  itemized  estimate  of  the 
revenues  of  the  department  from  all  sources  for  the  ensuing  quarter,  with  a  statement 
opposite  each  item  of  the  amount  realized  from  such  source  during  the  preceding 
quarter;  (l>)  an  itemized  estimate  of  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  department  for  the 
ensuing  quarter,  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of  the  corresponding  expenses 
during  the  preceding  quarter;  (c)  an  itemized  estimate  of  such  extraordinary  expendi- 
tures as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  any  purpose,  with  an  itemized  statement  of 
extraordinary  expenditures  during  the  preceding  quarter.  Such  estimates  shall  con- 
tain a  statement  of  the  approximate  total  expenditure  recommended,  and  the  amount 
which  it  is  expected  to  expend  during  the  ensuing  quarter.  He  shall,  on  or  before 
the  10th  day  of  July  of  each  year,  prepare  and  present  to  the  board  an  annual  report, 
in  duplicate,  covering  the  operations  of  his  office  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Sec.  26.  City  officers  to  devote  time  to  business. — Each  officer  shall  devote  his 
time  and  attention  exclusively,  during  the  usual  business  hours,  to  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  shall  not  hold  more  than  one  office  unless  expressly  authorized  by  law. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  members  of  the  advisory  board  or  to  members  of 
the  local  school  lx>ard,  or  to  other  persons  discharging  public  duties  under  the  city 
government  who  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services. 

Sec.  27.  Persons  who  are  eligible  for  appointment  to  city  offices. — No  per- 
son shall  be  eligible  for  appointment  to  any  city  office  who  is  not  either  (a)  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  or  (6)  a  native  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  (c)  a  person  who 
has,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  Paris,  acquired  the  political  rights  of  a  native 
of  the  islands. 

Sec.  28.  City  officers  not  to  engage  in  certain  business  transactions. — It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  city  officer,  directly  or  indirectly,  individually  or  as  a  member  of 
a  firm,  to  engage  in  any  business  transaction  with  the  city  through  any  of  its  author- 
ized officials,  boards,  agents,  or  attorneys,  whereby  money  is  to  be  paid,  directly  or 
indirectly,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  city  to  such  person  or  firm;  or  to  purchase  any 
real  estate  or  other  property  belonging  to  the  city,  or  which  shall  be  sold  for  taxes  or 
assessments,  or  by  virtue  of  legal  process  at  the  suit  of  the  city;  or  to  be  surety  for 
any  person  having  a  contract  or  doing  business  with  the  city  for  the  performance  of 
whicn  security  may  be  required ;  or  to  be  surety  on  the  official  bond  of  any  officer  of 
the  city. 

Sec.  29.  Action  in  case  of  separation  from  service  of  ctty  officers. — Every  city 
officer  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term,  or  upon  resignation,  deliver  to  his  successor 
in  office,  who  shall  receipt  for  the  same  in  duplicate,  all  property,  books,  and  effects 
of  every  description  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  city  or  pertaining  to  his  office. 
One  copy  of  the  receipt  shall  be  delivered  to  the  retiring  officer  and  the  other  copy 
filed  with  the  auditor  for  the  Philippine  Archipelago.  All  funds,  whether  collections 
or  moneys  appropriated  for  disbursement,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  insular  treasury. 
Funds  for  disbursement  shall  l>e  deposited  as  repayments  to  the  respective  appropria- 
tions to  which  they  pertain  and  be  available  for  withdrawal  by  warrant  in  favor  of 
the  successor.  In  case  of  the  death  or  removal  of  any  city  officer  the  board  shall  at 
once  take  charge  of  the  books,  papers,  property,  and  funds  of  the  late  incumbent, 
and  forthwith  notify  the  sureties  on  his  official  bond.  Such  sureties  shall  cause  to 
be  rendered  to  the  auditor  the  accounts  current  of  the  deceased  or  removed  officer, 
and  deposit  or  cause  to  be  deposited  as  aforesaid  the  moneys  with  which  such  officer 
was  chargeable. 

Sec.  30.  When  board  must  advertise  for  sealed  bids  or  proposals. — Before 
entering  upon  any  work  or  public  improvement  the  total  expense  whereof  shall  ex- 
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ceed  the  sum  of  $500  the  board  shall  advertise  for  sealed  bids  or  proposals  for  the 
same  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  Manila,  one  printed  in  English  and  the 
other  in  Spanish,  for  a  period  of  one  week,  the  first  insertion  to  be  not  less  than  ten 
days  before  the  day  fixed  for  opening  such  proposals.  A  plan  or  profile  of  the  work 
to  be  done,  accompanied  by  specifications  for  the  performance  of  the  same,  shall, 
before  advertisement,  be  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  board,  or  the  department 
of  the  city  government  having  charge  of  the  work,  which  plan,  profile,  and  specifica- 
tion shall  at  all  proper  times  be  open  for  public  inspection.  All  bids  shall  l>e  opened 
in  the  presence  of  the  board  at  the  advertised  time  and  place.  Each  bid  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  deposit,  the  amount  and  character  of  which  shall  l>e  fixed  by  the 
board  and  named  in  the  advertisement,  and  which  shall  not  exceed  10  per  cent  of 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  improvement  or  work  to  be  done  where  the  estimated  cost 
exceeds  $1,000,  nor  be  less  than  $100  in  any  case.  Such  deposit  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  city  if  the  bidder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  enter  into  a  contract,  with  approved 
sureties,  to  execute  the  work  for  the  price  mentioned  in  his  bid  and  according  to  the 

Elan  and  specifications,  in  case  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  him.  Should  all 
ids  be  rejected,  or  should  it  become  necessary  for  any  reason  to  call  for  new  bids, 
subsequent  advertisement  shall  be  for  a  period  of  five  days  before  the  proposals  are 
opened,  and  in  the  manner  above  prescribed. 

Sec.  31.  Contracts  in  excess  op  $500. — Every  contract  exceeding  in  amount  the 
sum  of  $500  for  work,  materials,  or  supplies  shall  be  let  by  the  board  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder:  Provided,  That  the  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  reject  any  and  all 
bids,  and  if  such  bids  are  too  high  may  purchase  the  material,  hire  the  laborers,  and 
supervise  the  work.  Bonds,  to  be  approved  by  the  board,  shall  be  taken  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  contracts;  all  such  contracts  shall  be  executed  in  triplicate  by 
the  board  and  by  the  contractor;  one  original  copy  so  executed  shall  be  kept  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  board,  one  shall  De  filed  in  the  office  of  the  auditor  for  the 
Philippine  Archipelago,  and  the  third  shall  be  given  to  the  contractor.  Every  con- 
tract for  a  sum  greater  than  $500  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  board  and 
the  secretary,  under  the  corporate  seal. 

Sec.  32.  Contracts  not  in  excess  op  $500. — If  the  consideration  for  a  contract 
shall  not  exceed  $500,  the  board  may  authorize  the  head  of  any  department  or  any 
city  olficer  to  execute  such  contract,  but  no  expenditure  shall  be  made  for  such  pur- 
pose without  the  written  order  of  the  board,  wnich  order  shall  be  returned  and  filed 
as  a  voucher  with  the  bill  upon  which  payment  was  made. 

department  of  engineering  and  public  works. 

Sec.  33.  Duties  op  city  engineer. — There  shall  be,  under  the  board,  a  city  engi- 
neer, who  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  department  of  engineering  and  public  works.  He 
shall  have  charge  of  all  the  surveying  and  engineering  work  of  tne  city,  and  shall 
perform  such  services  in  connection  with  public  improvements,  or  any  work  entered 
upon  or  projected  by  the  city,  or  any  department  thereof,  as  may  require  the  skill 
and  experience  of  a  civil  engineer.  He  shall  ascertain,  record,  and  establish  monu- 
ments of  the  city  survey  and  from  thence  extend  the  surveys  of  the  city,  and  locate, 
establish,  and  survey  all  city  property,  and  also  private  property  abutting  on  the  same 
whenever  directed  by  the  board;  shall  prepare  and  submit  plans,  maps,  specifications, 
and  estimates  for  buildings,  streets,  bridges,  docks,  and  other  public  works,  and  super- 
vise the  construction  and  repair  of  the  same;  shall  make  such  tests  and  inspection  of 
engineering  materials  used  in  construction  and  repair  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  the 
city  from  the  use  of  materials  of  a  poor  or  dangerous  quality;  shall  inspect  and  report 
upon  the  condition  of  public  property  and  public  works  whenever  required  by  the 
board;  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  public  buildings  when  erected,  includ- 
ing markets  and  slaughterhouses  and  all  buildings  rented  for  city  purposes,  and  of 
any  system  now  or  hereafter  established  for  lighting  the  streets,  public  placeB,  and 
public  buildings  of  the  city;  shall  inspect  and  seal  weights  and  measures,  enforce  the 
keeping  and  use  of  proper  weights  and  measures  by  vendors  and  vendees,  and  regu- 
late the  inspection,  weighing,  and  measuring  of  brick,  coal,  lumber,  and  other  arti- 
cles of  merchandise,  in  accordance  with  Taw  and  ordinances;  shall  prevent  the 
encroachment  of  private  buildings  and  fences  on  the  streets  and  public  places  of  the 
city;  shall  inspect  and  supervise  the  construction,  repair,  removal,  and  safety  of 
private  buildings;  shall  regulate  and  enforce  the  numbering  of  houses  in  accordance 
with  the  ordinances  of  the  city;  shall  have  the  care  of  all  public  streets,  parks,  and 
bridges;  shall  maintain,  clean,  sprinkle,  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same  for  all 
purposes,  as  provided  by  ordinance;  shall  supervise  the  collection  and  disposition  of 
all  garbage,  refuse,  the  contents  of  closets,  vaults,  and  cesspools,  and  all  other  offensive 
ana  dangerous  substances  within  the  city;  shall  have  the  care  and  custody  of  all  public 
docks,  wharves,  piers,  levees,  and  landing  places  when  erected;  shall  have  general 
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supervision  and  inspection  of  all  private  docks,  wharves,  piers,  levees,  and  landing 
places,  and  other  property  bordering  on  the  harbor,  river,  esteros,  and  waterways  01 
the  city;  and  shall  issue  permits  for  the  construction,  repair,  and  removal  of  the 
same,  and  enforce  all  ordinances  relating  to  the  same;  shall  have  the  care  and  cus- 
tody of  the  public  system  of  waterworks  and  sewers,  and  all  sources  of  water  sup- 
ply, and  shall  control,  maintain,  and  regulate  the  use  of  the  same  in  accordance  with 
the  ordinances  relating  thereto,  and  shall  collect  water  rents  as  fixed  by  law  or  ordi- 
nance; shall  inspect  and  regulate,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board,  the  use  of 
all  private  systems  for  supplying  water  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and  all  private 
sewers  and  their  connections  with  the  public  sewer  system.  He  shall  file  and  pre- 
serve all  maps,  plans,  notes,  surveys,  and  other  papers  and  documents  pertaining  to 
his  office. 

Sec.  34.  Assistants  to  city  engineer. — To  assist  the  city  engineer  in  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties  there  shall  be  employed  under  his  direction  a  first  assistant  city 
engineer,  two  second  assistant  city  engineers,  a  superintendent  of  streets,  parks, 
bridges,  docks,  and  wharves,  a  superintendent  of  water  and  sewers,  and  superintend- 
ent of  buildings  and  illumination. 

POLICE   DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  35.  Duties  op  chief  of  police. — There  shall  be  under  the  board  a  chief  of 
police,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  department  of  police  and  everything  pertaining 
thereto,  including  the  organization,  government,  discipline,  and  disposition  of  the 
city  police  and  detective  force;  shall  quell  riots,  disorders,  disturbances  of  the  peace, 
and  shall  arrest  and  prosecute  violators  of  any  law  or  ordinance;  shall  exercise 
police  supervision  over  all  land  and  water  within  the  police  jurisdiction  of  the  city; 
shall  Ixi  charged  with  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  persons  and  property  wherever 
found  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  city,  and  shall  arrest  without  warrant,  when 
necessary  to  prevent  the  escape  of  the  offender,  violators  of  any  law  or  ordinance, 
and  all  who  obstruct  or  interfere  with  him  in  the  discharge  oi  his  duty;  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  safe-keeping  of  all  prisoners  until  they  shall  be  releasea  from  cus- 
tody, in  accordance  with  law,  or  delivered  to  the  warden  of  the  proper  prison  or  peni- 
tentiary; may  take  good  and  sufficient  bail  for  the  appearance  beiore  the  city  court 
of  any  person  arrested  for  violation  of  any  city  ordinance;  shall  have  authority, 
within  the  police  limits  of  the  city,  to  serve  and  execute  criminal  processes  of  any 
court;  shall,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  attend  all  sessions  of  the  city  courts,  and 
shall  promptly  and  faithfully  execute  all  "orders  of  the  board  and  all  writs  and  proc- 
esses of  the  city  courts  and  all  criminal  processes  of  the  court  of  the  first  instance  of 
the  city  of  Manila,  when  placed  in  his  hands  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  have  such 
further  powers  and  perform  such  further  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  or 
ordinance. 

Sec.  36.  Duties  of  chief  of  secret  service. — The  chief  of  police  shall  have  an 
assistant,  to  be  known  as  the  chief  of  the  secret  service,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the 
detective  force,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by 
the  chief  of  police  or  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  37.  Powers  and  duties  of  peace  officers. — The  members  of  the  board,  the 
chief  of  police,  the  chief  of  the  secret  service,  and  all  officers  and  members  of  the  police 
force  and  secret  service  shall  be  peace  officers,  and  all  peace  officers  created  by  this  act, 
or  authorized  by  law  or  ordinance,  are  authorized  to  serve  and  execute  all  processes  of 
municipal  courts  and  criminal  processes  of  insular  courts  to  whomsoever  directed, 
within  the  jurisdictional  limits  of  the  city  or  within  the  police  limits  as  hereinbefore 
defined,  and  within  the  same  territory  they  may  pursue  and  arrest,  without  warrant, 
any  person  found  in  suspicious  places  or  under  suspicious  circumstances  reasonably 
tending  to  show  that  such  person  has  committed,  or  is  about  to  commit,  any  crime 
or  breach  of  the  peace,  may  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested,  without  warrant,  any 
offender  when  the  offense  is  committed  in  the  presence  of  a  peace  officer  or  within 
his  view,  and  in  such  pursuit  or  arrest  may  enter  anv  building,  ship,  t)oat,  or  vessel, 
or  take  into  custody  any  person  therein  suspected  of  l>eing  concerned  in  such  crime 
or  breach  of  the  peace,  and  any  property  suspected  of  having  been  stolen.  They 
shall  detain  such  person  only  until  he  can  be  brought  before  the  proper  magistrate, 
and  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  peace  officers  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law  or  ordinance.  Whenever  the  board  shall  deem  it  neces- 
sary, to  avert  danger  or  to  protect  life  and  property,  in  case  of  riot,  disturbance,  or 
public  calamity,  or  when  it  nas  reason  to  fear  any  serious  violation  of  law  and  order, 
it  shall  have  power  to  sweat  in  special  police,  in  such  numbers  as  the  occasion  may 
demand.  Such  special  police  shall  have  the  same  powers  while  on  duty  as  mem- 
bers of  the  regular  force. 
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LAW    DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  38.  Duties  of  city  attorney;  to  have  one  assistant. — The  law  department 
shall  consist  of  the  offices  of  the  city  attorney  and  the  prosecuting  attorney.  The 
city  attorney  shall  be  the  chief  legal  adviser  of  the  city  and  all  offices  and  depart- 
ments thereof;  shall  represent  the  city  in  all  civil  cases  now  pending  or  hereafter 
brought  in  any  court  wnerein  the  city  or  any  officer  thereof  in  his  official  capacity  is 
a  party;  shall  attend,  when  required:,  meetings  of  the  board,  draw  ordinances,  con- 
tracts, bonds,  leases,  and  other  documents  involving  any  interest  of  the  city,  and 
inspect  and  pass  upon  all  such  documents  already  drawn;  shall  give  his  opinion  in 
writing,  when  requested  by  the  board,  upon  any  question  relating  to  the  city,  or  the 
rights  or  duties  of  any  city  officer;  shall  appear  in  Dehalf  of  the  city  in  all  civil  cases; 
shall,  whenever  it  is  brought  to  his  knowledge  that  any  city  officer  is  guilty  of  neg- 
lect or  misconduct  in  office,  or  that  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  holding  or 
exercising  any  franchise  or  public  privilege  from  the  city  has  failed  to  comply  with 
any  condition  or  to  pay  any  consideration  mentioned  in  the  grant  of  such  franchise 
or  privilege,  investigate  the  same  and  report  to  the  board;  shall,  when  directed  by 
the  board,  institute  and  prosecute  in  the  city's  interest  a  suit  on  any  bond,  lease,  or 
other  contract,  and  upon  any  breach  or  violation  thereof,  prosecute  and  defend  all 
civil  actions  related  to  or  connected  with  any  city  office  or  interest  of  the  city.  He 
shall  at  all  times  render  such  professional  services  as  the  board  may  require,  and 
shall  have  such  other  powers  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  l)e  pre- 
scribed by  law  or  ordinance.  He  shall  have  one  assistant,  to  be  known  as  assistant 
city  attorney. 

Sec.  39.  Duties  of  prosecuting  attorney;  to  have  three  assistants. — The  prose- 
cuting attorney  of  the  city  of  Manila  shall  have  charge  of  the  prosecution  of  all 
crimes,  misdemeanors,  and  violations  of  city  ordinances  in  the  court  of  first  instance 
and  the  municipal  courts  of  the  city  of  Manila.  He  shall  investigate  all  charges  of 
crimes,  misdemeanors,  and  violations  of  ordinances,  and  prepare  the  necessary  infor- 
mations or  make  the  necessary  complaints  against  the  persons  accused,  and  discharge 
all  other  duties  in  respect  to  criminal  prosecutions  enjoined  upon  provincial  fiscalsin 
the  general  provincial  act  and  the  criminal  code  of  procedure.  There  shall  be  three 
assistant  prosecuting  attorneys,  who  shall  assist  the  prosecuting  attorney  as  he  shall 
direct.  The  prosecuting  attorney  or  any  of  his  assistants  may,  if  he  deems  it  wise, 
conduct  investigations  in  respect  to  crimes,  misdemeanors,  and  violations  of  ordi- 
nances by  taking  oral  evidence  of  reputed  witnesses,  and  for  this  purpose  may  by 
subpoena  summon  witnesses  to  appear  and  testify  under  oath  before  him,  and  the 
attendance  or  evidence  of  an  absent  or  recalcitrant  witness  may  be  enforced  by 
application  to  the  municipal  court  or  the  court  of  first  instance. 

No  witness  summoned  to  testify  under  this  section  shall  be  under  obligation  to 
give  any  testimony  tending  to  criminate  himself,  and  no  testimony  elicited  from  a 
witness  by  such  examination  under  oath  before  the  prosecuting  attorney  or  his 
assistants  under  this  section  shall  be  used  against  such  witness  in  any  prosecution 
pending,  or  thereafter  instituted  against  him,  for  any  crime  or  offense. 

Sec.  40.  Municipal  courts  provided  for. — There  shall  be  two  judicial  districts  in 
the  city,  one  of  which  shall  include  all  territory  within  the  police  jurisdiction  of  the 
city  north  of  the  Pasig  River,  and  the  other  all  territory  within  the  same  jurisdic- 
tion south  of  said  river.  There  shall  be  a  municipal  court  in  each  of  the  two  districts. 
The  civil  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission,  shall  appoint  a  judge 
and  a  clerk  for  each  municipal  court.  Vacancies  occurring  in  such  clerkship  after  the 
1st  of  March,  1902,  shall  be  filled  under  the  restrictions  and  provisions  of  the  civil- 
service  act.  The  municipal  courts  of  the  two  districts  shall  nave  concurrent  juris- 
diction over  crimes,  misdemeanors,  and  violations  of  ordinances  committed  on  the 
waters  of  the  Pasig  River  or  Manila  Bay  within  the  police  jurisdiction  of  the  city. 
There  shall  be  a  daily  session  of  each  municipal  court,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays 
alone  excepted.  In  order  to  equalize  the  work  of  the  courts  so  establish ed  the 
judges  and  clerk  may  exercise  their  duties  interchangeably  in  either  district,  and  the 
two  judges  may  at  the  same  time  hold  separate  sessions  of  the  court  of  one  district, 
and  in  such  case  the  judge  of  the  district  snail  divide  the  business  to  be  done  l>et ween 
himself  and  the  visiting  judge.  Said  courts  shall  respectively  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction over  all  criminal  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  over  all 
criminal  cases  arising  under  the  penal  laws  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  where  the 
offense  is  committed  within  the  police  jurisdiction  of  the  city  and  their  respective 
districts  and  the  maximum  punishment  is  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months  or  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100,  or  l>oth.  Such  courts  may  also  conduct 
pre  iminary  examinations  for  any  offense,  without  regard  to  the  limits  of  punish- 
ment, and  may  release,  or  commit  and  bind  over  any  person  charged  with  such 
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offense  to  secure  his  appearance  before  the  proper  court.  Said  courts  shall  have  no 
civil  jurisdiction  except  for  the  forfeiture  and  collection  of  bonds  given  in  cases  or 
proceedings  pending  therein.  In  a  prosecution  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance 
the  first  process  shall  be  a  summons;  provided,  however,  that  a  warrant  for  the 
arrest  of  the  offender  may  be  issued  in  the  first  instance  upon  the  affidavit  of  any  per- 
son that  such  ordinance  has  been  violated  and  that  the  person  making  the  complaint 
has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  the  party  charged  is  guilty  thereof;  and  such 
warrant  shall  conclude,  "  against  the  ordinances  of  the  city  in  such  case  made  and 
provided. ' '  All  proceedings  and  prosecutions  for  offenses  against  the  laws  of  the  Phil- 
ippine Islands  shall  conform  to  the  rules  relating  to  process,  pleading,  practice,  and 
procedure  now  or  hereafter  established  for  the  judiciary  of  the  islands,  and  such  rules 
shall  govern  said  police  courts  and  their  officers  in  all  cases  in  so  far  as  the  same  may 
be  applicable.  Every  person  arrested  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  be  brought 
before  a  municipal  court  or  a  court  of  first  instance  for  preliminary  hearing,  release 
on  bail,  or  trial.  Each  judge  shall  have  power  to  enforce  all  processes  of  the  court, 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  punish  all  contempts  of  court  by  line  or 
imprisonment,  or  both,  under  the  limitations  imposed  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 
He  may  require  of  any  person  arrested  a  bond  for  good  behavior  or  to  keep  the  peace, 
or  for  the  further  appearance  of  such  person  before  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction, 
and  no  such  bond  shall  be  accepted  unless  it  be  executed  by  the  person  in  whose 
behalf  it  is  made,  with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties  to  be  approvea  by  said  court. 
There  shall  be  taxed  against  and  collected  from  the  defendant,  in  case  of  his  convic- 
tion in  said  court,  such  costs  and  fees  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board,  which 
costs  and  fees  shall  not  exceed  those  charged  in  criminal  cases  in  justices'  courts. 
All  fines  and  forfeitures,  fees,  and  costs  imposed  shall  be  collected  by  the  clerk  of 
each  court,  who  shall  keep  a  docket  of  all  fines,  forfeitures,  costs,  and  fees  imposed 
and  of  those  collected,  and  shall  pay  collections  of  the  same  to  the  city  assessor  and 
collector  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  on  the  next  business  day  after  the  same  are  col- 
lected and  receive  receipts  therefor.  The  judge  shall  examine  the  docket  of  fines, 
forfeitures,  fees,  and  costs  each  day,  compare  the  same  with  the  amount  receipted  for 
by  the  city  assessor  and  collector,  and  satisfy  himself  that  all  fines,  forfeitures,  fees, 
and  costs  have  been  duly  accounted  for.  The  judgments  of  each  court  may  be 
enforced  by  imprisonment  of  any  defendant  adjudged  guilty  therein  until  the  fines, 
fees,  and  costs  assessed  have  been  paid,  or  until  the  same  shall  have  been  satisfied,  by 
imprisonment  at  hard  labor  at  the  rate  of  25  cents  a  day,  and  any  such  judgment 
may  also  be  enforced  by  execution  against  the  property  of  the  defendant  adjudged 
guilty  therein.  Each  court  shall  also  have  power  to  administer  oaths  and  to  give 
certificates  thereof;  to  issue  summons,  writs,  warrants,  executions,  and  all  other  proc- 
esses necessary  to  enforce  its  orders  and  judgments.  The  clerk  of  each  court  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths.  The  clerk  of  each  court  shall  keep  its  seal  and 
affix  it  to  all  orders,  judgments,  certificates,  records,  and  other  documents  issued  by 
the  court.  He  shall  keep  a  docket  of  the  trials  in  the  court,  in  which  he  shall  record 
in  a  summary  manner  the  name  of  the  defendant,  the  charge  against  him,  the  name 
of  the  prosecuting  witness,  the  date  of  the  arrest,  the  appearance  of  the  defendant, 
the  date  of  the  trial,  and  the  nature  of  the  judgment,  together  with  the  fines  and 
costs  adjudged  or  collected  in  accordance  with  the  judgment.  The  chief  of  police 
shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  each  court  and  shall,  either  in  person  or  by  deputy, 
attend  all  sessions,  serve  all  processes,  and  execute  all  orders  and  judgments  of  the 
same. 

Sec.  41.  Certain  requirements  to  be  complied  with  before  confinement  of  city 
prisoners. — No  person  shall  be  confined  in  the  city  prison  by  sentence  of  either 
municipal  court  until  the  warden  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  prison  shall  receive  a 
written  commitment  showing  the  offense  for  which  the  prisoner  was  tried,  the  date 
of  the  trial,  the  exact  terms  of  the  judgment  or  sentence,  and  the  date  of  the  order  of 
commitment.  The  clerk  shall,  under  seal  of  the  court,  issue  such  a  commitment  in 
each  case  of  sentence  to  imprisonment. 

Sec.  42.  Appeals  to  courts  of  first  instance. — An  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  court 
of  first  instance  next  to  be  held  within  the  city  in  all  cases  where  fine  or  imprison- 
ment is  imposed  by  a  municipal  court.  Such  appeals  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules 
of  practice  and  procedure  in  judicial  appeals  from  courts  of  first  instance  to  the 
supreme  court  now  or  hereafter  established  by  law.  Pending  an  appeal  the  defend- 
ant shall  remain  in  custody,  unless  released  upon  sufficient  bail  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  and  regulations  now  or  hereafter  in  force,  to  await  the  judgment  of  the 
appellate  court. 

Sec.  43.  Duties  of  sheriff  of  Manila. — Thesheriff  of  the  city  of  Manila,  appointed 
under  section  25  of  act  No.  136,  providing  for  the  organization  of  courts,  shall 
receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  $2,500  per  year.    The  sheriff  is  hereby  authorized  to 
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appoint  two  deputies  at  a  salary  of  $100  per  month  each  and  two  deputies  at  a  salary 
of  $60  per  month  each.  The  sheriff  and  his  deputies  shall  charge  and  collect  for  the 
service  of  all  civil  process  the  fees  provided  in  the  code  of  civil  procedure  only,  and 
all  fees  collected  by  them  for  such  service  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  assessor  and  col- 
lector, and  the  sheriff  shall  be  answerable  therefor  upon  his  bond.  The  fees  charged 
by  the  sheriff  and  his  deputies  for  the  service  of  criminal  process  shall  be  such  as  are 
provided  in  the  code  of  criminal  procedure  to  be  adopted,  and  when  collected  shall  be 
paid  to  the  city  assessor  and  collector.  Such  fees  shall  be  taxed  as  a  part  of  the  costs 
against  defendants  who  are  convicted  in  criminal  prosecutions  and  sentenced  to  pay 
the  costs.  The  sheriff  shall  pay  to  the  city  assessor  and  collector  on  the  first  day  of 
each  month  all  fees  collected  bv  him  and  his  deputies  for  the  service  of  civil  process 
during  the  preceding  month  and  shall  at  the  same  time  deliver  to  the  auditor  for  the 
Philippine  Archipelago  an  itemized  statement  of  such  fees.  The  salaries  of  the 
sheriff  and  his  deputies  herein  provided  shall  be  paid  from  the  revenues  of  the  city 
of  Manila.  The  sneriff  is  also  authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $3  per  day 
for  the  transportation  of  prisoners  by  himself  and  deputies  and  for  the  general  service 
of  the  process  of  the  courts  throughout  his  jurisdiction  and  which  shall  be  paid  from 
the  revenues  of  the  citv.  The  sheriff  may,  in  writing,  appoint  special  deputies  for 
the  service  of  any  particular  process,  who  shall  be  paid  only  by  fees  in  accordance 
with  the  scale  of  fees  provided  in  the  civil  and  criminal  codes  of  procedure.  The 
sheriff  and  his  deputies  shall  be  peace  officers,  with  the  powers  set  forth  in  section  37. 

Sections  25  and  27  of  act  No.  136,  providing  for  the  organization  of  courts,  are 
hereby  repealed  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  this  section,  but  in  all  other  respects 
remain  in  full  force. 

Sec.  44.  Justices  and  auxiliary  justices  of  the  peace  provided  for. — There  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  civil  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission,  two 
justices  of  the  peace  and  two  auxiliary  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  city  of  Manila, 
who  shall  be  subject  to  removal  in  the  manner  provided  for  their  appointment,  and 
who  shall  exercise  within  the  city  of  Manila  the  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  justices 
of  the  peace  in  act  No.  136,  providing  for  the  organization  of  courts;  but  no  justice  of 
the  peace  or  auxiliary  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  citv  of  Manila  shall  exercise  any 
criminal  jurisdiction,  such  jurisdiction  within  the  city  of  Manila  being  confined  to 
courts  of  first  instance  and  to  the  municipal  courts  herein  provided.  Each  justice  of 
the  peace  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $1,000  per  year,  and  shall  charge  and  collect  in  all 
civil  suits  tried  before  him  the  fees  provided  for  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  code  of 
civil  procedure.  All  fees  so  charged  and  collected  by  him  during  each  month  shall 
be  paid  by  him  on  the  first  day  of  the  succeeding  month  to  the  city  assessor  and 
collector.  He  shall  at  the  same  time  deliver  to  the  auditor  for  the  Philippine  Archi- 
pelago an  itemized  statement  of  all  such  fees,  and  his  accounts  shall  be  audited  by 
the  auditor  for  the  Philippine  Archipelago,  and  for  that  purpose  his  dockets  and 
books  shall  be  examined  by  the  auditor.  Auxiliary  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be 
paid  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  out  of  their  salaries,  respectively,  in  proportion  to 
the  time  that  the  auxiliary  justice  of  the  peace  shall  have  performed  the  duties  of 
the  justice.  Each  justice  of  the  peace  may  appoint  a  clerk,  at  a  salary  of  $25  per 
month,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  city.  The  existing  courts  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  the  city  of  Manila  are  hereby  abolished. 

department  of  fires  and  building  inspection. 

Sec.  45.  Duties  of  chief  of  department  of  fires  and  building  inspection. — 
There  shall  be,  under  the  board,  a  chief  of  the  department  of  fires  and  building 
inspection.  He  shall  have  the  management  and  control  of  all  matters  relating  to  the 
administration  of  the  department,  as  herein  provided,  and  the  organization,  govern- 
ment, discipline,  and  disposition  of  the  fire  force;  shall  have  charge  of  fire-engine 
houses,  fire  engines,  hose  carts,  hooks  and  ladders,  trucks,  and  other  fire  apparatus; 
shall  have  full  police  power  in  the  vicinity  of  fires;  shall  have  authority  to  remove 
any  building  or  other  property  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  prevent»the 
spreading  oi  fire  or  to  protect  adjacent  property;  shall  investigate  and  report  upon 
the  origin  and  cause  of  all  fires  occurring  within  the  city. 

He  shall  inspect  all  buildings  in  the  city  under  construction  or  repair  and  see  that 
ordinances  relating  to  the  construction  of  buildings  within  fire  limits  are  observed; 
shall  inspect  all  private  and  public  buildings  erected  or  to  be  erected  within  the  city, 
to  determine  whether  they  comply  with  the  building  ordinances  applicable  to  fire 
limits  or  otherwise;  shall  have  power  to  order,  in  accordance  with  ordinance  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  municipal  board,  buildings  dangerous  to  the  public  to 
be  taken  down  or  made  secure;  shall  supervise  and  regulate  the  stringing,  ground- 
ing, and  insulation  of  wires  for  all  electrical  connections,  with  a  view  to  avoiding 
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conflagrations  or  interfering  with  public  traffic  or  safety  or  the  obstruction  of  the 
necessary  operations  of  the  fire  department  in  putting  out  fires;  shall  supervise  and 
regulate  the  manufacture,  storage,  sale,  and  use  of  petroleum,  gas,  acetylene,  gun- 
powder, and  other  highly  combustible  matter  and  explosives,  and  the  arrangement 
and  use  of  engines,  boilers,  forges,  and  other  manufacturing  and  heating  appliances 
in  accordance  with  law  or  ordinances  relating  thereto;  shall  have  charge  of  the  city 
telegraph,  telephone,  and  fire-alarm  services,  and  the  laving  of  mains  and  connections 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  gas  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

DEPARTMENT   OK    ASSESSMENTS   AND   COLLECTIONS. 

Sec.  46.  Duties  of  city  assessor  and  collector. — There  shall  be,  under  the  board, 
a  city  assessor  and  collector,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  department  of  assessments 
and  collections.  The  real  estate  of  the  city  of  Manila  shall  t>e  assessed  and  valued 
for  taxation  by  the  city  assessor  and  collector  and  his  authorized  deputies,  who  are 
empowered  to  administer  any  oath  authorized  to  !>e  administered  in  the  assessment 
or  collection  of  taxes.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  of  real  estate  in  the  city 
of  Manila  to  prepare,  or  cause  to  Ikj  prej>arcd,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  land  and 
the  improvements  thereon  which  he  owns,  the  annual  rent  or  income  received  by 
him  from  each  piece  of  his  property  for  each  of  the  three  years  preceding  the  state- 
ment, and  a  description  sufficiently  in  detail  to  enable  the  city  assessor  and  collector 
to  identify  the  same  on  examination.  The  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  agent  shall 
verify  such  statement  and  swear  to  the  same  before  any  officer  authorized  by  law*  to 
administer  an  oath.  The  statement  shall  l>e  filed  with  the  city  assessor  and  collector 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  1901.  He  shall  make  a  list  of  all  taxable 
real  estate  in  the  city,  by  districts,  and  the  names  of  the  owners  in  each  district  shall 
be  arranged  alphabetically,  with  a  brief  description  opposite  their  names  of  the 
property  owneu  by  them  and  the  cash  value  thereof.  Jn  making  this  list  the  city 
assessor  and  collector  shall  take  into  consideration  any  sworn  statement  made  by  the 
owners  of  the  pro}>erty,  but  shall  not  l>e  prevented  tfiereby  from  considering  other 
evidence  on  the  subject  and  exercising  his  own  judgment  in  respect  thereto.  For 
the  purpose  of  completing  this  list  he  is  authorized  to  summon  witnesses,  administer 
oaths  to  them,  and  subject  them  to  examination  concerning  the  ownership  and  the 
amount  of  real  estate  in  each  district,  and  its  cash  value.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
city  assessor  and  collector,  so  far  as  is  necessary,  to  examine  the  recortls  of  the  office 
of  the  city  registrar  showing  the  ownership  of  real  estate  in  the  city. 

Sec.  47.  Rate  per  cent  ok  annual  tax  for  TnE  years  1901,  1902,  and  subse- 
quent years. — A  tax  of  1  per  cent  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  real  estate  in  the  city 
subject  to  taxation  as  hereinbefore  provided  is  hereby  levied  for  the  unexpired 
jK>rtion  of  the  year  1901;  provided,  that  every  taxpayer  who  has  paid  the  urbanatax 
on  any  house  or  building  or  who  has  paid  the  frontage  tax  on  any  real  estate  for  the 
year  1901  shall  receive  a  credit  on  the  tax  hereby  levied  for  tlie  amounts  naid  as 
urbana  or  frontage  taxes.     The  laws,  general  orders,  or  regulations  under  which  the 
urbana  tax  and  the  frontage  tax  are  now  collectible  in  the  city  of  Manila  are  hereby 
repealed  except  as  to  arrearages,  as  hereinafter  provided.     All  taxes  on  real  estate 
for  the  year  1901  shall  l>e  due  and  payable  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1902.     An  annual  tax  of  1}  j>er  cent  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  real  estate  in 
the  city  subject  to  taxation  as  hereinbefore  provided  is  hereby  levied  for  the  year 
1902,  and  an  annual  tax  of  2  j>cr  cent  on  the  assessed  value  is  hereby  levied  for  the 
year  1903  and  each  subsequent  vear.     All  taxes  for  the  vear  1902  and  each  year 
thereafter  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or  l>efore  the  1st  day  of  July  of  each  year, 
and  if  any  taxpayer  shall  fail  to  pav  the  taxes  assessed  against  him  for  the  year  1901 
on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  March,  1902,  or  shall  fail  to  pay  such  taxes  assessed 
against  him  for  the  year  1902  and  each  succeeding  vear  thereafter  on  or  before  the 
1st  day  of  July  of  each  year,  respectively,  he  shall  be  delinquent  in  such  payment, 
and  shall  l>e  subject  to  an  additional  tax  of  15  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  original 
tax  as  a  penalty  for  such  delinquency,  to  l>e  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  original  tax;  provided,  that  at  the  option  of  the  taxpayer  the 
payment  of  one-half  of  the  tax  for  the  year  1902  and  each  succeeding  vear  thereafter 
may  be  postponed  until  the  31st  day  of  Decerning  of  such  year,  but  if  he  fail  to  pay 
the  first  half  of  the  tax  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  July,  then  the  tax  for  the  whole 
year  shall  l>e  delinquent,  and  the  penalty  shalf  be  due  as  hereinlx»fore  provided.     If 
any  taxjiayer,  having  j>aid  the  first  half  of  the  taxes  due  for  the  year  1902  or  any 
succeeding  year,  shall  fail  to  pay  the  remaining  half  of  the  tax  due  for  such  year  on 
or  before  the  31st  day  of  December  of  that  year,  the  penalty  to  be  collected  shall  be 
15  per  cent  of  the  half  of  such  annual  tax  then  due.    The  penalties  thus  imposed 
shall  be  accounted  for  by  the  city  assessor  and  collector  in  the  same  manner  aathe 
tax.    In  the  event  that  such  tax  and  penalty  shall  remain  unpaid  for  fifteen,  days 
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after  the  tax  has  become  delinquent  the  cjty  assessor  and  collector  snail  proceed  to 
make  collection  thereof  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  sections  75,  76,  77,  78,  79,  80,  81, 
82,  and  83  of  the  municipal  code,  and  all  the  provisions  of  said  sections  shall  be 
applicable,  and  all  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  and  imposed  by  said  sections 
upon  the  provincial  treasurer  are  imposed  upon  the  city  assessor  and  collector.  The 
provisions  of  sections  83,  84,  85,  and  86  of  the  municipal  code  are  hereby  declared 
applicable  as  fully  as  though  incorporated  herein  to  all  taxes  assessed,  penalties 
accruing,  sales  made  of  the  real  estate  of  the  delinquent  taxpayer,  and  suits  instituted 
by  him  attacking  the  assessment  of  such  taxes  or  the  validity  of  sales  made  here- 
under. It  shall  not  be  essential  to  the  validity  of  tax  sales  of  real  estate  hereunder 
that  the  city  assessor  and  collector  shall  have  attempted  to  make  out  of  the  personal 
property  of  the  taxpayer  the  tax  due  upon  his  real  estate.  The  remedy  provided  in 
the  municipal  code  for  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  real  estate  by  levying  upon  the 
personal  property  of  the  taxpayer  shall  be  deemed  to  be  cumulative  only.  The  lien 
upon  the  real  estate  for  taxes  levied  for  the  year  1901  shall  attach  upon  the  passage 
of  this  act  A  lien  for  taxes  due  for  any  subsequent  year  shall  attach  on  the  1st 
day  of  January  of  such  year. 

Sec.  48.  Exemptions  from  taxation. — Lands  or  buildings  owned  by  the  United 
States  of  America,  the  central  government  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  the  city  of 
Manila,  and  burying  grounds,  churches  and  their  adjacent  parsonages  and  conventos, 
and  lands  or  buildings  used  exclusively  for  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  or  educa- 
tional purposes  and  not  for  profit  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation;  but  such  exemption 
shall  not  extend  to  lands  or  buildings  held  for  investment,  though  the  income  tnere- 
from  be  devoted  to  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  or  educational  purposes. 

Sec.  49.  Action  in  case  owner  of  real  estate  fails  to  make  return  thereof. — If 
the  owner  of  any  parcel  of  real  estate  shall  fail  to  make  a  return  thereof,  as  provided 
in  section  46,  or  if  the  city  assessor  and  collector  is  unable  to  discover  the  owner  of 
any  real  estate  he  shall  nevertheless  list  the  same  for  taxation,  charge  the  tax  against 
the  true  owner,  if  known,  and  if  unknown  then  as  against  an  unknown  owner.  In 
case  of  doubt  or  dispute  as  to  ownership  of  real  estate  the  taxes  shall  be  levied  against 
the  possessor  or  possessors  thereof.  Where  it  shall  appear  that  there  are  separate 
owners  of  the  land  and  the  improvements  thereon,  a  separate  assessment  of  the  prop- 
erty of  each  shall  be  made. 

In  case  the  land  and  improvements,  a  statement  of  which  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
owner  hereunder  to  file  with  the  city  assessor  and  collector,  shall  have  been  leased 
to  another  before  the  date  of  this  act  on  terms  such  that  the  leasehold  held  by  the  lessee 
is  valuable,  the  owner  of  the  land  may  in  his  statement  request  that  the  lessee  or 
tenant  of  the  leasehold  be  cited  to  appear  and  make  a  sworn  statement  of  its  value 
before  the  city  assessor  and  collector.  The  city  assessor  and  collector  shall  then  pro- 
ceed as  in  other  cases  to  fix  and  assess  the  value  of  the  leasehold.  The  owner  of  the 
land  and  improvements  shall  be  required  to  pay  taxes  only  on  the  total  value  of  the 
land  and  improvements,  less  the  value  of  the  leasehold,  while  the  lessee  or  tenant  of 
the  leasehold  shall  have  assessed  against  him,  and  be  required  to  pay,  taxes  upon 
the  value  of  the  leasehold.  The  remedies  hereinbefore  provided  for  the  sale  of  land 
for  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  thereon  shall  be  applicable  to  the  collection  of 
delinquent  taxes  on  leaseholds. 

Sec.  50.  Action  in  case  real  estate  has  escaped  taxation. — If  it  shall  be  dis- 
covered by  the  city  assessor  and  collector  or  brought  to  his  attention  that  any  tax- 
able real  estate  in  the  city  has  escaped  listing,  it  shall  be  his  duty  at  once  to  list  and 
value  the  same  and  charge  against  the  owner  thereof  the  taxes  due  for  the  current 
year  and  for  all  other  years  since  the  original  assessment  under  this  charter  was 
made,  and  the  taxes  thus  assessed  shall  be  legal  and  collectible  by  all  the  remedies 
herein  provided,  and  interest  and  penalty  shall  be  added  to  the  back  taxes  as  if  they 
were  assessed  at  the  time  when  they  should  have  been  assessed. 

Sec.  51.  Certificate  to  be  made  by  city  assessor  and  collector. — The  city 
assessor  and  collector  shall  complete  the  listing  and  valuation  of  all  real  estate  situ- 
ated within  the  city  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  IJecember,  1901,  and  when  com- 
pleted shall  authenticate  the  same  by  signing  the  following  certificate  at  the  foot  of 
the  list: 

I  hereby  certify  that  the  foregoing  list  contains  a  true  statement  of  the  piece  or  pieces  of  taxable 
real  estate  belonging  to  each  person  named  in  the  list,  and  its  true  cash  value,  and  that  no  real  estate 
taxable  by  law  in  the  city  of  Manila  has  been  omitted  from  this  list,  according  to  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief.

The  city  assessor  and  collector  shall  also  authenticate  subsequent  assessments,  as 
hereinafter  provided  for,  by  signing  the  foregoing  certificate  in  connection  with  each 
such  assessment 
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Sec.  52.  Notice  to  be  given  to  public  when  tax  list  is  completed. — When  the 
list  shall  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  section,  the  city  assessor  and 
collector  shall,  by  notice  published  for  ten  days  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circu- 
lation in  the  city,  one  printed  in  English  and  one  in  Spanish,  inform  the  public  that 
the  list  has  been  completed  and  is  on  file  in  his  office  and  may  be  examined  by  any 
person  interested  therein,  and  that  upon  a  date  fixed  in  the  notice,  which  shall  not 
he  later  than  the  15th  day  of  December,  the  city  assessor  and  collector  will  be  in 
his  office  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  complaints  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  listing  of  the 
property  and  the  assessed  value  thereof.  It  shall  be  his  duty  carefully  to  preserve 
and  record  in  his  office  copies  of  said  notices.  On  the  day  fixed  in  the  notice,  and 
for  seven  days  thereafter,  ne  shall  be  present  in  his  office  to  hear  all  complaints  filed 
within  that  period  by  persons  against  whom  taxes  have  been  assessed  as  owners  of 
real  estate,  and  he  shall  make  his  decision  and  enter  the  same  in  a  well-bound  book, 
to  be  by  nim  kept  for  that  purpose,  within  fourteen  davs  from  the  date  fixed  for 
hearing  complaints  in  such  notice,  and  if  he  shall  determine  that  injustice  has  been 
done  or  errors  have  been  committed  he  is  authorized  to  amend  the  list  in  accordance 
with  his  findings. 

Sec.  63.  Appeals  from  decisions  of  city  assessor  and  collector. — In  case  any 
complainant  before  the  city  assessor  and  collector  shall  feel  aggrieved  by  his  decision 
such  complainant  may,  within  ten  days  after  the  entry  of  such  decision,  appeal  to 
the  board  of  tax  appeals,  constituted  as  hereinafter  provided.  He  shall  perfect  his 
appeal  by  filing  a  written  notice  of  the  same  with  the  city  assessor  and  collector,  and 
it  shall  l>e  the  duty  of  that  officer  forthwith  to  transmit  the  ap]*?al  to  the  board  of 
tax  appeals  with  all  written  evidence  in  his  possession  relating  to  such  assessment 
and  valuation. 

Sec.  54.  Board  of  tax  appeals  constituted. — The  municipal  board  shall  consti- 
tute the  board  of  tax  appeals.  The  president  of  the  municipal  board  shall  be  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  tax  appeals,  and  the  secretary  to  the  municipal  board  shall  be 
the  secretary  to  the  board  of  tax  appeals  and  shall  keep  the  record  of  its  proceedings. 

Sec.  55.  Oath  to  be  taken  by  each  member  of  board  of  tax  appeals. — Before 
organizing  as  such,  the  members  of  the  board  of  tax  appeals  shall  take  the  following 
oath  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  some  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  an 
oath  in  the  city  of  Manila:

The  oath  of  each  member  shall  be  recorded  by  the  secretary  to  the  l>oard  in  the 
minutes  of  its  proceedings. 

Sec.  56.  Meetings  of  board  of  tax  appeals. — The  board  of  tax  appeals  shall 
meet  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  1902,  and  each  succeeding  year,  and  shall 
hear  all  appeals  duly  transmitted  to  it  and  shall  decide  the  same  within  fifteen  days. 
It  shall  have  authority  to  cause  to  l>e  amended  the  listing  and  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty in  respect  to  which  any  complaint  is  made  by  order  sjgned  by  the  lx>ard  or  a 
majority  thereof,  and  transmit  it  to  the  city  assessor  and  collector,  who  shall  amend 
the  tax  list  in  conformity  with  said  order. 

Sec.  57.  When  assessments  may  be  increased  or  reduced. — The  city  assessor  and 
collector  shall,  during  the  first  three  days  of  Decern! ht  of  each  year  after  the  year 
1901,  add  to  the  list  of  taxable  real  estate  in  the  city  the  value  of  the  improvements 
placed  upon  such  property  during  the  preceding  year,  and  reduce  the  assessments 
against  any  taxpayer  whose  improvements  already  assessed  have  been  destroyed 
during

one  printed  in  English  and  one  in  Spanish,  that  he  will  be  present  in  this  office  for 
that  purpose  on  said  days.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  decisions  of  the  city 
assessor  and  collector,  under  this  section,  to  the  board  of  tax  appeals,  as  in  case  of 
original  assessments. 

Sec.  58.  Duration  of  first  and  subsequent  assessments. — The  assessment  first 
made  under  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  shall  con- 
tinue in  force  for  the  period  of  three  years,  unless  an  earlier  provision  is  made  by 
law  for  another  general  assessment.  The  city  assessor  and  collector  shall,  at  the 
close  of  said  three  years,  and  at  the  ('lose  of  each  period  of  five  years  thereafter, 
make  a  new  assessment  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  and  the 
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taxpayer  shall  have  the  same  remedies  by  appeal  for  unjust  assessment  and  valuation 
as  are  provided  for  the  first  assessment. 

Sec.  59.  Money  to  be  applied  to  school  purposes. — One-fourth  of  all  moneys 
realized  from  the  real-estate  tax  herein  provided  for  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  support  of  free  public  primary  schools  of  the  city  and  to  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  suitable  school  buildings.  The  municipal  board  may,  however,  in  its 
discretion,  apply  to  the  commission  for  appropriations  from  the  general  resources  of 
the  city  of  additional  funds  for  the  support  of  such  schools  and  the  maintenance  of 
such  buildings. 

Sec.  60.  Cedula  or  registration  tax. — All  the  provisions  of  sections  26,  27,  28, 
29, 30,  31,  32,  34,  and  35  of  act  No.  133,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  the  provincial 
government  act.  No.  83/ '  and  which  provides  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  cedula  or 
registration  tax,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  city  of  Manila  and  its  inhabitants, 
and  the  city  assessor  and  collector  shall  discharge  the  same  duties  in  respect  to  said 
tax  and  its  collection  that  the  provincial  treasurer  discharges  under  the  above-men- 
tioned sections  of  act  No.  133. 

Sec.  61.  City  assessor  and  collector  to  collect  all  taxes,  licenses,  etc. — The 
city  assessor  and  collector  shall  collect  all  taxes  and  assessments  due  the  city,  all 
licenses  authorized  by  law  or  ordinance,  all  rents  for  lands,  markets,  and  other  prop- 
erty owned  by  the  city,  and  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  fines,  forfeitures,  fees, 
and  costs  imposed  by  municipal  courts,  from  the  clerks  thereof,  and  the  fees  co!  ^cted 
by  the  sheriff  of  Manila  or  his  deputies,  or  by  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  Manila. 
He  shall  deposit  each  day  in  the  treasury  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  all  monevs 
belonging  to  the  city  received  on  the  previous  business  day;  shall  give  bond  to  tne 
city,  in  such  sum  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  the  municipal  board  may  pre- 
scribe, for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  official  duties  of  himself  and  his  deputies 
or  assistants  and  the  deposit  of  all  sums  of  money  that  may  come  into  his  or  their 
hands  officially  in  the  treasury  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago;  shall,  on  or  before  the 
tenth  day  of  each  month,  submit  to  the  auditor  for  the  Philippine  Archipelago  an 
account  current,  with  abstracts  of  collections  and  abstracts  of  deposits,  covering  all 
transactions  of  his  office  during  the  preceding  month ;  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  July  of  each  year,  prepare  in  duplicate  an  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts 
and  deposits  with  the  treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year,  and  shali  transmit  the  same  to  the  board  through  the  auditor  for  the  Philippine 
Archipelago.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  board  may  by  ordinance 
prescribe. 

Sec.  62.  City  assessor  and  collector  to  collect  internal-revenue  tax. — The 
city  assessor  and  collector  shall  hereafter  collect,  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  all  taxes 
due  under  the  law  or  orders  imposing  internal-revenue  taxes  collectible  within  the 
city  of  Manila,  and  shall  deposit  the  same  with  the  treasurer  of  the  archipelago  to 
the  credit  of  the  city:  Provided,  That  this  shall  not  include  the  urbana  tax  herein- 
before abolished:  And  provided  further,  That  it  shall  not  include  the  collections  made 
at  the  instance  of  the  chief  of  the  bureau  of  forestry,  or  his  subordinates,  within  the 
city  of  Manila,  for  timber  and  timber  products  cut  or  taken  from  the  public  lands  in 
the  provinces  outside  the  city  of  Manila.  Until  further  provided  by  law  the  city 
assessor  and  collector  shall  also  act  as  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  in  those  parts 
of  the  islands  not  within  organized  provincial  governments  and  not  within  the  city 
of  Manila. 

Sec.  63.  Chief  deputy  assessor  and  chief  deputy  collector  provided  for. — 
There  shall  be  a  chief  deputy  assessor  and  a  chief  deputy  collector  in  the  office  of 
the  department  of  assessments  and  collections,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  civil 
governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission.  Their  successors  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  board  under  the  provisions  of  the  civil-service  act. 

Sec.  64.  Collection  and  disposition  of  taxes  now  in  force. — All  licenses  and 
taxes,  rents  and  incomes  due  and  collectible  under  law,  ordinance,  general  orders  or 
regulations,  by  the  provost-marshal-general  or  his  subordinates,  or  by  any  insular 
officer,  for  the  benent  of  the  territory  now  incorporated  as  the  city  of  Manila,  which 
t<hall  be  delinquent  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  except  such  as  are  herein 
specifically  abolished,  shall  be  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  by  the  city  assessor 
and  collector  in  the  same  method  and  with  the  same  penalties  as  would  be  applicable 
had  this  act  not  been  adopted.  A  failure  to  pay  delinquent  urbana  and  frontage 
taxes  for  the  years  1899  and  1900  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
impose  upon  the  taxpayer  so  delinquent  a  penalty  of  15  per  cent  and  interest  at  rate 
of  10  per  cent  from  tne  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act  until  payment.  In  the  event 
such  delinquent  taxpayer  shall  neglect  to  pay  the  urbana  or  frontage  taxes  so  due  for 
thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  and  col- 
lector to  proceed  against  such  delinquent  taxpayer  and  the  property  upon  which 
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such  urbana  or  frontage  taxes  are  due  in  matter  and  form  and  with  like  effect  as 
provided  in  thin  act  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  upon  real  estate,  the  pro- 
visions of  which  are  hereby  declared  applicable  to  such  delinquent  urbana  and  front- 
age taxen. 

ADVISORY   BOARD,  POWERS   AND   DUTIES  THEREOF. 

Skc.  tt5.  There  shall  be  an  advisory  l>oard  of  the  city,  to  consist  of  one  member 
appointed  by  the  civil  governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Commission,  from 
each  of  the  i  1  city  districts  as  they  existed  under  the  Spanish  Government.  Within 
ten  days  after  their  appointment  the  mcml>ers  of  the  board  shall  meet  at  a  place 
and  time  to  1x3  designated  by  the  civil  governor  and  shall  organize  by  the  election 
of  a  president  and  of  a  secretary.  The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  once  every 
two  weeks,  upon  a  day  and  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  tl>e  board.  Each 
mem  1  mt  of  the  board  shall  receive  $5  for  each  regular  meeting  which  he  attends. 
The  secretary  of  the  Inuird  shall  have  a  permanent  office  and  shall  receive  a  sal- 
ary of  $1,400  a  year.  The  municipal  board  shall  provide  the  advisory  board  with 
a  suitable  room  in  which  to  hold  its  meetings,  and  with  a  suitable  office  for  its 
secretary,  and  with  such  furniture,  stationery,  and  other  supplies  as  may  be  suit- 
able, ft  shall  \m  the  duty  of  the  advisory  board  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
munici'uil  board  the  special  needs  of  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  and  it  shall  make 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  relative  thereto  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  necessary.  It  shall  consider  petitions  presented  by  residents  or  inhabitants  of 
the  city,  and  it  shall  report  its  recommendations  thereon  to  the  municipal  board.  It 
shall  furnish  such  further  information  relating  to  existing  conditions  within  the  city 
and  the  several  districts  thereof  as  may  be  requested  by  the  municipal  board.  In 
caw  it  shall  deem  further  legislation  by  the  Commission  necessary  for  the  good  of  the 
city  and  its  inhabitants  it  shall  make  proper  recommendations  in  relation  thereto. 
The  municipal  t>oard  shall  not  have  }>ower  to  ]>ass  any  ordinances  fixing  license  fees, 
or  involving  the  liability  of  the  city  in  any  sum  exceeding  $10,000,  or  denouncing  as 
an  offense  the  violation  of  any  city  ordinance  and  imposing  a  penalty  and  fine  or 
imprisonment  therefor,  or  directing  the  condemnation  of  any  property  "for  the  use  of 
the  city,  or  making  any  contract  for  improvements  in  the  city  which  shall  probably 
involve,  an  exi»endituro  of  more  than  $10,000,  without  first  having  submitted  for 
comment,  discussion,  and  recommendation  the  proposed  ordinance  to  the  advisory 
Ixmrd  and  received  from  the  advisory  board  ita  recommendations  thereon.  Should 
the  advisory  lioard,  however,  delay  action  upon  the  ordinance  thus  presented  to  it 
for  its  consideration  and  recommendation  for  more  than  two  weeks  after  the  same 
shall  have  l>een  received  and  receipted  for  by  its  secretary,  the  municipal  board  may 
proceed  to  adopt  the  ordinance  without  awaiting  action  by  the  advisory  board.  No 
person  shall  he  eligible  to  appointment  as  a  meml>er  of  the  advisory  board  from  a 
part icular  district  unless  he  is  a  bona  fide  resident  of  such  district  at  the  time  of 
appointment. 

Sec.  6tt.  Eligibility  for  appointment  under  city  goverkment. — No  person  shall 
be  eligible  for  appointment  to  any  official  position  under  the  city  government  who 
is  not  either  a  citizen  of  the  Tinted  States,  a  native  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  a  per- 
son who  bv  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  Faris  is  entitled  to  the  political  rights  of  a  native 
of  the  Philippine  Islands,  or  a  |>crson  who,  having  served  in  the  Armv  or  Navy  of 
the  Tinted  States,  has  Urn  honorably  discharged  therefrom  and  has  taken  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  the  Tinted  States. 

Ski\  t>7.  Tmtki>  States  money  referred  to.— AH  sums  of  money  herein  men- 
tioned shall  1h»  hel«l  to  refer  to  money  of  the  United  States  unless  otherwise  expressly 
provided. 

Sec.  t»8.  City  not  to  iu:  liable  for  damages,  etc.— The  city  shall  not  l>e  liable  or 
held  for  damages  or  injuries  to  persons  or  property  arising  If  mm  the  failure  of  the 
municipal  l>oard  or  any  city  officer  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  or  any 
law  or  ordinance,  or  from  negligence  of  said  hoard  or  other  officers  while  enforcing 
or  attempting  to  enforce  the  same. 

Sec.  tW.  Existing  city  ordinances,  etc.,  to  coxriNrE  in  force  unless  repealed 
or  modified.— AH  citv  ordinances  and  orders  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 


this  act.  and  not  inconsistent  herewith,  shall  continue  in  force  until  they  are  repealed 
or  modified  by  ordinances  passed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  70.  Liquor  licenses  grknted  by  board.— The  powers  and  duties  in  reference 
to  the  israntint?  of  liquor  luvnses  anil  the  forfeiting  of  the  same  in  the  city  of 
Manila,  now  conferred  ujion  the  provost  -marshal-general,  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  municinal  l*oard  hereinbefore  created. 

Sec.  71.  Insular  purchasing  agent  given  control  of  property  purchased  oct 
of  civil  funds.— The  quartermaster  of  the  provost  guard  is  herein*  directed  to 
deliver  to  the  insular  purchasing  agent  all  the  property  held  by  him  purchased  oat  of 
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civil  funds  for  the  use  of  the  departments  and  bureaus  of  the  city  government  under 
the  provost-marshal-general,  taking  proper  receipts  from  the  insular  purchasing 
agent  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  transfer  to  the  insular  purchasing  agent  all  the 
property  received  by  him  from  the  disbursing  quartermaster  for  civil  Dureaus  prior 
to  July  1,  1901,  and  purchased  by  the  disbursing  quartermaster  for  civil  bureaus  out 
of  public  civil  funds  for  the  use  of  the  civil  departments  of  the  civil  government, 
taking  like  receipts  from  the  insular  purchasing  agent  for  this  property. 

Sec.  72.  Repeal  op  former  acts,  orders,  and  regulations.— All  acts,  orders, 
and  regulations,  and  parts  of  the  same,  which  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  proclamation  of 
the  civil  governor,  to  be  issued  within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  the  act.

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  section  72  of  an  act  of  the  United  States  Philippine  Com- 
mission, passed  on  July  31, 1901,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Manila," 
that  the  said  act  shall  "take  effect  upon  the  proclamation  of  the  civil  governor,  to  be 
issued  within  thirty  days  after  tho  passage  of  the  act; " 

Now,  therefore,  I,  William  H.  Taft,  civil  governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands,  do 
hereby,  in  virtue  of  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  section  72  of  the  aforesaid  act, 
proclaim  the  7th  day  of  August,  1901,  as  the  day  on  which  the  said  act  passed  July 
31,  1901,  shall  take  effect. 

In  testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Philippine  Islands  to  be  affixed.

First.  That  you  direct  the  city  treasurer,  Maj.  George  F.  Downev,  to  turn  over  to 
the  insular  treasurer  all  funds  now  held  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Second.  That  you  direct  the  turning  over  of  all  buildings,  furniture,  records,  carts, 
hordes,  carabao,  anus,  instruments,  tools,  and  other  property  pertaining  to  the  city 
of  Manila  to  the  municipal  board  of  the  city  of  Manila,  or  to  such  persons  as  the 
board  may  by  resolution  designate,  exwpt  as  may  t>e  provided  in  the  following 
paragraphs: 

Third.  That  you  direct  Major  Hale,  now  in  charge  of  Bilibid  prison,  to  turn  over 
the  prison  to  George  N.  Wolfe,  for  his  administration  under  my  direction. 

Fourth.  That  you  direct  the  city  l>oard  of  health  to  turn  over  to  Major  Maus, 
president  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  Philippine  Islands  and  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic health,  all  records,  furniture,  and  other  property  of  whatever  kind  held  and  used 
by  it  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties  as  a  city  l>oard  of  health,  together  with  all  funds 
held  by  it  for  any  purpose  within  its  administration  by  your  orders  or  by  order 
of  law. 

Fifth.  That  you  direct  the  officer  who  has  had  charge  of  the  San  I^azaro  Estate  to 
turn  over  the  records,  books,  and  funds  held  by  him  to  the  insular  treasurer. 

Sixth.  That  you  direct  the  officers  having  in  charge  the  records  concerning  the 
sick  and  orphans  in  the  Hosniciode  San  Jose  ami  under  the  Santa  Potenciana  Founda- 
tion to  the  insular  l*>ard  of  health.

I.  Announcement  is  hereby  given  of  the  discontinuance  of  the  Separate  Brigade,

uties  and  functions  pertaining  to  municipal  affairs  to  the  executive  authorities  of 
the  city,  apix)inted  by  the  civil  governor  in  pursuance  to  the  legislative  acts  Nos.  183 
and  188,  United  States  Philippine  Commission,  at  12  o'clock  noon,  this  date. 

II.  All  officers  of  the  Army  and  chiefs  of  departments  who  are  now  performing 
civil  duties  connected  with  the  administration  of  city  affairs  in  Manila  will  imme- 
diately transfer  their  duties,  responsibilities,  property,  and  records  in  their  custody 
to  the  officers  who  may  be  designated  to  receive  them  by  the  municipal  board  of 
Manila. 

III.  All  officers  of  the  Army  who  are  performing  staff  duties  with  the  brigade  will 
transfer  their  duties,  property,  and  money  accountability  to  the  persons  who  may 
be  designated  to  receive  them  by  the  heads  of  their  respective  staff  departments  at 
military  division  headquarters. 

All  balances  of  public  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  disbursing  officer,  provost- 
marehal-generaFs  office,  will  be  transferred  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

V.  The  commanding  officer  of  Bilibid  prison  will  transfer  his  command,  records, 
and  duties  to  the  officer  who  may  be  designated  to  receive  them  by  the  civil  gov- 
ernor of  the  Philippine  Islands.  Any  quartermaster  property  in  use  at  the  prison 
will  be  transferred  to  the  depot  quartermaster. 

VI.  The  president  of  the  board  of  health  will  transfer  his  duties,  responsibility, 
and  the  balance  on  hand  of  funds  pertaining  to  the  Women's  Hospital  to  the  person 
or  persons  who  may  be  designated  to  receive  them  by  the  civil  governor  of  the  Philip- 
pine Islands. 
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VII.  The  chief  of  the  department  of  licensee  and  municipal  revenue,  who  is  now 
in  charge  of  the  San  Lazaro  estate,  will  transfer  his  control,  duties,  and  records 
respecting  that  estate  and  the  balance  of  funds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Philippine 
Islands. 

VIII.  The  chief  of  the  department  of  inspection  will  transfer  all  papers  and 
records  pertaining  to  the  Hospicio  de  San  Jose  to  the  person  who  may  be  designated 
to  receive  them  by  the  civil  governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

IX.  The  acting  adjutant-general  Separate  Brigade,  provost  guard,  will  transfer  his 
duties,  papers,  and  records  pertaining  to  the  Santa  Potenciana  orphans  to  the  person 
designated  to  receive  them  by  the  civil  governor  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 

X.  The  superintendent  of  police  will  transfer  to  the  ordnance  department  all  army 
ordnance  stores  and  equipments  for  which  he  is  accountable. 

XI.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  transfer  of  duties  and  property  as  herein  ordered, 
the  army  officers  making  the  transfers  will  report  in  person  to  the  adjutant-general, 
military  division,  for  instructions.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  verbal  instructions  of  the  provost-marehal-general,  I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report,  in  narrative  form,  of  the  operations  of  the 
board  of  health  of  the  department  of  health  of  the  city  of  Manila,  P.  I.,  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1901 : 

My  duties  as  president  of  the  board  of  health  were  pursuant  to  Special  Orders,  No. 
209,  dated  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  Manila,  P.  I.,  December  12, 
1900,  relieving  Maj.  Guy  L.  Edie,  surgeon,  United  States  Volunteers,  who  had  been 
ordered  to  the  United  States. 

The  medical  personnel  of  the  board  was  as  follows:

These  medical  officers  have  rendered  the  greatest  assistance  to  the  board  in  check- 
ing the  spread  of  this  pest. 

Each  medical  officer  has  been  assigned  a  district  in  which  he  makes  daily  house- 
to-house  inspections;  directs  all  sanitary  improvements  about  houses  and  premises; 
examines  each  case  of  sickness  and  death.  Daily  reports  of  work  done  are  furnished 
the  main  office.  In  this  way  the  infected  districts  are  gone  over  daily  by  a  medical 
officer,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  case  of  plague  escapes  detection. 

In  obedience  to  instructions  of  the  provost-marshal-general,  December  22,  1900, 
the  following  health  regulations  in  the  form  of  municipal  ordinances  were  drafted 
and  submitted  to  the  board  appointed  by  paragraph  No.  2,  Special  Orders,  No.  60, 
dated  Headquarters  Provost-Marshal-General,  Manila,  P.  I.,  March  5,  1901,  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  proposed  city  regulations  and  ordinances,  pursuant  to  act  62 
of  the  United  States  Philippine  Commission,  viz: 

1.  An  ordinance  concerning  infectious  and  contagious  diseases. 

2.  Registration  of  marriages,  births,  and  baptisms. 

3.  Registration  and  disposal  of  the  dead. 

4.  Cleaning  of  water-closets,  cesspools,  and  the  removal  of  putrid  and  offensive 
materials. 

5.  An  ordinance  to  designate  what  shall  be  termed  nuisances  injurious  to  health. 

6.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  control  of  laundries  and  wash  houses. 

7.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  public  latrines 
and  urinals. 

8.  An  ordinance  to  regulate  tenement  and  lodging  houses. 

9.  An  ordinance  on  plumbing. 

10.  An  ordinance  regulating  the  construction  and  repair  of  buildings. 

11.  An  ordinance  for  the  control  of  the  manufacture,  brewing,  and  distillation  of 
spirituous,  fermented,  and  malt  liquors.

Ann  rewilt  of  this  census,  the  total  r>opaIation  ot  the  city  of  Manila,  exclusive  of 
officer*  and  men  of  the  Anny  and  Navy,  is  found  to  he  244,732.  Although  the  area 
of  the  mufiMpalitv  is  extensive,  the  populated  portions  do  not  constitute  much  more 
than  one- third  of  the  whole,  the  remainder  being  low,  marshy  ground,  practically 
without  habitations  other  than  isolated  nipa  huts.

A  portion  of  Maytubig  is  set  aside  for  temporary  interment  of  soldiers,  sailors,  and 
civilian  employees  of  the  Government,  awaiting  shipment  to  the  United  States. 

No  dead  are  now  buried  without  a  burial  permit.  Death  certificates  are  furnished 
by  each  attending  physician,  jor  in  case  no  physician  has  been  in  attendance  (about 
two-thirds  of  the  deaths),  by  the  municipal  physician  of  the  district  after  examina- 
tion of  the  dead  body.  In  case  crime  is  suspected  the  coroner  only  is  permitted  to 
render  the  certificate.  Each  certificate  is  countersigned  and  each  burial  permit 
signed  by  a  medical  officer  of  the  board,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  the  permits 
are  checked  with  the  cemetery  reports.  An  investigation  is  instituted  if  any  dia- 
crepancy  is  discovered.  Mistakes,  formerly  very  common,  are  now  rare,  as  none 
have  been  passed  without  an  explanation  to  the  board. 

Disinterments. — Permits  for  disinterment  are  issued  by  the  l>oard  of  health.  A 
medical  inspector  is  present  at  each  to  see  that  the  rules  of  the  board  are  promptly 
carried  out  and  the  body  placed  in  a  hermetically  sealed  casket.  The  registrar  of 
vital  statistics  is  also  in  charge  of  the  cemeteries,  which  are  inspected  by  him  at  fre- 
quent intervals. 

BUREAU    OK   SANITARY    INSPECTION. 

House-to-house. — The  personnel  of  this  division  is  as  follows:  One  medical  officer 
(member  of  the  board  of  health)  in  charge;  1  chief  inspector;  2  district  inspectors; 
6  subdistrict  inspectors;  50  inspectors. 

Of  these,  6  are  Chinese  and  the  remainder  Filipinos.  This  is  the  total  available 
force.  Reductions  and  augmentations  are  made  as  warranted  by  circumstances. 
During  the  period  of  the  year  when  there  is  little  plague  or  smallpox  not  more  than 
45  men  are  employed. 

The  duties  or  these  men  comprise  a  weekly  or  more  frequent  sanitary  inspection 
of  all  houses  and  premises  in  the  municipality,  with  daily  reports  of  the  conditions 
found?  and  systematic  search  for  cases  of  contagious  diseases,  distribution  of  rat  poison, 
and  disinfection  of  premises.

The  chief  inspector  has  general  charge  under  the  medical  officer  of  the  board  of 
health.  The  city  is  divided  into  ten  districts,  a  district  inspector  having  charge  of 
each  district,  the  subdistrict  inspectors  and  inspectors  working  under  his  direction. 
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A  sanitary  card  is  posted  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  each  house.  On  this  card  is 
entered  tne  condition  of  the  house  or  premises  as  found  hy  the  inspectors  at  the  time 
of  their  visit.  The  inspector  also  enters  the  date  and  signs  him  name,  thus  giving  a 
check  and  allowing  the  district  inspectors  and  chief  inspector  to  find  out  what  work 
is  beinj£  done  by  each  man.  These  in»])cctors  visit  the  nouses  at  unexpected  times, 
inspecting  both  card  and  house.  Where  violation  of  the  sanitary  laws  is  found, 
an  order  is  issued  by  the  lx>ard  of  health  that  the  house  Ihj  placed  in  a  sanitary 
condition,  specific  directions  being  given  on  printed  form  as  to  how  this  is  to  be  l>est 
accomplished.  Failure  to  comply  with  the**;  regulations  Ls  liable  to  l)e  followed  by 
prosecution,  but  when  the  house  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  manifests  a  willingm*--;* 
to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  U>ard  of  health,  more  time  is  given  when  asked,  and 
charges  are  never  preferred  until  a  medical  officer  of  the  board  has  personally  inves- 
tigated. In  this  way  much  has  l>ecn  accomplished  in  the  painting  of  houses,  general 
repairs,  cleaning  of  Vaults,  installation  of  sanitary  fixtures,  etc.  The  response  that 
the  j>eople  of  all  classes  have  given  to  the  instructions  of  the  Ixjard  of  health  has 
been  most  gratifying,  the  condition  of  the  city  now  Iwing  excellent  except  for  faults 
of  construction  not  to  be  remedied  bv  the  people  but  by  the  municiiNility,  such  as 
drains,  sewers,  water  supply,  etc.  \Vith  these  improvements  installed,  the  near 
future  will  find  the  city  comparatively  free  from  filth  diseases.  The  method  pur- 
sued in  contagious  diseases  is  more  fulfy  descril>ed  under  "  Plague." 

Disposal  of  garlxige. — Garbage  and  rubbish  are  disused  of  by  the  dej>artmcnt  of 
streets.  The  board  of  health  only  exercises  sui>ervision  as  far  as  it  is  necessary  to 
protect  the  public  health,  (iarlwigemid  rubbish  are  collected  from  houses  by  munic- 
ipal carts  and  carried  by  them  to  the  crematories  of  Paco  and  Santa  Cruz.  These 
crematories  are  not  of  adequate  size  or  proper  construction  to  burn  the  entire  amount 
collected.  The  excess  is  well  used  to  fill  low  land  far  from  habitations.  These 
deposits  are  covered  with  earth  in  order  to  promote  a  more  rapid  process  of  nitrifica- 
tion and  denitrification.  This  change  is  very  rapid  here,  hxperimeiits  carried  on 
in  the  municipal  laboratory  on  bodies  of  rats  and  other  small  animals  show  total  dis- 
integration within  a  period  of  sixty  days.  These  experiments  warrant  the  conclu- 
sions that  the  three-year  period  maintained  in  the  municipalities  of  the  United  Stilt es 
before  construction  is  allowed  on  these  filled  sites  might  here  be  safely  reduced  to 
one  year,  or,  at  the  most,  one  year  and  a  half.  Street  rubbish  and  manure  are  also 
used  under  the  sniiervision  of  the  board  for  filling.  In  all  cases  these  fillings  arc 
covered  with  earth,  but  are  allowed  nearer  habitations  than  garbage  and  house 
rubbish. 

Night  soil. — Night  soil  is  collected  by  private  contractors  bv  permits  from  the  board 
of  health.  Much  difficulty  has  been  ex]>erienced  by  the  failure  of  these  contractors 
to  dump  the  night  soil  on  the  outer  side  of  the  imaginary  line  across  the  bav  from 
Cavite  to  Malabon.  Another  nuisance  has  been  created  by  the  use  of  leaky  barrels 
and  delay  in  removal.  This  filth  could  l)cst  be  disposed  of  by  sanitary  companies, 
properly  equipi>ed.  When  a  price  can  be  obtained  not  unreasonably  high  for  indi- 
vidual householders,  the  present  crude  methods  will  be  done  away  with.  Until  that 
time  the  danger  will  be,  as  far  as  ]K)ssible,  minimized  bv  rigid  inspection. 

Moats. — An  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  sanitary  department  to  clean  out  that 
portion  of  the  moat  between  the  sewer  al>ove  the  Santo  Domingo  gate  and  the  river. 
This  cleaning  was  recommended  by  the  board  of  health  in  order  to  free  the  sewers, 
which  were  blocked  at  their  exits.  Sufficient  was  accomplished  for  this  purpose,  but 
the  expense  involved  precludes  the  i>ossibility  of  cleaning  the  entire  moat.  How- 
ever, it  was  found  that  there  is  no  masonry  floor,  as  was  popularly  believed.  Stones 
had  apparently  been  dropped  in,  thus  forming  a  rough  bottom.  The  present  condi- 
tion of  the  moat  is  certainly  a  menace  to  the  public  health,  being  a  breeding  ground 
for  mosquitoes  and  a  deposit  of  municipal  filth.  The  only  feasible  plan  to  abate  this 
nuisance  will  be  to  fill  the  moat  above  high  water. 

Estero*. — These*  canals  are  now  in  a  very  filthy  condition,  as  little  or  no  dredging 
has  been  done  since  the  American  occupation.  They  should  l>e  dredged  as  soon  as 
the  money  can  l>e  obtained.  The  material  may  l)e  used  for  the  filling  in  of  the  moat 
and  lowlands.  These  improvements  are  of  the  most  vital  sanitary  importance  to  the 
city. 

Sewer*  and  drain*. — Manila  has  some  short  lines  of  sewers  in  the  Walled  City  and 
Binondo,  but  they  can  hardly  l>e  dignified  with  the  name  of  system.  The  Shone 
system  of  disjwsal  seems  the  most  feasible.  Karly  action  is  needed,  as  the  faulty 
vaults  can  not  be  disposed  of  until  another  met  hod"  is  provided.  Street  drains  have 
been  constructed  on  the  same  hit-and-miss  plan  as  the  sewers.  Street  levels  should 
be  raised  to  a  point  above  high  water,  and  no  construction  carried  on  until  a  com- 
plete plan  has  been  adopted.  The  individual  property  owners  may  then  be  com- 
pelled to  raise  their  levels  to  correspond.  This  is  an  important  work,  as  all  the  old 
constructions,  in  San  Nicolas  especially,  are  below  the  street  level,  and  in  many 
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places  boards  are  kept  on  hand  to  block  the  doorways  during  rainy  weather  to  pre- 
vent the  complete  flooding  of  the  house.  This  also  floods  the  vaults  and  latrines  in 
the  inner  courts,  and  with  the  subsidence  of  the  water  an  inch  or  more  of  filth  is  left 
on  the  premises. 

Licenses. — All  licenses  involving  physicians,  pharmacists,  and  dentists,  food  and 
drink,  offensive  trades,  and  lodging  and  tenement  houses  are  referred  by  the  depart- 
ment of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue  to  the  board  of  health.  No  license  is  granted 
or  renewed  until  the  approval  of  the  board  has  been  obtained.  Each  case  is  inspected 
and  always  reinspected  when  the  conditions  found  are  considered  susceptible  of  im- 
provement to  a  fixed  sanitary  standpoint.  These'  inspections  are  made  by  a  medical 
officer  of  the  board.

Tenement  and  lodging  Jiouhcs. — All  houses  of  this  character  are  at  present  over- 
crowded, notwithstanding  the  great  increase  in  rents  which  has  taken  place  during 
the  year.  The  people  have  so  few  places  for  living  that  they  are  compelled  to  pay 
exorbitant  rents  for  inferior  lodgings.  This  condition  will  continue  until  more  rapid 
transit  u  provided  to  the  suburbs  and  building  material  is  available. 

Lodging-house  cards,  limiting  the  number  of  persona  allowed  to  occupy  houses, 
have  been  prepared  by  the  board  of  health  and  will  in  future  be  issued  with  all 
"tenement  ana  lodging  house"  licenses.  The  allowance  of  cubic  air  space  has  been 
fixed  at  only  350  cubic  feet  for  each  person.  The  present  air  space  for  each  person  is 
often  as  low  as  25  or  50  cubic  feet.  A  rigid  inspection  will  then  be  carried  on  to  see 
that  the  terms  of  the  license  are  being  complied  with. 

Though  there  are  many  houses  in  Manila  not  fit  for  human  habitation,  the  abso- 
lute lack  of  proper  shelter  has  rendered  impossible  any  general  condemnation.  The 
worst  co n st ructions  have  been  picked  out  in  the  various  districts  and  the  owners 
notified  to  make  the  necessary  changes  to  make  them  sanitary.  In  this  way  a  grad- 
ual improvement  is  going  on  without  inflicting  any  hardship  upon  the  people.  In 
but  few  instances  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  entirely  reconstruct  tenements. 

INFECTIOUS   AND   CONTAGIOUS   DISEA8E8. 

The  diseases  of  this  class  that  the  board  of  health  has  had  to  contend  with  during 
the  past  year  are:  Bubonic  plague,  smallpox,  tetanus,  typhoid  fever,  tuberculosis, 
whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  beriberi. 
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There  is  a  notable  absence  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria,  which  is  in  accordance 
with  general  experience  in  tropical  countries.  Cholera  has  fortunately  not  gained  an 
entrance,  though  present  at  Singapore,  and  even  on  board  a  ship  at  Hongkong. 

Compulsory  notification  of  these  diseases,  except  beriberi  and  tuberculosis,  is 
required  immediately  by  telephone,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  by  postal  card 
furnished  by  the  board. 

Bubonic  plague. — There  have  been  452  cases  of  plague,  with  372  deaths.  The 
Chinese  have  given  290  cases,  247  deaths;  natives,  159  cases,  123  deaths;  Americans, 
1  cane,  0  deaths;  Spanish,  2  cases,  2  deaths. 

The  greatest  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  in  1900  occurred  in  March,  the  total 
for  that  month  (64  cases)  l>eing  1  more  than  March,  1901.  From  March,  1900,  the 
disease  rapidly  subsided  with  the  advent  of  hot  weather,  there  being  22  in  May  and 
19  in  June. 

During  the  present  year  the  height  of  the  epidemic  was  not  reached  until  May.  In 
March  there  occurred  68  cases;  April,  111;  May,  137;  and  June,  55.

METnon  of  dealing  with  OUTBREAKS  of  plague. — In  those  districts  w here  plague 
has  gained  a  foothold  medical  officers  are  stationed,  each  having  an  office  in  tele- 
phonic connection  with  the  Iwmrd  office.  These  medical  officers  direct  the  plague 
work  in  their  districts,  the  sanitary  inspectors  rej>orting  all  cases  of  illness  to  them 
and  all  deaths  which  are  even  remotely  suspicious.  The  medical  officers  visit  these 
cases  and  dead,  and  when  necessary  send  them  either  to  the  General  or  the  Chinese 
Plague  Hospital  in  the  ambulances  provided.  A  disinfecting  cart  is  summoned  at 
the  same  time.  An  inspector  is  sent  to  turn  over  each  dead  body  or  patient  to  its 
proper  hospital ;  another  inspector  is  stationed  at  the  infected  house  until  the  disin- 
fectors  arrive.  The  floors  oi  the  house  are  then  thoroughly  wet  down  with  5  per 
cent  carbolic  acid,  a  force-pump  being  used;  all  clothing  and  other  articles  found  in 
the  house  are  collected,  that  which  has  been  in  intimate  contact  with  the  infected 
person,  or  other  property  incapable  of  disinfection,  to  l>e  burned  in  the  street,  and 
the  remainder  sent  to  the  steam  disinfector.  The  disinfection  of  the  house  is  then 
systematically  carried  on,  everything  being  thoroughly  wet  down  with  carbolic  solu- 
tion, which  is  thrown  with  great  force  into  all  the  crevices  bv  the  pumps.  All  per- 
sons in  the  house  are  compelled  to  liathe  in  disinfectant  solution.  The  privies  are 
disinfected  with  chloride  of  lime.  •  No  one  is  allowed  to  enter  the  house  during  dis- 
infection, but  afterward  ingress  is  given,  as  it  has  been  found  that  prohibition  leads 
to  concealment  of  cases  and  spread  of  the  disease  by  escaped  inmates.  The  owner  of 
each  infected  house  is  compelled  to  make  such  alterations  and  repairs  as  may  l>e  needed 
to  put  his  property  in  a  sanitary  condition.  If  other  cases  are  discovered",  even  more 
rigorous  measures  are  taken — destruction  of  partitions,  cubicles,  opening  up  court- 
yards, etc.  All  dead  1km lies  art*  removed  in  a  tight  metallic  coffin,  to  l>e  either  burned 
or  buried  in  quicklime.  The  houses  from  which  cases  have  been  taken  are  placarded 
and  inspected  daily  until  the  period  of  incubation,  considered  twelve  days,  is  passed. 
The  ambulances  used  are  of  the  ordinary  army  pattern,  but  the  disinfecting  carts  have 
been  specially  constructed  for  carrying  disinfectors,  pump,  and  disinfectants  on  the 
wagon  bed,  and  below,  in  a  metal-lined  compartment,  the  articles  for  disinfection. 
In  addition  to  these  plague  ambulances,  the  emergency  ambulance  is  used,  in  which 
are  removed  to  the  detention  pavilions,  connected  with  each  hospital,  persons  who 
have  been  exposed  to  the  disease,  for  detention  for  the  period  of  incubation.  A  part 
of  the  inspector's  force  is  on  duty  during  the  night. 

pejKijmlalim. — The  experience  of  a  second  year  of  plague  shows  that  certain  dis- 
tricts, those  of  the  first  year,  still  afford  the  majority  of  cases.  These  districts  are 
now  regarded  as  infected,  and  depopulation  is  l>eing  actually  carried  on  in  them. 
The  houses  where  there  have  been  several  cases  of  plague  are  the  first  attacked.  The 
operations  of  the  department  are  then  extended  to  the  bad  houses  in  the  same  block, 
and  so  on  throughout  the  district.  All  cubicles  and  partitions  in  the  houses  are 
destroyed  and  any  other  necessary  change  made  at  the  same  time.  All  huts  and  other 
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constructions  in  the  interior  courtyards  are  torn  down,  so  as  to  admit  sunlight  and 
air  to  these  unhealthy  dwellings.  The  sewers  and  drains  of  the  district  are  then 
thoroughly  flushed  and  cleaned  by  the  fire  department,  under  the  direction  of  the 
board  of  health.  Living  places,  not  to  be  dignified  by  the  term  "dwellings/'  are 
destroyed  by  these  measures.  Shelter  is  provided  for  the  evicted  people.  Tents  are 
now  available,  but  more  permanent  constructions  will  be  needed  in  the  future.  All 
these  measures  will  be  necessary  probably  for  several  years,  not  onlv  during  the 
plague  season,  but  unremittingly  month  after  month,  irrespective  of  the  number  of 
plague  cases  or  the  time  of  year,  until  such  time  as  the  city  may  be  freed  from  the 
pest.  While  the  necessity  for  the  measures  outlined  above  is  immediate  and  impera- 
tive, the  extensive  sanitary  improvements  suggested  in  another  part  of  this  report 
must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  Money,  and  much  money,  must  be  spent  on  sanitary 
work  before  any  security  from  epidemic  diseases  can  l>e  had. 

Circular  letters  giving  the  salient  points  for  plague  diagnosis,  transmission  of, 
course  to  be  pursued  when  a  suspected  or  a  genuine  case  of  plague  gains  access  to  a 
town  or  locality,  and  public  hygiene  were  forwarded  through  the  chief  surgeon  of 
the  division  to  the  department  chief  surgeons  for  distribution  in  the  towns,  especially 
those  close  to  Manila,  in  order  to  familiarize  medical  officers  and  native  physicians 
with  the  disease.  On  the  request  of  the  board  of  health,  through  the  chief  surgeon 
of  the  division,  the  military  governor  instructed  all  commanding  officers  of  the  nearer 
towns  to  direct  medical  officers  to  make  house-to-house  inspections,  examining  all 
cases  of  sickness  and  sudden  deaths.  A  few  cases  were  in  this  way  discovered,  and 
specific  directions  given  for  each  by  telegraph.  In  ail  instances  where  the  diagnosis 
was  doubtful  members  of  the  board  visit  the  cases.  In  conjunction  with  the  Marine- 
Hospital  .Service  inspections  have  been  instituted  of  all  passengers  leaving  by  the 
ferries  and  bv  interisland  boats.  A  medical  officer  of  the  board  inspects  all  passen- 
gers leaving  by  train. 

Smallpox. — This  disease  has  been  present  in  a  very  mild  form — 115  cases,  5  deaths. 
Great  improvement  is  manifest  over  that  of  the  first  season  after  American  occupation 
of  the  city.     Exact  figures  are  not  obtainable. 

It  is  noted  that  the  majority  of  the  cases  this  year  are  among  adults.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  shortly  after  the  American  occupation  the  newly  appointed  board  of 
health  instituted  a  vigorous  vaccination  among  children,  among  wnom  the  disease 
was  the  more  prevalent.  The  report  of  the  vaccine  station  shows  the  number  of 
children  and  adults  vaccinated  this  year,  by  months:

Ijeprosy. — The  house-to-house  inspection  has  been  ot  much  value  in  discovering 
these  cases.  A  total  of  176  cases  are  now  under  treatment  There  have  been  32 
deaths  during  the  year.  A  board  was  appointed  some  months  ago  to  select  an  island 
for  segregation.  The  result  of  their  investigation  and  recommendation  is  not  known 
to  the  board  of  health  at  the  present  writing.  The  care  of  the  leper  can  only  be 
unsatisfactory  until  the  island  is  provided. 

Beriberi. — Number  of  deaths  during  the  year,  534. 

Measles,  mumps,  and  whooping  cough. — The  cases  of  measles,  mumps,  and  whoop- 
ing cough  have  been  few  in  number  and  of  a  light  character.  Of  the  three,  mumps 
has  been  of  the  greatest  importance  on  account  of  the  numerous  times  that  it  has 
been  confounded  with  plague. 

Tetanus. — About  30  cases  of  tetanus  occurred  during  the  year.  A  farm  for  the 
production  of  the  serum  is  now  in  course  of  establishment 
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Tuberculosis  and  typhoid. — There  have  been  1,070  deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  86 
deaths  from  typhoid  during  the  year.  Circulars  drawing  the  attention  of  the  med- 
ical profession  to  these  two  diseases,  with  method  of  disinfection,  are  now  completed 
and  will  be  distributed. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL   AND   CHEMICAL    LABORATORIES. 

The  following  report  was  submitted  by  the  municipal  bacteriologist,  First  Lieut. 
W.  J.  Calvert,  assistant  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  on  the  working  of  the  bacteri- 
ological laI>oratory: 

"The  lal>oratory  was  not  fullv  equipped  until  late  in  the  fall  of  1900.  Previous  to 
this  time  the  work  was  carried  on  with  wliat  apparatus  we  amid  collect  from  the 
remains  of  the  old  Spanish  lalwratorics  in  Manila.  From  time  to  time  numerous 
specimens  of  urine,  feces,  and  sputum  were  examined  for  the  practitioners  of  Manila. 
8in<:e  the  records  were  commenced  for  the  detail  examination  55  specimens  of  sputam 
have  been  examined;  of  these,  29  were  positive  for  tuberculosis,  or  58  ner  cent. 
Eight  specimens  of  blood  have  been  examined  for  typhoid  fever,  1  of  wirich  was 
positive.  Ten  specimens  of  glandered  horses  have  been  examined;  of  these,  4  were 
positive.  Connected  with  the  work  upon  plague  ISO  specimens  of  blood  have  been 
examined;  of  these,  118  were  jx>sitive,  or  about  83  i>er  cent.  The  greater  portion  of 
the  work  done  in  the  lal>oratory  has  l>cen  iijkiii  plague,  especially  the  organisms, 
experiments  on  animals,  and  the  study  of  the  pathology  of  plague.  Cultures  obtained 
from  Professor  Kitasato,  in  Tokyo,  and  those  obtained  by  myself  in  Hongkong  and 
Manila  have  been  carefully  studied  ami  compared  in  paralleled  cultures  and  experi- 
ments on  animals/' 

In  this  connection  it  is  desired  to  call  attention  to  the  great  difficulty  in  obtaining 
animals  for  lal>oratory  use.  In  and  alwmt  Manila  the  monkey  has  neen  the  only 
obtainable  animal,  and  at  times  it  has  l>een  impossible  to  obtain  the  monkey.  Nu- 
merous importations  of  rabbits,  guinea  pigs,  and  mice  have  l>een  made  from  Hong- 
kong, but  all  these  animals  died  within  a  few  days  after  being  brought  to  Manila. 
Fifty  guinea  pigs  were  Imught  in  Japan,  21  of  which  arrival  safely  in  Manila. 
From  this  the  ho]>e  may  l>c  entertained  that  in  the  near  future  an  abundant  supply 
of  animals  will  l>c  on  hand.  When  possible,  experiments  have  been  carried  on  in 
immunization  of  monkeys.     The  experiments  have  not  l>een  encouraging. 

Since  July  1,  1900,  97  animals  have  l>een  used  for  diagnostic  and  experimental 
purposes.  In  each  of  these  cases  a  complete  autopsy  has  been  made  and  the  bacte- 
riology carefully  made.  From  many  of  the  autopsies  pathological  material  has  been 
saved,"  and  in  some  instances  they  have  l>eeii  sectioned  and  studied.  At  the  earliest 
date  the  remaining  pathological  material  will  be  sectioned  and  studied. 

Ninety-one  auto])sies  have  been  made,  47  of  which  were  on  cadavers  dead  of  plague. 
In  addition  to  this  numlier,  numerous  partial  autojwies  have  l>cen  made  on  cadavers 
supposed  to  have  died  of  plague.  In  these  cases  the  post-mortem  changes  were  too 
far  advanced  to  allow  a  complete  autopsy.  The  remaining  autopsies  have  been  upon 
leprosy,  tul>erculosis,  typhoid,  t>eril)eri,  and  rinderpest.  From  these  autopsies,  path- 
ological material  has  been  saved,  and  in  many  instances  sectioned  and  studied. 

Numerous  gross  specimens  have  been  saved  to  illustrate  the  gross  pathology  of 
plague.  The  bacteriology  of  the  autopsies  have  tieen  worked  out  with  special  refer- 
ence to  plague.  Infected*  cultures  have  been  discarded  on  account  of  tne  working 
force  of  the  laboratory.  Practically  all  of  the  autopsies  have  been  made  at  the  plague 
hospital,  and  work  on  an ti plague  ami  typhoid  serum  has  been  carried  on  at  the 
serum  farm,  located  in  a  portion  of  the  San  Lazaro  grounds.  At  first,  sterile  cultures 
of  plague  were  used  for  inoculating  horses,  while  living  cultures  of  typhoid  were 
used.  Two  animals  were  used  during  the  summer  and  early  fall  of  1 JKX).  *  In  October, 
1900,  both  animals  were  killed  on  account  of  suspected  glanders,  after  the  work  of 
immunization  had  l>een  carried  on  for  at>out  live  months.  As  soon  as  practicable  a 
special  designed  stable  was  constructed,  in  which  the  living  cultures  of  the  plague 
could  l>e  used.  The  first  animal  upon  which  the  living  culture  of  the  plague  had 
been  used  died  of  plague.  The  second  animal  is  now  undergoing  immunization. 
This  animal  received  gradual  doses  of  the  living  cultures  of  the  plague  into  the  jugu- 
lar vein  at  intervals  of  two  weeks.  The  second  horse  undergoing  immunization 
against  typhoid  fever  died  from  peritonitis. 

The  employees  of  the  plague  hospital  have  from  time  to  time  been  used  for  con- 
structing stables  and  a  stock  for  restraining  animals. 

During  the  recent  small  epidemic  of  rinderpest  near  Santa  Ana  two  autopsies,  dead 
of  rinderpest-,  were  made.  No  definite  organism  could  be  found,  and  the  blood  was 
negative.  The  clinical  features  of  the  disease  were  studied  as  far  as  practicable.  In 
view  of  the  prevalence  of  the  disease  in  these  islands  the  first  steps  in  establishing 
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anti-rinderpest  serum  have  been  taken.  Four  animals  are  now  undergoing  immuni- 
zation.    Thus  far  the  work  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

Too  much  stress  can  not  be  put  on  this  department  of  the  board  of  health  work,  as 
its  successful  issue  will  permit  of  the  extensive  and  profitable  cattle  raising  through- 
out the  islands. 

The  plague  hospital  is  located  just  beyond  the  San  Lazaro  Hospital,  on  ground 
formerly  occupied  by  the  smallpox  hospital.  It  is  composed  of  16  hospital  tents,  with 
accommodation  for  the  hospital  corps  men  and  native  employees.  Just  inside  the 
San  Lazaro  grounds,  and  immediately  opposite  the  plague  hospital,  are  the  crematory 
and  hospital  morgue. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-six  blood  examinations  have  been  made  on  native  pris- 
oners of  war  in  search  of  filaria,  which,  according  to  many  authors,  is  very  prevalent 
in  these  islands.  From  this  number  two  positive  cases  have  been  found.  The  study 
of  these  cases  is  now  being  carried  on  in  the  laboratory. 

Water  supply, — In  order  to  determine  a  relative  purity  of  the  present  water  supply 
of  Manila,  monthly  examinations  are  being  made.  Thus  far  two  examinations  have 
been  made  from  the  water  of  the  Mariquina  River,  taken  at  various  intervals  from 
where  it  enters  the  valley  to  just  above  the  intake  of  the  present  waterworks.  The 
results  of  the  examinations  have  not  been  as  satisfactory  as  might  have  been  desired. 

Situated  on  the  bank  of  the  Mariquina  River  are  four  native  villages,  ranging  in 
population  from  2,000  to  6,000  or  7,000.  All  of  these  natives  use  the  river  for  bath- 
ing, washing  purposes,  water  supply,  and  as  wallow  holes  for  the  carabaos.  In  addi- 
tion to  this,  fecal  material,  etc.,  is  from  time  to  time  washed  into  the  river  by  the 
rains.  The  bacteriological  examinations  show  that  300  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter 
was  the  lowest  count.  This  specimen  was  taken  from  near  the  intake  of  the  water- 
works, from  near  the  surface,  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  and  can  not  be  considered  an 
average  degree  of  purity.  The  remaining  towns  range  from  700  colonies  per  cubic 
centimeter  to  700,000,  depending  more  or  less  upon  the  number  of  natives  bathing 
and  washing  in  the  river. 

The  inspection  of  the  valley  and  the  result  of  the  bacteriological  examination 
naturally  prejudice  one  against  the  use  of  this  water  as  a  source  of  a  water  supply 
for  a  city. 

Recently  one  examination  has  been  made  upon  the  waters  from  the  Laguna  de 
Bay.  The  result  of  this  examination  shows  that  the  number  of  colonies  per  cubic 
centimeter  range  from  532  to  4,300.  The  specimens  of  water  were  taken  from  the 
shallowest  portions  of  the  lake  and  the  portion  most  used  for  transportation,  namely, 
near  the  source  of  the  river. 

While  the  lake  serves  as  a  depository  for  all  the  surrounding  country,  it  is  a  well- 
known  fact  that  the  bacteria  decrease,  due,  to  a  great  extent,  to  the  sedimentation  of 
the  suspended  matter,  which  carries  with  it  the  bacteria,  and,  unless  stirred  up,  the 
bacteria  remain  at  or  near  the  bottom  of  the  water. 

An  attempt  was  made  in  a  rough  way  to  ascertain  the  average  depth  of  the  water 
in  the  lake.  It  appears  that  the  greater  portion  of  the  lake  is  no  deeper  than  from 
12  to  15  feet,  while  the  remaining  portion  varies  to  a  possible  depth  of  300  feet.  In 
considering  the  lake  as  a  possible  source  for  the  water  supply  of  Manila  the  depth  of 
the  water  should  be  given  due  consideration,  as  the  deeper  the  water  the  less  it  can 
be  stirred  up  by  ordinary  traffic.  The  shallower  portion  should  not,  in  my  opinion, 
be  used  as  a  source  for  the  water  supply. 

The  shore  of  the  lake  is  dotted  every  few  miles  by  small  native  villages.  Extend- 
ing along  the  rivers  which  empty  into  the  lake  are  also  numerous  small  villages. 
The  possible  contamination  of  the  water  from  this  large  territory  must  also  be  con- 
sidered. In  the  advent  of  one  or  more  cases  of  water-borne  diseases  the  entire  lake 
might  easily  become  infected. 

The  water  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  Pasig  must  in  necessity  be  in  the  same  con- 
dition as  that  of  the  lake,  as  there  is  no  further  means  of  contamination.  In  com- 
parison the  water  from  the  lake  should  present  a  more  uniform  degree  of  purity  than 
that  from  the  river,  from  which  the  water  is  taken  below  the  several  towns  located 
on  its  banks. 

Another  point  for  consideration  is  the  small  size  of  the  lake.  Naturally  the  water 
in  a  small  lake  has  less  time  for  sedimentation  and  is  affected  more  by  the  winds, 
which  are  constantly  present,  than  a  larger  body  of  water  would  be. 

On  account  of  lack  of  transportation  it  was  impossible  to  go  more  than  a  few  miles 
from  the  month  of  the  Pasig  River.  Throughout  this  portion  of  the  lake  the  water 
is  very  shallow,  perhaps  not  deeper  than  12  feet,  and  usually  from  6  to  8  feet.  The 
bottom  is  covered  with  dirty  mud. 

The  shore  throughout  this  portion  of  the  lake  is  low,  marshy  ground.  In  fact, 
this  portion  of  the  lake  is  but  little  more  than  a  marsh.    The  water  holds  consider- 
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I  able  matter  in  suspension  ami  ban  a  grayish,  innddv  color.     From  frequenters  of  the 

:  lake  I  learned  that  the  water  in  always  in  thin  condition.     From  the  large  number 

of  small  streams  running  into  the  lake  there  are  numerous  currents;  these  and  the 
?  constant  tratiic  undoubtedly  tend  to  keep  the  water  stirred  up,  particularly  so  in  the 

!  shallow  portions  of  the  lake.     Naturally  the  lake  is  the  depository  of  sewage  of  all 

i  the  surrounding  country. 

[  At  present  the  sedimentation  is  most  perfectly  carried  out,  as  the  lake  is  very  low 

and  the  intake  is  at  its  minimum. 

One  four-hundredth  of  a  cubic  centimeter  was  used  for  each  plate.  The  colonies 
on  the  surface  of  the  agar  were  not  counted,  as  the  total  nimilxTof  colonies,  per  plate 
was  so  small  that  the  surface  colonies  mav  1h?  considered  infection. 

The  first,  specimen  was  taken  about 2  miles  beyond  Binangonan  and  perhaps  a 
mile  from  the  shore:  1,200  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter;  h*  feet  below  surface;  surface 
water,  582  per  cubic  centimeter;  talcen  at  8.30  a.  m. 

The  second  siiecimen  was  taken  alwut  2  miles  from  the  quarry  toward  the  mouth 
of  the  river:  5  ict-t  tielow  surface;  1,200  colonics  per  cubic,  centimeter;  surface,  4,200 
colonies  ner  cubic  centimeter. 

The  third  sj>ecimen  was  taken  about  one-half  mile  al>ovc  the  source  of  the  river: 
6  feet  lielow  surface;  700  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter;  surface*,  1,000  colonies  per 
cubic  centimeter. 

The  fourth  s[>ecimcn  was  taken  from  lake,  from  track  of  launch,  at  the  intake  of 
the  river:  Surface,  1,332  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter. 

The  fifth  specimen  was  taken  at  the  junction  of  the  Pasig  River  and  Wvlder's  Canal. 
Several  launches  had  previously  juwsed:  Surface,  4,300  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter. 
The  sixth  specimen  was  taken  at  San  Pedro  Macati:  Surface,  3,000  colonies  per 
cubic  centimeter. 

( 'hmnical  lalnrttlon/. — The  following  report  was  submitted  by  Mr.  I.  C.  Allen,  munic- 
ipal chemist: 

"In  compliance  with  your  instruction*  of  a  recent  date  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit, the  following,  a  report  of  the  workings  of  the  nuinicijial  laboratory,  chemical 
.    department,  Manila,  P.  1.,  from  July  1,  1900,  to  and  including  June  30,  1901: 

"This  lalioratory  was  first  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Gilbreth,  first  lieuten- 
ant, Fourteenth  V.  S.  Infantry.  He  was  able  to  accomplish  but  little  on  account  of 
the  lack  of  chemicals  and  apparatus.  At  that  time  the  equipment  of  this  laboratory 
consisted  solely  of  the  remains  of  two  or  three  small  S]ianish  laboratories,  which  by 
the  efforts  of  Maj.  Guy  L.  Kdie,  surgeon,  at  that  time  president  of  the  l>oard  of  health, 
were  collected  together,  and  consisted  principally  or  a  miscellaneous  assortment  of 
glass  and  i>orcelain  ware  and  some  rather  impure  chemicals.  With  this  collection 
only  very  crude  and  elemental  tests  (chemical)  were  possible.  Since  then  there  has 
l>ecn  ordered  from  the  United  States  an  almost  complete  lal>oratory  outfit  of  chem- 
icals and  apparatus,  and  when  completed  this  lal>oratory  will  be  fitted  for  general 
chemical  analysis. 

"The  nuinlier  and  nature  of  the  analyses  made  in  this  laboratory  during  the  fiscal 
year  of  July  1,  1900,  to  June  30,  1901,  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

"The  water  from  the  Mariquina  River  as  it  passes  the  *gap'  above  Montalban  is 
fairly  free  from  organic  contamination,  contains  little  mineral  matter,  and  it  is  to  be 
considered  of  good  quality.  As  the  river  passes  Montalban  and  Mariquina  the  organic 
matter  increases  markedly.  For  about  2  miles  above  the  waterworks  there  are  no 
large  villages,  and  the  water,  passing  over  shallow,  rocky  stretches,  is  aerated  and  the 
quantity  of  organic  matter  is  diminished  slightly.  Yet  even  when  pumped  from  the 
reservoir  at  the  waterworks  the  quantity  of  organic  matter  is  large,  and  is  to  be  con- 
sidered with  suspicion. 
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"  Samples  of  the  water  of  Laguna  de  Bay  compare  favorably  with  those  of  the 
Mariquina  River.  While  carrying  a  large  amount  of  earthy  matter  in  the  form  of 
fine  mud,  settling  readily  upon  standing,  there  is  marked  absence  of  chlorin.  The 
free  ammonia  is  small.  The  albuminoid  ammonia  is  heavier,  showing  a  slight  increase 
over  the  water  of  the  Mariquina  River.  The  mineral  matter  is  low,  consisting  prin- 
cipally of  carbonate  of  lime,  with  a  small  amount  of  aluminum.  Aside  from  the  sus- 
pended matter,  the  water  is  of  good  quality. 

"  These  samples  were  taken  from  the  launch  route  between  Binangonan  and  the 
entrance  to  the  Pasig  River,  the  lake  ranging  from  8  to  10  feet  in  depth.  The  analy- 
ses, though  giving  encouraging  results,  do  not  fairly  represent  the  waters  of  the 
lake. 

"The  water  of  Laguna  de  Bay  as  it  enters  the  Pasig  River  contains  a  large  amount 
of  finely  divided  mud  in  suspension,  but  is  fairly  free  from  organic  contamination. 
Two  miles  down  the  river  the  free  and  albuminoid  ammonia  has  increased  slightly, 
while  at  the,  junction  of  the  Weyler  Canal  and  the  Pasig  this  contamination  is  still 
further  marked.  At  the  junction  of  the  San  Jose  and  Pasig  rivers  the  organic  impuri- 
ties have  increased  to  a  dangerous  degree.  Below  this  the  water  is  mixed  with  the 
tide  water  from  Manila  Bay,  and  organic  contamination  is  excessive. 

"From  the  limited  number  of  analyses  made  of  the  waters  of  the  Mariquina  and 
Pasig  rivers  those  of  the  Mariquina  River  indicate  a  less  degree  of  contamination  than 
those  of  the  Pasig.  Above  the 'gap*  the  Mariquina  River  water  is  of  fair  purity, 
and  is  to  \ye  recommended  in  preference  to  the  Laguna' s  water  as  it  enters  the 
Pasig."

KIXDKKPEHT. 

The  recent  epidemic  of  rinderpest  near  Manila  has  enabled  the  board  of  healtl 
make  careful  lal>oratory  studies  of  this  pest.  The  results  of  these  observations  h 
been  widely  distributed  throughout  the  archipelago  in  circular  letters  from  this  of 
in  both  English  and  Spanish  for  the  information  of  all  concerned.  The  succes 
recent  experiments  warrant*  the  most  active  prosecution  of  this  line  of  work 
important  to  the  welfare  of  the  Philippines*.  Rinderpest  is  susceptible  of  a  succes 
treatment  and  eradication  of  the  disease.  Active  work  is  at  present  being  carried 
under  the  direction  of  the  board  in  the  provinces  of  Benguet,  Pangasiuan,  and  Tt 
bas,  where  the  disease  has  gained  its  greatest  headway.  The  appointment  of  ca 
inspectors  for  each  province,  to  be  instructed  in  the  details  of  the  methods  of  imi 
nization  as  carried  on  at  the  experimental  station  of  the  board  of  health,  will  b 
the  greatest  service.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  and  recommendations  in 
regard  to  action  taken  to  prevent  sickness  among  the  American  troops  through 
prostitution: 

This  t>oard  has  established  and  furnished  a  hospital  for  the  proper  isolation  and 
treatment  of  all  prostitutes  found  diseased.    The  personnel  employed  is  as  follows: 

1  physician,  to  make  daily  visits;  1  practicante,  or  resident  male  orderly,  in  charge; 

2  female  nurses  directly  in  charge  of  patients;  2  servants;  1  cook.     Others  will  be 
obtained  as  necessity  demands. 

The  l>oard  has  also  taken  possession  of  the  house  at  24  Calle  de  Iris,  formerly  used 
as  a  vaccine  institution.  At  this  place  an  office  of  inspection,  in  charge  of  Dr.  G.  A. 
McQuesten,  has  been  established.  Certificates  are  furnished  after  inspection  if  found 
free  from  disease.  Those  found  diseased  are  to  be  compelled  to  go  to  the  hospital 
for  treatment. 

The  board  respectfully  requests  cooperation  from  the  police  department,  that  this 
service  may  be  made  efficient  in  the  following: 

First.  That  a  guard  be  furnished  at  24  Calle  Iris  to  remain  during  office  hours  to 
guard  detained  (sick)  persons  and  conduct  them  to  the  hospital. 

Second.  That  every  known  house  of  prostitution  in  the  city  be  visited  by  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  police  department  at  least  once  a  week  to  see  if  all  inmates  hold 
proper  certificates  dated  within  seven  days  of  the  time,  and  in  case  they  are  found 
not  to  have  these  that  said  house  be  closed  until  every  inmate  has  been  properly 
examined. 

Third.  That  every  proprietor  of  a  house  of  assignation  or  prostitution  be  required 
to  register  street  and  number  of  said  house,  with  number  and  names  of  inmates,  and 
name  of  proprietor,  at  the  office,  or  No.  24  Calle  de  Iris.

Commanding  officers  of  troops  serving  in  this  division  will  direct  medical  officers 
to  make  a  thorough  physical  inspection  twice  a  month  of  aH  enlisted  men:  o»n?titu- 
tional  and  local  evidence  of  venereal  infection  will  W»  esjieciaHy  sought  for.  and  to 
this  end  the  men  must  1**  stripped,  those  who  are  found  infected  with  syphilis,  or 
are  actually  incajjacitated  from  duty  by  other  venereal  disease.  t«i  I  v  sent  to  hospital. 
A  list  is  to  be  kept,  by  frith  the  company  cozumander  and  the  surgeon,  of  such  of 
these  men  as  are  rit  to  perform  full  duty.  and  they  will  U»  required  to  report  for  sys- 
tematic treatment  until  cured. 

When,  in  the  opinion  of  a  medical  officer.  cai-es  require  segregation,  thev  may  be 
sent  to  hospitals  for  the  care  of  the  disease,  under  the  direction  of  the  chief*  surgeon 
of  the  i li vision,  who  will  issue  >[»ecial  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  medical  offi- 
cers. Commanding  oil icer*  of  troofis  stationeil  in  towns  and  Uirriuc?  will,  when  an 
infectious  disease  prevails  in  the  command,  ilirect  the  surgeon  to  ascertain,  if  pos- 
sible, its  source,  anil  all  women  found  infected  will  l*e  placed  under  such  surveillance 
as  will  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  The  aid  of  local  municipal  authorities 
shall  tie  invoked  in  carrying  out  these  instructions,  and  it  should  l»e  made  plain  to 
them  that  by  their  hearty  cooperation  they  will  improve  the  hygienic  conditions  of 
their  people.

Sib:  Pursuant  to  verbal  instructions  from  the  pn>vost- marshal -general,  I  have  the 
honor  to  submit  report  of  the  o| ^rations  of  the  J^an  I^azaro  Hospital,  women's 
department,  for  the  period  June  1M.  1SW,  to  February  28,  19*11. 

I  assumed  charge  of  this  hospital  on  June  13,  1SW."  under  verbal  directions  of  the 
provost-marshal-general,  taking  over  the  control  from  .Surg.  F.  S.  Bourns,  U.  S.  V., 
president  of  the  board  of  health  of  Manila.  I  made  no  change  in  the  general  man- 
agement of  the  hi*?pital  and  the  inspections  connected  therewith.  Stated  brief! v, 
the  system  was  as  follows: 

A  native  physician  ■  Spanish)  was  employed  as  medical  inspector.  His  duties 
were  to  make  a  house-to-house  inspection  of  all  known  brothels  in  the  city  ami 
examine  weekly  the  inmates  thereof.  If  found  free  from  venereal  disease  the  fact 
was  so  entered  in  the  inspection  book  kept  by  the  women,  with  date  of  inspection 
and  signature  of  physician.  If  disease*  l\  the  patient  was  placed  in  the  hospital. 
This  doctor  also  had  "hours  at  the  hospital  where  he  made  this  examination  of  men 
women  as  chose  to  come  there  rather  than  await  examination  at  home.  The  fees 
for  these  examinations  were  $4  Mexican  at  their  houses  and  $2  at  the  hospital  for 
white  women,  and  half  these  sums  for  Filipinos.  A  lay  inspector  followed  Up  and 
worked  in  connection  with  the  medical  inspector,  tracing  whereabouts  of  women  not 
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found  by  the  doctor,  locating  new  houses,  taking  or  sending  women  to  hospital 
whose  books  were  in  arrears,  reporting  daily  to  me  his  work  of  the  day  previous. 
Efforts,  reasonably  successful,  were  made  to  confine  these  houses  to  certain  sections 
of  the  city.  This  inspector  was,  until  the  fall  of  1900,  an  enlisted  man  detailed,  and 
upon  his  discharge  from  service  he  was  employed  as  a  civilian  for  the  same  work. 
This  man  was  furnished  transportation  for  the  performance  of  his  duties.  In  prac- 
tice it  was  found  that  whitu  women  were  rarely  found  diseased  at  these  inspections, 
as,  finding  themselves  in  this  condition,  they  would  absent  themselves  from  their 
nouses  until  cured  under  private  treatment.*  The  inmates  of  the  hospital  were 
therefore  almost  entirely  Filipinos,  ranging  in  number  from  20  to  90  daily.  The 
hospital  was  located  in  a  part  of  the  building  known  as  the  San  Lazaro  Leper  Hospi- 
tal, rent  being  paid  for  the  same  after  January  1,  1900.  The  force  at  hospital  com- 
prised 1  house  physician,  1  native  practicante,  2  nurses,  and  4  (afterwards  6)  servants, 
including  cook  and  laundress.  The  practicante  had  immediate  charge  of  the  hospi- 
tal, the  physician  making  daily  visits  to  prescribe  treatment.  The  lay  inspector 
above  referred  to  made  daily  inspection  of  the  hospital,  keeping  me  informed  of  the 
management  of  affairs.  Provisions  and  other  supplies  for  ordinary  use  of  the  patients 
were  nought  in  small  quantities,  from  day  to  day,  with  money  furnished  the  prac- 
ticante by  me;  he  submitted  a  list  daily  of  the  supplies  purchased.  Medicines  were 
purchased  on  the  prescription  of  the  house  physician,  approved  by  me.  In  1900 
the  system  of  photographic  identification  was  introduced  in  order ^to  check  the 
exchange  of  inspection  books.

The  average  cost  of  maintenance  per  day  per  patient  in  hospital  was  66  cents,  and 
for  inspection,  per  woman,  47  cents. 

While  in  charge  of  this  work  1  always  regarded  it  as  a  sanitary  measure  admin- 
istered simply  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  city,  especially  of  the  soldiers 
stationed  therein.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  verlwil  instructions,  president  of  the  board  of  health,  Manila,  P.  I., 
1  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  women's 
division,  San  I^azaro  Hospital,  from  March  1  to  May  15,  1901. 

The  object  of  this  institution  is  to  limit  venereal  disease.  This  is  accomplished  by 
weekly  examinations  of  prostitutes,  with  record  of  their  physical  condition,  in  books 
provided  them,  over  signature  of  physician  employed;  incarceration  and  treatment 
of  those  diseased,  with  release  only  after  cure  has  l>een  effected. 

The  work  was  turned  over  to  tlie  Ixxard  of  health  March  1,  1901.  Each  known 
prostitute  is  registered  on  a  can  I  by  name,  number,  and  picture.  These  cards  are 
filed  so  that  any  woman's  exact  status  may  be  determined  at  a  glance.  Each  woman 
is  provided  with  a  book  in  which  her  picture  is  pasted  and  numbered  to  correspond 
to  numl>ers  on  leaves  of  the  book,  so  that  one  woman  can  not  substitute  examination 
or  lxK)k  for  another.  Information  in  regard  to  these  books  is  posted  in  three  lan- 
guages in  each  house  of  prostitution,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  inspector  to  see  that 
these  notices  are  not  torn  down.  Weekly  examinations  are  held  by  a  physician 
employed,  either  at  the  houses  or  at  the  hospital.  A  nightly  inspection  is  made  by 
an  inspector,  20  to  30  houses  being  visited  each  night.  Reports  are  received  of  vene- 
real diseases  in  the  various  command*  and,  in  part,  the  districts  next  inspected  depend 
upon  these  reports.  Women  found  diseased  at  examination  or  without  books  at 
inspection  are  taken  to  the  hospital.  A  list  of  the  houses  of  prostitution  was  obtained 
from  the  former  hospital  list,  a  ]>olice  list,  and  a  list  made  by  the  sanitary  inspectors 
of  this  department;  changes  are  constant  in  this.  Instructions  in  the  use  of  disin- 
fectants has  been  given. 

The  regulations  of  Honolulu  and  St.  Louis  on  prostitution  are  now  on  file  in  this 
office;  but  no  changes  were  deemed  necessary  in  the  methods  pursued,  which  are 
founded  on  those  of  Captain  Todd,  the  officer  formerly  in  charge,  with  some  addi- 
tional details  suggested  by  medical  knowledge  and  exi>erience  of  the  many  ways  in 
which  native  women  attempt  to  esca]>e  examination  ami  to  sul>stitute  books.  In'Jan- 
uary,  UKX),  plague  appeared  in  Manila.  All  houses  of  prostitution  were  inspected, 
as  it  was  believed  that  plague  might  spread  from  such  foci.  This  surveillance  has 
l>een  kept  up  bv  the  l>oard  of  health  ever  since.  In  this  way  an  intimate  knowledge 
has  l>een  gained  on  prostitution  as  here  practiced. 

It  is  l>clieved  that  the  means  as  now  pursued  are  well  adapted  to  the  end  sought. 
In  addition  a  weekly  insj>ection  should  be  held  of  all  soldiers  for  venereal  disease. 
All  men  found  diseased  should  then  he  isolated  until  no  longer  capable  of  carrying 
infection.  If  this  could  be  extended  to  the  teamsters  employed  by  the  quartermas- 
ter's department,  among  whom  there  is  much  venereal  disease,  the  system  would  be 
still  more  effective.     No  half  measures  will  give  good  results. 

It  is  obvious  that  no  method  of  control  will  l>e  effectual  without  competent  execu- 
tive force.  With  this  in  mind,  an  American  physician  has  been  employ ed,  who  does 
the  work  of  the  two  former  native  physicians.  An  American  hospital  steward  and 
an  American  inspector  are  also  on  duty,  the  former  in  charge  of  the  hospital  and  the 
latter  inspection  of  houses.  The  dej>artment  has  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  excel- 
lent men  for  these  positions. 

On  March  1  there  were  83  prostitutes  in  hospital  and  252 on  register.  On  May  14, 
155  in  hospital  and  542  on  register;  an  increase  of  72  in  hospital  and  289  registered. 
During  this  period  435  have  been  treated.  The  maximum  numl>er  in  hospital  has 
been  161;  it  is  possible  that  that  number  will  not  1h?  exceeded.  Prostitutes  suffering 
from  other  complaints  have  also  l*»en  treated  in  the  hospital.  Few  have  yet  taken 
advantage  of  this,  but  it  is  believed  that  from  time  to  time  many  will  avail  them- 
selves of  the  privilege,  as  there  is  no  other  place  where  they  can  obtain  good  treat- 
ment in  the  city.  It  is  advisable  to  disassociate  their  minds  from  the  idea  that  the 
hospital  is  a  prison. 

From  wTeekly  reports  received  from  the  troops  in  the  city  it  appears  that  venereal 
disease  has  diminished.  These  reports  have  l>een  received  regularly  from  the  Cuartel 
de  Espafia  and  the  Estado  Mayor.  The  first,  dated  March  30,  from  the  Estado  Mayor, 
and  April  8,  from  the  Cuartel  de  Espafia,  gave  40  venereal  cases;  the  last,  May  13 
and  11,  respectively,  5.  Some  improvement  is  apparent  from  the  reports  received 
from  Santa  Mesa  Hospital,  though  not  nearly  as  much.  Old  cases  and  those  from 
out  of  town  are  taken  at  this  hospital.  The  records  of  the  organizations  in  the  city 
certainly  are  the  true  measures  of  the  success  or  failure  of  the  system. 

The  hospital  is  supported  by  money  received  from  examinations  of  prostitutes. 
The  charges  are  from  1  to  4  pesos.

The  futility  of  laying  up  a  large  fund  is  obvious,  and  the  policy  pursued  has  been 
to  give  the  very  best  care  and  treatment.  An  operating  room  is  urgently  needed. 
For  this  instruments  have  been  ordered  from  the  United  States.  The  first  shipment 
should  arrive  in  June  and  the  last  in  July.  It  will  then  be  possible  to  do  any  abdom- 
inal operation. 

The  former  physician  in  charge  of  the  hospital,  Dr.  Foxworthy,  was  instructed  to 
use  his  influence  for  the  reform  of  individual  prostitutes.  The  Utopian  character  of 
the  scheme  was  recognized  at  the  time  and  was  not  attended  with  further  beneficial 
result  other  than  a  diminution  of  drinking  in  a  few  cases  amonp  the  Europeans  and 
Americans.  This  was  probably  but  temporary.  Obviously,  any  success  necessitates 
providing  other  employment.  It  is  the  intention  as  a  beginning  to  give  sewing 
materials  at  cost  to  those  women  desiring  them  and  to  sell  the  finished  products,  the 
receipts  in  all  cases  to  go  to  the  individual  worker.  This  subject  has  been  under 
consideration  of  the  board  of  health  ever  since  it  took  charge  of  the  hospital,  but 
necessary  repairs,  with  consequent  dirt,  has  rendered  temporarily  the  putting  into 
operation  impracticable.  At  least  much  has  been  done  with  the  lower  class  of  Fili- 
pinos in  instilling  some  notions  of  cleanliness  and  personal  decency.  The  Americans, 
Europeans,  and  Japanese  are  personally  clean,  and  all  that  is  necessary  with  them  is 
to  provide  proper  conveniences.  This  has  been  done.  Yards  have  been  opened  so  as 
to  diminish  the  irksomenessof  confinement,  and  laundry  facilities  have  been  extended. 

There  is  a  large  field  for  missionary  work  in  the  hospital.  A  woman  versed  in 
Spanish  or,  letter,  Tagalo,  not  afraid  of  moral  contamination  from  these  prostitutes, 
might  accomplish  much.  Her  work  must  be  done  personally.  It  is  not  believed 
that  with  Japanese,  Europeans,  or  Americans  anything  can  be  hoped  for.  The 
peculiar  customs  of  Japan  in  regard  to  prostitution  on  one  hand  and  the  age  and 
large  money  investment  of  the  Americans  and  Europeans  on  the  other  render  reform 
improbable.  The  class  which  could  and  should  l>e  reached  are  the  young  native 
girls,  mere  children,  who,  if  instructed  in  a  shelter,  after  cure  in  the  hospital,  might 
be  saved  from  the  fate  of  their  sisters.  It  would  be  practicable  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  such  a  shelter  from  the  hospital  funds.  The  almost  hopelessness  of  all  work  of 
this  nature  is  realized,  and  the  little  good  which  has  been  accomplished  in  other 
countries  for  all  the  work  expended  is  understood,  but  it  is  believed  that  these  Fili- 
pino women,  being  not  drunken,  offer  a  better  hope  than  the  same  class  in  our  cities, 
whom,  if  helped  up,  slip  back  very  promptly  through  inability  to  deny  themselves 
liquor.  Native  prostitutes  take  up  their  trade  through  necessity  or  more  frequently 
because  of  the  cupidity  of  parents  or  other  persons  having  control  over  them. 
Released  from  this  control  and  made  self-supporting,  their  future  would  be  by  no 
means  hopeless.  The  subject  will  be  investigated  further,  and,  if  opportunity  oners, 
a  trial  will  be  made  on  the  lines  above  suggested. 

The  agitation  against  the  control  of  prostitution  in  Manila  can  best  be  met  by  a  state- 
ment of  what  must  be  expected  with  a  cessation  of  such  control. 

Statistics  from  India,  cited  lately  by  Dr.  Prince  A.  Morrow  in  an  address  before 
the  Medical  Society  of  the  County  of  New  York,  give  an  admission  rate  for  venereal 
disease  for  68,331  British  soldiers  of  53.7  per  cent,  25.9  per  cent  being  syphilis.  This 
is  understood  to  apply  to  that  time  when  the  contagious-disease  act  was  not  in  force. 
England's  experience  in  India  is  of  much  value.  Formerly  prostitution  was 
controlled,  but  on  account  of  a  vigorous  adverse  campaign  by  Lady  Henry  Somerset 
and  the  Exeter  Hall  people  the  "contagious-disease  act  for  India"  was  repealed, 
this  notwithstanding  the  protests  of  Lord  Roberts  and  other  officers  of  much  experi- 
ence in  that  country.  License  was  promptly  followed  by  an  enormous  increase  in 
venereal  diseases,  conditions  finally  becoming  so  bad  that  the  colonial  authorities 
were  compelled  to  enforce  the  ordinance  in  practically  the  old  form. 
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Loss  of  time  to  the  military  service  and  venereal  disease  carried  to  innocent  women 
and  children  in  the  United  States,  as  it  certainly  would  be,  do  not  in  any  measure 
represent  the  evil  consequences  which  would  follow  unregulated  prostitution  here. 

To  estimate  the  harm  liable  to  be  done  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippines  the 
universal  history  of  such  disease  in  uninfected  and  primitive  people  must  be  con- 
sidered. Syphilis  introduced  into  Europe  late  in  the  fifteenth  century  spread  wide 
death  in  its  path.  Its  severity  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  the  common  people 
called  it  "pox,"  while  variolo,  not  then  the  comparatively  mild  disease  of  to-day, 
was  called  "small pox."  Depopulation  followed  the  infection  with  syphilis  of  the 
primitive  people  of  the  Society  and  Friendly  islands.  The  following  quotations  from 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  board  of  health,  Republic  of  Hawaii,  1897,  show  that 
its  virulence  has  not  diminished  with  time:  "The  evils  and  diseases  arising  from 
prostitution  are  widespread  and  apparent,  carrying  death  to  thousands  of  the 
Hawaiian  race  and  preventing  the  increase  of  population;  and  it  being  impossible  to 
suppress  or  crush  out  prostitution,  but  that  its  evils  may  be  combated,  circumscribed, 
ana  diminished. "  *  *  *

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  the  inclosed  reports  on  the  subject  of 
attempted  control  of  venereal  diseases  in  the  city  of  Manila.  The  report  of  Major 
Brown  was  made  more  than  a  year  ago.  This  particular  work  was  turned  over  oy 
verbal  authority  of  the  provost -marshal -general  to  the  board  of  health  February  18, 
1901,  to  take  effect  March  1,  1901.  Maj.  Charles  Lynch,  surgeon,  United  States  Vol- 
unteers, member  of  the  board  of  health,  was  directed  to  take  charge  of  this  depart- 
ment by  direction  of  the  president  of  the  board  of  health. 

That  contagious  diseases  of  venereal  origin  have  been  on  the  increase,  both  in  this 
city  and  in  the  provinces,  is  substantiated  by  the  monthly  sick  report.  The  conse- 
quent preventable  loss  of  time  to  the  military  service  has  been  increased  in  almost 
geometrical  proportions.  This  has  led  to  the  recent  promulgation  of  General  Orders 
101. 

The  subject  of  prostitution  and  its  sequelae  have  been  under  close  observation  by 
the  board  of  health  ever  since  plague  made  its  appearance  in  Manila  in  the  latter 

Eirt  of  DecemlKjr,  1899.     It  was  thought  that  this  class  of  people  would  be  parti  cu- 
rly susceptible  to  the  plague,  owing  to  their  surroundings,  etc.,  although  this  has 
not  been  borne  out  by  actual  experience. 

The  watch  word  of  modern  sanitary  science  is  extermination  of  every  infectious  and 
contagious  disease.  The  outlines  and  aims  of  the  present  system,  as  carried  out  by 
the  board  of  health  (detailed  in  the  rc}>ort  of  Major  Lynch),  is  without  doubt  meet- 
ing with  marked  success.  Unfortunately,  accurate  reports  of  the  occurrence  of 
venereal  diseases  among  the  troops  do  not  antedate  the  week  ending  March  30, 1901. 
These  weekly  reports  include  a  period  ending  May  11,  as  follows:

Note. -Each  week  represents  new  cases. 
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Much  pains  have  been  taken  to  obtain  the  above  reports  as  nearly  accurate  as 
possible.  The  figures  speak  for  themselves.  On  the  week  ending  March  30  there 
were  37  new  cases  of  venereal  origin  in  a  command  of  2,011  men  (soldiers).  This 
exceeds  largely  the  average  weekly  report  of  all  other  contagious  diseases  in  this  city 
of  a  population  of  nearly  250,000  souls,  even  at  a  time  when  plague  and  smallpox 
were  at  their  height  during  the  present  season.  On  May  11  the  reported  new  cases 
had  reached  the  extremely  low  figure  of  2,  while  the  strength  of  the  command 
remained  about  the  same.  The  weekly  figures  of  the  reported  venereal  cases  appear 
ymall  to  the  casual  observer.  There  are  probably  some  cases  that  escape  report,  but 
when  we  compare  the  number  of  venereal  cases  actually  occurring  in  a  command  of 
a  little  over  2,000  soldiers  with  all  other  contagious  diseases  in  a  mixed  population 
of  250,000,  this  apparent  insignificance  disappears.  Of  the  number  of  venereal  dis- 
eases occurring  in  the  city  population  we  have  no  accurate  knowledge.  It  can  be 
safely  said  that  of  all  diseases  occurring  among  the  troops  more  than  25  per  cent  are 
venereal. 

The  board  of  health  was  verbally  directed  to  take  up  the  hygiene  of  this  very 
insalubrious  occupation  simply  as  a  military  necessity,  tolerated  out  not  licensed  or 
recognized.  It  is  beyond  question  that  syphilis  is  spreading  among  the  native  popu- 
lation of  these  islands,  with  what  ultimate  results  we  are  fully  informed  in  the  past 
history  of  this  disease  among  primitive  races.  It  is  further  known  that  this  disease 
was  not  common  prior  to  the  American  occupation.  That  it  did  exist  there  is  evi- 
dence. It  is  also  known  that  syphilis,  though  protean  in  character,  is  readily  ame- 
nable to  treatment  under  proper  restrictions. 

These  few  facts  are  brought  forth  as  a  plea  for  the  further  continuance  of  the  present 
system  of  restricting  prostitution  on  the  changing  from  the  military  to  the  civil  rule. 
Statistics  and  many  other  facts  could  be  adduced  to  show  the  public  necessity  of  this 
hygienic  measure.  In  the  present  system  no  expense  is  attached  to  the  government 
or  the  municipality,  nor  are  they  trafficking  in  vice  or  crime.  Every  cent  of  money 
collected  is  used  for  the  benefit  of  those  unfortunate  beings  whom  the  majority  of 
Anglo-Saxon  minds  are  so  blind  as  to  see  only  in  the  one  light  of  criminals.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  call  your  attention  to  a  growing  evil  and  to  suggest  a 
remedy. 

The  evil  of  which  I  speak  is  prostitution. 

Houses  of  prostitution  have  become  a  necessity.  When  properly  conducted  they 
are  the  safety-valve  of  society.  Medical  men  who  have  been  observers  along  this 
line,  I  believe,  are  convinced  that  crime  is  lessened,  virtue  protected,  and  the  dark- 
ness that  comes  into  the  home  greatly  lessened. 

At  this  distance  from  home  our  people  very  often  throw  off  the  restrictions  that 
society  has  placed  upon  them,  and  the  women  of  easy  virtue  are  sought  It  is  not 
unnatural  nor  is  it  unusual;  it  is  just  a  plain  fact.  This  being  so,  it  becomes  our 
duty  to  surround  this  business  with  such  safeguards  as  will  protect  both  parties  to  the 
contract — protect  them  from  disease,  I  mean. 

Then,  too,  the  people  living  in  the  city  should  be  protected  from  houses  springing 
up  here  and  there  in  their  midst;  especially  should  the  child  be  protected.  To  cover 
the  various  points,  I  would  suggest  that  a  certain  part  of  a  section  of  the  city  be 
selected  where  all  houses  of  prostitution  be  located,  no  other  people  to  be  allowed 
to  reside  in  this  street  or  streets.  A  man  going  into  a  street  in  this  section  would  be 
safe;  he  would  make  no  mistake  in  entering  any  house.  Frequently  men  suffering 
from  acute  alcoholism  have  entered  respectable  houses  located  near  those  occupied 
by  prostitutes. 

Every  prostitute  to  have  her  photograph  attached  to  a  book,  where  a  record  is 
kept  of  the  physician's  examinations,  these  examinations  to  be  made  once  in  seven 
days.  If  any  disease  be  detected,  then  the  patient  goes  at  once  to  the  hospital  for 
treatment     When  she  recovers  she  goes  at  once  to  this  section. 
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They  should  be  prohibited  from  doing  bus i new  away  from  this  motion.  If  detected 
in  ho  doing,  then  deprive  them  of  their  liberty.  After  one  hat*  served  her  time  in 
confinement  return  her  at  once  to  the  place  from  whence  she  came.  In  other  words, 
treat  her  fairly  and  justly,  keeping  in  mind  that  they  can  not  mingle  with  outside* 
society.  The  police  .should  have  jurisdiction  and  the  examining  physician  should 
for  the  present  be  an  American  until  modern  methods  of  examination  be  understood 
and  practiced  by  the  native  physician. 

It  may  not  l>e  generally  known,  but  the  fact  is,  there  are  but .12  American  women 
in  this  business.  Most  of  the  whites  are  Russian,  Austrian,  and  Italian.  A  great 
business  is  toing  carried  on  by  the  Chinese.  In  connection  with  an  opium  joint  is 
also  a  house  of  prostitution,  so  that  those  patronizing  may  "hit  the  pij>e"  in  connec- 
tion with  the  other  pleasures.  Then*  l>eing  so  many  kinds  of  people  in  this  trade  1 
would  advise,  when  segregated,  that  they  l>e  put  into  three  classes;  that  is,  American 
first,  natives  second,  Austrian,  Russian,  and  Italian  third,  and  kept  in  this  order. 

The  present  system  is  as  good  as  any  without  segregation.  The  reason  the  soldier 
and  others  are  contracting  the  disease  is  not  due  to  the  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of 
the  physician,  but  it  is  this  way: 

Several  men  go  into  a  place  where  there  art*  but  two  or  three  women,  so  the  enter- 
prising women  send  out  to  a  neighl>or  and  ask  her  to  come  in  and  help  out.  This 
neighbor  is  not  regularly  in  the  business,  and  escapes  examination,  and  it  is  in  such 
instances  that  disease  is"  spread.  This  sending  out  for  reenforcements  is  common  in 
most  of  the  second  and  third  class  places  (see  previous  classification). 

I  have  watched  this  business  for  months,  and  believe  this  scheme,  or  something 
along  these  lines,  will  l>e  a  blessing  to  most  x>eoplc  in  Manila.

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  reports  res]>ectLng  prostitution  in  the 
city  of  Manila,  as  follows:

S.  V.,  president  of  the  board  of 
health,  dated  May  23,  1901. 

4.  Report  (copy)  of  Maj.  Ira  C.  Brown,  surgeon,  V.  S.  V.,  dated  May  16,  1900. 
These  reports  will  fully  show  to  what  extent  the  social  evil  of  prostitution  has  been 

supervised  by  the  military  government  of  Manila  since  June  1,  1899. 

I  entered  upon  duty  as  provost-marshal-general  on  Februarv  20,  1901,  and  found 
the  management  and  administration  of  the  Women's  Hospital  in  the  charge  of  Capt. 
All>ert  Todd,  Artillery  Corps,  the  technical  work  l>eing  in  charge  of  two  native 
physicians. 

1  found  that  a  very  considerable  sum  of  money  had  been  collected  from  prostitutes 
and  expended  in  maintaining  a  hospital  where  these  women  were  retained  under 
treatment  until  thev  were  cured.  1  was  told  by  General  Bell,  my  predecessor,  and 
by  others  connected  with  the  provost-marshal-generaPs  office,  that  prostitution  was 
supervised  localise  it  was  considered  to  l>e  a  military  neeessitv  so  to  do. 

I  was  told  that  the  funds  collected  were  not  regarded  as  public  funds,  but  instead 
were  treated  as  contributions  by  the  women,  so  that  means  might  be  available  for 
their  medical  treatment  when  sick. 

I  continued  this  system.  Captain  Todd  was  ordered  to  l>e  relieved  before  I  entered 
upon  duty  as  provost-marshal-general.  He  was  succeeded  <>n  March  1  by  the  board 
of  health  of  this  city. 

The  entire  amount  of  money  received  bv  Captain  Todd  and  bv  Major  Lvnch  was 
$24,800.62,  of  which  sum  $7,329  was  on  hand  unexpended  on  May  15,  190L 

The  accounts  of  the  disbursing  officer  of  these  funds  have  never  been  audited  by 
the  auditor  of  the  Philippine  Islands. 
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One  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  me  by  the  act  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  No. 
62,  is  the  issuance  of  police  ana  health  regulations  in  the  nature  of  city  ordinances. 

The  regulation  or  supervision  of  prostitution  is  one  of  the  most  important  subjects 
of  city  ordinance.  With  the  change  from  military  to  civil  government  for  the  city 
of  Manila  the  present  sanitary  supervision  of  prostitution  will  of  necessity  come  to 
an  end  unless  a  city  ordinance  of  Philippine  statute  shall  continue  it. 

I  would  l>e  pleased  to  receive  instructions  from  superior  authority  as  to  the  policy 
to  be  pursued,  so  that  I  may  shape  mv  actions  accordingly.  In  the  event  that  the 
future  supervision  of  prostitution  shall  not  be  authorized,  I  request  instructions  as  to 
the  disposition  of  the  balance  of  funds  which  may  be  on  hand  unexpended  when  the 
change  from  military  to  civR  control  shall  take  place. 

I  further  ask  whether  or  not  it  is  the  wish  of  superior  authority  that  the  accounts 
of  past  receipts  and  expenditures  be  audited.  It  is  my  recommendation  that  this 
be  done,  but  respecting  the  other  points  of  public  property  presented  by  this  com- 
munication I  do  not  feel  competent  to  pass  an  opinion  or  to  make  recommendations. 

The  reports  contain  all  the  information  I  possess  or  that  the  files  of  this  office  can 
supply. 

The  first  president  of  the  board  of  health  was  Maj.  Frank  S.  Bourns,  surgeon, 
United  States  Volunteers,  and  this  office  organized  the  supervisory  measures,  but 
bevond  the  record  of  the  amount  transferred  by  him  to  Captain  Todd  on  June  1, 
1899,  I  have,  and  can  find,  no  data.

The  fund  mentioned  within  is  in  the  nature  of  a  trust  fund  administered  by  the 
provost-marshal-general's  department  for  the  benefit  of  the  individuals  who  have 
contributed  it.  No  licenses  have  been  issued  to  houses  of  prostitution  in  this  city, 
but  the  system  of  regulation  and  control,  as  outlined  within,  is  essential  as  a  matter 
of  protection  to  the  soldiers  of  our  army,  and  perhaps  to  the  community,  and  its  con- 
tinuance is  recommended. 

With  reference  to  a  proper  audit  of  the  fund,  unless  the  Commission  prescribes  a 
different  method  of  procedure  it  is  my  intention  to  continue  inspections  by  officers 
of  the  inspector-general's  department

Sir:  On  May  9  last  I  submitted  an  exhaustive  report,  in  narrative  form,  of  the 
operations  of  this  department  for  the  ten  months  ending  on  April  30  of  the  present 
fiscal  year.  In  closing  up  the  report  for  the  year  I  shall  confine  myself  principally 
to  statistics.

The  construction  of  the  Luneta  and  erection  of  the  Legaspi  monument  have  been 
completed,  at  a  total  coHt  of  $24,947.06.  To  thin  amount  must  he  added  $1,500  for 
iron  |«rk  seats,  which  have  !>een  contracts!  for  l)iit  have  not  yet  arrived. 

The  only  new  work  taken  ui>  in  the  oarks  since  the  May  report  has  been  the  clean- 
ing and  renovating  of  the  An<ia,  Magellan,  Philip  IV,  and  Isabella  monuments,  and 
the  cleaning  and  painting  of  the  various  fountains  in  the  city.  The  walls  and  moats 
of  the  city  Tiave  also  t>ecn  cleaned  of  weeds  and  underbrush.  All  the  above  work 
has  been  accomplished  by  the  regular  employees  of  the  department 

SANITATION'. 

Htrwt  sweepings,  garbage,  and  other  city  refuse,  which  has  increased  to  about  200 
cubic  meters  per  day,  has  been  disposed  of  in  three  ways,  as  follows:  By  cremation, 
211  cubic  meters;  by  dumping  at  sea,  50  cubic  meters;  by  dumping  in  suburbs,  121 
cubic  meters. 

In  addition,  the  crematories  have  burned  during  the  year  about  6,500  carcasses  of 
dead  animals. 

FIRE   DEPARTMENT. 

The  city  is  divided  into  three  fire  districts,  corresponding  to  the  three  fire  stations 
situated  on  Callcs  Alcala,  Santa  Cruz;  Aduana,  Intramuros,  and  Nozaleda,  Paco, 
with  a  company  at  each  station. 

A  scheme  to  increase  the  number  of  stations  to  six,  each  to  be  equipped  with  mod- 
ern apparatus,  and  to  install  a  lire-alarm  system  for  the  city,  was  submitted  on  May 
4.    Having,  with  modifications,  been  approved,  bids,  to  be  opened  July  22,  have 
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been  advertised  for  to  supply  the  necessary  apparatus.     During  the  year  the  city  has 
been  singularly  free  from  fires,  those  of  any  importance  being  as  follows:

The  cause  of  the  three  most  destructive  fires  was  due  to  the  carelessness  of  Chi- 
nese occupants. 

The  construction  of  houses  burned  during  the  year  was  as  follows:  Stone,  8;  wood, 
with  roof  of  zinc,  9;  wood  frame,  with  walls  of  brick  and  roof  of  zinc,  3;  wood,  with 
roof  of  nipa,  1 ;  cane  and  nipa,  7. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

From  July  1  to  January  1  the  street-cleaning  transportation  service  of  the  depart- 
ment consisted  of  110  bull  carts,  hired  under  contract,  at  $1.10  each,  including  driver, 
per  day,  and  from  January  1  to  June  30,  an  average  of  103  carts  per  day,  at  75  cents 
each.  This  transportation  has  been  supplemented  for  road  work  by  the  hire  of 
26,277  carts,  at  $1  each,  being  an  average  of  72  per  day,  and  a  small  number  of  carts 
belonging  to  the  department. 

Due  to  the  inability  of  the  quartermaster's  department  to  sell  all  the  mules  author- 
ized, and  the  rejection  of  the  carts  sent  out  from  the  United  States,  the  department 
has  not  yet  been  able  to  equip  itself  with  mule  transportation  authorized  last  October. 
However,  with  the  transportation  already  purchased,  and  that  loaned  by  the  quar- 
termaster's department  of  the  provost  guard,  there  has  been  a  daily  average  of  14 
escort  wagons  hauling  road  metal  and  other  material  for  the  department.  The  sup- 
ply of  the  remaining  mules  and  carts  due  the  department  should  not  be  long  delayed, 
so  that  the  bull  cart  can  be  entirely  done  away  with. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  water  transportation  of  the  depart- 
ment, which  consists  of  the  launch  Washington,  3  iron  garbage  scows,  and  1  stone 
barge,  supplemented  as  needed  by  hired  bancas. 

LABOR. 

For  the  year  there  was  expended  in  street  and  sanitary  work  "281,620  days'  labor, 
or  a  daily  average  of  782;  and  in  parks,  47,160,  or  a  daily  average  of  131. 

With  tjie  exception  of  inspectors  and  teamsters  for  escort  wagons,  nothing  but 
Filipino  labor  has  been  used.  While  other  departments  were  paying  from  40  cents 
to  50  cents  per  day  (Mexican)  for  ordinary  laborers,  this  department  has  made  a 
uniform  price  of  25  cents  (Mexican),  and  in  skilled  labor  it  is  believed  that  the  dif- 
ference would  be  even  still  greater.  With  the  present  tendency  of  increasing  the 
price  of  labor  and  material,  it  is  predicted  that  the  city  will  never  again  get  as  many 
street  improvements  as  it  has  the  last  year  at  so  small  a  cost.

PUBLIC  WORKS. 

The  work  of  this  portion  of  the  department  is  comprised  under  the  heads  of  city 
markets,  city  bridges,  Bridge  of  Spain,  Ayala  Bridge,  Santa  Cruz  Bridge,  Luneta  sea 
wall,  crematories,  slaughterhouse,  Bilibid  Prison,  projects,  estimates  and  surveys, 
miscellaneous. 

city  markets. 

Divisoria. — This  market  occupies  a  block  of  ground  in  the  district  of  Binondo, 
bounded  by  the  streets  Santa  Cristo,  de  Aceyteros,  Tabora,  and  Elena.  The  market 
area  is  105  meters  by  75  meters  and  is  inclosed  by  an  iron  paling  fence  2J  meters 
high,  which  runs  beneath  the  outer  eaves  of  the  buildings.  The  market  building 
consists  of  three  parallel  sheds  of  steel  framework  and  galvanized  iron  roofing  each 
105  meters  long  and  13.7  meters  wide. 

The  whole  area  included  by  the  fence  is  covered  with  a  concrete  floor  smoothly 
finished  off  to  grade;  surrounding  the  inclosure  is  a  concrete  sidewalk  1}  to  2  meters 
in  width;  curb  is  granite,  and  gutters  are  paved  with  granite.  The  average  thickness 
of  the  concrete  is  15  centimeters  for  the  floors. 

The  work  of  erection  of  the  buildings  had  begun  before  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year;  it  was  completed  in  September.  The  market  was  finished  in  December, 
excepting  the  interior  fittings. 

In  November  plans  and  estimate  of  cost  were  submitted  for  interior  fitting  of  this 
market.  They  were  set  aside  for  further  consideration  on  account  of  their  apparent 
high  cost.  New  plans  and  a  revised  estimate  were  submitted  in  the  month  of 
December;  bids  for  furnishing  materials  were  opened  in  January,  and  the  accepted 
bid  provided  for  the  delivery  of  all  material  on  or  before  the  1st  of  the  following 
September. 

One  shipment  of  material  arrived  in  Mav  and  one  in  June.  A  contract  was  let  in 
June  for  the  construction  of  fish  tables  for  the  market.  They  were  three-fourths 
completed  in  the  month  of  June. 

Extra  work  was  done  in  adding  451  linear  meters  of  galvanized  guttering  and  pro- 
viding down  spouts  for  same.

QiiirUa  market. — This  market  is  situated  on  the  Pasig  River  front  in  the  district  of 
Quiapo.  It  is  of  similar  construction  throughout  to  the  Divisoria  market.  It  fronts 
on  Calle  Echague,  has  the  approach  to  the  old  suspension  bridge  on  the  east  and 
Calle  Ducos  on  the  west.  The  space  covered  by  the  three  sheds  is  79.2  meters  long 
and  52.4  meters  wide. 

The  steel  work  furnished  by  the  American  Bridge  Company  arrived  in  Manila  in 
the  month  of  January.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  market  was  erected  com- 
plete, and  flooring,  drains,  and  sidewalks  were  complete.  In  June  work  began  on 
the  fish  tables,  shelving  tables,  and  meat  blocks. 
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Id  July  a  contract  was  let  for  the  construction  of  a  wharf  or  quay  along  the  river 
front  of  the  market.  The  wharf  is  68.6  meters  long,  15.8  meters  wide,  and  2  meters 
above  low-water  mark.  Ito  foundations  extend  3  meters  below  low-water  mark.  A 
flight  of  stone  steps  32  meters  long  extend  from  low-water  mark  to  the  top  of  the 
wharf.  The  approximate  amounts  of  material  in  the  wharf  are:  Stone  riprap  fill, 
250  cubic  meters,  concrete,  180  cubic  meters;  cut-stone  masonry,  205  meters;  earth 
fill,  1,440  cubic  meters;  macadam  top,  950  square  meters. 

In  the  market  floor  and  sidewalks  there  are  775  cubic  meters  of  concrete  and  263 
linear  meters  of  concrete  drain. 

After  the  erection  of  the  building  it  was  given  one  coat  of  paint 

The  contractor  finished  the  wharf  in  April,  four  months  after  his  contract .  time 
had  expired;  he  met  with  many  accident*  and  delays.  Since  the  completion  of  the 
wharf  it  has  settled  considerably  and  unequally.  -The  top  of  the  wharf  wall  is  now 
out  of  level  by  as  much  as  25  centimeters  and  out  of  line  by  as  much  as  15  centi- 
meters. Some  settlement  was  expected,  and  unequal  settlement  was  foreseen  after 
the  work  was  begun,  but  it  could  not  have  been  prevented  except  by  extensive 
change  of  plans.

Anda  street  market. — Plans  and  specifications  were  drawn  in  January  for  a  steel 
market  to  be  built  upon  a  piece  of  land  purchased  for  the  purpose  at  the  corner  of 
Calle  Anda  and  Solano,  in  the  Intramuros.  Advertising  for  proposals  was  done,  and 
on  the  15th  of  June  bids  were  opened.  A  bid  of  $10,500  from  an  American  firm  was 
recommended.  The  market  is  designed  to  cover  a  space  44  by  36  meters.  It  will 
be  similar  in  construction  to  the  Divisoria  and  Quinta  markets:

Herran  street  market. — This  is  a  building  constructed  for  market  pur|iose8  during 
the  time  of  the  Spanish  government.  During  the  American  occupation  it  has  been 
used  as  a  barrack  building.  In  the  month  of  May  a  contract  was  let  for  the  furnish- 
ing of  stalls  and  tables  to  convert  it  into  a  market  The  tables  have  been  finished 
and  the  stalls  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.

CITY    BRIDGES. 

Under  this  heading  come  the  various  small  bridges  which  span  the  numerous 
esteros,  or  creeks,  of  Manila.  Most  of  them  are  lens  than  20  meters  in  length  and  are 
girder  bridges  of  iron  or  wood,  with  masonry  abutments  and  piers.  All  of  the  wooden 
bridges  were  found  to  l>e  in  a  very  miserable  state  of  repair;  some  of  them  have 
been  rebuilt  entirely,  and  all  of  tlie  others  have  l>een  more  or  less  repaired.  The 
extremely  high  price  of  timber  has  caused  all  this  work  to  be  very  expensive. 
First-class  timber  (native)  has  cost  $100,  United  States  currency,  per  M,  B.  M. 
Small  repairs  which  have  l>een  made  on  the  Bridge  of  Spain  and  the  Ayala  Bridge, 
both  spanning  the  Pasig,  have  been  charged  to  the  account  of  city  bridges.  Among 
the  city  bridges  which  have  had  the  superstructure  entirely  replaced  now  are  the 
Chinesco,  Iris,  San  Augustine,  San  Luis,  and  Paco  bridges.  The  San  Pedro  Bridge 
was  removed  and  the  gorge  filled  with  earth  over  a  concrete  culvert.  Eleven 
bridges  underwent  repairs  more  or  less  extensive.

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Bridge  of  Spain. — At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  a  contract  was  in  existence  for 
widening  the  Bridge  of  Spain.  This  widening  was  to  be  accomplished  by  placing 
the  sidewalks  of  the  bridge  on  brackets  and  projecting  I  beams;  the  brackets  were 
bolted  to  the  steel  arches  and  the  I  beams  were  bedded  in  the  masonry  arches.  This 
widening  gave  an  additional  width  of  3  meters  to  the  bridge  roadway.  The  new 
sidewalks  are  each  1}  meters  wide.  Work  began  before  the  beginning  of  this  fiscal 
year,  but  very  little  was  accomplished  before  August.  The  work  was  finished  by 
the  last  of  October  after  much  delay,  due  to  bad  weather  and  lack  of  materials. 

At  this  time  the  west  exit  of  the  north  end  of  the  bridge  was  widened  3  meters  by 
removing  the  retaining  wall  over  to  the  edge  of  the  river  wall.  New  sidewalks  were 
put  on  the  approach  and  12  meters  of  hand  rail  were  put  on  along  the  river  wall.  On 
this  exit  the  grade  was  eased  by  taking  up  the  paving  and  filling  at  the  foot  of  the 
slope.  The  paving  was  relaid.  Hand  rails  of  the  bridge  were  painted,  and  the  9-inch 
water  main  was  shifted  to  sidewalk. 

Money  has  been  appropriated  for  the  repaving  of  the  bridge;  wood  paving  blocks 
have  been  ordered  from  Australia  at  a  cost  of  $4.16  per  square  yard  for  paving  over 
the  steel  arches;  stone  blocks  have  been  bought  in  Manila  for  paving  over  the  stone 
arches.  It  is  not  desired  to  begin  to  pave  this  bridge  till  the  new  Santa  Cruz  Bridge 
will  be  opened  to  traffic,  which  will  not  be  before  October,  1901,  at  the  earliest. 
Traffic  is  so  heavy  over  the  Bridge  of  Spain  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  carry  on 
any  work  of  paving  there  without  closing  it  entirely.

Ayala  Bridge. — This  is  an  iron-riveted  truss  bridge  across  the  Pasig,  having  two 
roadways  and  one  footway  between  the  two.  The  supports  in  the  stream  are  iron 
screw  piles  10  centimeters  in  diameter;  the  piles  are  braced  together  by  angle  irons. 
These  supports  are  so  fragile  that  river  navigation  has  threatened  several  times  to 
demolish  them  and  let  the  superstructure  down  into  the  river.  It  became  necessary 
to  protect  the  bents,  and  to  effect  this  wedge-shaped  clusters  of  piles  were  driven 
above  each  of  the  bents  in  the  navigable  channel.  Eight  piles  36  centimeters  square 
and  15  meters  long  were  driven  in  each  cluster.  The  piles  were  braced  together  by 
framework  and  the  whole  cluster  was  sheathed  with  6-centimeter  planking  spiked 
on  horizontally.  The  piles  are  of  dungon  timber,  and  all  of  the  woodwork  was 
treated  with  carbolineum. 

The  Ayala  Bridge  was  refloored  excepting  the  footway ;  750  square  meteifi  of  floor- 
ing was  laid. 

One  or  more  of  the  iron  piles  supporting  this  bridge  have  been  broken  during  the 
year,  and  each  time  the  bridge  was  closed  to  traffic  and  the  injured  span  had  to  be 
lifted  into  its  original  position  from  which  it  had  been  dropped.

Santa  Cruz  Bridge. — During  the  last  few  years  of  the  Spanish  government  of  the 
islands  a  bridge  was  projected  across  the  rasig  from  the  district  of  Santa  Cruz,  at 
Plaza  Goiti,  to  the  south  bank  and  opening  on  Calle  Arroceros.  The  foundations 
were  put  down,  and  the  piers — two  in  number — and  abutments  were  built  to  low- 
water  mark,  where  work  ceased. 

When  the  American  Government  took  charge  of  the  affairs  it  was  decided  to  com- 
plete the  work.  Proposals  for  the  steel  work  were  advertised  for  in  June  and  July, 
1900.  The  bids  were  opened  in  August,  but  owing  to  an  irregularity  in  the  opening 
of  bids  all  bids  were  rejected  and  the  matter  was  finally  settled  in  October,  1900, 
by  purchasing  the  bridge  offered  by  the  original  lowest  bidder.     In  the  meanwhile 
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nothing  had  been  done  toward  starting  the  work  on  the  piers,  abutments,  and 
approaches.  In  October  plans  and  specifications  for  the  abutments,  piers,  and 
approaches  were  made,  and  in  the  month  of  November  proposals  were  asked  for  by 
advertisement.  Bids  were  opened  December  1.  The  .nree  bids  received  were  of 
105,000,  $89,542.50,  and  $53,387.50,  all  United  States  currency.  The  lowest  bid  was 
accepted.  The  contract  called  for  the  piers  and  abutments  by  April  1,  and  of  the 
entire  work  by  June  1, 1901. 

The  steel  for  the  work  arrived  on  time  in  March,  but  the  contractors  for  the  masonry 
had  not  set  a  stone  in  the  piers  or  abutments.  The  work  was  then  taken  from  them 
and  carried  on  by  hired  labor. 

To  insure  the  most  rapid  progress  it  was  decided  to  use  concrete  for  the  body  of 
piers,  abutments,  and  approach  walls  instead  of  cut-stone  masonry,  and  to  use  a  cap 
of  hard  cut-stone  coping.    In  the  concrete  were  to  be  bedded  grillages  of  steel  rails. 

Work  began  in  the  middle  of  March.  By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  concrete 
of  both  the  piers  and  abutments,  aggregating  1,750  cubic  meters,  was  in  place. 

Advertising  was  done  in  attempt  to  secure  a  contract  for  erecting  the  bridge,  but 
no  one  responsible  and  reasonable  bid. 

By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  false  work  for  the  first  span  was  in  position,  and 
with  the  exception  of  the  erecting  traveler  all  was  ready  to  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  the  first  span. 

Some  of  the  prices  paid  for  material  in  this  piece  of  work  are,  broken  stone,  $2  to 
$2.25  per  cubic  meter;  gravel,  $2  per  cubic  meter;  sand,  60  cents  per  cubic  meter; 
cement,  $2.92  to  $2.99  Der  barrel;  lumber,  $34  to  $50  per  M.,  B.  M. 

A  quarry  was  opened  at  Mariveles,  30  miles  from  Manila,  in  which  coping  stone 
was  cut  and  from  which  about  800  cm.  of  broken  stone  was  taken. 

A  stone  crusher  was  installed  in  Manila  at  the  bridge  site  and  stone  was  crushed 
for  concrete  there.

LUNKTA    8EA    WALL. 

To  prevent  the  sea's  encroaching  upon  the  road  known  as  the  Paseo  Maria  Cris- 
tina,  or  Malecon  Drive,  and  the  driveway  along  the  west  side  of  the  Luneta,  it  was 
decided  to  build  a  sea  wall  from  Calle  San  Luis  to  the  end  of  the  then  existing  sea 
wall,  a  distance  of  about  120  meters;  and  further,  to  riprap  the  exposed  slope  of  the 
Malecon  Drive.  This  work  was  finished  in  November,  but  the  force  was  kept  at 
work  in  the  vicinity  grading  down  some  of  the  earthwork  of  the  Spanish  batteries 
through  the  month  of  December.

Sheds  with  galvanized-iron  roofs  were  built  over  the  two  garbage  crematories  of 
Tondo  and  Paco.  In  December  a  set  of  plans  with  estimate  of  cost  were  made  for  a 
new  crematory  in  Tondo,  but  they  were  never  appro  veil,  and  the  work  was  never 
l>cgun.  In  January  and  February  the  old  crematories  were  altered  by  adding  new 
furnace  doors  and  adding  new  sections  to  the  stacks  in  place  in  order  to  give  a  oetter 
draft.  The  stacks  at  present  are  75  feet  high.  The  condition  of  the  two  crema- 
tories at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  was  very  had;  l>oth  of  them  are  cracked  through 
and  through  and  the  ends  of  l>oth  of  them  are  ready  to  fall  out.  During  the  year 
galvanized-iron  sheds  were  built  over  l>oth  furnaces. 
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A  small  brick  furnace  was  built  at  the  plague  hospital  in  January  and  February. 
It  was  for  burning  plague-infected  bodies,  and  was  paid  for  out  of  hospital  funds.

BILIBID   PRISON. 

A  system  of  surface  drainage  was  installed  at  the  prison  for  taking  off  waste  water 
from  the  inclosure.  Drains  are  open  and  constructed  of  concrete.  They  empty  into 
the  ester o  east  of  Bilibid  and  about  60  meters  distant. 

The  north  and  east  walls  of  the  prison  were  discovered  to  be  in  very  bad  condition, 
especially  the  north  wall,  which  in  some  places  had  assumed  an  inclination  of 
several  degrees  to  the  vertical.  These  conditions  were  bettered  by  adding  heavy 
stripped  buttresses  to  the  wall  at  dangerous  places,  and  filling  in  solid  earth  at  the 
foot  of  the  wall  where  an  old  ditch  existed.  These  repairs  made  it  comparatively 
easy  to  scale  the  wall  from  the  outside,  owing  to  the  buttresses  giving  a  foothold  only 
about  2 J  meters  from*  the  top  of  the  wall.  Fifty-six  meters  of  stone  masonry  was 
put  in  this  work.

PROJECTS,  ESTIMATES,  8URVEY8. 

Survey  and  map  of  Manila. — A  party  was  kept  busy  for  six  months  of  the  year 
making  a  survey  of  Manila.  A  system  of  polygons  was  run,  covering  the  city. 
Upon  tnis  framework  the  street  system  was  hung. 

An  accurate  set  of  levels  was  taken  over  the  entire  city  with  mean  high  tide  as  a 
datura. 

Numerous  surveys  of  public  lands  in  the  city  were  made  and  plotted  on  the  map. 

The  levels  were  partially  transferred  from  the  notes  to  the  map.  At  the  end  of 
fiscal  year  there  was  considerable  work  of  topography  to  be  drawn.  Filipino  drafts- 
men have  done  all  the  work  of  plotting.

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New  street  through  Walled  City. — The  narrow  streets  and  narrow  gates  of  the  old 
Walled  City  make  communication  from  the  Pasig  River  front  very  difficult.  In  May 
a  survey  and  estimate  was  made  for  a  street  to  start  from  the  Malecon  Drive  near 
the  quartermaster's  old  corral  and  to  run  east  across  the  main  moat  to  the  Santiago 
moat,  thence  along  the  Santiago  moat  to  the  river  front,  thence  along  the  Maestranza 
wharf  to  Plaza  Magallanes,  passing  through  the  walls  twice  at  existing  gates.  This 
work  contemplates  the  filling  up  of  the  Santiago  moat  and  enlarging  the  opening  of 
the  two  gates  through  the  main  walls. 

Estimated  cost,  $28,587.75. 

Proposed  wharf  along  south  bank  of  Pasig  River  from  Plaza  Magallanes  to  Fori  San- 
tiago.— In  which  it  is  proposed  to  remove  the  old  walls  on  the  river  front  and  con- 
struct a  timber  wharf  in  3  meters  of  water,  dredging  where  necessary.  In  rear  of 
wharf  proper  is  proposed  a  paved  street  20  meters  in  width.  Length  of  wharf  is  547 
meters. 

Estimated  cost,  $190,400. 

Surrey  in  Sail  Mateo  Valley. — In  May  a  survey  was  made  from  the  pumping  station 
near  Santolan  to  a  point  in  the  stream  3  miles  above  Montalban,  a  distance  of  29  kilo- 
meters by  transit  line.  The  object  of  the  survey  was  to  gauge  the  river  at  the  lowest 
stage  of  water  and,  if  possible,  find  a  suitable  place  for  a  dam  and  a  storage  reservoir 
for  supplying  Manila  with  water.  The  survey  was  made  by  transit  and  stadia,  and 
velocities  were  taken  by  surface  floats. 

San  Sebastian  Estero  project. — A  survey  and  estimate  were  made  for  extending  the 
Estero  San  Sebastian  to  a  juncture  with  Estero  San  Miguel  by  a  cut  12  meters  wide 
and  2  meters  deep  at  low  tide.  This  project  had  already  been  undertaken  by  the 
Spanish  authorities.  The  present  need  of  its  being  undertaken  is  for  better  sanitary 
conditions  in  the  district  of  Sampaloc.  For  making  the  cut  and  building  two  tem- 
porary bridges  of  timt>er  $13,000,  United  States  currency,  have  been  appropriated. 
The  work  is  at  present  being  delayed  on  account  of  difficulties  of  determining  owner- 
ship of  property  which  was  supposed  to  have  l>een  purchased  by  the  Spanish  Govern- 
ment but  is  now  claimed  by  private  parties  who  claim  that  they  have  never  been 
paid  for  the  property. 

Miscellaneous. — Numerous  small  pieces  of  work  have  been  done  for  the  various 
departments  of  the  provost  city  government  in  the  way  of  estimates,  plans,  maps,  etc 
A  concrete  tennis  court  was  built  at  theMalacafian  residence  of  the  governor-general 
for  which  the  civil  fund  Quartermaster  furnished  the  materials.  The  road  6  miles  to 
the  pumping  station  of  the  water  supply  is  kept  up  by  this  department;  monthly 
expenditure  allowed  is  $150,  United  States  currency. 

A  study  of  the  sewerage  system  of  Manila  and  a  preliminary  discussion  and  esti- 
mate have  been  made.  The  new  map  of  the  city  was  prompted  principally  by  the 
agitation  of  the  question  of  a  sewer  system.  At  present  there  is  no  system;  cesspools 
and  the  esteros  and  Pasig  River  take  all  the  sewage. 

A  gravity  system  of  sewerage  is  not  poesible,  owing  to  the  low  site  of  the  city. 
Pumping  or  other  artificial  means  of  lifting  must  be  resorted  to.  The  high  price  of 
coal  will  make  the  expense  of  operation  high.  Japanese  coal  sells  to-day  in  Manila 
in  large  quantities  aboard  ship  at  $5.87},  United;  States  currency.  The  principal 
objection  to  the  installation  of  a  thorough  system  of  sewerage  is  the  fact  that  the 
bulk  of  Manila's  population  are  too  poor  to  make  proper  connection  from  house  to 
sower.  This  is  exemplified  in  the  water  supply.  Manila  has  250,000  inhabitants 
and  there  are  only  1,700  water  installations.  Not  over  20,000  people  pay  for  the 
water  they  use.  Tne  same  discrepancy  would  be  found  in  a  more  marked  degree  in 
case  of  sewerage  installations. 

A  preliminary  estimate  for  the  sewer  system  is  placed  at  $3,900,000,  United  States 
currency. 

BUILDING    INSPECTION. 

In  August  of  the  fiscal  year  the  inspection  of  buildings  and  the  issuing  of  building 
permits  was  transferred  from  the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenues  to 
this  office. 

In  October  a  force  of  four  inspectors  and  two  clerks  was  organized.  The  old 
Spanish  building  regulations  were  taken  as  a  guide  and  were  for  the  first  time 
enforced.  New  buildings  were  made  to  conform  with  street  lines,  to  which  very 
little  attention  had  been  paid  in  time  past.  Dangerous  buildings  were  removed  and 
needed  repairs  enforced.  The  great  activity  in  building  at  present  and  the  probable 
greater  activity  of  the  future  make  this  matter  of  building  permits  and  inspection  of 
great  importance  to  the  city. 

A  new  set  of  building  regulations  has  been  drafted  and  will  form  a  part  of  the  new 
city  ordinances.    The  most  important  features  are  regulations  preventing  encroach- 
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mentupon  street  lines;  the  use  of  light  materials,  such  as  nipa,  bamboo,  and  cogon 
in  the  strong-material  districts;  provision  against  earthquakes  and  fire. 

During  the  fiscal  year  the  number  of  building  permits  issued  was  3,428,  and  the 
the  fees  collected  for  same  were  $4,318.13  United  States  currency.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  in  the  depart- 
ment of  water  supply  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1901,  to  August  6,  inclusive: 

Santolan. — Minor  repairs  made  on  engines,  etc.  Boiler  used  month  preceding 
cleaned  and  repaired.  Coal  consumed,  214  tons.  Oil  consumed — cocoanut,  20  gal- 
lons; engine,  30  gallons;  cylinder,  26  gallons;  petroleum,  70  gallons. 

San  Juan. — Leaks  in  the  walls  of  one  reservoir  repaired  and  four  air  vents  raised 
in  order  to  give  better  ventilation. 

Total  water  pumped,  1,008,000  cubic  meters. 

Total  water  consumed,  974,222  cubic  meters. 

Average  daily  consumption  of  water,  26,330  cubic  meters.  Maximum  consump- 
tion for  any  one  day,  35,855,  on  July  6,  and  the  minimum,  16,783,  on  July  12,  1901. 

Operations  in  Manila. — During  the  month  91  fire  plugs,  52  fire-plug  box  covers,  and 
60  public  hydrants  were  repaired.  Fifty -eight  leaks  of  water  and  1  leak  in  air  valve 
were  repaired,  all  of  a  minor  nature.  Eighty-two  fire  plugs  were  taken  up  from  the 
center  of  the  streets  and  25  placed  on  sidewalks.  Sixty-six  water  meters  were  taken 
out  to  be  repaired,  and  62  were  repaired. 

Water  installation. — During  the  month  70  water  installations  were  made;  2  fire  plugs 
and  water  service  from  4  taps  were  removed  by  reason  of  their  being  no  longer 
desired. 

Water  service  in  various  quarters  inspected  and  repaired. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  diagram  showing  the  amount  of  water  consumed 
during  the  month;*  also  a  list  of  the  expenditures,  etc.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  in  the  depart- 
ment of  city  water  supply  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1901 : 

It  might  l>e  of  interest  to  insert  in  this  report  a  brief  sketch  of  the  movement  which 
terminated  in  the  establishing  of  the  present  water-supply  system  in  this  city,  though 
anything  but  a  brief  sketch  is  impossible,  owing  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the  records 
of  this  department  were  destroyed  or  lost  at  the  time  of  the  English  invasion,  and 
the  greater  portion  of  the  remaining  ones  during  the  late  Spanish-American  war,  but 
from  such  records  as  are  still  in  existence  it  appears  that  the  question  of  furnishing 
drinking  wrater  was  first  started  by  the  donation,  in  the  year  1742,  of  10,000  pesos  by 
Seflor  Antonio  Carriedo,  a  wealthv  resident  of  this  city.  This  fund  was  turned  over 
to  the  city  government  for  administration.  As  this  fund  was  entirely  inadequate  at 
the  time,  it  was  invested,  with  the  intention  of  increasing  it  sufficiently  to  build  a 
water  plant,  and  no  further  steps  were  taken  toward  this  end  until  more  than  a  cen- 
tury later.  In  the  year  1867  the  matter  finally  came  up  for  serious  consideration. 
With  the  amount  of  the  Carriedo  donation  and  its  interest,  which  equaled  $177,853.44, 
and  an  additional  sum  of  $50,000  from  the  city,  tabulating  $227,853.44,  it  was  decided 
to  install  a  system  of  water  simply.  After  this  decision  had  been  reached  about 
eleven  years  elapsed  before  an  v  definite  plan  was  adopted.  During  this  time  it  seems 
that  a  great  deal  of  study  and  no  small  amount  of  money  was  spent  in  trying  to 
arrive  at  some  decision  in  selecting  a  plan. 

The  first  plausible  and  probably  the  best  plan  submitted  was  by  Seflor  Palacio,  a 
Spanish  engineer,  who  perfected  a  scheme  to  bring  the  water  to  the  city  from  the  San 
Mateo  River,  al>ove  Montalhan,  by  means  of  gravity.  This  plan  was  rejected  on 
account  of  its  cost,  which  is  estimated  to  have  been  about  $1,500,000.  Later  the  same 
engineer  submittal  another  plan  to  establish  a  pumping  system  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$375,000.  This  plan  was  finally  accepted,  and  is  in  use  at  the  present  time.  Actual 
work  was  begun  in  1878  and  completed  in  1882,  completing  the  movement  started  by 
Carriedo  nearly  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  before. 

The  actual  cost  of  this  plant  is  not  known.  The  city  engineer  in  charge  at  that 
time  estimated  it  at  about  $525,000.  The  original  plant  consisted  of  two  pumping 
engines  situated  at  the  present  pumping  plant,  and  the  water  elevated  by  these  deliv- 
ered into  a  masonry  conduit,  flowing  freely  by  gravity  into  the  deposito,  or  reservoir. 
The  water  leaves  the  reservoir  23  meters  above  Sampaloc  for  the  city  by  means 
of  a  26-inch  cast-iron  main,  reaches  the  city  in  the  district  of  Sampaloc,  and  from 
there  branches  off  throughout  the  city  into  different -sized  mains. 

In  1895  it  was  concluded  that  the  water  supply  must  be  increased  in  order  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  city.  The  first  plan  for  bringing  water  from  above  Montalban 
was  a^ain  considered,  but  again  rejected  on  account  of  its  cost.  A  plan  was  then 
submitted  -by  Seflor  Las  Heras,  the  city  engineer  at  that  time,  and  this  plan  was 
adopted,  by  which  the  capacity  of  the  plant  was  increased  by  two  more  pumping 
engines,  at  a  cost  of  $9,1340. 

The  question  of  the  quality  of  the  water  wras  also  discussed  at  this  time  with  a  view 
of  arriving  at  a  method  of  purification.  The  idea  was  given  up  on  account  of  the 
water  being  needed  for  consumption  immediately  after  its  being  pumped. 

With  the  addition  of  the  two  engines  the  water  system  remained  as  it  was,  and 
the  same  is  being  used  at  present. 
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The  same  condition  confronts  the  authorities  to-day  as  confronted  the  Spaniards  in 
1895,  viz,  the  absolute  necessity  for  an  improvement  of  the  water  service  in  Manila, 
though  since  the  American  occupation,  owing  to  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  coun- 
try, nothing  has  been  done  toward  this  improvement,  though  during  the  last  few 
months  the  present  city  engineer  has  been  considering  the  best  means  to  accomplish 
this  end.  Lately  a  survey  and  gauging  of  the  San  Mateo  River  as  for  up  as  Montal- 
ban  has  been  made  by  him  and  a  prospective  site  selected  for  a  dam  and  storage  lake. 
The  erection  of  a  standpipe  in  addition  to  the  present  system  and  the  sinking  of  arte- 
sian wells  have  also  been  taken  under  consideration.  While  yet  no  definite  conclusion 
has  been  reached,  the  necessity  for  such  is  fully  realized  by  all  concerned.  The 
machinery  is  all  old  and  working  to  its  full  capacity.  A  breakdown  in  any  one 
engine  would  seriously  affect  the  city  water  supply.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  also 
considered  bad,  and  the  pressure  is  so  low  as  to  prevent  the  water  from  reaching  the 
second  floor  in  many  houses. 

SOURCE  OF  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  is  taken  from  the  San  Mateo  River,  about  9  miles  from  Manila, 
just  below  the  barrio  of  Mariquina.  The  river  flows  from  the  mountains  above 
Montalban  as  a  narrow,  shallow,  slow  stream  through  the  San  Mateo  Valley,  empty- 
ing into  the  Pasig  River  just  below  the  town  of  Pasig.  The  river  banks  between 
Montalban  and  Pasig  are  thickly  populated,  and  the  population  increases  in  density 
as  the  river  nears  its  mouth.  The  river  apparently  receives  the  filth  and  refuse  from 
these  settlements,  but  chemical  analysis  snows  the  water  to  be  quite  pure. 

In  the  dry  season  the  river  is  very  low,  though  furnishing  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water.  The  water  is  entirely  free  from  odors  or  objectionable  tastes.  During  the 
wet  season  the  river  is  very  high,  swift,  and  more  or  less  muddy  throughout  the 
season. 

If  the  water  plant  was  in  all  other  ways  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  the  water 
could  no  doubt  be  purified  by  means  of  aeration,  mechanical  filtration,  or  some  other 
method  of  oxidation. 

The  water  above  Montalban  is  somewhat  cooler,  more  pleasant  to  the  taste,  and  is 
very  clear,  indeed  almost  colorless,  and  has  been  found  by  analysis  to  be  compara- 
tively free  from  impurities. 

The  following  is  taken  from  the  report  of  Lieutenant  Brown,  city  engineer,  submit- 
ted after  a  survey  up  the  river: 

"The  river  is  a  perfectly  placid  stream  as  far  as  Montalban,  save  where  it  flows 
through  occasional  gravel  banks,  which  contract  it  and  quicken  its  current  At  Mon- 
talban the  river  enters  the  mountains  and  assumes  a  considerably  steeper  slope,  but 
does  not  assume  the  swift-running  character  of  a  mountain  stream.  It  flows  from 
pool  to  pool  over  beds  of  gravel  and  bowlders.  Some  of  the  pools  are  10  feet  deep, 
and  all  of  them  are  deeper  than  would  be  expected.  The  bowlders  are  larger  as  one 
ascends  the  stream,  till  at  the  gorge  where  the  survey  terminated  are  high  bowlders 
of  metamorphosed  limestone,  some  of  which  are  5  meters  in  diameter.  Here  the 
current  is  swift,  and  the  water  is  clear  and  free  from  the  milky  tinge  which  is  seen 
at  the  pumping  station  and  in  the  upper  Pasig.  It  is  not  exceptionally  cool,  yet 
several  degrees  cooler  than  that  in  the  lower  reaches  of  the  river. 

"A  strange  discrepancy  seems  to  exist  between  the  gauging  of  the  stream  at  the 
pumping  station  ana  that  at  the  gorge,  since  the  latter  is  somewhat  the  larger.  This 
can  be  accounted  for  from  the  fact  that  a  stiff  upstream  breeze  met  the  floats  at  the 
lower  point,  which  was  not  encountered  in  the  mountain  valley;  and  it  must  be 
remembered  that  in  the  dry  season  the  stream  receives  very  little  tributary  after  it 
leaves  the  mountains,  and  flows  through  a  parched  valley  under  a  hot  sun  and  sup- 
plies water  for  some  12,000  people  and  a  number  of  cattle.

"  Starting  from  the  pumping  station  we  find  on  the  east  bank  of  the  river  several 
towns  stretching  along  the  stream.  Mariquina,  the  first  town,  is  of  considerable 
extent,  and  with  its  barrios  contains  an  estimated  population  ot  6,000.  The  next 
town  is  San  Mateo,  with  a  population  of  4,000,  and  finally  is  Montalban,  with  an 
estimated  population  of  3,000.  The  valley  in  its  peaceful  state  is  highly  cultivated 
for  rice,  and  supports  many  water-loving  cattle,  which  wallow  in  the  river.  Above 
Montalban  are  no  villages  and  no  cultivation  and  the  timber  is  not  abundant;  the 
river  water  is  therefore  as  pure  as  any  that  can  be  obtained  in  this  country,  and  is 
naturally  the  place  from  which  a  first-class  water  supply  can  be  drawn." 
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The  following  is  taken  from  the  report  of  Dr.  Calvert,  submitted  to  the  board  of 
health  after  investigating  the  source  of  the  city  water  supply: 

"Above  Montalban  the  water  is  clear  and  contains  very" little  suspended  matter. 
The  results  of  four  examinations  gave  an  average  of  1,300  colonies  per  cubic  centi- 
meter. 

"  Below  Montalban  the  natives  use  the  river  for  bathing,  washing,  stock  watering, 
and  wallow  holes  for  carabaos. 

"The  natives  have,  as  a  rule,  no  closets,  and  use  the  low  ground  for  defecating. 
Situated  in  the  towns  are  numerous  filthy  pigpens  and  carabao  wallows,  which  usually 
have  a  drain  leading  to  the  river.  A  moderate  rainfall  would  suffice  to  wash  a  por- 
tion of  all  the  filth  from  the  town  into  the  river. 

*  'An  examination  of  three  samples  taken  below  Mariquina  gave  an  average  of  613,703 
colonies  per  cubic  centimeter. 

• '  The  possibilities  for  the  contamination  of  the  water  supply  of  Manila  are  at  present 
entirely  too  great:  in  fact,  unjustified  in  the  light  of  our  modern  systems  for  water 
supply  of  reasonable  constant  purity.' ' 

Chemical  analvsis  does  not  support  the  fears  expressed  by  the  above  bacteriological 
analysis,  total  solids  shown  in  samples  being  per  1,000,000  parts  150,  and  loss  by  incin- 
eration being  only  40. 

In  connection  with  the  supply  a  question  for  consideration  is  the  necessity  of  a 
strong,  substantial  dam  which  will  withstand  the  force  of  the  water  during  the  wet 
season.  Heretofore  temporary  dams  have  been  erected  every  dry  season  to  hold  the 
water  and  suffice  for  the  time  lieing,  but  as  they  liave  to  be  rebuilt  at  the  beginning 
of  each  dry  season  in  order  to  hold  enough  water  to  cover  the  intakes  this  method 
is  too  expensive,  and  some  time  in  the  near  future  some  other  steps  will  have  to  be 
taken. 

The  dam  built  last  season  has  t>een  nearly  washed  away,  which  will  necessitate  its 
replacement. 

PITMPING   STATION. 

The  pumping  plant  consists  of  4  engines  of  a  Scottish  make,  26  horsepower  and 
11,052  cubic  meters;  equal  to  2,917,009  United  States  gallons  capacity  per  day. 

These  engines  have  been  working  steadily  at  their  greatest  capacity  ever  since  their 
installation;  two  of  them  for  nineteen  years.  They  are  all  more  or  less  worn,  and 
with  the  work  required  of  them  of  course  they  are  expensive  to  keep  in  condition, 
which  is  done  as  fas  as  possible.  A  competent  engineer  has  been  placed  in  charge 
during  the  past  year,  and  all  engines  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  new 
plungers,  pistons,  piston  rods,  and  cylinder  linings  have  been  put  in  where  needed. 
They  are  now  in  as  good  condition  as  is  possible  to  get  old  engines.  A  breakdown, 
as  has  been  said  before,  even  of  one  engine,  would  seriously  affect  the  city  water  sup- 
ply; it  is  only  reasonable  to  expect  a  breakdown,  taking  into  consideration  the  length 
of  time  the  engines  have  been  in  use  and  the  work  required  of  them,  though  every 
care  is  taken  to  prevent  an  accident. 

The  boilers  are  nearly  worn-out  and  in  some  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to  patch 
them.  They  can  not  be  expected  to  last  much  longer.  It  is  not  now  considered 
safe  to  carry  more  than  50  or  60  pounds  pressure  of  steam.  These  boilers  are  given 
every  possible  care  and  are  saved  at*  much  as  possible,  only  two  being  used  at  a  time, 
while  the  other  two  are  being  cleaned  and  repaired.  This  chance  is  made  every 
month.     At  every  cleaning  they  are  found  to  be  very  dirty  and  full  of  scales. 

The  matter  of  supplying  coal  to  the  plant  is  of  considerable  trouble  and  expense, 
owing  to  the  distance  of  tne  plant  from  the  city  and  the  demand  for  city  transporta- 
tion. It  is  very  hard  to  secure  bull  carts  to  haul  coal,  and  when  they  are  finally 
gotten  their  prices  are  so  exorbitant  as  to  make  the  coal  expense  bv  far  the  greatest 
item  of  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  plant.  For  example,  the  last  lot  of  coal 
hauled — a  lot  of  600  tons — after  advertising  and  trying  other  ways,  could  not  be  gotten 
transported  for  less  than  $4.25  per  ton.  Price  paid  for  coal  in  the  city,  $7.  During 
the  past  year  all  machinery  has  been  thorough)  v  overhauled,  grounds  cleaned,  ana 
buildings  repaired.     Discharge  pipe  to  conduit  cleaned  and  painted  with  tar. 

A  Worthington  pump,  with  a  capacity  of  2,000  gallons  every  twenty-four  hours, 
was  installed  in  order  to  supply  Camp  Stotsenberg  with  water.

CONDUIT. 

A  masonry  conduit  conveys  the  water  from  the  pumping  station  about  6  miles  to 
the  deposito  or  reservoir.    The  greater  part  of  this  conduit  is  underground  and  is 

Srovided  with  a  series  of  air  vents.  Upon  the  arrival  of  the  conduit  at  a  narrow, 
eep  hollow  l>etween  two  hills  the  water  crosses  by  means  of  a  26-inch  cast-iron  siphon, 
emptying  into  the  conduit  on  the  opposite  side,  and  from  thence  flowing  into  the 
reservoir.  The  water  upon  entering  the  conduit  at  the  pumping  station  takes  three 
hours  to  arrive  at  the  reservoir,  the  incline  of  the  conduit  being  so  slight.  The  siphon 
is  taxed  to  its  greatest  capacity  to  convey  the  water  raised  by  the  four  engines. 

During  the  year  such  parts  of  the  conduits  as  are  above  ground  have  been  cleaned, 
repaired,  and  whitewashed.  The  siphon  has  been  cleaned  and  painted  with  tar, 
and  weeds,  grass,  etc.,  removed  from  its  vicinity.  New  covers  were  placed  over  air 
vents  where  needed.     Conduits  are  now  in  good  condition. 

DEPOSITO   OR    RESERVOIR. 

The  depositos  are  two  underground  reservoirs  cut  out  of  stone,  the  roof  remaining 
intact,  Hupported  on  arches  and  rows  of  pillars  left  for  that  purpose.  An  arch  is  cut 
out  of  the  center  of  the  reservoir  through  each  pillar,  forming  a  transverse  corridor. 
Air  is  received  by  a  series  of  air  vents  in  the  roof  of  the  reservoir;  these  vents  are 
covered  with  corrugated  iron.  The  southern  reservoir  is  practically  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  it  ever  was,  needing  very  little  repairs.  The  northern  reservoir  has  had 
several  cave  ins,  and  the  walls  are  more  or  less  leaky.  This  reservoir  seems  to  have 
been  damaged  by  the  insurgents  during  the  insurrection  against  the  Spaniards.  This 
place  was  used  to  plant  cannon,  and  several  holes  were  cut  in  the  root  for  that  pur- 
pose; the  reservoir  also  suffered  in  other  ways  by  their  usage.  Several  leaks  are  now 
being  repaired. 

The  walls  surrounding  the  reservation  were  also  practically  destroyed  during  the 
late  insurrection,  the  stone  being  removed  to  build  breastworks,  etc. 

The  buildings  on  the  reservation  have  also  been  damaged  to  a  great  extent  by  the 
insurrection  and  by  American  troops  who  used  them  as  quarters.  They  are  being 
used  at  present  for  that  purpose.  It  is  supposed  that  as  these  buildings  have  been 
used  for  this  purpose  for  no  last  three  years  by  troops  that  they  will  be  put  in  good 
repair  before  oeing  turned  over  to  the  water  department. 

If  this  reservation  was  vacated  by  the  troops  and  turned  over  to  the  water  depart- 
ment the  grounds  could  be  cleaned,  surrounding  grounds  sodded,  and  all  kept  in  an 
attractive  condition,  which  is  impossible  under  the  present  circumstances. 

With  the  exception  of  the  repairs  to  the  southern  reservoir  and  cave  ins,  no  work 
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of  any  importance  has  been  done.    The  surrounding  walls  have  not  been  repaired  to 
anv  extent  as  vet.

The  greatest  height  that  water  can  be  raised  in  the  reservoir  is  4.80  meters,  mak- 
ing a  height  of  23  meters  above  Sainpaloc  district,  at  the  church.  It  is  endeavored 
to  keep  the  water  as  near  this  mark  as  possible  in  order  to  give  the  water  in  the  city 
the  greatest  possible  effective  head,  which  at  its  l)est  is  far  too  low,  the  maximum 
pressure  being  40  pounds  in  the  district  of  Sampaloc. 

Total  amount  of  water  consumed  in  the  city  for  the  past  year,  9,262,844  cubic 
meters. 

DISTRIBUTION'   SYSTEM. 

The  water  leaves  the  depositos  and  enters  the  city  by  means  of  a  26-inch  cast-iron 
main,  which  is  laid  mostly  above  the  surface.  This  main  crosses  the  San  Juan  River 
by  means  of  a  very  substantial  stone  bridge  and  reaches  the  city  and  goes  below  the 
surface  in  the  district  of  Sampaloc,  from  there  branching  off  into  different  mains  of 
various  sizes  throughout  the  city ,  'ranging  down  to  4-inch.  The  private  consumer 
receives  the  water  from  the  mains  through  a  meter  or  register.  All  of  these  mains 
are  too  small,  and,  together  with  the  low  height  of  the  water  in  the  reservoir,  results 
in  a  very  low  pressure,  which  will  decrease  correspondingly  as  the  demand  for  water 
increases. 

At  present  in  a  number  of  parts  of  the  city  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  water  in  the 
second  stories  of  houses.

Two  of  the  most  serious  and  expensive  imperfections  in  the  present  system  of  dis- 
tribution are  the  present  systems  of  sprinkling  or  fireplugs  and  public  hydrants. 
The  hydrants  are  of  an  old  make,  are  far  too  numerous,  and  are  always  leaking  and 
out  of  order. 

They  are  a  continual  source  of  expense  and  trouble,  and  it  seems  to  be  impossible 
to  keep  them  in  repair.  This  is  mused  mostly  through  the  carelessness  of  the  public 
in  using  them.  Frequently  the  new  parts  are  stolen  as  soon  as  repairs  are  made. 
During  the  past  year  it  was  necessary  to  make  650  repairs  in  hydrants  which  were 
t>eingiised2  this  exclusive  of  a  number  of  hydrants  which  were  not  repaired  on  account 
of  their  being  in  places  where  they  were  not  used  to  any  extent 

This  matter  can  be  helped  to  a  great  extent  by  the  removing  of  hydrants  from  the 
principal  resident  and  business  parts  of  the  city,  leaving  only  those  which  are  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  the  use  of  tne  public  in  the  business  portions  and  such  as  are 
necessary  for  the  poor  in  the  less  important  districts.  Such  action  would  of  course 
reduce  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  increase  the  water  revenue. 

The  sprinkling  plugs  are  located  in  the  center  of  the  streets  and  are  constantly 
being  broken,  requiring  quite  a  sum  to  keep  them  in  repair.    One  instance  may  be 
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cited.  A  plug  on  Calle  Bayamhayati  was  repaired  three  times  within  two  days,  at  ft 
cost  of  fS  and  in  less  than  a  week  it  was  broken  again. 

During  the  year  544  plugs  were  repaired,  the  cost  of  each  ranging  from  $2  to  94 
for  material.  These  plugs  are  far  too  many,  being  three  times  as  numerous  as  in  any 
city  in  the  United  States;  the  present  distance  between  plugs  is  33  meters.  This 
distance  could  be  advantageously  increased  to  at  least  100  meters  and  then  they 
would  be  in  greater  numbers  than  is  customary  in  other  cities. 

The  matter  of  plugs  is  being  remedied  by  gradually  removing  them  from  the  cen- 
ter of  the  street  and  placing  them  on  the  sidewalk,  though  in  some  cases  the  large 
covers  to  the  gate  valves  will  have  to  remain  in  the  street  until  the  mains  are  relaid. 

The  repairing  of  leaks  was  comparatively  small,  being  only  about  200  and  all  of  a 
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f  this  number  42b  {laying,   6  free  connections,  22  fire  plugs,  and  1  water-lwat 
nse  were  added  during  the  past  year. 


In  this  city,  as  well  as  in  all  others,  the  question  of  wastage  is  one  of  the  most  per- 
plexing in  the  economical  management  of  a  plant,  and  the  opportunities  presented 
fur  wastage  in  Manila  are  very  great. 

The  old  method  of  tapping  was  by  using  a  cold  chisel  to  make  a  hole  in  the  main 
and  then  a  saddle  or  sleeve  with  a  leather  washer  was  placed  around  the  main  and 
the  connection  screwed  on  the  sleeve;  and  upon  removal  of  water  service  from  this 
connection  this  sleeve  was  changed  for  another  which  covered  the  hole  in  the  main 
with  a  leather  washer;  this  was  screwed  down  tight  and  the  main  again  covered  up. 
In  cither  case  the  leather  washer  can  not  be  expected  to  last  more  than  four  or  five 
years,  and  upon  its  decaying  an  underground  leak  and  wastage  results.  However, 
this  can  be  avoided  to  a  certain  extent,  as  the  subsoil  here  is  naturally  so  saturated 
with  water  that  when  one  of  these  leaks  occurs  the  water  will  in  most  casej  come  to 
the  surface  and  can  be  easily  detected.  This  will  be  further  prevented  in  the  future 
by  using  a  threaded  tap  and  cut-off  cock,  and  if  it  is  desired  to  cut  out  the  water 
service  the  cut-off  cock  will  remain  in  the  main,  thereby  preventing  any  jioBsible 
chance  of  wastage. 

Another  opportunity  for  wastage,  though  comparatively  small,  occurs  in  the  use 
of  public  fountains  of  adornment.  As  these  fountains  are  for  ornament  purely,  the 
permitting  them  to  run  through  the  night  serves  no  purpose  and  causes  a  correspond- 
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ing  wastage,  which  could  be  saved  by  the  fountains  t>eing  cut  off  at  dark  and  turned 
on  at  dawn. 

In  considering  the  matter  of  wastage,  the  sprinkling  or  fire  plugs  and  public 
hydrants  again  come  to  notice  as  presenting  the  greatest  opportunity  for  the  loss  of 
water.  The  numerous  hvdrants  are  always  leaking  more  or  less,  and  in  many  cases 
are  left  running  by  careless  consumers  for  hours,  and  it  is  generally  the  case  that 
when  water  is  taken  from  these  hydrants  a  vessel  is  placed  on  the  ground  under  the 
hydrant  spout  and  the  water  turned  on,  sometimes  striking  the  vessel  fairly  but  in 
most  cases  only  partially,  thereby  allowing  much  more  water  to  waste  than  is  caught 
in  the  vessel.  Large  pools  or  streams  of  wasted  water  can  be  seen  near  these  hydrants 
all  the  time. 

This  can  l)e  prevented,  as  has  lx?en  said  t>efore,  by  the  removal  of  all  the  hydrants 
that  are  not  al)solutely  necessary  for  the  poor. 

The  present  system  of  street  sprinkling  presents  an  equal  if  not  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity for  wantage.  Theoretically  this  method  is  not  so  Iwui,  as  all  the  hose  are  sup- 
posed to  l>e  provided  with  a  packing  ring  on  the  inside  of  the  union  and  to  be  screwed 
down  tightly  on  the  plug.  In  practice  such  is  not  the  case,  for  with  the  habitual 
carelessness  of  the  Filipino  lalx>rers  they  merely  screw  the  union  down  far  enough 
to  take  hold,  so  if  the  hose  has  a  {tacking  ring  it  serves  no  purpose.  Consequently, 
when  the  plug  is  used,  which  is  practically  twice  a  day,  more  water  is  wasted  than 
is  discharged  at  the  nozzle.  This  matter  being  out  of  the  hands  of  the  water  depart- 
ment, nothing  can  be  done  to  prevent  the  loss.  If  these  two  wastages  could  be 
prevented,  the  consumption  and  corresponding  cost  of  operation  of  the  plant  would 
be  very  materially  reduced. 

The  wastage  of  private  consumers  has  been  reduced  to  a  nominal  amount  by  the 
introduction  of  the  water-meter  system.  As  no  person  will  willingly  pay  for  more 
water  than  is  used,  and  if  the  meter  registers  a  greater  amount  than  is  thought  used, 
search  is  immediately  made  for  the  cause,  which  generally  results  in  the  finding  of  a 
leak,  etc.,  which  are  immediately  repaired. 

METER  SYSTEM. 

All  paying  consumers  are  required  to  install  a  meter  which  measures  the  exact 
amount  of  water  consumed.  This  meter  must  l>e  of  a  make  which  has  been  exam- 
ined and  approved  by  this  de]iartinent;  and  l>efore  the  installation  each  meter  is 
tested  by  comparison  with  a  master  meter  kept  at  the  waterworks  for  that  purpose. 
Following  is  a  list  of  approved  meters  in  use  at  present:  Bee,  Crown,  Lambert,  Ken- 
nedy, Niagara,  Siemens,  Tylor,  Kreslau,  Michel,  Frager,  Ketterer,  Pittsburg,  Thonson, 
Nash,  and  Mieneki. 

It  is  probable  that  some  of  these  will  have  to  l>e  disapproved  as  Wing  unsatisfactory. 
A  record  is  being  kept  at  present  of  all  meters,  and  tests  are  l>eing  applied  in  order 
to  select  the  most  serviceable  and  economical.  In  general  the  disk  meters  are  not 
satisfactory  unless  the  disks  are  very  strong  and  convex.  Disk  meters  come  most 
frequently  to  the  repair  shop,  and  in  nearly  all  cases  the  disks  are  either  broken  or 
warped  out  of  shape,  thereby  destroying  their  accuracy.     They  are  much  easier  to 

fret  clogged  with  mud  or  gravel  than  the  meters  which  measure;  by  a  wheel.  The 
atter  are  proving  to  be  satisfactory.  However,  a  thorough  test  will  l>e  made  before 
a  decision  is  given  against  any  meter.  In  the  end  only  meters  which  have  proven 
to  be  satisfactory  will  be  allowed  to  l>e  used. 

It  would  be  more  satisfactory'  if  the  water  department  owned  all  meters  and  rented 
them  at  a  reasonable  rate.  This  would  insure  a  good  system  of  meters,  and  extra 
parts  could  l>c  always  kept  on  hand,  and  the  meters  kept  in  good  condition;  besides, 
it  would  be  an  encouragement  toward  increasing  the  nundwr  of  consumers,  as  many 
would  be  willing  to  install  water  service  if  it  were  not  for  the  first  cost  of  installation. 
This  would  also  create  a  small  source  of  revenue,  as  a  meter  could  lx»  rented  at  a  rate 
which,  during  the  life  of  a  meter,  would  total  a  small  amount  more  than  the  original 
cost. 

CONSUMPTION. 

The  most  remarkable  fact  in  connection  with  the  water  supply  is  the  very  small 
number  of  recorded  consumers  for  a  city  of  this  size,  the  last  census  giving  it  in  round 
numbers  245,000,  and  of  this  numl>er  less  than  2,000  are  recorded  water  consumers, 
while  a  city  in  the  United  States  of  corresponding  size  would  have  from  30,000  to 
40,000. 

The  small  number  in  Manila  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  poverty  and  false 
economy  of  its  inhabitants,  some  being  too  poor  to  pay  for  water,  but  the  majority

in  the  principal  districts  preferring  to  have  their  water  brought  from  public  hydrants 
by  servants  rather  than  pay  the  small  sum  required  for  water  installation. 

The  houses  of  practically  all  Europeans  ana  Americans  have  water  service. 

The  number  of  consumers  is  increasing,  however.  In  1897  the  consumers  num- 
bered 967;  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1900,  1,340,  and  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  1901,  1,775,  the  last  exclusive  of  all  water  boats,  launches,  etc.,  owned  by  the 
custom-house,  captain  of  the  port,  and  quartermaster's  department,  which  are  not 
recorded  as  consumers,  they  being  all  free.  The  increase  is  nearly  double  in  less 
than  four  years.  The  demand  for  water  is  also  steadily  increasing,  the  consumption 
in  1897  being  6,441,011  cubic  meters;  during  fiscal  year  1900,  8,305,611  cubic  meters, 
and  during  fiscal  year  1901,  9,252,844  cubic  meters.  Consumption  during  past  year, 
as  stated  above,  9,252,844  cubic  meters. 

Maximum  consumption  for  any  one  month,  867,276  cubic  meters,  in  May,  1900. 

Minimum  consumption  for  any  one  month,  633,915  cubic  meters,  in  August,  1900. 

Average  monthly  consumption,  771,070.3333  cubic  meters. 

Average  daily  consumption,  25,702.3444  cubic  meters. 

Manila  compares  very  favorably  with  other  cities  as  to  usage  per  capita,  same  being 
in  United  States  standard  gallons,  per  capita,  27.71,  the  average  of  50  cities  in  the 
United  States  being  97.7. 

Manila  compares  very  unfavorably  with  other  cities  as  to  number  of  inhabitants 
per  tap,  being  137.41.     Number  in  cities  in  the  United  States  ranges  from  5  to  15. 

Of  the  9,252,844  cubic  meters  consumed  in  the  city  during  the  past  year,  only 
1,139,349  cubic  meters  was  used  by  paying  consumers,  the  remaining  8,113,495  cubic 
meters  tieing  used  by  the  government,  general  public,  and  wasted. 

The  amount  consumed  by  the  government  is  estimated  at  2,952,000  cubic  meters. 

REVENUE. 

The  entire  revenue  of  the  water  department  is  derived  from  the  collections  from 
private  consumers — the  government,  all  small  boats  used  by  the  captain  of  the  port, 
custom-house,  and  quartermaster's  department,  about  40  in  number,  water  for  street- 
sprinkling  purposes,  and  water  for  general  public  being  entirely  free — restricting  the 
revenue  of  the  water  department  to  only  a  very  small  part  oi  the  water  produced, 
as  the  plant  is  required  to  produce  water  for  the  use  of  the  entire  city,  and  is  depend- 
ent on  less  than  2,000  consumers  for  its  revenue. 

It  is  quite  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  government  should  pay  for  the  water 
consumed  by  it  as  well  as  those  of  the  public  who  are  able  to  do  so,  or  be  forced  to 
stop  using  free  water  by  having  the  public  hydrants  taken  out  of  their  districts. 

While  the  number  of  taps  used  by  the  government  are  comparativelv  small,  yet 
they  represent  a  much  larger  consumption  of  water  than  would  be  used  f>y  the  same 
number  of  private  taps,  for  example,  such  taps  as  the  large  corral,  on  the  Malecon 
driveway,  tlie  ice  factorv,  launches,  slaughter  pens,  etc.  The  water  used  by  the 
slaughterhouse  alone  is  about  290.55  cubic  meters,  valued  at  $5.81  per  day,  or 
$2,09 UK)  per  year.  The  estimated  average  amount  used  by  launches  264  cubic 
meters,  valued  at  $5.28  per  day,  or  $1,900.30  per  year.  The  total  amount  estimated 
as  used  by  the  government  for  past  year  is  2,952,000  cubic  meters,  valued  at  $59,040. 
Of  course  this  amount  is  estimated,  there  being  no  meters  or  markers  on  a  majority 
of  these  taps,  but  the  estimate,  if  not  correct,  is  certainly  not  greater  than  the  actual 
consumption,  and  is  considered  a  fair  average. 

Under  the  Spanish  Government  a  tax  was  levied  of  1  cent  per  pound  on  all  meat 
killed  in  the  city,  and  one-half  of  the  tax  turned  over  to  the  water  department  to  be 
included  in  its  revenues,  and  was  considered  necessary  to  reimburse  the  water  depart- 
ment for  the  water  used  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  for  other  public  purposes.  This 
tax  is  being  collected  at  present  and  has  been  since  the  American  occupation,  but 
has  never  been  credited  to  the  water  department.  The  amount  of  this  tax  collected 
by  the  Spanish  Government  in  1897  equaled  $46,500;  the  amount  due  the  water 
department  for  the  past  year  is  $25,637.66.  Besides  this  a  tax  is  collected  by  the 
present  administration  for  street  sprinkling,  cleaning,  etc ;  and  as  the  water  depart- 
ment furnishes  the  water,  it  looks  reasonable  that  the  department  should  receive  a 
fair  percentage  of  the  tax  levied  as  a  reimbursement  for  water  used. 

As  the  revenue  stands  for  the  past  year  the  collections  from  private  consumers 
amounted  to  over  half  the  running  expenses,  collections  for  the  past  year  being 
$31,513.66,  and  expenditures  $54,710.86.  If  the  meat  tax  had  been  added  to  the  col- 
lections there  would  have  l>een  a  profit  of  $1,455.18,  and  whatever  amount  which 
would  have  been  collected  from  the  government  for  water  usage  and  a  reasonable 
percentage  from  the  street-sprinkling  tax  there  would  have  been  still  more  profit. 
The  tax  totaled  $19,057  during  the  past  year.     If  the  water  department  was  permit- 
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ted  to  receive  value  for  a  reasonable  Quantity  of  the  water  furnished,  it  would  not 
onlv  pay  expenses  but  l>e  a  profitable  department. 

^he  price  per  cubic  meter  should  also  l)e  increased,  as  the  present  prices  were  con- 
sidered just  when  labor,  coal,  and  all  materials  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
plant  cost  just  about  half  what  they  do  now.  It  seems  only  reasonable  that  the 
price  of  water  should  advance  in  proportion  to  its  cost  of  production.

The  increase  in  ex|>ense,  cost  of  coal  and  cost  of  production  is  explained  by  the 
increased  price  of  all  materials  and  supplies,  which  in  most  cases  are  doable  what 
they  formerly  were.  For  example,  in  1887  Australian  coal  was  used  at  plant  and 
cost  $7  per  ton,  while  the  same  coal  now  would  cost  $15.75  per  ton.  The  plant  is 
now  using  Japan  coal,  which  is  much  inferior  to  Australian  and  costs  $11.25,  which 
is  $4.45  more  than  Australian  cost  in  1897.  I^al>or  was  to  be  had  at  from  12J  to  25 
cents,  while  now  it  is  not  to  be  had  for  less  than  40  cents.  By  comparison  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  if  the  prices  were  the  same  now  as  in  1897  that  the  percentage  of 
increase  of  expense  ana  cost  of  production  would  compare  very  favorably  with  the 
increase  of  consumption.  The  increase  in  consumption  and  collections  speak  for 
themselves,  the  former  being  43  j>er  cent  and  the  latter  92  per  cent. 

The  increase  in  consumption  of  water  and  consumption  of  coal  compare  very  favor- 
ably, the  former  being  43  per  cent  and  the  latter  31  per  cent;  consumption  and 
expense  43  per  cent  and  75  per  cent,  respectively,  while  collections  have  increased 
92  per  cent. 

The  increased  price  of  production  of  water  per  cubic  meter  in  1901  over  1900  (0.0049 
and  0.0059,  respectively)  is  explained  by  the  increase*  1  price  paid  for  coal  (in  1900  it 
was  $9.90,  while  in  1901  it  is  $11.25  jht  ton),  the  increase  in  salaries  and  money 
paid  for  labor,  and  the  money  spent  toward  improving  the  plant  and  city  service.     If 
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all  prices  had  remained  the  same  and  no  more  improvements  had  been  made  this 
year  than  last  year,  the  total  expenditures  would  nave  been  $45,296.26  instead  of 
$54,710.86.  The  cost  per  cubic  meter  would  have  been  0.0048  instead  of  0.0059, 
which  former  is  as  cheap  as  was  produced  in  Spanish  times,  when  every  article  was 
half  as  cheap  as  now. 

The  personnel  of  department  is  as  follows: 

Department  under  the  supervision  of  Capt  C.  W.  Mead,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,

employed  as  superintendent  of  water  supply.  Mr.  Wilson  was  killed  on  November 
3,  1900,  by  lad  rones,  l)etween  Manila  and  the  pumping  station  while  en  route  to  pay 
off.  Upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Wilson,  Lieut  E.  V.  D.  Murphy,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry, 
U.  8.  v.,  was  detailed  as  superintendent  on  September  5,  1900.  Captain  Mead  was 
succeeded  as  superintendent  by  Lieut.  Lytle  Brown,  Corps  of  Engineers,  under  whose 
supervision  the  plant  is  at  present  Lieutenant  Murphy  was  succeeded  December  31, 
1900,  by  Lieut.  H.  R.  Casey,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  who  is  at  present  act- 
ing in  that  capacity.

Sir:  Pursuaut  to  instructions  from  the  provost-marshal-general  contained  in  circu- 
lar letter  dated  25th  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  oper- 
ations and  expenditures  of  the  department  of  public  illumination  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1901: 

As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report  of  this  department,  the  streets  and  harbor  of  this 
city  are  lighted  by  means  of  electricity,  the  power  being  furnished  by  the  corporation 
known  as  the  "  Electricista"  under  a  twenty  years'  franchise  with  the  city,  dating 
from  the  8th  day  of  October,  1892,  the  day  upon  which  the  franchise  was  signed. 
This  franchise  does  not  forbid  the  establishment  of  other  electric  plants  in  the  city, 
but  merely  gives  the  company  the  exclusive  right  of  lighting  (at  a  stated  price)  the 
streets,  harbor,  and  municipal  buildings  of  the  city  for  the  period  named. 

The  disbursements  for  lighting  during  the  year  were  separated  into  two  parts,  viz: 

First.  The  lighting  of  the  streets,  harbor,  public  civil  buildings,  public  markets, 
police  stations,  and  Bilibid  prison  was  paid  by  the  department  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  provost-marshal-general  upon  vouchers  prepared  by  this  depart- 
ment. 

Second.  The  lighting  of  the  hospitals,  military  headquarters  buildings,  arsenal, 
exposition  barracks,  cold-storage  plant,  etc.,  was  paid  by  the  chief  Quartermaster  of 
the  division  or  by  the  chief  quartermasters  of  the  departments  of  Northern  and 
Southern  Luzon,  the  bills  being  first  inspected  and  verified  by  this  department 

The  lighting  of  the  quarters  occupied  by  Emilio  Aguinaldo,  a  former  insurgent 
leader,  has  been  paid  for  through  the  adjutant-general  of  the  Division  of  the  Philip- 
pines. 

March  1,  1901,  the  company  supplying  the  electric  power  rearranged  its  system  of 
computing  its  charges,  the  effect  being  what  undoubtedly  was  the  principal  object — 
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to  raise  the  price  of  service.  The  high  coal  prices  were  quoted  as  the  cause  of  this 
action.  Upon  the  protest  of  this  department,  the  company  agreed  to  raise  the  dis- 
count of  20  per  cent  hitherto  allowed  the  Government  on  all  lights  burning  half  the 
night  to  25  per  cent,  thus  practically  equalizing  the  raise  in  price  so  far  as  the  city 
was  concerned. 

The  city's  telephone  service  is  furnished  by  the  Manila  Telephone  Company, 
which  also  holds  a  charter  granted  by  the  Spanish  Government.  The  city  receives 
from  this  company  6  per  cent  of  its  gross  earnings  and  the  free  use  of  5  per  cent  of 
the  number  of  telephones  paid  for  by  the  subscribers. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June  30  telephones  were  paid  for  by  this  department,  and  14 
were  furnished  the  city  gratis  for  the  use  of  various  departments. 

Lists  of  new  installations  and  of  expenditures  made  through  this  department  are 
attached. 

The  installation  of  lights  in  the  Luneta  band  stands,  though  supervised  through  this 
department,  was  paid  By  the  department  of  parks  from  a  fund  set  aside  for  the  beau- 
tincation  of  the  Luneta.  The  lights  which  were  taken  from  the  old  band  stand 
being  properly  street  lights,  they  were  placed  in  position  in  Calle  Marina  and  Calle 
San  Jose,  Ermita,  thus  lighting  those  streets. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  number  of  lights  be  placed  in  the  streets  of  the  Malate, 
Paco,  and  Tondo  districts.  The  Tondo  district  is  especially  in  need  of  lighting. 
North  of  the  division  line  from  the  Meisic  barrio  there  is  not  a  single  light,  though 
this  district  comprises  one  of  the  most  densely  populated  parts  of  the  city.

Upon  the  discontinuance  of  this  office  the  military  records  were  turned  over  to  the 
adjutant-general,  headauarters  provost-marshal-general,  Separate  Brigade,  provost 
guard,  Manila,  P.  I.  The  civil  records  were  turned  over  to  the  secretary  to  the 
municipal  board.

Pro vost- Marshal- General,  Manila,  P.  I. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  order  of  April  19  I  have  the  honor  to  report  upon 
recent  progress  made  in  the  department  of  public  instruction. 

The  undersigned  was  appointed  city  superintendent  of  schools  on  October  26, 1900, 
and  as  this  is  the  first  report  called  for  by  these  headquarters,  the  following  review 
will  cover  the  work  oi  the  past  six  months  that  have  elapsed  since  the  above  date. 

The  most  significant  change  is  that  which  has  taken  place  in  the  attitude  of  the 
Filipino  teachers.  Owing  to  the  uncertainty  that  had  attended  the  American  occu- 
pation of  these  islands,  six  months  ago  scarcely  any  changes  had  been  introduced 
into  the  public  schools  of  Manila.  Few  of  the  teachers  had  gained  any  knowledge 
of  English,  nor  had  there  been  any  change  in  the  character  of  studies  pursued. 
Text-books  were  in  the  Spanish  tongue,  and  Spanish  was  the  only  language  neard  in 
the  school  buildings.  English  was  being  taught,  but  by  a  wholly  inadequate  force 
of  American  teachers,  in  several  cases  only  a  quarter  of  a  day  being  given  by  the 
teacher  of  English  to  a  school. 

In  December  the  plan  was  adopted  of  having  the  teachers  of  English  devote  at 
least  the  last  half  hour  of  the  forenoon  to  the  instruction  of  the  Filipino  teachers,  and 
at  the  same  time  the  announcement  was  made  that  very  shortly  Spanish  as  a  medium 
of  instruction  would  be  abandoned.  Filipino  teachers  who  had  made  sufficient 
progress  in  English  began  to  instruct  the.  primary  classes  in  chart  and  primer  work. 
With  a  very  few  exceptions  the  teachers  accepted  the  proposed  change  of  language, 
and  their  attitude  has  now  become  one  of  real  eagerness  for  the  adoption  of  English. 
They  have  also  so  far  progressed  in  their  knowledge  of  English  that  it  will  be  possible 
with  the  opening  of  schools  in  June  to  use  only  English.    Text-books  in  arithmetic, 
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geography,  and  reading  adapted  to  our  needs  here  have  been  procured  and  will  be 
exclusively  ut«ed.  Almost  without  exception  also  our  teachers  are  becoming  appre- 
ciably more  loyal  to  their  work  and  more  conscientious  in  its  discharge.  They  nave 
obeyed  all  orders  promptly  and  with  apparent  cheerfulness,  even  when  these  orders 
revoked  long-established  customs.  They  are  trying  hard  to  improve  the  discipline 
in  the  schools  and  to  better  their  method  of  instruction.  I  am  confident  that  they 
will  shortly  be  found  to  be  a  competent  and  deserving  band  of  teachers. 

The  question  of  religious  instruction  in  the  schools  has  also  been  settled  and  with- 
out friction  or  any  loss  in  the  attendance  of  pupils.  Upon  receipt  of  an  official  copy 
of  act  No.  74  of  the  Philippine  Commission,  which  forbids  any  religious  instruction  oy 
the  teacher,  a  comprehensive  order  was  issued  forbidding  the  practice  of  religious 
devotions  or  their  employment  as  methods  of  punishment,  the  discontinuance  of  all 
teaching  of  catechism  or  religious  doctrine,  ana  the  removal  from  the  schoolhouse  of 
all  books  containing  such  matter,  and  the  removal  from  schoolrooms  of  crucifixes, 
religious  emblems,  sacred  pictures,  placards,  etc.  These  orders  were  in  every  case 
immediately  and  exactly  complied  with.  There  was  no  protest  from  either  parents 
or  teachers  and,  as  above  stated,  no  diminution  in  the  attendance,  the  school  year 
closing  with  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of  these  public  schools.  To  many 
of  the  teachers  the  change  was  apparently  welcome. 

The  greatest  difficulty  under  wnich  the  schools  have  labored  has  been  the  lack  of 
suitable  buildings.  The  two  Malate  schools  and  the  Quiapo  boys'  school  are  the  only 
buildings  owned  by  the  municipality  or  designed  by  their  constructors  for  school 
purposes.  These  buildings  have  been  renovated,  repaired,  and  painted.  All  other 
schools,  except  the  Pasay  boys'  school,  which  meets  in  the  Tribunal  building, 
and  the  Corregidor  schools,  which  meet  in  the  church,  are  accommodated  in 
dwelling  houses  rented  for  the  purpose.  These  buildings,  besides  being  unsuited  by 
their  construction  for  school  purposes  and  inadequate  to  accommodate  all  who 
applied  for  admission,  were,  without  exception,  occupied  by  the  families  of  the  prin- 
cipals as  dwellings,  this  being  the  Spanisn  custom.  In  February  a  sum  of  money 
was  appropriated  to  pay  to  these  principals  in  lieu  of  their  occupancy  of  school 
buildings,  and  the  effort  of  their  removal  was  begun.  In  spite  01  the  scarcity  of 
dwellings  and  high  rents  prevalent,  22  of  the  40  principals  have  left  the  school 
buildings,  and  the  remainder  will  vacate  during  the  coming  month  in  time  for  the 
buildings  to  l>e  overhauled  for  the  opening  of  the  new  school  year.  This  change 
has  so  far  been  accomplished  without  friction  or  hardship  to  the  teachers.  It  will 
greatly  increase  the  capacity  of  our  schools. 

Appropriation  was  made  in  January  for  the  establishment  of  8  new  schools,  but 
owing  to  inability  to  find  buildings  only  the  boys'  and  girls'  schools  in  North  Tondo 
were  opened.  Buildings  have  now  been  secured  for  new  schools  in  San  Nicolas  and 
Santa  Mesa  districts,  while  in  Dulumbayan  authority  has  been  given  to  erect  build- 
ings of  nipa. 

In  December  the  schools  of  Corregidor  Island  were  added  to  the  charge  of  this  depart- 
ment by  the  general  superintendent  of  public  instruction  and  the  approval  of  the 
provost-marshal-general.  Supplies  and  pay  of  teacher  have  also  been  furnished  to 
the  Leper  hospital,  and  supplies  and  teacher  also  to  the  prisoners  at  the  Malate 
Cuartel. 

Five  night  schools  for  the  teaching  of  adults  were  organized  during  the  past  year 
in  Sampaloc,  Manila,  Binondo,  Malate,  and  Tondo.  The  nightly  attendance  at  these 
five  schools  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  over  2,000. 

March  30  all  schools  closed  for  vacation,  to  be  reopened  in  June. 

On  April  10  was  opened  the  preliminary  term  of  the  Manila  Normal  School.  This 
term  or  institute  has  been  planned  for  the  benefit  of  Filipino  teachers.  With  two 
exceptions  all  teachers  of  this  department  have  been  in  attendance.  They  have 
had  daily  instruction  in  English,  arithmetic,  and  geography  and  have  also  had 
opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  various  lines  of  school  work  which  have 
been  conducted  in  the  school.  These  include  manual  training,  nature  study,  physi- 
ology, a  kindergarten,  art  work,  and  music.  I  believe  the  term  will  be  successful 
beyond  expectation  in  improving  the  methods  of  instruction  and  in  acquainting  the 
teachers  with  the  new  systems  ot  teaching  which  it  is  planned  to  introduce. 

The  schools  of  Manila  will  open  in  June  with  a  definite  course  of  English  studies,  a 
force  of  native  teachers  who  nave  some  acquaintance  with  American  educational 
ideas  and  who;  I  believe,' are  fully  in  sympathy  with  our  aims,  and  with  an  adequate 
number  of  trained  American  teachers. 

The  greatest  need  will  be  adequate  and  healthful  school  buildings.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  in  compliance  with  vour  order,  a  report  on  the 
department  of  city  schools  covering  the  period  from  May  4,  the  date  of  the  last 
report,  to  June  30. 

The  regular  annual  vacation  of  two  and  one-half  months  closed  on  June  17,  the 
only  event  of  consequence  occurring  between  the  date  of  the  last  report  and  the 
opening  of  schools  being  the  completion  of  the  Normal  Institute  for  teachers,  held  in 
the  Girls*  Municipal  School  Building,  from  April  10  to  May  10,  which  both  the 
native  and  the  American  teachers  of  this  department  attended;  the  former  as  students, 
the  latter  as  instructors. 

As  a  result  of  the  experience  of  the  previous  year  and  the  work  done  in  the  Nor- 
mal Institute,  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year  found  the  native  teachers  much 
further  advanced  in  the  study  and  use  of  English  than  ever  before  and  possessed  of 
a  new  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  the  subject  of  instruction,  as  well  as  in  methods  and 
school  organization.  The  opening  of  the  new  year  was  considered  a  propitious  occa- 
sion for  tne  inauguration  of  an  entire  new  course  of  study  in  the  primary  schools, 
consistent  with  the  general  progress  in  the  study  of  English,  as  well  as  in*  advance- 
ment in  methods.  A  printed  announcement  of  this  course  of  study  is  herewith 
inclosed,  marked  "  Exhibit  A."  It  assumes  the  complete  elimination  of  the  Span- 
ish language  from  the  schools,  both  as  a  means  and  as  a  subject  of  instruction.  Dur- 
ing the  short  time  since  its  introduction  it  has  met  with  universal  approval  and 
support  from  the  native  teachers,  being  directly  in  line  with  their  strong  desire,  as 
well  as  that  of  the  pupils,  to  acquire  the  use  of  the  English  language. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  June  the  number  of  native  teachers  has  been 
increased  from  100  to  115  and  the  average  salary  from  $15  to  $25,  United  States  cur- 
rency, in  accordance  with  their  increase  in  efficiency.  The  number  of  English 
teachers  in  the  department  has  not  been  materially  increased. 

The  principals  formerly  occupying  school  houses  have  in  every  case  moved  out, 
leaving  more  space  for  school  purposes.  Thus  it  has  been  possible  to  accommodate 
a  much  larger  number  of  pupils  in  the  same  number  of  buildings.  New  schools  have 
been  opened  as  follows:  One  in  Santa  Mesa  for  both  boys  and  girls,  one  at  No.  132 
Calle  Anloague  exclusively  for  Chinese  boys,  and  two  in  Pasay  for  both  boys  and 
girls.  The  average  attendance  during  June  in  all  the  primary  schools  was  3,490,  the 
matriculation  having  only  fairly  begun  by  the  end  of  the  month.  A  much  greater 
increase  in  attendance  over  that  of  any  other  period  is  expected  for  the  coming  year, 
the  supplying  of  more  school  furniture,  more  ouildings,  and  an  increased  number  of 
teachers  making  possible  the  matriculation  of  a  much  larger  number  than  ever  before. 
Much  has  been  done  toward  the  better  furnishing  and  equipping  of  the  schools,  as 
well  with  actual  necessary  school  furniture  an  with  those  apparati,  decorations,  etc., 
that  are  so  essential  in  making  a  school  as  comfortable  and  attractive  as  it  should  be. 
Material  and  apparatus  have  been  supplied  for  both  kindergarten  and  manual-train- 
ing classes  in  most  of  the  schools,  and  classes  in  drawing,  under  the  instruction  of  an 
American  drawing  teacher,  have  also  been  organized  in  a  number  of  schools. 

But  the  chief  difficulty  in  the  material  improvement  of  the  schools  has  not  yet 
been  surmounted,  nor  does  there  seem  to  be  any  possibility  of  it  until  new  and  suit- 
able buildings  can  be  secured.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  belonging  to  the  munici- 
pality and  a  few  specially  remodeled  and  repaired  for  school  purposes,  the  buildings 
m  use  in  the  department  are  in  almost  every  respect  unsuitable.  They  were  bufit 
originally  as  dwelling  houses;  the  rooms  are  usually  small  and  dark  and  illy  venti- 
lated; with  few  exceptions  there  is  no  place  for  playgrounds;  the  location  is  noisy 
and  sanitary  conditions  bad;  many  are  in  need  of  expensive  repairs  and  alterations, 
which  the  owners  are  not  disposed  to  make. 

The  evening  schools  established  during  the  past  school  year  opened  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  all  for  classes  on  six  evenings  a  week,  part  of  them  having  been 
conducted  only  three  evenings  a  week  during  the  last  school  year.  The  evening 
school  held  in  the  Girls'  Municipal  School  Building  on  Calle  Victoria,  Walled  City, 
has  been  reserved  for  advanced  work  exclusively,  classes  being  organized  in  stenog- 
raphy, typewriting,  bookkeeping,  and  advanced  work  in  English. 

The  evening  schools  have  come  to  represent  a  very  large  and  important  part  of  the 
work  of  this  department.  They  require  the  services  of  from  50  to  60  American 
teachers,  and  have  an  attendance  of  over  2,000  pupils,  mostly  adults.  Many  more 
could  be  matriculated  were  it  possible  to  accommodate  them.  The  work  is  carried  on 
with  persistent  energy  by  the  great  majority  matriculated  in  the  evening  schools, 
and  representatives  from  every  profession,  occupation,  and  walk  in  life  are  making 
sapid  progress  in  the  mastery  of  English. 
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This  being  the  close  of  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  new  school  year,  little  that  has 
been  planned  has  as  yet  had  time  to  be  put  in  operation,  but  the  beginning  prom- 
ises much  progress  in  the  coming  year.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  a  report  on  the  department  of  city 
schools  covering  the  period  from  June  30  to  August  8,  in  compliance  with  your 
order. 

During  the  month  of  July  the  force  of  native  teachers  was  increased  from  115  to 
141,  and  the  average  attendance  of  pupils  in  the  primary  schools  from  3,490,  the 
average  for  June,  to  5,123.  The  maximum  average  attendance  in  this  department 
last  year  in  the  primary  schools  was  only  4,560.  A  much  greater  increase  over  last 
year  is  expected  to  be  shown  in  the  reports  for  August. 

On  July  8  a  school  for  English-speaking  children  was  opened  in  the  Girls'  Munici- 
pal School  building,  on  CalTe  Victoria,  with  the  name  of  the  Municipal  Grammar 
School.  This  school  has  3  American  teachers,  with  an  attendance  of  about  60  pupils, 
mostly  Americans.  A  printed  announcement  of  the  course  of  study  is  herewith 
inclosed,  marked  "Exhibit  A. " 

An  evening  school  for  men  was  opened  in  Quiapo  on  July  1,  and  one  for  women 
on  August  1.    Together  they  have  an  attendance  of  atxmt  400. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Commission,  dated  July  3,  the  Nautical  School  was  with- 
drawn from  this  department  and  placed  directly  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  general 
superintendent;  estimates  and  appropriations  for  the  present  quarter,  however,  hav- 
ing already  been  made  as  before,  the  finances  of  the  Nautical  School  will  not  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  finance  of  this  department  until  the  end  of  the  present  quarter. 

A  very  large  building  on  Calle  Madrid,  remodeled  and  repaired  for  school  purposes, 
has  been  secured  by  this  department.  It  will  accommodate  from  400  to  500  pupils 
and  will  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  department.  New  buildings 
have  also  been  secured  in  San  Sebastian  and  in  the  Trozo  district,  and  preparations 
are  under  way  to  open  schools  in  them  immediately. 

But  the  progress  of  the  public-school  system  of  Manila  requires  above  all  else  at 
the  present  time  almost  an  entire  lot  of  new  buildings,  planned  and  built  for  school 
purposes,  located  in  appropriate  centers  of  population,  equally  distributed  through- 
out the  city  in  sanitary  surroundings,  and  owned  by  the  municipality.  The  beet 
progress  can  not  be  attained  until  this  is  done.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  circular  of  July  25,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  the  transactions  of  this  office  for  the  period  commencing  July  1, 
1900,  and  ending  June  30,  1901. 

Maj.  William  P.  Vose,  Sixth  United  States  Artillery,  was  in  charge  of  the  office 
from  June  30  to  July  15,  1900,  upon  which  date  he  was  relieved  by  First  Lieut  John 
W.  H&ussermann,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  who  continued  in  charge  until 
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June  30,  1901,  when  he  waa  relieved  by  Capt.  John  H.  Beacom,  Sixth  United 

States  Infantry. 

The  data  furnished  in  this  report  wilt  be  found  under  the  fallowing  subheads: 
general  courts- martial,  summary  courts,  desertions,  military  commiseionR,  and  pro- 
vost courts. 

GENERAL  COURTS-MARTIAL. 

Four  officers,  3  of  the  regular  and  1  of  the  volunteer  service,  were  tried  by  gen- 
eral courts-martial.  One  was  acquitted,  one  dismissed  and  sentenced  to  three  years' 
confinement,  the  other  2  received  light  sentences.  Of  enlisted  men  there  were  397 
cases;  53  acquitted,  2  cases  disapproved,  and  166  sentenced  to  dishonorable  discharge. 

Eight  civilian  employees  of  the  Government  were  tried  by  general  courts-martial; 
3  acquitted,  3  sentenced  to  short  terms  of  confinement,  and  2  were  fined. 

The  following  will  show  the  work  in  detail: 
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Paragraph  1,  Special  Orders,  No.  21,  headquarters  provost-marsbal-geneml,  series 
1899,  established  a  summary  court  at  Parian  Station,  Manila,  for  the  trial  of  enlisted 
men  arrested  and  confined  there  not  belonging  to  the  provost  guard.

From  July  1,  1900,  to  February  18,  1901,  First  Lieut.  George  P.  Whitsett,  Thirty- 
second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  was  judge  of  the  inferior  provost  court  of  Manila.  On  the 
latter  date  Lieutenant  Whitsett  was  relieved  and  appointed  judge  of  the  superior  pro- 
vost court,  and  Maj.  W.  H.  Bishop,  Thirty -sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  was  appointed 
judge  of  the  inferior  court.  On  the  same  date  an  additional  provost  court  was  estab- 
ished  by  General  Orders,  No.  33,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  current 
series,  and  Capt.  Warren  H.  Ickis,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  was  appointed 
judge  of  the  additional  court.  Major  Bishop  and  Captain  Ickis  were  relieved  June 
30, 1901. 

On  August  25, 1900,  the  punishing  power  of  the  inferior  provost  court  was  increased 
by  General  Orders,  No.  76,  Headquarters  Divison  of  the  Philippines,  to  "  imprison- 
ment, with  or  without  hard  labor,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  fine 
not  exceeding  1,000  pesos,  or  by  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  said  court:"

Sik:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  period  from  July  1, 
1901,  to  August  7,  1901,  at  which  date  this  office  was  discontinued,  in  accordance  with 
General  Orders,  No.  49,  Headquarters  Pro v oat-Marshal- General,  current  series. 

Forty-two  general  court-martial  cases  were  referred  to  venous  courts  for  trial. 
The  records  in  22  of  these  cases  have  been  received  back  and  hove  been  acted  upon; 
the  remaining  20  remain  untried.  Of  the  20  men  tried  2  were  acquitted  ami  14 
were  sentenced  to  dishonorable  discharge.  The  amount  of  forfeitures  adjudged, 
exclusive  of  forfeitures  on  account  of  dishonorable  discharge,  was  (315;  confinement 
imposed,  18  years  1  month  and  7  days. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  men  tried  by  general  court-martial  in 
the  various  organizations  of  the  provost  guard,  and  the  article  of  war  violated:

Two  cases,  involving  four  defendants,  were  tried  by  military  commission,  resulting 
in  sentences  of  confinement  aggregating  seven  years.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  below  the  statistical  portion  of  the  report  made 
by  the  administrator  of  the  San  Lazaro  Hospital  Estate,  First  Lieut.  William  G. 
Doane,  Thirty -eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  made  May  1  last,  adding  to  the  figures 
therein  shown  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  months  of  May  and  June,  thus 
completing  the  figures  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

Under  authority  of  General  Orders,  No.  37,  headquarters  provost-marshal-general, 
dated  July  13,  1901,  I  assumed  charge  of  the  San  Lazaro  Estate  as  its  administrator 
on  the  17th  instant.  The  figures  shown  below  are  taken  from  the  records  of  my 
predecessor. 

All  values  as  herein  shown  are,  unless  otherwise  specified,  in  Mexican  currency. 

The  present  resources  of  the  estate  consist  of  the  following: 

First.  The  property  known  as  the  Hacienda  Mayjaligue,  having  a  frontage  of  about 
2,000  feet  on  Calle  Bilibid,  surrounding  Bilibid  Prison,  and  extending  thence  north 
to  the  Chinese  hospital,  about  1}  miles,  including  also  2  sections  of  land  in  the 
Hacienda  Santa  Clara,  to  the  east  of  this  tract,  known  as  Nos.  45  and  51.  Total  area, 
about  400  acres;  approximate  value,  $800,000.

Sir:  Referring  to  my  report  of  even  date  on  the  San  Lazaro  Hospital  Estate,  it  will 
be  noted  that  civil  funds  had  to  be  resorted  to  during  October,  November,  and  Decem- 
ber, 1900,  to  the  extent  of  $2,002.22.  So  far  this  year  this  has  been  unnecessary, 
owing  to  the  large  payments  made  by  tenants  in  January,  paying  for  the  entire  year. 
Other  tenants  are  paying  by  the  quarter  only,  and  we  will  not  see,  in  all  probability, 
as  large  a  payment  in  any  one  month  as  is  shown  in  January.  The  income  for  the 
estate  for  the  year  will  oe  approximately  24,516  pesos,  or  2,043  pesos  per  month. 
The  expenses  for  the  past  fiscal  year  have  amounted  to  21,002  pesos  and  15  cents,  or 
an  average  of  1, 750  pesos  and  18  cents  per  month.  For  the  three  months  ending  June 
30  the  expenses  amounted  to  9,354.79  pesos. 

Inasmuch  as  the  income  of  the  estate  is  in  a  measure  fixed  for  the  next  year  or  two. 
and  as  the  admissions  to  the  hospital  are  on  the  increase,  and  in  all  probability  will 
be  greater  in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  hospital 
must  likewise  increase,  and  aid  from  insular  or  other  funds  must  be  soon  asked  for. 

My  predecessor  estimated  the  fixed  expenses  of  the  estate  at  1,890 pesos  per  month, 
with  from  200  to  300  pesos  added  for  clothing,  repairs,  and  sundries,  which  would 
bring  the  approximate  expenses  per  month  to  2,190  pesos,  and  this  does  not  contem- 
plate the  payment  of  a  salary  to  an  administrator.  This  amount  is  about  150  pesos 
per  month  in  excess  of  my  estimated  receipts  of  the  estate. 

From  my  short  acquaintance  with  the  affairs  of  this  property,  I  believe  that  3,000 
pesos  per  month  for  the  next  three  months  would  be  a  conservative  estimate  of  the 
necessary  amount  of  funds  to  successfully  carry  on  its  affairs  without  contemplating 
any  salary  for  an  administrator. 

There  are  numerous  repairs  and  expenditures  for  beds,  clothing,  etc.,  necessary  to 

Eut  the  hospital  in  a  fairly  good  condition,  and  considerable  expense  necessary  to 
reak  ground  for  the  cultivation  of  vegetables,  zacati,  etc.,  which  would  in  time  pro- 
duce sufficient  to  entirely  wipe  out  expenditures  now  being  made  for  such  articles. 

Lieutenant  Doane  has  already  started  a  patch  of  zacati,  and  plowed  up  another 
small  patch  to  start  a  vegetable  garden.  I  think,  however,  that  nis  plans  should  be 
considerably  augmented. 
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The  management  of  so  large  an  estate  requires,  to  be  successful,  the  entire  attention 
of  one  man,  as  it  is  only  with  the  most  careful  study  and  personal  supervision  that 
adequate  results  can  be  obtained.  With  the  multifarious  matters  now  demanding 
my  attention  it  can  be  readily  understood  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  give  the 
close  attention  to  the  estate  that  it  deserves.

PROVISIONS  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  LEPERS. 

During  the  whole  period  of  Spanish  domination  in  these  islands  there  appears  to 
have  been  no  comprenensive  effort  made  having  in  view  the  conservation  and  pro- 
motion of  the  public  health.  In  no  respect  is  this  better  illustrated  than  in  the  care 
of  lepers.  The  division  of  responsibility  in  such  matters  between  state  and  church 
which  obtained  under  Spanish  rule  was  not  conducive  to  good  results,  and  there 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  at  any  time  that  united  effort  on  the  part  of  state 
officials  and  church  authorities,  the  latter  having  the  administration  of  such  leper 
institutions  as  existed  under  Spanish  rule,  which  was  plainly  required  to  effectively 
isolate  individuals  suffering  from  this  disease  in  the  islands  as  a  whole  or  in  the 
capital  city. 

At  the  time  of  the  fall  of  Manila  the  only  leper  institutions  worthy  of  mention 
were  the  hospital  of  San  Lazaro  at  Manila,  a  hospital  at  Cebu,  and  another  at  Nueva 
Caceres,  their  total  capacity  being  stated  by  Spanish  authorities  at  400.  Such  pro- 
visions as  had  been  made,  aside  from  the  hospitals  just  mentioned,  were  of  a  minor 
character  and  consisted  in  many  cases  of  mere  clusters  of  huts  on  the  outskirts  of 
some  large  town,  in  the  markets  and  streets  of  which  the  lepers  daily  sought  public 
charity,  and  were  the  result  of  local  initiative  invited  by  the  decree  of  183%.  These 
leper  settlements  served  the  purpose  of  removing  from  constant  contact  with  the 
masses  a  class  of  individuals  who  were  suffering  from  a  loathsome  disease,  but  the 
danger  of  contagion  and  the  propagation  of  that  disease  among  the  people  of  the 
islands  were  not  materially  lessened  thereby. 

Principal  among  the  leper  institutions  noted  above  was  the  Hospital  of  San  Lazaro 
at  Manila.  It  was  established  as  a  general  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  pauper  sick 
in  the  sixteenth  century  by  the  Franciscan  order  of  friars,  was  changed  to  a  leper 
hospital  in  1784,  and  has  oeen  administered  almost  continuously  until  the  13th  of 
August,  1898,  by  prelates  of  the  order  named,  although  supported  largely  by  con- 
tributions from  the  insular  treasury.  This  hospital  was  found  abandoned  by  the 
friars  on  the  entrance  of  United  States  troops  in  this  city.  Prompt  relief  was  given 
the  few  inmates  who  remained  in  the  hospital,  but  by  far  the  larger  portion  had  left 
the  hospital  and  become  absorbed  in  the  community  at  large.  These  individuals 
were  returned  to  the  hospital  by  the  police  where  they  did  not  return  voluntarily. 

An  administrator  was  appointed  by  the  provost-marshal-general  for  the  immediate 
management  of  the  hospital  and  of  the  estate  from  which  it  derived  its  chief  support 
After  a  short  period  of  mismanagement  this  first  administrator  was  succeeded  oy  a 
second,  who  proved  to  be,  perhaps,  of  greater  integrity  of  character  but  lacking  in 
the  requisite  ability  and  energy.  Under  both  of  these  administrators  it  was  neces- 
sary to  continue  support  from  public  funds. 

On  July  12,  1899,  the  Franciscan  order  petitioned  for  the  restitution  to  it  of  this 
hospital  and  its  administration.  Thepetition  was  referred  to  Capt  W.  E.  Birkhimer, 
Third  U.  8.  Artillery  (since  colonel  Twenty-eighth  Infantry,  XL  S.  V.),  and  at  that 
time  an  associate  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  who  made  a  thorough  investigation  as 
to  the  merits  of  the  claims  of  this  order,  summarizing  his  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations as  follows: 

"The  leper  hospital  is  a  public  institution.  It  has  all  the  indicia  of  such  an  estab- 
lishment The  suffering  public  peculiarly  affected  are  admitted  there;  it  is  mostly 
supported  by  resources  drawn  from  the  public  domain  and  contributed  to  this  spe- 
cific purpose  by  royal  order;  the  barefooted  Franciscan  friars  who  ministered  there 
were  simply  agents  of  the  Government,  which  agents  were  changeable  at  will;  it  is 
subjected  to  governmental  inspections,  and,  although  it  may  be  true,  as  claimed  by 
their  order,  that  the  barefooted  have  done  great  good  in  successfully  soliciting  and 
dispensing  aims  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital's  suffering  inmates,  this  circumstance, 
while  adorning  human  nature  and  signalizing  virtue,  can  not,  nor  does  it  in  the  least, 
affect  the  governmental  character  of  the  establishment. 
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In  consonance  with  its  object  and  character  it  is  recommended  that  the  leper  hos- 
pital be  continued  under  governmental  supervision." 

In  a  subsequent  investigation  there  was  discovered  in  the  public  archives  a  letter 
from  the  provincial  of  the  Order  of  San  Francisco,  dated  May  23,  1898,  petitioning 
the  Spanish  Government  to  assume  the  administration  of  this  hospital  and  its  prop- 
erties and  provide  for  the  same  such  form  of  administration  as  might  be  deemed  most 
convenient  for  the  interests  of  said  hospital,  accompanying  such  application  with  the 
statement  that  the  "  Franciscan  corporation  had  absolutely  no  material  interest  in 
retaining  the  administration  of  said  hospital,"  which,  it  was  explained,  was  accepted 
only  through  love  for  the  unfortunate  lepers,  and  that,  whereas  it  had  always  pro- 
ceeded with  the  utmost  justice  in  all  its  acts  of  administration,  it  had  been  rewarded 
onlv  by  having  all  sorts  of  trouble  and  disagreement  with  the  tenants,  and  was  sure 
to  nave  more  in  the  future,  with  the  tendency  of  reigning  ideas;  that  in  order  to 
avoid  such  troubles  the  corporation  requested  the  General  Government  to  relieve  it 
of  the  tedious  administration  of  the  property  of  said  hospital. 

Governmental  administration  was  therefore  continued.

No.  28.  )  Manila,  P.  L,  December  SO,  1900. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  act  No.  62  of  the  United  States  Philippine  Commis- 
sion entitled  "An  act  authorizing  the  provost-marshal-general  to  establish  pojiceand 
health  regulations  in  the  nature  of  municipal  ordinances  in  the  city  of  Manila,"  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  military  governor,  the  following  provisional  ordinance  is 
hereby  made  and  is  issued  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

No  raft  of  timber  or  bamboo  or  other  obstruction  shall  remain  at  a  standstill  in  any 
canal  within  the  city  of  Manila  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours;  and  at 
no  time  shall  such  rafts  or  other  obstructions  occupy  more  than  half  the  width  of 
any  canal. 

The.  police  department  is  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  this  regulation,  any  vio- 
lation of  which  shall  be  punishable  by  fine  not  to  exceed  100  pesos  ($100)  or  by 
imprisonment  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  or  both. 

No  provision  of  this  regulation  shall  be  construed  as  prohibiting  cascos,  bancas,  or 
vessels  moored  at  the  proper  place  being  allowed  reasonable  length  of  time  in  which 
to  load  or  discharge  their  cargoes,  even  though  a  longer  time  than  twenty-four  hours 
be  necessary  for  such  purposes.

I.  The  following  act  of  the  United  States  Philippine  Commission,  empowering  the 
provost-marshal-general  to  make  and  issue  police  and  health  regulations  for  the  city 
of  Manila,  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

[No  82.] 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  provost-marshal-general  to  establish  police  and  health  regulations  in  the 

nature  of  municipal  ordinances  for  the  city  of  Manila. 

By  authority  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  be  it  enacted  by  the  United  States  Phil- 
ippine Commission,  that: 

Section  1.  The  provost-marshal-general  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  military  governor,  to  make  and  issue  police  and  health  regulations  in  the 
nature  of  municipal  ordinances  for  the  city  of  Manila,  not  in  violation  of  existing 
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orders  of  the  military  governor  or  legislation  of  the  Commission,  which  he  shall, 
after  their  issue,  report  to  the  Commission  through  the  military  governor. 

Sec.  2.  Provision  may  be  made  in  said  regulations  for  the  hearing  and  punishment 
of  violations  of  said  regulations  in  the  inferior  or  superior  provost  courts  of  Manila: 
but  the  punishment  for  such  violation  shall  not  exceed  100  pesos  or  three  months 
imprisonment,  or  both. 

Sec.  3.  The  Commission  may  suspend,  amend,  or  repeal  said  regulations. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 

Enacted  December  21,  1900. 

II.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  provision  of  any  police  or  health  regula- 
tion in  the  nature  of  a  municipal  ordinance  prepared  and  issued  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  act  No.  62  of  the  United  States  Philippine  Commission,  published  in 
paragraph  1  of  this  order,  or  of  any  instructions  issued  in  pursuance  of  such  ordi- 
nance, shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  by  a  fine  or  imprisonment,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  provost  courts  of  the  city  of  Manila:  Provided,  That 
said  fine  shall  not  exceed  100  pesos,  and  said  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  three 
months.

III.  The  words  "said  city,"  "such  city,"  "the  city,"  and  "city  of  Manila" 
whenever  used  in  any  police  or  health  regulation,  or  in  any  instruction  issued  in 
pursuance  of  any  such  regulation,  shall  be  held  to  mean  and  apply  to  the  area  or  ter- 
ritory included  within  the  limits  described  by  General  Orders,  No.  14,  headquarters 
provost-marshal-general,  Separate  Brigade,  Provost  Guard,  dated  May  29,  1900,  as 
follows: 

"Beginning  at  the  Boca  de  Vitas,  the  line  follows  Maypajo  Creek  until  it  reaches 
the  line  of  the  Lico  road  produced,  thence  along  said  line  and  road  to  Lico,  thence 
to  the  junction  of  the  two  roads  in  front  of  the  Chinese  Hospital,  thence  along  the 
road  in  front  of  said  hospital  to  the  north  corner  of  the  hospital  wall,  thence  to  Block- 
house No.  4,  thence  by  mock  houses  Nos.  5,  6,  and  7  to  San  Juan  del  Monte  Creek  at 
the  Aqueduct  Bridge,  thence  down  said  creek  and  up  the  Pasig  River  to  the  mouth 
of  Concordia  Creel,  thence  by  Concordia  and  Tripa  de  Gallinas  creeks  to  a  point 
opposite  where  the  road  from  Cingalon  to  Pineda  (Pasai)  turns  sharply  to  the  right, 
thence  by  the  road  to  Maitubig,  and  thence  to  the  mouth  of  Malate  Creek."

Ordinance  No.  1. 
an  ordinance  concerning  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 

Section  1.  The  board  of  health  of  the  city  of  Manila  shall  take  cognizance  of  the 
interests  of  the  public  health  of  said  city,  and  shall  issue  such  instructions  in  pursu- 
ance of  this  ordinance  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  promotion  of  public 
health  or  to  prevent  the  introduction  or  spread  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases. 

Sec.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  every  ship,  vessel,  steamer, 
boat,  or  craft  lying  or  being  in  the  river  or  other  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
said  city,  and  to  every  house,  tent,  van,  shack,  hovel,  outhouse,  barn,  cabin,  or  other 
place  in  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  Every  phvsician  attending  or  called  in  to  visit  or  examine  any  case  of 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  in  said  city  shall  immediately  cause  such  case  to  be 

Sroperly  isolated  and  at  once  notify  the  board  of  health  by  telephone,  specifying  the 
isease,  name  and  address  of  the  person,  and  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  mail  to 
the  board  of  health  the  postal  card  of  notification  provided  by  said  board.    Any 
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subsequent  case  of  the  same  disease  occurring  on  the  same  premises  shall  be  reported 
in  like  manner. 

Sec.  4.  The  term  "a  case  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease "  for  the  purposes  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  held  to  include  any  person  sick  of  or  affected  or  attacked  by 
any  of  the  following-named  diseases:  Cholera,  smallpox,  chicken  pox,  plague,  diph- 
theria (including  membranous  croup),  ship  or  typhus,  typhoid,  spotted,  relapsing, 
yellow,  or  scarlet  fever,  measles,  glanders,  leprosy,  or  anthrax,  and  shall  further 
include  any  new  disease  of  an  infectious,  contagious,  or  pestilential  nature,  and  also 
any  disease  publicly  declared  by  the  board  of  health  of  said  city  to  be  dangerous  to 
the  public  health. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  any  person  in  said  city  is  suffering  from  any  infectious  or  con- 
tagious disease,  or  suspected  of  suffering  from  any  such  disease,  and  no  physician  is 
in  attendance  or  called  in  to  visit  or  examine  such  person,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
person  in  charge  of  such  case  to  properly  isolate  the  same,  and  to  immediately  notify 
the  officer  in  charge  of  the  nearest  police  station. 

Sec.  6.  The  term  "person  in  charge  of  such  case,"  as  used  in  section  5  shall  be 
held  to  mean:  First,  the  head  of  the  nunily  in  which  such  case  belongs;  second,  in 
his  or  her  absence  or  disability,  or  in  event  that  he  or  she  be  the  person  sick,  the 
nearest  relative  or  relatives  of  such  case  present  on  the  premises;  third,  in  the 
absence  of  such  relatives,  any  person  in  or  about  the  premises. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  strictly  quarantine  any  build- 
ing, locality,  steamer,  vessel,  or  other  craft  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  city,  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  said  board,  is  infected  by  any  contagious  or  pestilential  disease,  and 
to  immediately  display  or  cause  to  be  displayed  one  or  more  suitable  flags  or  warn- 
ings, or  both,  in  some  conspicuous  position  or  positions  upon,  at,  or  near  the  infected 
building,  locality,  steamer,  vessel,  or  other  craft,  so  that  the  same  can  be  distinctly 
seen.  During  the  period  of  quarantine  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  enter  or  leave  said  infected  building,  locality,  steamer,  vessel,  or  other  craft,  or  to 
take  any  article  therefrom,  or  to  remove,  destroy,  deface,  or  conceal  any  flag  or 
warning  thereon,  without  the  written  authority  of  said  board. 

Sec.  8.  t  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  in  said  city  to  be  successfully  vacci- 
nated at  intervals  of  one  year.  Every  person  in  said  city  exposed  to  the  infection  of 
smallpox  (including  varioloid)  shall  at  once  be  vaccinated  successfully  or  vaccinated 
a  sufficient  number  of  times,  at  intervals  of  two  weeks,  to  render  it  evident  that  suc- 
cessful vaccination  is  impossible.  The  board  of  health  of  said  city  shall,  through  its 
vaccinators,  inspect  all  persons  and  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  have  been 
complied  with,  and  shall,  when  necessary,  vaccinate  or  revaccinate  any  person, 
unless  such  person  shall  present  a  certificate  from  a  registered  physician,  specifying 
that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied  with. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  molest,  hinder,  or  in  any  way  prevent  the  board  of  health 
or  any  of  its  representatives  or  employees  from  performing  any  duty  imposed  on  it 
or  them  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  instructions  issued  in  pursuance 
thereof. 


Ordinance  No.  2. 

REGISTRATION   OF  BIRTHS. 


Every  physician,  midwife,  or  other  person  who  shall  attend,  assist,  or  advise  at 
the  birth  of  any  child  within  said  city  shall  report  such  birth  on  a  prescribed  form 
to  the  office  of  the  board  of  health  of  said  city  within  six  days  thereafter. 


Ordinance  No.  3. 

REGISTRATION   AND   DISPOSAL  OF  THE   DEAD. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  person  shall  die  in  the  city  of  Manila,  a  certificate  of 
death  shall  be  furnished  by  the  physician  in  attendance  on  such  deceased  person. 
If  death  occurs  when  there  is  no  medical  attendance,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
municipal  physician  of  the  district  in  which  such  person  shall  have  died,  or  of  the 
city  coroner  or  any  member  of  the  board  of  health,  whenever  the  case  shall  come 
under  his  official  notice,  to  furnish  said  certificate  of  death. 

Sec.  2.  Every  certificate  of  death  shall  be  written  in  ink  on  the  form  prescribed  by 
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the  board  of  health  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  office  of  the  board  of 
health  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  death,  to  be  entered  in  a  register  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  except  in  case  of  death  from  cholera,  smallpox,  chickenpox, 
plague,  diphtheria  (including  membranous  croup) ,  ship  or  typhus,  typhoid,  spotted, 
relapsing,  or  scarlet  fever,  measles,  glanders,  leprosy,  or  anthrax,  in  which  event 
notification  of  such  death  shall  immediately  be  telephoned  to  the  office  of  the  board 
of  health,  and  the  required  certificate  of  death  shall  be  sent  within  twelve  hours 
thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  in  the  city  of  Manila  shall  knowingly  make,  sign,  or  deliver 
anv  certificate  of  death  herein  provided  for  not  in  accordance  with  the  facts. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  any  person  or  persons  that 
any  human  being  has  died  from  cause  unknown  or  under  suspicious  circumstances, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person  or  persons  to  immediately  notify  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  nearest  police  station. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  health  of  said  city  shall  issue  burial  permits  upon  presenta- 
tion of  properly  prepared  certificates  of  death.  No  permit  to  bury,  inter,  or  remove 
for  interment  or  burial  elsewhere,  or  cremate  any  human  body  shall  be  granted  or 
issued  by  the  board  of  health  until  the  certificate  of  death  hereinbefore  required 
shall  have  been  registered  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  6.  No  sexton,  superintendent,  or  other  person  having  charge  of  a  cemeterv, 
burying  ground,  or  crematory  shall  assist  in  or  assent  to  or  allow  any  interment,  dis- 
interment, or  cremation  to  be  made  until  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health  authoriz- 
ing the  sam e  has  been  presented. 

Sec.  7.  Any  permit  for  burial,  interment,  disinterment,  or  cremation  shall  be  null 
and  void  after  a  period  of  forty -eight  hours  has  elapsed  from  the  time  of  issue  of  said 
permit. 

Sec.  8.  No  dead  body,  or  part  of  the  dead  body,  of  anv  human  being  shall  be  car- 
ried or  conveyed  from,  into,  or  through  the  city  of  Manila  by  any  person,  or  by 
means  of  an^  boat,  vessel,  car,  hearse,  litter,  or  other  means  of  conveyance,  or  bv  any 
public  or  private  vehicle,  without  a  permit  therefor  issued  by  the  board  of  health  of 
said  city. 

Sec.  9.  A  special  permit  shall  be  issued  by  the  board  of  health  for  conveyance  of 
a  body  to  sea,  whenever  a  person  before  death  expresses  a  desire  for  burial  at  sea: 
Provided,  That  the  body  be  transported  as  prescribed  by  the  board  of  health,  ami 
the  marine  laws  governing  burial  at  sea  are  complied  with. 

Sec.  10.  In  all  cases  of  transportation  into  and  out  of  the  city  of  Manila,  by  public 
conveyance,  of  the  bodies  of  persons  who  have  died  from  noncontagious  diseases,  the 
remains  shall  be  placed  in  a  metal-lined  coffin  or  casket,  to  be  hermetically  sealed, 
and  such  coffin  snail  be  incased  in  a  strong  outer  box  made  of  good,  sound  lumber, 
not  less  than  1  inch  thick;  all  joints  shall  be  plowed,  grooved,  and  glued;  the  top 
and  bottom  put  on  with  cleats  and  crosspieces,  and  all  parts  put  together  with 
screws.  All  joints  shall  be  tightly  closed  with  pitch  or  white  lead,  rubber  band 
placed  on  the  upper  ed^e  between  the  lid  and  box,  and  strong  handles  placed  on 
each  side  and  end  of  said  outer  box.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  for  the  removal 
from  or  entrance  into  the  city  of  Manila  or  the  body  of  such  deceased  person  with- 
out the  affidavit  of  a  responsible  person  to  the  effect  that  the  body,  when  presented 
for  shipment,  was  incased  in  the  manner  above  described. 

Sec.  11.  The  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  of  any  infectious  or  contagious  dis- 
ease in  said  city  shall  not  be  carried  from  place  to  place,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
burial,  cremation,  or  shipment,  nor  in  any  conveyance  other  than  a  hearse  or  under- 
takers wagon.  Such  body  shall  not  be  taken  into  any  place  of  public  assemblage, 
nor  shall  any  person  attend  the  funeral  of  such  body  except  adult  members  of  the 
immediate  family  of  the  deceased,  his  nearest  friends,  not  exceeding  two,  and  other 
persons  whose  attendance  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Sec.  12.  The  board  of  health  of  said  city  may  assume  absolute  control  of  the  bodies 
of  persons  dead  of  infectious  or  contagious  diseases,  and  may  bury  or  cremate,  or 
cause  to  be?  buried  or  cremated,  in  such  place  and  in  such  manner  and  with  such  pre- 
cautions as  the  emergency  may  require  and  public  safety  demand,  and  no  person, 
unless  acting  under  instructions  from  said  board,  shall  bury  or  cremate  any  such 
bodies. 

Sec.  13.  The  removal  of  any  body  from  its  original  place  of  interment  is  declared 
to  be  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  the  public  health  and  is  prohibited,  unless  the  same 
shall  be  done  by  permission  and  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  health.  Per- 
mits to  disinter  or  exhume  the  bodies  or  remains  of  deceased  persona  may  be  granted 
after  such  bodies  have  been  buried  for  a  period  of  five  years.  The  body  or  remains  of 
the  deceased,  upon  exhumation,  shall  immediately  be  inclosed  in  a  metallic  coffin  or 
case  to  be  hermetically  sealed:  Provided,  That  special  permits  may  be  issued  for  the 
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disinterment  or  exhumation  of  remains  of  deceased  persons  after  a  burial  of  two  years 
if  it  be  found  that  such  disinterment  or  exhumation  of  remains  will  not  be  to  the  aetri- 
ment  of  the  public  health:  Provided  also,  That  special  permits  may  be  issued  at  any 
time  for  the  disinterment  or  exhumation  of  the  remains  of  deceased  persons  that 
have  been  embalmed  by  a  registered  undertaker  or  embalmer,  or  that  have  been 
placed  in  a  receiving  vault  awaiting  transportation  from  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Sec.  14.  The  placing  of  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  in  any  unsealed  over- 
ground tomb  is  prohibited,  unless  the  coffin  or  casket  containing  the  remains  shall 
first  be  permanently  and  hermetically  sealed  in  a  metal  case.  This  rule  shall  not 
apply  to  tombs  or  vaults  that  are  strictly  receiving  vaults  for  remains  awaiting  ship- 
ment from  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  keep  and  maintain  a  full  and 
complete  record  of  the  vital  statistics  herein  provided  for,  and  said  board  is  author- 
ized to  issue  such  instructions,  approved  by  trie  provoet- marshal -general,  not  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  them  into 
effect. 


Ordinance  No.  4. 
the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  and  rubbish. 

Section  1.  The  word  "garbage,"  wherever  used  in  this  ordinance,  shall  beheld  to 
mean  the  refuse  of  such  animal  and  vegetable  matter  or  food  supplies  as  were  intended 
for  human  food  but  are  rejected  for  such  use,  including  also  food  supplies  that  were 
spoiled  or  unfit  for  use. 

Sec.  2.  The  word  "rubbish,"  wherever  used  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  held  to 
include:  (a)  All  waste  or  used  papers,  pasteboard,  woven  materials,  matting,  wood, 
straw,  husks,  metal  cans  or  other  metallic  vessels,  and  broken  glass  or  porcelain; 
(b)  loose  or  decayed  materials  and  dirt- like  substances  which  may  accumulate  from 
repairing  operations,  or  from  storing  or  cleaning  of  property  and  goods;  (c)  the 
dung  of  cattle,  horses,  and  mules;  also  stable  litter,  refuse,  and  sweepings. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  every  building,  prem- 
ises, or  place  of  business  within  the  city  of  Manila  to  provide,  and  at  all  times  there- 
after to  keep,  within  such  building,  or  place  of  business,  or  upon  the  premises,  suitable 
and  sufficient  receptacles  to  contain,  without  leakage,  all  the  garbage  and  rubbish 
that  may  accumulate  from  said  building,  premises,  or  place  of  business,  or  the  por- 
tion thereof  of  which  such  person  may  be  the  occupant. 

Sec.  4.  A  separate  receptacle  shall  be  provided  and  kept  for  all  garbage,  and 
another  for  rubbish,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  place  or 
keep  garbage  in  the  same  receptacle  with  rubbish,  or  to  place  or  keep  any  of  these 
articles  or  substances  in  any  place  or  vessel  other  than  the  receptacle  provided 
therefor. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  every  building,  prem- 
ises, or  place  of  business  to  place  the  receptacles  for  garbage  and  rubbish  on  the 
outer  curb  of  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  entrance  to  the  same  each  day,  between  the 
hours  of  5  o'clock  a.  m.  and  6.30  o'clock  a.  m.,  for  removal  by  the  department  of 
streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  apply  to  (a)  refuse  from  building  operations  or  earth  from  excavations,  which 
shall  be  removed  by  the  builder  or  contractor;  (b)  dung,  stable  litter,  refuse,  and 
sweepings  that  accumulate  in  stables  or  places  where  more  than  six  animals  are 
kept,  which  substances  shall  be  removed  by  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  such 
premises. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanita- 
tion to  collect  the  contents  of  such  receptacles  in  suitable  carts  daily  at  6.30  o'clock 
a.  m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable;  and  immediately  after  such  receptacles 
are  emptied  as  aforesaid  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  the 
building,  premises,  or  place  of  business  to  remove  them  from  public  view. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police,  inspectors,  and  sanitary  employees  to 
report  promptly  to  the  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation  any  and  all 
violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  The  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation  is  authorized  to  issue 
such  instructions,  approved  by  the  provost-marshal-general,  not  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  them  into  effect 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  1, 1901. 
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Ordinance  No.  5. 

cleaning  of  water-closets  and  cesspools  and  removal  of  putrid  and  offensive 

materials. 

Section  1.  The  collection  and  disposal  of  human  excreta  and  other  noxious  sub- 
stances in  the  city  of  Manila  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  board 
of  health. 

Sec.  2.  The  contents  of  any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cesspool,  or  latrine 
shall  not  be  drawn  off  or  allowed  to  run  off  into  any  street  or  alley  or  over  the  ground 
in  eaid  city,  and  every  person  concerned  in  such  disposal  of  the  contents  of  an v  such 
closet,  vault,  cesspool,  or  latrine  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  as  provided  by 
law.  Nor  shall  any  owner,  agent,  occupant,  or  tenant  of  any  building,  premises,  or 
other  place  to  which  anv  such  closet,  vault,  pool,  or  latrine  appertains  or  is  attached 
permit  the  same  to  be  flooded  by  rain  water,  nor  permit  any  part  of  the  contents  of 
such  receptacles  to  flow  therefrom  or  to  rise  within  6  inches  of  the  top,  nor  permit 
any  substance  in  any  house  or  other  building  on  his  premises  or  place  of  business  to 
become  a  nuisance  or  dangerous  to  health. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cesspool,  or  latrine  needs 
cleaning  an  application  in  the  prescribed  form  shall  be  made  to  the  board  of  health, 
which  application,  when  approved,  shall  be  good  and  valid  only  for  the  property  and 
during  the  time  specified  in  a  permit  issued  by  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  it  comes  to  the  knowledge  of  the  lx>ard  of  health  that  a  water 
or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cesspool,  or  latrine  is  offensive  or  dangerous  to  health,  a 
notice  shall  immediately  be  served  on  the  owner  or  agent  of  said  premises,  who  shall 
immediatelv  comply  with  all  the  requirements  and  conditions  of  said  notice. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  deposit  in  any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cesspool, 
or  latrine  any  substances  described  under  the  names  of  garbage  or  rubbish,  as  con- 
tained in  sections  1  and  2  of  city  ordinance  No.  4,  dated  May  2,  1901,  city  of  Manila. 

Sec.  6.  Putrid  and  offensive  materials,  night  soil,  the  contents  of  water  and  earth 
closets,  privy  vaults,  cesspools,  or  latrines,  or  any  other  noxious  substance,  shall  not 
be  removed  by  anv  persons  other  than  those  licensed  under  section  7  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  none  shall  be  dumped  or  deposited  at  any  point  other  than  that  herein- 
after specified ;  and  no  person  shall  throw,  drop,  or  allow  to  fall  into  any  estero  or 
waterway  of  the  city  of  Manila,  or  upon  any  street  or  place  of  said  city,  putrid  or 
offensive  material,  night  soil,  or  any  substance  having  oeen  part  of  the  contents  of 
any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cesspool,  or  latrine,  or  any  other  noxious 
substance. 

Sec.  7.  No  person,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  collection  or 
disposal  of  noxious  and  offensive  substances  in  said  city  without  a  license  therefor, 
duly  issued  by  the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue,  and  approved  by 
the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  8.  Every  casco,  banca,  barge,  or  other  craft,  and  every  cart  or  other  vehicle 
engaged  in  the  transportation  of  putrid  and  offensive  materials,  night  soil,  the  con- 
tents of  water  and  earth  closets,  privy  vaults,  cesspools,  or  latrines,  or  other  noxious 
substances,  shall  have  the  word  "scavenger"  and  its  number  plainly  painted  in  a 
conspicuous  position  on  each  side.  The  letters  and  figures  shall  be  six  inches  high 
for  cascos,  bancas,  barges,  or  other  craft,  and  three  inches  high  for  carts  and  other 
vehicles,  and  shall  be  painted  in  a  color  in  contrast  with  that  of  the  casco,  banca, 
barge,  or  other  craft,  or  cart  or  other  vehicle. 

Sec.  9.  All  the  employees  of  the  various  public  sanitary  contractors  shall  at  all 
times  while  at  work  wear  such  distinguishing  badge  or  badges  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  10.  All  putrid  and  offensive  materials,  night  soil,  the  contents  of  water  and 
earth  closets,  privy  vaults,  cesspools,  or  latrines,  or  other  noxious  substances,  shall, 
before  removal  or  exposure,  be  disinfected  by  the  owner  or  agent  of  the  premises, 
as  may  be  ordered  by  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  11.  All  water  and  earth  closets,  privy  vaults,  cesspools,  or  latrines  shall  be 
cleaned  between  the  hours  of  11  p.  m.  and  5  a.  m.  only,  and  immediately  upon  com- 
pletion of  such  cleaning,  or  at  the  hour  of  5  a.  m.  (if  the  work  be  not  sooner  com- 
pleted), every  contractor  so  engaged  shall  cause  all  openings  and  excavations  made 
into  such  closets,  vaults,  or  cesspools  to  be  closed  up  m  a  substantial  and  workman- 
like manner. 

Sec.  12.  The  work  of  cleaning  or  removal  having  begun,  the  entire  contents  shall 
be  transferred  in  the  shortest  possible  time  from  the  closet,  vault,  privy,  cesspool, 
or  latrine  to  cascos,  bancas,  barges,  or  other  craft  provided  therefor.  For  such 
removal  there  shall  be  used  screw-top  or  sealed  air  and  wrater  tight  barrels,  or  such 
other  air  and  water  tight  receptacles  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  of  health. 
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Sbc.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  contractor  engaged  in  the  removal  of  putrid 
and  offensive  materials,  night  soil,  the  contents  of  any  closets,  vaults,  privies,  cess- 
pools, and  latrines,  or  other  noxious  substance  to  adopt  such  precautions  as  will 
prevent  the  filth  from  falling  upon  the  ground,  floor,  street,  or  other  place. 

Sbc.  14.  No  cart  or  other  vehicle  used  by  contractors  for  carrying  putrid  or  offen- 
sive materials,  night  soil,  or  the  contents  of  any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault, 
cesspool,  or  latrine,  or  having  in  them  any  other  noxious  substance,  shall  occupy  an 
unreasonable  time  in  loading  or  unloading  or  in  passing  along  anv  street,  or  through 
any  inhabited  place  or  area;  nor  shall  an  unnecessary  number  of  such  carts  or  vehi- 
cles gather  before  any  residence,  building,  or  place  of  business. 

Sbc.  15.  No  casco,  banca,  barge,  or  other  craft  carrying  any  putrid  or  offensive 
material,  night  soil,  or  the  contents  of  any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cess- 
pool, or  latrine,  or  having  upon  it  any  other  noxious  substance,  shall  occupy  or 
remain  in  any  waterway  for  a  longer  period  than  is  necessary  to  load  or  unload  such 
craft  or  to  pass  along  such  waterway. 

Sbc.  16.  The  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  each  casco,  banca,  barge,  or  other  craft 
carrying^  putrid  or  offensive  materials,  night  soil,  the  contents  of  water  or  earth  clos- 
ets, privy  vaults,  cesspools,  or  latrines,  or  other  noxious  substance,  shall,  before  pass- 
ing out  of  the  Pasig  Kiver,  take  on  a  sanitary  guard,  to  whom  shall  be  delivered  a 
certificate  properly  filled  out,  giving  the  number  of  the  casco,  banca,  barge,  or  other 
craft,  the  contractor's  name,  the  number  of  barrels  or  other  approved  receptacles  in 
said  boat,  the  places  where  collected,  and  the  places  where  loaded.  This  form  shall 
be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  health,  and  said  certificate  shall  in  all  cases 
be  signed  by  the  registered  contractor  or  authorized  agent  responsible  for  the  casco, 
banca,  barge,  or  other  craft 

Sbc.  17.  Every  casco,  banca,  barge,  or  other  craft  carrying  putrid  or  offensive 
materials,  night  soil,  the  contents  of  any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cesspool, 
or  latrine,  or  other  noxious  substance,  snail  be  towed  due  west  and  dumped  in  Manila 
Bay  at  or  beyond  a  point  on  an  imaginary  direct  line  connecting  Malabon  on  the 
north  side  of  the  bay  and  Cavite  on  the  south  side  of  the  bay. 

Sec.  18.  No  casco,  banca,  barge,  or  other  craft,  nor  any  cart  or  other  vehicle,  nor 
the  tools  or  implements  used  in  the  removal  of  putrid  or  offensive  materials,  night 
soil,  the  contents  of  water  or  earth  closets,  privy  vaults,  cesspools,  and  latrines,  or 
other  noxious  substance,  shall  be  allowed  to  be  in  a  condition  needlessly  filthy  or 
offensive,  and  when  not  in  use  all  such  cascos,  bancas,  barges,  or  other  craft,  carts 
or  other  vehicles,  and  all  implements  used  in  connection  therewith,  shall  he  stored 
and  kept  in  places  approved  Dy  the  board  of  health. 

Sbc.  19.  No  owner  or  person  in  charge  of  any  casco,  banca,  barge,  or  other  craft, 
nor  any  driver  of  any  cart  or  other  vehicle,  nor  any  person  engaged  in  the  loading 
or  unloading  or  removal  of  any  swill,  garbage,  rubbish,  putrid  or  offensive  materials, 
night  soil,  or  the  contents  of  any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy  vault,  cesspool,  or 
latrine,  or  other  noxious  substance,  shall  do,  or  permit  to  be  done,  in  connection 
with  said  work,  in  any  street,  building,  premises,  place,  or  waterway,  that  which 
shall  be  needlessly  offensive. 

Sec.  20.  The  board  of  health  is  authorized  to  issue  such  instructions,  approved  by 
the  provoet-marshal-general,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  them  into  effect. 

dec.  21.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  1, 1901. 


Ordinance  No.  6. 
an  ordinance  relating  to  diseased  animals. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  owning  or  having  in  charge  any 
domestic  animal  affected  with  glanders,  farcy,  or  other  infectious  or  contagious  dis- 
ease, knowing  such  animal  to  be  diseased,  to  drive  or  permit  the  same  to  be  driven 
upon  any  street  or  public  place,  or  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such  animal. 

Sbc.  2.  Every  veterinarian,  physician,  or  surgeon,  and  every  person  practicing  as 
such,  and  every  person  owning  or  having  animals  in  his  care  shall  present  to  the 
board  of  health  a  written  notice  over  his  signature  of  every  case  of  glanders,  farcy, 
or  other  infectious  or  contagious  disease  in  animals  within  the  city  of  Manila  which 
may  have  come  under  his  observation  or  to  his  knowledge,  which  notice  shall  be 
given  within  two  days  thereafter  and  shall  contain  the  name  and  residence  of  the 
possessor  of  the  animal  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  a  description  of  the 
animal,  and  when  last  seen  by  the  person  giving  the  notice.    It  shall  be  the  duty_of_

m  court,  the  bail  ahull  he  surrenderee  1.     He  shall  take  means  to  prevent  all  gaming 
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or  gambling  and  to  suppress  all  places  where  the  same  is  carried  on,  and  shall  seize 
every  table,  instrument,  device,  or  thins  used  for  the  purpose  of  gaming  or  gambling 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  destroyed.  He  shall  enforce  all  ordinances  and  regulations 
of  the  city  and  perform  such  other  duties  and  possess  such  other  powers  as  the 
provost-marshal-general  may  prescribe. 

(r)  He  shall  be  charged  with  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  persons  and  property 
wherever  found  within  the  city  limits  and  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  police 
force  as  to  afford  the  best  protection  to  individual  and  property  rights  and  the  public 
interests. 

(d)  He  shall  from  time  to  time  divide  the  city  into  police  districts  and  establish 
one  or  more  stations  in  each  district;  he  may  assign  officers  and  members  of  the 
police  force  to  any  district,  or  any  station  therein,  and  transfer  them  at  pleasure. 

(e)  He  shall  be  responsible  for  all  arms,  equipment,  books,  records,  and  other 
public  property  belonging  to  or  in  use  by  the  department. 

(/)  He  shall  keep  suitable  books  of  record,  showing  the  organization  and  disposi- 
tion of  the  police  force,  persons  arrested  for  offenses,  property  seized  and  disposition 
of  the  same,  property  belonging  to  or  in  use  by  the  department,  complaints  against 
policemen,  and  action  taken  thereon,  time  lost  by  members  of  the  police  lorce, 
moneys  received  and  expended  and  for  what  purpose,  licenses  and  permits  issued, 
suspected  persons  and  places,  and  such  other  books  and  records  as  may  be  required. 

(a)  He  may  appoint  and  reduce  sergeants  and  corporals  and  make  such  promotions 
ana  changes  as  he  may  deem  advisable  among  the  members  of  the  police  force  below 
the  grade  of  lieutenant. 

(h)  He  may  suspend  any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force  for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  ten  days  for  incompetence,  improper  conduct,  or  violation  of  any  ordinance, 
regulation,  order,  or  instruction  pending  an  investigation  of  the  same;  and  upon  the 
conclusion  of  such  investigation,  and  within  ten  days  after  such  suspension,  he  shall 
return  the  officer  or  member  to  duty  or  prefer  written  charges  to  the  provost-marshal- 
general.  Except  by  way  of  admonition,  reprimand,  and  suspension  for  the  above 
period,  he  shall  not  punish  any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force  without  the 
approval  of  the  provost-marshal-general. 

(t)  He  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  provost-marshal-general  on  or  before  the 
fifth  day  of  eacn  quarter  a  written  report  snowing  the  condition  of  the  police  force 
and  a  detailed  account  of  all  transactions,  including  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
his  department  during  the  preceding  quarter,  with  such  suggestions  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  police  force,  its  discipline  and  government,  and  the  efficient  police  con- 
trol of  the  city  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

( j)  He  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  provost-marshal-general  during  the  month 
of  December  of  each  year  an  itemized  estimate  of  the  expense  of  providing  for  and 
maintaining  the  department  of  police  during  the  ensuing  year,  with  a  statement 
opposite  each  item  of  the  corresponding  expense  for  the  current  year. 

Sec.  5.  Each  officer  and  meml)er  of  the  police  force  shall  devote  his  entire  time 
and  attention  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  prescribed  by  the  ordinances  and  regu- 
lations of  the  citv,  and  shall  give  complete  and  unhesitating  obedience  to  all  orders 
and  instructions  from  superior  officers.     It  shall  be  his  duty — 

(a)  To  preserve  order,  peace,  and  quiet;  enforce  all  ordinances  and  regulations  of 
of  the  city,  and  apprehend  and  arrest  all  persons  found  in  the  act  of  violating  any 
law,  ordinance,  or  regulation,  or  aiding  or  abetting  such  violation. 

(b)  To  arrest  all  persons  found  under  suspicious  circumstances,  and  detain  them 
until  released  by  proper  authority. 

(c)  To  see  that  the  ordinances  and  regulations  regarding  licenses  and  permits  are 
strictly  complied  with. 

(d  )  To  report  in  writing  all  nuisances,  violations  of  health  and  sanitary  regula- 
tions, the  existence  of  gambling  resorts,  houses  and  places  of  a  suspicious  or  disrepu- 
table character,  and  all  other  violations  of  ordinances  and  instructions  upon  which 
final  action  has  not  been  taken. 

(e)  To  see  that  the  ordinances  regulating  the  use  of  streets  and  public  places  are 
properly  enforced,  and  to  report  all  obstructions  and  defects  therein;  to  give  such 
orders  and  directions  to  the  driver  of  any  vehicle  as  may  be  necessary  to  clear  any 
street  or  public  place,  whenever  the  same  becomes  blocked  or  overcrowded;  and 
to  take  up  and  impound  all  dogs,  horses,  and  other  animals  found  running  at  large 
in  the  streets  or  public  places. 

(/)  To  preserve  order  at  theaters  and  other  places  of  public  assembly;  to  disburse 
all  disorderly  or  unlawful  meetings,  and  to  order  away  from  any  part  of  the  streets 
or  public  places  of  the  city  all  persons  obstructing  or  improperly  loitering  about  the 
same. 

(g)  To  aid  the  fire  department  in  giving  the  alarm  in  case  of  fire,  in  clearing  the 
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streets  and  premises  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  fire,  and  to  prevent  any  person 
from  hindering  or  obstructing  the  Are  department  in  the  performance  of  its  duty. 

(h)  To  serve  and  execute  warrants  and  other  process  for  the  apprehension  and 
commitment  of  persons  charged  with  the  violation  of  any  ordinance,  or  any  crime 
or  offense  punishable  by  law,  ordinance,  regulation,  or  order.  Also  to  serve  and 
execute  any  civil  process  issued  by  any  provost,  police,  or  other  court,  or  duly  author- 
ized officer,  in  any  case  in  which  the  city  or  the  United  States  is  a  party. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  there  is  just  cause  to  suspect  that  a  felony  has  been,  is  being, 
or  is  al>out  to  be  committed,  within  any  building,  ground,  boat,  or  other  premises 
in  the  city,  the  superintendent  of  police,  or  any  other  officer  authorized  by  him,  may 
enter  the  same  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  and  take  all  necessary  measures  for 
the  prevention  of  such  felony,  and  may  then  and  there  take  into  custody  all  persons 
suspected  of  being  concerned  in  such  felony,  and  also  take  charge  of  all  property  which 
he  shall  have  just  cause  to  suspect  has  been  stolen. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  member  of  the  police  force  to  receive  for  his 
own  benefit  any  present,  reward,  fee,  gift,  or  compensation  for  services  of  any  kind, 
in  addition  to  his  regular  salary  without  the  written  consent  of  the  superintendent 
of  police. 

fcEC.  8.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  per- 
form any  of  the  duties  required  of  him  by  ordinances,  regulations,  or  orders,  or  to 
conform  to  the  instructions  for  the  department  of  police,  or  who,  in  the  discharge  of 
his  official  duties,  is  guilty  of  any  fraud,  extortion,  oppression,  favoritism,  or  willful 
wrong  or  injustice,  shall  l>e  liable  to  trial  therefor  before  any  duly  authonzed  court, 
and  to  such  punishment  as  it  may  impose,  and  may  be  dismissed  from  the  police 
force  in  addition  thereto. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  resist  any  member  of  the  police  force 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  to  in  any  way  interfere  with,  hinder,  or  prevent  him 
from  discharging  his  duty  as  such  member,  or  to  assist  any  person  to  escape  or 
attempt  to  escape  from  the  custody  of  any  member  of  the  police  force,  or  to  attempt 
to  rescue  any  person  in  custody. 

Skc.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  impersonate  or  falsely  represent 
any  member  of  the  police  force,  or  maliciously  or  with  intent  to  deceive  to  use  or 
imitate  any  of  the  design*,  signals,  or  other  devices  adopted  and  used  by  the  police 
force,  or,  not  being  a  member  of  the  same,  to  wear  in  public  the  uniform  or  insignia 
adopted  for  the  use  of  the  police  force. 

Sec.  11.  The  superintendent  of  police,  or  any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force 
designated  by  him,  shall  have  authority  at  any  time  to  inspect  the  books  and  records 
of  any  person  conducting  a  licensed  business;  and  such  books  and  records  shall  at 
all  times  t)e  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  superintendent  or  said  officer  or  member 
of  the  police  force. 

Sec.  12.  The  superintendent  of  police,  or  an  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force 
designated  by  him,  shall  each  day  inspect  the  books  and  records  kept  by  pawn- 
brokers, junk'  dealers,  and  second-hand  dealers,  showing  their  entire  daily  purchases 
and  sales;  and  such  lx)oks  and  every  article  of  value  purchased  or  pledged  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  force. 

Sec.  13.  All  proi>erty  found,  seized,  recovered,  or  in  any  way  coming  into  the  pos- 
session of  the  i>olice  shall  be  deposited  and  kept  in  a  place  and  by  an  officer  desig- 
nated by  the  sui>erintendent,  who  shall  be  held  resi>onsible  for  the  same.  Such 
proi>ertv  may  l>e  returned  to  the  owner  by  order  of  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  or 
in  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent,  under  receipt,  when  not  further  required  as 
evidence  in  any  case.  If  such  property  is  not  returned  to  or  claimed  by  some  person 
entitled  to  receive  the  same  within  three  months  it  shall  l>e  sold  at  public  auction, 
after  due  notice,  under  direction  of  the  superintendent,  and  the  proceeds  paid  into 
the  city  treasury:  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  table,  instru- 
ment, device,  or  other  thing  used  for  the  purpose  of  gambling,  all  of  which  shall  be 
destroyed  under  the  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  police. 

Skc.  14.  No  j>erson  shall  l>e  confined  at  any  jiolice  station  for  a  longer  period  than 
twenty-four  hours,  or  such  further  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the  person 
lief  ore  the  first  session  of  the  proper  court,  except  by  s{>ecial  direction  ofthe  provostr 
marshal-general  or  the  superintendent  of  police. 

Sec.  15.  Any  officer  or  member  of  the  police  department  incapacitated  for  duty  for 
a  period  not  to  exceed  two  months  by  reason  of  injury  or  disability  received  or 
incurred  in  line  of  duty  shall  receive  his  usual  salary;  ana  this  period  may  be  further 
extended  in  the  discretion  of  the  provost-marshal-general.  Any  officer  or  member 
incapacitated  from  other  cause  shall  immediately  be  suspended  from  duty,  and  shall 
receive  no  salary  until  returned  to  duty.    The  cause  of  incapacity  shall  be  investi- 

ited  and  determined  by  the  superintendent  of  police,  assisted  by  the  medical  officer 

tailed  for  duty  with  the  police  department 
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Sec.  16.  The  superintendent  of  police  shall  promulgate  all  orders  and  instructions 
pertaining  to  the  department  of  police.  He  is  authorized  to  issue  suitable  instruc- 
tions, approved  by  the  provost-marshal-general,  for  the  organization,  government, 
discipline,  and  disposition  of  the  police  force,  and  such  further  instructions,  not  in 
conflict  with  the  provision  of  this  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same 
into  effect. 

Sec.  17.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  June  25,  1901. 


Ordinance  No.  8. 

an  ordinance  establishing  the  department  of  health,  and  fixing  its  powers 

and  duties. 

Section  1.  The  department  of  health  of  the  city  ot  Manila  is  hereby  established. 
It  shall  consist  of  the  board  of  health,  and  such  number  of  physicians,  inspectors, 
agents,  and  employees  as  may  be  necessary.  The  department  of  health  as  now  organ- 
ized is  hereby  continued. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  board  of  health  shall  be  appointed  by  the  provost- 
marshal -general,  and  may  be  removed  by  him  at  his  discretion.  Ail  other  assist- 
ants, agents,  and  employees  of  the  department  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of 
health,  and  may  be  removed  by  it  with  the  approval  of  the  provost-marshal-general. 

Sec.  3.  The  board  of  health  shall  consist  of  three  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
designated  as  president  and  one  as  secretary.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  appoint- 
ment as  a  member  of  the  board  of  health  who  is  not  a  competent  physician,  holding 
a  certificate  from  some  reputable  school  or  college  of  medicine. 

Sec.  4.  The  president  shall  be  the  chief  medical  and  sanitary  officer  of  the  city, 
lie  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  board  and  give  all  necessary  directions  for 
carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  ordinances,  regulations,  and  orders  relating  to  the 
department,  and  the  authorized  decisions  and  rulings  of  the  board  thereon.  The 
secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  and  of  the  vital  statis- 
tics of  the  city.  All  members  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  board  and  perform 
such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  or  by  resolutions  of  the  board. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  once  each  week  and  special  meet- 
ings at  such  times  as  may  be  necessary.  Two  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  and  two  affirmative  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  the  passage  of  any  motion. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health — 

(a)  To  exercise  general  supervision  over  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
city  and  its  inhabitants,  ana  to  enforce  all  ordinances,  regulations,  and  orders  in 
relation  thereto. 

(6)  To  divide  the  city  into  sanitary  districts,  assign  physicians,  inspectors,  and 
other  necessary  agents  and  employees  thereto,  and  to  issue  suitable  instructions, 
approved  by  the  provost-marshal-general,  for  the  organization,  government,  and 
discipline  of  the  department. 

(c)  To  make  diligent  examination  and  inquiry  with  respect  to  all  sources  and 
causes  of  disease  existing  within  the  city,  and  all  nuisances  which  are  or  may  be 
injurious  to  the  public  health,  and  to  abate  and  remove  the  same. 

(d)  To  make,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city,  full,  complete,  and  careful  examination  of  all  hotels,  public 
houses,  shops,  buildings,  tenements,  dwellings,  lots,  railroad  cars,  steamers  and 
other  craft,  vaults,  privies,  sewers,  and  drains  within  the  city. 

(e)  To  make  an  examination  of  all  water  supplied  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
for  drinking  purposes,  and  the  reservoirs,  streams,  and  sources  of  supply  thereof,  and 
if  said  water  is  found  to  be  impure  or  in  any  way  detrimental  to  the  public  health, 
to  compel  the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  furnishing  such  water  to  take  measures  to 
cleanse  and  purify  the  same  within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may 
prescribe. 

(/)  To  make  each  month  a  full,  complete,  and  careful  examination  and  inspection 
of  all  schools  and  school  buildings,  and  to  take  all  necessary  measures  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  health  of  the  scholars,  teachers,  and  attendants  of  said  schools. 

(a)  To  provide  for  the  inspection  of  markets^  slaughterhouses,  dairies,  bakeries, 
and  other  places  where  articles  of  food  and  drink  are  prepared,  manufactured,  or 
offered  for  sale;  to  prevent  the  manufacture,  sale,  or  offering  for  sale  of  unwholesome 
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food*  and  drinks  within  the  city,  and  to  prevent  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  market*  and  slaughterhouses,  except  under  the  conditions  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance. 

(h)  To  see  that  physicians,  surgeons,  dentists,  veterinarian?,  druggists,  pharma- 
cists, midwivcs,  undertakers,  and  embalmers  are  duly  registered  andeonform  to  all 
city  ordinances  and  regulations;  to  exercise  supervision  over  the  sale  of  drugs,  medi- 
cines, chemicals,  and  ]K>isons,  and  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  the  same.  No 
license  to  engage  in  any  of  the  above  professions  or  trades  or  the  sale  of  drugs, 
medicines,  chemists,  or  (bisons  of  any  description  shall  be  issued  without  the 
approval  of  the  tioard  of  health. 

(*)  To  exercise  supervision  over  all  offensive  and  dangerous  trades  and  the  venti- 
lation, drainage,  ana  plumbing  of  buildings. 

(j)  To  have  charge  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  night  soil,  the  contents  of 
water  and  earth  closets,  privy  vaults,  cesspools,  and  latrines,  and  to  inspect  the  stor- 
age, collection,  and  disposal  of  garbage,  rubbish,  and  other  offensive  substances. 

(k)  To  visit  and  examine  all  suspected  cases  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  and 
cause  all  persons  found  suffering  irom  such  disease  to  be  removed  to  the  hospitals 
provided  for  their  detention  and  treatment;  to  stop,  detain,  and  examine  every  per- 
son who  it  has  reason  to  tielieve  is  affected  with  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease, 
and  to  prevent  the  entrance  into  the  city  of  any  such  person. 

(/)  To  strictly  quarantine  any  building,  locality,  steamer,  or  other  craft,  within 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  city,  which,  in  its  opinion,  is  affected  by  any  infectious  or 
contagious  disease;  to  display  suitable  flags  or  warnings  upon,  at,  or  near  such  build- 
ing, locality,  steamer,  or  otnor  craft,  ana  to  disinfect  any  premises  which,  in  its 
judgment,  ronuirc  disinfection. 

(mi)  To  dimn feet  all  furniture,  wearing  apparel,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and 
articles  of  any  kind  which  shall  have  been  exposed  to  infection  or  contagion.  It 
may  destroy  such  property  or  article  when  its  existence  is  considered  dangerous  to 
the  public  health:  I*rovidedt  That  l>efore  any  such  property  is  destroyed  the  board 
shall  appraise  the  same  and,  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  file  in  the  office  of  the 
department  of  receipts  and  disbursements  a  list  showing  the  name  and  appraised 
money  value  of  each  article  destroyed  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the 
same. 

(m)  To  take  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  public 
health  in  case  of  i>estilenee,  epidemic,  or  other  extraordinary  conditions  within  the 
eitv. 

(<>)  To  make  vaccination  compulsory  when,  in  its  opinion,  the  same  may  be 
necessary, 

(/>)  To  manage  and  control  all  municipal  hospitals  and  institutions  for  the  deten- 
tion and  treatment  of  persons  suffering  from  plague,  leprosy,  smallpox,  or  other 
infectious  or  contagious  disease,  and  to  employ  such  nurses,  agents,  and  sen-ants,  and 
to  provide  such  furniture,  medicines,  food,* and  other  articles  as  may  have  been 
authorised  and  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  such  hospitals  and  the  inmates 
thereof.    To  exercise  suj^ervision  and  inspection  over  all  hospitals  within  the  city. 

(</)  To  provide  such  medical  attendance  as  may  be  authorized  for  the  treatment  of 
menders  of  the  several  city  departments  suffering  from  injury  or  disease  incurred  in 
line  of  duty. 

{r)  To  manage  ami  control  the  free  municipal  dispensary,  steam  disinfecting  plant, 
experimental  station,  chemical  laboratory,  bacteriological  laboratory,  city  morgue, 
ana  other  public  institutions  of  a  similar  character,  and  to  provide  "such  furniture, 
apparatus,  medicines,  chemicals,  and  other  articles  as  may  have  been  authorised  and 
may  Iv  necessary  for  the  equipment  and  maintenance  of  the  same. 

(*}  To  secure  and  keep  a  full  and  correct  record  of  vital  statistics,  including  the 
registration  of  marriages,  births,  and  deaths,  and  the  interment,  disinterment,  and 
removal  of  the  dead;  and  to  publish  the  same  monthly,  together  with  such  other 
statistics  as  may  he  useful  for  tne  information  or  instruction  of  the  public. 

\1\  To  keep  suitable  Kx»ks  and  records  showing  all  its  transactions  and  containing 
such  statistical  information  as  may  he  necessary  for  the  efficient  working  of  the 
department, 

1»«^  To  prepare  and  submit  to  the  provost-marshal-general,  on  or  before  the  5th 
day  of  June  of  each  year,  an  itemized  estimate  of  the  revenues  of  the  department 
during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  with  a  statement  opposite  each  item  of  tne  corre- 
spoiufmg  revenues for  the  preceding  twelve  months  ending  May  31:  also  an  itemized 
estimate  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  providing  for  and  maintaining  the  department 
during  the  ensuing  year,  with  a  statement  ophite  each  item  of  tne  corresponding 
expense  for  the  preceding  twelve  months. 

(r)  To  prepare  and  submit  to  the  provo^t-marsluU-generaL  during  the  first  week 
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in  January  of  each  year,  a  report  of  the  vital  statistics,  health,  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  city,  together  with  a  detailed  account  of  all  transactions  of  the  department 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  such  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  depart- 
ment of  health  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  physicians,  inspectors,  and  other  agents  and  employees 
of  the  department  to  obey  and  carry  out  all  orders  and  instructions  of  the  board  of 
health  as  said  board  may  prescribe.  They  shall  wear  such  uniform,  badge,  or  insignia 
and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  physicians  and  inspectors  of  the  department  of 
health  to  arrest  and  deliver  to  the  police  any  person  found  in  the  act  of  violating  any 
ordinance,  order,  or  regulation  relating  to  the  public  health;  and  in  so  doing  they 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  be  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  as  members  of 
the  police  force. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  resist  or  in  any  way  interfere  with 
any  member  of  the  board  of  health  or  any  physician,  inspector,  or  other  agent  or 
employee  of  the  department  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  impersonate  or  falsely  represent 
any  member  of  the  board  of  health,  or  any  physician,  inspector,  or  other  agent  or 
employee  of  the  department  of  health,  or,  not  being  duly  authorized,  to  weax  in 
public  the  uniform,  badge,  or  insignia  adopted  for  the  use  of  the  departmeut. 

Sec.  12.  The  board  of  health  is  authorized  to  issue  such  instructions,  approved  by 
the  provost-marshal-general,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Sec.  13.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  June  25,  1901. 


Ordinance  No.  9. 
an  ordinance  relating  to  licenses  and  permits. 

Section  1.  All  ordinances,  regulations,  and  orders  heretofore  governing  the  issue 
and  effect  of  licenses  and  permits  within  the  jurisdictional  limits  of  the  city  of  Manila 
(except  licenses  for  the  sale  of  liquor)  are  hereby  repealed,  in  so  far  as  the  same  are 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  following  substituted  there- 
for, but  nothing  herein  bhall  be  construed  as  affecting  any  outstanding  license  or  per- 
mit issued  conformably  to  the  laws  and  regulations  formerly  existing  until  such  license 
or  permit  shall  have  expired  or  l>een  revoked. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  to  conduct  or  engage 
in  any  business,  trade,  profession,  or  calling  hereinafter  mentioned,  or  have  in  his 
possession  any  of  the  articles  hereinafter  enumerated,  without  first  obtaining  a  license 
from  the  provost-marshal-general  and  paying  in  advance  the  following  license  fees, 
without  demand: 

(a)  First-class  licenses  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  date  of  issue  unless  otherwise 
specified: 

1.  Banks  and  banking  establishments,  $60  per  year. 

2.  Gas  companies,  water  companies,  electric-light  companies,  telegraph  and  tele- 
phone companies,  steam,  electric,  and  horse  railroad  companies,  $50  per  year. 

3.  Brokers,  commission  merchants,  mercantile  and  collection  agencies,  $20  per  year. 

4.  Steamship,  express,  transfer,  delivery,  and  transportation  companies,  $25  per 
year. 

5.  Shipping  offices  and  intelligence  offices,  $20  per  year. 

6.  Regularly  organized  clubs,  owning  or  occupying  quarters  and  conducted  for  the 
amusement,  recreation,  or  improvement™  their  members,  $10  per  year. 

7.  Hotels  accommodating  twenty  or  more  persons,  $25  per  year. 

8.  Hotels  accommodating  less  than  twenty  persons,  $15  per  year. 

9.  Restaurants,  cafes,  and  public  boarding  houses  with  seating  accommodations  for 
ten  or  more  persons,  $15  per  year. 

10.  Restaurants,  cafes,  and  public  boarding  houses  with  seating  accommodations 
for  less  than  ten  persons,  $8  per  year. 

11.  Public  lodging  houses  accommodating  fifteen  or  more  persons,  $15  per  year. 

12.  Pawn  shops,  $200  per  year. 

13.  Second-hand  shops,  $100  per  year. 

14.  Junk  shops,  $100  per  year. 

15.  Laundries,  dyeing,  and  cleaning  houses,  $10  per  year. 
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16.  Bath  houses,  $10  per  year. 

17.  Manufacturing  establishments  with  an  annual  product  of  not  less  than  $5,000, 
$25  per  year. 

18.  Tanneries,  soap  factories,  rendering  establishments  of  lard,  tallow,  .and  glue, 
and  other  nauseous,  offensive,  or  unwholesome  establishment,  $50  per  year. 

19.  Druggists  ana  pharmacists  whose  annual  sales  aggregate  not  less  than  $3,000, 
$25  per  year. 

20.  Druggists  and  pharmacists  whose  annual  sales  aggregate  less  than  $3,000,  $15 
per  year. 

21.  Undertakers  and  embalmers,  $25  per  year,  and  $5  additional  for  each  hearse 
used  in  the  business. 

22.  Ferries:  For  each  boat  propelled  by  hand,  capable  of  carrying  not  more  than 
5  persons,  $4  per  year;  for  each  boat  propelled  by  hand,  capable  of  carrying  more 
than  5  persons,  $10  per  year;  for  each  boat  propelled  by  other  than  hand  power,  $50 
per  year. 

23.  Livery  stables,  $5  per  year  for  the  location,  including  three  vehicles,  and  $1 
per  year  for  each  additional  vehicle. 

24.  Public  storage  warehouses  and  godowns,  $10  per  year. 

25.  Lumber  yaras,  $10  per  year. 

26.  Shipyards,  $10  per  year. 

27.  Manufacture  of  oil  or  explosives,  $100  per  year. 

28.  Storage  of  oil,  gunpowder,  or  other  explosive,  combustible,  or  dangerous  mate- 
rial in  large  quantities,  $50  per  year. 

29.  Sale  of  oil,  gunpowder,  or  other  explosive,  combustible,  or  dangerous  material, 
at  retail,  $5  per  year:  Provided,  That  not  more  than  100  gallons  of  oil,  20  pounds  of 
gunpowder  or  other  explosive,  and  limited  quantities  of  combustible  or  dangerous 
material  shall  be  stored  in  any  place  of  business  so  licensed:  And  further  provided, 
That  small  shops  where  oil  is  sold  by  the  bottle  or  in  quantities  not  to  exceed  one- 
half  gallon  shall  not  be  included  in  this  description. 

30.  Stationary  engines  and  boilers  of  over  15  horsepower,  $5  per  year. 

31.  Stationary  engines  and  boilers  of  15  horsepower  or  less,  $3  per  year. 

32.  Plumbers,  conducting  a  business  or  in  charge  of  work,  $5  per  year. 

33.  Bakers,  conducting  a  business  or  in  charge  of  work,  $5  per  year. 

34.  Bill  posters  and  advertising  agents,  $10  per  year. 

35.  Auctioneers,  $50  per  year. 

36.  Stationary  engineers,  $5  per  year. 

37.  Public  weighers,  $10  per  year. 

38.  Public  vehicles:  Four-wheeled  public  carriage  drawn  by  2  horses,  $4;  4-wheeled 
public  carriage  drawn  by  1  horse,  $3;  2-wheeled  public  carriage  drawn  by  1  horse, 
$2.50;  public  cart  drawn  by  2  horses,  $2;  public  cart  drawn  by  1  horse,  $1.50;  scav- 
enger cart  drawn  by  2  horses,  $2;  scavenger  cart  drawn  by  1  horse,  $1.50. 

(6)  Second-class  licenses:  Quarterly  licenses,  for  the  period  of  three  months  from 
January  1,  April  1,  July  1,  and  October  1  of  each  year.  The  full  license  shall  be 
paid  for  any  part  of  a  quarter.    These  licenses  can  not  be  transferred. 

1.  Barbers,  cobblers,  and  repairers  having  no  fixed  place  of  business,  plying  their 
trade  from  house  to  house  along  the  public  streets,  $1. 

2.  Peddlers  having  no  fixed  stands,  plying  their  trade  from  house  to  house  or  in 
or  along  the  public  streets,  $1,  and  $1  additional  for  each  cart  used.  (For  peddlers 
of  newspapers  no  license  is  required. ) 

3.  Musicians,  fortune  tellers,  jugglers,  and  acrobats,  performing  from  house  to 
house  or  in  the  public  streets,  $1. 

4.  Proprietors  of  small  shops  where  native  food  is  prepared  and  sold  or  where  oil 
is  sold  by  the  bottle  or  in  quantities  not  to  exceed  one-half  gallon,  $1. 

(c)  Third-class  licenses:  Amusements  and  places  of  amusement.  The  owner  or 
proprietor  of  the  premises  where  any  exhibition  is  given  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
license  fee.  For  public  entertainments  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of  charity  no 
license  fee  shall  be  required. 

1.  Theaters  seating  over  400  persons,  $50  per  year  and  $5  for  each  performance  or 
exhibition. 

2.  Theaters  seating  from  100  to  400  persons,  inclusive,  $25  per  year  and  $3  for  each 
performance  or  exhibition. 

3.  Theaters  seating  less  than  100  persons,  $15  per  year  and  $2  for  each  perform- 
ance or  exhibition. 

4.  Halls  for  public  concerts,  dances,  and  exhibitions,  $2.50  for  each  day  used. 

5.  Race  tracks,  $100  per  year  and  $5  for  each  day  exhibitions  are  given. 

6.  Cockpits  (if  sanctionea),  $200  for  the  location  and  $5  for  each  day  exhibitions 
are  given. 

7.  Circuses,  menageries,  and  caravans  under  canvas,  $25  for  the  location  and  $5  for 
each  day  exhibitions  are  given. 
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8.  Side  shows  charging  separate  or  additional  admission,  $3  for  each  day. 

9.  Minstrel,  musical,  variety,  athletic,  and  all  other  shows  or  exhibitions  given 
under  canvas,  $5  for  each  performance. 

10.  Boxing  and  sparring  exhibitions,  $25. 

11.  Small  shows,  exhibitions,  or  performances  given  under  canvas,  $1  for  each 
performance. 

12.  Circus  parades,  $5  for  each  parade. 

13.  Billiard  and  pool  tables,  $10  each  per  year. 

14.  Bowling  alleys,  $10  each  per  year. 

15.  Shooting  galleries,  $10  each  per  year. 

16.  Nickel-in-slot  machines,  $5  each  per  year. 

17.  Merry-go-rounds,  $5  for  the  location  and  $2  per  month. 

18.  Phonographs,  $2  per  month. 

19.  Blowing,  lifting,  and  striking  machines  and  other  mechanical  devices  for  the 
trial  of  strenrth.  $2  per  month. 

(d)  Fourth-class  licenses. — Dog  licenses:  Good  until  January  1  following  their 
issue.  For  each  fraction  of  a  year,  a  proportional  part  of  the  license  fee  shall  be 
charged. 

Male  dogs,  over  3  months  of  age,  $2  per  year. 

Female  aogs,  over  3  months  of  age,  $3  per  year. 

Sec.  3.  Application  for  a  license  shall  be  made  to  the  department  of  licenses  and 
municipal  revenue,  which  shall  set  forth  the  name  and  residence  of  the  applicant,  a 
full  description  of  the  business  and  the  place  where  the  same  is  to  be  conducted,  and 
such  further  particulars  as  may  be  required. 

The  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  receipts  for  internal  revenue  and  other 
taxes  assessed  upon  the  applicant  and  the  property  licensed,  which  shall  be  returned 
when  the  application  has  been  acted  upon. 

Sec.  4.  In  all  cases  where  the  rate  of  license  is  based  upon  or  regulated  by  the 
amount  of  sales  effected,  or  business  transacted,  or  upon  the  number  of  vehicles 
used,  or  upon  any  other  matter  peculiarly  witHin  the  knowledge  of  the  applicant  for 
license,  and  in  all  other  cases  when  demanded  by  the  department  of  licenses  and 
municipal  revenue,  the  applicant  shall  submit  his  application,  in  writing,  and 
render  a  sworn  statement  of  sales  effected  or  business  transacted  during  the  three 
months  next  preceding  the  date  of  application,  which  statement  shall,  if  found  to  be 
correct,  determine  the  amount  for  winch  such  license  shall  be  issued.  If  any  person 
applying  for  a  license  shall  make  any  false  statement  in  regard  to  his  business,  with 
intent  thereby  to  procure  a  license  at  less  rates  than  those  provided  for,  he  may  be 
prosecuted  therefor,  and,  in  addition,  his  license  shall  be  forfeited.  The  conviction 
and  punishment  of  any  person  for  transacting  any  business  without  a  license  shall 
not  excuse  or  exempt  such  person  from  the  payment  of  any  license  fee  due  or  unpaid 
at  time  of  such  conviction. 

Sec.  5.  The  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue  shall  submit  all  applica- 
tions for  license,  with  report  thereon,  to  the  provost-marshal. general,  who  shall  have 
power  to  hear  and  grant  licenses  to  such  persons  as  shall  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  and  as  he  in  his  discretion  shall  deem  suitable  and  proper  persons 
to  be  licensed,  and  to  suspend  or  revoke  the  same  at  any  time. 

Sec.  6.  When  a  license  is  granted  it  shall  be  issued  by  the  officer  in  charge  of 
the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue,  who  shall  keep  a  register  con- 
taining the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  each  license  has  been  issued  or  transferred, 
the  date  of  issue  or  transfer,  and  the  number,  term,  and  description  of  the  license 
issued.  The  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue  may,  upon  satisfactory 
proof  that  the  original  has  been  lost  or  stolen,  issue  a  duplicate  license  at  discretion 
upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  25  cents. 

Sec.  7.  All  badges,  numbers,  and  other  equipment  required  with  any  license  shall 
be  of  a  uniform  style  and  pattern  and  furnished  by  the  department  of  licenses  and 
municipal  revenue  at  cost 

Sec.  8.  All  matters  subject  to  municipal  regulation  or  supervision  not  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  dealt  with  by  the  provost-marshal-general  in  his  discretion;  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  thereafter  to  perform  any  act  or  to  have  in  possession  any  article 
which  is  declared  to  be  subject  to  license  or  permit  without  first  obtaining  a  written 
license  or  permit  therefor  from  the  provost-marshal-general,  through  the  officer  exer- 
cising authorized  supervision  over  the  subject  in  question.  Such  license  or  permit 
shall  be  strictly  limited  to  the  time,  place,  and  person  or  thing  named  therein. 

Sec.  9.  Every  license  shall  designate  the  number  and  kind  of  license,  the  dates  of 
issue  and  expiration,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  licensee,  a  sufficient  description 
of  the  business  licensed,  and  the  place  where  the  same  is  to  be  carried  on.  It  shall 
also  contain  suitable  extracts  from  ordinances  relating  to  the  posting,  renewal,  trans- 
far,  and  revocation  of  such  license. 

Brno.  10.  Every  license  shall  cease  to  be  in  force  upon  expiration,  suspension,  or 
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revocation,  an<l  it  shall  l>e  unlawful  for  any  person  holding  such  license  to  conduct 
or  continue  the  business,  trade,  or  profession  licensed  without  further  authority 
from  the  provost-marshal-general. 

Sec.  11.  Every  license  which  has  been  suspended  or  revoked  shall  be  immediately 
surrendered  to  the  department  of  licenses  ana  municipal  revenue.  In  case  of  suspen- 
sion, if  the  suspension  lias  been  removed,  the  license  shall  be  returned  upon  pay- 
ment of  all  costs  incident  to  suspension. 

Sec.  12.  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year  from  date  of 
issue. 

Sec.  13.  No  license  shall  be  assigned  or  transferred  from  one  person  to  another  or 
authorize  any  other  business  or  authorize  a  business  to  be  conducted  at  any  other 
place  than  that  named  in  the  original  license,  except  by  written  authority  of  the 
provost-marshal-general  across  the  face  of  the  license,  recorded  with  the  original  in 
the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue,  and  no  transfer  shall  be  made* 
which  involves  the  addition  of  privileges.  A  license  of  the  second  class  is  a  personal 
privilege  and  can  not  be  transferred.  For  all  transfers  a  fee  of  10  per  cent  of  the 
original  license  fee  shall  be  collected,  such  transfer  fee  in  no  case  to  be  less  than  25 
cents. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall  conduct  more  than  one  kind  of  business  requiring  a  license 
or  conduct  business  at  more  than  one  place  during  the  term  of  the  license,  without 
obtaining  a  separate  license  for  each  business  and  place  of  business  so  licensed,  and 
every  license  shall  be  restricted  to  the  person,  business,  and  place  of  business  named 
therein. 

Sec.  15.  A  license  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person  who  has  failed  to  pay  the  fee 
for  a  license  previously  held,  or  to  pay  any  fine,  tax,  penalty,  or  other  debt  or'liability 
to  the  United  States  Government,  or  any  department  thereof,  and  if  so  granted,  the 
license  shall  l>e  revoked  upon  discovery  of  such  indebtedness. 

Sec.  16.  A  license  may  he  refused  to  any  person  wTho  has  violated  any  ordinance 
or  regulation  relating  to  a  license  previously  granted. 

Sec.  17.  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  any  gambling  business,  scheme,  or  device. 

Sec.  18.  Every  person  holding  a  license  shall  keep  it  posted  at  all  times  while  in 
force  in  a  conspicuous  position  in  the  place  where  the  business  is  carried  on.  He 
shall  produce  and  surrender  the  license,  when  suspended  or  revoked,  when  apply- 
ing for  a  renewal  or  transfer,  and  when  requested  to  do  so  by  anv  authorized  officer. 
Licenses  of  the  second  class  shall  be  carried  on  the  person  of  the  licensee  while  in 
the  pursuance  of  the  business  authorized,  and  exhibited  if  requested  by  any  author- 
ized officer. 

Sec.  19.  Every  boat,  cart,  vehicle,  or  other  article  particularly  licensed  in  connec- 
tion with  any  business  (except  public  l>oats  and  vehicles)  shall  l>ear  a  number  or 
mark  of  identification  on  some  inconspicuous  part  of  the  same.  Such  mark  shall  be 
affixed  by  the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue  when  the  license  is 
issued. 

Sec.  20."  All  licenses  shall  be  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  regulations  now  or 
hereafter  in  force  and  all  police  supervision  incident  thereto. 

Sec.  21.  All  sums  of  money  herein  mentioned  shall  be  held  to  refer  to  money  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  22.  The  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue  shall  keep  suitable 
books  showing  all  transactions  relating  to  licenses,  their  issue,  and  the  fees  received 
for  the  same;  and  all  fees  so  received  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  city.  It  shall,  on 
the  first  day  of  each  week,  furnish  the  superintendent  of  police  with  a  list  of  all 
licenses  issued,  susi>ended,  or  revoked  during  the  preceding  week,  with  the  term, 
class,  and  a  suitable  description  of  each  license. 

Sec.  23.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue 
is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  such  instructions,  approved  by  the  provost-marshal- 
general,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  may  l)e  necessary  to 
carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Set.  24.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  June  25,  1901. 


Ordinance  No.  10. 

AN   ORDINANCE   REGULATING   THE   USE   OF   PUBLIC   VEHICLES. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  keep  for  hire  any  public  vehicle  without  first  obtaining 
a  license  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  terms  hereinafter  mentioned,  wherever  used  in  this  ordinance, 
shall  be  construed  as  follows: 

The  term  "public  vehicle"  shall  include  every  public  carriage,  (art,  and  all  other 
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vehicles  seeking  employment  from  the  general  public:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  as  regulating  the  rates  of  livery  vehicles,  omnibus  lines,  horse, 
electric,  or  steam  railways,  or  carriages  running  at  regular  intervals  to  boats  and 
railway  terminals  in  connection  with  hotels,  for  the  accommodation  of  guests. 

The  term  *' public  carriage"  shall  include  every  carriage,  carromata,  calesa,  quilez, 
or  other  vehicle  conveying  passengers  within  the  city  limits  which  goes  into  the 
streets  to  seek  employment  from  the  general  public. 

The  term  "  public  cart"  shall  include  every  cart,  dray,  truck,  wa$?on,  or  other 
vehicle  used  for  conveying  goods,  merchandise,  or  material  for  hire  within  the  city 
limits  which  goes  into  the  streets  to  seek  employment  from  the  general  public. 

Sec  3.  The  license  for  a  public  carriage,  containing  the  authorized  schedule  of 
rates,  shall  be  printed  on  cardboard  or  tou^h  paper  and  posted  in  some  conspicuous 
place  in  the  venicle,  where  it  can  be  conveniently  read  by  passengers.  If  the  license 
is  not  so  posted  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  driver  to  demand  any  pay  for 
the  conveyance  of  passengers. 

Sec.  4.  Every  public  carriage  shall  be  provided  with  lamps,  top,  curtain,  rain  apron, 
and  strong  and  well-trained  horses.  The  vehicle  shall  be  Kept  neat  and  well  painted 
and  both  harness  and  vehicle  in  good  repair. 

Sec.  5.  Every  public  carriage  snail  bear  upon  the  back  thereof  a  metal  plate  2  by  4 
inches  in  size,  upon  which  shall  be  legibly  marked  the  number  of  such  vehicle  in 
figures  1  \  inches  in  height.  The  same  number  shall  be  legibly  stenciled  in  letters  of 
the  same  size  upon  the  outer  face  of  each  lamp. 

Sec.  6.  Every  public  carriage  shall  carry  a  signal,  painted  white,  attached  to  the 
left-hand  side  of  the  dashboard,  where  it  can  be  plainly  seen.  When  the  carriage  is 
engaged,  the  signal  shall  be  turned  down  so  as  not  to  be  visible.  If  there  is  no  dash- 
board, the  signal  shall  be  attached  to  the  top  or  canopy,  to  the  left  of  the  driver. 

Sec.  7.  The  following  portions  of  the  public  way  are  designated  as  stations  for  pub- 
lic carriages,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  public  carriage  to  stand  or  loiter  await- 
ing employment  at  any  other  place,  except  by  written  permission  of  the  owner  of 
abutting  property,  approved  in  writing  by  the  provost-marshal-general.  Each  sta- 
tion shall  be  marked  with  a  suitable  sign,  bearing  the  words  " public  station,"  to  be 
provided  and  maintained  by  the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue.  The 
provost-marshal-general  may  at  any  time  discontinue  these  stations  or  designate  new 
stations.

Sec.  9.  Every  public  carriage  shall  transport,  without  extra  charge,  reasonable 
baggage  not  in  excess  of  50  pounds,  and  the  driver  shall  assist  in  loading  or  unload - 
such  baggage.

Sec.  10.  The  driver  of  any  public  vehicle  which  is  not  engaged  shall  admit  to  his 
carriage  all  persons  belonging  to  the  same  group  or  party  for  whom  there  are  seats 
in  his  carriage:  Provided,  That  he  shall  not  be  compelled  to  admit — 

(a)  Any  persons  known  to  be  afflicted  with  a  visible  contagious  disease. 

(6)  Any  intoxicated  persons,  except  by  order  of  the  police. 

(c)  Any  vagrant  or  suspicious  character  who  shall  not,  upon  request,  display  the 
estimated  fare  to  his  destination. 

(d)  Any  person  to  the  driver's  box  or  seat. 

Sec.  11.  if  a  passenger  becomes  disorderly  or  abusive,  attempts  to  occupy  the  driver's 
seat,  or  in  any  way  disturbs  the  peace,  the  driver  may  suspend  the  trip  and  notify 
the  police. 

Sec.  12.  The  provost-marshal-general  shall  designate  stands  or  stations  for  public 
carts  at  convenient  points  in  the  several  districts,  which  stations  shall  be  marked  as 
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provided  in  section  7,  and  subject  to  the  same  supervision  as  public  carriages;  and  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  public  cart  to  stand  for  employment  at  places  other  than 
those  authorized. 

Sec.  13.  The  rates  to  be  charged  for  the  use  of  each  public  cart  shall  be  computed 
from  the  time  it  is  engaged  until  dismissed,  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule:

Sec.  14.  Every  public  cartman  shall  have  a  lien  upon  any  article  transported  by 
him  for  cartage  due  him  for  such  transportation.  In  case  of  controversy,  he  may 
convey  such  articles  to  the  district  police  station,  where  any  dispute  regarding  the 
amount  due  for  cartage  shall  be  submitted  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  such  station. 

Sec.  15.  Every  public  cart  shall  have  the  license  number  painted  on  each  side  in 
figures  3  inches  long.  The  authorized  schedule  of  rates  shall  be  kept  in  some  con- 
venient place  about  the  vehicle  at  all  times  when  in  use,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to 
demand  any  pay  for  such  cartage  unless  such  schedule  is  presented  to  the  person 
using  the  vehicle  upon  his  request. 

Sec.  16.  The  driver  of  a  public  vehicle  shall  wear  upon  his  left  breast  a  metal 
badge  bearing  a  number  corresponding  to  that  of  the  vehicle,  and  shall  be  familiar 
with  the  names  and  locations  of  the  streets,  plazas,  and  public  places  of  the  city. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver  or  owner  to  refuse  to  convey  a  passen- 
ger in  any  public  carriage,  or  goods,  merchandise,  or  material  in  any  public  cart, 
when  applied  to  for  that  purpose,  or,  having  undertaken  to  convey  the  same,  to 
neglect  to  do  so,  or  to  demand  or  receive  for  such  conveyance  any  greater  price  or 
rate  than  is  herein  prescribed:  Provided,  That  he  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time 
between  12.30  and  1.30  p.  m.,  and  7  and  8  p.  m.,  to  rest  and  feed  his  horses,  and 

Sublic  carriages  going  to  or  returning  from  their  stables  shall  not  be  subject  to  hire 
uring  these  periods. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  keep,  use,  drive,  or  employ  any 
vehicle  not  licensed,  with  numbers  thereon  taken  from  licensed  vehicles,  or  resem- 
bling such  numbers,  or  for  any  person  holding  a  license  to  use  the  numbers  on  any 
other  vehicle  than  the  one  licensed. 

Sec.  19.  Whenever,  upon  sale  or  from  other  cause,  a  public  vehicle  ceases  to  be 
used  as  such,  the  person  holding  the  license  shall  report  that  fact  to  the  department 
of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue,  where  a  record  shall  be  made  of  the  same,  and 
the  number  and  other  distinguishing  marks  removed  from  the  vehicle. 

Sec.  20.  Whenever  a  public  vehicle  becomes  unserviceable,  or  unfit  for  public  use, 
or  is  not  provided  with  suitable  horses  or  other  animals,  the  police  or  trie  depart- 
ment of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue  is  authorized  to  take  up  the  license,  and  such 
license  shall  be  suspended  until  the  vehicle  is  again  in  condition  for  use  and  the 
license  returned  by  the  provost-marshal-general. 

Sec.  21.  Public  vehicles  arriving  at  public  stations  shall  not  occupy  a  greater  space 
than  is  assigned  to  them,  or  block  the  public  way  to  the  free  passage  of  other  vehicles. 
They  may  stand  crosswise  of  the  street  if  traffic  is  not  impeded  thereby.  If  there  is 
not  space  at  a  particular  station,  the  driver  shall  move  on. 

Sec.  22.  Whenever  any  parcel  or  baggage  of  any  kind  is  left  in  a  public  vehicle  or 
in  the  custody  of  the  driver  thereof,  such  driver  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same, 
under  receipt,  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  nearest  police  station,  unless  sooner 
delivered  to  the  owner  of  such  parcel  or  to  his  order. 

Sec.  23.  Licensed  livery  stables  keeping  vehicles  for  public  use  shall  keep  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  stable  a  printed  schedule  of  rates  charged  for  the  use 
of  each  class  of  vehicles,  and  shall  keep  a  copy  of  such  schedule  in  some  convenient 
place  about  the  vehicle  at  all  times  when  in  use.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  collect  any 
fare  in  excess  of  the  advertised  rates,  or  to  collect  any  fare  unless  such  schedule  is 
presented  to  the  passenger  upon  demand. 

Sec.  24.  All  drivers  of  livery  and  public  vehicles  shall  register  at  the  office  of  the 
superintendent  of  police,  where  a  special  register  shall  be  kept  containing  the  name, 
age,  residence,  ana  other  particulars  in  regard  to  each  driver.  A  certificate  of  regis- 
tration shall  be  issued  to  such  driver  and  a  fee  of  25  cents  collected  therefor. 
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Sec.  25.  All  complaints  for  offenses  on  the  part  of  the  owner  or  driver  of  any  pub- 
lic carriage  and  all  disputes  as  to  the  rate  of  compensation  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  district  police  station. 

Sec.  26.  The  owner  of  any  licensed  vehicle  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damage 
that  may  result  from  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  27.  All  sums  of  money  herein  mentioned  shall  be  held  to  refer  to  money  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  28.  The  officers  in  charge  of  the  several  departments  are  authorized  to  issue 
such  instructions,  approved  by  the  provost-marshal-general,  not  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Sec.  29.  All  ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  ana  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  on  and  after  July  1,  1901. 


Ordinance  No.  11. 
an  ordinance  relating  to  tne  ike  of  the  public  streets  and  places  of  manila. 

Section  1.  The  streets  and  public  ways  of  the  city  shall  be  kept  free  and  clear  for 
the  use  of  the  public,  and  the  sidewalks  and  crossings  for  the  use  of  pedestrians,  and 
the  same  shall  only  be  used  or  occupied  for  other  purposes  as  provided  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  All  drivers  of  horses  or  vehicles  occupying  the  public  streets  shall  be  sul>- 
ject  to  the  orders  and  supervision  of  the  police,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver 
or  person  in  charge  of  any  vehicle  to  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  the  order  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  police  force. 

Sec.  3.  Vehicles  standing  on  the  streets  or  public  places  oi  the  city  shall  align 
themselves  against  the  curbing  and  keep  closed  up ;  they  shall  not  be  halted  in  or 
near  the  middle  of  a  public  street,  nor  remain  standing  within  five  meters  of  the  inter- 
section of  public  streets  or  crossings  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of 
vehicles  or  pedestrians,  nor  shall  they  be  unnecessarily  halted  upon  the  public  way 
opposite  any  standing  vehicle  or  obstruction,  where  such  halting  will  impede  the  free 
passage  of  traffic. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  vehicle  or  any  horse  or  other  animal  to  stand 
or  be  driven  upon  a  public  sidewalk  or  crossing,  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  in 
crossing  the  same;  or  for  any  vehicle  to  remain  standing  crosswise  of  a  publicstreet 
for  a  longer  period  than  may  be  actually  necessary  to  load  or  unload  sucn  vehicle. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  coolie  or  bearer  to  occupy  the  sidewalks  while 
pursuing  his  calling. 

Sec.  6.  In  case  of  blocking  or  congesting  the  public  way  by  standing  or  other  vehi- 
cles, the  police  may  direct  a  sufficient  number  of  such  vehicles  to  proceed  to  another 
and  less  crowded  locality,  selecting,  if  possible,  the  vehicles  last  to  arrive. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  vehicle  to  which  a  horse  or  other  animal  is 
not  attached  to  remain  standing  in  a  public  street  for  more  than  one  hour. 

Sec.  8.  Every  vehicle  occupying  the  street  shall  keep  to  the  left  of  the  center  of 
the  traveled  way;  and  no  vehicle  shall  remain  standing  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the 
street  for  a  longer  period  than  is  necessary  to  receive  or  discharge  passengers. 

Sec.  9.  Vehicles  carrying  passengers  shall  have  the  right  of  way  over  those  carry- 
ing freight  or  vehicles  not  laden,  and  vehicles  in  motion  shall  have  the  right  of  way 
over  those  halted.  Ambulances  and  fire  apparatus,  when  actually  employed  and  on 
duty,  or  going  to  or  returning  from  such  duty,  shall  have  the  right  of  way  over  every 
person  or  thing  occupying  the  public  street. 

Sec.  10.  Every  passenger  vehicle  shall  carry  two  lights,  and  every  cart  and  freight 
vehicle  shall  carry  one  light,  when  in  use  after  dark. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  carry  a  corpse  or  any  dead  animal,  swine,  garbage, 
rubbish,  offal,  or  offensive  material  of  any  description,  or  any  explosives  or  inflam- 
mable material  through  the  public  streets,  except  in  vehicles  licensed  for  such  pur- 
poses; or  to  convey  earth,  mortar,  sand,  garbage,  rubbish,  offal,  or  other  material  in 
such  manner  that  any  part  thereof  shall  be  scattered  in  any  street  or  public  way. 

Sec.  12.  The  driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  be  at  least  16  years  of  age,  of  intelligence 
and  good  character,  and  free  from  infectious  or  contagious  disease;  he  shall  at  ail 
times  be  courteous  and  respectful  to  the  public;  he  shallnot  absent  himself  from  his 
vehicle  on  the  street  unless  by  reason  of  necessity  or  business,  in  which  case  the 
vehicle  shall  \)e  left  in  the  charge  of  a  competent  person;  he  shall  occupy  no  part  of 
the  carriage  except  the  seat  reserved  for  the  driver  while  the  carriage  is  in  motion; 
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he  shall  not  stand  or  loiter  about  doorsteps,  on  platforms,  or  in  front  of  any  house, 
store,  or  other  building,  to  the  inconvenience  or  annoyance  of  the  occupants  thereof. 

Sec.  13.  The  driver  of  any  vehicle  shall  give  to  any  responsible  person  who  shall 
request  it  his  name  and  residence,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  owner  of  the 
vehicle. 

Sec.  14.  All  claims  and  reports  of  misconduct  on  the  part  of  a  driver  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  nearest  police  station. 

Sec.  15.  The  owner  of  a  vehicle  shall  keep  the  harness  and  vehicle  in  a  proper  con- 
dition of  cleanliness  and  repair,  and  provide  a  competent  and  trustworthy  driver, 
suitable  horses  or  other  animals,  and  all  equipment  required  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec  16.  All  horses  and  vehicles,  whether  for  private  use  or  for  hire,  shall  be  reg- 
istered with  the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  ride  or  drive  any  unbroken  or  unruly  horse  or 
other  animal  on  the  public  street;  or  to  ride  or  drive  on  any  public  street  at  a 
greater  rate  of  speed  than  8  miles  an  hour,  or  on  any  narrow  or  crowded  street, 
bridge,  street  intersection,  or  crossing  at  a  greater  speed  than  5  miles  an  hour, 
and  this  speed  shall  be  further  reduced  whenever  the  condition  of  a  street  or  its 
occupants  renders  it  necessary. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  blinders  upon  any  horse  that  do  not  permit 
unobstructed  vision  to  the  horse's  front,  or  any  harness  that  will  cut  into  the  flesh, 
or  to  use  in  any  vehicle  any  draft  animal  unfit  for  service  by  reason  of  lameness, 
sores,  or  other  cause,  or  to  beat  or  maltreat  any  draft  animal. 

Sec.  19.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  run  or  race  any  horse  or  other  animal,  or  consent 
to  such  racing,  on  a  public  street,  alley,  or  avenue  for  any  trial  of  speed,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  passing  any  other  horse  or  animal,  whether  or  not  such  racing  be  for  the 
purpose  of  deciding  any  stake,  bet,  or  challenge. 

Sec.  20.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  permit  any  horse  or  draft  animal  to  run  loose  or 
at  large  in  a  street  or  public  place,  and  the  owner  shall  be  responsible  for  all  damage 
caused  by  such  animal,  and  for  reasonable  expenses  of  care  and  custody  of  the  same. 

Sec.  21.  Every  bicycle  shall  be  regarded  as  a  vehicle  and  subject  to  all  ordinances 
and  regulations  relating  thereto.  It  shall  carry  a  light  when  in  use  after  dark,  and 
a  bell  or  whistle  at  all  times,  which  shall  be  sounded  when  approaching  any  street 
crossing  or  intersection  or  any  vehicle  or  person  occupying  the  street. 

Sec  22.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  cart  or  freight  wagon  to  traverse  the  Eecolta 
from  8  a.  m.  to  7  p.  m.  All  such  vehicles  leaving  or  approaching  the  Eecolta  or  the 
Bridge  of  Spain  between  these  hours  shall  drive  north  on  Muelle  del  Silva,  Plaza 
Moraga,  Plaza  Cervantes,  and  Calle  Anloague,  and  south  on  Calle  Nueva;  and  Calle 
Anloague  and  Calle  Nueva  shall  be  kept  free  and  clear  for  the  passage  of  such  vehi- 
cles,, and  teams  shall  not  be  allowed  to  stand  thereon  between  these  hours. 

Sec  23.  The  Luneta  shall  at  all  times  be  reserved  for  the  use  of  passenger  vehicles, 
and  no  cart  or  other  freight  vehicle  shall  be  allowed  thereon. 

Sec  24.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  lay  pipes  or  conduits  of  any  kind, 
or  to  dig  or  remove  any  earth  or  stone  from  a  street,  sidewalk,  or  public  place,  with- 
out first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from  the  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and 
sanitation. 

Sec  25.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  dig  under  a  street,  sidewalk,  or  pub- 
lic place,  for  any  purpose,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  undermined  by  digging  or  remov- 
ing earth  or  stone  from  the  abutting  premises,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from 
the  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation. 

Sec  26.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  any  portion  of  any  street,  sidewalk,  wharf, 
landing,  or  other  public  place  for  the  purpose  of  storing  material  for  the  erection  or 
repair  of  any  building,  or  to  store  thereon  material  of  any  kind,  or  to  use  the  same 
for  any  private  purpose  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  department  of 
streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation. 

Sec  27.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  place  or  erect  any  post,  fence,  stand,  building,  or 
other  obstruction,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon  a  street,  sidewalk,  or  public  way,  or  to 
obstruct  any  street,  drain,  or  gutter,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  depart- 
ment of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation. 

Sec  28.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deposit  any  sand,  dirt,  garbage, 
rubbish,  offal,  or  material  of  any  description  in  any  street,  estero,  or  public  way,  or 
to  grade,  fill,  or  repave  any  part  of  the  public  street,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit 
therefor  from  the  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation. 

Sec  29.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  or  expose  for  sale  in  a  public  street  or  public 
place  any  vehicle  or  any  horse  or  other  animal  attached  thereto,  or  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise  of  any  description,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from  the 
provost-marshal-general. 

Sec.  30.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  circus  or  menagerie  to  parade  in  the  streets 
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without  first  obtaining  a  license  from  the  provost-marshal-general,  specifying  the 
streets  in  and  along  which  such  parade  may  be  made. 

Sec.  31.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  beg,  cook,  wash  clothes,  horses, 
vehicles,  or  other  property,  throw  garbage,  offal,  refuse,  or  sweepings,  or  commit 
any  nuisance  in  the  public  streets. 

Sec.  32.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  unauthorized  person  to  carry  a  weapon  of 
any  kind,  or  to  fire  the  same,  or  any  torpedo,  firecracker,  or  other  explosive  in  the 
public  street. 

Sec.  33.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  remove,  deface,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  any 
telegraph,  telephone,  fire-alarm,  or  electric-light  Doles  or  wires,  or  any  property 
which  nas  been  placed  in  the  streets  for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public. 

Sec.  34.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  owners  of  property  to  report  defects  or  nuisances  in 
the  public  streets  adjoining  such  property. 

Sec.  35.  Any  person  using  the  streets  for  unauthorized  purposes  shall  be  liable  for 
all  damage  that  may  be  sustained  by  reason  of  such  use. 

Sec.  36.  Any  person  using  the  streets  for  purposes  requiring  the  authority  of  a 
permit  shall  be  liable  for  all  damage  that  may  be  sustained  by  reason  of  neglect  or 
refusing  to  comply  strictly  with  the  provisions  of  such  permit,  and  shall  take  neces- 
sary care  and  precautions  for  the  safety  of  the  public. 

Sec.  37.  Whenever  the  owner  or  person  responsible  for  any  unauthorized  obstruc- 
tion shall,  after  official  notice  from  the  proper  department,  refuse  or  neglect  to 
remove  the  same  within  a  reasonable  time,  sucn  obstruction  shall  be  deemed  a  pub- 
lic nuisance,  and  the  provost-marshal-general  is  authorized  to  remove  the  same  at  the 
owner's  expense. 

Sec.  38.  Any  person  authorized  to  obstruct  the  public  street  or  way  shall  remove 
such  obstruction  within  the  time  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  permit 
authorizing  such  obstruction,  leaving  the  public  way  in  a  suitable  condition  for 
travel. 

Sec.  39.  Whenever  any  street  or  public  way  of  the  city  is  temporarily  obstructed 
from  any  cause  the  police  or  any  officer  of  the  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and 
sanitation  may  issue  such  directions  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  such  obstruction 
as  may  be  required  for  public  convenience  and  safety. 

Sec.  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  to  see  that  any  use  of  the  public  streets 
requiring  a  permit  is  properly  authorized  and  report  and,  if  necessary,  arrest  all 
persons  refusing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  ordinances  and  regulations  con- 
cerning the  use  of  streets  or  the  rights  of  the  public  therein. 

Sec.  41.  Any  department  having  charge  of  a  public  work  requiring  the  obstruction 
of  any  street  or  public  way,  or  any  person  placing  an  obstruction  in  the  street  under 
authority  of  a  permit,  shall  erect  and  maintain  a  suitable  fence  or  railing  around 
such  obstruction  and  place  and  maintain  lights  at  such  places  and  in  such  manner  as 
to  prevent  danger  to  tne  public.  Such  obstructions  shall  not  interfere  with  the  nec- 
essary travel  of  pedestrians,  and  the  department  or  person  in  charge  of  the  work 
shall  make  suitable  provisions  for  their  accommodation. 

Sec.  42.  In  streets  and  alleys  to  which  the  public  lighting  service  has  not  been 
extended  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houses  shall  suspend  and  maintain  a  light  over 
each  numbered  entrance  every  night  from  dark  until  dawn. 

Sec.  43.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  cut,  break,  or  carry  away  any  tree,  shrub,  or 
flower  growing  in  any  street  or  public  place,  or  to  deface,  injure,  or  remove  any 
authorized  obstruction,  or  public  property  of  any  description  in  the  same,  without 
first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from  the  department  of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and 
sanitation. 

Sec.  44.  The  parks  and  public  places  shall  be  reserved  for  purposes  of  recreation 
and  amusement,  and  no  part  of  the  same  shall  be  used  as  a  thoroughfare,  except 
streets  and  walks  regularly  laid  out  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  45.  Street  railways  shall  so  lav  down  ana  maintain  their  tracks  as  to  interfere 
as  little  as  practicable  with  the  use  of  the  streets.  They  shall  fill  and  grade  the  space 
between  the  tracks  and  for  a  distance  of  50  centimeters  on  either  side  of  the  same 
to  the  grade  of  the  street,  and  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  same  in  such  condition  as 
to  allow  the  free  use  and  easy  }>assage  of  vehicles.  They  shall  also  pave  the  space 
above  described  in  streets  where  pavement  is  laid  down  or  where  such  paving  is 
required.  All  Kieh  work  shall  be  done  under  the  superintendence  of  the  depart- 
ment of  streets,  parks,  fire,  and  sanitation. 

Sec,  46.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railway  car  to  stand  upon  the  track  in  any 
street  or  public  way  for  a  longer  period  than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time. 

Sec.  47.  It  shall* be  the  duty  of  the  police  and  the  department  having  charge  of 
the  particular  class  of  improvements  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
in  all  cases  strictly  complied  with. 
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Sec.  48.  The  officers  in  charge  of  the  several  departments  are  authorized  to  issue 
such  instructions,  approved  by  the  provost-marshal-general,  not  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Sec.  49.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  Jhia  ordinance  .shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  July  1,  1901. 


Ordinance  No.  12. 
an  ordinance  regulating  the  practice  op  pharmacy. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  compound  or  dispense  the  pre- 
scriptions of  physicians,  or  to  retail,  compound,  or  dispense  drugs,  medicines,  chem- 
icals, or  poisons  for  medicinal  use,  in  the  city  of  Manila,  without  first  obtaining  a 
certificate  of  registration  from  the  board  of  health,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  health  shall,  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  determine, 
examine  every  person  applying  for  such  certificate,  and  shall  inspect  and  consider 
any  diploma  or  certificate  he  may  present  relating  to  his  education  or  experience  as 
a  pharmacist.  If  the  board  is  satisfied  that  such  person  is  competent  and  qualified 
to  practice  as  a  pharmacist,  it  shall  enter  him  upon  the  records  of  the  board  as  a 
registered  pharmacist,  and  shall  issue  the  certificate  of  registration  provided  for  in 
section  1  of  this  ordinance.  In  case  the  certificate  is  not  granted  to  any  such  person, 
he  shall  not  again  apply  for  registration  for  a  period  of  six  months.  The  board  shall 
receive  from  each  person  so  examined  the  sum  of  $2  and  from  each  person  to  whom 
a  certificate  is  issued  the  additional  sum  of  $5  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  establish  or  conduct  any  pharmacy 
or  store  for  the  purpose  of  compounding  prescriptions,  or  of  retailing,  compounding, 
or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals,  or  poisons  for  medicinal  use,  in  the  city  of 
Manila,  without  first  obtaining  a  license  therefor.  The  application  for  such  license 
shall  be  accompanied  frv — 

(a)  The  owner's  certificate  of  registration  from  the  board  of  health,  or,  in  case  the 
owner  is  not  registered,  the  certificate  of  the  registered  pharmacist  who  is  to  be  in 
charge  of  the  pharmacy. 

b)  A  plan  of  the  rooms  in  which  the  business  is  to  be  conducted. 

\c)  A  list  of  employees,  specifying  the  particular  work  in  which  each  is  to  engage. 

>ec.  4.  Any  person  desiring  to  register  as  a  Chinese  druggist  or  pharmacist  shall 
submit  to  the  board  of  health,  in  addition  to  such  other  evidence  as  may  be  required, 
a  certificate  from  the  Chinese  consul  that  such  person  is  competent  and  qualified  to 
conduct  a  Chinese  drug  store  or  pharmacy  according  to  the  laws  and  customs  of  the 
Chinese  Empire.  Certificates  and  licenses  issued  under  such  registration  shall  author- 
ize the  sale  of  such  drugs  and  medicines  to  Chinese  only. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  desiring  to  retail  paints,  acids,  chemicals,  or  other  poisonous 
or  dangerous  substances  for  use  in  the  arts  or  trades,  but  not  to  conduct  or  engage  in 
the  business  of  a  pharmacist,  shall  not  be  required  to  register  with  the  board  of 
health,  but  shall  otherwise  make  application  for  a  license  in  the  manner  herein 
required  for  pharmacists.  Said  application  shall  be  submitted  to  the  board  of  health, 
and  its  recommendation  obtained  before  the  license  is  issued. 

Sec.  6.  A  sign  shall  be  displayed  outside  the  entrance  to  every  pharmacy  inscribed: 
'  *  Pharmacy  of ( licentiate ) . ' '  In  case  the  owner  of  said  pharmacy  is  not  him- 
self a  registered  pharmacist,  the  sign  shall  bear  the  further  inscription:  "(Name) 

,  registered  pharmacist."    The  license  shall  be  displayed  in  a  conspicuous 

place  in  said  pharmacy. 

Sec.  7.  It  snail  be  the  duty  of  every  owner  or  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy — 

(a)  To  provide  a  seal,  stamp,  or  printed  label  containing  the  inscription  required 
in  section  6f  and  to  affix  the  same  to  every  prescription,  bottle,  box,  or  other  pack- 
age containing  medicine  sold  in  said  pharmacy,  with  the  name  of  the  prescribing 
physician  in  case  of  prescriptions. 

(6)  To  distinctly  mark  every  prescription,  bottle,  box,  or  other  package  contain- 
ing any  dangerous  drug  with  the  word  "Poison." 

lc)  To  provide  a  cabinet  in  which  shall  be  kept  all  violent  poisons,  and  to  cause 
said  cabinet  to  be  locked  when  not  in  use. 

id)  To  file  all  prescriptions,  when  filled,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose. 
e)  To  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  all  sales  of  poisons,  statins  the  date 
of  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quality  of  the  poison 
sold,  and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  to  have  been  purchased.    The  above 
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Isjoks  shall  In:  open  at  all  timi-H  to  the  inspection  of  tlio  board  of  health,  Ihe  superin- 
tendent ol  |»ilif*,  and  other  authorized  omriaLp. 

Kkc.  m.  ItHliall  lit:  unlawful  for  any  registered  pharmacist  or  the  owner  of  any 
pharmacy — 

('()  Ti>  presents-  medicine  for  the  sick,  unless  he  in  also  a  registered  physician. 

Ih)  To  sell  drugs  or  miilicimtH  without  a  prescription  from  a  registered  physician, 
except  medicines  or  drugs  for  common  domestic  use,  not  containing  poison. 

(c)  To  reis-at  or  refill  any  prescription,  exi-ept  bv  written  authority  of  the  physi- 
cian originally  prescribing,  which  shalHie  filed  with  the  original  prescription. 

( it)  To  fill  any  prescription  containing  a  dangerous  quantity  of  poison  without  first 
consulting  the  pnscriliing  physician  and  verifying  the  same. 

Hb-.  1).  Every  registered  pharmacist  shall  tie  held  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all 
drugs,  chemiials,  medicines,  and  poisons  he  may  sell  or  keep  for  sale,  except  those, 
sold  in  the  original  package,  of  the  manufacturer,  and  also  those  known  as  "  patent 
medicines;"  ami  it  shall  lie  unlawful  for  him  to  manufacture,  prepare,  sell,  or 
administer  any  prescription,  drug,  chemical,  medicine,  or  poison  under  any  fraudu- 
lent name,  direction,  or  pretense,  o  ■  to  adulterate  any  drug,  chemical,  medicine,  or 
poison  so  used  or  sold,  or  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  such  adulterated  drug,  chemical, 
medicine,  or  poison.  Any  drug,  chemical,  medicine,  or  poison  shall  lie  held  to  be 
adultcrati-d  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordinance  if  it  differs  from  the  standard  of 
quality  or  purity  laid  down  in  the  "U.  H.  l'liarmacopca." 

Hue.  1(1.  It  shall  1m-  unlawful  (or  the  proprietor  of  any  store  or  pharmacy  to  allow 
any  jientoii  therein,  except  a  registered  pharmacist,  to  compound  or  dispense  the 
prescriptions  of  physicians,  or  to  retail  or  dispense  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals,  or 
poisons,  for  mirdirinal  use,  except  as  an  aid  to  and  under  the  immediate  supervision 
cl  a  registered  pharmacist. 

Km'.  11.  Tliclmard  of  health  is  authorized  to  issue  such  instructions,  approved  by 
the  provost-marshal  -general,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as 
may  lm  neccwary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

KM',  12.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repenleil,  ami  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
font!  from  ami  after  July  1,  1901.

The  department  of  licenses  and  muiiici|iul  revenue  shall  keep  a  register  of 
all  licensed  dogs,  describing  the  same  by  name,  breed,  color,  anil  sex,  and  shall  also 
enter  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  and  the  imml>er  of  the  license  tag.  It 
shall  provide  for  each  dog  so  licensed  a  metal  tag,  the  design  o(  which  shall  lie 
changed  from  year  to  veur. 

Ktc,  ;l.  The  police  shall  take  up  and  imjionnd  all  dogs  which  are  not  so  licensed, 
or  which  lire  found  running  at  large  without  a  collar  or  license  tag  or  in  any  manner 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Every  dog  so  impounded  shall  be  held 
for  a  period  of  three  davs  from  the  date  of  its  impounding,  at  the  expiration  of 
which  time  it  shall  U-  solifor  killed,  under  the  direction  of  the  police,  if  not  redeemed 
us  hcreinuflcr  provided.

Thedogmay  In-  redeemed  by  the  owner  at  any  time  within  one 
month  of  thesale,  on  payment  to  the  purchaser' of  the  actual  expenses.  If  not  so 
redeemed,  it  shall  become  the  absolute  property  of  the  purchaser. 
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Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  fierce  or  dangerous  dog 
to  allow  the  same  to  run  at  large;  and  if  such  dog  be  found  at  large  in  any  public 
street  or  place,  or  upon  other  premises  than  those  of  its  owner  or  keeper,  ana  shall 
there  annoy  or  endanger  any  person,  it  may  be  seized  and  impounded  by  the  police. 
Upon  conviction  for  the  above  offense  the  owner  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  $10, 
and  it  may  be  part  of  the  sentence  that  such  dog  be  killed,  in  which  case  the  sentence 
shall  be  forthwith  executed  undeVthe  direction  of  the  superintendent  of  police. 

Sec.  8.  The  police  may  kill  any  dog  found  without  an  owner  or  keeper,  or  at  large 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  which  can  not  be  safely  taken  up  and 
impounded:  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  enter  private  premises  to  capture, 
entice,  or  take  any  dog  therefrom,  or  to  seize  or  molest  any  licensed  dog  while  lea 
or  held  by  a  line  or  chain  by  any  person,  or  to  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  a  dog  at  any 
other  place  than  the  pound,  except  as  specified  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  Any  dog  wnich  disturbs  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  neighborhood  by  con- 
stant barking  or  whining,  or  which  is,  by  reason  of  disease,  malformation,  or  acci- 
dent, an  object  of  disgust,  may,  upon  petition  signed  by  five  or  more  residents  of  the 
neighborhood,  be  declared  a  nuisance  by  the  superintendent  of  police,  who  shall 
thereupon  notify  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  to  remove  or  kill  it  within  three 
days.  If  said  owner  or  keeper  shall  refuse  or  fail  to  comply  with  said  notice  within 
the  time  specified,  the  superintendent  of  police  may  order  said  dog  to  be  killed 
wherever  found. 

Sec.  10.  The  provost-marshal-general  may  at  any  time  issue  an  order  restraining 
any  or  all  dogs  from  running  at  large  unless  securely  muzzled  or  otherwise  restrained 
so  as  to  effectually  prevent  tnem  from  attacking  or  biting  any  person  or  animal. 

Sec.  11.  The  license  year  for  dogs  shall  be  from  January  1  to  December  31,  inclu- 
sive. 

Sec.  12.  All  fees  and  penalties  herein  mentioned  shall  be  collected  by  the  depart- 
ment of  licenses  and  municipal  revenue  for  the  use  of  the  city,  and  all  sums  of  money 
shall  be  held  to  refer  to  money  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  13.  The  officers  and  inspectors  of  the  department  of  licenses  and  municipal 
revenue  shall  have  full  police  powers  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  14.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
thin  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  July  1,  1001. 


Ordinance  No.  14. 

AN   ORDINANCE   REGULATING    OFFENSIVE   AND    DANGEROUS   TRADES. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  engage  in  any  offensive  or  dangerous  business, 
trade,  or  occupation  without  first  obtaining  a  license  therefor.  Applications  for  such 
licenses  shall  be  referred  to  the  department  having  general  supervision  over  the 
particular  subject,  and  its  recommendation  obtained  before  the  license  is  issued. 

Sec.  2.  No  license  shall  be  issued  to  establish  within  the  city  limits  any  business, 
trade,  or  occupation  hereinafter  named,  for  which  application  shall  hereafter  be 
made:  (a)  Killing,  skinning,  or  disemboweling  animals,  cleaning  guts,  boiling  offal, 
bones,  fat,  tallow,  or  lard,  except  in  the  city  slaughterhouse  under  special  regulations 
pertaining  thereto;  (b)  manufacturing  glue  or  fish  manure;  (c)  manufacturing  oil, 
gunpowder,  dynamite,  or  other  explosive,  combustible,  or  dangerous  materials; 

(d)  tanning  or  dressing  hides  or  skins;  (e)  yarding  cattle  or  swine,  except  in 
authorized  stock  yards;  (/)  storing  rags,  bones,  or  feathers. 

Sec.  3.  No  license  shall  be  issued  to  establish  within  the  district  of  strong  materials 
any  business,  trade,  or  occupation  hereinafter  named,  for  which  application  shall 
hereafter  be  made:  (a)  Manufacturing  or  boiling  varnish  or  oil;  (6)  manufacturing 
lampblack,  turpentine,  tar,  or  charcoal;  (c)  manufacturing  bricks,  pottery,  or  lime, 
or  crushing,  grinding,  or  burning  stones,  bones,  or  shells;  (d)  drying  or  curing  fish; 

(e)  dyeing  or  lye  making;  (/)  boiling  or  refining  sugar;  (g)  distilling  or  brewing 
liquors;  (n)  canning  or  preserving  fruit;  (*)  storing  oil,  gunpowder,  aynamite,  or 
otner  explosive,  combustible,  or  dangerous  material  in  large  quantities:  iVotnded, 
That  every  such  establishment  now  existing  shall  be  kept  cleanly  and  wholesome, 
and  shall  be  so  conducted  as  not  to  be  offensive  or  prejudicial  to  life  or  health;  and 
that  no  repairs  to  building  or  premises,  or  improvements  or  additions  to  machinery 
or  plant,  snail  be  undertaken  without  approval  of  the  board  of  health. 
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Sec.  4.  The  owner  or  manager  of  premises  wherein  anv  business,  trade,  or  occu- 
pation is  conducted  shall  cause  the  removal  of  all  ashes,  rubbish,  offal,  dirt,  and  other 
offensive  and  dangerous  substances;  shall  take  such  measures  to  prevent  the  escape 
of  smoke,  dust,  cinders,  gas,  or  offensive  or  dangerous  odors  as  the  board  of  health 
may  direct,  and  shall  keep  said  premises  in  a  clean  and  wholesome  condition,  and 
conduct  the  business  in  such  manner  as  not  to  be  dangerous  or  needlessly  offensive 
to  the  public  or  to  the  owners  or  occupants  of  adjacent  property. 

Sec.  5.  The  board  of  health  is  authorized  to  issue  such  instructions,  approved  by 
the  provost-marshal-general,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Sec.  6.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  July  25,  1901. 


Ordinance  No.  15. 

AN   ORDINANCE  REGULATINCi   THE   MANTKACTURE   AND  SALE  OF  FOOD   AND  DRINK. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  meat  or  fish,  or  any 
manufactured  or  cooked  food  or  drink,  except  in  public  markets,  without  first 
obtaining  a  license  therefor  in  the  manner  provided  by  ordinance.  Such  licenses 
shall  not  be  issued  without  the  approval  of  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  kill  for  ftxxl  any  pig  or  calf  less  than  five  weeks  old 
or  any  lamb  less  than  eight  weeks  old,  or  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  the  meat  from  such 
animal;  to  kill  for  food  any  animal  when  in  a  diseased,  overheated,  or  feverish  con- 
dition, or  to  kill  for  food  any  cattle  except  in  authorized  slaughterhouses  under  the 
regulations  governing  the  same. 

Sec.  .'*.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  meat  or  fish  that  has  died 
of  disease  or  injury,  or  that  was  diseased  when  killed;  or  anv  meat  not  killed  or 
cared  for  under  regulations  approved  by  the  l>oard  of  health;  or  any  meat,  fish, 
fruit,  or  vegetables  not  fresh,  wholesome,  or  safe  for  human  food. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  cart  or  carry  through  the  streets  any  meat  designed 
for  sale,  unless  it  l)e  so  covered  as  to  protect  it  from  dust,  dirt,  flies,  and  insects;  or 
to  cart  or  carry  anv  live  cattle  or  swine  while  l>ound  or  tied  by  their  legs  or  bound 
down  by  their  necks. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  l>e  unlawful  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  as  food  any  meat  or  dead  animal 
until  the  same  has  been  fully  cooled  after  killing,  or  until  the  entrails,  head,  and 
feet  (except  of  poultry  and  game,  and  except  the  head  and  feet  of  swine)  shall  have 
been  removed,  or  to  offer  for  sale  as  food  any  live  animal  except  poultry. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  Ihj  unlawful  to  manufacture  for  sale,  sell,  or  oner  for  sale  any  article 
of  food  or  drink  which  is  adulterated;  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  held  to 
prohibit  the  manufacture,  sale,  or  offering  for  sale  of  articles  in  general  use  as  food 
or  drink  which  are  really  mixtures,  provided  said  mixtures  or  compounds  shall  con- 
tain nothing  injurious  to  health.  Any  article  shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section  (<?)  if'any  sutotance  has  been  mixed  with  it  so  as 
to  reduce,  lower,  or  injuriously  affect  its  quality  or  strength;  (b)  if  any  cheaper  or 
inferior  substance  has  lxjen  substituted,  wholly  or  in  j>art,  for  the  article;  (c)  if  any 
valuable  constituent  of  the  article  has  been  wliolly  or  in  part  abstracted;  (dV  if  it  be 
an  imitation,  or  sold  under  the  name  of  another  article;  (e )  if  it  consist,  wholly  or 
in  part,  of  diseased,  decomposed,  putrid,  or  rotten  animal  or  vegetable  substance;  (J) 
if  damage  or  defect  be  concealed  oy  artificial  means,  whereby  the  article  is  made  to 
appear  of  a  higher  quality  or  of  a  greater  value  than  is  actually  the  case;  (g)  if  it 
contain  any  ingredient  which  may  render  it  unsafe  or  injurious  to  health. 

Sec.  7.  The  owner,  keeper,  or  manager  of  any  premises  where  food  or  drink  is 
manufactured,  stored,  kept,  sold,  or  offered  for  sale  shall  keep  and  maintain  such 
premises  ami  everything  used  therein  or  appurtenant  thereto  in  a  clean  and  whole- 
some condition,  and  shall  not  allow  the  food  or  drink  sold  or  offered  for  sale  on  such 
premises  to  be  poisoned,  infected,  or  otherwise  rendered  unsuitable  for  human  con- 
sumption. In  case  any  refrigerator  or  ice  1m>x  is  used  on  such  premises  it  shall  be 
suitably  lined  so  as  to  be  water-tight,  and  provided  with  a  pipe  to  carry  off  the 
drainage. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  bring  into  the  city  or  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any 
milk  that  is  not  fresh  and  wholesome  or  that  has  been  watered,  adulterated,  reduced, 
or  changed  in  any  respect  by  the  addition  of  water  or  other  substance  or  by  the 
removal  of  cream:  Provided,  That  milk  from  which  an^'  part  of  the  cream  has  been 
removed  may  be  offered  for  sale  and  sold  if  the  fact  is  publicly  advertised  on  the 
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cart  or  in  the  place  of  business  of  the  vendor,  or  made  known  to  the  purchaser  at 
the  time  of  sale.  The  term  "adulterated  milk"  shall  be  held  to  include:  (a) 
Milk  containing  more  than  88  per  cent  of  water  or  fluids;  (b)  milk  containing  less 
than  12  per  cent  of  milk  solids;  (c)  milk  containing  less  than  3  per  cent  of  fate;  (d) 
milk  drawn  from  animals  within  fifteen  days  before  or  five  days  after  parturition; 
(e)  milk  drawn  from  animals  fed  on  distillery  or  brewery  waste,  any  substance  in  a 
state  of  fermentation  or*putrefaction,  or  any  unwholesome  food;  (f )  milk  drawn 
from  cows  in  a  diseased  or  unhealthy  condition  or  kept  in  a  crowded  or  unsuitable 
place;  (g)  milk  from  which  any  part  of  the  cream  has  been  removed;  (h)  milk  to 
which  has  been  added  water  or  any  foreign  substance  whatever. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  manufacture  for  sale,  sell,  or  offer  for  sale  any  con- 
densed milk  in  which  the  fats  are  less  than  25  per  cent  of  the  milk  solids  contained 
therein  or  to  which  any  foreign  substance,  except  sugar,  has  been  added. 

Sec.  10.  In  the  manufacture  of  aerated  waters  all  water  used  shall  be  rain  or  aque- 
duct water,  either  distilled  or  filtered  and  boiled;  all  sirups  shall  be  made  of  pure 
cane  sugar,  and  all  substances  shall  be  free  from  poisonous  or  other  ingredients  dan- 
gerous or  injurious  to  health. 

Sec.  11.  In  the  manufacture  for  sale,  or  keeping  for  sale,  of  any  article  of  drink  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  use  any  tap,  faucet,  tank,  fountain,  vessel,  pipe,  or  conduit  of 
brass,  lead,  copper,  or  other  metallic  substance  that  may,  by  contact  with  such 
liquids,  form  unwholesome  or  dangerous  compounds. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  use  well  water  for  drinking  purposes  except  from 
such  wells  as  are  authorized  by  written  permit  from  the  board  of  health. 

Sec.  13.  The  board  of  health  is  authorized  to  inspect  and  analyze  all  articles  of 
food  and  drink  at  any  time  during  the  period  of  manufacture  and  'sale  and  to  con- 
demn and  destroy  the  same  if  not  conforming  to  the  standards  herein  established. 

Sec.  14.  The  board  of  health  is  authorized  to  issue  such  instructions,  approved  by 
the  provost-marshal-general,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Sec.  15.  All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  July  25,  1901. 


Ordinance  No.  16. 

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  CONSTRUCTION   AND   REPAIR  OF   BUILDINGS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  'unlawful  to  erect,  construct,  alter,  or  repair  a  building  or 
structure  of  any  description  within  the  city  limits,  except  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  inspection  and  regulation  of  buildings  and  structures 
erected  or  to  be  erected  therein,  the  city  of  Manila  is  divided  into  two  building  dis- 
tricts, the  inner  to  be  known  as  the  " district  of  strong  materials,"  the  outer  as  the 
"district  of  tight  materials."  The  boundary  line  between  said  districts  shall  be  as 
follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  junction  of  Boca  de  Vitas  with  Manila  Bay  at 
low- water  mark,  thence  running  east  in  a  straight  line  through  the  northern  extremity 
of  the  Puente  Pretil  to  a  point  100  meters  east  of  the  same;  thence  south  in  a  straight 
line  to  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  Calle  Antonio  Rivera,  50  meters  from  its  intersec- 
tion with  Calle  Azcarraga,  Tondo;  thence  in  a  straight  line  parallel  with  and  follow- 
ing the  center  line  of  Calle  lx>pez  de  Vega,  Santa  Cruz,  to  the  northern  extremity  of 
Calle  Reten,  Sampaloc,  and  to  a  point  30  meters  east  of  the  extremity  of  Calle  Reten; 
thence  southerly  in  a  straight  line  parallel  with  Calle  Reten  and  30  meters  east  of 
the  same,  to  a  point  30  meters  norm  of  Calle  San  Anton;  thence  easterly  parallel 
with  Calle  San  Anton  and  30  meters  north  of  the  same  for  a  distance  of  200  meters, 
to  a  point  in  the  rear  of  Sampaloc  Church  garden;  thence  southerly  in  a  straight 
line  to  a  point  30  meters  north  of  the  eastern  extremity  of  Calle  Lavanderos;  thence 
in  a  broken  line  easterly,  30  meters  from  Calle  Alix  and  running  parallel  to  it,  280 
meters  to  a  point  50  meters  east  of  the  Plaza  Sampaloc;  thence  in  a  straight  line  south 
to  the  Pasig  River;  thence  down  the  Pasig  River  to  the  mouth  of  the  Estero  Paco; 
thence  southerly  in  a  straight  line  to  a  point  in  the  estero  at  the  western  terminus  of 
Calle  San  Jose";  thence  following  the  line  of  the  Estero  de  Paco  southerly  to  a  point 
30  meters  south  of  Calle  Herran;  thence  westerly  in  a  straight  line  parallel  with 
Calle  Herran  to  a  point  30  meters  east  of  Calle  Nueva;  thence  southerly  in  a  straight 
line  parallel  with  Calle  Nueva  to  a  point  30  meters  beyond  the  eouthern  terminus  of 
Calle  Nueva;  thence  in  a  straight  line  westerly  to  the  bay,  crossing  Calle  Real,  Malate, 
at  right  angles. 
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Sec.  3.  All  buildings  and  structures  hereafter  erected  or  repaired  within  the  district 
of  strong  materials  shall  be  of  stone,  brick,  iron,  steel,  substantial  wood  of  an  approved 
kind  and  quality,  or  strong  material  of  a  similar  character;  and  the  use  of  nipa,  bam- 
boo, cogon,  and  other  light  materials  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  buildings  and 
structures  in  said  district  is  prohibited.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  (a)  bamboo  fences  around  small  cottages  and  vacant  plots  of  ground,  but 
such*  fences  shall  not  be  nearer  than  6  meters  to  any  house,  and  shall  not  exceed  2  J 
meters  in  height;  (6)  close- woven  matting  secured  to  the  under  side  of  the  rafters  or 
purlins  of  small  metal-roofed  houses,  for  protection  against  heat  radiation;  but  there 
shall  l)e  a  ventilated  air  space  of  at  least  12  centimeters  between  the  matting  and  the 
roof,  and  no  part  of  such  matting  shall  be  exposed  to  view  beneath  the  eaves;  (c) 
shells  or  shelters  for  temporary  use  only,  erected  in  accordance  with  written  permit 
from  the  superintendent  of  buildings. 

Sec.  4.  In  the  district  of  light  materials,  nipa,  bamboo,  cogon,  and  other  light 
materials  of  similar  character  may  be  used  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  buildings 
and  other  structures:  Provided,  That  every  building  so  constructed  within  this  dis- 
trict shall  have  a  clear  space  of  not  less  than  6  meters  separating  it  on  all  sides  from 
adjacent  buildings.  Fences  of  bamboo  or  other  light  materials  shall  not  exceed  2} 
meters  in  height. 

Sec.  5.  No  permit*  shall  l>e  granted  for  the  material  alteration  or  repair  of  build- 
ings of  light  material  now  standing  in  the  district  of  strong  materials.  All  such 
buildings  shall  be  removed  from  the  districts  of  Intramuros,  San  Nicolas,  and 
Binondo  before  the  1st  day  of  January,  1902;  from  the  parts  of  the  districts  of  Santa 
Cruz,  Quiapo,  San  Miguel,  Sampaloc,  Ermita,  and  Malate,  included  in  the  district 
of  strong  materials,  beiore  the  1st  day  of  July,  1902,  and  from  all  parts  of  the  district 
of  strong  materials  before  the  1st  day  of  January,  1903. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  construct,  altar,  or  repair  any  building  without  first 
obtaining  a  permit  therefor  from  the  superintendent  of  buildings.  Beiore  the  con- 
struction or  material  alteration  of  any  building  of  strong  materials,  written  applica- 
tion for  a  permit  shall  be  made  by  the  owner,  lessee,  or  agent  of  the  property. 
Accompanying  said  application  shall  be  a  plan  showing  the  location  of  the  bin  Id  big 
and  property,  on  a  scale  of  not  less  than  1-2,500,  and  plan  sections  and  elevations  on 
a  scale  of  not  less  than  1-100.  When  a  new  building  is  to  be  constructed,  or  material 
alterations  or  repairs  are  to  be  made  on  a  building  of  importance,  such  plans  shall  be 
accompanied  by  specifications.  Said  plans  and  specifications  shall  he  prepared  and 
signed  in  duplicate  by  a  competent  architect  or  civil  engineer.  One  copy  of  the 
plans  and  specifications  shall  remain  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  buildings. 
There  shall  also  be  filed  with  said  application  a  written  statement  signed  by  the 
owner,  setting  forth  (a)  The  location  of  the  proposed  building  or  structure;  (b) 
the  general  dimensions  of  the  building  and  the  number  and  height  of  stories;  (c)  the 
dimensions  of  joists  or  timl>ers,  and  the  distances  l>etween  the  same;  (d)  the  aimen- 
sions  of  supporting  iron  or  wood  work;  (e)  for  what  purpose  the  building  is  designed, 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  the  same.  Application  for  permits  for  the  construction  or 
material  alteration  of  buildings  of  light  materials  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  writ- 
ten statement  above  described,  and,  together  with  applications  for  permits  for  repairs 
of  a  general  nature  of  all  buildings,  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  plans  and  specifi- 
cations as  may  be  required  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings.  Upon  the  issue  of 
the  permit,  tne  owner  or  his  agent  shall  sign  an  agreement  that  he  will  perform  the 
work  in  accordance  with  the  plans,  specifications,  and  detailed  statement  submitted. 
Said  permit  shall  be  void  if  the  work  is  not  entered  upon  within  thirty  days,  and 
completed  within  the  period  named  in  the  permit,  unless  an  extension  is  granted. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  repair  any  building  or  structure  which  shall  have 
been  damaged  bv  fire  or  decay  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent  of  its  value.  When,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  any  building  is  so  damaged,  he 
may  condemn  the  same,  and  shall  immediately  notify  the  owner  or  his  a^ent  to 
remove  the  same  within  ten  days.  If  the  owner  or  agent  objects  to  the  decision  of 
the  superintendent  of  buildings  he  may  appeal  to  three  arbitrators,  one  to  be  named 
by  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  one  by  the  owner  of  the  property,  and  one  to  be 
chosen  by  the  two  arbitrators  so  named.  The  owner,  upon  making  the  appeal,  shall 
pay  $12  to  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  which  shall  be  in  full  of  all  costs  for  such 
arbitration.  The  arbitrators  so  named  shall  make  a  written  report  in  duplicate, 
under  oath,  as  to  the  amount  and  extent  of  such  deterioration  or  damage,  and  this 
decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  One  copy  shall  be  given  to  the  owner  and  one 
copy  to  the  superintendent  of  buildings.  If  the  owner,  or  his  agent,  shall  fail  to 
remove  said  building  within  ten  days  after  notice,  or,  in  case  of  appeal,  within  ten 
days  after  an  adverse  decision  thereon  by  said  arbitrators,  the  superintendent  of 
buildings  shall  proceed  to  tear  down  and  remove  said  building  at  the  expense  of  the

owner,  and  such  expense  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  property.  The  expense  of  such 
removal  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  fine  or  penalty  which  may  be  imposed  for  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  or  some  inspector 
by  him  authorized,  to  visit  tne  site  of  every  building  for  which  a  permit  is  granted, 
and  indicate  to  the  builder  the  street  lines  and  the  building  lines  on  rivers  and 
este ros.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  erect  a  building  or  structure  or  any  part  thereof  so 
as  to  encroach  upon  such  lines,  and  if  any  building  or  structure  is  so  erected  it  shall 
be  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

Sec.  9.  There  shall  be  a  clear  sidewalk  space  of  not  less  than  2  meters  from  curb 
line  to  building  on  all  streets  of  8  meters  or  more  in  width  between  curb  lines,  and 
not  less  than  1 J  meters  on  streets  from  5  to  8  meters  in  width  between  curb  lines. 
Sidewalk  space  shall  be  measured  from  and  perpendicular  to  the  curb  line,  as  estab- 
lished by  the  city  engineer,  and  shall  not  be  encroached  upon  by  posts,  pillars,  or 
fences. 

Sec.  10.  The  expense  of  sidewalk  construction  or  extension  shall  be  borne  by 
owners  of  abutting  property.  In  case  a  curb  is  necessary  it  shall  be  constructed  at 
the  expense  of  the  city.  Both  curb  and  sidewalk  shall  be  constructed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  city  engineers  in  accordance  with  uniform  specifications  to  be  made 
by  him.  Sidewalks  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  oy  the  owners  of  abut- 
ting property,  in  accordance  with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  superintendent  of 
streets. 

Sec.  11.  Every  corner  building  on  streets  less  than  12  meters  in  width  shall  be 
made  with  a  truncated  angle  at  the  corner.  The  octagonal  angles  so  formed  shall  be 
not  less  than  3  meters  from  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  adjacent  building  lines 

Eroduced.  The  amount  of  the  cut  shall  be  determined  by  the  superintendent  of 
uildings.  If  the  owner  of  the  property  objects  to  the  decision  of  the  superintendent 
of  buildings,  he  may  appeal  to  the  provost-marshal-general,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final. 

Sec.  12.  Projecting  window  bars  or  awnings  shall  be  at  least  2J  meters  above  the 
sidewalk,  and  shall  be  supported  entirely  from  the  buildings.  Upper  stories,  bay 
windows,  or  balconies  shall  not  project  more  than  1  meter  where  the  width  of  the 
sidewalk  from  building  to  curb  line  is  less  than  3  meters.  Where  the  sidewalk  is  3 
meters  or  more  in  width,  upper  stories  may  project  over  the  same  to  the  curb  line, 
provided  they  are  supported  by  posts  set  not  less  than  25  centimeters  clear  inside 
the  curb  line.  Such  posts  shall  not  be  of  greater  horizontal  dimensions  than  25 
centimeters  at  the  base  when  the  building  is  of  two  stories,  and  such  dimensions  shall 
not  be  greater  than  35  centimeters  in  any  case.  Upper  stories  covering  the  entire 
width  of  sidewalk,  as  in  this  section  provided,  shall  be  at  least  3  meters  above  the 
sidewalk. 

Sec.  13.  The  strength  of  parts  and  combinations  of  material  used  or  to  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  buildings  shall  be  determined  according  to  the  rules  and  quan- 
tities given  in  Trautwine's  Engineer's  Pocket  Book.  The  minimum  factors  of  safety 
shall  be  as  follows:  For  wood,  wrought  iron,  and  steel,  four;  for  all  cast  metals,  six; 
for  masonry,  eight.  The  superior  and  first  groups  of  native  timber,  as  classified  by 
the  bureau  of  forestry,  shall  be  assumed  to  be  equal  in  strength  to  the  be3t  quality  of 
American  white  oak;  the  second  group  of  native  timber  to  the  best  quality  of 
Georgia  yellow  pine,  and  the  third  and  fourth  groups  of  native  timber  to  the  best 
white  pine.  This  classification  shall  govern  until  the  strength  of  the  several  grades 
of  timber  have  been  accurately  determined. 

Sec.  14.  All  building  materials  shall  be  of  good  quality;  shall  conform  to  trade 
and  manufacturers'  standards,  and  be  subject  to  tne  approval  of  superintendent 
of  buildings.  Mortar  shall  be  made  with  such  proportion  of  sand  as  will  insure  a 
proper  degree  of  cohesion  and  tenacity.  Mortar  exposed  to  the  constant  action  of 
water  shall  be  composed  of  one  part  of  Portland  (hydraulic)  cement  to  three  parts 
of  sand.     The  best  lime  mortar  shall  be  used  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  15.  Foundations  shall  be  so  proportioned  that  the  pressure  shall  not  exceed 
20  tons  per  square  meter,  which  shall  be  the  maximum  safe  bearing  powTer  of  the  soil. 
The  foundation  of  every  brick  or  stone  building  shall  be  built  of  stone,  concrete,  or 
brick,  and  shall  reach  to  a  depth  of  50  centimeters  below  the  general  surface  of  the 

f round.  Isolated  piers  shall  extend  at  least  1  meter  below  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
n  composite  buildings  of  masonry  and  framework  the  uprights  of  the  framework 
shall  extend  into  the  foundations  or  piers  not  less  than  50  centimeters,  but  shall  not 
extend  through  the  footing.  In  the  construction  of  buildings  with  walls  of  masonry 
the  foundations,  if  of  stone,  shall  be  of  abetter  class  than  "Guadaloupe."  Con- 
crete, if  used,  shall  be  composed  of  a  suitable  mixture  of  hydraulic  cement,  sand, 
and  broken  stone  or  gravel.  No  wooden  pile  or  timber  foundation  shall  be  permitted 
above  the  lowest  level  of  seepage  water. 
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Sbc.  16.  flu  bride  masonry  walls,  not  containing  framework,  shall  have  a  minimnm 
thickness  of  one-sixth  of  their  height.  Masonry  partition  walls,  not  containing 
framework,  shall  have  a  minimum  thickness  of  30  centimeters.  Outside  masonry 
walls  nhall  be  securely  bonded  at  the  corners,  partition  walls  securely  bonded  into 
the  main  walls,  and  framework  securely  bonded  in  with  the  hacking.  No  main  wall 
shall  be  of  gnrater  length  than  twice  its  height  without  meeting  with  partition  walls 
for  support. 

Hkt.  1 7.  Buttressed  masonry  walls  without  framework  shall  have  a  thickness  of  at 
least  .'SO  centimeters  between  buttresses,  and  such  walls  with  framework  shall  have  a 
thickness  of  at  least  20  centimeters  tat  ween  buttresses.

Composite 
walls  of  masonry  and  framework  may  be  four  stories  in  height,  and  snail  be  of  the 
minimum  thickness  designated  in  the  following  table:

All  plans  of  buildings  of  more  than  one  story  in  height  shall  show  the  details  of  the 
framework  complete.  Said  framework  shall  be  so  designed  and  braced  as  to  support 
the  roof  and  floors  of  the  building  independentof  the  masonry  filling  and  to  withstand 
a  wind  pressure  of  1*00  kilometers  ]>er  hour  against  roof  ana  sides.  Where  wood  is 
used  for  framework  the  same  shall  not  l>e  completely  inclosed  by  masonry,  but  shall 
he  left  exposed  on  one  face.  All  frames  in  composite  walls  shall  be  securely  tied  at 
the  corners  and  intersections. 

Hkc.  Ml  The  height  of  stories  shall  tx;  measured  from  floor  surface  to  floor  surface, 
except  in  the  case  of  upper  stories,  which  shall  be  measured  from  floor  surface  to 
level  of  eaves.  No  story  shall  1>e  less  than  3  meters  nor  more  than  5  meters  in 
height. 

Nkc.  U().  In  tenements,  dwellings,  aj>artnient  houses,  or  hotels  each  floor  shall  be 
of  sutllcient  strength  tosup]x>rtan  im]x>sed  weight  of  350  kilograms  per  square  meter. 
In  warehouses,  factories,  and  similar  structures  all  floors  shall  be  so  designed  and 
constructed  as  to  l>ear  safely  the  loads  which  may  be  placed  upon  them.  Floor  joists 
shall  he  connected  by  cross  bridges  at  intervals  of  every  5  meters  of  length.  Floor 
joists  and  l>eams  shall  Ik*  secured  to  walls  and  to  each  other  by  iron  anchors  and 
straps,  so  that  then'  shall  l>e  a  tie  running  from  wall  to  wall  across  the  entire  building 
at  intervals  of  not  to  exceed  11  meters.  Ground  floors  in  the  district  of  strong  mate- 
rials shall  l>e  of  substantial  wood  or  jtaved  with  stone,  brick,  or  concrete,  and  shall 
be  not  less  than  HO  centimeters  al*>ve  the  grade  of  the  sidewalk  curb.  All  beams  and 
joists  shall  have  a  l>eariiig  on  their  supports  of  at  least  10  centimeters. 

Skc  1M .  Lintels  and  girders  shall  l>e  proportioned  so  as  to  bear  the  superincumbent 
weight  with  a  factor  of  safety  of  four.  Openings  more  than  2J  meters  in  width  shall 
l>e  hj vanned  by  a  steel  girder  or  projvrly  designed  arch.

1*1?.  'rhe  framework  of  buildings,  when  not  tilled  with  masonry,  shall  be  braced 
with  diagonals  at  the  corners,  and  the  frame  alone  shall  have  sufficient  stability  to 
resist  a  wind  of  1*00  kilometers  jht  hour  against  the  area  of  roof  and  sides. 

Sbx\  L\'t.  The  projection  of  upper  stories  l>eyond  the  lines  of  the  first  story  shall  be 
formed  by  the  floor  l>cams  ami  rafters  without  the  use  of  brackets.  Such  beams  and 
rafters  shall  not  Ih»  notched  deejier  than  3  centimeters  at  the  point  of  leaving  the  wall 
or  wall  plate. 

Skv.  *JI.  In  the  district  of  strong  materials  all  roof  coverings  shall  be  of  galvanised 
iron.  tile,  or  similar  noncomhnstihlc  material. 

Skc.  L\\  All  roof  trusses  shall  Ih»  of  steel  or  substantial  timber  so  designed  and  con- 
structed as  to  snptiort,  in  addition  to  their  own  weight  and  the  weight  of  the  purlins 
mid  rafters,  a  uniform  load  of  185  kilograms  ]»er  square  meter  over  the  enure  roof 
surface  and  to  resist  a  wind  of  200  kilometers  oer  hour  against  an  area  equal  to  the 
vortical  projection  of  the  entire  roof.     All  roofs  shall  In?  securely  anchored  to 
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supporting  walls  or  timbers  through  their  trasses  or  rafters,  and  all  component  parts 
of  tne  roof  shall  be  firmly  bound  together.  Attics  under  tile  roofs  shall  be  provided 
with  substantial  flooring  bf  timber,  hollow  tile,  or  concrete,  and  all  supporting  timber 
for  tile  covering  shall  be  accessible  for  inspection.  The  length  of  span  of  steel  trusses 
is  not  limited,  out  their  support  shall  be  such  that  the  pressure  on  the  same  shall  be 
safe  for  the  material  used,  according  to  the  factor  of  safety  hereinbefore  prescribed. 
Steel  roof  trusses  of  more  than  10  meters  span  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  allow  for 
expansion  and  contraction  due  to  change  of  temperature.  The  clear  span  of  wooden 
roof  trusses  shall  not  exceed  12}  meters. 

Sec.  26.  All  houses  in  the  district  of  strong  materials  shall  be  provided  with  gut- 
tering and  down  spouts  and  pipes  or  drains  sufficient  to  carry  off  all  rain  water  from 
such  spouts  to  the  street  gutters.  All  such  pipes  or  drains  shall  pass  beneath  the 
sidewalk. 

Sec.  27.  Every  building  constructed  in  interior  courtyards  shall  have  a  clear  space 
of  6  meters  surrounding  it  on  all  sides,  and  no  such  building  shall  exceed  6  meters  in 
height.  In  the  district  of  strong  materials  sheds  or  stables  shall  not  exceed  6  meters 
in  height,  and  shall  not  be  constructed  on  the  street  front. 

Sec.  28.  Water  tanks  over  buildings  shall  be  supported  by  the  masonry  walls  when 
possible;  otherwise  by  a  special  support  which  shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  concerning  the  quality  of  materials  and  factors  of  safety. 

Sec.  29.  In  the  district  of  strong  materials  every  kitchen  and  other  place  where 
fires  are  kept  shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  chimney  of  sheet  iron,  with  conical 
spark  arrester.  Such  chimneys  shall  be  supported  by  ironwork,  shall  have  a  height 
of  at  least  1  meter  above  the  eaves  of  any  building  within  a  distance  of  10  meters, 
and  shall  be  at  least  20  centimeters  from  any  woodwork.  At  the  point  of  leaving 
the  building  the  intervening  space  shall  be  filled  by  sheet  iron  or  Drickwork.  All 
chimneys  shall  pass  through  the  roof,  and  no  opening  for  the  same  shall  be  made  in 
the  walls  of  the  building. 

Sec.  30.  Smokestacks  shall  not  be  constructed  of  brick  or  masonry  for  a  height  of 
more  than  14  meters.  Higher  stacks  shall  be  of  steel.  Smokestacks  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  spark  arresters,  and  shall  be  secured  to  withstand  a  wind  of  200  kilometers 
per  hour,  with  a  factor  of  safety  of  four.  All  smokestacks  shall  have  a  height  of  at 
least  5  meters  above  the  eaves  of  any  building  within  a  distance  of  50  meters,  and 
shall  be  at  least  1  meter  from  any  woodwork. 

Sec.  31.  Every  building  hereafter  constructed  or  altered  to  contain  an  assembly  or 
audience  hall  capable  of  holding  800  or  more  persons  (excepting  buildings  used  solely 
for  public  worship),  and  every  theater  or  building  used  for  theatrical  or  operatic  pur- 
poses, or  public  entertainments  of  any  kind  in  which  stage  scenery  and  apparatus  are 
employed,  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section:  (a) 
It  snail  have  at  least  one  frontage  on  a  public  street,  and  shall  have  an  entrance  and 
exit  on  such  street,  (b)  The  audience  nail  and  each  gallery  shall  have  at  least  two 
exits,  which  shall  be  as  far  apart  as  possible.  Each  exit  shall  have  a  width  of  at 
least  50  centimeters  for  every  100  persons,  which  the  hall  or  gallery  from  which  it 
leads  can  accommodate.  The  word  "  Exit"  in  English  and  Spanish  shall  be  painted 
or  printed  conspicuously  over  each  exit  in  letters  not  less  than  15  centimeters  high. 
(c)  Ail  doors  shall  open  outward,  and  shall  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  reduce  the  width 
of  the  passage,  (d)  Each  division  of  the  auditorium  shall  have  an  adjoining  lobby 
of  sufficient  size  to  furnish  standing  room  for  as  many  persons  as  the  division  can 
accommodate,  (e)  Stairways  shall  have  hand  rails  on  each  side,  firmly  secured 
to  strong  supports,  or  to  the  walls  of  the  building.  There  shall  be  no  flight  of 
more  than  20  steps,  and  no  step  shall  be  less  than  1£  meters  long  in  the  clear. 
Such  steps  shall  not  have  more  than  19  centimeters  rise,  nor  less  than  25  centime- 
ters tread.  (/)  There  shall  be  a  fire  wall  of  brick  between  the  stage  and  the 
auditorium,  which  shall  extend  at  least  1  meter  above  the  roof.  The  proscenium 
arch  shall  be  the  only  opening  in  said  wall  above  the  level  of  the  stage,  and  all 
openings  below  the  level  of  tne  stage  shall  be  provided  with  self-closing  doors 
covered  with  sheet  iron.  Material  above  the  proscenium  arch  shall  be  supported 
by  an  iron  girder  covered  with  fireproof  material,  and  in  the  brick  wort  over 
the  girder  there  shall  be  a  relieving  arch  to  assist  in  supporting  the*  imposed 
weight  (g)  The  curtain  shall  be  at  least  1  meter  from  the  footlights,  (n)  All 
seats,  except  those  in  the  boxes,  shall  be  firmly  secured  to  the  floor,  and  no  seat  in 
the  auditorium  shall  have  more  than  6  seats  intervening  between  it  and  the  aisles, 
(t)  Aisles  or  passageways  shall  be  at  least  110  centimeters  wide  at  the  narrowest 
point,  and  shall  increase  in  width  toward  the  point  of  exit,  at  least  2  centimeters  for 
every  meter  of  length.  Grades  of  aisles  shall  not  exceed  20  centimeters  per  meter  of 
length,  (j)  Ventilator  shafts  of  sufficient  capacity  and  lined  with  fireproof  material 
shall  be  provided,  and  the  same  shall  extend  at  least  1  meter  above  tne  roof.    The

roof  over  the  stage  shall  have  skylights  equal  in  area  to  one  quarter  of  the  stage  area, 
and  said  skylights  shall  he  arranged  so  as  to  open  automatically  in  case  of  fire. 
(k)  Floors  shall  l>e  of  sufficient  strength  to 'support  an  imposed  weight  of  580  kilo- 
grams per  square  meter. 

Sec.  32.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  install  or  repair  any  steam  boiler  without  a  permit 
from  the  superintendent  of  buildings.  All  applications  for  the  installation  or  repair 
of  steam  boilers  shall  be  filed  with  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  notice  of 
said  application  shall  be  published  in  two  daily  newspapers  printed  and  of  general 
circulation  in  the  city  of  Manila,  once  each  day  for  ten  consecutive  days,  at  the 
expense  of  the  applicant;  and  any  person  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  place 
where  it  is  proposed  to  install  said  steam  boiler  may,  within  the  said  ten  days,  file 
his  objections  thereto  with  the  said  superintendent  of  buildings,  who  shall  consider 
the  same  with  the  application,  and  may,  in  his  discretion,  grant  or  refuse  the  permit. 
Any  j>er8on  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  superintendent  of 
buildings  may  appeal  to  the  provost-marshal-general,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  33.  A  plan  of  the  premises,  on  a  scale  of  not  less  tlian  1 :100,  showing  the  pro- 
posed location  of  the  boilers,  smokestack,  fuel  rooms  or  bins,  water  tanks  and  engines, 
shall  l>e  submitted  with  the  application.  Such  plan  shall  also  show  detailed  draw- 
ings of  the  plant  in  section  and  elevation  on  a  scale  of  not  less  than  1 :25.  All  such 
drawings  shall  be  on  tracing  cloth  or  good  blue-print  paper,  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  owner  of  the  proposed  plant,  or  his  agent. 

Sec.  34.  Steam  Doilers  shall  be  classified,  and  fees  charged  and  collected  for  their 
installation  as  follows: 

First  class — 30  or  more  horsepower $10. 00 

Second  class — 14  to  29  horsepower,  inclusive 8. 00 

Third  class — under  14  horsepower 6. 00 

Boilers  shall  be  inspected  and  tested  at  installation  and  once  each  year  thereafter. 
For  such  subsequent  inspection  and  testing,  fees  of  $5,  $4,  and  $3  shall  be  charged 
and  collected  for  boilers  ofthe  first,  second,  and  third  class,  respectively.  The  inspector 
shall  prepare  duplicate  certificates  of  inspection,  and  shall  deliver  one  copy  to  the 
owner  upon  payment  of  the  fee,  and  file  the  other  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent 
of  buildings.  The  owner  shall  keep  such  certificate  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
the  boiler  room.  If  two  or  more  boilers  are  connected,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the 
name  plant,  they  shall  be  classed  according  to  their  aggregate  horsepower.  Oil  and 
gasoline  engines  shall  be  installed  and  rated  under  the  same  rules  as  steam  boilers, 
and  shall  be  inspected  at  such  times  as  may  be  necessary,  not  to  exceed  once  each 
year. 

Sec.  35.  First-class  boilers  shall  be  located  at  least  15  meters,  second-class  boilers 
at  least  12  meters,  and  third-class  boilers  at  least  8  meters  from  the  nearest  public 
street  or  highway. 

Sec.  36.  Every  boiler  shall  have  an  injector  for  water  supply,  a  safety  valve,  a 
water  gauge,  and  water  cocks,  all  properly  adjusted,  and  an  immediate  water  supply 
of  at  least  three  times  the  capacity  of  the  boiler.  Every  first-class  boiler  shall  have 
a  force  pump  in  addition  to  the  injector. 

Sec.  37.  Every  applicant  for  a  permit  for  the  installation  of  an  old  boiler  shall  sub- 
mit with  his  application  a  certificate  of  inspection  and  test  of  such  boiler  by  a 
licensed  boiler  inspector. 

Sec.  38.  All  places  intended  or  used  for  the  storage  of  fuel  shall  be  separated  from 
the  boiler  by  a  masonry  wall  at  least  50  centimeters  in  thickness.  All  first-class 
lioilers  shall  be  installed  in  separate  boiler  houses,  the  roofs  and  walls  of  which,  if 
of  combustible  materials,  shall  not  l>e  nearer  than  4  meters  to  such  boiler.  Floors 
of  boiler  rooms  shall  be  of  incombustible  materials,  and  no  boiler  shall  be  installed 
on  any  floor  above  the  first,  unless  said  floor  be  composed  of  concrete  or  hollow  tile 
and  supported  by  iron  beams  built  into  the  supporting  walls. 

Skc.  39.  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  uniform  rate  of  fees  to  l>e  charged  for 
building  permits,  the  streets  of  the  city  are  hereby  divided  into  three  classes,  as 
follows:

Sec.  41.  All  fees  shall  be  collected  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings  for  the  use 
of  the  citv,  and  all  sums  of  money  herein  mentioned  shall  W  held  to  refer  to  money 
of  the  United  States. 

Skc.  42.  The  superintendent  of  buildings  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  in  so  far  as  the  same  are  complete,  clear,  and  applicable;  but  he  shall 
not  grant  a  permit  for  the  construction,  alteration,  or  repair  of  any  building  which 
shall  not  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  principles  of  safe  construction,  or  which  shall 
not  be  suited  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  designed.

All  ordinances,  orders,  and  regulations  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  August  1,  1901. 


Amendment  of  Ordinance  No.  11. 


RELATING   TO  THE   USE  OK  THE   PUBLIC  STREETS   AND   PLACES  OK   MANILA. 

Section  22  of  ordinance  No.  11  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
"Sec.  22.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  cart  or  freight  wagon  to  traverse  the  Escolta 
from  8  a.  m.  to  12  m.,  and  from  3  p.  m.  to  7  p.  m.  All  such  vehicles  leaving  or 
approaching  the  Escolta  or  the  Bridge  of  Spain  between  these  hours  shall  drive  north 
on  Muelle  del  Silva,  Plaza  Moraga,  Plaza  Cervantes,  and  Calle  Anloague,  and  south 
on  Calle  Nueva;  and  Calle  Anloague  and  Calle  Nueva  shall  be  kept  free  and  clear  for 
the  passage  of  such  vehicles,  and  teams  shall  not  be  allowed  to  stand  thereon  between 
these  hours.11

PROVOHT-M  A  RSI  I A  1.-C4  KNRRA  l/s    DEPA  RTMENT. 

The  provost-marshal-general's  department,  in  so  far  as  this  office  is  concerned,  is 
the  government  of  the  city  of  Manila. 

Since  the  beginning  of  our  occupation,  when  the  city  was  released  from  the  land 
and  water  blockade  of  several  months'  duration,  the  municipal  administration  has 
had  to  deal  with  many  problems  practically  unknown  to  municipal  government  in 
the  United  States.  A  population  of  about  250,000,  made  up  of  representatives  of 
nearly  every  race,  and  embracing  the  large  criminal  class  found  at  every  Oriental 
port,  augmented  here  by  an  element  attracted  by  the  excitement  incident  to  the 
unsettled  conditions  obtaining,  has  made  the  proper  government  of  this  city  a  task 
such  as  would  tax  the  capabilities  of  the  most  experienced  municipal  administration. 

To  the  purely  civil  duties  of  the  provost-marshal-general's  department  there  has 
been  added  a  large  amount  of  military  work  incident  to  the  suppression  of  numerous 
insurgent  agencies  which  have  endeavored  to  exist  in  this  city  for  the  purpose  of 
recruiting  for  their  army  and  securing  and  forwarding  funds  and  information  to  the 
field  and  foreign  juntas.  This  has  necessitated  making  the  municipal  government 
strongly  military.  Perhaps  in  no  part  of  the  archipelago  has  there  been  more  frequent 
or  urgent  necessity  for  invoking  the  war  power  of  the  authorities. 

With  the  ad  vanced  stage  of  pacification  attained  in  the  provinces  there  have  resulted 
better  conditions  in  the  city  of  Manila,  and  the  time  is  probably  near  at  hand  when 
civil  government  may  be  established,  in  anticipation  of  which  the  provost-marshal- 
general  has  been  actively  engaged  during  the  past  month  in  formulating  a  proposed 
charter,  under  which  such  civil  government  may  be  organized.  His  report  and  the 
proposed  charter  are  appended  as  an  inclosure  to  his  report. 

With  the  advent  of  civil  municipal  government  many  problems  scarcely  appropri- 
ate for  determination  under  the  military  government  heretofore  prevailing  will  pre- 
sent themselves  for  solution.  Among  these,  perhaps  that  most  prominent  will  be  the 
framing  of  a  proper  policy  in  regard  to  municipal  franchises.  Under  Spanish  control 
but  few  of  these  were  granted,  as  follows: 

The  Tramway  Company  of  the  Philippines,  which  holds  a  concession  by  transfer 
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from  the  original  concessioner  for'the  construction  of  five  street-railway  lines  in  the 
city  of  Manila  and  its  suburbs  and  for  the  construction  of  a  steam  tramway  line  from 
Tondo  to  Malabon.  The  concession  for  the  five  street-railway  lines  was  granted 
April  22,  1881,  for  a  period  of  sixty  years,  and  therefore  expires  in  1941.  Paragraph 
16  of  the  conditioiiH  provides  for  a  reversion  to  the  Government  in  the  following 
language: 

"The  term  of  the  concession  shall  be  sixty  years,  and  in  conformity  with  what  is 
prescribed  in  article  8  of  the  royal  decree  of  February  11,  1860.  At  the  end  of  this 
term  the  Government  shall  substitute  the  company  in  the  right  to  the  lines  and  their 
dependencies,  immediately  entering  into  the  enjoyment  of  its  profits,  without  the 
concessioner  having  any  right  to  indemnity." 

The  franchise  for  the  street-railway  lines  is  exclusive  on  the  streets  specified,  but 
does  not  prohibit  the  grant  of  a  concession  as  to  other  streets  in  Manila. 

The  concession  of  the  steam  tramway  line  to  Malabon  was  granted  August  28, 1884, 
and  runs  for  sixty  yeaps  from  that  date.  This  concession  contains  a  clause  of  reversion 
to  the  Government  substantially  the  same  as  that  above  quoted. 

The  Telephone  Company  of  Manila  has,  by  transfer  from  D.  Joaquin  Battle  y  Her- 
nandez, obtained  the  concession  granted  to  him  for  the  establishment  of  a  telephone 
system  in  the  city  of  Manila.  It  is  obligated  by  the  terms  of  the  concession  to  pay  7 
per  cent  of  its  gross  receipts  into  the  city  treasury.  The  concession  runs  for  a  term 
of  twenty  years  from  June  6,  1889.    The  reversionary  clause  is  as  follows: 

"At  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  concession  the  telephone  line  and  appara- 
tuses shall  be  the  property  of  the  State  without  the  latter  having  to  pay  the  conces- 
sionary anything  for  them." 

Paragraph  9  of  the  deed  of  concession  provides  that  the  citv  is  at  liberty  to  estab- 
lish independently  the  lines  or  the  system  it  may  need  for  omcial  service,  and  that 
the  concessioner  is  obliged  to  serve  gratuitously  the  official  departments  determined 
by  the  governor-general,  provided  that  the  total  number  of  apparatuses  necessary  for 
this  purpose  shall  not  exceed  5  per  cent  of  those  used  in  the  system.  The  concession 
is  exclusive.  Paragraph  17  provides  that  the  concessioner  shall  be  exempt  during 
the  time  of  the  concession  from  all  taxes  or  direct  imposts,  general  or  local. 

La  Electricista  is  a  joint  stock  company  formed  September  16, 1892.  It  has  for  its 
object  the  usual  purposes  of  electric  comjwnies.  This  company  has  a  contract  with 
the  city  of  Manila  for  the  public  lighting  of  the  city  by  means  of  electric  lights.  The 
contract  runs  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  from  1892.  It  is  expressly  provided  in 
article  2  of  the  conditions  that  this  contract  with  the  city  does  not  exclude  other 
persons  or  companies  from  laying  cables,  wires,  etc.,  for  private  establishments.  At 
the  end  of  the  contract  the  city  is  at  liberty  to  establish  its  own  service,  but  if  this 
is  not  done  it  is  required  that  the  contract  shall  be  relet  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
ten  years,  the  present  contractor  being  granted  the  right  to  lease  the  service  at  the 
rate  named  in  the  lowest  bid. 

The  suspension  bridge,  or  "puente  colgante,"  which  spans  the  Pasig  River  at  the 
government  cold-storage  plant  is  a  private  enterprise  operating  under  a  concession 
granted  by  decree  of  December  19,  1849.  The  period  for  which  this  concession  is  to 
run  is  ninety  years  from  the  date  of  the  opening  of  the  bridge  to  public  traffic,  which 
occurred  early  in  the  year  1852,  and  on  the  termination  of  that  period,  in  the  year 
1942,  the  bridge  becomes  public  property.  By  the  terms  of  the  concession  the  con- 
cessioner is  authorized  to  collect  toll  according  to  a  fixed  scale  of  prices  from  all  using 
the  bridge,  except  members  of  the  army,  police,  and  guards,  on  duty.  The  concession 
has  passed  through  various  hands,  and  is  now  held  by  local  parties  who  are  said  to  be 
anxious  to  dispose  of  it  to  the  government. 

It  is  believed  that  the  city  has  granted  no  other  concessions  or  entered  into  no 
other  contracts  in  the  nature  of  concessions  than  these  above  quoted. 

The  existing  waterworks  are  already  the  property  of  the  city,  having  been  donated 
to  the  municipality;  the  funds  for  their  construction  were  deprived  mainly  from  the 
bequest  of  D.  Francisco  Carriedo  in  September  of  the  year.  1743,  but  were  supple- 
mented from  time  to  time  by  local  city  taxes.  The  water  supplied  is  of  good  quality; 
the  plant  is  not  ample  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  city  at  the  present  time,  but  is 
susceptible  of  enlargement. 

The  citv  likewise  owns  all  the  local  markets,  which,  under  existing  tariffs,  pay  a 
considerable  revenue  to  the  city  government;  it  has  no  bonded  indebtedness. 

The  facts  are  recited  above  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  to  the  attention  of  the 
authorities  a  suggestion  that  should  it  be  deemed  desirable  to  put  into  effect  here  a 
system  of  municipal  ownership  of  public  utilities  the  conditions  are  exceptionally 
favorable  for  such  action.

REPORT  OF  MAJ.   GEN.  LOYD  WHEATON,  U.  S.  A.,  COMMANDING 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NORTHERN  LUZON. 

Headquarter*  Department  op  Northern  Luzon, 

Manila,  P.  I.,  June  SO,  1901. 
The  Adjutant-General, 

Division  of  the  Philippines,  Manila,  P.  I. 

Sir:  My  last  annual  report  included  an  account  of  operations  in  the  department  to 
July  31,  1900.  That  date  the  force  under  my  orders  consisted  of  1  company  of  engi- 
neers, 2  companies  of  native  scouts,  6  squadrons  of  cavalry,  1  battery  of  artillery,  and  51 
battalions  of  infantry,  an  aggregate  of  25,000  officers  and  men,  occupying  216  stations 
over  an  area  of  30,000  square  miles.  At  that  date  in  the  mountains  "of  northwestern 
Luzon  considerable  bands  of  guerrillas  under  Tinio,  the  Villamors,  and  Aglipay  were 
protracting  resistance.     Agruinaldo,  with  an  armed  following,  was  secreted  in  the 

Srovince  of  Isabela  and  inciting  rebellion  in  the  Cagayan  Valley.  The  mountains  of 
'ueva  Ecija  and  Bulacan  contained  guerrillas  under  the  Tecsons  and  Lacuna. 

In  the  nipa  swamps  about  the  northern  shore  of  Manila  Bay  robbers  and  assassins 
were,  under  Torres,  endeavoring  to  maintain  themselves.  In  the  provinces  of  Morong 
and  Infanta  bands  of  outlaws  were  in  the  mountains.  The  continued  resistance  to 
the  authority  of  the  United  States  was  maintained  by  the  leaders  of  the  insurrection 
through  a  system  of  terror  by  assassination.  All  suspected  of  willingness  to  accept 
American  occupation  were,  by  the  orders  of  these  chiefs  of  assassins,  doomed  to  death 
inflicted  by  executioners  who  lurked  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  towns  occupied 
by  our  forces,  and  murdered  men  and  women  and,  in  some  instances,  children,  these 
murders  being  perpetrated  with  circumstances  of  great  cruelty. 

An  organization  of  the  society  of  the  Katipunan  was  discovered  to  exist  through- 
out the  department,  the  object  of  this  secret  society  being  the  assassination  of  all 
Americans  and  the  murder  of  all  men,  together  with  their  families,  who  were  friendly 
to  Americans. 

The  operations  of  the  guerrilla  bands  were  mainly  confined  to  attacking  stragglers 
and  small  detachments  or  in  firing  at  night  into  the  towns  occupied  by  our  forces. 
The  troops  throughout  the  department  were  all  kept  actively  employed  in  the 
endeavor  to  exterminate  these  bands  and  in  the  arrest  of  the  many  murderers. 

Murderers  were  arrested,  and  after  their  trial  and  conviction  were  sentenced  and 
executed.  More  than  2,000  robbers,  thieves,  and  violators  of  the  laws  of  war  were 
duly  tried  and  then  imprisoned  upon  conviction. 

Unexampled  patience  was  exercised  throughout  the  department  in  the  treatment 
of  these  savages  nabitually  violating  all  the  laws  of  war  as  known  to  civilized  nations, 
and  the  humanity  of  the  troops  encaged  in  bringing  order  out  of  a  chaos  of  robbery, 
rapine,  and  murder  has  no  parallel  in  the  history  ol  dealing  with  Asiatics. 

The  first  district,  comprising  the  provinces  of  Ilocos  Norte,  Ilocos  Sur,  Union,  A  bra, 
Lepanto,  Benguet,  and  Bontoc,  remained  under  the  command  oi  Brig.  Gen.  S.  B.  M. 
Young  until  his  promotion  to  major-general  in  February,  when  Brig.  (Sen.  J.  Franklin 
Bell  was,  February  21,  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  district.  During  the  absence 
of  Brigadier-General  Bell  in  May  and  June  the  district  was  commanded  by 
Brig.  Gen.  John  G.  Ballance,  U.  S.  V. 

The  second  district,  comprising  the  provinces  of  Cagayan,  Isabela,  and  Nueva  Viz- 
caya,  has  remained  throughout  the  year  under  the  command  of  Col.  Charles  C.  Hood, 
Sixteenth  U.  S.  Infantry. 

The  third  district,  provinces  in  the  district,  Pangasinan,  Tarlac,  and  Zambales,  was 
commanded  by  Brig.  Gen.  J.  Franklin  Bell  until  July,  when  Brig.  Gen.  J.  H.  Smith 
was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  district. 

The  fourth  district,  provinces  of  Nueva  Ecija  and  Principe,  has  been  commanded 
by  Brig.  Gen.  Frederick  Funston  during  the  year. 

The  fifth  district  remained  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  F.  D.  Grant  until  his 
return  to  the  United  States,  when,  by  order  of  the  division  commander  on  April  10, 
the  district  was  consolidated  with  the  fourth  district. 

The  sixth  district,  provinces  of  Morong  and  Infanta  and  the  islands  eastward  of 
Infanta  (excepting  the  Calaguas  group)  and  all  that  part  of  the  province  of  Manila 
north  of  the  rasig  River,  remained  under  the  command  of  Col.  J.  M.  Thompson, 
Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  until  May  22,  when  the  district  was  consolidated 
with  the  fourth  district. 

The  troops  in  all  the  districts  were  kept  actively  employed,  there  being  no  cessa- 
tion of  activity  during  the  rainy  season.     The  unremitting  persistence  of  these  opera- 
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tions  destroyed  all  armed  resistance  and  made  plain  to  the  leaders  of  insurrection  that 
they  could  maintain  no  longer  any  control  of  the  natives.  The  proclamation  of 
December  20, 1900,  made  by  the  United  States  military  governor  in  the  Philippines, 
brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  leaders  of  insurrection  that  there  would  be  no  further 
tolerance  of  their  savagery,  and  numerous  surrenders  soon  followed. 

The  capture  of  Aguinaldo,  March  23,  by  an  expeditionary  force  under  Brigadier- 
General  Funston,  was  followed  by  a  rapid  disappearance  of  resistance  to  our  author- 
ity. All  insurgent  leaders  in  the  department  have  been  captured  or  have  surren- 
dered. Among  the  leaders  surrendering  are  Geronimo,  Sandico,  Alejandrino,  Pablo 
Tecson,  Torres,  Morales,  Juan  and  Bias  Villamor,  Tinio,  Aglipay,  Mascardo,  and 
Lacuna.  Nearly  all  brought  in  their  followers  and  delivered  up  their  arms.  About 
12,000  men  have  been  either  captured  or  have  surrendered  during  the  year,  and  more 
than  6,000  captured  rifles  and  51  cannon  have  been  turned  into  the  arsenal  since 
August  1,  1900,  by  officers  of  this  department. 

Upon  the  surrender  of  Lacuna  the  following  dispatch  was  sent: 

Manila,  May  19, 1901— L  Up.  m. 
The  Chief  of  Staff,  Division  of  the  Philippines: 

Lacuna  having  surrendered,  with  all  his  officers  and  men  to-day,  I  report  that  all  insurrectionary 
leaders  in  this  department  have  been  captured  or  have  surrendered.  There  is  a  termination  of  the 
state  of  war  in  this  department  ho  far  as  armed  resistance  to  the  authority  of  the  United  States  Is 
concerned. 

Wh  katon,  Major-QeneraL 

Since  that  day  no  hostile  shot  has  l>een  fired  in  this  department,  and  at  this  time 
life  and  property  are  as  safe  in  the  several  provinces  as  at  any  period  of  which  we 
have  knowledge. 

The  activity  of  the  troops  in  the  field  represents  a  part  only  of  the  labor  performed. 
Municipal  governments  have  l>een  organized  in  all  towns  and  an  extensive  police 
system  established,  employing  in  the  several  municipalities  more  than  2,500  men. 
The  administration  of  justice  over  the  great  area  occupied  has  devolved  upon  the 
military  administration,  as  civil  government  has  been  established  so  far  in  but  six  of 
the  provinces  of  the  department. 

Over  the  area  occupied  the  troops  have  been  well  supplied,  and  the  exceptional 
pood  health  of  more  tnan  25,000  men  engaged  in  arduous  service  in  a  tropical  climate 
is  in  a  measure  due  to  the  efficient  supply  of  subsistence,  as  well  as  to  the  able  and 
skillful  management  of  the  medical  department  and  the  careful  sanitation  of  camps 
and  stations  occupied. 

Communication  bv  telegraph  has  been  maintained  with  all  stations.  The  signal 
corps  has  lalwred  with  energy  to  build  and  maintain  the  2,072  miles  of  telegraph  and 
telephone  lines  within  the  department,  accomplishing  its  duties  successfully  in  the 
face  of  the  persistent  endeavor  of  the  enemy  to  destroy  the  lines  wherever  not  guarded 
by  the  immediate  presence  of  our  troops. 

More  than  400  miles  of  road  have  been  constructed  during  the  year,  and  bridges 
and  culverts  built  upon  all  lines  of  communication  within  the  department. 

For  the  termination  of  the  insurrection  in  this  department  credit  is  due  to  the  able 
and  energetic  action  of  the  several  district  commanders,  supported  by  the  intelligent 
and  efficient  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men  of  their  commands. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  many  scouting  affairs  and  combats  reported: 

RETORT  OF  OPERATIONS. 
August,  1900. 

1st. — Lieutenant  Long,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  encountered  a  band  of  insurgents 
near  Mariveles;  killed  1  and  captured  1  rifle.    No  casualties. 

A  detachment  of  11  men  of  Troop  H,  Fourth  Cavalry,  escorting  a  detachment  of  3 
men  of  Engineer  Corps,  under  Lieutenant  Altstaetter,  was  ambushed  near  San  Miguel 
and  San  Isidro  bv  aoout  350  insurgents  under  General  Lacuna.  After  two  hours' 
fighting,  ammunition  being  exhausted,  they  were  forced  to  surrender.  Private 
Fischler,  Fourth  Cavalry,  was  killed,  and  Fttvates  Brewer  and  Newman,  Fourth 
Cavalry,  and  Private  Long,  Engineer  Corps,  were  wounded.  On  August  14  all  enlisted 
men  were  liberated. 

2d. — Captain  Prescott,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  struck 
a  band  of  insurgents  near  Angat;  killed  2,  captured  9  rifles  and  400  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition; also  burned  their  barracks,  1  ton  of  rice,  and  40  uniforms.    No  casualties. 

3d.— Sergeant  Schmidt,  commanding  detachment  of  6  mounted  men,  Company  M, 
Twelfth  Infantry,  attacked  a  body  of  insurgents  4  miles  east  of  San  Juan  de  Guiinba; 
killed  5,  captured  7,  2  rifles,  200  rounds  of  ammunition.    No  casualties. 
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Commanding  officer  Twelfth  Infantry  reports  engagement  with  enemy  near  Vic- 
toria ;  captured  3  rifles.     No  casualties. 

7th. — Lieutenant  Jernigan,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  in  command  of  12  Ilocano 
scouts,  struck  Sandico's  camp  near  Aliaga;  killed  2,  captured  100  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition, Sandico's  uniform,  and  a  package  of  valuable  documents.     No  casualties. 

8th. — Lieutenant  Claxton,  Forty-first  Infantry,  reports  a  fight  near  Guagua;  cap- 
tured 5  rifles.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Eckers,  commanding  detachments  Companies  K  and  L,  Thirty-second 
Infantry,  encountered  enemy  near  Bosuyo;  killed  4,  wounded  5,  captured.  4  rifles 
and  1  revolver.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Crawford,  commanding  detachment  15  men,  Company  K,  Thirty-second 
Infantry,  accompanied  by  2  native  police,  engaged  a  band  of  insurgents  at  Prado; 
killed  5,  wounded  5,  captured  2,  4  rifles,  1  revolver,  1  saber,  2  bolos,  300  rounds  of 
ammunition,  and  44  ponies  equipped. 

9th. — Baliuag  was  fired  into  from  two  sides  by  about  20  insurgents.  Troops 
immediately  turned  out  and  drove  them.     No  casualties. 

10th. — Captain  Stone,  in  command  of  a  detachment  of  Company  I,  Thirty-sixth 
Infantry,  while  scouting  the  country  for  the  insurgent  officer  Domingo  Santos,  met 
a  band  near  Lingayen;  scattered  them,  killed  2,  and  captured  2,  son  of  Domingo 
Santos  and  Eugenio  de  la  Cruz.     No  casualties. 

Mounted  detachment  Twelfth  Infantry  struck  a  band  of  insurgents  near  Santa 
Mariana,  Tarlac.     Captured  1  rifle.     No  casualties. 

11th. — Lieutenant  Watson,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  commanding  Ilocano  scouts, 
attacked  an  insurgent  camp  near  Zaragoza.  Scattered  them  and  killed  5,  capturing 
3  rifles.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Collins,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  captured  in  mountains  near  Porac  700 
rounds  rapid-fire  ammunition^  1,000  small  solid  shot,  300  hand  grenades,  and  10,000 
rounds  of  Remington  ammunition.     Everything  destroyed.     No  casualties. 

12th. — Lieutenant  Butler,  commanding  detachment  Company  F,  Forty-ninth 
Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  surprised  a  party  of  insurgents  at  barrio  Tuba,  Gamu.  Killed  2; 
wounded  2.     No  casualties. 

Sergeant  Giddings  and  5  mounted  men,  Company  I,  Seventeenth  Infantry,  sur- 
prised a  band  of  15  insurgents  near  Camiling.    Captured  4  and  13  rifles.    No  casualties. 

15th. — Lieutenant  True,  commanding  16  men,  Company  H,  Thirty -third  Infantry, 
encountered  80  armed  insurgents  near  Villa  Vieja,  Abra.  Routed  them;  killed  5. 
Lieutenant  True  and  Private  Rayburn  wounded. 

18th.— Lieutenant  McCarthy,  commanding  detachment  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  cap- 
tured near  Pulilan  the  2  murderers  of  the  presidente  of  Pulilan,  4  lad  rones,  and  1 
rifle.    No  casualties. 

Mounted  scouts  of  ComDany  L,  Twelfth  Infantry,  captured  near  Cuyapo  3  ladrones, 
1  rifle,  and  2  revolvers.   No  casualties. 

24th. — Insurgents  surrounded  outposts  of  Twenty-seventh  Infantry  at  Ampit  River, 
near  San  Mateo.  Insurgents  driven  away  by  reenforcements.  Corporal  Clintsman 
and  Private  Carter  seriously  wounded. 

27th. — Lieutenant  Shields,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Twelfth  Infantry,  cap- 
tured at  Moriones  7  ladrones,  1  rifle,  and  3  revolvers.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Way,  Fourth  Infantry,  commanding  25  native  scouts,  struck  a  body  of 
125  insurgents  near  Pilar,  Abra.  Four  scouts  were  captured  and  1  killed  trying  to 
take  away  body  of  Lieutenant  Way,  who  was  killed  at  the  first  volley.  Body  was 
buried  and  prisoners  released  by  insurgents. 

30th. — An  expedition  commanded  by  General  Funston  moved  from  Candaba, 
Arayat,  Cabiao,  San  Antonio,  San  Isidro,  Gapan,  Penaranda,  and  San  Miguel  to 
points  in  mountains  where  the  roads  leading  south  from  San  Isidro  join  with  roads 
from  Gapan  to  San  Isidro.  On  account  of  the  swollen  rivers  and  bad  roads  progress 
was  slow.  Troops  A  and  G,  Fourth  Cavalry,  under  Captain  Koehler,  met  strong 
body  of  insurgents  near  Gapan;  scattered  them,  found  5  dead,  and  Lieut.  Col.  Manuel 
Ventus,  second  in  command  to  Lacuna,  badly  wounded,  was  captured,  with  3  rifles 
and  900  rounds  of  ammunition.  Lieutenant  Corliss,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  had  a 
skirmish  with  a  body  commanded  by  Deserter  Fagen,  and  routed  them.  The  Maca- 
bebe  Cavalry  killed  1  man  having  a  complete  United  States  cavalry  equipment. 
Major  Wheeler,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  captured  1  prisoner  and  2  rifles.  A  detach- 
ment in  command  of  the  brigade  commander  engaged  a  band  in  a  running  fight. 
No  casualties. 

31st. — Major  Scherer,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  acting  inspector-general  first  dis- 
trict, and  escort  were  attacked  near  Sinai t,  Ilocos  Sur.  Lost  1  horse  killed,  2  car- 
bines, and  a  revolver.    No  casualties. 
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1st. — Lieutenant  Quinlan,  with  detachment  Philippine  Cavalry,  struck  20  insur- 
gents under  Deserter  Fagen,  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  near  Papaya;  chased  them  to 
the  foothills;  killed  1;  captured  120  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

2d. — Captain  Munro,  with  a  small  detachment  of  the  Philippine  Cavalry,  attacked 
a  house  held  by  2  insurgents  near  Penaranda.  Occupants,  being  on  the  alert,  escaped, 
1  being  wounded;  house  burned.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Van  Way,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  reports  having  struck  a  body  of  200 
insurgents  near  San  Gregorio,  Abra;  scattered  them,  wounded  many.    No  casualties. 

3d. — Captain  Prescott,  commanding  detachment  of  Company  F,  Thirty-fifth  Infan- 
try, assisted  by  Lieutenant  Arnold,  commanding  detachment  Troop  H,  Fourth  Cav- 
alry, attacked  part  of  the  command  of  Tecson  in  barrio  Quima,  Matayang  Caballo; 
killed  2  and  captured  10  rifles;  on  the  9th  captured  3  carabaos,  mounts  of  Lacuna; 
on  the  10th  surprised  Tecson's  command  in  mountains  and  killed  5,  captured  3, 
Tecson' s  headquarters  outfit,  16  rifles,  800  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  a  large  quantity 
of  uniforms. 

4th. — Lieutenant  Haight,  commanding  40  men  Troop  A,  Fourth  Cavalry,  while 
scouting  near  Santo  Cristo  encountered  about  100  insurgents;  scattered  them. 
Corporal  Ruppert  and  Private  Walkup  wounded. 

5th. — Lieutenant  Mataon,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  struck  band  of  20  armed  insur- 
gents near  Aliaga;  killed  14  and  captured  3  carabaos.     No  casualties. 

6th. — Lieutenant  Cocheu,  commanding  a  detachment  Twelfth  Infantry,  was 
ambushed  near  Badoc.  In  a  skirmish  which  followed,  lasting  thirty  minutes,  enemy 
suffered  3  killed  and  capture  of  2  rifles.     No  casualties. 

9th. — Paymaster's  escort,  detachment  Troop  K,  Third  Cavalry,  and  a  force  from 
Cabugao  engaged  with  the  enemy  for  three  and  one-half  hours.  Enemy  retreated 
in  mountains,  leaving  18  dead  and  1 1  wounded  in  our  hands.  Sergeant  Simila  killed, 
Private  Mussler  wounded,  and  Privates  Lyons  and  Schott  missing,  all  of  Third  Cavalry. 

11th. — Native  police  of  Aguilar  captured  2  insurgents  and  wounded  1,  who  escaped, 
and  captured  1  rifle.  No  casualties  to  police.  A  detachment  Thirty-sixth  Infantry 
captured  a  ladrone  chief  and  4  others,  with  2  rifles  and  1  revolver,  near  Binmaley. 
No  casualties. 

12th. — Mail  escort,  Company  G,  Twelfth  Infantry,  from  Cabugao  to  Badoc,  die- 
covered  enemy  in  ambush  near  Sinai t  and  attacked  them,  but  were  unable  to  dislodge 
them  on  account  of  their  number;  after  two  hours'  fighting  reenforcements  arrived 
and  enem  v  were  driven,  leaving  2  killed.    Our  casualties  consisted  of  3  men  wounded. 

13th. — Lieutenant  Mitchell,  with  detachment  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  was  attacked 
4  miles  from  Manicling  by  al>out  400  armed  insurgent**;  on  account  of  a  superior  force, 
Lieutenant  Mitchell  withdrew  for  reenforcements.  On  arrival  of  new  troops  enemy 
fled,  our  casualties  being  Sergeant  Washington,  Company  E,  killed,  and  4  privates 
wounded. 

14th. — Major  Ashburn,  with  a  detatchment  of  Thirty-third  Infantry,  while  en  route 
to  Dolores,  struck  8  mounted  insurgents  at  ford  of  Abra  River;  killed  2  and  captured 
the  rest,  with  7  horses  and  some  valuable  jmpers.     No  casualties. 

Carig,  a  small  town  12  miles  west  of  Kchague,  garrisoned  by  detachment  Company 
L,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  was  attacked  by  a  considerable  force  of  insurgents,  who  were 
beaten  off  with  a  loss  of  36  killed  and  1  wounded.  Our  casualties,  Private  Cummings 
killed  and  Sergeant  Schroeder  wounded. 

Corporal  Martin,  with  a  detachment  of  Company  H,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  encoun- 
tered a  band  of  guerrillas  under  Captain  Juan  del  Pilar,  on  Palanan  road;  routed 
them,  killing  their  captain,  wounded  3,  captured  1  rifle,  1  revolver,  175  pesos,  and 
important  papers.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Molony,  commanding  detachment  of  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  captured, 
near  Abulug,  12  insurgents,  10  rifles,  2  revolvers,  and  considerable  ammunition.  No 
casualties  reported. 

Lieutenant  Ward,  commanding  20  men,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  struck  a  body 
of  200  insurgents  in  mountains  4  miles  from  Novafiches;  pursued  them,  killed  6  and 
wounded  5,  and  captured  3  guns  and  some  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

15th. — Nanca  River  outpost  of  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  near  San  Mateo,  was 
attacked;  detachments  working  in  vicinity  pursued  enemy  into  the  mountains  and 
lost  them.    No  casualties. 

Captain  Goldman,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  encountered  about  40  insurgents  in 
mountains  near  Bagac  Pass;  captured  2.    No  casualties. 

Major  Laws,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  met  100  insurgents  strongly  intrenched  3  miles 
south  of  Biacnabato.  The  position  was  charged  and  taken;  enemy  retreated  to  a 
position  on  a  knoll  to  their  original  left  rear;  Captain  Cootes,  with  a  detachment, 
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drove  them  from  that  position  toward  San  Udefonso.  Thirteen  dead  were  left  on 
the  field;  4  guns  and  1  native  captured,  who  claimed  11  were  wounded.  Captain 
Schreiber  and  1  native  wounded. 

16th. — Railroad  patrol  and  guard  from  Polo  to  Guiguinto  and  Bulacan  were  fired 
on  and  wire  cut  in  several  places.  Detachment  at  Tulison  Bridge  was  attacked  night 
of  15th.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Smith,  at  Guiguinto,  was  attacked  by  100  insurgents,  who  retired  after 
three-quarters  of  an  hour  of  fighting,  dragging  their  dead  and  wounded.  Our  casual- 
ties, 2  wounded. 

Lieutenant  Lyon,  with  detachment  of  Twenty -fifth  Infantry,  struck  a  small  bodv 
of  insurgents  at  river  south  of  Castillejos,  routed  them,  and  captured  1,  wounded, 
with  a  rifle.     Others  escaped.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Judson,  commanding  Companies  C  and  D,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry, 
assisted  by  Lieutenant  Perkins  and  1  gun,  Battery  D,  Sixth  Artillery,  under  Lieu- 
tenant Howell,  attacked  a  party  of  200  insurgents  in  mountains  near  Mariquina. 
After  a  long  chase  the  enemy  was  lost,  leaving  1  wounded  and  indications  of  more 
punishment  on  trail;  captured  4  rifles,  1  revolver,  one  3.2-inch  cannon,  and  a  quantity 
of  ammunitidn.    No  casualties. 

17th. — Lieutenant  Knox,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  struck  an  outpost  of  4  insur- 
gents near  San  Jose,  who  escaped,  leaving  1  rifle.     No  casualties. 

18th. — Novaliches,  garrisoned  bv  Company  I,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  Captain 
Gaujot,  commanding,  was  attacked:  by  about  250  insurgents;  firing  lasted  tnbty  min- 
utes. On  arrival  of  reenforcements,  20  men  of  Company  I  pursued  the  enemy  into 
the  mountains,  where  they  were  lost.  Sergeant  Ryan  and  Private  Dodd,  Tnirty- 
fifth  Infantry,  were  rescued.     Private  Hanson  killed  and  2  privates  wounded. 

20th. — Captain  Graham,  assisted  by  Lieutenant  Hennessy,  commanding  thirty- 
nine  men  of  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  encountered  a  force  of  100  insurgents  in  foot- 
hills east  of  Mariquina;  routed  them,  killing  4  and  capturing  16  rifles,  1,000  rounds 
of  ammunition,  burned  25  shacks  used  as  cuartejs  and  storehouses  and  a  large  quan- 
tity of  rice  and  corn.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Lewis,  with  37  men  of  Third  Infantry,  engaged  the  enemy  in  swamp 
south  of  Atlog;  killed  3,  captured  9  men,  7  rifles,  9  bancas,  3,000  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition, thousands  of  shells,  100  pounds  of  sheet  brass,  $156.70  Mexican  money; 
destroyed  reloading  outfit,  1,000  pounds  of  rice,  found  many  valuable  papers,  burned 
the  arsenal  and  eleven  other  buildings,  including  Torres' s  headquarters  and  personal 
effects.     One  man  wounded. 

21st.— Insurgents  attacked  Santa  Rosa,  Nueva  Ecija,  at  10  p.  m.,  but  were  promptly 
driven  off  by  a  detachment  Twenty-second  Infantry  that  garrisoned  the  place.  No 
casualties. 

22d.— Lieutenant-Colonel  March,  with  a  detachment  of  Thirty-third  Infantry  and 
2  Maxim-Nordenfeldt  guns,  attacked  an  insurgent  stronghold  in  Dinguan  Mountain 
from  4  sides.  Enemy  escaped  through  hidden  trails,  taking  wounded  with  them. 
No  casualties. 

Subig,  garrisoned  by  Company  B,  Twenty -fifth  Infantry,  in  command  of  Lieuten- 
ant Martin,  was  attacked.  Enemy  retired  after  an  exchange  of  a  few  shots.  No 
casualties. 

23d. — First  Sergeant  Feldcamp,  in  charge  of  33  men,  Third  Cavalry,  while  repair- 
ing telegraph  line  5  miles  from  Batac,  Ilocos  Norte,  was  attacked  by  about  500  insur- 
gents under  Tinio  and  Aglipay  and  surrounded  on  three  sides.  Fight  lasted  four  hours, 
when  reenforcements  arrived  under  Lieutenant  Aloe,  Twelfth  Infantry.  The  enemy 
were  routed,  leaving  1  officer  and  4  men  on  the  field.  Our  casualties  were  1  private 
killed  and  2  wounded. 

Captain  McRae,  with  25  men  Company  E,  Third  Tnfantry,  surprised  a  band  of 
insurgents  at  Bahay  Pari  and  captured  26  in  the  cuartel,  22  Remingtons,  300  rounds 
of  ammunition.     Two  wounded  m  attempt  to  escape.     No  casualties. 

24th. — Captain  Rice,  with  50  men  of  Tnirty-fourth  Infantry,  struck  a  small  band 
of  insurgents  at  Mayapa,  near  Cabanatuan,  killed  7,  captured  2  rifles  and  a  small 
amount  of  ammunition.  Captain  Rice  slightlv  wounded  in  arm.  Private  Mercer 
killed. 

Captain  Goedecke,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  struck  a  small  band  of  insurgents  near 
Cabanatuan;  killed  5  and  captured  a  small  quantity  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

25th. — Novaliches,  Captain  Gaujot,  Company  I,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  com- 
manding, was  attacked;  enemy  retired,  navmg  1  killed  and  1  wounded.  No 
casualties. 

Lieutenant  Martin,  commanding  detachment  of  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  while 
repairing  telegraph  line  between  Subig  and  Castillejos,  was  attacked  by  a  body  of 
insurgents,  who  were  driven  off,  leaving  1  killed  and  2  wounded.     No  casualties.

11th.— Lieutenant  Wheeler,  with  a  detachment  of  Twenty-second  Infantry    cap- 
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tared,  in  woods  near  barrio  of  Jaen,  Comandante  Delfin  Esquivel  and  3  soldiers,  6 
rifle?,  and  500  rounds  of  ammunition. 

12th. — General  Grant,  commanding  detachments  of  Forty-first  and  Thirty-second 
Infantry,  U.  S.V.,  and  the  Fifth  District  Scouts,  scoured  the  country  west  and  north 
of  Florida  Blanca;  met  two  small  detachments  of  the  enemy,  who  fled;  found  and 
burned  3  different  .cuartels,  including  21  buildings  and  a  great  many  supplies.  No 
casualties. 

13th. — General  Funston,  commanding  60  men,  Troop  A,  Fourth  Cavalry,  under 
Lieutenant  Morrison,  and  13  men,  Fourth  District  Scouts,  under  Lieutenant  Day, 
accompanied  by  Major  Brown,  Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.;  acting  inspector- 
general,  and  Dr.  Pease,  struck  an  outpost  at  barrio  Santa  Cruz;  dismounted  and  fol- 
lowed enemy's  retreat  for  a  few  miles  and  attacked  main  camp;  routed  them,  killed 
2,  wounded  8,  and  found  100  rounds  of  ammunition  and  burned  their  cuartels.  Pri- 
vate Robinson,  Company  C,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  wounded,  only  casualty. 

Lieutenant  Thorne,  with  detachment  of  9  mounted  men  of  Twelfth  Infantry, 
encountered  an  armed  party  of  30  men  under  Tecson  near  La  Lomboy,  Tarlac;  cap- 
tured 5  of  them,  6  rifles,  ana  small  amount  of  ammunition.  Private  Brown,  Twenty- 
fourth  Infantry,  and  1  American  horse  recaptured. 

San  Miguel,  Bulacan,  garrisoned  by  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  was  attacked  at  five  dif- 
ferent points  and  set  on  fire  at  the  same  time,  burning  223  houses.  Enemy  were 
dispersed  and  pursued  by  troops,  and  1  officer  and  2  men  captured.  Private  Gage, 
Company  K,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  wounded,  and  5  native  inhabitants 
killed  and  4  wounded. 

Colonel  Cronin,  commanding  60  men  of  Thirty-third  Infantry,  assisted  by  Captain 
Butler  and  Lieutenants  Power  and  Willard,  struck  enemy  20  miles  southeast  of  Can- 
don,  in  mountains;  scattered  them  and  killed  2,  wounded  1,  captured  2  rifles,  8 
ponies,  60  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  valuable  papers.     No  casualties. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Hannay,  commanding  detachment  of  Company  K,  Twenty-sec- 
ond Infantry,  had  a  skirmish  with  insurgents  near  Pinag  Singalon ;  captured  2  rifles 
and  8  prisoners  and  recaptured  1  private,  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  held  as  a  prisoner. 
No  casualties. 

The  railroad  patrol  under  Corporal  Denny,  Forty-first  Infantry,  from  Mabalacat, 
was  fired  on  by  band  of  insurgents;  killea  2  of  patrol's  ponies.  Reenforcements 
drove  them  in  the  mountains  and  killed  1  and  wounded  2.     No  casualties. 

Corporal  Cox  and  one  squad  Company  A,  Thirteenth  Infantry,  captured  4  natives 
of  Juan  Soriano's  band  and  3  rifles.     No  casualties. 

15th. — Lieutenant  Coleman,  with  detachment  Thirteenth  Infantry,  captured,  near 
San  Fabian,  Juan  Soriano,  a  follower  of  Prado,  and  1  rifle  and  1  revolver.  No  cas- 
ualties. 

Lieutenant  Hannay,  with  Company  K,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  guided  by  the  ex- 
insurgent  comandante  Hilario,  proceeded  to  a  small  barrio  in  swamp  near  Zaragosa, 
barrio  of  Jaen;  captured  2  rifles,  200  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  some  correspond- 
ence, recaptured  Private  Brown  and  body  of  Private  Benjamin,  who  was  killed  by 
our  fire,  both  of  Company  G,  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  captured  September  13. 

Lieutenant  Otis,  with  troop  Philippine  cavalry,  had  series  of  running  fights  with 
bands  of  insurgents  between  Talavera  and  Bongabon  until  after  dark;  killed  11, 
captured  1,  1  rifle,  1  revolver,  1,200  rounds  of  ammunition,  2  blankets,  burned  2 
cuartels  and  many  supplies,  and  obtained  some  valuable  documents.    No  casualties. 

16th. — Mounted  detachment  of  6  men  of  Twenty-second  Infantry  returning  from 
San  Isidro  were  fired  on  by  a  body  of  insurgents  concealed  alongside  of  the  road 
about  2  miles  from  Cabiao.  One  man  thrown  from  his  horse  and  captured.  Forty 
men  of  Company  H  immediately  pursued  them,  but  the  enemy  escaped  in  the 
darkness. 

17th. — Fifth  District  Headquarters  Scouts  and  Forty-first  Volunteer  Regiment 
Scouts,  commanded  by  Lieutenant  Burr,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  struck  a  band  ofinsur- 
gents  in  mountains  west  of  Balanga,  routed  them,  killed  7,  captured  4  rifles,  and 
burned  large  cuartel  containing  supplies.    No  casualties. 

18th. — Lieutenant  0'8hea,  assisted  by  Lieutenant  Thorne,  detachment  H,  Twelfth 
Infantry,  with  detachment  Troop  L,  Fourth  Cavalry,  and  Twelfth  Infantry  Scouts, 
struck  an  insurgent  camp  in  dense  woods  near  La  raz,  scattered  them,  and  burned 
two  cuartels.    No  casualties. 

A  detachment  of  20  men,  Company  M,  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  under  Sergeant  Cor- 
der,  stationed  at  Tuao,  was  attacked  by  a  large  body  of  ladrones,  but  after  two  hours' 
fighting  enemy  was  forced  to  retire,  leaving  28  dead.    No  casualties. 

22d. — Lieutenant  Matson,  with  detachment  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  struck 
a  band  of  insurgents  near  Aliaga;  scattered  them,  killing  4.    No  casualties. 

24th. — General  Grant  and  party,  on  leaving  Dinalupijan,  were  informed  that  enemy 
were  lying  in  wait  for  them  at  barrio  Avon.    Lieutenant  Humphrey,  Third  Infan- 
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try.  aid,  with  12  mounted  men,  rode  ahead,  encountered  18  insurgents  near  barrio, 
ana  killed  9.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Mitchell,  commanding  detachment  Company  E,  Forty-first  Infantry, 
struck  a  band  of  insurgents  near  Mexico;  killed  1  and  captured  15,  including  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Dayrit,  and  some  valuable  papers  and  burnea  3  cuartels.    No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Fehiger,  with  40  men,  Company  H,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  U.  8.  V., 
and  Lieutenant  Heidt,  with  60  men,  Troop  L*  Third  Cavalry,  en  route  to  attack  a 
force  of  insurgents  at  barrio  Cosucos,  14  miles  from  Narvacan,  were  ambushed  in  can- 
yon by  about  400  insurgents,  who  occupied  both  sides.  After  one  hour's  fighting  our 
troops  were  forced  to  retreat,  suffering  a  loss  of  5  killed,  Lieutenant  Febiger  and  4 
men;  14  enlisted  men  wounded  and  7  captured,  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Bath  and 
7  men,  who  were  liberated  two  days  later,  and  26  horses  killed,  captured,  and 
wounded.     Enemy  suffered  a  loss  of  50  id  lied  and  100  wounded. 

Eguia,  Zamhales,  garrisoned  by  a  detachment  of  Company  A,  Seventeenth  Infan- 
try, was  attacked  by  a  force  of  30  armed  insurgents.  Enemy  were  driven  from  town. 
Our  casualties,  Private  Sweeney,  killed. 

A  detachment  of  6  men,  Company  H,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  was  attacked  in  pasB 
2  miles  from  Vintar,  in  foothills,  by  50  insurgents.  One  man  and  1  pony  killed,  1 
man  wounded,  native  driver  and  bull  killed. 

General  Funston,  commanding  a  column  consisting  of  district  scouts,  under  Lieu- 
tenant Day,  and  a  detachment  Troop  A,  Fourth  Cavalry,  under  Lieutenant  Morrison, 
struck  a  small  band  of  insurgents  5  miles  from  Gapan;  killed  2,  wounded  3,  captured 
2,  6  rifles,  some  ammunition,  4  ponies,  and  500  pounds  of  rice.    No  casualties. 

25th. — The  launch  Stonie,  private  property,  was  attacked  by  125  insurgents  under 
Natividad  and  deserter  Fagen,  between  Cabiao  and  A  ray  at,  and  boarded;  2  white 
men  in  charge  captured.  Lieutenant  Whitfield,  with  50  men  of  Twenty-second  Infan- 
try, assisted  bv  Lieutenant  Quinlan,  with  50  Macabebes,  cavalrymen,  went  in  pursuit, 
recapturing  tne  2  men.  The  SUmie  was  taken  in  tow  by  the  Government  launch 
Sterling. 

Outpost  at  Oa-oa,  Camiling,  crossing  at  Agno  River,  was  attacked  at  10  a.  m.  by 
a  band  of  lx>lomen.  Two  insurgents  killed.  Corporal  Steiner  and  Private  Senholm 
killed  and  three  men  wounded. 

Captain  and  Asst.  Surg.  Frederick  Hadra,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  in  medical 
charge  of  Second  Lieut.  E.  de  P.  Bujac,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  under  an  escort  of 
nineteen  men  in  charge  of  Sergeant  Bergtaller,  Company  I,  Thirty-third  Infantry, 
en  route  to  Vigan  from  Bangued  on  rafts  in  Abra  River,  were  fired  on  about  2  miles 
south  of  Pidigan  bv  alxnit  150  rifles,  from  both  sides  oi  the  river.  Fight  lasted  two 
hours.     Our  casualties,  1  killed,  2  wounded. 

29th. — Norzagaray,  garrisoned  by  Company  H,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  was  attacked 
by  about  200  insurgents  and  set  on  fire  at  the  same  time  in  five  places.  After  three- 
quarterH  of  an  hour  of  firing  the  enemy  retired.  One  native  resident  killed  and  6 
wounded. 

30th. — An  escort  of  8  men  of  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  to  Sefior  Buencamino, 
American  presidente  of  San  Miguel,  was  attacked  near  Maasin  River,  on  Baliuag 
road.  Private  Brewer  killed  and  Private  Stafeldt  and  Private  Mahal  la  wounded 
seriously,  found  on  roadside.     Five  soldiers  captured  with  presidente. 

Angat,  garrisoned  by  Company  F,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  was  attacked  by 
100  insurgents.     Enemy  retired  and  were  pursued.     No  casualties. 

Detachment  Seventeenth  Infantry,  as  escort  to  ration  train,  were  attacked  near 
Santa  Ignacia  by  a  band  of  insurgents.  Enemy  repulsed,  leaving  5  killed,  1  rifle  on 
the  field.     Private  Parker,  Company  G,  slightly  wounded  in  the  arm. 

General  Funston  sent  2  Macaoebe  soldiers  disguised  as  "  amigos"  in  a  carromato 
to  Cabiao.  who  were  held  up  en  route  by  insurgents  for  toll  tax.  At  a  given  signal 
the  Macabebes  attacked  the  party,  having  rifles  hidden  in  the  vehicle.  A  detach- 
ment of  mounted  scouts  five  minutes  behind  the  Macabebes  approached  at  same  time; 
killed  2  and  captured  15;  4  escaped.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Lansing,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  com mantling  detachment  of 
native  scouts,  followed  and  overtook  a  band  of  insurgents,  50  in  number,  4  miles 
from  Pasuquin,  scattered  them  and  killed  1,  captured  2  cows,  and  3  ponies  loaded 
with  provisions.    No  casualties. 

31st. — Santa  Ignacia,  outpost  of  Camiling,  Seventeenth  Infantrv,  was  attacked  by  30 
insurgents.  At  the  same  time  fire  was  started  in  three  parts  of  the  town.  Enemy 
were  promptly  repulsed.     No  casualties. 

November,  1900. 

1st— Lieutenant  Mcintosh,  commanding  detachment  Forty-first  Infantry,  while 
scouting  in  barrio  Sindalon,  near  Angeles,  encountered  a  band  of  insurgents;  scat- 
tered them,  wounding  1.    No  casualties. 
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Captain  Atkinson,  with  Lieutenant*  Hennessy  and  Taylor  and  34  men  of  Company 
M,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  attacked  a  band  of  180  insurgents  under  Oof. 
Clemente  Valencia  3  miles  north  of  Montalban  and  scattered  them;  killed  13. 
wounded  18.  Among  the  latter  was  a  Spaniard,  Capt.  Ricardo  Gonzales,  until 
recently  an  employee  of  depot  quartermaster,  Manila.  Captured  some  valuable 
papers,  39  rifles,  100  hand  grenades,  20,000  rounds  of  ammunition,  24  3-inch  shells, 
1,500  pounds  of  lead,  100  pounds  of  saltpeter,  5,000  pounds  of  rice,  and  a  large  quan- 
tity of  powder.  Privates  Smith  and  Harries,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
capturea  October  13  and  15,  respectively,  were  recovered.    No  casualties. 

Captain  Hughes,  Troop  II,  Fourth  Cavalry,  reports  having  struck  a  band  of  60 
insurgents  near  Cangbiling;  killed  8,  wounded  4,  and  capturea  3;  captured  11  rifles, 
1  revolver,  3  ponies,  30  rounds  of  ammunition;  destroyed  1,200  pounds  of  rice. 
Sergeant  Bremer  killed  and  Private  Rodgers  wounded. 

2d. — Captain  Van  Way,  commanding  detachment  of  25  men,  Thirty-third  Infan- 
try, U.  S.  v.,  met  100  insurgents  near  Pidigan  After  two  hours'  fighting  was  forced 
to  retire,  being  wounded  himself  in  lung  and  hand.  Corporal  Miller,  Privates  Sho- 
mers,  Nickel,  and  Clark  were  also  wounded.  On  hearing  firing  a  mounted  detach- 
ment from  Bangued,  and  Captain  Schultz,  with  detachment  from  San  Quintin,  went 
to  the  rescue.  The  mounted  detachment  brought  in  Captain  Van  Way.  Captain 
Schultz  surprised  30  of  the  enemy  in  barrio  San  Diego  immediately  opposite  the  point 
of  attack,  killed  2,  including  Comandante  Gonzales,  who  was" in  command  of  Dolo- 
men  in  fight  at  Narvacan,  October  28,  wounded  1,  captured  2  rifles,  33  rounds  of 
ammunition.     No  casualties  to  Captain  Schultz* s  command. 

5th. — Sergeant  Beebe,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Company  D,  Twelfth  Infantry, 
struck  a  band  of  insurgents  in  mountains  near  Tarlac;  killed  1,  captured  2  rifles,  2 
belts,  and  1  revolver.    No  casualties. 

Patrol  of  7  men,  Company  D,  Twelfth  Infantry,  was  attacked  by  a  body  of  40 
insurgents  4  miles  from  O'Donnel.     Our  casualties,  3  men  wounded  and  1  captured. 

Captain  Prescott,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reports  capture  of  10  soldiers,  1 
Mauser,  16  pounds  of  powder,  and  2,000  primers  in  vicinity  of  Norzagaray.  No 
casualties. 

A  detachment  of  30  men  of  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  at  Pasuauin,  was 
attacked  by  about  100  insurgents.  Enemy  was  driven  off,  leaving  4  dead;  5  rifles 
were  captured.     Private  Cline  wounded;  only  casualty. 

6th.— -General  Grant,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V,. 
assisted  by  detachment  of  Macabebe  cavalry,  scouted  country  around  San  Miguel 
and  brought  in  a  number  of  prisoners,  5  rifles,  and  5  ponies.  Detachment  east  of  San 
Miguel,  cooperating  with  General  Grant,  encountered  small  body  of  insurgents,  scat- 
tering them,  and  destroyed  a  storehouse,  with  10,000  pounds  of  rice  and  5,000  pounds 
of  corn.  Another  detachment  from  San  Ildefonso  encountered  a  band  of  insurgents 
near  barrio  of  San  Carlos;  routed  them  and  killed  5;  captured  5  rifles.    No  casualties. 

Captain  Brazee,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  went  down  river  to  capture  some 
insurgent  tax  collectors  and  returned  with  5  of  them,  2  rifles,  1  revolver,  and  some 
valuable  papers.    No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Otis,  commanding  troop  Philippine  Cavalry,  surprised  an  insurgent 
camp  near  Papaya,  Nueva  Ecija;  captured  17  ponies,  of  which  3  were  packed,  and 
14  saddles  ana  bridles;  enemy  escaped.    No  casualties. 

8th. — Detachment  of  Companies  L  and  M,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  in  charge  of  Cor- 
poral Kline,  while  guarding  a  pack  train  on  road  north  of  Angadanan,  were  attacked 
by  a  body  of  insurgents,  who  were  scattered  after  one  hour  and  forty-five  minutes' 
fighting.    Private  Kerehner,  Company  L,  wounded;  only  casualty. 

9th. — Lieutenant  Smith,  commanding  detachment  of  Thirty-eecond  Infantry, 
U.  S.  V.,  engaged  enemy  in  two  skirmishes  7  miles  back  of  Abucay;  drove  them, 
and  destroyed  a  large  quantity  of  provisions,  1  large  cuartel,  killed  2,  and  captured 
1.    No  casualties. 

General  Grant  reports  searching  of  all  barrios  north  and  northeast  of  San  Miguel 
resulted  in  capture  of  2  rifles,  6  uniforms,  and  destroying  a  quantity  of  ammunition. 
No  casualties. 

Captain  Boston,  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reports  that  armed  natives  attacked 
Magalang  at  midnight  and  cut  wire  in  two  places.  Enemy  was  repulsed,  leaving  2 
killed  and  3  wounded;  2  rifles  captured.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  McBryar,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Company  M,  Forty-ninth 
Infantry,  while  scouting  country  in  the  vicinity  of  Magaogao,  met  number  of  insur- 
gents, drove  them,  killed  several,  captured  6,  and  7  rifles.    No  casualties. 

10th. — Detachment  Twenty-fifth  Infantry  was  ambushed  in  Subig  Pass;  Private 
McOormick  killed,  5  men  wounded,  and  Corporal  Smith  and  Private  Edwards 
captured.  The  firing  brought  detachments  under  Lieutenants  Enochs  and  Lyon 
from  Castillejos,  who  engaged  enemy,  routed  them,  and  killed  20.    No  casualties. 
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Captain  Eckers,  with  detachment  of  30  men  Thirty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
attacked  insurgents  in  mountains  10  miles  west  of  Porac.  Killed  4,  captured  1  rifle 
and  destroyed  4  large  cuartels  and  a  quantity  of  rice.     No  casualties. 

11th. — Lieutenant  Lewis,  with  40  men  of  Third  Infantry,  while  scouring  swamps 
near  Santa  Cruz,  found  and  burned  3  cuartels  and  8  bancas,  killed  3  insurgents  and 
wounded  1.     No  casualties. 

12th.— General  Grant  reported  having  scoured  all  country  south  of  San  Miguel  and 
east  of  main  road  south  of  Angat,  resulting  in  two  skirmishes  with  the  enemy;  cap- 
tured 1  rifle,  1  revolver,  150  rounds  of  ammunition,  a  number  killed,  cuartels  and 
supplies  destroyed.  Musician  Mathews,  Troop  E,  Fourth  Cavalry,  wounded  in  arm 
and  neck;  only  casualty. 

Lieutenant  Fuller,  with  30  men  of  Company  H,  Twelfth  Infantry,  attacked  and 
routed  a  band  of  insurgents  3  miles  northeast  of  La  Paz,  killing  11  and  wounding  20. 
Private  Lumbert  killed  and  Private  McCollister  wounded. 

15th. — Captain  Rubles,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  captured  4  insurgents,  3  rifles,  and 
70  rounds  of  ammunition  near  San  Miguel.     No  casualties. 

General  Grant,  in  command  of  a  column  consisting  of  two  troops  Macabebe  Cav- 
alry under  Major  Batson,  Fifth  District  Scouts  and  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  Vol- 
unteer Scouts,  attacked  an  insurgent  stronghold  of  200  well-armed  men  in  Mount 
Buloc,  12  miles  southeast  of  Norzagaray;  drove  them  to  Mount  Ypo,  where  they 
made  another  standi  On  the  15th  General  Grant  attacked  this  point  from  different 
sides  and  chased  them  until  no  trace  could  be  obtained.  Enemy  suffered  a  loss  of  40 
killed  and  many  wounded;  75  houses  or  cuartels  and  300,000  pounds  of  rice  were 
burned  and  a  great  deal  of  ammunition  captured.  Our  casualties  were  Lieutenant 
Condon,  of  Macabebes,  wounded,  1  Macabebe  killed,  and  10  others  wounded. 

Lieutenant  Harris,  Twentieth  Infantry,  commanding  Ilocano  scouts,  struck  a  party 
of  13  insurgents,  well  armed,  near  Santo  Domingo;  killed  Captain  Tomas,  Sanaico's 
adjutant,  and  another  man.     No  casualties. 

Insurgents,  numbering  30,  attacked  a  detail  of  4  men  of  Signal  Corps  under  Lieu- 
tenant Kiekard  near  Amulung.     First-Class  Sergeant  Todd  was  killed. 

16th. — Major  Spence,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Thirty  -second  Infantry,  U.  S.V., 
attacked  an  insurgent  stronghold  7  miles  west  of  Abucay.  After  three  hours'  fight- 
ing position  was  taken;  killed  3,  captured  1  rifle,  3  cannon,  2  of  bamboo  and  1  of 
iron  pipe;  1,120  rounds  of  ammunition,  100  pounds  of  iron,  such  as  nuts,  lx>lts,  etc., 
5  shells  for  bamboo  cannon,  and  1  wounded  native.  Private  Loos  was  shot  in  thigh 
and  left  heel;  only  casualty. 

Lieutenant  Wheeler,  with  detachment  of  Twenty-second  Infantry,  captured,  near 
Tarn  bo,  6  insurgents,  5  rifles,  and  1  revolver.     No  casualties. 

17th. — Lieutenant  Sharon,  with  Lieutenants  Hunt,  Deiss,  and  Hall,  commanding 
detachments  I,  K,  and  M,  of  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  attacked  an  insurgent  strong- 
hold of  125  men  in  mountains  5  miles  northeast  of  San  Marcelino;  killed  25,  wounded 
many,  captured  22  rifles,  many  valuable  papers,  10,000  pounds  of  rice,  and  burned 
their  barracks.     No  casualties. 

Pefiaranda,  Nueva  Ecija,  was  fired  into  at  10  p.  in.  by  a  small  band  of  insurgents, 
who  were  quickly  driven  off.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Tanner,  with  detachment  of  60  men  of  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
struck  a  band  of  insurgents  in  Lulululu  Mountains;  killed  2,  captured  2,  and  8  rifles, 
100  rounds  of  ammunition,  some  valuable  papers,  and  destroyed  40  sacks  of  rice.  No 
casualties. 

18th. — Near  barrio  San  Miguel,  Murcia,  a  squad  of  Company  C,  Twelfth  Infantry, 
railroad  patrol,  was  attacked  by  a  band  of  insurgents;  enemy  were  repulsed,  having 
several  wounded.     No  casualties. 

20th. — Lieutenant  Cochran,  commanding  mounted  detachment  Sixteenth  Infantry, 
was  fired  on  from  cliffs  each  side  of  Carreterretegan  River.  Enemy  was  dispersed. 
Lieutenant  Hagedorn  slightly  injured  by  gravel  thrown  up  by  ricochetted  bullet. 

San  Isidro,  Nueva  Ecija,  fired  into  by  a  small  band  of  insurgents.  Garrison 
promptly  pursued,  but  parties  found  nothing.     No  casualties. 

Sergeant  Smith,  with  a  detachment  of  20  men  of  the  Twelfth  Infantry,  struck  a 
party  of  25  insurgents  near  Moncada,  scattered  them,  and  killed  8.     No  casualties. 

21st. — Detachment  of  Company  M,  Third  Infantry,  while  scouting  struck  a  party 
of  insurgents  nearTaliptip  near  Bulacan;  wounded  2  and  captured  2.     No  casualties. 

22d.— -Colonel  Thompson,  Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  sixth  dis- 
trict, and  commanding  a  column  consisting  of  detachment  of  Twenty-seventh  and 
Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  attacked  a  stronghold  of  Geronimo's,  numbering 
i;200,  northwest  of  Montalban  at  Mount  de  Oro  Pinauran,  from  four  different  points. 
After  two  hours'  fighting  enemy  scattered  into  the  dense  underbrush;  killed  25, 
wounded  many,  captured  1,  and  2  rifles,  burned  38  cuartels,  2,000  pounds  of  rice, 
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1,000  pounds  carabao  meat,  and  a  large  quantity  of  clothing.  Private  Hart,  Twenty- 
seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  and  Private  Kappner,  Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
were  killed,  3  men  of  Twenty-seventh,  1  of  Forty-second,  and  2  Macabebes  wounded. 

Lieutenant  Godson,  with  native  police,  and  Lieutenant  Hard,  with  detachment 
Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  captured  in  foothills  near  San  Miguel  8  rifles,  200 
rounds  of  ammunition,  1  lieutenant,  and  1  sergeant.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Lewis,  Third  Infantry,  struck  a  band  of  insurgents  on  Penaran  River, 
near  barrio  Masili  of  Malolos.  Private  Winkler  killed  and  2  privates  wounded. 
Enemy's  loss  unknown. 

26th. — Major  Short,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reports  capture  of  3  Reming- 
tons, 3  prisoners,  and  destruction  of  Simon  Tecson's  headquarters  near  Norzagaray. 
No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Leonard,  commanding  43  men,  Company  I,  Twenty-second  Infantry, 
struck  a  band  of  insurgents  under  the  renegade  Fagen  near  San  Francisco;  captured 
1  horse  with  saddle  and  bridle.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Ripley,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  commanding  detachment  of  Ilocano 
scouts,  captured  3  insurgents,  3  rifles,  and  22  rounds  of  ammunition  near  Cabanatuan. 
No  casualties. 

28th. — Captain  Mc Alexander,  with  a  detachment  of  Company  G,  Thirteenth 
Infantry,  struck  a  band  of  ladrones  in  a  barrio  of  Urdaneta;  scattered  them,  captur- 
ing 4  rifles.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Kautzman,  Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  met  a  band  of  insurgents  6 
miles  from  Tanay;  captured  9,  4  rifles,  and  some  ammunition,  destroyed  the  cuartels 
and  a  quantity  of  rice.     No  casualties. 

30th. — Pilar,  Abra,  occupied  by  a  detachment  of  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
was  attacked  by  about  40  riflemen  and  a  large  number  of  bolomen.  After  two  hours' 
fighting  enemy  retired.  Our  casualties  were  Private  Leahy  killed,  8  soldiers,  and  2 
native  policemen  wounded,  1  American  horse  killed.  Valuable  papers  and  maps 
and  signal  code  were  captured  from  the  insurgents. 

December,  1900. 

1st. — Patrol  of  Company  A,  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  struck  6  insurgents 
collecting  taxes  near  Balaoang;  killed  1,  others  escaped.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Sheldon,  with  detachment  Twenty-second  Infantry,  acting  under  orders 
of  General  Funston,  struck  an  outpost  of  insurgents  near  Santa  Cruz;  killed  3  and 
wounded  1.     No  casualties. 

2d. — Lieutenant  Ripley,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  commanding  a  detachment  Ilo- 
cano scouts,  while  scouting  southeast  of  Cabanatuan  met  a  band  of  insurgents;  killed 

3,  captured  1  rifle  and  2  revolvers.     No  casualties. 

General  Grant,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Third  Infantry,  cleaned  out  Candaba 
Swamp,  west  of  Malolos,  having  a  couple  of  skirmishes;  captured  6  rifles  and  2,000 
rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

3d. — Lieutenant  Jernigan,  Thirty -fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  a  detach- 
ment of  native  scouts,  struck  a  band  of  insurgents  between  Aliaga  and  Talavera; 
killed  2,  wounded  3,  and  captured  2  rifles.     No  casualties. 

Railroad  patrol  of  Twelfth  Infantry  was  attacked  by  about  40  insurgents  between 
Capas  and  Murcia.  Lieutenant  Oury,  with  a  detachment,  left  Capas  on  hearing  the 
firing,  hastened  to  the  scene;  enemy  scattered  on  his  arrival.  Sergeant  Dunlee,  with 
10  men,  found  the  enemy  again  shortly  after,  and  Lieutenant  Oury  again  flanked  the 
rebel  band  and  scattered;  them. 

Lieutenant  Merrill,  with  a  detachment  of  8  mounted  men,  found  enemy  soon  after 
in  barrio  Santa  Rosa,  near  Capas;  killed  4,  wounded  12,  captured  7, 3  rifles,  and  some 
ammunition.     Private  Ritchey,  of  railroad  patrol,  wounded;  only  casualty. 

Captain  Hegeman,  Thirty -sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reports  capture  of  6  insurgents 
with  6  rifles  and  200  rounds  of  ammunition  near  La  Paz,  Abra.  Another  detachment 
near  same  place  encountered  a  band  of  insurgents;  killed  1,  wounded  1,  and  captured 
1,  and  35  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

5th. — Lieutenant  Jernigan,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  32 
Ilocano  scouts,  attacked  Sandico  with  100  men  near  Santo  Domingo,  Nueva  Ecija. 
Fight  lasted  two  hours;  enemy  were  routed,  leaving  in  field  16  killed  and  27  wounded. 
Two  rifles  were  captured  and  a  new  barracks  burned.    No  casualties. 

Sergeant  Sapp,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  8.  V.,  commanding  a  detachment  of 
Macabebe  scouts  from  Macabebe,  met  25  insurgents  in  barrio  near  Sexmoan;  killed 

4,  and  captured  2  gas-pipe  cannon,  4  bolos,  300  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  5  bancas. 
No  casualties. 

6th. — Captain  Nettles,  commanding  detachment  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
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struck  a  company  of  insurgents  near  Concepcion;  killed  the  captain,  a  lieutenant, 
and  a  corporal,  and  captured  a  lieutenant,  6  soldiers,  3  rifles,  1  revolver,  and  some 
ammunition.     No  casualties. 

General  Funston,  with  Troop  A,  Fourth  Cavalry,  Lieutenant  Morrison  command- 
ing, and  18  men  of  District  Scouts,  Lieutenant  Day  commanding,  accompanied  by 
Major  Harris,  surgeon,  and  Lieutenant  Mitchell,  aid,  marched  by  way  of  Manicling 
and  Bical-bical  to  a  point  on  Rio  Chico,  25  miles  from  San  Isidro.  On  return  by  a 
different  route  encountered  about  100  insurgents  on  opposite  bank  of  river,  advantage- 
ously posted,  brush  and  undergrowth  being  so  thick  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  fight 
mounted  or  flank  them;  our  forces  therefore  charged  directly  across  the  river,  routed 
them,  killing  4  and  wounded  1,  captured  1,  and  5  rifles  and  a  small  amount  of  ammu- 
nition. First  Sergeant  Alexander  and  Sergeant  Schwartz,  of  cavalry,  wounded;  only 
casualties. 

Major  Wheeler,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reported  having  struck  a  band 
of  insurgents  near  Piao;  killed  2.     No  casualties. 

Major  Braden,  commanding  detachment  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  struck 
about  30  insurgents  near  Calambat,  west  side  of  Mount  Pugao;  captured  1  wounded 
native,  1  rifle  and  30  rounds  of  ammunition,  a  horse,  and  2  saddles.     No  casualties. 

8th. — Lieutenant  Condon,  commanding  troop  of  Philippine  Cavalry,  had  two  skir- 
mishes with  insurgents  near  headwaters  of  Taboatin  River;  scattered  them  and  killed 
3;  captured  4  rifles  and  1  revolver.     No  casualties. 

9th. — Lieutenant  Stogsdall,  with  45  men,  Third  Infantry,  struck  about  200  insur- 
gents near  Lamo  de  Gato  under  Captain  Morales,  brother  of  Colonel  Morales;  pur- 
sued them  for  two  hours,  and  killed  9  and  wounded  6.  Morales  was  killed.  No 
casualties. 

Lieutenant  Warfield,  Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  captured  at  Bulao,  near 
Taytay,  1  insurgent,  5  guns,  100  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  burned  the  cuartels. 
No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Deitrick,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.V.,  struck  a  small  band  of  insur- 
gents near  Santa  Cruz,  l>arrio  of  Gapan;  dispersed  them,  killing  2,  capturing  2  rifles. 
No  casualties. 

Captain  Vaiden,  commanding  detachment  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  U.  S.V.,  attacked 
a  band  of  insurgents  in  hills  10  miles  east  of  Masipi,  a  barrio  10  miles  up  the  Caga- 
yan  River  from  Cabagan  Nuevo;  routed  them  ana  killed  several;  captured  5  rifles, 
1,000  rounds  of  ammunition,  200  pounds  of  dried  meat,  700  pounds  of  rice,  and 
burned  their  barracks.     No  casualties. 

10th. — Lieutenant  Brown,  commanding  19  men,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
accompanied  by  Major  Straub,  surgeon,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  was  attacked  by  insur- 
gents 1  mile  from  Pidigan.  Captain  Martin  and  company  of  Fifth  Infantry  from 
Pidigan  were  quickly  on  the  scene;  drove  insurgents  3  miles  until  they  scattered. 
Lieutenant  Villamor,  commanding  insurgents,  was  killed.     No  casualties. 

Sergeants  Greer  and  McLain,  with  24  men  Troop  L,  Fourth  Cavalry,  had  skirmish 
with  band  of  insurgents  near  Tarlac;  captured  4  rifles.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenants  Hughes  and  Lewis,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reports  capture  of 
2  lieutenants  and  15  men  near  San  Miguel.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Harris,  Twentieth  Infantry,  commanding  Ilocano  scouts,  struck  a  band 
of  insurgents  near  San  Juan  de  Guimba;  captured  1  Remington  rifle,  some  ammuni- 
tion, and  correspondence.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Condon,  with  Troop  B,  Philippine  Cavalry,  struck  about  100  insurgents 
south  of  Santa  Cruz,  Nueva  Ecija;  chased  them  4  miles,  until  his  men  were  exhausted; 
killed  14,  captured  2  rifles,  200  rounds  of  ammunition,  some  valuable  correspondence. 
No  casualties. 

12th. — Lieutenant  Bolton,  commanding  25  men,  Seventeenth  Infantry,  found  a 
band  of  insurgents  near  Mayan  toe;  killed  3,  wounded  2,  captured  2  rifles  and  87 
rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Malone,  Thirteenth  Infantry,  reported  that  while  searching  for  carabao 
thieves  near  Alcala,  8  natives  attempted  to  assault  Private  McLaughlin;  troops  fired 
on  them,  killed  1 ;  the  rest  escaped.     The  man  killed  was  identified  as  a  carabao  thief. 

Lieutenant  Jernigan,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  Ilocano  scouts, 
struck  a  body  of  insurgents  under  Sandico  near  Santa  Cruz,  Nueva  Ecija;  routed  them 
and  killed  2;  captured  8  rifles.     No  casualties. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Jernigan,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  Ilocano 
scouts,  killed  2  insurgents  near  Aliaga  and  got  their  rifles.     No  casualties. 

15th. — Lieutenant  Whipple,  with  25  men,  Twelfth  Infantry,  and  2  scouts,  struck 
camp  of  Alipio  Tecson,  3  miles  west  of  Moriones,  in  dense  jungle;  routed  them, 
wounded  several,  burned  6  cuartels  and  some  rice. 

1 7th.  —Colonel  Craig,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reported  return  of  an 
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expedition  to  Bagac  and  Morong;  killed  1  insurgent,  captured  1  rifle,  23  soldiers, 
Bailing  launch  No.  21,  belonging  to  quartermaster's  department,  and  some  medical 
stores.  While  column  under  Major  Spence  was  returning  it  was  fired  on  by  insur- 
gents.   Prisoners  broke  away  and  8  were  killed  by  guard.    No  casualties  reported. 

19th. — Lieutenant  Leonard,  commanding  mounted  detachment  of  Twenty-second 
Infantry,  struck  a  party  of  insurgents  under  Natividad  on  Rio  Chico;  killed  2, 
wounded  9,  captured  6  rifles,  138  rounds  of  ammunition,  recovered  1  woman  taken 
from  Labaquini,  and  10  stolen  carabaos;  8  houses  used  as  barracks  were  burned.  No 
casualties. 

Captain  Sullivan,  commanding  detachment  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  struck 
a  band  of  ladrones  at  Santo  Tomas,  Nueva  Ecija;  killed  2,  wounded  1,  captured  5, 10 
rifles,  and  85  rounds  of  ammunition.    No  casualties. 

20th. — Lieutenant-Colonel  Walsh,  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  encountered  insurgents 
near  San  Jose  del  Norte  and  killed  2.  Next  day  killed  5,  captured  1  pony,  and 
destroyed  a  few  cuartels  and  rice.    No  casualties. 

Binangonan,  garrisoned  by  Company  B,  Forty-second  Infantry,  was  attacked  at 
10  n.  m.  and  promptly  drove  enemy  on.    No  casualties. 

Captain  Dame,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  encountered  insurgents  near 
Bacarra;  killed  2,  captured  4  ponies.  Patajo,  chief  of  detectives,  with  native  scouts, 
captured  Captain  Llanes  and  6  soldiers,  2  rifles,  1  revolver,  and  76  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition.    No  casualties. 

Commanding  officer  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  at  San  Miguel,  reports 
engagement  with  band  of  insurgents;  captured  9,  3  rifles,  1  revolver,  burned  1 
cuartel  and  300  bushels  of  rice.     No  casualties. 

2l8t. — Major  Bishop,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  fired  on  a  small  mounted 
party  of  insurgents  in  rao,  barrio  of  Alfonso  XII;  killed  1,  and  captured  1  rifle,  1  bolo, 
and  4  horses.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Macnab,  with  Lieutenant  Wiegenstein  and  15  men,  Twenty-fifth 
Infantry,  struck  an  insurgent  position  11  miles  east  of  Bani;  killed  2,  captured  2 
rifles,  6  bolos,  and  several  bows  and  arrows.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Wheeler,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  acting  on  information  from  spies, 
captured  the  insurgent  Captain  Esteban  Quinteros;  prisoner  led  them  to  the  camp 
of  28  of  his  men  near  Jaen.  Lieutenant  Wheeler  attacked  camp  in  darkness,  killed 
2,  wounded  1,  captured  8  rifles  and  300  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenants  Godson  and  Smith,  with  detachment  of  40  men  of  Thirty-fifth  Infantry, 
U.  S.  V.,  and  detachment  of  16  mounted  police,  struck  a  body  of  40  insurgents  at 
barrio  Panclaro,  Candaba  Swamp;  killed  1,  wounded  3,  captured  11,  and  8  rifles  and 
250  rounds  of  ammunition.     One  native  police  wounded. 

24th. — Lieutenant  Clopton,  commanding  20  men,  Company  I,  Thirty-second 
Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  captured  2  insurgents,  1  rifle  and  quantity  of  clothing,  1  United 
States  overcoat,  and  some  valuable  papers.     No  casualties. 

27th. — General  Grant,  while  operating  on  Mount  Arayat,  reports  several  skir- 
mishes with  enemy;  results  not  known.  On  28th  several  skirmishes;  killed  1 
insurgent,  captured  1,  and  1  rifle.    No  casualties. 

28tn. — General  Funston,  with  Lieutenant  8heldon  and  a  detachment  Twenty- 
second  Infantry,  surprised  a  detachment  of  insurgents  near  Cabiao;  killed  6,  wounded 
1,  captured  1  rifle  and  6  insurgents.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Hannay,  with  a  detachment  Company  K,  Twenty-second  Infantry, 
struck  a  band  of  insurgents  near  San  Julian;  killed  1,  captured  1  rifle.  No  casual- 
ties. 

Major  Batson,  with  200  men,  Philippine  Cavalry,  including  mounted  detachment 
from  Angeles,  attacked  insurgents  intrenched  in  Lauangbalo;  surrounded  place  with- 
out detection.  Insurgents  tned  to  break  through  in  several  places,  but  were  driven 
back.  Captured  9  rifles,  500  rounds  of  ammunition,  25  prisoners;  found  and  destroyed 
Geronimo  s  headquarters.    No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Drum,  with  Lieutenant  Comer  and  detachments  of  Twenty-fifth  Infan- 
try, surprised  and  captured,  5  miles  west  of  San  Antonio,  entire  camp  of  Gregorio, 
hjsjpereonal  belongings,  clothing,  papers,  and  his  men  and  all  supplies,  including 
1,000  pounds  of  rice,  1,200  rounds  of  ammunition,  13  rifles.  Entire  camp  burned. 
No  casualties. 

29th. — General  Grant  reports  that  in  operations  of  troops  on  Mount  Arayat  detach- 
ments of  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  8.  V.,  fired  on  Alejandrino,  secured  his  papers  and 
uniforms,  burned  16  cuartels,  killed  8  insurgents  and  captured  7,  and  destroyed  a 
quantity  of  provisions  and  powder.    Our  casualty,  1  private  wounded. 

General  Funston,  commanding  detachment  Twenty-second  Infantry  and  scouts, 
from  Gapan,  Cabiao,  Jaen,  and  San  Isidro,  attempted  to  capture  Natividad.  Infor- 
mation being  faulty,  he  escaped,  but  Lieutenant  Hannay,  Twenty-second  Infantry,

Lieutenant  Macnab,  commanding  detachment  of  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  struck  an 
insurgent  camp  in  mountains  west  of  Cabangan;  killed  1,  wounded  several,  and  the 
rest  fled.    The  camp  was  destroyed.     No  casualties.

Detachment  Company  I,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  with  2  native  police 
from  Florida  Blanca,  surprised  a  detachment  of  insurgents  near  Gutad;  wounded  1; 
captured  1  rifle  and  a  small  amount  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Becker,  commanding  detachment  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  met  a 
party  of  insurgents  at  Canyanyan;  wounded  1,  captured  2,  3  horses,  1  carabao,  and 
200  rounds  of  ammunition     No  casualties.

Lieutenant  Ward,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  commanding  detachment  of  First  District 
Native  Scouts,  was  fired  on  by  an  outpost  of  12  insurgents  in  mountains  east  of 
Kobeta;  in  combat  which  immediately  followed,  the  noncommissioned  officer  in 
charge  of  outpost  was  killed,  1  soldier,  1  rifle,  and  21  rounds  of  ammunition  captured, 
and  their  main  body  attacked  and  scattered.    No  casualties. 

5th. — Detachment  Troop  A,  Fourth  Cavalry,  under  First  Sergeant  Alexander, 
routed  a  party  of  insurgents  near  Penaranda;  killed  a  lieutenant,  captured  a  captain 
and  1  rifle.    No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Keller,  with  a  detachment  of  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  struck  about  50 
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insurgents  near  Cabanatuan,  scattered  them,  wounded  and  captured  1  with  rifle,  and 
144  rounds  of  ammunition.    No  casualties. 

8th. — Lieutenant  Ward,  with  46  native  scouts,  were  fired  on  by  insurgents  south  of 
Pilar.  The  insurgents  were  on  Bimaga  Mountain  with  about  90  men.  The  scouts 
charged  up  the  mountain  and  drove  them  off;  they  were  joined  near  the  top  of  the 
mountain  Dy  30  other  insurgents,  and  the  scouts  had  a  running  fight  with  them  for  2 
miles;  discovered  8  new  houses  used  as  cuartels,  which  were  destroyed,  together  with 
300  pounds  of  rice  and  35,000  pounds  of  palay.  One  insurgent  killed  and  3  wounded. 
No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Baltzell,  with  mounted  detachment  Fifth  Infantry,  escorting  pack  train 
under  Lieutenant  Williams,  had  a  skirmish  with  insurgents  near  Tavuin;  4  insur- 

f*nts  were  killed  and  the  band  vigorously  pursued  and  32  captured.    Our  casualties, 
man  killed  by  accidental  discharge  of  his  own  rifle,  and  1  man  wounded. 

9th. — Sergeant  Eckert,  with  30  men  Company  0,  Twelfth  Infantry,  struck  a  band 
of  insurgents  near  Caut;  killed  1,  captured  8  rifles  and  190  rounds  of  ammunition. 
No  casualties. 

A  detachment  of  Fifth  Infantry  and  scouts  surprised  a  party  of  insurgents  in  a 
schoolhouse  in  Banna;  killed  1  and  wounded  7.    No  casualties.  * 

10th. — Lieutenant  Briggs,  commanding  mounted  detachments  Twenty-fifth  Infan- 
try Scouts,  captured  3  insurgents,  2  rifles,  and  55  rounds  of  ammunition  in  barrio 
Togue  and  Laplap,  Zam bales;  on  the  11th  captured  3  insurgents  and  5  bolos  near 
Bani.    No  casualties. 

Colonel  Cronin,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  commanding  80  men  of  Twentieth  and 
Thirty-third  Infantry,  overtook  a  force  of  insurgents  in  a  barrio  southeast  of  Candon; 
scattered  them,  killed  7,  captured  4  rifles  and  some  ammunition.  Battalion  Sergeant- 
Major  Scott.  Thirty-third  Infantry,  shot  through  right  ear,  only  casualty. 

Captain  Cameron,  commanding  a  detachment  Philippine  Cavalry,  scattered  a  band 
of  insurgents  northwest  of  Montalban  and  killed  Major  Brigido  Baza,  of  Geronimo's 
band.    No  casualties. 

12th. — Captain  Green,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  commanding  50  native  scouts,  struck 
insurgents  well  fortified  with  2  cannon,  under  General  Tinio,  near  barrio  Napatang, 
8  miles  south  of  Santa  Maria.  Fought  for  one  hour;  being  short  of  ammunition  and 
flanked  on  both  sides  by  a  much  larger  force,  fell  back  200  yards,  took  a  strong  posi- 
tion. Before  ammunition  arrived,  enemy  left,  going  south.  Indications  that  enemy 
suffered  quite  a  loss.    Our  casualties  were  1  native  scout  badly  wounded. 

Lieutenant  Nowlen,  with  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  native  scouts,  encountered 
insurgents  in  mountains  18  miles  west  of  Mabalacat;  killed  5,  burned  3  cuartels  and 
supplies.    No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Sheldon,  Twenty-second  Infantry,  with  mounted  detachment  of  15 
men,  had  a  skirmish  with  30  insurgents  on  Bulo  River;  routed  them  and  found  5 
dead.    No  casualties. 

13th. — Lieutenant  Corliss,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  commanding  I locano  scouts,  had 
a  skirmish  with  enemy  10  miles  east  of  Cabu,  Nueva  Ecija;  scattered  them,  found  1 
dead.    No  casualties. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Briggs,  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  reported,  while  scouting  l*»tween 
Bolinao  and  Bani,  captured  2  insurgents  and  60  bolos.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Hennessy,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  detachment 
Fifth  District  Headouarters  Scouts,  captured,  near  San  Miguel,  1  rifle,  40  rounds  of 
ammunition,  13  uniforms,  and  killed  1  insurgent  trying  to  escape.    No  casualties. 

16th. — Lieutenant  Van  Voorhis,  Third  Cavalry,  with  80  men,  detachments  of 
Third  Cavalry  and  native  scouts,  struck  enemy  on  Mount  Sinninublan;  was  unable 
to  dislodge  them;  sent  for  reinforcements.  Troops  were  sent  out  from  Laoag,  Batac, 
and  Badoc,  but  before  their  arrival  enemy  retreated  and  was  pursued  by  Lieutenant 
Van  Voorhis's  detachment.  Our  casualties  were  3  men  wounded  of  Troop  K, 
Third  Cavalry. 

General  Grant  reports  scouting  party  of  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  from  San  Miguel, 
struck  insurgents;  killed  2  and  wounded  1.    No  casualties. 

Captain  Martin,  Fifth  Infantry,  with  Lieutenant  Beck  and  80  men  of  Company  C, 
and  Lieutenant  Faulkner,  Twenty-seventh  Infantrv,  U.  S.  V.,  with  37  scouts,  sur- 
prised a  body  of  insurgents  at  Paparia,  near  Bangued;  killed  5,  wounded  3,  captured 
6,  24  horses,  14  saddles,  and  some  ammunition.    One  officer,  supposed  to  be  Juan' 
Villaraor,  was  wounded  in  shoulder,  but  escaped.    No  casualties. 

22d.— Captain  Biddle,  of  Philippine  Cavalry,  with  detachment,  left  Antipolo  and 
located  Col.  Arsenio  Mauricio,  commanding  Second  Zone,  Manila,  and  so-called 
governor  of  Morong  Province,  at  Pontay,  in  the  mountains  7  miles  east  of  Antipolo. 
The  house  was  surrounded  and  Mauricio  captured,  a  quantity  of  official  papers,  1 
revolver,  1  carbine,  and  45  rounds  of  ammunition.

Lieutenant  Crockett,  with  Ilocano  scouts,  working  in  mountains  north  of  Boso- 
boso,  had  skirmish  with  some  of  Geronimo's  men.  Captured  1  with  gun.  On 
information  received  from  prisoner  command  marched  all  night  and  struck  an  out- 
post at  daylight.     Had  skirmish,  killing  1  and  capturing  1.     No  casualties. 

24th.— General  Grant  reports  a  detachment  of  Thirty-fifth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
from  Santa  Maria,  had  skirmish,  and  Bundo  Bungdon  captured,  also  3  rifles,  2  horses, 
3  saddles,  and  small  quantity  of  palay.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Heidt,  commanding  detachment  of  9  men  of  Troop  L,  Third  Cavalry, 
stationed  at  San  Vicente,  was  attacked  by  a  band  of  insurgents,  who  were  promptly 
driven  off.     Private  Larzelere,  of  Troop  F,  wounded,  only  casualty. 

Lieutenant  Lewis,  Third  Infantry,  while  scouting  in  nipa  swamps,  between  Santa 
Cruz  and  Calanata  River,  came  in  contact  with  armed  insurgents  or  ladrones  three 
times  on  the  23d  and  twice  on  the  24th.  Killed  Amolate  Alonzo,  captain  of  guer- 
rillas, captured  2  rifles  and  275  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Lowe,  Twenty-fifth  Infantry,  and  detachment  16  men  Company  D,  dis- 
covered and  attacked  camp  of  Angel  Miranda,  in  mountains  8  miles  northeast  of 
Eguia,  at  daylight  this  morning.  Killed  Angel  Miranda  and  1  soldier;  captured  1 
carbine,  1  revolver,  some  ammunition,  and  valuable  papers.     No  casualties. 

25th. — Lieutenant  Briggs,  with  detachment  Company  G,  Twenty-fifth  Infantry, 
captured  Lieut.  Narciso  Minor  and  3  privates  on  island  of  Narro,  near  Bolinao.  No 
casualties. 

26th. — Santa  Maria  was  attacked  at  midnight,  and  about  50  houses  set  on  Are. 
Three  natives  boloed,  1  American  wounded  in  foot,  2  insurgents  killed  and  their 
rifles  captured. 

28th. — Lieutenant  Crockett  and  company  of  Ilocano  scouts  under  Lieutenant  Car- 
penter had  small  skirmish  with  some  of  Geronimo's  force  in  mountains  north  of  Boso- 
boso.  One  insurgent  killed,  1  wounded,  and  2  captured.  The  mountains  northeast 
of  Tanay  were  also  scouted ;  large  quantity  of  insurgent  stores,  ammunition,  and  rice 
destroyed.     Captured  and  brought  in  Resales  and  15  rifles.     No  casualties. 

March,  1901. 

1st.— Lieu  tenant  Weasel  1,  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V..  while  scouting  near  Mount 
Arayat  struck  small  band  of  insurgents  near  foothills,  killing  2.     No  casualties. 

2(1. — Santa  Maria,  Ilocos  Sur,  fired  on  about  1.30  p.  m.  from  west  and  north  sides. 
Two  detachments  went  out,  but  enemy  retreated.  Fired  on  enemy  at  2,000  yards. 
No  harm  done. 

3d. — Sergeant  Reynolds,  Third  Infantry,  had  fight  with  insurgents  north  of  Bigaa; 
captured  4  insurgents  of  Biloz's  band  and  1  rifle.     No  casualties. 

Captain  Kilbourne,  Third  Infantry,  with  detachment  of  native  scouts  from  Malo- 
lo8,  struck  band  of  6  insurgents  while  searching  for  rifles  in  barrio  Looc.  Killed  3, 
including  Capt.  Jacob  Santos,  their  commander.     No  casualties. 

5th. — Captain  Wadsworth,  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  at  Mabalacat  captured  2 
ladrones,  6  insurgents,  1  rifle,  and  40  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

6th. — Lieutenant  Van  Voorhis,  Third  Cavalry,  surprised  a  party  of  insurgents  1 
mile  from  Barnan  canyon;  killed  5,  wounded  1,  and  captured  5,300  pounds  of  rice, 
some  clothing,  and  fresh  meat     No  casualties. 

7th. — Major  Steever,  Third  Cavalry,  scouting  in  mountains  east  of  Cabugao,  killed 
1  and  captured  a  number  of  insurgents.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Marion,  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  with  17  men,  attacked  enemy 
in  mountains  northwest  of  Quimpusa  River.  Captured  1  corporal  on  outpost,  4  rifles, 
1  bayonet,  68  rounds  of  ammunition,  1  sword,  and  also  many  important  papers; 
recaptured  6  of  the  juen  taken  away  last  night,  1  being  shot  during  the  fight  Dy  our 
men,  his  leg  being  broken.     No  casualties  to  troops. 

8th. — Captain  Richardson,  with  Lieutenant  Marion  and  47  men  of  the  Forty-eighth 
Infantry,  u.  S.  V.,  returned  to  the  scene  of  the  fight  on  March  7  for  examination, 
and  found  1  insurgent  killed;  also  captured  the  commander  of  the  insurgent  forces, 
Lieut  Santiago  Pi  mental,  who  was  wounded  and  could  not  get  away.  Got  his  rifle. 
No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Gee,  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  had  a  fight  with  insurgents  in 
their  barracks  in  the  mountains  east  of  Santa  Cruz.  Killed  10,  captured  4  rifles,  and 
230  rounds  of  ammunition,  burned  barracks,  and  captured  some  papers.     Nocasualties. 

Lieutenants  Carpenter  and  Crockett,  commanding  Sixth  District  Ilocano  Scouts, 
while  scouting  near  Montalban  found  a  storehouse  of  Geronimo's,  containing  much 
rice.  They  engaged  with  the  guards,  drove  them  off,  captured  3  rifles,  and  some 
ammunition,  and  destroyed  the  building.    No  casualties. 

9th. — Major  Pickett,  paymaster,  was  attacked  halfway  between  Bagabag  and  Cor- 
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don  by  band  of  300  insurgents.    Fight  lasted  several  hoars;  5  insurgents  killed  and 
20  wounded.    Many  of  their  ponies  captured.    Corporal  Hooker,  Company  D,  Six- 
teenth Infantry,  killed;  paymaster's  clerk,  John  V.  Oliver,  slightly  wounded.    One 
horse  killed  and  I  mule  wounded. 
Lieutenant  Sherburne,  with  company  of  First  District  Scouts,  attacked  40  insur- 

r;nts  5  miles  south  of  Santa  Maria,  in  the  mountains;  captured  2  rifles,  1  revolver, 
ponies,  400  rounds  of  ammunition,  papers,  and  all  personal  effects  of  enemy.  No 
casualties. 

Lieutenant  Faulkner,  with  detachment  First  District  Native  Scouts,  surprised  small 
band  of  insurgents  near  San  Marcial  under  Capt.  Colli ttrea  Pao;  killed  2.  No 
casualties. 

11th.— Sergeant  Putnam  and  detachments  Company  H,  Twelfth  Infantry,  cap- 
tured 1  rifle,  18  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  4  ladrones  near  La  Paz.    No  casualty. 

13th. — Lieutenant  Reese,  Philippine  Cavalry,  and  Lieutenant  Lloyd,  Sixth  Artil- 
lery, with  75  Macabebe  scouts  from  Montalban,  scouted  in  mountains  northwest  of 
San  Jose  and  south  of  Novaliches.  Command  was  split  in  three  sections.  At  barrio 
Bogumbon,  near  Novaliches,  Lieutenant  Reese  and  Lieutenant  Lloyd,  with  12  men, 
struck  a  body  of  insurgents;  killed  1  officer  and  2  men,  captured  4  rifles,  and  100 
rounds  of  ammunition,  and  destroyed  50,000  pounds  of  palay.  One  Macabebe 
wounded,  only  casualty. 

Sergeant  Lugtu,  with  detachment  Philippine  Cavalry,  struck  a  band  of  40  insur- 
gents on  San  Jose  and  Novaliches  trail;  captured  2  (1  badly  wounded),  3  Remingtons 
and  50  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties  to  the  scouts. 

Lieutenants  Ward,  Crockett,  and  Sherburne,  with  detachment  of  companies  A,  B 
and  D,  First  District  Native  Scouts,  found  enemy  2  miles  southeast  of  San  Quintin, 
Abra:  killed  2,  captured  2,  2  rifles,  and  90  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

14th. — Major  Gage,  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  with  a  detachment  of  the  Sixteenth 
Infantry,  struck  a  party  of  ladrones  under  Pablo  Fuggan  near  Pifla  Blanca;  killed  2 
and  captured  1 .    No  casualties. 

Lieutenants  Crockett  and  Carpenter  and  60  Ilocano  Native  Scout*  discovered  camp 
of  insurgents  at  Dummirri;  captured  2,  wounded  1,  and  burned  20  houses.  No 
casualties. 

15th.— Captain  Gaujot.  with  2  officers  and  105  Ilocano  Scouts,  encountered  a  small 
band  of  insurgents  near  San  Mateo;  killed  2,  (raptured  2  rifles,  2  belts,  and  40  rounds 
of  ammunition.    No  casualties. 

Captain  McDonald,  with  Lieutenant  Nichols,  commanding  40  cavalrymen  and  20 
scouts,  struck  small  camp  of  insurgents  near  Padson  in  mountains.  Killed  1,  cap- 
tured several.    No  casualties. 

16th. — Lieutenant  Gibson,  Third  Infantry,  while  scouting  with  4  mounted  men, 
encountered  10  insurgents  under  Biloz.  Attacked  and  chased  them.  Captured  4 
men,  3  rifles,  and  1  revolver.     No  casualties. 

Major  Steever  reports  detachment  First  District  Native  Scouts  struck  band  of  insur- 

fsnts  in  barrio  Aragon,  Cabugao;  scattered  them,  wounded  1,  captured  2  ponies  and 
bolo.    No  casualties. 

17th. — Lieutenant  Smith,  commanding  Company  I,  First  District  Scouts,  encoun- 
tered small  band  of  insurgents  in  mountains  near  Viean;  scattered  them,  killed  several 
bolomen,  burned  5  cuartels  and  5,000  pounds  of  palay.    No  casualties. 

18th. — Lieutenant  Jernigan,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  reports  having 
destroyed  band  of  ladrones  who  have  robbed  people  between  Aliaga  and  Victoria. 
Killed  8,  captured  1  shotgun  and  6  bolos.    No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Moses,  Fourth  Cavalry,  commanding  detachment  of  A  and  G,  Fourth 
Cavalry,  and  50  men  of  Troop  B,  Philippine  Cavalry,  under  Lieutenant  Condon, 
engaged  enemy,  about  400  strong,  under  Alejandrino,  Lacuna,  and  Torres,  in  moun- 
tains 25  miles  from  Peflaranda;  after  four  hours'  fighting  the  enemy  was  driven,  los- 
ing 30  killed  and  captured  and  30  rifles.  Our  casualties  were  3  killed  and  Acting 
Assistant  Surgeon  Deaton  and  15  enlisted  men  wounded. 

19th. — Captain  Nettles,  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  commanding  detatchment 
Macabebe  Native  Scouts  and  25  Fifth  District  Scouts,  under  Lieutenant  Harvey, 
Forty-first  Infantry,  encountered  a  small  band  of  insurgents  in  mountains  near  Olon- 
gapo;  killed  5.  Same  evening  insurgents  attacked  Captain  Nettles,  but  were  driven 
off  and  all  escaped.    Casualties,  one  private  seriously  wounded. 

Captain  McRae,  commanding  35  men  of  Company  E,  Third  Infantry,  discovered 
25  armed  insurgents  on  south  bank  of  Marilao  River  1  mile  west  of  Prensa;  killed  2, 
wounded  1,  captured  1,  2  rifles,  and  50  rounds  of  ammunition.    No  casualties. 

A  detachment  under  noncommissioned  officer  of  the  Twentieth  Infantry  surprised 
an  outpost  at  Asilong,  in  barrio  of  Barbar;  killed  1,  captured  3  rifles,  80  rounds  of 
ammunition,  and  some  papers.    No  casualties. 
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20th. — Captain  Graves,  with  Lieutenant  Dewitt  and  detachment  Twentieth  Infan- 
try from  Candon,  joined  Lieutenant  Grimes  and  20  men  from  Santiago  and  Sergeant 
Rohr  with  20  men  from  Amiling;  made  an  attack  on  almost  inaccessible  place,  where 
Lieutenant  Dionicio  Reyes  and  oand  were  supposed  to  be.  Reyes  was  killed,  and  2 
carbines  captured.     No  casualties. 

21st— Captain  Ross,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  with  detachment  of  50  Macabebes,  found 
an  insurgent  cuartel  9  miles  fromNorzagaray;  had  a  sharp  skirmish.  Killed  1  insur- 
gent and  captured  3  rifles.     No  casualties. 

Captain  and  Assistant  Surgeon  Bo  wen,  with  Sergeant  Pansiban  and  mounted 
detachment  of  15  men,  Philippine  Cavalry,  met  a  band  of  uniformed  insurgents,  50 
strong,  about  3  miles  south  ot  Buloc  Mountains;  captured  2  rifles,  some  personal 
effects  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Mariles,  a  pair  of  field  glasses,  a  medicine  chest  and 
instruments,  and  some  valuable  papers.    No  casualties. 

23d. — Lieutenants  Randolph  and  Sherburne,  with  detachment  of  scouts  from  Santa 
Maria,  fired  on  a  band  of  insurgents  under  Angeles  just  as  they  were  leaving  barrio 
of  Lomal;  wounded  2,  captured  Angeles's  horse  and  equipments  and  some  official 
papers.    No  casualties. 

General  Funston,  accompanied  by  his  aid,  Lieutenant  Mitchell^  Fortieth  Infantry, 
and  Captain  Newton,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  and  Captain  and  Lieutenant  Hazzard, 
both  of  Eleventh  Cavalry,  with  80  Macabebe  scouts  and  3  ex-insurgent  officers, 
embarked  on  gunboat  VZeksliurg,  Commander  Barry,  U.  S.  N.,  commanding;  left 
Manila  6th  instant,  landed  at  1  a.  m.  at  a  point  in  the  Casiguran  Bay  on  the  15th, 
and  thence  marched  90  miles  over  rough  trails  to  the  town  of  Palanan,  Aguinaldo's 
headquarters,  which  they  reached  on  the  23d.  The  party,  mistaken  by  Aguinaldo 
for  reenforcements,  were  received.  At  a  given  signal  the  Macabebes  charged  the 
insurgents'  quarters,  killed  2  soldiers,  captured  Aguinaldo,  Colonels  Barcelona  and 
Villa,  wounded  Major  Alhambra,  who  jumped  from  the  window  into  the  Palanan 
River  and  escaped  or  drowned.  One  Macabebe  slightly  wounded  only  casualty  to 
Americans.  Party  marched  toward  the  sea  and  boarded  the  Vicksburg  on  the  25th, 
reaching  Manila  at  3  a.  m.,  March  28. 

24th. — Captain  Nettles,  commanding  detachment  of  Forty-first  Infantry,  had  two 
fights  with  insurgents  near  Florida  Blanca;  killed  6;  1  American  wounded. 

25th. — Detachment  Company  G,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  while  scouting  near  Solana 
struck  band  of  insurgents  in  barrio  Pifia  Blanca;  killed  2  and  captured  1.  No 
casualties. 

Lieutenant  Lewis,  commanding  detachment  Company  L,  Third  Infantry,  while 
scouting  in  swamps  southwest  of  Atlog,  was  fired  on  by  a  band  of  ladrones.  Enemy 
suffered  2  killed.     No  casualties. 

26th. — Lieutenant  Cordier,  commanding  detachment  of  Fifth  Infantry,  encountered 
Alejandrino  with  100  rifles  and  300  bolomen  4  miles  east  of  Santo  Domingo;  drove 
them,  killed  3  riflemen,  wounded  several,  and  captured  some  important  papers.  No 
casualties. 

Lieutenant  Keller,  Twenty-fourth  Infantry,  reports  having  struck  a  body  of  insur- 
gents at  headwaters  Cebu  and  Taboatin  rivers;  killed  1  and  captured  1  and  80  rounds 
of  ammunition.    No  casualties. 

27th. — Lieutenant  Jernigan,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  commanding  detachment 
Fourth  District  Scouts,  struck  band  of  ladrones  near  Aliaga;  killed  6,  captured  4  rifles 
and  1  revolver.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Scott,  Sixth  Artillery,  with  30  men,  while  scouting  near  Balanga 
encountered  insurgents  8  miles  in  mountains;  killed  2,  wounded  1,  captured  80  rounds 
of  ammunition.    No  casualties. 

28th. — Captain  Munro,  Philippine  Cavalry,  surrounded  San  Nicolas  de  Gapan; 
killed  1  ladrone  and  captured  4  rifles.    No  casualties.

1st. — Lieutenant  Chisholm,  with  detachment  of  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  struck  a 
body  of  insurgents  strongly  intrenched  6  miles  north  of  Salcedo;  killed  3,  captured  4, 
5  rifles,  50  rounds  of  ammunition,  4  ponies;  burnt  barracks  containing  clothing.  No 
casualties. 

2d. — Major  Rice,  commanding  detachment  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  struck  a  body 
of  insurgents  near  San  Fernando;  killed  5,  captured  28,  24  rifles,  520  rounds  of 
ammunition.    No  casualties. 

3d. — Lieutenant  Gatchell  and  Lieutenant  Smith,  with  detachment  Forty-eighth 
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Infantry,  struck  body  of  insurgents  near  Quimpusa;  killed  1,  captured  12,  13  rifles, 
278  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Faulkner,  commanding  Company  C,  First  District  Scouts,  struck  baud 
of  insurgents  near  Dunglas,.  province  of  A  bra;  captured  2  rifles  and  4  ponies.  No 
casualties. 

Lieutenant  Smith,  commanding  detachment  Company  M,  Twentieth  Infantry, 
encountered  a  band  of  25  insurgents  in  mountains  northeast  of  Salsona;  captured  ^, 
2  rifles  with  bayonets,  several  bolos,  and  30  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  burned  cuar- 
tel.     Privates  Gross  and  Gregory  and  native  guide  slightly  wounded. 

A  detachment  of  Company  F,  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  with  native  scouts,  all  under 
Sergeant-Major  Haitman,  attacked  a  band  of  13  insurgents  at  Bito,  near  Angaqui; 
killed  1,  captured  12,  13  rifles,  and  250  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

4th.— Captain  Crawford,  commanding  detachment  of  Twentieth  Infantry,  struck 
a  band  of  insurgents  near  Narvacan;  killed  2,  captured  8,  3  ponies  equipped,  and 
valuable  papers.    No  casualties. 

5th. — Detachment  of  Forty-first  Infantry,  while  scouting  in  foothills  southwest  of 
Angeles,  encountered  25  insurgents;  killed  10,  captured  1  rifle,  and  burned  several 
cuartels.    Corporal  Colwell,  Forty-first  Infantry,  was  killed. 

Captain  Nettles,  commanding  Company  C,  Second  Battalion  Macabebe  Scouts, 
encountered  a  band  of  lad  rones  near  Dinalupijan;  killed  4,  burned  several  cuartels  and 
a  quantity  of  stores.    No  casualties. 

7th. — Lieutenant  Sherburne,  Thirty-third  Infantry,  commanding  detachment  First 
District  Scouts,  captured,  near  Santa  Maria,  I  locos  Sur,  11  bolomen.     No  casualties. 

Colonel  McCaskev,  Twentieth  Infantry,  reports  that  presidente  of  Canardin,  an 
Igorrote  village,  killed  Andres  Sarriano  and  4  of  his  band.    No  casualties. 

10th. — Lieutenant  Van  Voorhis,  commanding  detachment  First  District  Scouts, 
attacked  a  band  of  insurgents  in  barrio  of  Dum3as,  A  bra;  captured  1,  who  led  him 
to  an  insurgent  cuartel,  and  in  attack  which  followed  insurgent  leader  of  band  was 
killed  and  cuartel  burned,  with  300  pounds  of  rice.     No  casualties. 

11th. — Lieutenant  Cralle,  commanding  detachment  Company  G,  Twentieth  Infan- 
try, dispersed  a  party  of  insurgents  in  mountains  near  Badoc;  captured  1,  3  ponies, 
destroyed  cuartel  containing  clothing  and  provisions.     No  casualties. 

14th. — Norzagaray,  garrisoned  by  Company  B,  First  Battalion  Macabebe  Scout*, 
was  attacked  by  about  50  insurgents  and  at  same  time  set  on  fire  in  four  places.  The 
greater  part  of  the  town  was  destroyed,  enemy  escaping  in  darkness.  One  Macabebe 
killed  and  1  wounded. 

Lieutenant  Cochran  and  42  men  of  the  Sixteenth  Infantry  struck  an  insurgent 
barracks  4  miles  from  Cauavan;  killed  3,  captured  ammunition,  provisions,  clothing, 
and  oil,  and  burned  the  building.     No  casualties. 

16th. — Captain  Johnson,  Sixteenth  Infantry,  while  scouting  near  Solano  struck  an 
insurgent  camp;  scattered  them,  killed  1,  and  wounded  a  number;  captured  4  ponies, 
some  important  papers,  and  destroyed  unfinished  barracks,  containing  rice  and  pro- 
visions.    No  casualties. 

17th. — Lieutenant  Ripley,  commanding  a  detachment  of  Ilocano  Scouts,  struck 
enemy  near  Santor,  Nueva  Ecija;  killed  1,  captured  2  rifles,  and  burned  cuartels. 
No  casualties. 

18th. — Lieutenant  Peterson,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  commanding  detachment 
First  District  Scouts,  struck  band  of  insurgents  near  Bacarra;  captured  4, 4  rifles,  and 
229  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

20th. — Lieutenant  Ripley,  Twenty -second  Infantry,  commanding  detachment  of 
Ilocano  Scouts,  encountered  enemy  8  miles  south  of  Irurulong  in  mountains;  killed 
1,  wounded  3,  and  burned  9  cuartels.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Williams,  with  Lieutenants  Pearce  and  Myers  and  detachment  of  Com- 
pany D,  Fifth  Infantry,  attacked  the  enemy  near  Countoong,  Abra;  killed  5,  cap- 
tured 6,  3  rifles,  50  rounds  of  ammunition,  destroyed  clothing  and  provisions.  No 
casualties. 

21st. — Lieutenant  Wakefield,  commanding  detachment  Forty-eighth  Infantry, 
encountered  a  band  of  insurgents  near  Rourne,  Abra;  killed  4,  captured  23,  24  rifles, 
and  500  rounds  of  ammunition.     No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Harris,  Tenth  Infantry,  commanding  Company  A,  Ilocano  Scouts,  cap- 
tured 1  officer  and  8  soldiers  of  Lenares's  band,  with  8  rifles  and  80  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition.   No  casualties. 

Lieutenant  Wakefield,  commanding  detachment  of  10  men  of  Forty-eighth  Infantry, 
attacked  an  insurgent  camp  near  Rourne,  Abra;  captured  1  officer,  4  soldiers,  3  car- 
bines and  belts,  with  300  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  important  papers.    No  casualties. 

Captain  McRae,  Third  Infantry,  while  scouting  in  mountains  east  of  Norzagaray, 
had  two  skirmishes  with  enemy;  killed  2,  wounded  2,  captured  4, 6  rifles,  1  revolver, 
50  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  some  valuable  papers.    No  casualties.

19th. — The  insurgent  General  Lacuna  and  his  entire  command  surrendered  to  Gen- 
eral Funston  at  San  Isidro,  Nueva  Ecija,  which  ended  armed  resistance  in  the  depart- 
ment.

To  the  Adjutant-General,  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  Manila,  P.  I. 

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  this 
department  from  July  30,  1900,  date  of  last  report,  to  present  date. 

Upon  the  rendition  of  the  report,  July  30,  but  little  work  had  been  done,  as  pre- 
vious to  the  arrival  of  the  headquarters  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  in  this 
city,  May  24, 1900,  the  department  was  without  an  inspector-general's  office  as  far  as 
any  practical  work  was  concerned. 

The  present  inspector-general  joined  the  headquarters  upon  its  arrival  in  Manila, 
and  from  that  time  until  the  end  of  July,  outside  of  the  routine  office  work,  his  entire 
time  was  devoted  to  organizing  the  office  and  planning  the  future  work  of  the 
department. 

Under  General  Orders,  No.  58,  headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  dated 
July  18, 1900,  five  acting  inspectors-general  were  assigned  to  duty  in  this  department, 
but,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  list,  they  did  not  assume  their  duties  until 
some  time  later. 

First  district. — Maj.  L.  C.  Scherer,  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  acting 
inspector-general,  reported  for  duty  at  Vigan,  Ilocoe  Sur,  P.  1.,  August  11,  1900. 

Second  district.— Maj.  Henry  Wygant,  Twenty-fourth  U.  S.  Infantry,  acting 
inspector-general,  reported  for  duty  at  Aparri,  Cagayan,  P.  1.,  August  13,  1900. 

Third  district. — Maj.  A.  L.  Dade,  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  acting  inspector- 
general,  reported  for  duty  at  Dagupan,  r.  I.,  August  16,  1900. 

Fourth  district. — Mai.  W .  C.  Brown,  Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  acting  inspec- 
tor-general, reported  for  duty  at  San  Isidro,  Nueva  Ecija,  P.  I.,  July  29,  1900. 

Fifth  district. — Maj.  Julius  A.  Penn,  Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  acting 
inspector-general,  reported  for  duty  at  Angeles,  Pampanga,  P.  I.,  September  5,  1900. 

This  gave  an  acting  inspector-general  to  each  district,  except  the  sixth,  and  the 
intention  was  for  the  inspection  work  of  that  district  to  be  done  from  this  office. 

On  January  11,  1901,  Maj.  Frank  B.  McKenna,  inspector-general,  United  States 
Volunteers,  was  assigned  to  duty  as  assistant  in  this  office,  reporting  for  duty  Jan- 
uary 17.    He  was  relieved  from  this  duty  March  14  and  ordered  to  the  United  States. 

On  February  22,  1901,  Major  Penn  was  relieved  from  duty  as  acting  inspector- 
general  of  the  fifth  district  and  ordered  to  join  his  regiment  and  proceed  with  it  to 
the  United  States. 

On  February  23, 1901,  Lieut.  Col.  L.  H.  Strother,  Thirty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
was  appointed  an  acting  inspector-general  and  assigned  to  the  fifth  district,  reporting 
for  duty  March  6.  He  was  relieved  from  duty  in  this  district  and  assigned  as  assistant 
in  this  office  March  29. 

On  March  29,  1901,  Maj.  Guy  H.  Preston,  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  was 
appointed  an  acting  inspector-general  and  assigned  to  the  fifth  district,  reporting  for 
duty  March  30. 

On  April  10,  1901,  the  fourth  and  fifth  districts  were  consolidated,  and  Major 
Brown  was  relieved  as  an  acting  inspector-general  and  Major  Preston  assigned  to  the 
new  fourth  district,  with  headquarters  at  San  Isidro,  Nueva  Ecija,  P.  I.,  and  on  May 
22  the  fourth  and  sixth  districts  were  consolidated,  and  headquarters  moved  to  San 
Fernando. 

The  present  personnel  of  the  department  is  as  follows:  Lieut  Col.  P.  W.  West, 
inspector-general,  United  States  Volunteers,  inspector-general  of  the  department 

Capt  L.  H.  Strother,  Twenty-second  U.  8.  Infantry,  assistant  to  the  inspector-gen- 
eral of  the  department 
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Capt.  L.  C.  Scherer,  Fourth  U.  S.  Cavalry,  acting  inspector-general,  first  district. 

Maj.  Henry  Wygant,  Twenty-fourth  U.  S.  Infantry,  acting  inspector-general,  sec- 
ond district. 

Maj.  A.  L.  Dade,  Forty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  acting  inspector-general,  third 
district. 

Maj.  Guy  H.  Preston,  Forty-first  Infantry, U.S.  V., acting  inspector-general, fourth 

district. 

The  original  plans  contemplated  that  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  organizations, 
stations,  depots,  hospitals,  prisons,  and  the  accounts  of  disbursing  officers  be  made 
before  January  1,  1901,  and  that  two  inspections  be  made  between  January  1  and 
June  30,  but  the  fact  soon  developed  that  this  was  impossible,  and  the  plan  was 
abandoned. 

To  illustrate  the  difficulties  encountered,  I  will  cite  the  work  of  the  inspector  of 
the  first  district  during  his  first  inspection.  At  that  time  the  district  contained  42 
separate  stations,  41  companies  and  troops,  and  250  scouts.  It  took  the  inspector 
sixty-six  dayb  to  make  the  inspection,  during  which  time  he  traveled  145  miles  by 
wagon,  512  on  horseback  and  84  by  water — total,  741  miles.  No  attempt  was  made 
by  him  to  attend  to  any  of  the  paper  work  on  this  trip,  that  being  left  until  his  return 
to  Vigan.  It  was  found  that  at  least  three  months  would  be  required  to  make  the 
inspection  of  this  district  and  render  the  necessary  reports,  and  this  could  only  be 
done  by  requiring  more  work  of  an  officer  than  he  is  capable  of  doing  continuously 
in  this  climate.  This  was  also  the  case  in  the  other  districts  with  the  exception  of 
the  sixth.  As  a  result,  instructions  were  given  to  make  the  inspections  as  often  as 
possible  and  not  to  confine  them  to  any  given  period.  I  am  convinced  that  under 
the  present  system  not  more  than  two  inspections  each  year  can  be  made  of  the  sta- 
tions in  the  department.  Even  this  will  require  the  inspector  to  be  in  the  field  about 
six  months  of  the  year,  and  when  you  remember  that  he  does  not  have  the  comforts 
that  an  officer  has  who  campaigns  with  troops,  but  must  carry  all  his  possessions, 
including  blanks,  etc.,  in  a  package  that  can  be  carried  on  his  horse,  sleep  where  he 
can  and  trust  to  luck  to  get  something  to  eat  on  his  journey,  I  think  I  am  safe  in  say- 
ing that  more  work  is  required  of  this  class  of  officers  than  should  be  in  this  climate. 
I  believe  our  best  officers  will  shun  this  work,  and  those  who  undertake  it  will  soon 
break  down.  My  experience  during  the  past  two  years,  during  which  time  I  have 
practically  been  a  "detailed  inspector,"  has  convinced  me  that  the  results  obtained 
under  the  detailed  system  will  not  be  as  good  as  under  the  old  permanent  system. 
No  officer  can  properly  criticise  the  work  and  actions  of  another,  under  whom  he 
must  later  serve  as  a  subordinate,  without,  in  many  cases,  creating  more  or  less  fric- 
tion, which  will  make  the  future  service  of  the  inspector  more  or  less  uncomfortable, 
and  the  result,  in  my  opinion,  will  be  that  the  work  will  not  be  as  well  performed  as 
it  would  be  with  a  permanent  corps. 

This  department,  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report,  has  had  293  separate 
stations  and  332  separate  organizations.  All  of  the  stations,  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  garrisoned  by  small  detachments,  have  been  inspected  once,  and  a  great 
majority  of  them  twice,  and  quite  a  number  three  times.  All  of  the  organizations 
have  been  inspected  once  except  three  companies  of  the  newly  arrived  troops  and 
some  of  the  companies  of  scouts  recently  organized.  The  accounts  of  all  officers  who 
disburse  large  sums  of  money  have  been  inspected  at  least  three  times  during  the 
year,  and  the  accounts  of  all  other  disbursing  officers  have  been  inspected  at  least 
once,  with  a  few  exceptions.  The  changes  in  details  of  quartermasters,  commissaries, 
collectors  of  internal  revenue,  captains  of  port,  etc.,  have  been  so  frequent  that  it  has 
been  impossible  to  have  all.of  them  inspected. 

The  reports  of  all  the  inspectors  of  the  department  show  a  marked  improvement 
in  the  past  year  in  all  organizations  in  every  detail,  and  the  careful  and  painstaking 
work  of  the  officers  who  have  assisted  me  has  brought  about  most  beneficial  results. 

The  inspections  made  were  preeminently  field  inspections,  for  during  the  entire 
period  active  field  operations  were  going  on.  When  the  work  was  commenced  but 
very  few  of  the  commands  had  been  inspected  since  they  left  the  United  States  and 
it  required  very  careful  work  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors,  and  the  inspection  of 
money  accounts,  unserviceable  property,  and  records  consumed  much  time.  A  large 
number  of  the  regiments  were  volunteers  and  many  of  the  stations  where  regular 
organizations  were  stationed  were  commanded  by  young  and  inexperienced  officers, 
and  a  majority  of  the  men  of  the  commands  were  practically  recruits.  The  result 
was  that  the  inspector  not  only  had  his  legitimate  work  to  perform,  but  had  to  also 
fill  the  role  of  an  instructor. 

SUPPLIES. 

The  reports  of  the  inspectors  and  my  own  personal  observation  convince  me  that 
the  conditions  in  the  department  as  regards  trie  supply  of  the  troops  have  improved 
considerably  since  the  inspections  were  first  started.    The  troops  are  well  fed  and 
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are  supplied  with  everything  that  can  t>e  desired,  with  the  exception  of  some  of  the 
inaccessible  {Kists,  where,  so  far,  it  has  Ijeen  found  impossible  to  supply  them  with 
fresh  beef,  but  every  effort  is  l>eing  marie  to  overcome  the  obstacles,  and  it  is  expected 
that  before  long  every  poHt,  except  those  of  the  far  interior,  will  have  fresh  beef  at 
least  once  or  twice  a  week.  If  l>eef  on  the  hoof  could  be  used,  it  would  be  a  simple 
matter  to  have  an  ample  supply,  but  this  is  impossible,  for  wherever  they  have 
introduced  cattle  the  animals  have  died  by  the  hundreds  of  rinderpest.  The  board 
of  health  of  Manila  is  now  carrying  on  extensive  experiments,  with  the  hope  of 
stamping  out  this  dreadful  disease,  and  if  this  is  ever  accomplished  the  most  difficult 
problem  that  the  commissary  department  has  had  to  face  will  be  solved.  I  will 
add  here  that  the  troo(js  throughout  this  department  speak  in  the  highest  terms  of 
the  way  the  commissary  deiwrtment  has  supplied  them  with  stores  during  the  past 
six  or  seven  months,  and  the  inspectors  have  called  attention  to  very  few  errors  and 
defects  in  this  department. 

BAKKACKS   AND   QUARTERS. 

The  quartering  of  the  troops  depends  upon  the  accommodations  at  the  towns  where 
they  are  stationed.  In  some  places  the  troops  occupy  nipa  shacks,  constructed  at 
their  own  ex  j>ense;  in  others  native  houses,  out  in  the  majority  of  stations  they 
occupy  convents.  These  latter  make  good  barracks,  and  while  they  are  wanting  in 
many  of  the  conveniences  which  are  found  in  the  barracks  in  the  United  States,  they 
make  excellent  quarters  for  troops  in  this  climate.  Suitable  Government  barracks 
should  1h3  built  for  the  troops  as  soon  as  it  is  determined  where  permanent  stations 
are  to  Ihj  established.  m 

HOSPITALS. 

The  hospitals  throughout  the  department  are  not  entirely  satisfactory.  During  the 
advance  of  our  troojw  temporarv  hospitals  were  established,  and  in  most  cases  they 
remain  to-day  the  same.  While  they  are  well  supplied  with  medicines  and  dress- 
ings, they  are  not  prejwired  to  treat  serious  injuries  or  cases  of  disease.  It  would  l>e 
advisable  to  establish  at  all  stations  of  one  or  more  companies  a  well-equipped,  com- 
fortable hospital,  where  men  in  the  first  stages  of  disease  could  receive  proper  treat- 
ment and  proper  diet  This,  in  my  opinion,  would  lessen  the  number  of  patients 
in  the  large  "military  hospitals,"  and  would  make  the  number  of  days  lost  through 
sickness  much  less.  Everything  necessary  to  equip  hospitals  is  on  hand  in  the  medi- 
cal department.  All  that  is  needed  are  suitable  buildings,  and  I  recommend,  as  in 
the  case  of  barracks,  that  permanent  hospitals  be  constructed  at  permanent  stations. 

DRILL   AND   INSTRUCTION. 

Drill  and  instruction  are  much  needed  by  the  troops  in  the  department.  The  field 
work  carried  on  during  the  past  year,  together  with  the  scattered  condition  of  the 
troops  and  the  scarcity  of  officers,  have  rendered  a  systematic  course  of  instruction 
impossible.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  the  assembling  of 
the  troo])6  at  permanent  stations  this  important  subject  will  receive  due  attention. 
Target  practice  has  l>een  held  whenever  possible,  and  almost  all  commands  have  had 
this  practice  at  short  range.  The  fact  has  been  noted  that  since  the  practice  has 
been  held  the  number  of  casualties  among  the  Filipinos  have  increased  in  the  vari- 
ous engagements. 

ARMS,  EQUIPMENTS,  AND  CLOTHIKti. 

Arms  and  equipments  are  in  good  condition  for  the  service  required.  The  wear 
and  tear  has  been  very  great,  but  the  amounts  lost  and  destroyed  do  not  seem  to 
have  l>ccn  excessive  when  the  conditions  under  which  operations  have  t>een  carried  on 
are  taken  into  consideration.  This  climate  is  very  hard  on  equipments,  especially 
horse  equipments.  The  quantity  of  the  materials  for  cleaning  ana  caring  for  these 
equipments  is  the  same  as  that  furnished  in  the  United  States.  These  quantities 
should  be  doubled. 

On  the  whole,  the  clothing  is  satisfactory  and  the  troops  are  well  supplied.  There 
is  a  great  lack  of  uniformity  of  color  of  the  khaki  uniforms.  Some  of  the  cloth  fades 
in  the  first  washing,  while" other  retains  its  color  very  well.  Blouses  are  issued  with 
cloth  buttons,  and  it  is  very  seldom  you  see  the  uniform  shoulder  strap  on  a  blouse. 
Borne  blouses  have  standing  and  some  turn-down  collars.  The  shoes  are  reported  to 
be  inferior.    In  many  cases  they  go  to  pieces  after  one  week's  scout. 

There  seems  to  be  a  desire  among  the  officers  to  wear  uniforms  of  different  pattern 
from  that  prescribed,  although  some  improvement  has  been  noted  in  this  respect 
uuring  the  past  year.    In  spite  of  the  order  issued  some  time  ago  from  the  division 
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prohibiting  the  wearing  of  articles  of  the  uniform  by  civilians,  you  see  it  worn  daily. 
No  one  seems  to  think  it  is  his  business  to  see  that  this  order  is  carried  out.  The 
campaign  hat  gives  satisfaction,  but  almost  all  officers  unite  in  saying  that  the  pre- 
scribed method  of  wearing  it,  creased  on  top,  is  very  uncomfortable  in  rainy  weather. 
The  blanket  is  too  heavy  for  this  climate.  There  is  a  tendency  to  slovenliness  in  the 
matter  of  dress  by  men  out  of  ranks.  Greater  punctiliousness  in  matters  of  uniform 
is  now  possible  and  should  be  required. 

PUBLIC   ANIMALS. 

Public  animals  are  on  the  whole  fairly  well  cared  for.  The  subject  of  shoeing 
requires  attention.  There  are  not  sufficient  blacksmiths  to  keep  the  animals  prop- 
erly shod.  Especially  is  this  the  case  in  cavalry  regiments.  Before  the  Spanish- 
American  war,  when  a  troop  of  cavalry  had  about  half  as  many  horses  as  it  has  now 
and  was  doing  ordinary  garrison  duty,  it  was  all  one  blacksmith  could  do  to  keep 
the  horses  properly  shod.  Now,  with  double  the  number  of  horses  doing  constant 
field  service,  there  is  still  but  one  blacksmith  to  a  troop.     There  should  be  two. 

Glanders  has  appeared  in  many  places  in  the  department,  and  special  efforts 
should  be  made  to  stamp  it  out,  but  the  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  to  deter- 
mine whether  animals  are  suffering  from  this  disease  before  they  are  destroyed. 

FORAGE. 

So  far  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any  accurate  informationTon  the  subject,  as 
the  opinions  of  officers  differ  very  much  in  regard  to  native  forage  for  American 
horses. 

My  experience  has  been  that  my  own  ponies  have  kept  in  better  condition  and 
have  been  able  to  do  more  work  on  hay  and  oats  than  on  native  forage,  and  reason- 
ing from  this  I  should  say  that,  where  cost  is  not  concerned^  hay  and  oats  are  the 
better  feed,  but  experience"  may  show  that  a  certain  proportion  of  native  forage  is 
even  better  than  straight  hay  and  oats. 

I  attempted  to  obtain  from  my  assistants  some  definite  information  on  this  subject 
a  year  ago,  but  it  was  not  satisfactory. 

Major  Brown,  in  a  report  dated  last  October,  stated  that  native  forage  was  all  that 
was  needed  for  the  animals  in  his  district,  and  the  supply  was  ample.  At  that  time 
there  were  only  two  troops  in  the  district.  He  was  still  of  this  opinion  up  to  the 
time  of  his  departure  for  tne  United  States. 

At  present  there  is  not  sufficient  native  forage  produced  to  supply  all  the  animals 
in  the  department,  but  I  believe  that  in  a  short  time  the  supply  would  equal  the 
demand,  and  recommend  that  native  forage  be  fed  three  times  per  week  with  a  view 
of  determining  its  adaptability  for  American  horses. 

SANITARY   CONDITIONS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  throughout  the  department  are  unusually  good.  Disin- 
fectants are  not  used  to  any  extent,  and  do  not  seem  to  be  needed,  cleanliness  and 
the  removal  of  all  garbage  and  fecal  matter  being  depended  upon  for  maintaining 
proper  sanitary  conditions.  The  dry-earth  system  for  fecal  matter  and  swill  cans 
and  barrels  for  kitchen  and  other  waste  are  used.  The  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
conditions  during  the  past  year  of  all  stations  and  camps. is  very  marked,  as  is  also 
that  of  all  towns  occupied  by  troops.    The  health  of  the  command  is  good. 

DEPOTS. 

There  are  two  main  depots  in  this  department — commissary  and  medical.  The 
bulk  of  the  supplies  used  by  this  command  is  furnished  from  these  depots. 

The  commissary  depot  was  established  at  a  time  when  matters  were  very  much 
congested  in  the  division  depot,  but  that  time  has  passed  and  it  does  not  seem  expe- 
dient to  maintain  this  expensive  depot  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the  main  depot,  and 
thus  necessitate  the  double  handling  and  double  invoicing  of  the  enormous  quantity 
of  supplies  furnished  by  this  department.  The  abolishing  of  this  depot  would  of 
course  increase  the  work  of  the  main  depot,  but  this  increased  work  could  be  per- 
formed by  about  half  as  many  men  as  are  now  employed  in  the  department  depot. 
This  would  mean  quite  a  saving,  and  I  believe  the  troops  would  be  as  well  ana  as 
promptly  supplied  as  under  the  present  system. 
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NOTES. 

The  scarcity  of  officers  in  regular  regiments  has  greatly  decreased  the  efficiency  of 
these  regiments.  The  interests  of  the  service  demand  that  line  officers  be  with  their 
regiments  and  that  the  staff  departments  contain  sufficient  officers  to  do  the  staff 
work. 

Means  of  transportation  and  mail  service  have  improved  considerably  during  the 
past  year,  but  much  improvement  is  needed  in  the  postal  service.  The  mass  of  offi- 
cial business  is  now  done  by  telegraph  on  account  of  the  poor  mail  facilities. 

All  inspectors  praise  the  work  of  the  Signal  Corps  in  this  department.  This  corps 
is  in  excellent  condition,  and  not  an  unfavorable  comment  of  any  importance  has  been 
made  by  any  inspector  upon  its  workings.  Neither  hardships  nor  danger  seem  to 
deter  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  their  efforts  to  maintain  telegraph  communication 
between  the  numerous  stations  in  this  large  department  The  work  of  this  corps 
deserves  special  mention. 

Several  inspectors  have  recommended  that  the  infantry  be  armed  with  carbines, 
as  most  of  their  scouting  work  is  done  mounted.  This  does  not  seem  to  be  advisa- 
ble.    All  work  that  requires  mounted  troops  should  be  done  by  cavalry.

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The  foregoing  statistics  relating  to  the  trials  had  in  the  department,  voluminous  as 
they  are,  do  not  represent  the  entire  work  of  this  office.  Numerous  and  daily  inqui- 
ries have  been  mane  from  all  over  the  department  concerning  the  status  of  charges, 
prisoners,  and  witnesses,  requiring  search  of  the  records;  recommendations  to  clem- 
ency and  appeals  for  mercy  have  been  referred  to  the  office  for  history  of  the  cases 
involved  ana  for  remark  and  recommendation;  questions  have  been  submitted  touch- 
ing the  legal  aspect  of  the  subject-matter  of  inquiry  and  necessitating  research  among 
the  authorities,  and  copies  of  charges  have  been  furnished.  A  conservative  estimate 
of  all  such  inquiries,  remarks,  recommendations,  opinions,  and  copies  places  the 
number  at  about  8,000. 

CLERICAL   A88I8TANCE. 

While  the  work  of  the  office  has  been  kept  up  to  date,  it  has  been  seriously  handi- 
capped by  the  lack  of  adequate  clerical  assistance.  No  civilian  clerks,  no  stenographers 
have  been  authorized  in  this  office.  The  clerical  work  has  been  done  by  two  enlisted 
men  taken  from  the  detachment  at  department  headquarters,  one  of  whom  was  an 
expert  operator  of  the  typewriter,  but  ne  was  sent  to  tne  United  States  sick,  and  for 
three  months  the  office  was  without  a  typewriter,  the  work  of  entering  upon  the  rec- 
ords the  reviews  of  the  department  commander  and  the  preparation  of  the  orders  for 
publication  being  done  by  the  judge-advocate  in  long  hand.  There  were  being  pub- 
lished between  150  and  200  cases  a  month  in  orders  from  these  headquarters. 

The  greatest  number  of  charges  received,  revised,  recorded,  and  referred  to  the  25 
general  courts  and  18  military  commissions  in  eession  in  the  department  in  one  day 
was  88.  The  needs  of  the  office  in  the  matfeer  of  proper  and  sufficient  clerical  assist- 
ance have  been  represented  to  superior  headquarters  and  are  dwelt  upon  here  in  order 
to  emphasize,  if  possible,  the  necessities  of  tne  case. 

In  tnis  military  department,  containing  at  times  over  27,000  troops,  other  more  for- 
tunate administrative  departments  have  been  abundantly  supplied  with  civilian 
clerks  technically  trained  in  the  work  of  those  departments,  while  this  office,  receiv- 
ing, revising,  reviewing,  recording,  and  publishing,  under  the  department  commander, 
records  involving  the  life  and  liberty,  as  well  as  money,  of  human  beings  has  had  to 
depend  for  its  clerical  force  upon  being  able  to  find  a  couple  of  soldiers  available  for 
detail. 

As  stated  in  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  division  headquarters,  this  office  should  have 
four  civilian  clerks,  two  of  wnom  should  be  competent  typewriters  and  one  of  whom 
should  be  a  competent  stenographer. 

GENERAL  COITRT8-MAKTIAL. 

The  large  number  of  officers  who  have  entered  the  Army  during  the  recent  war  with 
Spain  and  the  subsequent  insurrection  in  the  Philippines  and  who  have  not  had  the 
advantage  of  instruction  at  the  service  schools  prompts  the  suggestion  that  steps  be 
taken,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  may  permit,  of  supplying  in  part  the  instruc- 
tion heretofore  imparted  by  those  schools.  This  could  be  done  by  establishing  courses 
of  lectures  to  be  delivered  by  capable  and  experienced  officers  at  Manila  or  some  other 
central  point  which  the  younger  officers  would  doubtless  be  glad,  or  could  be  required, 
to  avail  themselves  of.  The  suggestion  is  specially  prompted  by  observing  the  lack  of 
knowledge  of  military  law,  embracing  the  procedure  before  courts-martial  and  the 
preparation  of  charges,  shown  by  many  of  these  young  officers.  It  is  recommended 
that  a  copy  of  the  Manual  for  Courts-Martial  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  officer. 

SUMMARY   COURT. 

The  most  important  change  affecting  the  summary  court  during  the  past  year  has 
been  the  amendment  of  the  eighty-third  article  of  war,  enlarging  the  punishing 
I>ower  of  the  court  under  certain  conditions.  The  new  article  has  been  in  operation 
too  short  a  time  to  determine  the  effect  its  enlarged  power  may  have  upon  tne  num- 
ber of  cases  to  be  brought  before  the  general  court.  Accused  soldiers  are  quick  to 
see  and  take  advantage  of  anything  in  their  favor  when  it  comes  to  enforcing  disciplin- 
ary measures,  and  there  have  already  been  imposed  numerous  objections  to  trial  by 
summary  court  when  the  accused  have  measured  the  difficulties  of  bringing  them  to 
trial  by  a  general  court  on  account  of  the  isolation  of  their  station  or  for  other  reasons 
which  are  as  apparent  to  them  as  to  their  officers.  The  exigencies  of  the  service 
frequently  reauire  cases  to  be  tried  by  summary  court,  notwithstanding  the  objection 
of  the  accused,  which  under  different  conditions  would  be  tried  by  a  general  court; 
the  objection  interposed  limits  the  summary  court  to  the  imposition  of  a  month's 
confinement  and  forfeiture  of  a  month's  pay.    Then,  too,  an  erroneous  interpretation 
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of  the  new  article  has  been  made  by  some  commanding  officers,  who  have  thought 
that  by  the  man's  consenting  to  be  tried  by  the  summary  court  the  latter  was 
required  to  impose  three  months'  confinement  and  a  forfeiture  of  three  months'  pay. 
Again,  notwithstanding  the  inhibitive  clause  in  the  article  relating  to  capital  cases, 
some  commanding  officers  have  seemed  to  think  that  by  consenting  thereto  the 
accused  could  confer  jurisdiction  upon  summary  court  to  try  capital  cases,  and  some 
such  cases  have  been  tried  by  this  court,  with  the  consent  of  the  accused,  necessitat- 
ing their  being  set  aside.  For  these{  and  the  added  reason  that  I  do  not  believe  an 
accused  should  be  given  the  right  to  dictate,  in  any  degree,  the  tribunal  before  which  he 
is  to  be  arraigned  for  offenses  charged  against  him,  I  think  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  any 
conditions  whatever  should  be  attached  to  enlarging  the  powers  of  the  summary 
court. 

At  many  of  our  stations  there  are  not  sufficient  officers  to  constitute  a  garrison 
court,  and  this  court,  with  the  regimental  court,  may  be  said  to  have  become  practi- 
cally obsolete,  and  might  be  eliminated  entirely  from  the  service,  provided  the  sum- 
mary court  be  clothed  unconditionally  with  the  punishing  power  of  three  months' 
confinement  and  forfeiture  of  three  months'  pay. 

With  a  view  of  illustrating  whether  or  not  the  abolishment  of  the  canteen  feature 
of  the  post  exchange  has  had  any  effect  upon  the  number  of  trials  by  the  summary 
court  for  drunkenness,  I  have  taken  the  summary  court  reports  of  six  regular  regi- 
ments, which  have  been  continuously  in  the  department,  for  the  three  months  pre- 
vious to  and  for  the  three  months  succeeding  that  in  which  the  canteen  was  abolished, 
and  tabulated  the  number  of  convictions  for  drunkenness.  The  5th  of  February, 
1901,  copy  of  a  cablegram  from  Washington  advising  of  the  abolition  of  the  canteen 
was  received  at  department  headquarters;  instructions  were  issued  to  close  out  the 
canteens  in  the  department,  and  during  the  month  of  February  the  canteens  were 
closed  out. 

The  subjoined  table  gives  the  convictions  in  the  three  months  before  and  the  three 
months  after  1  he  canteen  was  abolished.

MILITARY   COMMISSION. 


A  great  deal  of  onerous  labor  has  developed  upon  the  officers  stationed  in  the 
department  in  ferreting  out  and  bringing  to  trial  before  military  commissions  offend- 
ers against  the  common  law  and  against  the  laws  of  war.  This  work  has  been  well 
and  thoroughly  accomplished,  with  the  lesult  that  the  department  has  been  very 
generally  freed  from  the  terrorism  of  the  lawless  bands  led  by  the  most  desperate 
criminals.  The  military  commission  has  paved  the  way  for  the  undisturbed  admin- 
istration of  justice  by  the  civil  courts. 

Formed  originally  as  a  summary  court  to  inquire  into  accusations  against  individu- 
als in  time  of  war  not  amenable  to  trial  by  court-martial,  with  a  view  to  recommend- 
ing appropriate  action  to  the  commanding  general,  it  acted  as  a  substitute  for  civil 
courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction,  and  the  procedure  before  it  gradually  assimilated  that 
before  courts-martial,  until  now,  by  long  usage  and  practice,  they  are  essentially  the 
same. 

In  this  department  the  analogy  to  the  general  court-martial  has  been  carried  out; 
the  members  and  judge-advocate  have  been  sworn;  the  accused  accorded  the  right 
to  have  counsel,  and  the  right  of  challenge;  to  cross-examine  witnesses  for  the  prose- 
cution, and  to  summon  witnesses  for  the  defense;  to  testify  in  his  own  behalf;  to 
submit  arguments,  and  to  address  the  commission  in  extenuation  of  his  offense.  His 
rights  were  still  further  safeguarded  by  the  careful  review  given  to  the  proceedings, 
and  it  may  be  positively  asserted  that  no  sentence  of  a  military  commission  has  been 
carried  into  effect  without  the  record  most  conclusively  showing  the  guilt  of  the 
accused. 
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The  voluminous  records  of  trials  had  in  this  department  will  reveal  that  the  exami- 
nation into  the  accusations  has  been  most  exhaustive.  A  trial  extending  over  a 
period  longer  than  two  months,  with  a  record  containing,  exclusive  of  argument  and 
exhibits,  1,125  typewritten  pages,  can  not  be  said  to  be  very  summary  in  character. 
Records  exceeding  200  pages  were  not  infrequently  submitted.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  the  subjoined  report  of  the  quartermaster  service 
of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901: 

The  department  limits  remain  as  defined  in  report  of  the  previous  year,  viz,  all 
territory  in  the  island  of  Luzon  north  of  the  Pasig  River  and  of  the  southern  bound- 
ary of  tne  provinces  of  Morong  and  Infanta.  Dunne  the  greater  portion  of  the  year 
tins  territory  consisted  of  six  districts,  defined  as  follows: 

First  district,  embracing  provinces  of  Abra,  Bontoc,  Benguet,  Lepanto,  Ilocos  Sur, 
llocos  Norte,  and  Union. 

Second  district,  embracing  provinces  of  Cagayan,  Isabela,  and  Nueva  Vizcaya. 

Third  district,  embracing  the  provinces  of  Zambales,  Pangasinan,  and  Tarlac. 

Fourth  district,  embracing  provinces  of  Nueva  Ecija  and  Principe. 

Fifth  district,  embracing  provinces  of  Bataan,  Pampanga,  and  Bulacan. 

Sixth  district,  embracing  all  that  part  of  the  province  of  Manila  lying  north  of  the 
Pasig  River,  the  provinces  of  Morong  and  Infanta,  and  all  islands  lying  eastward  of 
the  latter  province,  except  the  Calaguas  group. 

By  General  Order,  No.  66,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  dated  April 
10,  1901 ,  the  fourth  and  fifth  districts  were  consolidated  and  designated  as  the  fourth 
district.  Under  General  Order,  No.  102,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines, 
dated  May  22,  1901,  the  sixth  district  was  also  added  to  the  fourth  district. 

The  strength  of  the  department  forces  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted 
to  108  engineers,  1,607  cavalry,  287  artillery,  22,701  infantry,  460  Philippine  cavalry, 
76  Macabebe  Scouts,  and  50  llocano  Scouts,  making  a  total  of  25,289  troops,  divided 
among  211  stations  in  the  department.  During  the  year  forces  increased  to  as  many 
as  28,000  men  and  nearly  275  stations. 

CHANGES  OF  TROOPS. 

Aside  from  the  various  movements  of  troops  in  the  department,  including  expedi- 
tions to  various  portions  of  the  country  and  minor  changes  from  one  district  to 
another,  the  following  changes  were  made  during  the  fiscal  year: 

The  Ninth  Infantry  left  the  department  for  service  in  China  on  June  17,  1900. 

The  volunteer  forces  were  withdrawn  from  the  department  as  follows:  The  Thirty- 
sixth  Infantry  on  January  16,  1901;  the  Twenty-seventh  Infantry  on  January  31, 
1901;  the  Thirty-second  Infantrv  on  March  15,  1901;  the  Thirty-third  and  Thirty- 
fourth  Infantry  on  February  20*  1901;  the  Thirty-fifth  Infantry  on  March  2,  1901; 
the  Forty-first  and  Forty -second  Infantry  on  April  23,  1901,  and  the  Forty-eighth 
and  Forty-ninth  Infantry  on  June  1 ,  1901 .  These  commands,  with  the  exception 
of  the  BV>rty-eighth  ana  Forty-ninth  Regiments,  were  concentrated  in  Manila, 
where  they  were  temporarily  placed  in  a  camp  maintained  for  the  purpose,  known 
as  "  Camp  Wallace,' '  and  located  southwest  of  the  Walled  City. 

Having  completed  transfers  of  property  and  equipment  of  the  troops  for  the  change 
of  climate,  they  left  for  the  United  States  as  follows:  The  Thirty-sixth  Infantry  on 
the  18th  of  January,  via  the  transport  Pennsylvania;  the  Twenty-seventh  Infantry 
on  the  10th  of  February,  via  the  transport  Buford;  the  Thirty-second  Infantry  on  the 
23d  of  March,  via  the  transport  Grant:  the  Thirty-third  ana  Thirty-fourth  Infantry 
on  the  1st  of  March,  via  the  transport  Ijogan,  taking  on  board  the  quarantined  com- 
panies of  the  Thirty-third  Infantry  at  Candon  en  route;  the  Thirty-fifth  Infantry  on 
the  16th  of  March,  via  the  transports  Rosecrans  and  Thomas;  the  Forty-first  Infantry

on  the  15th  of  May,  via  the  transport  Buford;  the  Forty-second  Infantry  on  the  28th 
of  May,  via  the  transport  Ohio;  and  finally  the  Forty-eighth  and  Forty-ninth  Regi- 
ment* of  Infantry,  reflectively  on  the  31st  of  May  and  the  1st  of  June,  Via  the  trans- 
port Grunt,  proceeding  directly  from  their  respective  districts  for  the  States.  This 
movement  completed  the  entire  transfer  of  the  volunteer  forces. 

INCREASE  OF   FORCE. 

Reenforcing  troops  reached  this  department  and  were  assigned  to  districts  as 
follows: 

First  district.  The  Third  .Squadron  of  the  Third  Cavalrv  and  the  Third  Battalion 
of  the  fifth  Infantry  on  the  12th  of  September,  1900;  the  Twentieth  Infan.rv  about 
February  5,  1901.

The  Fourth  District  Native  Scouts,  numbering  50 "at  the  beginning 
of  the  fi«»l  year,  were,  by  endorsement  headquarters  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon,  July  14,  1900,  increased  to  150,  and  by  endorsement  of  October  11,  1900,  to 
240;  by  telegraphic  instructions,  headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon, 
Decern  W  30,  1900,  to  480,  and  per  8.  O.,  No.  19,  headquarters  Fourth  District, 
February  16,  1901,  divided  into  four  companies  of  120  men  each. 

Fifth  district.  The  Fifth  District  MacaDebe  Native  Scouts,  First  Battalion,  under 
paragraph  1,  8.  O.,  No.  18,  headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  January 
19,  1901,  and  the  Second  Battalion  under  paragraph  5,  S.  O.,  No.  42,  headquarters 
Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  February  13,  1901. 

The  independent  detachment  of  Macabebe  native  scouts,  operating  directly  under 
department  orders,  was  organized  pursuant  to  telegraphic  authority,  headquarters 
Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  July  21,  1900.  They  were  assigned  to  station  at 
Macabebe,  P.  I. 

8ixth  district.  One  company  of  25  Ilocano  Native  Scouts,  under  endorsement, 
headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  December  16, 1900,  per  paragraph  11, 
8.  O.,  No.  37,  headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  December  16,  1900,  per 
paragraph  11,  8.  O.,  No.  37,  headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon;  Febru- 
ary 8,  1901,  they  were  increased  to  120.  The  First  Company  of  the  Sixth  District 
Ilocano  Native  Scouts,  under  paragraph  3,  S.  O..  No.  9,  headquarters  Department  of 
Northern  Luzon,  January  10, 1901.  The  Second  Company  of  Ilocano  Native  Scouts, 
under  paragraph  1,  S.  O.,  No.  26,  headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon, 
February  28,  1901. 

All  these  scouts  are  paid  by  the  quartermaster's  department  from  public  civil 
funds. 

SCOUT   INTERPRETERS. 

Under  General  Orders,  No.  16,  headquarters  Second  Division,  and  Eighth  Army 
Corps,  February  12,  1900,  interpreters  were  assigned  to  stations  of  one  company  gar- 
risonH  and  larger  stations.  These  employees  are  almost  in  every  case  natives,  and 
perform  duty  as  single  scouts  with  their  commands,  as  well  as  interpreters.  They 
are  extremely  useful  also  in  aiding  commercial  transactions  with  the  natives. 
They  have  been  paid  from  public  civil  funds. 

FIELD  OPERATIONS. 

Military  operations  during  the  year  have  been  maintained  with  vigor  throughout 
the  department.  Floods  and  bad  roads  during  the  rainy  season  necessarily  limited 
the  extent  of  the  operations  during  that  period.    Complete  control,  however,  was 
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maintained  of  all  supply  lines,  and  only  in  a  few  instances  were  attacks  made  upon 
supply  trains  or  was  other  traffic  molested  or  mail  or  telegraph  lines  interfered  with. 

After  the  close  of  the  rainy  season  a  vigorous  campaign  was  conducted  throughout 
the  department,  combining  loot  and  mounted  movements,  until  May  19,  when  the 
department  commander  announced  in  an  official  wire  that  the  active  campaign 
against  insurgents  was  practically  over. 

Ample  equipment  of  American  horses  has  been  furnished.  One  hundred  saddle 
animals  were  furnished  to  each  regiment  in  the  field.  The  effect  of  this  assistance 
in  military  results  was  direct  and  marked. 

The  horses  furnished  at  the  different  stations  were  of  great  benefit  also  in  mount- 
ing escort  for  supply  trains.  This  duty  has  added  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  to 
the  prosecution  of  supply  service.  Each  train  crossing  the  country  required  an 
escort,  both  for  the  protection  of  the  natives  from  lad  rones  and  for  the  security  of 
stores.  The  constant  demands  for  troops  for  this  service  and  the  long  distances  often 
traveled,  under  a  tropical  sun,  had  rendered  this  service  performed  on  foot  an 
especial  hardship. 

The  horses  assigned  were  also  the  means  of  perfecting  the  mail  service  and  expe- 
dited the  supply  lines,  enabling  escorts  to  keep  pace  with  relays,  which  it  was  nec- 
essary to  use  on  such  lines. 

CLOTHING   AND   EQUIPAGE. 

Clothing  and  equipage  furnished  the  troops  during  the  past  year  have  been  %t*her- 
ally  acknowledged  to  be  of  good  quality,  and  in  most  cases  full  equipment  has  been 
maintained.  The  practice  is  continued  in  this  department  of  avoiding  accumulation 
of  stores  at  stations  and  of  maintaining  troops  in  the  field  on  a  basis  of  the  lightest 
practical  marching  order.  This  has  been  effected  by  having  requisition  made  as  the 
occasion  required  rather  than  at  stated  times.  The  tendency  of  local  quartermasters 
to  accumulate  supplies  in  order  to  tide  over  certain  periods  has  thus  been  largely 
avoided. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  from  the  reports  of  various  quartermasters  upon  the 
subject  of  clothing  and  equipage: 

KHAKI  CLOTHING. 

The  khaki  clothing  as  now  issued  has  generally  proved  desirable.  The  Hongkong 
khaki  is  cheaper,  holds  its  color,  wears  well,  ana  is  generally  satisfactory.  Tim 
workmanship  on  American  garments  is  far  superior,  but  the  American  khaki  do*» 
not  hold  its  color. 

CAMPAIGN  HATS. 

The  campaign  hat  with  corrugated  sweat  band  is  most  desired.  Of  late,  however, 
the  material  composing  it  is  heavy  and  apparently  of  inferior  quality.  The  cor- 
rugated sweat  band  is  so  soft  and  shallow  that  after  a  hat  is  worn  a  short  time  the 
corrugation  is  flattened  out.    The  crown  is  also  low. 

BU88ET  SHOES. 

Some  complaints  have  been  made  as  to  the  quality  and  durability  of  the  russet 
shoe.  It  is  claimed  that  they  become  " soggy"  or  "spongy"  when  wet.  Officers 
have  stated  that  men  have  started  out  with  what  they  considered  a  good  pair  of  shoes, 
and  at  the  end  of  a  day's  march  through  mud  and  water  the  shoes  would  be  practi- 
cally " dissolved  in  the  mud."  The  shoe  should  be  made  of  good  leather  through- 
out; in  fact,  all  material  put  in  the  shoe  should  be  of  the  best  quality. 

8HIRT8. 

The  khaki-colored  shirt  seems  to  fade  very  readily.  Few  requisitions  for  gingham 
shirts  were  made  during  the  last  year,  the  troops  claiming  that  the  color*  v?ere  not 
fast  and  the  material  not  suitable  for  hard  service. 

UNDERCLOTHING. 

The  light  cotton  undershirt  and  jean  drawers  are  the  best  and  most  desirable  for 
this  climate. 

PACKING  OP  CLOTHING. 

Owing  to  climatic  and  other  conditions  existing  in  tropical  coantries,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  all  clothing  be  packed  in  cases  lined  with  naphtoleum  or  tar-paper. 
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PONCHO*. 


The  poncho  is  considered  by  the  troops  as  useless,  and  the  men  object  to  carrying 
them,  as  they  afford  no  protection  against  the  wet.  The  rain  goes  through  them  in 
five  minutes,*  and  on  account  of  size  strike  the  men  about  the  knees,  causing  the 
water  to  run  off  on  their  clothes.  If  put  on  the  ground  to  sleep  on  they  wet  through 
as  soon  as  the  body  comes  in  contact  with  them. 


SLICKERS  AND  RUBBER  BOOTS. 


Both  slickers  and  rubber  boots  are  earnestly  recommended  for  the  rainy  season  to 
issue  for  guard  purposes. 

SHELTER  HALVES. 

The  shelter  tent  as  now  issued  affords  but  little  protection  from  the  rain,  and 
should  be  made  of  stout  waterproof  material. 

The  foregoing  reports  were  apparently  made  as  the  result  of  close  observation  and 
experience  with  the  troops. 

quartermaster's  depots. 

The  quartermaster's  depot  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  was  organized 
under  General  Orders,  No.  130,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  dated 
June  11,  1900.  It  simplified  and  expedited  extremely  the  supply  of  this  depart- 
ment, enabling  this  office  to  keep  trace  of  requisitions  and  guard  against  delays  in 
this  service,  with  the  number  of  stations  ranging  in  the  department  to  about  275, 
and  with  operations  conducted  largely  on  emergency,  this  depot  was  especially  neces- 
sary. As  troops  were  reduced,  however,  and  field  maneuvers  became  less  pressing, 
the  necessity  for  department  depots  decreased,  and  return  was  had  to  the  division 
system  of  supply.  This  was  done  on  June  30, 1901,  pursuant  to  General  Orders,  No. 
127,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  June  18,  1901. 

Buildings  were  furnished  also  for  depot  commissary  of  the  department  and  for  the 
medical  supply  depot.    These  two  are  still  maintained. 

District  depots  are  also  conducted,  one  each  at  Vigan  and  Dagupan.  A  smaller 
depot  is  also  maintained  at  Aparri.  These  have  been  found  necessary  owing  to  the 
uncertainty  of  communication  along  the  coast,  and  at  times  during  the  rainy  season 
along  the  railroad. 

During  the  past  year  all  regimental  property  was  moved  from  buildings  which 
were  previously  rented  in  Manila  and  placed  in  others  which  had  been  constructed 
by  the  depot  quartermaster  of  the  division  for  the  purpose.  The  only  buildings  now 
in  use  in  Manila  by  this  department  are  those  used  as  offices,  detachment  barracks, 
and  warehouses. 

The  general  problem  to  be  met  here  has  been  practically  to  provide  for  military 
operations  and  establish  troops  in  a  country  different  in  all  the  conditions  encoun- 
tered, climate,  methods  of  life,  means  of  transportation,  and  working  appliances 
generally,  from  that  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed.  The  malarial  effects  of 
the  climate,  the  extreme  dampness  of  one  season  and  the  heat  of  another,  have 
called  for  the  greatest  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  for  the  protection 
of  troops  against  sickness  and  fatality. 

To  meet  these  conditions  it  has  been  deemed  extremely  important  to  provide  such 
shelter  as  will  afford  ample  protection  in  this  climate,  and  to  maintain  a  complete 
supply  of  food.  In  the  matter  of  shelter,  open  nipa  buildings  have,  in  their  ventila- 
tion and  economy,  been  found  to  be  the  most  desirable.  To  meet  the  requirements 
as  to  food,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  perfecting  supply  transportation  to 
include  expedited  lines  for  fresh  beef  and  vegetables.  This  will  be  later  referred  to 
in  detail. 

QUARTERING   TROOPS. 

The  changes  from  active  field  operations  to  a  condition  of  comparative  general 
peace  will  naturally  introduce  the  question  of  greater  permanency  in  the  plans  of 
occupation  in  the  island,  and  consequently  of  the  construction  of  more  permanent 
quarters  and  storehouses  for  the  use  of  troops. 

The  plan  now  in  force  of  dividing  the  troops  of  the  department  among  a  number 
of  small  stations  has  in  view  mainly  the  control  of  the  ladrone  element  and  the  pro- 
tection of  natives  who,  from  recognized  friendliness  to  the  United  States,  have  excited 
the  general  enmity  of  that  class. 

This  maintenance  of  small  garrisons  has  been  found  practically  the  only  means  of 
quartering  the  troops  without  the  construction  of  special  buildings.  It  has,  how- 
ever, had  the  disadvantage  of  involving  special  expenses  in  supply  work. 
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The  consolidation  of  troops  at  larger  stations  will  largely  reduce  supply  expenses, 
but  will  require  to  be  met  by  the  construction  of  quarters. 

The  limited  extent  of  public  lands  in  the  island  will  render  necessary  the  acquire- 
ment of  ground  for  building  sites  either  by  purchase  or  by  lease.  In  the  former  case 
indefinite  conditions  which  prevail  here  as  to  title  would  introduce  some  complica- 
tions. The  system  of  leases  would  probably  be  the  most  satisfactory.  Buildings  some- 
what more  permanent  than  those  which  as  a  rule  have  been  constructed  here  would 
probably  now  be  desirable.  These  could  be  constructed  of  hard  wood  for  the  fram- 
ing, and  of  cogon  or  nipa  roof  and  sides. 

Canvas  shelter  has  not  proved  satisfactory  for  the  purpose  here,  nor  is  it  as  eco- 
nomical as  temporary  buildings. 

Quarters  have  been  constructed  as  indicated  in  appendix  upon  that  subject.  Such 
buildings  in  the  form  of  nipa  barracks,  with  a  capacity  for  one  company,  have  not 
cost,  in  this  department,  more  than  $800,  gold,  per  each  building. 

Repairs  to  public  buildings  have  been  made  where  necessary  from  time  to  time 
during  the  year.  Regular  annual  estimates,  conforming  to  paragraph  978,  Army 
Regulations,  were  called  for  by  General  Orders,  No.  6,  these  headquarters,  February 
26,  1901,  with  a  view  of  making  provisions  for  sheltering  troops  and  stores  during 
the  rainy  season.    Allotments  of  funds  were  made  thereon  as  shown  in  appended  list. 

Under  existing  regulations  it  is  not  practicable,  however,  to  repair  private  build- 
ings from  public  funds,  even  where  the  buildings  are  practically  in  the  possession  of 
the  United  States  and  the  owner  unknown  or  absent  This  restriction  is  of  great 
disadvantage,  especially  in  the  case  of  convents.  During  the  time  when  building 
repairs  were  authorized  from  public  civil  funds  it  was  possible  to  repair  ail  perma- 
nent buildings  therefrom,  and,  in  the  case  of  rented  buildings,  to  deduct  the  cost 
from  the  rent  as  it  accrued. 

Since,  however,  all  such  payments  for  military  purposes  are  to  be  borne  from  the 
regular  appropriations,  this  is  not  practicable. 

Barracks  and  quarters  appropriations  can  not,  under  the  established  practice,  be 
reimbursed,  especially  as  the  reimbursement  might  necessarily  involve  two  fiscal 
years,  and  would  prevent  closing  annual  accounts  for  an  indefinite  number  of  years. 

As  the  result  of  this,  there  are  many  convents  and  unrented  private  buildings 
which  are  held  for  government  purposes  and  which  are  so  much  in  need  of  repairs 
that  unless  some  special  provisions  can  be  made  to  cover  the  case  it  will  be  necessary, 
very  much  at  the  sacrifice  of  economy,  to  abandon  them  and  secure  or  rent  other 
buildings. 

In  many  cases  repairs  are  so  temporarily  made  that  they  will  hardly  be  of  service 
for  a  longer  time  than  the  government  itself  will  hold  the  buildings.  Hence,  such 
expenditures  might  be  regarded  as  in  the  same  status  as  those  incurred  in  framing 
and  flooring  tents  for  troops,  and  although  placed  upon  property  owned  by  the 
church,  or  by  private  persons,  might  be  considered  as  accruing  practically  to  govern- 
ment advantage  only. 

RENTS. 

Rente  for  private  buildings  have  been  allowed  where  the  owner  was,  from  the 
evidence  obtainable,  loyal  to  the  United  States.  Generally  the  action  of  a  board  of 
survey  has  been  required  in  adjusting  amounts  and  determining  legality  of  rent 
claims,  the  action  of  the  board  having  reference  both  to  the  question  of  loyalty  and 
to  the  amount  of  rent  which  should  be  paid. 

COST  OF  SHELTER. 

The  actual  cost  of  sheltering  troops  in  this  department  is  less  than  the  expense  of 
canvas  would  be,  ranging  annually  at  about  $4  to  $5  gold  per  man  for  the  aggre- 
gate strength  of  force.  This  includes  rent,  construction,  and  repairs  throughout  the 
department. 

The  principal  new  structures  which  it  has  been  necessary  to  provide  this  season 
are  stables  and  sheds  for  horses  and  mules  for  transportation  in  the  islands,  the  recent 
shipment  of  cavalry  to  the  islands  having  rendered  such  additional  shelter  necessary 
at  the  different  stations  for  the  rainy  season. 

Shelters  of  capacity  for  100  horses  have,  as  a  rule,  cost  $600  to  $600  gold.  This 
economy  in  cost  has  only  been  accomplished  by  the  watchfulness  and  efficiency  of 
the  officers  in  charge  of  the  work,  the  use  of  native  material  purchased  in  the  lowest 
market,  and  the  performance  of  the  work  by  day  labor  directly  under  government 
supervision. 
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TRANSPORTATION. 

Transportation  during  the  past  year  has  not  only  involved  the  question  of  supply 
service  of  station*,  but  alHo  of  the  construction  of  roads,  the  assistance  of  the  burial 
corps  in  moving  bodies  to  the  United  States,  the  construction  and  repair  of  telegraph 
lines,  and  the  transportation  of  supplies  for  the  large  and  extended  movements  of 
troops  in  field  operations  which  have  been  maintained  throughout  the  department. 
These  burdens  often  fell  on  the  department  when  regular  government  transportation 
could  not  be  provided  and,  as  a  result,  necessitated  at  times  the  hire  of  native 
transportation. 

Bull  carts  and  native  bancas  form  about  the  cheapest  form  of  transportation  avail- 
able in  the  islands.  The  cost  of  a  cart  with  a  single  bull  and  driver  has  averaged 
$1.50  to  $2  Mexican  per  day.  Formerly  it  was  necessary  for  the  government  to 
furnish  forage,  but  as  necessities  for  this  transportation  have  been  reduced,  better 
rates  have  been  secured,  and,  as  a  rule,  forage  for  hired  carabaos  is  not  now  furnished 
by  the  government.  A  cart  transports,  as  a  rule,  about  one-third  or  one-fourth  as 
much  as  an  escort  wagon.  The  distance  it  will  travel  is  seldom  less  than  one-half  as 
much  as  that  made  by  mule  transportation,  and  in  many  cases  the  distance  is  the 
same.    Excessive  heat  is  avoided  by  traveling  largely  at  night 

It  is  the  ultimate  object  to  dispense  with  bull  carts  when  government  transporta- 
tion becomes  fully  sufficient  and  rendered  available. 

Horses  available  from  those  furnished  for  mounts  have  with  this  view  been  broken 
in  and  placed  on  supply  lines.  With  even  the  most  liberal  equipment  of  govern- 
ment transportation,  however,  there  are  many  lines  upon  which  it  will  not  be  avail- 
able, and  where  carabao  carts  and  river  transportation  will  still  be  necessary. 

Australian  or  trotting  bulls  are  still  employed  in  expedited  lines,  and  are  often 
the  only  available  means  of  supplying  troops  with  fresh  beef  and  vegetables. 

Litter  bearers  diminished  in  use  as  active  campaigning  declined.  None  are  now 
reported  on  the  rolls.    They  were  paid  from  public  civil  funds. 

Burden  bearers  have  been  employed  but  little  during  the  past  year;  they  were  used 
only  on  expeditions  through  mountains,  canyons,  or  lowlands,  where  other  forms  of 
transportation  could  not  be  employed. 

Ponies.— Out  of  a  total  number  of  about  1,000  ponies  in  this  department  about  600 
were  captured,  leaving  the  remainder  in  the  status  of  public  civil  property. 

Native  ponies  have  been  largely  replaced  by  American  horses  as  mounts  in  the 
field.  They  are,  however,  still  used  in  some  cases  for  native  scouts  and  as  draft  ani- 
mals. They  are  used  with  typical  native  passenger  vehicle,  which  is,  as  a  rule,  too 
small  for  employment  with  American  animals. 

A  consideration  of  expense  may  in  this  connection  arise  in  replacing  native  horses 
with  American  animals  for  draft  purposes.  American  teamsters  will  oe  necessarily 
required  in  making  the  change;  their  pay  is  about  three  times  that  of  a  native  team- 
ster, and  the  expense  of  maintaining  the  animals  is  greater  than  that  in  case  of  native 
ponies. 

American  horses. — During  the  year  each  infantry  regiment  or  independent  command 
was  equipped  with  not  less  than  100  horses  for  the  use  of  mounted  men  in  connection 
with  foot  operations.  As  more  active  operations  decreased,  the  need  for  these  ani- 
mals became  less  urgent,  until,  especially  with  the  advance  of  the  rainy  season,  an 
excess  over  requirements  was  reported  in  most  of  the  district*?. 

The  saddle  ponies  which  had  heretofore  been  used  by  the  troops  can  now  be 
replaced  by  American  animals.  It  is,  however,  proposed  to  use  the  ponies  for  the 
use  of  )>atrols  or  scouts. 

Loss  of  animals. — During  the  year  there  has  been  some  prevalence  of  slanders 
through  the  provinces.  The  service  of  veterinarians  has  been  continually  called  into 
requisition  in  controlling  the  disease,  and  although  there  have  necessarily  been  some 
losses  in  disposing  of  infected  animals  it  has  been  kept  fairly  under  control.  Details 
of  losses  are  shown  in  appendix  u|>on  the  subject. 

Ambulances. — The  ambulance  equipment  of  the  department  has  been  maintained 
to  afford  ample  service  throughout  the  districts  and  meet  all  emergencies  reported  as 
having  arisen.  They  have  been  allowed  at  the  rate  of  one  to  each  post  of  two  or  more 
companies. 

Railroad  operations. — During  the  year  considerable  shipment  of  troops  and  supplies 
by  rail  has  been  necessary.  This  service  has  been  rendered  with  dispatch  and  regu- 
larity by  the  railroad,  the  entire  management  reflecting  much  credit  on  those  having 
it  in  charge. 

During  the  past  rainy  season  a  washout  occurred  near  Tarlac.  Owing  to  the  gen- 
eral depression  of  the  land  on  that  portion  of  the  road,  the  repair  of  this  break  was 
made  extremely  difficult  on  account  of  the  immense  force  of  the  water  which  had 
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broken  over  the  track.  During  the  interval  required  for  repair  bancas  were  main- 
tained as  ferries  by  the  railroad  and  prevented  any  delay  in  the  transportation  of 
supplies.  A  new  bridge  was  constructed  on  wooden  piling,  placing  the  elevation  of 
the  roadbed  about  1  meter  above  high- water  mark.  This  may  avert  a  similar  break 
in  the  bridge  this  season,  but  the  roadbed  on  each  side  is  so  low  that  the  track  is 
liable  to  be  carried  away  in  those  sections. 

WATER  TRANSPORTATION. 

The  following  list  shows  the  details  of  vessels  which  have  been  used  in  the  service 
in  this  department: 

COAST  SERVICE. 

First  district:  The  Omaha,  draft,  7  feet  5  inches;  length,  108  feet  3  inches;  width, 
19  feet;  capacity,  100  tons. 

The  Bangor,  draft,  7  feet;  length,  82  feet;  width,  13  feet  6  inches;  capacity,  20  tons. 

Second  district:  The  launch  Leader,  draft,  7  feet;  length,  78  feet;  width,  13  feet; 
capacity,  30  tons.  Used  for  lightering  purposes  at  the  port  of  Aparri  and  for  river 
service  on  the  Rio  Grande  de  Cagayan. 

Third  district:  The  launch  Harrisburq,  draft,  7  feet  5  inches;  length,  100  feet;  width, 
14  feet;  capacity,  about  80  tons.  Used  in  supplying  from  Dagupan  points  on  the  Zam- 
bales  and  Lingayen  Gulf  coasts  and  for  lightering  over  the  Dagupan  Bar. 

BIVER  SERVICE. 

On  the  Rio  Grande  de  Pampanga:  The  Napindan,  a  gunboat,  draft,  6  feet;  length, 
90  feet;  width,  30  feet. 

The  Charleston,  armored  and  equipped  as  a  gunboat,  draft,  4  feet;  length,  112  feet; 
width.  20  feet. 

Both  of  these  boats  have  been  mainly  operated  for  military  purposes,  the  Napindan 
on  the  Rio  Grande  and  the  Charleston  along  the  estuaries  of  the  Bataan  coast,  where 
it  has  done  effective  service  in  clearing  out  the  ladrones  and  insurgent  element  which 
formerly  infested  that  coast. 

It  is  proposed  to  dispense  with  the  Napindan  at  the  end  of  the  year;  owing  to  the 
excessive  size  as  compared  with  the  Charleston,  its  draft,  and  speed,  this  boat  is  too 
unwieldy  for  satisfactory  service  as  a  freight  carrier  on  the  rivers  of  northern  Luzon. 
Its  military  use,  however,  as  above  indicated,  has  pa*tly  atoned  for  the  deficiency. 

The  Cleveland,  draft,  6  feet;  length,  58  feet;  width,  12  feet. 

On  the  Rio  Grande  de  Cagayan,  the  Raleigh,  a  boat  similar  to  the  Charleston  in  build, 
but  unarmored.  It  is  subject  to  the  same  objection  on  the  Cagayan  River  as  the 
Charleston  on  the  Rio  Grande. 

In  all  the  interior  water  lines  the  want  of  light  and  mobile  boats,  with  sufficient 
8Deed  to  stem  the  current,  is  well  established.  The  boats  now  in  service  hardly  reach 
higher  than  Cabiao  on  the  Pampanga  line  and  Tuguegarao  on  the  Cagayan.  It  is 
therefore  necessary  to  employ  private  transportation  in  each  case,  either  by  charter 
or  by  shipment  at  a  fixed  rate.  The  subject  has  been  presented  by  this  office  of  pur- 
chasing, if  practicable,  some  light-draft  boats  which  will  meet  these  requirements. 

It  is  recognized  that  the  difficulty  rests  mainly  in  securing  sufficiently  light  draft 
with  sufficient  speed.  It  seems  extremely  doubtful  whether  these  ends  can  be 
effected  by  the  stern- wheel  method,  and  the  use  of  a  twin-screw  propeller  instead 
has  been  suggested.    It  is  an  experiment  that  might  be  worth  the  trial. 

BO  AD  REPAIRS. 

Repairs  and  construction  of  roads  and  bridges  have  been  provided  for  by  an  allot- 
ment placed  in  the  hands  of  the  engineers.  This  allotment  was  made  from  public 
civil  funds.  Wagon  transportation  nas  also  been  furnished  by  the  quartermaster's 
department  to  aid  this  work. 

Roads  especially  required. — Several  minor  roads,  required  mainly  for  supply  pur- 
poses, should  receive  especial  attention  in  this  work.  These  include  roads  in  the 
lower  portion  of  Cagayan  Valley  along  the  river  of  the  same  name,  the  road  from 
Dagupan  to  Baguio  across  the  mountains,  and  the  direct  road  along  the  Agno  River 
from  Kosales  to  Tayug.  The  latter  road  is  important  as  a  means  of  communication 
and  supply,  cutting  off,  as  compared  with  the  route  by  way  of  Umingan,  a  distance 
of  about  12  miles  between  Roeales  and  Tayug. 
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RIVER   IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  advantages  of  a  thorough  system  of  interior  supply  by  means  of  the  rivers 
would  justify  the  improvement  of  those  water  courses  by  clearing  out  bars  to  afford 
*  the  ordinary  depth  required  for  boats  of  necessary  draft  to  stem  the  current  It  is 
hardly  believed  that  the  expense  of  keeping  the  channels  open  would  exceed  that 
of  road  repairs  on  the  corresponding  land  line.  There  are  about  four  bars  on  the 
Rio  Grande  which  would  require  reduction,  and  a  somewhat  greater  number  on  the 
Agno  up  to  Rosales.  The  Bagbag  River  nas  also  been  used  for  supply  boats  this 
season. 

Bv  employing  natives  for  hand  dredging  two  bars  were  removed  this  year  at  a  cost 
of  about  $800  United  States  currency. 

ITARBOR   IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  porta  of  Dagupan  and  Aparri  should  receive  especial  attention  in  these  improve- 
ments. At  each  of  these  points  the  harbor  is  rendered  extremely  difficult  and  trans- 
portation expensive  by  obstructing  bars,  which  often  render  lightering  for  a  long 
distance  necessary.  Nearly  all  the  ports  of  this  coast  should  be  charted.  The  old 
Spanish  charts,  which  are  the  only  means  of  reference  available,  are  defective  and 
incorrect. 

NATIVE  SERVICES. 

Aside  from  their  employment  as  scouts  and  interpreters  natives  are  largely  used  as 
drivers  of  native  ponies  and  carabaos,  as  laborers  in  corrals  and  storehouses,  and 
stevedores,  and  as  janitors  in  buildings,  and  other  minor  uses.  As  hostlers  they 
are  not  competent  to  drive  or  scarce  to  handle  American  animals.  In  some  cases 
they  are  employed  as  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  and  harness  makers,  and  artificers. 
The  last  two  classes  named,  however,  are  seldom  found  among  them.  Their  pay 
ranges  from  70  cents  to  $1  per  day,  Mexican  money.  Under  recent  orders  discon- 
tinuing the  use  of  insular  funds  to  meet  expenditures  for  military  purposes  all  such 
services,  except  those  of  scouts  and  interpreters,  are  paid  from  regular  appropriations 
of  the  United  States. 

FINANCIAL  MATTERS. 

The  service  arising  in  handling  the  large  amount  of  funds  required  for  the  opera- 
ion  of  the  quartermaster's  department  in  this  island  has  been  marked  with  especial 
difficulties. 

The  principal  circulating  medium,  especially  in  the  interior  provinces,  is  Mexican 
coin.  The  rate  of  exchange,  as  officially  fixed  in  the  United  States,  allows  a  greater 
margin  in  favor  of  gold  than  can  be  secured  here.  It  is,  therefore,  as  a  rule,  neces- 
sary to  account  on  vouchers  for  the  loss.  Two  dollars  silver  for  one  gold  is  the  rate 
recognized  and  fixed  for  insular  funds,  and  is  the  controlling  ratio  in  the  commerce 
of  the  islands. 

The  want  of  a  subtreasury  or  authorized  depository  for  funds  of  the  regular  appro- 
priations results  in  much  inconvenience  and  extra  labor  in  the  care  and  accountability 
of  funds.  The  large  amounts  held  in  cash,  especially  in  Mexican  silver,  necessitate 
almost  the  entire  services  of  one  clerk  as  cashier. 

PURCHASE  OF  ARMS. 

Rifles  and  revolvers  in  serviceable  condition,  when  voluntarily  surrendered  by 
natives,  are  paid  for  at  the  rate,  respectively,  of  $30  and  $15  Mexican.  Up  to  April 
1,  1901,  payment  for  such  arms  was  made  from  public  civil  funds;  since  that  date, 
from  Congressional  appropriations  for  miscellaneous  expenses.  The  amount  so 
expended  through  the  year  stands  as  follows,  United  States  currency:  Public  civil 
funds,  $10,560;  emergency  funds,  War  Department,  $35,331. 

CLAIMS. 

Claims  arising  from  damage  or  wear  inflicted  on  buildings,  or  from  depredations 
of  stock  during  active  campaign,  as  well  as  for  material  or  labor  procured  during 
such  operations,  and  other  causes  incidental  to  the  war,  have  been  adjusted,  after 
reference  to  a  board  of  officers,  subject  to  higher  revision.  The  principal  portion  of 
such  claims  have,  so  far  as  established,  been  paid. 

Delay  in  some  cases  in  presenting  these  claims  until  the  officer  or  agent  contracting 
same  had  left  the  country  or  been  mustered  out  has  created  some  inconvenience  in 
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settlement  In  the  adjustments  made  it  has  been  attempted  to  make  due  allowance 
for  disadvantage  to  which  the  natives  are  subjected,  both  from  their  ignorance  of  the 
English  language  and  from  their  crude  business  methods. 

HOSPITALS. 

Aside  from  regimental  and  station  hospitals,  general  hospitals  are  maintained  as 
follows: 


At  Dagupan,  base  hospital,  capacity,  300  patients. 
At  Vigan,  first  district  hospital,  capacity,  100 


patients. 

At  Aparri,  second  district  Hospital  *  capacity,  100  patients. 

At  San  Isidro,  Nueva  Ecija,  fourth  district  hospital,  capacity,  75  patients. 

These  hospitals  have  been  much  improved  by  special  construction  during  the  past 
year,  and  like  those  of  the  department  generally,  were  placed  in  a  gooa  state  of 
repair. 

The  discontinuance,  however,  of  authority  to  make  such  expenditures  from  pub- 
lic civil  funds  leaves  no  fund  available  for  construction  or  repair  of  hospitals.  Some 
such  repairs  are  now  much  needed,  and  provision  for  this  important  service  should 
be  made  as  soon  as  practicable. 


PRISONS. 

These  are  employed  for  both  American  and  native  prisoners.  They  include  the 
following: 

Prison  at  Lingayen,  Pangasinan,  adapted  to  about  300,  either  American  or  native 
prisoners.    Total  expenditure  for  construction  and  repair,  $2,286.96. 

Prison  at  San  Isidro,  Nueva  Ecija,  adapted  to  85  American  and  549  native  prison- 
ers.   Expenditures  for  construction  and  repair,  $2,170. 

Prison  at  Iba,  Zambales  (detention),  adapted  to  25  American  and  175  native  pris- 
oners.    Expenditures  for  construction  and  repair,  $1,400. 

Prison  at  Bacolor,  Pampanga,  adapted  to  35  American  and  365  native  prisoners. 
Total  expenditures  for  construction  and  repair,  $4,946. 

The  bunks  and  other  furniture  required  for  these  prisoners  have,  as  a  rule,  been 
made  by  the  inmates. 

At  Bacolor  and  Lingayen  a  system  of  prison  manufacture  in  bamboo  work  has 
been  commenced.  This  is  not  yet  fully  developed.  It  is  susceptible  of  much 
advancement  and  could  be  made  of  advantage  to  the  prisons. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  question  of  water  supply  here  is  one  which  largely  affects  the  plan  of  occupa- 
tion by  the  United  States  troops.  It  is  impossible  in  many  sections  to  secure  potable 
water  for  domestic  purposes.  Sterilizers  have  been  furnished  at  all  stations,  but,  as 
previously  reported,  require  water  of  fair  chemical  components  in  order  to  give  desir- 
able results.  To  relieve  this  question  it  is  proposed  to  drive  tubular  wells  at  most 
stations  to  be  occupied  by  troops.  A  well-boring  apparatus  has  been  furnished  the 
department,  and  a  well  sunk  to  the  depth  of  about  400  feet  at  Caloocan.  The  indi- 
cations are  not  sufficiently  promising,  however,  to  continue  the  work,  though  it  is 
believed  that  farther  north  satisfactory  results  might  be  secured. 

Work  is  now  in  progress  on  a  well  at  Angeles.  An  artesian  well  at  San  Fernando 
owned  by  the  railroad  company,  about  20  miles  from  that  point,  having  a  depth  of 
about  600  to  800  feet,  has  given  satisfactory  results,  and  is  taken  as  a  favorable  indi- 
cation for  the  other  points  in  central  Luzon. 

The  iifficulties  of  water  supply  referred  to  are  mainly  in  the  interior.  Along  the 
coast  an  excellent  supply  is  secured  from  the  rivers  which  flow  from  the  mountain 
ranges. 

At  Aparri,  the  base  of  the  Cagayan  Valley  supply,  choice  rests  between  the  method 
of  piping  water  from  the  river,  a  distance  of  12  miles,  or  of  sinking  wells.  The  lat- 
ter, it  is  oelieved,  would  prove  more  economical. 

FUEL  AND  FORAGE. 

Wood  has  been  supplied  principally  by  local  purchase  at  lowest  obtainable  price. 
Cost  ranges  at  about  $3  gold  per  cord  in  the  southern  provinces  of  the  department 
and  $2.80  gold  per  cord  in  the  middle  and  northern  provinces.  This  wood  is  mainly 
in  the  form  of  small  branches  of  bamboo  or  hard  wood,  and  is,  as  a  rule,  satisfactory 
for  its  purpose. 

In  order  to  save  transportation  of  forage,  animals  were,  by  General  Orders,  No.  15, 
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Headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  March  25, 1901,  ordered  concentrated 
as  far  as  possible  during  the  inactive  or  rainy  season  at  points  along  the  railroad  or 
other  supply  base. 

From  present  deductions  it  could  at  least  l>e  estimated  that  allowances  of  forage 
could  be  made  on  basis  of  one-third  to  one-half  native  and  the  remainder  American 
forage,  estimating  as  a  total  supply. 

As  indicated  in  the  last  annual  report  from  the  office  the  general  opinion  at  that 
time  was  somewhat  adverse  to  the  extensive  use  of  native  forage  for  American  ani- 
mals. During  the  past  year,  however,  such  forage  for  both  American  and  native 
animals  has  gained  somewhat  in  favor. 

Abstract  of  the  opinion  of  the  different  officers  in,  however,  that  the  use  of  native 
forage  for  American  animals  for  a  short  time  is  satisfactory,  but  that  the  constant 
use  of  palay  and  grass  for  American  animals  is  in  many  cases  reported  as  not  pro- 
ductive of  the  best  results.  It  is  stated  that  animals  should  not  be  kept  on  this  class 
of  forage  for  a  great  length  of  time,  but  if  alternated  with  American  forage  that  its 
use  is  )>enencial. 

It  is  known,  however,  that  American  mules  have  l>een  kept  on  native  forage  con- 
tinuously for  a  numl>er  of  months  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  appeared  in  better 
condition  than  many  in  the  same  section  which  had  been  maintained  on  American 
forage. 

The  question  as  to  proportion  in  each  vicinity  depends,  however,  principally  on 
that  of  securing  native  forage  in  the  local  market. 

No  practice  has  been  introduced  of  curing  native  grass  for  use  as  hav;  it  is  neces- 
sary, therefore,  to  procure  from  day  to  day  green  grass  as  required  for  the  day's 
issue. 

In  some  localities,  as  in  the  Laguna  estuary  section,  neither  grass  nor  palay  can  be 
secured.  In  other  localities  native  forage  is  abundant,  and  especially  in  those  remote 
from  the  railroads  should  be  used  so  far  as  supply  will  permit. 

As  the  native  system  of  commerce  develops  it  will  undoubtedly  become  less  diffi- 
cult to  arrange  for  securing  grass  upon  a  general  contract.  Now  it  is  necessary  to 
rely  upon  the  industry  of  the  natives  for  the  product  in  each  locality. 

ICE   AND   DISTILLINO    PLANTS. 

Plants  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  and  distilling  of  water  have  l>cen  installed  during 
the  year  as  follows: 

At  Vigan:  One  ice  plant;  capacitv,  1  ton  per  day;  cost  for  construction  and  shelter, 
$257.88. 

At  San  Isidro:  One  ice  plant;  cost  of  shelter,  $301.65;  capacity,  1  ton  per  day. 

At  Aparri:  One  ice  plant,  placed  in  vacant  building;  guardhouse  in  connection, 
$20;  capacity,  1  ton  per  day. 

At  Aparri:  One  distilling  plant;  cost  of  pipe  and  construction,  $245. 

At  Dagupan:  One  ice  plant;  cost  of  construction  and  shelter,  $669.71;  capacity,  1 
ton  per  day. 

At  Dagupan:  One  distilling  plant;  cost  of  shelter,  $621.12. 

SEWAGE  SERVICE. 

No  water-sewerage  system  has  been  constructed  during  the  year.  Dry  earth 
closets  have  been  prqviaed  at  each  station  and  have  appeared  to  be*  satisfactory. 

SUPPLY    LINES. 

The  railroad  forms  the  principal  base  of  supply  lines  for  the  interior.  From  liases 
on  this  road  lines  lead  out  through  the  interior  to  the  different  stations  and  camps  of 
the  troops. 

Coast  steamers  supply  depots  at  various  points  along  the  seacoast.  Further  distri- 
bution to  minor  coast  points  is  made  by  smaller  boats;  and  finally  from  such  points 
to  the  interior  by  wagons,  carts,  pack  mules,  bancas,  cargo  and  tow  launches,  and 
rafts.  Of  these  forms  of  transportation  the  carabao  cart  and  the  banca  poled  by 
natives  are  undoubtedly  the  least  expensive. 

SUPPLY   OP  TROOPS. 

In  the  administration  of  supply  matters  two  plans  present  themselves.  First,  that 
of  supplying  in  advance  for  the  rainy  season  points  which,  from  heavy  roads  or  high 
water,  are  especially  difficult  of  access  during  that  season.    The  other,  that  of  depend- 
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ing  upon  carte  and  packs  or  water  transportation  to  work  supplies  through  as  needed 
during  the  rainy  season. 

The  former,  while  of  advantage  in  its  security,  is  expensive,  in  so  far  overtaxing 
transportation  at  times  as  to  require  the  hiring  ot  large  trains  of  caraliao  carts,  and  in 
necessitating  especial  provision  in  the  form  of  storehouses.  It  is  also  objectionable 
in  the  liability  of  stores,  especially  in  temporary  buildings,  to  deterioration  or  damage 
from  long  storage. 

The  second  method  has  the  advantage  of  supplying  fresh  stores  as  needed.  It 
requires  the  employment,  however,  of  some  hirea  carts  and  river  transportation,  since 
wagons  can  not,  as  a  rule,  l)e  employed  on  interior  roads  during  that  season.  It  is 
objectionable  also  in  the  difficulties  and  uncertainties  often  attending  travel  then  and 
in  liability  of  stores  to  damage  from  heavy  rains  or  deep  fords  on  the  road. 

During  the  coming  season  it  it  proposed  to  send  rainy  season  supplies  in  advance 
only  to  those  points  which,  from  past  experience,  will  be  practically  inaccessible  for 
freight  traffic  during  that  season. 

Transportation  system  of  the  interior  appears  to  be  especially  satisfactory.  The 
chief  commissary  of  the  dej>artinent,  in  an  official  report,  refers  to  the  remarkable 
immunity  from  loss  in  the  transit  of  stores  across  the  country.  Trains  of  carts  so 
long  that  they  could  not  l>e  guarded  throughout  their  length  have  often  been 
employed  in  this  service,  and  the  results  attained  are  in  no  small  measure  due  to  the 
evident  responsibility  which  the  native  drivers  recognize  toward  the  Government. 

The  transfers  of  funds  have  been  entirely  satisfactory.  There  is  no  system  of 
expressage  for  such  consignments,  and  they  can  only  be  intrusted  to  the  care  of  indi- 
vidual officers  to  take  them  in  many  cases  through  the  country  by  the  best  means 
which  they  can  secure.  Yet,  of  the  total  of  about  one  and  a  half  million  which  has 
been  so  handled  during  trie  year,  no  loss  or  deficiency  is  known. 

The  transportation  service  in  the  department  has  been  much  improved  during  the 
past  year.  It  could  hardly  l>e  expected,  however,  that  better  results  than  were 
attained  in  interior  supply  during  the  past  rainy  season  will  be  secured  in  this. 

Supply,  as  a  rule,  proved  ample  for  that  season  at  the  different  stations.  Some 
losses  occurred,  however,  from  deterioration  of  stores.  These  it  was  necessary  to 
replace  during  the  rainy  season. 

BEEF   AND   VEGETABLES. 

Supply  of  refrigerated  beef  and  vegetables  has  been  maintained  for  about  all  the 

rts  of  central  Luzon  which  are  occupied  by  American  troops.  This  was  effected 
„  a  network  of  expedited  lines  through  to  interior  stations,  starting  usually  from 
liases  on  the  railroad  with  wagons  or  Australian  bull  or  pony  carts.  From  various 
subbases  branch  lines  led  off  to  more  remote  points  by  means  of  carts,  pack,  or  native 
boats. 

In  organizing  these  lines  under  direction  of  the  department  commander,  the  great- 
est attention  has  been  given  to  securing  the  most  economical  method.  In  some  cases 
it  has  been  found  most  economical  and  satisfactory  to  award  contract  to  natives,  who 
carry  the  supplies  through  without  escort.  This  expedited  service  is,  however,  nec- 
essarily expensive. 

Along  the  coast  the  supply  is  more  difficult,  owing  to  the  uncertainty  as  to  the 
entry  of  vessels  at  many  of  the  ports  and  the  want  of  boats  equipped  with  refriger- 
ating apparatus  to  preserve  the  l)eef  in  case  of  delay.  Ice  boxes  nave  been  placed 
on  several  boats  and  shipment  of  beef  made  by  such  means,  but  this  method  is  objec- 
tionable, owing  to  the  extreme  liability  to  loss  when  rough  seas  delay  the  boat  on  its 
way. 

To  avoid  these  objections,  the  effort  has  l)een  made  by  the  commissary  department 
to  supply  }>eef  on  the  hoof,  ami  cattle  corrals,  to  aid  this  measure,  have  l>een  con- 
structed by  the  quartermaster's  department  at  Paoay,  Anarri,  Echague,  and  Tugue- 
garao.  The  prevalence  of  rinderpest,  however,  during  tiie  year  carried  away  alxmt 
all  the  cattle  in  the  coast  sections,  and  left  resort  to  refrigerated  beef  transported  by 
boats  the  only  means  of  supply. 

Purchase  of  cattle  without  the  island  and  other  points,  and  shipment  by  the  quar- 
termaster's department  by  special  boat,  is  now  contemplated. 

GENERAL  SERVICE. 

The  extreme  demands  upon  troops  for  military  duty,  the  constant  need  of  guard 
escort,  scout,  and  other  military  service,  has  left  practically  no  enlisted  service  avail- 
able in  the  care  or  maintenance  of  stations.  For  almost  trie  entire  work  of  the  quar- 
termaster's department  it  has,  therefore,  been  necessary  to  employ  paid  civilian 
services. 
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SERVICES  OK  OFFICERS. 


As  troops  are  maintained  practically  on  a  field  lyasis  and  stations  are  at  any  time 
subject  to  change,  the  entire  quartermaster' h  service  of  each  regiment  is,  as  a  rule, 
still  under  the  charge  of  its  regimental  quartermaster,  both  as  to  garrisons  and  sup- 
ply lines. 

The  work  falling  upon  officers  serving  in  the  quartermaster's  department  of  north- 
ern Luzon  generally  has  t>een  thoughout  one  of  unusual  detail  ana  extent. 

Aside  from  a  constant  press  of  business,  the  gradual  change  from  a  state  of  active 
Of>erations  in  the  field  against  hostile  natives  to  conditions  adapted  to  the  establish- 
ment of  civil  government  has  introduced  also  a  corresponding  change  in  business 
administration  as  affecting  the  natives.  The  matters  arising  in  each  day's  business 
have  therefore,  as  a  rule,  lx*en  questions  without  a  guiding  precedent. 

Special  disbursement**  have  also  l)een  required,  which  have  added  a  large  amount 
of  extra  work  to  the  usual  quartermaster  service.  This  sj>ecial  work  included  pay- 
ments as  follows:  For  native  scouts  and  scout  interpreters  in  the  different  district*?; 
for  serviceable  rifle*  and  revolvers  when  voluntarily  surrendered;  for  increase  in 
regular  salaries  of  native  police;  for  linemen  employed  by  the  signal  corps;  for  native 
laborers  in  the  medical  corps;  for  stenographers  and  native  witnesses  before  military 
commissions;  and  teamsters  employed  by  the  engineer  corps.  These  payments, 
except  in  «ase  of  the  last  item  mentioned,  were  from  public  civil  funds. 

It  would  l>e  hard  in  any  account  to  do  full  justice  to  the  officers  who  have  so  faith- 
fully discharged  this  service.  Their  service  has  l>een  marked  by  unfailing  industry, 
ability,  and  constant  and  active  interest  in  their  duties.  The  subjoined  list  shows 
the  officers  who  have  performed  services,  respectively,  as  depot,  district,  and  regi- 
mental quartermasters  in  this  department  during  the  year:'

CIVILIAN   SERVICE. 

The  services  rendered  by  the  civilian  clerks  who  have  identified  themselves  with 
the  work  in  the  quartermaster's  department  in  the  Philippine  Islands  call  also  for 
special  mention.  The  work  of  the  clerks  has  extended  far  beyond  that  usually 
required,  and,  as  a  rule,  has  been  prosecuted  with  but  little  regard  to  hours,  days  of 
week,  or  the  usual  holidays.  It  has  been  rendered,  as  a  rule,  cheerfully  and  with 
the  greatest  regard  for  the  interest  of  the  service.  Under  the  customs  of  the  service 
the  men  receive  less  pay  than  in  corresponding  positions  in  the  United  States,  the 
rules  there  requiring  length  of  service  as  a  requisite  to  advancement.  It  is  also 
extremely  difficult  to  secure  services  in  the  islands  owing  to  the  many  demands  in 
commerce  for  civilian  clerks.  Vacancies  have,  from  this  cause  and  sickness  inci- 
dental to  the  island,  often  existed  which  have  made  the  burden  of  work  harder  on 
the  clerks  who  remained  in  the  offices.  I  would  recommend  that  special-considera- 
tion be  given  to  those  men  in  the  quartermaster's  clerical  force  who  have  served 
faithfully  in  the  island*,  and  the  question  kept  in  view  of  rewarding  them  with  per- 
manent positions  in  the  public  civil  service  in  the  United  States.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  rej>ort  of  operations  of  the  subsistence 
department  in  this  department  for  part  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901.  I 
regret  tbat  the  necessity  of  a  sick  leave  prevents  me  from  including  in  this  rej>ort  the 
operations  of  the  remaining  six  weeks  of  the  year. 

TROO!*S   SUPPLIED. 

Up  to  January  28,  1901,  there  were  present  in  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon 
27,000  troops  and  something  over  4,000  prisoners  and  civilian  employees.  The 
strength  of  the  dejwirtment  on  April  30,  1901,  was  25,578  officers  and  men  and  several 
thousand  prisoners  and  civilian  employees.     These  troops  garrison  238  towns. 

Until  April  30,  1901,  the  following  was  the  district  organization  of  the  subsistence 
department  in  this  department: 

First  district.  Capt.  Ralph  Ingalls,  assistant  commissary  of  sulwistenee,  United 
States  Volunteers,  depot  commissary  at  Vigan,  and  chief  commissary  of  the  district. 

Second  district.  Capt.  John  E.  \Voodward,  assistant  commissary  of  sul>sistence, 
United  States  Volunteers,  dej>ot  commissary  at  Aparri,  and  chief  commissary  of  the 
district.

Fifth  district.  First  Lieut.  John  Kennedy.  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  de|M>t 
commissary  at  Angeles,  and  chief  commissary  of  the  district. 

Sixth  district.  First  Lieut.  Philip  Powers,"  Forty-second  Infantry,  I\  S.  V.,  chief 
commissary  of  the  district. 

On  September  17,  1900.  the  subdepot  at  Rosales  was  discontinued  and  Captain 
Street  was  ordered  to  the  depot  at  Dagupan  to  relieve  Captain  Pomroy,  who  was 
ordered  to  San  Isidro. 

On  May  1, 1901,  the  fourth  and  fifth  districts  were  consolidated,  becoming  the  new 
fourth  district,  the  depot  remaining  at  San  Isidro,  and  on  the  same  date  Lieutenants 
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Powers  and  Kennedy  were  relieved  as  district  commissioners  in  order  to  accompany 
their  regiments  to  tile  United  States,  the  subdepot  at  Angeles  being  discontinued. 

On  April  20,  1901,  Capt.  John  E.  Woodward,  assistant  commissary  of  subsistence, 
United  States  Volunteers,  was  ordered  to  relieve  Capt.  H.  E.  Ely,  Twenty-sixth 
Infantry,  as  depot  commissary  for  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  Manila,  P.  I. 

On  May  6,  1901,  First  Lieut.  H.  H.  Pattison,  regimental  commissary,  Third  Cav- 
alry, was  ordered  to  relieve  Capt.  Ralph  Ingalls,  assistant  commissary  of  subsistence, 
United  States  Volunteers,  ana  First  Lieut.  W.  D.  Davis,  regimental  commissary, 
Seventeenth  Infantry,  was  ordered  to  relieve  Capt.  H.  L.  Street,  assistant  commissary 
of  subsistence,  United  States  Volunteers,  to  enable  these  two  officers  to  comply  with 
orders  directing  them  to  proceed  to  the  United  States  for  muster  out  of  the  service. 

DEPARTMENT    DEPOT. 

This  depot,  established  by  General  Orders  No.  30,  Headquarters  Division  of  the 
Philippines,  series  1900,  has  made  all  shipments  of  stores  to  subdepots  and  stations 
in  the  department.  The  depot  was  established  in  order  to  meet  trie  peculiar  con- 
ditions existing  in  Manila,  to  facilitate  and  secure  prompter  shipment  of  stores  to 
troops  in  the  department.  It  has  handled  and  shipped  to  subdepots  and  other  sta- 
tions 40,000  tons  gross  of  subsistence  stores  during  the  period  July  1,  1900,  to  April 
30,  1901,  inclusive.  It  has  met  emergencies  and  has  given  to  the  department  a 
more  rapid  system  of  shipments  of  stores  than  existed  under  former  conditions. 

Nevertheless,  the  existence  of  a  general  subsistence  depot  and  a  department  depot 
in  the  same  city,  only  a  few  hundred  yards  apart,  is  inconsistent,  causing  excessive 
und  frequent  rehandling  of  stores  and  heavy  additional  operating  expenses.  I  there- 
fore recommend  that  on  June  30,  1901,  such  depot  be  discontinued. 

It  is  believed  that  a  well-organized  general  depot,  having  several  commissary  officers 
as  assistants  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  large  departments,  would  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  supply  and  save  to  the  Government  many  thousands  of  dollars 
expended  in  operating  expenses  and  extra  handling  of  stores,  especially  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  after  June  30,  1901,  the  number  of  troops  in  the  department  will  have 
been  materially  reduced,  will  have  settled  down  to  more  normal  conditions,  and  the 
problem  of  supplv  will  be  far  less  difficult. 

First  Lieut.  H.  fe.  Ely,  Twenty-second  Infantry  (now  captain,  Twenty-sixth  Infan- 
try), has  l>een  in  charge  of  this  depot  since  it  was  established.  His  work  has  been 
constant  and  laborious,  and  he  deserves  commendation- 

si:bi)epots. 

The  sul)depots  supply  troops  in  their  districts,  not  nearer  Manila  or  more  con" 
venient  of  supply  direct  from  the  department  depot  in  this  city,  which  supplies 
nearly  as  many  stations  as  all  the  subdepots  combined.  There  are  a  number  of 
distributing  stations  which  supply  nearly  as  many  troops  as  several  of  the  sub- 
depots. 

SUPPLY. 

All  troops  in  the  department  are  fully  supplied  to  include  the  period  June  30, 
1901.  The  first  and  second  districts  are  supplied  for  the  rainy  sjeason,  to  include 
Noveml>er  30,  and  the  supplies  for  the  rainy  season  for  the  other  district**,  to  include 
October  31  and  November  30,  have  been  ordered,  and  stores  are  being  shipped  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  It  is  intended  that  all  troops  in  the  department  dependent  on 
water  or  wagon  transportation  shall  have  in  their  hands  by  May  31,  or  not  later 
than  June  15,  supplies  for  the  rainy  season,  to  include  October  31  and  November  30. 
Some  i)erishable  stores,  such  as  frozen  meat,  fresh  vegetables,  and  a  few  other  per- 
ishable articles,  will  have  to  be  supplied  monthly. 

The  troops  have  been  generously  supplied,  not  only  with  every  component  of  the 
ration,  but  with  an  extensive  line  of  stores  for  sale,  over  (>0  articles  of  which  have 
never  been  supplied  to  any  military  post  in  the  United  States.  No  troops  in  garrison 
in  the  United  States  were  ever  supplied  as  liberally  or  with  food  of  better  quality 
than  those  in  this  department  during  the  past  year.  The  subsistence  department  has 
exerted  its  full  power,  energy,  and  thought  to  meet  every  demand  made  upon  it. 
The  sick  report  since  July,  1900,  has  been  reduced  about  50  per  cent,  and  is  due 
largely  to  the  unhesitating  subordination  of  the  subsistence  department  to  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  troops,  sparing  nothing  which  would  promote  an  efficient  condi- 
tion of  supply.  That  the  work  of  the  subsistence  department  during  the  past  year 
has  not  been  in  vain  is  attested  by  the  universal  commendation  of  all  officers  and 
soldiers  serving  in  this  department. 
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The  supply  of  27,000  troops  in  one  body,  or  in  five  or  six  field  commands,  is  a  sim- 
ple proposition  compared  with  the  supply  of  the  same  number  scattered  in  238  field 
stations.  Troops  on  the  march  constantly  engaged  require  few  sale  stores,  but  in 
garrison,  with  intermittent  scouts  and  field  operations,  in  a  country  destitute  of  food 
supplies  of  a  nature  to  which  American  troops  have  been  accustomed,  the  demand 
for  such  stores  is  far  greater  in  quantity  ana  variety  than  anything  known  in  the 
United  States.  The  quantities  and  varieties  are  needed  because  officers  and  men  are 
wholly  dependent  on  the  subsistence  department,  and  climatic  influences  cause 
capriciousness  of  appetites  never  known  in  our  country.  There  is  an  alternate  long- 
ing for  sweet*  and  acids,  necessitating  the  supply  of  great  quantities  of  candy,  jams, 
preserves,  picales,  and  sauerkraut. 

FRB8H-BKKF  SUPPLY. 

With  the  exceptions  of  two  battalions  stationed  on  the  Zambales  coast  and  several 
stations  in  the  fourth  district,  all  troops  in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth  districts 
have  received  a  regular  supply  of  from  six  to  seven  tenths  frozen  beef  and  100  pounds 
of  ice  daily  i>er  company.  The  two  battalions  on  the  Zambales  coast  and  the  troops 
in  the  first  dint  riot  and  part  of  the  second  district  are  now  receiving  al>out  two-tenths 
frozen  l>eef,  supplemented  by  small  quantities  of  native  beef,  roast  beef,  and  beef 
stew. 

Until  a  few  months  ago  the  second  district  received  an  ample  supply  of  native 
beef  by  purchase  of  beef  cattle  in  several  islands  north  of  Luzon,  delivered  at  Aparri, 
and  distributed  on  the  hoof  to  stations  up  the  river;  but  rinderpest  swept  this  section, 
killing  many  cattle,  some  of  our  own,  and  stopping  further  handling  of  beef  cattle  in 
that  district.    Some  native  beef  is  now  being  purchased  within  the  district. 

Epidemics  of  rinderpest  in  several  districts,  the  great  depletion  of  native  cattle  from 
such  disease,  and  consumption  by  the  troops  has  presented  a  problem  difficult  to 
solve  in  connection  with  tne  supply  of  native  beef  or  beef  cattle  obtained  from  any 
locality.  If  beef  cattle  had  been  brought  from  Australia  or  the  Straits  Settlements 
they  probably  would  have  died  from  disease.  However,  the  risk  will  have  to  be 
taken  and  beef  cattle  purchased  and  brought  from  these  two  countries  unless  we  can 
secure  sufficient  transportation  for  our  unlimited  supply  of  frozen  beef,  at  a  cost  of 
about  40  per  cent  less  than  is  now  l)eing  paid  for  inferior  native  beef  in  this  island,  or 
would  have  to  be  paid  for  imported  beef  cattle. 

A  full  supply  of  frozen  beef  has  been  pushed  to  every  station  where  transportation 
could  Ik?  secured  for  it.  On  one  line  it  leaves  a  station  on  the  railroad  and  goes  by 
Australian  bull  carts  and  carabao  carts  for  60  miles  into  the  interior,  arriving  in 
excellent  condition.  On  another  line  it  goes  by  such  carts  and  by  pack  mules  20 
miles  of  the  distance  over  a  mountain  trail.  For  a  long  time  these  sections  were 
infested  with  lad  rones  or  bands  of  insurgents  who  offered  no  molestation.  It  is 
probable  that  the  native  drivers  or  owners  of  carts  paid  toll  from  their  earnings. 

If  suitable  and  sufficient  water  transportation  were  provided,  nearly  all  the  troops 
in  this  department  would  receive  from  six  to  seven  tenths  frozen  beef.  During  the 
time  that  27,000  troops  were  in  the  department,  all  except  2,000  could  have  received 
a  six-tenths  supply  of  this  beef.  It  was  the  simple  question  of  getting  two  small 
ships  to  take  this  beef  from  Manila  to  9  coast  points,  from  which  there  would  have 
been  no  difficulties  in  transporting  this  beef  into  the  interior.  No  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  securing  the  necessary  land  and  river  transportation  under  the 
control  of  the  detriment  commander  and  his  chief  quartermaster.  For  a  long  time 
there  were  7,000  troops  in  the  first  district  which  were  supplied  from  6  distributing 
points,  viz,  San  Fernando,  Candon,  Vigan,  Salomague,  Laoag,  and  Bangui.  If 
transportation,  repeatedly  requested,  had  been  given  me  for  delivery  of  frozen  l>eef 
to  these  6  places,  I  could  have  given  to  every  man  in  this  district  six-tenths  frozen 
beef,  and  to  most  of  them  a  supply  of  ice. 

I  have  been  exceedingly  anxious  to  supply  all  troops  with  frozen  beef,  because  I 
know  it  influences  the  sick  report  more  than  any  component  of  the  ration.  I  have 
found  that  where  I  have  succeeded  in  supplying  this  beef  to  troops  who  have  never 
received  it  before,  the  sick  report  has  been  quickly  and  materially  reduced.  There 
lias  always  l>een  an  unlimited  quantity  of  frozen  beef  at  Manila  at  a  cost  of  6  to  7 
cents  per  pound,  while  in  the  sections  where  I  could  not  get  it  delivered  inferior 
native  l>eef,  hard  to  find,  was  purchased  at  an  average  cost  of  11  cents  per  pound,  and 
usually  eaten  before  the  animal  heat  was  out  of  it.  It  would  be  far  wiser  to  furnish 
liberal  water  transportation  for  transportation  of  frozen  beef  and  economize  in  expense 
in  some  other  direction,  even  to  the  extent  of  a  one-half  reduction  of  stores  for  sale. 
Experience  convinces  me  that  besides  good  bread,  first-class  refrigerated  beef,  frozen 
solid,  as  this  is,  will  keep  more  effective  rifles  in  ranks  than  anything  else  supplied 
Ut  troops  in  any  climate.   I  am  an  apostle  of  the  economic  expenditure  of  Government 
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funds,  but  never  at  the  expense  of  health  of  troops  and  consequent  reduction  in  the 
number  of  effective  rifles,  particularly  in  a  time  of  war. 

Last  summer  I  requested  that  two  small  ships,  fitted  with  refrigerators,  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  subsistence  department  of  Northern  Luzon  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  frozen  beef  and  all  other  subsistence  stores  to  the  10,000  troops  dependent 
solely  on  water  transportation.  I  thought  that  such  transportation  would  be  the 
most  economical  and  would  give  the  most  satisfactory  results  in  the  supply  of  these 
troops. 

Recently  one  small  steamer  was  fitted  with  an  ice  box,  thanks  to  the  generous 
assintaiute  of  Mai.  Thomas  Cruse,  depot  quartermaster,  and  this  boat  is  now  doing 
good  work,  which  is  supplemented  by  ice  boxes  put  on  commercial  steamers,  thus 
giving  the  two-tenths  supply  of  frozen  beef  already  mentioned.  One  more  boat  is 
needed,  and  there  is  some  hope  of  it  being  provided. 

TRANSPORTATION   OF   FOOD   SUPPLIES. 

The  Manila  and  Dagupan  Railroad  is  used  to  transport  stores  to  troops  stationed  at 
points  on  that  line,  and  to  stations  convenient  of  supply  from  it.  Coast  and  river 
points  are  supplied  by  means  of  ocean  and  river  steamers,  bancas,  and  cascos.  A  few 
stations  require  the  use  of  pack  mules.  Inland  transportation,  consisting  of  one  short 
railroad,  a  few  light-draft  river  steamers,  army  wagons,  bancas,  cascos,  and  a  motley 
array  of  Australian  bull  and  carabao  carts,  has  given  good  service  and  excellent  sat- 
isfaction. This  transportation  has  moved  through  hostile  country  infested  with 
lad  rones  or  detachments  of  insurgents,  but  the  stores  lost  or  damaged  have  been 
remarkably  insignificant. 

Until  very  recently  ocean  transportation  has  been  a  source  of  embarrassment  in 
the  supply  of  food  to  10,000  troops  wholly  dependent  upon  it.  It  has  been  the 
means  of  extraordinary  losses  of  valuable  subsistence  stores,  which  have  been  badly 
damaged,  wholly  destroyed,  or  have  disappeared  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  Few 
shipments  have  been  delivered  without  subsequent  action  of  a  board  of  survey  to 
adjust  heavy  losses. 

ROAST   BEEF. 

The  demand  for  roast  beef  has  been  very  great.  It  has  been  extensively  used  by 
the  troops  in  this  department,  and  has  given  excellent  satisfaction.  No  fault  can 
be  found  with  a  good  Quality  of  roast  beef  where  there  are  facilities  for  cooking,  but 
it  should  never  be  used  without  being  cooked.  It  is  needed  in  large  quantities  dur- 
ing the  rainy  and  typhoon  Season;  should  be  of  best  quality  of  beef,  packed  in  cans 
of  not  greater  than  2-pound  weight. 

BEEF  STEW. 

Beef  strew  and  vegetables  (potatoes  and  onions)  is  the  finest  component  of  the 
ration,  except  bread  and  refrigerated  beef,  ever  issued  to  the  troops.  It  will  take  the 
place  of  fresh  beef  when  it  can  not  be  supplied  better  than  any  other  meat.  It  is 
excellent  for  "hikes"  and  rapid  field  operations.  A  ration  can  of  beef  stew  and 
vegetables,  a  pound  of  hard  bread  in  tin,  a  tablet  of  chocolate  or  coffee,  sugar,  and 
salt  would  be  superior  and  more  acceptable  to  troops  than  any  emergency  ration 
ever  manufactured.     Large  quantities  of  beef  stew  are  needed  in  this  department. 

STANDARD   EMERGENCY   RATION. 

The  standard  emergency  ration  has  given  satisfaction.  Its  use  alone  has  enabled 
troops  to  operate  in  mud  and  water  up  to  their  necks,  and  without  transportation;  it 
was  the  only  ration  we  had  for  a  time  that  could  go  through  rain,  rivers,  anil  mud. 
Since  the  receipt  of  beef  stew  in  large  quantities  it  has  largely  supplanted  the  emer- 
gency ration  and  is  being  used  extensively  for  " hikes.' '  The  troops  are  enthusi- 
astic over  l>eef  stew,  and  if  some  hard  bread  were  provided  in  1-pound  tins  there 
would  be  little  or  no  call  for  any  so-called  emergency  ration. 

DESICCATED   VEGETABLES. 

Such  vegetables  are  required  in  large  quantities  during  the  rainy  and  typhoon  sea- 
son, which  includes  the  period  June  1  to  November  30,  inclusive,  when  land  and 
water  transportation  meets  many  obstacles. 
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FOOD   OF   AMERICAN   SOLDIERS   IN   THE  TROPICS. 

Contrary  to  theory,  practical  demonstration  proves  beyond  a  doubt  that  American 
soldier*  serving  in  these  islands  need  the  full  army  ration,  with  the  addition  of  more 
sugar.  The  same  amount  of  first-class  fresh  l>eef  is  required  as  in  Montana;  health 
can  not  \m  maintained  without  an  abundance  of  nutritious  food  carefully  prepared. 
The  foreign  population  in  these  islands  and  the  wealthy  natives  are  just  as  heavy 
eaters  as  are  Americans;  besides,  they  use  a  great  deal  of  8cotch  whisky  and  reil 
wine.  The  poor  masses  live  on  rice  and  fish,  but  not  from  choice.  They  are  amende 
and  full  of  skin  diseases  as  the  result  of  an  impoverishing  diet.  Native  scouts  fed 
on  the  army  ration  soon  get  fat,  change  in  appearance,  and  gain  strength.  In  a 
numl>er  of  instances  many  native  prisoners  of  war  and  other  natives  convicted  of 
crimes  have  been  received  at  prisons  suffering  from  beriberi  or  skin  diseases.  The 
surgeons  recommended  the  issue  of  the  army  ration,  stating  that  such  diseases  were 
the  result  of  an  impoverishing  diet  of  rice  and  fish. 

These  diseases  seem  to  have  rapidly  disappeared  under  the  benign  influences  of  the 
army  ration. 

It  has  l)een  sujjgested  by  some  persons  (not  company  commanders  or  their  men) 
that  a  special  ration  should  l>e  issued  American  troops  serving  in  the  Tropic*;  but 
practical  demonstration  does  not  support  any  such  opinions  founded  upon  theory. 
Company,  troop,  and  battery  commanders  recommend  no  change  in  the  ration  except 
an  increase  in  the  amount  of  sugar  and  the  issue  of  oatmeal. 

DETERIORATION   OF   STORES. 

The  department  has  suffered  some  losses  of  stores  from  fire,  severe  climatic  influ- 
ences, and  poor  storage  facilities  to  be  found  in  most  of  the  numerous  towns  and 
villages  occupied  by  the  troops.  The  long  rainy  season  is  very  severe  on  stores  not 
packed  in  tins,  particularly  on  flour,  and  bacon  packed  in  crates.  This  office  has 
taken  every  measure  to  minimize  such  losses. 

SOME   RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  subsistence  department  should  have  its  own  appropriation  for  the  purchase  or 
hire  of  trans}>ortation,  rent  of  warehouses  and  offices.  It  is  too  dependent  for  trans- 
portation of  food  supplies  upon  another  department,  which  is  naturally  more  con- 
cerned over  the  shipment  of  its  own  stores  than  those  of  another  department,  and  in 
times  of  great  stress  this  mav  result  in  failure  to  deliver  sufficient  food  to  troops  at  the 
right  time;  yet  the  responsibility  will  always  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  department, 
which  can  not  turn  a  wheel  except  at  the  pleasure  of  the  department  controlling  all 
transportation.  No  department  should  be  in  a  position  to  handicap  the  successful 
operations  of  another,  and  each  should  be  placed  upon  such  a  basis  as  to  preclude 
any  recriminations. 

At  least  half  the  flour  and  bacon  should  be  packed  in  tin,  flour  the  same  as  hard 
bread  is  now.  1  do  not  think  any  other  form  of  packing  will  meet  all  the  conditions; 
the  sacks  receive  rough  handling  and  are  often  badly  torn  and  not  infrequently  require 
resacking  after  delivery  by  merchant  steamers  to  coast  points.  Bacon  sfiould  be 
packed  in  9-pound  tins  for  general  use  and  some  in  j-pound  tins  for  "hikes"  and 
rapid  field  operations.  We  are  smoking  the  crate  bacon  with  very  gowl  results.  At 
each  station  there  is  a  little  smokehouse,  and  our  losses  of  this  art  icle  through  climatic 
influences  have  l>een  very  much  reduced.  Stores  packed  in  tin  and  subject  to  fer- 
mentation should  have  the  cans  well  lacquered  to  prevent  corrosion,  either  from 
dampness  or  the  contents  of  fermenting  cans. 

All  stores  are  of  very  fine  quality  and  have  given  entire  satisfaction.  The  long  list 
of  sale  stores,  especially  the  canned  vegetables,  have  given  great  comfort  to  the  troo}>s 
serving  in  these  islands. 

Among  the  many  capable  officers  who  have  performed  subsistence  duties  in  the 
department  who  deserve  praise,  I  desire  to  mention  Capt.  John  E.  Woodward. 
a**sistant  commissary  of  sulwistence,  U.  S.  V.,  who  has  had  charge  of  a  remote  dis- 
trict where  it  was  necessary  that  he  have  considerable  latitude  of  action.  He  has 
shown  fine  judgment  and  sj>ecial  capacity  for  sul>sistence  duties. 

First  Lieut.  T.  T.  Frissell,  regimental  commissary,  Third  Infantry,  has  l>een  in 
charge  of  a  large  distributing  station  doing  nearly  as  much  work  as  sevc»ral  of  the  sub- 
depots.  The  care  given  to  stores,  the  neatness  of  his  warehouse,  and  the  high  charac- 
ter of  his  work  all  merit  praise.  First  Lieut.  W.  F.  Creary,  regimental  commissary, 
Twelfth  Infantry,  has  been  a  careful  and  efficient  commissary. 

First  Lieut.  John  Kennedy,  Forty-first  Infantry,  U.  8.  V.,  and  First  Lieut.  Philip 
Powers,  Forty-second  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  have  shown  marked  ability  and  efficiency 
as  commissaries. 
My  thanks  arc  extvmhxl  to  all  commissaries  who  have  served  in  this  department 
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for  their  assistance  and  untiring  efforts  in  the  supply  of  troops  while  in  camp  and 
during  extensive  field  operations. 

I  also  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  me  by  Maj.  Thomas 
Cruse,  recently  assigned  to  duty  as  depot  quartermaster  of  the  division,  to  Maj.  R.  R. 
Stevens,  chief  quartermaster  at  the  department,  who  have  done  evervthing  in  their 
power  to  facilitate  the  shipment  of  food  supplies,  and  to  Col.  C.  A.  Woodruff,  chief 
commissary  of  the  division,  for  his  loyal  and  unfailing  support  with  all  the  power  of 
his  office. 

To  the  department  commander,  General  Wheaton,  I  am  grateful  for  his  unques- 
tioned support  and  commendation  of  the  work  performed  by  the  subsistence  depart- 
ment of  Northern  Luzon  since  July,  1900.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  concerning  the  operations  of 
the  subsistence  department  in  this  department,  covering  the  period  from  May  11  to 
June  30,  1901 : 

On  the  former  date  1  relieved  Maj.  George  W.  Ruthers,  commissary  of  subsist- 
ence, United  States  Volunteers,  as  chief  commissary  of  this  department. 

I  found  the  state  of  supply  as  already  set  forth  in  his  report,  and  but  little  more 
can  be  added  to  the  report  of  Major  Ruthers.  In  the  first  district  there  was  a  very 
oeneral  complaint  of  the  lack  of  an  adequate  supply  of  subsistence  stores.  This  has 
been  amended.  1  have  continued  the  system  of  supply  which  I  found  on  taking 
charge  of  this  office  and  have  kept  up  the  current  supply  of  all  stations.  All  stations 
in  the  department  which  can  not  be  very  quickly  ana  easily  reached  during  the  rainy 
season  are  supplied  with  rations  and  sales  stores  to  November  30,  1901,  excepting  the 
items  of  fresh  vegetables  and  frozen  beef.  These  continue  to  be  supplied  according 
to  the  scheme  left  me  by  Major  Ruthers. 

The  last  of  the  volunteer  troops  have  recently  been  withdrawn,  and  another  regu- 
lar regiment  also,  from  this  department,  but  these  withdrawals  have  but  little  effect 
on  the  matter  of  subsistence  supplies.  The  great  difficulty  is  transportation  to  enable 
the  supply  of  frozen  l>eef  and  ice  from  Manila.  A  great  deal  of  study,  thought,  and 
planning  have  l>een  put  upon  this  subject,  and  a  scheme  has  lx»en  prepared  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  division,  with  a  view  to  an  improvement  of  the 
present  incomplete  supply.  The  method  of  supply  through  district  chief  commissa- 
ries is  cumbersome  and  full  of  delay.  A  scheme  to  better  this  will  soon  l>e  submitted 
to  the  department  commander.  The  abandonment  of  sulxlepots  as  such  will  also  \ye 
recommended.  It  is  very  difficult  to  see  what  real  difference  exists'  between  a  sub- 
depot  and  many  other  of  the  distributing  points  in  the  department. 

The  reorganization  of  the  fourth  district  did  not  affect  the  subsistence  supplv. 

On  April  22,  1901,  Capt.  J.  E.  Woodward  was  ordered  to  relieve  Cajpt.  H.  E.  Ely 
as  depot  commissary  of  the  department,  and  on  July  2,  1901,  Capt.  F.  H.  Pomroy 
was  ordered  to  relieve  Capt.  J.  E.  Woodward. 

Lately  15,000  new  emergency  rations  have  !>een  distributed  in  the  department 
for  use.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  medical  department  of 
the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901 : 

At  this  date  there  are  274  posts  and  stations  scattered  over  the  department,  which 
contains  20  provinces  and  23,439  troops. 
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Total  rick  June  30,  1901,  was  1,663,  distributed:  lu  quarters,  310;  hospital,  tKK,  and 
absent  rick,  721. 

In  report  for  August  1,  1900,  the  relative  figures  were  from  a  command  of  25,500; 
rick  in  quarters,  669;  hospiial,  .597;  absent  rick,  911;  total  2,077;  and  the  number  of 
posts  was  226.  While  the  command  is  2,061  short  of  the  strength  at  last  report,  the 
nick  were  414  men  less.  The  rate  of  sick  per  thousand  of  strength  of  command  is 
70.95,  while  for  the  previous  year  it  was  SI. 45,  a  diminution  of  10.50  per  thousand. 
This  low  fall  in  the  sick  rate  is  accounted  for  by  the  large  number  of  small  stations 
without  facilities  for  obtaining  fresh  meats,  boiled  water,  proper  quarters,  and  the 
constant  replacing  of  men  discharged  by  raw  material.  Again,  the  military  necessity 
requiring  the  presence  of  troops  at  unhealthful  sites,  as  at  Murcia  and  Bamban, 
province  of  Tarlac,  where  constant  high  rick  rates  obtained,  should  be- considered. 


Area  embraces  that  portion  of  the  island  of  Luzon  lying  to  the  northward  of  the 
Pasig  River  and  the  provinces  of  Morong  and  Infanta,  together  with  all  the  Fhilip- 

Eine  islands  lying  northward  of  these  lines,  excepting  the  Calaguas  group.  The 
eadquarters  are  located  at  384  Calle  Oral.  Solano,  San  Miguel,  Manila,  P.  I.  The 
department  is  located  between  119.5°  and  122.5°  longitude  east  of  Greenwich  and 
14.5°  and  19°  north  latitude. 

Prior  to  April  10,  1901,  this  area  was  divided  into  six  districts,  as  follows. 

Firnt  dirtria.— Embracingprovinces of  Abra,  Bontoc,  Benguet,  I.epanto,  IlocosSur, 
ilocos  Norte,  and  Union,  with  headquarters  at  Vigan,  province  of  Iloeos  Sur. 

Sfrtind  dittriti. — Embracing  provinces  of  Cagayan,  Isabels,  and  Nueva  Vizcaya, 
with  headquarters  at  Aparri,  province  of  Cagayan. 

TTiird  tttiirid. — Embracing  the  provinces  of  Sam  bales,  Pangasinan,  and  Tarlac,  with 


headquarters  at  Dagupan,  province  of  I'angasii 
Fourth  rfisfrid.— Embracing  provinces  of  Nue 
ters  at  Kan  Isidro,  province  of  Nueva  Kcija.

MEDICAL   ADMINISTRATION. 


When  possible  the  regular  commissioned  medical  officers  have  been  assigned  to 
the  charge  of  administrative  affairs.     No  other  feature*  are  worthy  of  note. 


METHOD   OF   CARINU    FOR   SICK   AND    WOUNDED. 

Especially  in  the  field  during  action,  military  operations  during  the  past  year  have 
been  confined  to  the  first  and  fourth  districts,  but  not  on  any  large  scale. 
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Maj.  II.  S.  T.  Harris,  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  chief  surgeon,  fourth  district, 
Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  reports  an  follows: 

44  My  observation  of  field  service  in  the  past  year  ha*?  largely  been  in  mountain 
work,  where  it  was  impossible  to  have  ambulances. 

44  At  least  one  park  mule  was  always  assigned  to  the  medical  department.  The 
medical  and  surgical  chests  for  detached  service,  with  a  t>ox  of  extra  drugs  and  dress- 
ings, with  t>eef  extract,  condensed  milk,  and  crackers,  some  extra  blankets,  and  a 
wagon  sheet  or  hospital  tent  fly  formed  the  usual  medical  equipment. 

44  When  a  soldier  l>ecame  exhausted  on  the  march  a  hospital-corps  man  was  dis- 
mounted and  his  pony  given  to  the  sick  man.  The  sick  were  usually  sent  in  to  where 
an  ambulance  could  be  obtained,  on  empty  pack  mules,  when  the  train  was  sent  in 
for  supplies. 

44After  Maj.  Joseph  Wheeler,  jr.'s,  fight,  on  July  22,  1900,  at  Tubipm,  his  whole 
command  of  2  comj>anies  was  engaged  for  a  day  and  a  half  in  carrying  6  wounded 
men  over  difficult  mountain  trails  for  the  first  naif  and  through  a  veritable  marsh 
for  the  second  half  of  a  distant**  of  less  than  30  miles. 

**The  entire  force  was  wTorn  out  by  the  achievement,  from  which  fact  the  difficul- 
ties of  the  transportation  of  wounded  in  the  mountains  and  morasses  of  Luzon  may 
l>e  discerned.  Travois  can  not  l>e  used  in  the  mountains  owing  to  the  narrow  trails, 
nor  in  the  plains  owing  to  the  ri(*»  dikes.  A  1-mule  litter  was  made  at  the  shops  in 
San  Isidro,  but  proved  uncomfortable,  and  can  not  t>e  used  in  the  mountains  owing 
to  the  low-hanging  hamlxm.  The  only  method  universally  available,  which  I  have 
found,  is  the  hand  litter,  and  the  native  cargador  is  the  l>est  l>earer  of  it.  I  have 
seen  18  of  them  carry  a  patient  suffering  from  most  excrutiating  pains  around  the 
api>endix  (which  he  declared  to  be  worse  than  a  gunshot  wound,  of  which  he  had 
suffered  three)  without  noticeably  increasing  his  discomfort.  Six  of  them  at  one 
time  carried  the  litter  on  their  shoulders.  Ten-minute  shifts  were  employed  in  the 
early  part  of  the  day  and  five-minute  shifts  at  the  close. 

44,The  care  of  the  wounded  in  action  differs  entirely  from  the  theoretical  method. 
Practically  all  fights  are  advancing  ones  for  the  Americans,  consequently  no  dressing 
station  can  well  1k»  selected,  ami  wounds  must  be  dressed  as  they  occur,  ami  the 
medical  department  keep  up  with  the  commands  as  well  as  it  can.  A  dressing  station 
can  be  established  if  necessary  at  the  point  of  farthest  advance." 

KEOIMKNTAL    AND   oTIIKR    HOSPITALS. 

Circular  No.  K,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  dated  Manila,  P.  I.,  Jane 
21,  1900,  defines  that  hospitals  (in  Manila  excepted)  other  than  regimental  will  be 
designated  as  4t  military  hospitals."  Regimental  hospitals  will  b<-  designated  as  such. 
In  indorsement,  dated  chief  surgeon's  office,  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  Manila, 
P.  I.,  February  7,  1901,  the  following  appears: 

"My  instructions  heretofore  have  been  that  hospitals  declared  '  military'  by 
dejwirtment  orders  are  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  surgeon  of  the 
department  and  are  designated  'military'  hospitals  where  there  are  mixed  com- 
mands; not  declared  4 military'  in  orders  by  the  department  commander  and  under 
direct  supervision  of  chief  surgeons  of  districts  are  also  designated  'military.'  All 
others  are  regimental  hospitals.  The  regimental  hospital  may  Ik*  at  headquarters  of 
a  regiment.  An  outlying  station  garrisoned  by  troops  from  a  regiment  has  a  regi- 
mental hospital.  The  surgeon  of  the  regiment,  as  a  rule,  has  direct  jurisdiction  over 
these  hospitals,  is  responsible  for  the  property,  and  all  professional  and  military 
papers  pass  through  hLs  hands." 

Of  these  of  the  first  type,  i.  e.,  military  hospitals  under  supervision  of  chief  sur- 
geon of  the  department,  tnere  were  two  designated  base  or  military  hospitals  during 
the  operation  of  the  Second  Division  of  the  Eighth  Army  Corps  last  year,  viz.,  one 
at  Angeles  and  one  at  Dagupan  (l>ed  capacity,  300).  Angeles  (bed  capacity,  53)  was 
abandoned  January  15,  1901.  Vigan  (bed  capacity,  80)  was  declared  ny  department 
orders  a  military  hospital  September  6,  1900.  Of  the  second  type  of  military  hos- 
pitals there  is  one  at  Han  Isidro  (bed  caj>acity,  75),  formerly  headquarters  of  the 
fourth  district,  and  another  at  Aparri  (bed  capacity,  60) ,  present  headquarters  of  the 
second  district. 

As  the  numl>er  of  stations  of  detachments  and  companies  of  regiments  has  been 
(constantly  changing,  an  approximate  bed  capacity  can  only  be  given,  but  in  Decern- 
ing, 1900,  a  total  oed  capacity  of  2,124  for  all  hospitals  in  the  department  was 
recorded,  the  total  command  present  Deceml>er3l,  11KK),  being  26,533.  The  aver- 
age number  of  daily  sick  in  all  these  hospitals  was  about  767  for  the  month  of 
December,'  1900. 
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MEDICAL   SUPPLIES. 

The  simply  depot  prior  to  July  6,  1900,  was  at  Angeles,  but  as  all  supplies  to  coast 
ports  ana  stations  lying  north  of  Dagupan,  the  railroad  terminus,  had  to  go  via 
Manila,  the  supply  depot  was  moved  to  Manila  so  as  to  obviate  the  double  expense 
of  transportation.  The  supplying  of  stations  on  coast  line  during  the  typhoon  sea- 
son from  Manila  was  impossible.  Small  subposts  were  established  at  vigan  and 
Aparri  to  meet  emergency  calls. 

Supplies  are  furnished  on  requisitions  transmitted  through  regimental  surgeons, 
the  cnief  surgeon  of  the  district,  and  department  chief  surgeon,  who  revises  the  same 
in  accordance  with  supply  table  furnished  by  chief  surgeon  of  the  division,  and  they 
are  again  revised  by  issuing  officer  before  final  approval,  according  to  stock  on  hand. 
Supplies  are  obtained  from  division  supply  depot  on  requisition  of  department  sup- 
ply officer,  and  revised  in  this  office  before  finai  approval  of  chief  surgeon  of  the 
division.  The  supplies  are  transported  from  depot  to  receiving  officer  by  the  quar- 
termaster's department. 

TRANSFER   OK   HICK    ANI>   WOUNDED   TO   OTHER   HOSPITALS. 

The  sick  at  small  stations  are,  when  able  to  hear  transportation  and  travel  is  pos- 
sible, transferred  to  nearest  regimental  or  military  hospitals  in  the  department  or  to 
the  First  Reserve  hospital  in  Manila.  Sick  for  transfer  to  the  United  States  are  sent  to 
Firet  Reserve  hospital,  Manila;  for  discliarge  on  certificate  of  disability  to  the  Third 
Reserve  hospital.  Sick  at  posts  in  Mariquina  Valley,  or  the  old  sixth  district,  were 
sent  to  Santa  Mesa  hospital. 

All  transfers  of  this  character  require  the  authority  of  the  chief  surgeon  of  the 
department,  except  in  emergency,  when  sut>sequent  approval  may  be  obtained. 
Venereal  cases,  convalescents  from  fevers,  and  enteric  affections  are  sent  to  Santa 
Mesa  and  Corregidor  only  by  authority  from  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  division, 
secured  by  this  office. 

SANITATION. 

The  sources  of  water  used  bv  the  commands  are  from  surface  wells,  deep  wells, 
so-called  springs,  slow  and  rapid  running  rivers,  and  rainfall.  All  these  supplies  fur- 
nish evidences  of  contamination,  and  early  in  the  year  division  orders  were  issued 
looking  to  the  boiling  of  all  waters  used  for  drinking.  Siil*»equently,  and  as  soon  as 
obtainable,  Waterhouse-Forbes  sterilizers  were  secured,  issued,  and  put  in  use  by  the 
troops,  with  the  result  that  this  procedure  was  closely  followed  by  a  direct  lessening 
of  diseases  called  water-borne.  This  was  marked  in  the  cases  of  bowel  troubles.  All 
stations  are  now  furnished  with  these  sterilizers.  A  few  have  become  defective,  and 
boiling  the  water  is  resumed  until  the  sterilizer  can  be  replaced. 

FECES. 

In  a  general  way  the  dry-earth  system  is  carried  out,  final  disposal  being  by  cre- 
mation, or  into  some  water  course.  In  other  than  excreta  from  nealthy  men,  disin- 
fection is  practiced  before  final  disposal. 

SLOPS. 

Solid  refuse  is  usually  burned,  otherwise  disposed  of  by  water  course. 

SLEEPING   ARRANGEMENTS. 

Where  possible,  the  men  sleep  on  the  upper  floors  of  buildings,  otherwise  on  the 
first  floor,  which  is  from  10  to  20  feet  from  the  ground  and  freely  ventilated  under- 
neath. At  the  smaller  stations  the  Gold  Medal  cot  is  obtainable;  at  the  larger  hospi- 
tals wire  springs  and  mattresses  are  in  use  for  the  sick.  At  all  stations  the  mosquito 
bar  is  considered  a  necessity. 

KOOD. 

As  a  general  rule  the  food,  as  supplied  by  the  commissary,  is  of  good  quality  and 
ample,  with  the  exception  of  fresh  meat  to  some  stations  difficult  to  reach,  off  the 
railroad,  and  the  stations  depending  on  the  smaller  commissaries,  where  the  usual 
variety  of  stores  is  lacking.  The  tendency  to  economize  on  the  proteid  part  of  the 
ration,  especially  good,  fresh,  juicy  meats,  is  not  borne  out  by  practical  observation 
to  be  necessary  or  needful,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  lack  of  this  part  of  the  ration, 
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vert  along  the  railroad  and  the  river.  The  pool  at  the  culvert  was  devoid  of  the 
larval  form  of  the  insect,  and  the  rapid-running  stream  and  apparently  dry  banks 
gave  no  further  evidence.  It  was  the  opinion  that  the  breeding  place  was  not  far 
from  the  quarters,  and  the  wells  were  investigated;  water  drawn  up  showed  mosqui- 
toes, and  m  one  instance  in  the  sterilized  water  kept  in  a  barrel  under  the  quarters 
the  pupa  or  wriggler  was  found.  The  man  who  attended  the  sterilizer  made  the 
statement  that  mosquitoes  were  particularly  numerous  about  the  water  barrels.  It  is 
the  opinion  of  the  undersigned  that  these  mosquitoes  breed  in  the  open  wells  and  in 
barrels  of  water  unprotected,  and  live  in  the  quarters  close  by,  and  convey  the  infec- 
tion from  man  to  man,  and  accordingly  I  respectfully  submit  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

"First.  That  the  command  l>e  supplied  with  mosquito  bare  and  the  men  instructed 
in  their  intelligent  use,  and  so  obtain  their  cooperation. 

"Second.  That  the  quarters  be  fumigated  with  the  fumes  of  sulphur  so  as  to  kill 
the  insects  living  in  the  building  and  already  inoculated. 

"Third.  That  the  entire  command  be  given  12  grains  of  quinine  daily  for  one 
week,  and  on  every  seventh  day  thereafter  for  two  months. 

"Fourth.  That  the  men  on  guard  duty  Ihj  protected  bv  headnets  or  by  covering 
the  exposed  parts  by  cotton-seed  oil  containing  the  odor  of  eucalyptus,  and  made  by 
using  trie  oils  furnished  by  the  medical  department. 

"Fifth.  That  the  water  as  sterilized  by  the  Waterhouse-Forbcs  sterilizer  be  con- 
tinued, and  the  supply  protected  by  covering  the  barrels  with  mosquito  cloth  held 
in  place  by  bamboo  rims  and  that  the  wells  in  use  be  cleaned  and  supplied  with 
covers.  Those  wells  not  in  use  to  have  poured  into  each  one  pint  of  petroleum  or 
kerosene  oil."    *    *    * 

The  above  recommendations  were  commenced  Mav  19,  1901.  The  total  sick  from 
malarial  disease  for  each  month  of  the  year  was  as  follows:  January,  46;  February, 
71;  March,  37;  April,  20;  May,  18;  June,  3. 

In  compliance  with  a  similar  request  from  this  office,  the  following  was  shown  to 
exist  at  Murcia,  province  of  Tarlac:  *  *  *  "The  following  figures  taken  from 
the  records,  which  do  not  include  those  treated  not  on  sick  report,  show  how  the 
command  has  suffered  from  the  paludal  poisoning  so  freely  distributed  at  this 
station,  viz:

44 The  pueblo  close  by  has  a  habitation  of  185  persons,  and  several  of  these  were 
down  with  calenturia  or  malaria.     *    *    * 

"The  sick  cases  of  malarial  origin  upon  examination  of  their  blood  showed  the 
presence  of  the  Laveran  organism,  the  specific  cause  of  malarial  fevers.  The  type  was 
of  the  tertian  variety  and  exceedingly  severe,  producing  in  one  case  hematuria  or 
blood  in  the  urine,  the  so-called  black-water  fever.  In  this  case  the  infection  was  of 
the  type  seen  in  South  and  Central  America,  the  Brazos  bottoms  of  Texas,  and 
Africa;  it  is  not  devoid  of  danger,  may  destroy  life,  and  frequently  is  the  cause  of 
serious  organic  leisons  of  the  internal  organs.  This  item  is  worthy  of  mention  to 
show  that,  if  the  military  necessity  of  garrisoning  such  an  insalubrious  locality 
should  cease  it  is  the  letter  part  of  wisdom  to  remove  the  troops  from  so  unwhole- 
some a  site.  But  4  to  6  miles  away  at  other  stations  1  am  given  to  understand  that 
no  such  conditions  as  these  exist.     *    *    * 

"  Having  demonstrated  the  malarial  parasite  in  the  blood  of  several  of  the  men  of 
this  command,  attention  was  given  to  possible  breeding  places  of  the  mosquito  in 
neighboring  sites  containing  pool  of  water  in  which  the  Tarvie  and  pupae  of  the  mos- 
quito were  found  in  great  abundance.    *    *    * 

"  This  station  is  one  if  to  Ihj  permanently  garrisoned  should  be  thoroughly  drained 
by  subsoil  drainage,  and  mosquito-proof  quarters  furnished.  That  suctorial  insects 
have  frequently  been  conclusively  demonstrated  to  be  an  active  agent  in  transmitting 
diseases  of  both  man  and  beast  is  no  longer  doubted.    *    *    *    It  is  recommended: 

"  First.  That  the  men  be  instructed,  and  their  intelligent  cooperation  secured,  in 
the  use  of  the  mosquito  bar;  that  all  bars  be  sound  and  free  from  torn  places,  and 
th*t  they  be  lowered  at  5  p.  m, 
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"  Second.  That  the  guard  be  furnished  with  mosquito  bars  and  head  nets,  and  that 
unavoidably  exposed  places  be  anointed  with  olive  oil  impregnated  with  the  odor  of 
eucalyptus,  prepared  from  the  oils  furnished  by  the  medical  department. 

"Third.  That  the  older  quarters  be  fumigated  with  sulphur  to  kill  all  inoculated 
insects  having  their  living  places  in  the  barracks.  Houses  can  be  rendered  free  from 
mosquitoes  by  burning  two  or  three  cones  of  pyrethrum  powder — an  ingredient  of 
ordinary  insect  powder  that  has  been  moistened  with  water  and  shaped  into  cones 
similar  to  the  chocolate  drop — thus  stupefying  the  insect  without  harm  to  human 
beings.  Kerosene  oil  in  a  dish  held  under  the  insect  will  cause  it  to  drop  in  the  dish, 
and  many  can  be  removed  from  the  inside  of  nets  in  this  way. 

"  Fourth.  That  the  entire  command  be  given  quinine  daily,  12  grains  to  each  man, 
for  one  week,  and  every  seventh  day  for  two  months  thereafter. 

"  Fifth.  That  the  breeding  places  of  the  mosquito  have  petroleum  (kerosene  oil) 
poured  on  the  swamp  water  in  the  proportion  of  1  ounce  for  every  15  square  feet 
of  surface,  and  to  be  renewed  monthly;  that  the  wells  from  which  water  is  drawn 
be  kept  covered  when  not  in  actual  use.  Disturbing  of  earth  by  digging  or  turning 
over  the  soil  adjacent  to  the  command  should  be  forbidden. 

*  *  Sixth.  That  the  water  for  potable  purposes  be  used  as  obtained  from  a  Waterhouse- 
Forbes  sterlizer  in  good  condition."     *    *    * 

By  a  department  order  the  command  at  this  station  was  reduced  to  a  small 
detachment. 

Smallpox  is  endemic  among  the  natives,  occasionally  affecting  the  troops  in  iso- 
lated instances.  It  has  never  oeen  epidemic  so  far  as  the  troops  are  concerned.  In 
a  report  on  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  in  the  first  district,  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon,  by  Maj.  Ogden  Rafferty,  surgeon,  United  States  Volunteers,  dated  March  11, 
1901,  he  states:  *  *  *  "For  the  natives  a  public  vaccinator  has  been  employed, 
Ruperto  Susano,  of  Tagudin.  During  the  month  of  December  he  was  employed  at 
Alilem,  in  the  province  of  Union.  He  has  never  been  paid,  but  the  roll  nas  been 
forwarded  by  Dr.  Curtis  at  Alilem.  During  his  service  he  has  vaccinated  2,560, 
three-fourths  of  which  were  under  the  age  of  5  years.  Among  the  children  he  esti- 
mates the  successful  vaccinations  at  about  80  per  cent,  while  the  adults  were  all 
unsuccessful.  *  *  *  On  inspecting  the  pestnouse  3  cases,  children,  were  found 
all  doing  well  and  recovering.  The  virus  furnished  has  been  good.  *  *  *  The 
virus  that  has  been  sent  to  Vigan  from  Manila  has  been  of  variable  quality.  Much  of 
it  has  been  spoiled  through  the  effect  of  heat.  All  that  has  been  sent  up  packed  in 
ice  has  been  good.     *    *    * 

"  By  the  authority  of  General  Wheaton  native  vaccinators  have  been  appointed  in 
accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  91, 1900,  office  of  military  governor,  at  the  follow- 
ing places:  One  at  Laoag,  Batac,  Badoc,  Dingras,  Bangui,  Vigan,  Lapo,  Santo 
Domingo,  Candon  (discharged  June  1),  Cauayan,  Narvacan,  Santa,  Alilem,  Tagu- 
din, Namagpacan,  Bangar,  Tubao,  Bagnotan,  one  for  the  two  towns  of  San  Francisco 
and  Balaoang,  and  one  for  Naguilian  and  one  for  Solsona.  Major  Drake  states  that 
owing  to  the  enormous  amount  of  paper  work  to  be  done  these  vaccinators  can  not 
be  paid;  the  doctors  don't  seem  to  understand  preparing  the  rolls,  and  that  after 
one  or  two  ineffectual  attempts  to  comply  with  the  requirements  the  rolls  get  lost  in 
the  mail  or  pigeonholed  somewhere,  and  so  the  matter  rests.  He  strongly  advocates 
a  more  simple  method  of  payment    *    *    * 

"  In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  remark  that  at  present  the  disease  does  not  exist  either 
among  the  troops  or  the  natives  in  anywhere  near  the  proportion  that  it  existed  at 
this  time  last  year.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  it  does  not  exist  in  an  endemic 
form  in  the  outlying  barrios  of  numerous  towns  in  the  first  district.  I  believe  that 
these  sporadic  cases  will  be  reported  from  time  to  time  for  the  next  two  or  three 
years,  or  until  such  time  as  we  can  obtain  more  perfect  control  over  the  natives. 
There  seems  to  be  two  centers  of  origin  for  the  trouble  in  this  district,  one  in  the 
outlying  barrios  and  small  towns  near  Bangar  and  the  other  in  the  small  towns  near 
Vigan.  From  these  centers  it  follows  the  main-traveled  road  going  north  and  south, 
losing  somewhat  in  virulence  as  it  proceeds.  It  is  believed  to  have  existed  in  an 
endemic  form  among  the  mountain  people  for  a  good  many  years.  These  people 
have  simply  no  ideas  about  disinfection.  A  case  develops  among  them,  usually 
among  the  children;  the  case  dies  or  gets  well;  nothing  is  destroyed  or  disinfected. 
The  people's  religious  training  causes  them  to  look  on  it  with  indifference,  believing 
it  is  a  matter  of  Divine  Providence  whether  they  survive  or  perish.  Frequently  these 
people  move  down  into  coast  towns,  bringing  tneir  infected  property  with  them,  and 
m  course  of  time  new  cases  develop  in  the  most  unexpected  localities.  The  natives 
are  not  averse  to  vaccination,  in  fact  they  believe  in  it,  but  beyond  that  they  will 
not,  unless  compelled,  take  any  precautions  against  the  disease.  Nearly  every  native 
you  examine  above  the  age  of  5  can  exhibit  good  vaccination  marks  or  the  pits  of 
variola.  It  is  this  fact  that  makes  it  almost  universally,  in  this  district,  a  disease <\t 
childhood.    The  Spanish  employed  tow  u  vaccinator^  ^sa&  Vxssat.^tafe Nw-w^Vas^a^s^ 
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it  was  and  still  is  a  favorite  custom  with  these  vaccinators  to  get  all  the  people  in  the 
plaza  after  church  on  Sundays  and  vaccinate  them.  They  employed  the  arm-to-arm 
vaccination,  and  were  more  successful  with  it  than  with  the  virus  now  furnished 
them,  which  frequently  seems  to  be  inert.  The  insurrection  before  and  after  the 
arrival  of  the  Americans  drove  many  of  the  people  to  the  bills,  discontinued  the  old 
methods  of  yearly  vaccination,  so  that  now  there  are  numerous  children  below  the 
age  of  5  going  about  who  have  never  successfully  been  vaccinated  and  are  ripe  for 
the  disease  at  the  first  exposure.  The  methods  adopted  by  the  medical  officers  to 
check  the  disease  among  the  troops  have  been  effectual  and  zealously  carried  out. 
Vaccination  has  been  frequently  repeated.  During  the  past  month  over  75,000  units 
of  virus  have  been  shipped  to  this  district  for  the  soldiers  and  natives.  Native  vac- 
cinators have  been  employed  in  accordance  with  General  Orders,  No.  91, 1900,  office 
of  the  military  governor,  but  not  in  sufficient  numbers.  Every  town  of  10,000 
inhabitants,  whether  garrisoned  by  troops  or  not,  should  have  at  least  two  vaccina- 
tors. All  the  medical  officers  have  not  yet  received  your  letter  of  February  11, 1901, 
referring  to  certain  data  about  the  vaccinations,  and  from  my  inspection  of  the 
records  kept  by  these  native  vaccinators  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  medical  officers 
called  on  will  not  be  able  to  make  a  satisfactory  report. 

"  I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  recommendations  for  your  considera- 
tion: 

"  First.  That  it  should  be  made  compulsory  (by  fine  or  imprisonment)  for  natives 
to  report  every  suspicious  case  to  the  military  authorities.  After  inspection  by  the 
surgeon  or  his  authorized  assistant  every  house  containing  smallpox  should  display 
a  yellow  or  red  flag;  which  should  not  be  removed  until  the  patient  has  been  moved 
and  the  house  disinfected  with  bichloride  of  mercury  or  carbolic  acid  and  then 
whitewashed.  All  bedding  and  clothing  coming  in  immediate  contact  with  the  per- 
son of  the  sick  should  be  burned. 

"Second.  That  it  should  be  forbidden  (and  enforced  by  fines  or  imprisonment)  to 
hold  public  or  church  funerals  for  anyone  dying  from  smallpox. 

"Tnird.  That  it  should  be  compulsory  for  every  city  of  3,000  or  more  inhabitants 
to  establish  a  pesthouse  at  least  one-half  mile  from  any  collection  of  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  all  natives  who  could  not  quarantine  their  sick  at  home  to  the 
entire  satisfaction  of  the  surgeon,  each  patient  to  be  allowed  one  relative  attendant, 
and  the  two  to  be  supported  at  the  public  expense  for  such  time  as  the  surgeon  may 
direct  or  for  such  time  as  they  may  remain  inmates  of  the  pesthouse. 

"Fourth.  That  for  the  next  two  years  two  native  vaccinators  should  be  employed, 
at  a  suitable  salary  (monthly),  for  every  city  of  5,000  to  20,000  inhabitants;  that  they 
should  be  compelled  to  see  and  vaccinate,  if  necessary,  every  man,  woman,  and  child 
(over  three  months  old)  in  their  pueblo  or  barrios  at  least  once  every  month  during 
December,  January,  February,  and  March,  and  for  any  other  months  in  the  year  that 
necessity  may  demand,  upon  the  authority  of  the  district  commander. 

"Until  the  completion  of  the  ice  machines  at  Vigan  and  San  Fernando  I  would 
also  recommend  that  these  native  vaccinators  be  supplied  with  two  watch  crystals 
with  a  rubber  band  and  a  small  vial  oi  glycerine,  to  enable  them  to  keep  and  prepare 
their  scabs  or  crusts  used  in  their  arm-to-arm  vaccination,  with  which  they  ail  seem 
to  be  familiar. 

"Fifth.  For  the  troops  I  would  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  methods  now 
in  use,  viz:  Repeated  vaccination,  isolation,  and  quarantining  when  necessary. 
Further^  as  my  investigation  has  convinced  me  that  all  soldiers,  so  far,  have  con- 
tracted it  from  direct  contact  with  infected  material,  1  would  further  recommend 
that  orders  be  issued  forbidding  soldiers  to  enter  native  shacks,  especially  from  the 
1st  of  December  till  the  1st  of  July. 

"Sixth.  I  would  further  recommend  that  until  the  ice  machines  are  established  in 
good  working  order  some  experiments  be  made  with  virus  dried  on  ivory  points. 
Many  medical  officers  believe  this  class  of  prepared  virus  would  be  more  effective 
where  ice  can  not  be  obtained."    *    *    * 

Leprosy  is  found  to  exist  at  different  places,  some  having  1  or  2  cases,  while 
at  other  places  8  to  10  cases  have  been  noted.  Many  cases  probably  exist  craite 
unknown  to  the  military  authorities.  No  systematic  method  of  segregation  is  in 
operation,  but  when  cases  are  reported  the  military  authorities  are  urged  to  isolate 
them. 

Beri-beri.— Maj.  Edwin  F.  Gardner,  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  chief  surgeon 

third  district,  reports:    *    *    *    "Beri-beri  prevailed  extensively  in  the  military 

prisons  at  Lingayen  and  Iba  in  the  latter  part  of  1900.    By  sanitary  measures,  changes 

of  diet,  and  proper  treatment  it  has  been  almost  completely  eradicated  in  those 

places.    There  are  only  15  cases  at  present  in  Lingayen,  and  there  were  at  one  time 

nearly  100.    These  cases  are  improving,  and  it  will  apparently  soon  be  stamped  out. 

At  Ibk  the  epidemic  is  also  under  control,  and  the  number  of  cases  reduced  from  45 

to  18  At  last  report.  • 
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u  There  have  also  been  a  few  scattering  cases  at  other  places,  but  none  have  been 
rerjorted  recently."    *    *    * 

Maj.  H.  S.  T.  Harris,  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  chief  surgeon  fourth  district, 
Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  reports:  *  *  *  "  Beri-beri  appeared  in  the  San 
Isidro  military  prison  about  August  last  (some  prisoners  arrested  having  the  disease 
already).  Some  60  cases  occurred,  with  a  mortality  of  about  one-third.  All  cases 
which  had  lost  the  knee  jerk  were  removed  from  the  prison,  after  isolation  in  one 
large  room  in  the  prison  had  been  tried  unsuccessfully.  They  were  placed  in  an  airy 
building,  well  elevated  from  the  ground,  and  treated  by  strychnine  and  other  tonics. 
Their  diet  was  already  very  fair.     Under  this  system  the  mortality  was  checked. 

"Within  the  prison  cement  floors  were  laid,  the  bunks  scrubbed  with  chloride  of 
lime,  and  the  walls  whitewashed.  Disinfection  was  kept  up  for  some  time.  New 
gangs  of  prisoners,  as  they  arrived,  were  inspected.  No  further  outbreak  has  occurred. 
Many  of  the  old  cases  have  recovered,  though  some  are  still  under  treatment.' '  *  *  * 

The  cases  appearing  from  this  disease  are  from  the  native  population.  One  case 
occurring  in  an  enlisted  man  was  reported  from  San  Jose,  province  of  Nueva  Ecija. 
This  was  from  a  mountainous  region. 

Bubonic  plague. — On  June  8,  1901,  it  was  determined  by  an  expert  from  the 
Manila  board  of  health  that  5  cases  of  plague  had  occurred  in  Malolos.  It  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  board  of  health  of  Manila  without  delay.  On  June  10, 
1901,  1  medical  officer  and  3  sanitary  men  left  Manila  for  Malolos  from  the  board 
of  health.  On  June  11  the  following  was  reported:  *  *  *  "Halsell  wires  from 
Malolos,  'No  new  or  suspicious  cases  found  or  reported.  Presidente  has  furnished 
4  inspectors,  making  9  in  all.  Commenced  immediately  house-to-house  inspec- 
tion. Detention  camp  and  hospital  have  been  established,  and  1  case  was  reinovd 
to-day;  conditions  so  far  encouraging.    Six  cases  so  far  reported.' 

"Meaciiam, 
"President  Board  of  Health:1 

The  quarantine  was  raised  June  18,  1901,  final  report  showing  that  3  cawes  were 
undoubted  plague  and  3  suspicious. 

On  June  30  a  case  of  plague  was  found  at  Concepcion.  It  was  in  a  native  from 
Manila,  from  an  infected  house.  The  case  died,  which  ended  the  disease  at  this 
place,  similar  precautions  as  at  Malolos  having  been  taken. 

WORK    IX) NK   IN   THE  WAY   OF   VACCINATION. 

Orders  were  issued  that  "every  enlisted  man  of  the  commands  who  had  not  been 
successfully  vaccinated  within  the  past  six  months,  as  shown  by  company  records  or 
within  personal  knowledge  of  the  officer,  will  be  vaccinated  at  once,  and  should  the 
operation  not  prove  successful  it  will  be  repeated  at  intervals  of  two  weeks,  as  often 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  surgeon  in  charge  of  organization  it  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary to  protect  against  smallpox;  but  not  less  than  3  unsuccessful  vaccinations  from 
the  date  of  this  order  will  be  accepted  as  sufficient  protection."  Since  October  1, 
1900,  130,700  units  of  vaccine  virus  were  furnished  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon 
and  issued  for  use  of  the  troops  in  the  department  on  requisition  from  this  office. 

Natives  were  vaccinated  by  public  vaccinators  paid  for  by  the  civil  funds.  Maj. 
P.  C  Fauntleroy,  surgeon,  United  States  Volunteers,  disbursing  officer  for  Depart- 
ment of  Northern  Luzon,  reports  as  follows: 

*  *  *  "The  following  is  a  report  of  the  work  done  between  June  26,  1900,  and 
June  30,  1901:

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"The  cost  of  vaccination  was  a  fraction  over  5  cents  gold  for  each  person,  and  the 
amount  expended  for  medical  supplies  for  sick  indigent  natives  was  one-half  cent 
per  capita.  The  successful  vaccinations  were  about  o7  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
vaccinated.,,    *    *    * 

There  was  difficulty  in  preserving  the  virus  en  route  to  most  coast  stations  and  to 
those  at  great  distances  from  the  railroad.  Now  the  virus  is  transmitted  by  hospital 
car  in  ice  chest  to  nearest  point  and  sent  to  stations  within  reasonable  distance.  The 
establishment  of  ice  plants  at  Vigan,  Aparri,  and  other  out  of  the  way  stations 
afforded  facilities  for  Keeping  the  virus;  otherwise  the  material  decomposed  and 
became  inert  and  worthless. 

INSTRUCTION   OP   HOSPITAL  CORPS,  EFFICIENCY    AND  DISCIPLINE. 

A  table  of  instruction  is  now  followed  at  stations,  and  the  efficiency  and  discipline 
are  good. 

QUARANTINE   MEASURES. 

In  case  of  contagious  epidemic  disease  the  usual  quarantine  regulations  are 
enforced. 

SYSTEM   OF   MESSING,  8UFFICENCY,  VARIETY,  AND   PREPARATION. 

At  the  large  stations  the  messing  arrangements  are  good;  the  sick  unable  to  eat  the 
regular  ration  are  subsisted  on  the  40  cents  per  diem  fund;  the  other  sick  and  mem- 
bers of  the  hospital  corps  on  the  ration.  The  variety  is  dependent  on  the  industry 
of  natives  of  surrounding  country,  the  stock  as  furnished  by  the  subsistence  depart- 
ment, and  according  to  facilities  for  obtaining  fresh  meats.  The  standards  of  messes 
and  quantity  of  food  necessarily  depend  on  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  well-stocked 
commissary  and  ample  markets  of  the  larger  garrisoned  towns  to  the  small  barrio, 
where  the  troops  are  entirely  dependent  for  all  articles  of  food  on  near-by  stations 
having  commissaries  and  markets.    The  preparation  of  the  food  is  usually  good. 

MEANS  OF  TRANSPORTATION    FOR  THE  SICK. 

On  the  railroad  between  Manila  and  Dagupan  a  hospital  car  is  maintained,  with  bed 
accommodations,  ice,  a  few  simple  medicines,  and  attendance.  All  sick  from  stations 
adjacent  to  the  railroad  are  transported  on  this  car  to  the  larger  hospitals.  Off  the 
railroad  the  river  routes  are  followed  when  possible  by  small  l>oats,  cascos,  etc., 
thence  by  wagon  or  litter  to  the  hospitals.  On  the  coast,  vessels  stopping  at  ports 
furnish  the  needed  transportation  on  the  usual  quartermaster's  request  The  hospital 
ship  Relief  has  also  brought  sick  from  the  military  hospitals  and  stations  on  the  coast 
line. 

CONDITION   OF   MEANS  OF  TRANSPORTATION    PERTAINING   TO   MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

The  ambulance  as  furnished  is  the  only  means  of  transportation  over  which  the 
medical  department  has  direct  control,  and  draft  animals  for  the  purpose  are  not 
under  the  control  of  the  medical  department,  but  furnished  from  time  to  time  by 
quartermaster.  The  ambulances  have  answered  their  purpose  very  well;  many  are 
out  of  repair.  Some  reports  state  that  unless  heavily  loaded  they  are  not  an  easy 
riding  venicle,  and  that  broader  tires  seem  to  be  necessary.  The  available  ambu- 
lances at  present  number  about  60. 

CONDITION   OF  MEDICAL   PROPERTY,  WHETHER    USED   FOR  PRIVATE   PURPOSES. 

The  condition  of  medical  property  is  affected  largely  by  the  character  of  service 
and  climatic  conditions.  All  instruments  and  furniture  of  metal  soon  oxidize,  bed- 
ding and  woodwork  frequently  destroyed  by  ants;  otherwise  the  property  shows  fair 
wear.  The  lack  of  repair  shops  is  a  feature  that  requires  consideration.  There  have 
been  times  when  officers  traveling  from  place  to  place  have  been  accommodated  with 
facilities  for  sleeping. 

HOSPITALS  AND   PROPERTY,  IF  PROPERLY  SECURED   AGAINST   FIRE. 

Fire  buckets  and  axes  are  the  only  available  means  in  case  of  fire  in  most  of  the 
hospitals. 
Storerooms  under  lock  and  key  usually  prevent  theft

SUBSISTENCE  SALES  TO   HOSPITALS. 

These  as  a  rule  are  ample  and  satisfactory,  except  at  all  small  stations  difficult  to 
reach. 

FACILITIES  FOR  LAUNDRY   WORK,  BATHING,  AND  SWIMMING. 

The  hospital  linen  is  usually  laundered  by  local  help,  Chinese  or  Filipino,  and  paid 
for  by  the  medical  department.  Facilities  for  bathing  and  swimming  are  generally 
lacking,  aside  from  small  water  courses  adjacent  to  commands,  otherwise  the  small 
tub  is  used. 

SEWERAGE   AND   DRAINAGE. 

Sewerage,  practically  none. 

Drainage,  aided  by  sandy,  loose  soil,  falling  ground;  in  valleys,  generally  not  good 
in  rainy  season. 

GARDENS. 

While  attempts  have  been  made  here  and  there,  no  general  success  has  been 
obtained.  During  the  rainy  season  garden  products  rot,  and  lack  of  seeds  has  to 
some  extent  prevented  experiments.  In  the  dry  season  everything  burns  up.  Insects 
have  also  been  reported  a  cause  for  nonsuccess. 

HOSPITAL  FUND,  MANAGEMENT  AND   APPLICATION  OF. 

There  are  35  stations,  including  military  hospitals,  possessing  a  hospital  fund,  with 
a  total  amount  of  $1,505.56  to  their  credit,  the  maximum  being  $319.82,  the  minimum 
1  cent,  giving  an  average  of  $43.01.  The  management  of  these  funds  has  been  carried 
out  in  accordance  with  regulations. 

BOOKS,  PAPERS,  FILES,  HOW  KEPT. 

At  most  stations  the  records  are  fairly  well  preserved. 

PRESCRIBED  ROLLS  AND  RETURNS,  HOW   PREPARED,  FILLED,  AND  IF  RENDERED  PROMPTLY. 

During  the  year  much  trouble  was  experienced  in  this  class  of  administrative  work. 
As  those  required  to  do  this  work  become  accustomed  to  it  and  acquire  the  technical 
knowledge,  much  delay  and  incorrectness  will  be  obviated. 

UNSERVICEABLE  MEDICAL   PROPERTY   AT  POSTS. 

Much  unserviceable  medical  property  at  certain  large  posts  accumulated  during 
the  year.  This  is  accounted  for  by  expeditions  returning  with  worn-out  material, 
and  small  stations  abandoned  by  order  turning  in  worn-out  property.  Inspectors 
have  acted  on  most  of  these  collections. 

ICE   MACHINES. 

There  are  4  ice  machines  in  the  department  under  the  control  of  the  medical 
department.  One  is  at  Dagupan,  1  at  Aparri,  1  at  San  Isidro,  and  1  at  Vigan. 
Their  capacity  is  about  2,500  pounds  per  day;  the  usual  output  possible  is  1,800 
pounds  per  day.  When  working,  the  ice  is  always  in  demand,  and  triple  the  quan- 
tity could  l>e  disposed  of.  Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  keeping  the 
machines  running,  due  to  lack  of  proper  knowledge  on  the  part  of  those  running  the 
machinery.  The  use  of  brackish  water  corroding  the  boilers  was  an  item  that  detracted 
from  the  constant  working  of  these  extremely  valuable  machines. 

CIRCULARS  SENT  OUT. 

One  thousand  and  forty  circulars  were  prepared  and  sent  out  of  this  office,  trans- 
mitting in  a  general  way  the  administrative  instructions  of  the  division  chief  surgeon. 

VACCINATION. 

As  already  stated,  this  part  of  the  work  is  well  up  to  date,  and  most  commands 
can  be  considered  to  be  thoroughly  and  efficiently  vaccinated. 
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DISBURSING  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 

Major  Fauntleroy  reports  that  from  June  26,  1900,  to  Jane  90,  1901,  he  disbursed 
for  purchases  of  medical  supplies  for  indigent  natives  16,997.09. 

MEDICAL  SUPPLY  DEPOT,  REPORT  ON. 

liaj.  P.  C.  Fauntleroy,  surgeon,  United  States  Volunteers,  reports:

These  have  been  always  treated  in  a  humane  manner,  and  assisted  when  possible. 

RECOMMENDATIONS   PERTAINING  TO  USB,  CARE,  AND  PRESERVATION  OF  MEDICAL  AND  SUR- 
GICAL CHESTS,  MEDICINES,  BOOKS,  RUBBER  GOODS. 

Maj.  P.  C.  Fauntleroy,  surgeon,  United  States  Volunteers,  medical  supply  officer 
of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  reports:  *  *  *  "Owing  to  the  rapid  erod- 
ing of  metal  by  rust  in  these  islands,  it  is  recommended  that  hard-rubber  bottles  or 
receptacles  be  substituted  for  the  metal  screw-top  bottles  and  receptacles  in  all  cases 
and  chests.  All  other  tin  receptacles  should  be  heavily  shellacked  before  being 
shipped  to  these  islands. 

" Owing  to  the  rapid  deterioration  of  corks  in  bottles  of  the  following  medicines  it 
is  recommended  that  glass  stoppers  be  substituted:  Aetheris  spiritus  compositus, 
aetheris  spiritus  nitrosi,  amoniae  spiritus  aromaticus,  pruni  virginiane  extractum 
fluid  urn,  and  potassa."    *    *    * 

In  a  general  way  all  instruments  need  protection  from  moisture,  whether  it  be  by 
coating  over  with  vaseline,  paraffin,  or  the  residue  from  tincture  benzoin  com- 
pound, which  latter  procedure  leaves  a  thin  film  of  antiseptic  resin  covering  the 
instrument,  which  will  remain  good  for  months.  When  the  resin  retracts  and  cracks 
a  new  coat,  however,  is  all  that  is  required.  A  rinsing  in  alcohol  removes  this  coat- 
ing, and  the  instruments  are  well  preserved. 

All  chests,  bookcases,  etc.,  should  have  legs  raising  them  about  6  inches  from  the 
ground.  The  legs  should  stand  in  tin  vessels  holding  coal  oil  to  prevent  ants  and 
other  insects  attacking  the  property.  Bedding,  books,  and  all  articles  of  an  absorb- 
ing nature  during  the  wet  season  need  frequent  exposure  to  sunlight  to  prevent 
molding.  Valuable  articles  could  be  kept  in  air-tight  chests  or  cupboards  with 
saucers  of  calcium  chloride  or  sulphuric  acid. 

REPORT  ON   NATIVE   DRINKS  USUALLY   PURCHASED   BY   ENLISTED  MEN. 

Maj.  II.  8.  T.  Harris,  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  chief  surgeon  fourth  district, 

reports:    *    *    *    "I  have  inspected  a  manufactory  of  soft  drinks  in  this  town  and 

found  that  they  were  using  artesian  well  water  and  that  the  bottles  were  thoroughly 

cleansed,  but  protably  in  many  instances  this  is  not  the  case.     A  few  of  the  men 

have  contracted  a  taste  for  vino  (a  native  drink,  doubtless  containing  much  fusel 

oil),  and  a  still  smaller  number  have  taken  to  opium,  with  disastrous  effects  in  both 
»>    *    *    * 


Maj.  John  L.  Phillips,  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  chief  surgeon  second  dis- 

trict,  reports:    *    *    *    "  It  is  thought  that  when  men  can  procure  Deer  and  whisky 

very  little  of  the  native  drinks,  such  as  vino,  is  used  by  then.    The  use  of  opium  is 
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on  the  increase  among  the  troops  in  the  district,  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  sup- 
press the  trade  as  much  as  possible."    *    *    * 

Maj.  Edwin  F.  Gardner,  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  chief  surgeon  third  dis- 
trict, reports:  *  *  *  "This  is  principally  the  native  'bino.'  The  chief  surgeon 
has  no  personal  experience  of  the  effects  of  the  use  of  this  drink  by  enlisted  men.  The 
evidence  is  that  it  is  comparatively  innocuous  in  small  quantities,  but  when  drank  in 
large  amounts  its  effects  are  especially  deleterious,  botn  on  physical  as  well  as  men- 
tal processes.  The  abolishing  of  the  canteen  is  said  to  have  increased  its  use  by  the 
men,  with  accompanying  injurious  effects."    *    *    * 

First  Lieut.  George  A.  Skinner,  assistant  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  regimental 
surgeon  Sixteenth  Infantry,  reports:  *  *  *  "The  only  native  drink  that  I  have 
observed  is  the  'vino,'  or  *  bino,'  as  it  is  more  commonly  called,  and  which  appears 
to  be  the  same  throughout  the  island.  There  has  been  no  opportunity  to  make  an 
analysis  of  this  beverage,  but  it  contains  a  large  amount  of  alcohol,  but  of  what 
variety  I  am  unable  to  state.  There  is  a  native  drink  reported,  but  which  seems  to 
be  infrequently  used  at  this  point,  though  plentiful  in  the  interior,  which  is  called 
gin,  but  its  appearance  or  qualities  are  not  known  to  me.  Two  men  were  reported 
as  dying  from  the  effects  of  this  drink  while  I  was  stationed  at  Echaoue,  out  as 
neither  of  the  cases  came  under  my  observation  and  there  was  no  physician  in 
attendance,  there  is  no  means  of  veriiying  the  statements.  On  some  of  the  men  the 
drinking  of  vino  is  very  disastrous,  and  the  wildest  delirium  results.  On  others  it 
appears  to  affect  them  much  as  any  other  alcoholic  drink  would,  and  produces  no 
immediate  marked  effect.  It  may  t>e  that  the  percentage  of  active  agent  differs 
much  in  the  various  products,  or  those  not  affected  drink  less  than  the  others,  but 
it  is  certain  that  the  delirium  is  frequently  very  marked  and  the  after  effects  lasting 
in  breaking  down  the  health."    *    *    * 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  report  rendered  by  Contract  Surgeon  William 
Roberts  on  the  chemistry  of  vino: 

*  *  *  "A  sample  of  the  article  sold  as  vino  was  obtained  direct  from  the  factory 
where  it  was  manufactured,  and  upon  being  subjected  to  examination  gave  the  fol- 
lowing results: 

"A  pale,  straw-colored  fluid,  with  a  characteristic  odor,  giving  33  per  cent  by  vol- 
ume of  alcohols  belonging  to  the  methyl  and  ethyl  compounds.  These  are  m  the 
proi>ortion  of  about  2  to  4,  or  about  11  per  cent  methyl  alcohol  and  22  per  cent  ethyl 
alcohol,  aside  from  the  poisonous  volatile  products  carried  over  in  the  distillation. 
Of  these  compounds  methyl  alcohol  constitute'  >ne  active  poisoning  agent  of  this 
mixture,  and  is  derived  from  the  juice  of  the  d'  jl,  which  contains  hydrocarbons,  and 
forms  methane,  CH4.  On  fermentation  this  gas  loses  one  atom  of  hydrogen,  the 
resulting  hydrocarbon  radical  combines  with  hydroxyl  to  form  methyl  alcohol;  i.  e., 
CHjOH. 

"This  compound  is  in  the  ordinary  vino  in  such  quantities  that  bv  dehydration 
its  aldehyde,  CHOH,  is  formed  in  large  quantities.  This  is  the  formaldehyde  gas  so 
much  used  as  a  surface  disinfectant. 

"The  large  amount  of  ethyl  alcohol  is  the  result  of  adding  to  the  fermenting  juice 
of  the  nipa,  called  *  tuber,'  crude  sugar,  which  furnishes  the  hydrocarbon  radical, 
C2H5,  which  in  turn,  combining  with  hydroxyl,  OH,  forms  ethyl  alcohol,  C,H6OH,  the 
ordinary  form  of  alcohol  found  in  intoxicating  liquids,  and  is  no  more  poisonous 
than  that  found  in  strong  sherry  wine. 

"The  volatile  compounds,  together  with  the  wood  spirit  the  vino  contains,  are 
the  cause  of  the  acute  and  urgent  poisonous  symptoms  found  in  case  of  vino  intoxi- 
cation. The  ingestion  of  100  cubic  centimeters  of  vino  would  contain  about  11  cubic 
centimeters  of  wood  spirit,  the  dose  of  which  as  a  medicinal  agent  is  recorded  as  from 
10  to  40  drops,  or  about  3  cubic  centimeters. 

"Vino  is  the  first  distillate  of  the  fermented  juice  of  the  nipa,  plus  cane  sugar,  and 
contains  gases,  which  are  largely  of  the  paraffin  or  methane  series,  winch,  by 
replacement  of  one  or  more  hydrogen  atoms  by  the  group  hydroxyl,  form  alcohols, 
some  of  which  are  intensely  "poisonous.  These  compounds  are  all  carried  over  at 
a  low  boiling  point,  and  by  collecting  only  one-third  of  the  volume  of  the  fluid  sub- 
jected to  distillation  a  distillate  can  be  obtained  that  will  readily  burn,  and  can  be 
used  for  alcohol  lami>s,  etc.  Upon  carrying  the  distillation  to  the  limit  of  safety  the 
higher  compounds  are  carried  over,  and  consist  of  traces  of  amyl,  propyl,  butyl,  and 
other  alcohols,  this  mixture  being  known  under  the  common  term  fusel  oil.  It  is 
always  present  in  the  first  distillate  of  alcoholic  fluids,  and  vino  represents  all  that  is 
bad  in  this  sense."    *    *    * 

TEETH. 

The  necessity  for  surgical  repair  of  the  teeth  has  been  much  felt.  The  minor 
work  has  been  "done  by  members  of  the  hospital  corys,  tiwnft  ol  ^Vvowv^wfe^^s^- 
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ates  in  dentistry.    Much  suffering  has  been  saved  patients  and  valuable  protective 
oral  surgery  performed  in  this  way. 

Facilities  for  prosthetic  dentistry  have  not  been  available,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  material  will  soon  be  obtained  for  doing  needed  work  of  this  character.

The  work  of  the  paymasters  has  been  very  hard  and  difficult  owing  to  the  large 
number  of  small  posts  to  be  visited,  due  to  the  scattering  condition  of  the  troops,  the 
bad  roads,  and,  in  many  instances,  lack  of  proper  transi>ortation.  The  paymasters 
have,  however,  been  furnished  with  the  best  transportation  available,  and  have 
cheerfully,  efficiently,  and  rapidly  performed  their  duties  under  most  trying  circum- 
stances at  times,  and  in  many  instances  have  gone  out  when  they  were  scarcely  able, 
owing  to  sickness. 

The  attending  surgeon  of  the  division  has  informed  me  that  he  has  had  hard  work  to 
patch  up  the  paymasters  and  their  clerks  in  order  to  keep  them  on  duty.  The  roads 
and  the  transportation  have  been  greatly  improved  this  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  trips  will  not  be  so  laborious. 

The  act  of  Congress  reorganizing  the  Army  established  the  grade  of  captain  and 
paymaster,  United  States  Army. 

There  has  been  no  loss  of  public  funds  during  the  year.  There  is  urgent  need  of  a 
government  depository,  or  assistant  treasurer,  United  States,  where  the  public  funds 
can  be  kept  ana  checks  cashed  without  discount.  The  establishment  of  banks  in  the 
provinces  should  be  encouraged  in  every  possible  way. 

Payment  was  made  monthly  to  the  volunteers,  before  departure,  to  enable  them 
to  settle  their  indebtedness  at  their  stations.  This  duty  kept  the  paymasters  con- 
stantly in  the  field  until  the  departure  of  the  volunteer  regiments. 

The  clerks  of  the  pay  department  have  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  arduous  duties. 

Payments  have  been  made  to  the  Squadron  of  Philippine  Cavalry  from  insular 
funds.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  pertaining  to  the  internal- 
revenue  affairs  in  the  territory  of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1901: 

1  was  detailed  as  supervisor  of  internal  revenue  of  this  department  by  G.  O.,  No.  9, 
Headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  dated  May  27, 1900,  and  entered  upon 
my  duties  as  such  May  31,  1900. 

At  that  time  no  attempt  had  been  made  to  collect  the  internal  revenue  outside  of 
the  principal  coast  and  river  towns;  the  organization  of  the  revenue  service  pre- 
scribed by  G.  O.,  No.  54,  M.  G.  O.,  April  18,  1900,  was  not  yet  completed,  and  the 
collection  of  taxes  did  not  begin  in  outlying  territory  until  July  1,  1900. 

The  organization  provided  for  a  department  supervisor,  an  internal -revenue  offi- 
cer for  each  military  district,  and  when  necessary  one  or  more  assistant  internal- 
revenue  officers  for  suboffices  in  the  larger  and  more  populous  districts.  The 
department  was  divided  into  six  districts. 

Subsequently  each  office  was  allowed  the  necessary  clerical  assistance,  not  exceed- 
ing 3  native  clerks  at  salaries  not  exceeding  $20,  $12.50,  and  $8  gold  each,  respectively, 
per  month. 

A  few  of  the  older  offices  had  American  clerks  under  former  authority,  and  two 
additional  clerks  were  subsequently  authorized,  but  for  reasons  of  economy,  when 
their  places  became  vacant  they  were  not  filled  again. 

Their  wages  ranged  from  $60  to  $100  gold  each  per  month.  Each  office  was 
allowed  one  or  more  enlisted  men  as  clerks,  if  necessary,  and  a  number  were  so 
employed.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  Company 
F,  Signal  Corps,  IT.  S.  A.,  in  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  SO,  1901: 

The  jurisdiction  of  the  signal  officer  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  extends 
over  the  machine  simp  and  main  telegraph  office  in  Manila,  and  the  Department  of 
Northern  Luzon.  It  is  divided  into  six  districts,  under  charge  of  Capt  Edward  B. 
Ives,  Signal  Co'pe,  U.  S.  A.,  assisted  by  Lieut.  Basil  0.  Lenoir,  Lieut R.  O.  Rickard, 
and  Lieut.  Charles  B.  Rogan,  jr.,  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  and  Sergt.  Charles  F. 
Mason. 

For  convenience  the  report  is  arranged  by  months. 

July,  1900. 

The  insurgents  have  been  very  active  during  the  month  in  the  province  of  Ilocos 
Sur,  repeatedly  cutting  the  wire,  removing  poles  and  wire,  cauBing  considerable  hard 
work  on  the  part  of  the  corps,  but  very  slight  interruption  of  communication  has  been 
experienced.  On  July  28  the  insurgents  cut  the  line  1  mile  south  of  Orani,  on  the 
Angelex-Orani  line,  pulled  the  poles  out  of  the  ground,  broke  the  insulators,  and  car- 
ried away  700  feet  of  wire.     The  lino  was  promptly  repaired. 

Lieutenant  Duffy  and  detachment  completed  the  San  Femando-La  Trinidad  branch 
on  July  11,  1900.  While  en  route  with  signal  supplies  from  Vigan  for  the  Badoc- 
Currimao  branch  line,  escorted  by  17  men  of  Company  C,  Twelfth  Infantry,  Sergt 
Warren  Bilhnan,  Company  F,  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  was  killed  in  ambush  by  the 
insurgents  July  31,  1900.    All  supplies  were  captured. 

Lieutenant  Lenoir's  party  connected  Pozomibio  telegraphically  with  Alava,  dis- 
tance 6  miles,  and  San  Manuel  with  San  Nicolas,  distance  8  miles.  Also  changed  3 
miles  of  line  on  the  Bautista-Cabanatuan  branch  east  of  Rosales  from  the  woods  to 
along  the  road.  This  section  has  been  practically  rebuilt  during  July  from  Bautista 
to  San  Jose,  distance  80  miles.  His  party  moved  offices  at  the  following  stations: 
Tarlac,  Bam  ban,  Moncada,  Paniqui,  and  Gerona,  from  railway  to  commanding  offi- 
cer's quarters.     Total  amount  of  new  work  done,  38  j  miles. 

On  July  28,  500  feet  of  wire  on  the  Ban  Fernando- L u ban  branch,  about  one-half 
mile  east  of  Guagua.  was  destroyed,  but  promptly  repaired. 

The  San  Fernando- A parri  section  was  frequently  cut  during  the  month,  a  short 
-  distance  north  of  Cabanatuan.  Between  the  20th  and  31st  this  line  was  cut  four 
times;  poles  cut  down  and  wire  carried  away.  The  severe  storms  have  done  a  great 
deal  of  damage  on  this  line.  On  July  16  the  line  was  down  in  five  places  near 
Cabiao,  caused  by  falling  trees.  Considering  the  difficulties  on  this  section  com- 
munication between  Manila  and  Aparri  has  been  well  bandied,  the  longest  interrup- 
tion not  exceeding  twelve  hours.

Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  between  August  i)  and  16,  due  to  high  winda 
and  heavy  rains;  nearly  all  lines  on  the  island  were  prostrated.  Communication 
was  reestablished  on  the  17th.  This  was  the  moat  severe  storm  since  the  occupation 
of  the  island  by  United  States  forces,  and  the  excellent  work  of  linemen  is  worthy  of 
mention. 

The  Novaliches  telephone  branch  was  cut  three  times  lietwcen  August  IB  and  25 
by  insurgents,  who  removed  several  hundred  feet  of  line. 

On  the  Angeles-Orion  section  between  Dinalupiian  and  Florida  Blanca,  the  line 
i way  hy  the  Goman  River  on  the  20th;  a  new  linn  was  promptly  built 


e  blown  down  on  the  Manila- 


Lieutenant  Mitchell  reports  following  interruptions  on  his  section:  August  1,  one- 
half  mile  of  line  cut  down  on  the  Cabanatuan-San  Jose  section  by  insurgents,  8  miles 
north  of  Cabanatuan.  August  30,  "  River  still  high;  lines  on  Cabanattian-San  Jose 
section  and  on  San  Fernando-Pan  tahangan  section  have  been  several  times  washed  out 
Line  from  Carranglan  to  Solano  has  been  rebuilt  and  is  now  practically  new." 

Lieutenant  Duffy  reports  almost  daily  onslaught  upon  the  lines  in  his  section  by 
the  insurgents,  who  not  only  cut  the  line  but  break  the  insulators  at  different  places, 
thus  rendering  grounds.  August  2,  line  cut  near  llailoc;  100  yards  of  wire  missing 
and  four  insulators  broken.  August  11,  line  cut  2  miles  north  of  Cabugao;  36  yards 
of  wire,  3  brackets,  and  4  insulators  missing.  August  14,  wire  cut  north  of  Lapo; 
carried  away  wire  to  length  of  7  poles;  6  poles  missing.  August  18,  wire  cut  3  miles 
south  of  Badoc;  300  yards  of  wire  gone,  1  pole  chopped  down,  and  4  insulators 
August  29,  wire  cut  in  the  morning  3  miles  north  of  Cabugao;  200  yards  of

Number  of  messages  handled  during  the  month,  W£,221. 
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between  Balanga  ami  Ahneay,  and  prostrated  nearly  all  the  lines  of  the  department. 
The  very  heavy  rains  accompanying  the  typhoon  flooded  the  country,  making  any- 
thing hut  temporary  repairs  impossible  for  several  days.  Even  to  accomplish  tem- 
porary repairs  men  were  compelled  to  work  in  water,  frequently  from  waist  to 
shoulder  deep.    Communication  on  trunk  lines  was  reestablished  on  the  ISth. 

Lieutenant  Lenoir  reports  as  having  been  engaged  during  the  month  in  placing 
hard-wood  poles  between  Dagupan  and  Manga]  dan,  Dagupan  and  Lines,  yen;  also  in 
the  city  of  Dagupan.  On  the  29th  started  with  the  necessary  material  to  construct 
telephone  line  from  Alava  to  Roeario,  province  of  Union.  Replaced  the  river  cable 
at  the  Dagupan  River  and  at  San  Isidro,  Pangasi  nan,  with  deep-sea  cable. 

Lieutenant  Sonlquist  durinjj  the  month  was  engaged  in  the  supervision  of  the 
reestablishmentof  communication  along  the  railroaa  after  destruction  by  the  typhoon 
and  clearing  the  way  for  new  lines. 

Lieutenant  Binkley  was  engaged  during  the  month  in  constructing  telephone  lines 
between  Manila  and  Pasig  Ferry,  Malolos  and  Paombong.

"Signal  officer,  third  district,  Department  Northern  Luzon,  included  in  which 
duties  was  the  building  of  a  telephone  lino  from  Alava  to  Ro«ario,  7  miles;  telephone 
lino  from  Dagupan  to  Mangaldan,  4  miles;  substituted  hard-wood  poles  on  line  in 
place  of  bamboo  poles  from  Dagupan  to  Mangaldan,  4  miles;  procured  hard -wood 
poles  for  telegraph  line  from  San  Fabian  to  Santo  Tomas,  15  miles;  procured  hard- 
wood poles  for  telegraph  line  from  Lingayen  to  Sual,  12  miles;  spliced  all  of  the  river 
cables  which,  on  account  of  their  deficiencies,  had  been  found  useless  and  removed 
from  river  crossing.  Two  full  reels  of  river  cable  had  l>een  niJed  in  five  months  in 
crossing  two  rivers,  each  of  which  is  about  250  yards  wide.  The  cable  was  copper- 
armored  and  its  main  deficiency  was  that  between  the  armor  and  the  insulation  sur- 
rounding the  conductor  there  was  only  one  thickness  ol  tape,  which  was  not  enough 
to  deaden  any  blow  the  cahlo  received,  consequently  on  the  receipt  of  a  blow  the 
insulation  was  affected  and  the  cable  leaked.  One  river  has  bail  placed  therein  the 
sea  cable,  and  it  is  contemplated  that  a  sea  cable  will  soon  lie  place!  in  the  other 
river.  During  the  month  the  insurgents  have  seriously  interfered  with  the  signal 
corps  linos,  hut  the  repairs  have  been  rapidly  made."

Ziegler, 
Company  F,  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  accidentally  shot  himself,  the  bullet  making  a 
flesh  wound  in  the  thi^h,  necessitating  his  removal  to  hospital  at  Dinalupijan. 

The  new  telegraph  line  between  Manila  and  Dagupan  was  completed  on  April  23, 
and  is  now  working  in  first-class  condition.  Sergt  Carr  Wilson,  Company  F,  Signal 
Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  was  severely  injured  by  falling  from  a  telegraph  pole  while  working 
on  this  line  near  Calasiao,  April  20,  1901.  He  was  removed  to  the  military  hospital 
at  Dagupan.

There  are  67  native  linemen  and  laborers  who  are  constantly  emploved,  and  in 
cases  of  emergency  others  are  employed  during  the  necessity  for  same.  The  natives 
have  shown  themselves  to  be  very  attentive  to  their  duties,  and  with  constant  prac- 
tice many  of  them  have  become  expert  linemen. 

The  material  used  is  No.  9  galvanized  wire  for  telegraph  lines  and  Nos.  9  and  14, 

{wincipally  the  latter,  for  telephone  lines,  attached  to  standard  American  glass  insu- 
ators,  supported  mostly  by  hard-wood  poles.  The  apparatus  employed  is  of  the  most 
modern  description  and  best  types. 

With  very  few  exceptions  the  enlisted  men  are  sober,  industrious,  intelligent,  and 
enthusiastic  concerning  the  success  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  the  signal  corps. 

The  officers  are  all  a  credit  to  the  service. 

The  health  is,  however,  not  as  good  as  could  be  desired,  especially  of  operators. 
The  long  bourn  of  their  day's  work  and  lack  of  exercise  are  telling  on  those  who  have 
been  here  over  two  years.  A  number  of  men  are  now  on  duty  who  are  entitled  to, 
and  sh ou  1<1  be  allowed,  a  rest  of  some  kind,  but  under  the  existing  circumstances 
their  services  can  not  be  spared.    In  spite  of  this,  there  are  few  complaints.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  engineering  operations  in 
this  department  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

ENGINEERS,  TROOPS. 

Company  A,  Battalion  of  Engineers,  was  stationed  at  Bayambang,  Pangasinan, 
from  May  3,  1900,  until  October  6,  1900,  when  it  was  ordered  to  Dagupan,  Pangasi- 
nan. Lieutenant  Cavanaugh,  Corps  of  Engineers,  was  placed  in  command  of  the 
company  October  1,  1900,  relieving  Lieut.  H.  W.  Stickle,  Corps  of  Engineers. 

Companv  C,  Battalion  of  Engineers,  formerly  Company  E,  arrived  at  Manila  on 
the  United  States  Army  Transport  Meade  September  3,  1900,  under  my  command, 
with  Lieutenants  Cavanaugh,  Burgess,  and  ©lattery,  Corps  of  Engineers,  on  duty 
with  the  comj>any.  The  company  was  assigned  to  duty  in  this  department  by  para- 
graph 1,  Special  Orders,  No.  130,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  Septem- 
ber 4,  1900,  and  was  ordered  to  Caloocan  by  paragraph  2,  Special  Orders,  No.  131, 
Headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  September  6, 1900,  and  went  to  Caloo- 
can under  command  of  Lieutenant  Cavanaugh,  where  it  remained  througout  the 
year.  By  General  Orders,  No.  20,  Headquarters  Department  Northern  Luzon,  Sep- 
tember 6,  1900,  I  was  announced  as  engineer  officer  of  the  department,  with  station 
at  Manila. 

Lieutenant  Rand,  Corps  of  Engineers,  who  arrived  at  Manila  August  23,  1900, 
was  assigned  to  duty  with  Company  A  by  paragraph  5,  Special  Orders,  No.  121,  Head- 
quarter Division  of  the  Philippines,  Manila,  P.  I.,  August  24,  1900. 

Lieutenant  Burgess  was  assigned  to  duty  as  adjutant,  First  Battalion  of  Engineers, 
by  paragraph  9,  Special  Orders,  No.  136,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines, 
May  25,  1901,  with  station  in  Manila. 

Lieutenant  Stickle  was  relieved  from  duty  in  the  division  by  paragraph  5,  Special 
Orders,  No.  121,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  May  10,  1901. 

Lieutenant  Altstaetter,  Corps  of  Engineers,  was  taken  captive  by  insurgents 
August  1,  1900,  and  released  at  Gapan,  November  2,  1900,  since  which  date  he  has 
been  continuously  on  duty,  with  exception  of  one  month's  leave  of  absence  and 
about  sixteen  days  in  hospital. 

The  officers  and  men  of  the  two  companies  have  been  engaged  continuously  in 
small  detachments  throughout  the  department  on  repairs  to  roads  and  bridges. 

ACTING    ENGINEER  OFFICERS. 

During  portions  of  the  year  the  following  officers  have  been  performing  the  duties 
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Infantry;  fifth  district,  Lieut.  C.  B.  Humphrey,  Third  Infantry;  sixth  district,  none, 
although  Lieutenant  Poillon,  Forty-Hecond  Infantry,  on  special  duty  in  charge  oi 
certain  roads  and  bridges  in  the  Mariquina  Valley,  was  called  upon  from  time  to  time 
for  engineering  information  of  various  kinds.

Infantry,  commanding  officer  Twelfth  Infantry;  fourth  district,  Capt  F.  G.  Russell, 
Thirty-fourth  Infantry,  First  Lieut.  Arthur  Poillon,  Forty-second  Infantry,  Second 
Lieut.  William  R.  Graham,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry,  Lieut.  Allan  Lefort,  Tliirty-fifth 
Infantry,  Capt.  S.  K.  Fitzhugh,  Thirty-sixth  Infantry, 'Second  Lieut.  E.  C.  Wells, 
Thirty-second  Infantry. 

Other  officers  whose  names  have  not  been  reported  have  been  placed  in  charge  of 
road  work  at  various  points  by  local  commanders. 


MAPS. 


Data  for  the  compilation  of  maps  of  the  Philippine  Islands  have  been  collected  in 
this  department  under  instructions  contained  in   Circular  No.  64,   Headquarters 
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Department  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  October  24,  1899,  and  Circular  18, 1900. 
The  former  calls  attention  to  the  provisions  of  Army  Regulations,  paragraph  457  to 
461,  and  directs  that  they  shall  hereafter  be  strictly  complied  with  and  that  whenever 
a  body  of  troops  is  ordered  to  inarch,  the  commanding  officer  will  detail  a  suitable 
officer  to  make  the  notes  and  sketches  and  keep  the  journals  necessary  for  the  prep- 
aration of  a  map  of  and  a  report  on  the  routes  traversed.  The  latter  circular  required 
the  collection  of  certain  information  by  local  commanders  and  the  indication  of 
boundaries  of  provinces  and  municipios  on  the  best  exiting  maps. 

Much  data  has  been  collected,  which  was  forwarded  to  the  chief  engineer  officer 
of  the  division,  in  whose  office  it  is  being  compiled  into  a  series  of  charts  of  conven- 
ient size  on  a  scale  of  1  mile  to  the  inch.  Eighteen  of  these  charts  have  been  com- 
pleted, as  shown  in  red  on  the  accompanying  index  sheet.*  One  chart,  No.  54',  is 
also  inclosed,  showing  how  finished  charts  appear  when  lithographed.  Lieutenant 
Humphrey,  Third  Infantry,  is  particularly  to  oe  commended  for  the  excellence  of 
his  topographical  work. 

The  geographical  limits  of  the  department  and  districts  in  the  Division  of  the 
Philippines  were  established  by  General  Orders,  No.  1,  Headquarters  Division  of  the 
Philippines,  Manila,  P.  I.,  April  7,  1900.  The  boundaries  of  the  Department  of 
Northern  Luzon  were  modified  first  by  General  Orders,  No.  19,  Headquarters  Divi- 
sion of  the  Philippines,  May  12,  1900,  constituting  the  sixth  district;  second  by  Gen- 
eral Orders,  No.  Gt>,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines,  April  10, 1901,  extend- 
ing the  fourth  district  to  include  the  sixth. 

These  districts  and  the  stations  of  troops  therein  July,  1901,  are  shown  on  the 
inclosed  chart.'  A  chart  of  each  district  has  also  been  prepared  by  the  chief  engi- 
neer of  the  division. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  in  this  office  to  prepare  maps,  because  of  its  proximity 
to  the  office  of  the  chief  engineer  of  the  division,  where  were  to  be  found  all  the 
necessary  facilities  and  from  which  have  been  supplied  all  the  demands  for  charts 
by  officers  of  this  department. 

REPAIRS  TO   ROADS  AND   BRIDGES. 

The  general  plan  submitted  by  the  chief  engineer  of  the  division  for  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  2,000,000  pesos  appropriated  for  the  repair  of  roads  and  bridges  by  act 
No.  1  (September  12,  1900)  of  the  Philippine  Commission  and  approved  by  the 
military  governor  in  the  Philippines,  October  4,  1900,  included  the  following  roads 
in  this  department: 

First.  A  road  starting  from  Manila  leading  through  Novaliches,  Norzagaray,  San 
Isidro,  Cabanatuan,  Humingan,  and  connecting  with  roads  from  Dagupan  east. 

Second.  A  road  along  the  west  coast  of  Zainbales  Province,  connecting  as  well  as 
possible  with  Sual  and  Lingayen. 

Third.  A  road  from  Manila  through  Polo,  Bulacan,  and  Malolos  to  Hagonoy. 

Fourth.  A  road  along  east  coast  of  Bataan  Province,  connecting  with  Dinalupi jan 
and  either  to  Lubao  and  Sexmoan  to  Bacolor,  or  to  Florida  Blanca  and  Angeles,  as 
may  be  most  practicable. 

Fifth.  A  road  from  Tarlac  to  Camiling,  Mangataren,  and  Lingayen. 

Sixth.  Cross  roads  from  Bautista,  from  Tarlac,  and  from  San  Fernando  eastward, 
joining  into  road  No.  1. 

Seventh.  Pasig  to  Montalban. 

It  was  not  expected  that  the  above  scheme  would  cover  the  whole  of  the  work 
required  or  would  not  have  to  be  modified,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  many  alterations 
were  made  from  time  to  time.  Under  the  general  instructions  officers  were  sent  out 
to  make  examinations  of  the  various  sections  of  roads  and  to  prepare  estimates  of 
cost  of  repairs  required  for  placing  them  in  a  passable  condition  for  troops  and  pack 
trains  as  well  as  in  some  instances  for  the  passage  of  wagon  trains.  The  estimates 
were  duly  submitted  to  the  proper  authority  and  allotments  made  upon  them. 

A  brief  statement  will  be  given  of  the  work  accomplished  on  each  road  for  which 
allotments  have  been  made. 

Manila- Qdoocan.—  This  road,  1.8  miles  in  length,  was  full  of  bad  holes  and  improp- 
erly drained  when  work  was  begun  October  15,  1900,  under  an  allotment  of  $7,500 
Mexican.  In  general  the  work  done  was  to  put  in  ditches  where  needed,  to  grade 
the  road,  and  to  cover  it  with  gravel  to  a  deptn  of  10  or  12  inches  so  far  as  the  funds 
would  pennit.  The  large  traffic  over  this  road  wears  it  out  very  rapidly,  and  it  again 
needs  repair  in  places. 

Caloocan-Malabon. — Under  an  appropriation,  $500  Mexican,  this  road,  2  miles  in 

•  Omitted. 
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length,  was  graded,  ditched,  and  bad  holes  filled  with  gravel.  A  further  sum  of 
$3,000  Mexican,  was  diverted  from  the  Caloocan-Novaliches  road  by  authority  of  the 
department  commander,  where  it  was  not  needed,  to  the  Caloocan-Malabon  road, 
which  was  widened  14  to  20  feet,  and  10  inches  of  gravel  laid  over  six-tenths  of  a 
mile,  putting  the  road  in  excellent  condition. 

Malolos- Baliuag. — Work  was  begun  February  13,  1901.  The  section  of  this  road 
between  Baliuag  and  Quingua  was  in  good  condition.  The  Quingua  River  was  crossed 
by  a  ford,  the  old  ferry  used  in  high  water  having  been  carried  away  in  a  flood,  and  the 
section  from  Quingua  to  Malolos  was  in  a  very  bad  condition.  In  some  places  it  was 
only  84  feet  in  width,  in  some  places  covered  with  bamboo  corduroy  which  had  broken 
up  and  sunk,  leaving  the  road  in  a  very  bad  shape.  For  the  entire  distance  from 
Malolos  to  Quingua  the  road  was  built  up  from  1  to  3  feet,  widened  to  20  feet,  the 
embankment  sodded,  good  ditches  dug,  and  the  road  covered  with  gravel  to  a  depth 
of  14  inches;  10  culverts  were  built  with  stone  sides  and  wooden  tops,  varying  in 
length  from  4  to  8  feet.    Total  allotment,  $30,000  Mexican,  expended. 

At  Quingua  a  ferry  begun  by  the  quartermaster's  department,  under  a  special 
allotment  of  $1,386.44  Mexican,  was  turned  over  to  the  engineer  department  and 
completed. 

Pasig-Montalban. — The  work  done  consisted  in  ditching  and  placing  road  metal  on 
about  9,300  yards  of  road,  and  constructing  3  bridges  and  33  culverts,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$9,018.74  Mexican. 

Rosario-Cainta. — Twelve  hundred  yards  of  road  were  covered  with  road  metal,  500 
yards  of  road  ditched,  and  1  bridge  and  16  culverts  were  constructed,  at  a  total  cost 
of  $1,091. 50  Mexican. 

Taylay-Antipolo. — The  total  allotment  of  $150  Mexican  was  expended  in  filling  bad 
holes. 

Pasig  Ferry  approaches. — Piles  were  driven  and  the  masonry  approaches  were  put 
in,  at  a  cost  of  $732.05  Mexican. 

Baliuag- Norzaaar  ay. — From  the  beginning  of  the  work,  May  17,  to  June  30,  there 
were  put  in  267  linear  vards  of  clearing  and  grading,  345  yards  of  ditching,  742  cubic 
yards  of  gravel,  covering  a  total  distance  oi  11 J  miles,  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,307.40 
Mexican. 

Baliuag-San  Miguel  de  Mayumo. — Work  was  begun  March  17, 1901,  and  the  follow- 
ing put  in:  10,120  linear  yards  of  clearing  and  grading,  9,134  linear  yards  of  ditches; 
9,064  cubic  yards  of  filling,  covering  a  distance  of  2,540  linear  yards;  4,208  cubic 
yards  of  gravel,  covering  5,280  linear  yards,  and  5  box  culverts,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$14,947.92  Mexican. 

San  Fernando-San  Isidro. — Section  from  San  Fernando  to  Cabiao:  Work  was  begun 
February  4, 1901,  at  Arayat,  working  north  toward  Cabiao,  and  on  April  8  at  Arayat, 
working  south  toward  Santa  Ana. 

The  old  road  from  Arayat  north  was  ditched,  graded,  and  widened  to  about  20 
feet  for  a  distance  of  2  miles  and  covered  with  gravel  6  inches  thick  and  10  feet  wide. 
Beyond  this  for  4  miles  a  new  road  was  built,  meeting  the  old  road  again  at  a  point 
about  4  miles  from  Cabiao,  reducing  the  distance  from  Arayat  by  2}  miles.  The  new 
road  (an  old  Spanish  road  abandoned  years  ago)  required  an  average  fill  of  about  2J  feet, 
much  clearing  and  grading.  It  was  covered  with  gravel  about  6  inches  deep  by  10 
feet  wide.  The  remaining  4  miles  to  Cabiao  were  repaired  by  grading  and  filling  the 
worst  mud  holes,  the  funds  not  being  sufficient  to  place  gravel.  New  culverts  and 
bridges  were  put  in,  having  a  total  length  of  1,041  feet.  The  longest  bridge  was  147 
feet  and  2  inches  long.    Two  culverts  were  repaired  and  not  renewed. 

Between  Arayat  and  Santa  Ana  the  road  had  previously  been  covered  with  stone 
for  about  a  mile;  this  part  was  widened,  and  about  2  miles  additional  were  covered 
with  stone  from  Mount  Arayat.  One  bridge  20  feet  long  and  1  culvert  were  built. 
Below  Santa  Ana  an  88-foot  bridge  was  built,  with  a  central  span  of  50  feet  (Howe 
truss). 

The  approaches  to  the  ferry  at  Arayat  were  cut  down  and  widened  on  each  side  of 
the  river  and  graveled.  A  new  catamaran  ferryboat  was  built,  with  floor  space  42 
feet  by  17  feet  4  inches.    Total  expenditures,  $79,802.31  Mexican. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  gravel,  as  it  had  to  be  carried  a  long 
distance  in  bancas  and  wagons,  making  its  cost  in  place  from  $10  to  $15  Mexican  a 
cubic  meter. 

Section  from  San  Isidro  to  Cabiao:  About  6}  miles  of  road  was  graded,  and  about 
2}  miles  of  this  graveled.    Two  wooden  culverts  and  one  34-foot  bridge  were  put  in. 

Gapan-San  Isidro. — The  total  allotment  of  1,000  pesos  was  expended  in  putting  in 
650  cubic  yards  of  gravel  to  repair  bad  spots. 

Gapan-San  Miguel. — One  pile  bridge  o5  feet  long  and  2  bridges  50  feet  long  were 
put  in. 
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Tarlac. — An  allotment  of  $14,664  Mexican  was  made  for  repairing  roads  in  sub- 
district  of  Tarlac,  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  officer, 
Twelfth  Infantry.  He  reports  the  following  work  done  with  the  expenditure  of 
$2,406.55  Mexican  and  a  laree  amount  of  free  labor  and  materials:  First,  Capas  to 
Concepcion,  5  miles.  General  repairs  to  road ;  the  bridge  over  river  east  of  Capas,  and 
certain  culverts  repaired.  Second,  Tarlac-Victoria:  The  entire  road  was  repaired  by 
free  labor,  the  grade  from  Victoria  to  Maliud  was  raised  from  3  to  5  feet,  the  culverts 
repaired,  and  a  50-foot  bridge  constructed  over  the  Maliud  River.  Third,  Gerona- 
Pura:  Six  new  bridges  of  12  to  36  feet  in  length  were  constructed  of  materials  and 
labor  furnished  by  those  two  towns,  and  the  entire  road  repaired;  between  Gerona 
and  the  railroad  station  a  double  stone-arch  bridge  was  constructed,  at  a  cost  of  1,000 
pesos,  paid  for  from  provost  court  funds.  Fourth,  Capas-O'Donnel:  No  wrork  done. 
Fifth,  Tarlac-La  Paz:  The  road  was  cleared  of  brush  and  some  grading  done  near 
La  Paz.  Sixth,  Paniqui-Cuyapo:  The  roadway  from  Paniqui  to  Santa  Yncs  was 
repaired  and  drained  and  the  grade  raised;  from  Cuyapo  to  Anao  the  road  was  raised 
and  graded  with  earth — no  gravel  available;  the  bridges  and  culverts  were  all  repaired, 
and  a  new  wooden-truss  bridge  145  feet  long  built  over  the  river  at  Santa  Ynes. 
Seventh,  Cuyapo-Rosales:  Roadwav,  culverts,  and  bridges  repaired.  Eighth,  Pueblo 
of  Moncada:  All  streets  and  local  roads  repaired.  Ninth,  Pueblo  of  Tarlac:  All 
streets  and  local  roads  repaired.  The  road  leading  from  the  plaza  to  the  railway  sta- 
tion, 2  miles  in  length,  was  raised,  graded,  and  covered  with  broken  stone. 

Zamhales  lhoxjnce. — Subig  to  Santa  Cruz:  Beginning  at  Subig  and  running  north  to 
what  is  known  as  Subig  Pass,  a  distance  of  about  2  miles,  the  road  has  been  ditched 
on  both  sides,  ditches  averaging  2  feet  wide  and  2  feet  deep,  the  dirt  taken  from  them 
being  thrown  into  the  center  of  the  road,  which  was  raised  at  least  2  feet  above  the 
surrounding  country.  On  top  of  this  a  dressing  of  broken  rock  about  5  inches  thick 
was  placed,  and  over  this  about  1  foot  of  gravel. 

At  the  Subig  Pass  the  old  road  was  cut  down  to  lessen  the  grades,  the  deepest  exca- 
vation being  37  feet.  Just  north  of  this  pass  a  smaller  hill  was  cut  an  average  of  6 
feet,  the  excavated  material  in  each  case  being  used  to  fill  at  the  foot  of  the  hill. 
From  this  latter  pass  north  about  one-half  mile  the  road  has  l>een  ditch ed  and  graded. 
Across  the  Schenek  Rivera  bridge  123  feet  lone  and  14  feet  wide  has  l)een  constructed. 
The  two  center  spans  of  30  feet  each  were  made  in  Manila  and  shipped  to  the  bridge 
site  ready  to  put  up.  The  bridge  rests  on  stone  abutments  ana  piles  driven  16 
feet  into  the  bed  of  the  stream.  From  the  Schenek  River  north  the  road  has  been 
raised  and  ditched.  From  Castillejos  to  San  Marcelino  4}  miles  of  the  road  have 
been  raised  and  ditched.  From  San  Marcelino  to  San  Narciso  about  300  yards  of 
road  was  raised  and  ditched  and  bridges  built  where  required.  From  San  Marcelino 
to  San  Antonio,  about  5}  miles,  and  from  San  Antonio  to  San  Narciso  the  road  was 
raised  and  ditched.  From  San  Narciso  to  San  Feline  but  little  work  was  required  to 
make  the  road  passable.  .On  the  road  from  San  Felipe  to  Cabangan  the  pass  called 
Mount  Carman  has  been  lowered  about  4  feet,  making  an  easy  grade.  For  1  mile 
north  from  this  pass  the  road  was  raised  and  ditched.  From  the  Aronen  River  to 
Cabangan  River,  about  3  miles,  and  from  Cabangan  north  1J  miles,  the  road  was 
raised  and  ditched.  From  Botolan  to  San  Fernando  1  mile  of  road  was  raised,  one- 
half  mile  macadamized,  about  a  half  mile  of  rock  cut  made;  one  bridge  220  feet  long 
and  one  40  feet  long  nut  in. 

Near  Baliuag,  4 J  miles  of  new  road  was  completed,  15  culverts,  one  bridge  13  feet 
long,  and  one  bridge  20  feet  long  put  in,  and  220  cubic  yards  of  rock  removed  from 
two  passes. 

Between  Ibaand  Botolan  a  bamboo  ferry  was  constructed.  Near  Iba  several  bridges 
were  begun,  and  work  was  well  under  way  on  several  long  bridges.  Total  expended, 
$32,039.30,  Mexican,  which  includes  also  part  of  an  old  allotment  for  the  third 
district.  Between  Subig  and  Castillejos  19  bridges  were  put  in;  between  Castillejos 
and  San  Marcelino,  12;  oetween  San  Marcelino  and  San  Narciso,  8;  San  Marcelino 
and  San  Antonio,  8;  San  Antonio  and  San  Narciso,  9;  San  Narciso  and  San  Felipe,  5; 
San  Felipe  and  Cabangan,  12;  Cabangan  north,  4. 

Santa  Cruz  to  Dasol:  Work  was  commenced  on  this  section  June  14,  1901,  and 
limited  to  repairing  mud  holes  and  bad  stretches  by  filling  in  with  rock  and  sand.  Six 
and  one-half  miles  of  road  were  repaired  during  the  month,  400  yards  were  ditched, 
3  wooden  culverts  were  put  in,  a  new  rope  placed  in  the  ferry  at  Eguia,  and  a  ferry 
constructed  across  thePolit  Rivei  jear  Infanta  section  from  Sual-Alaminos,  Balinca- 

riin,  etc  The  work  done  was  as  follows :  Alaminoe-Sual,  ditching  and  elevating  at>out 
miles  of  road,  metaling  about  2}  miles,  putting  in  one  ferry  for  high  water  only, 
and  about  350  feet  wooden  bridge  and  culvert  work.  Alaminos-Bani,  2  small  bridges 
about  20  feet  long  each.  Alaminos-Balincaguin,  about  380  feet  of  bridge  work  and 
a  slight  amount  of  ditching.    Balincaguin-San  Isidro,  a  very  steep,  impracticable 
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hill  was  graded  and  the  road  for  a  short  distance,  a  few  hundred  yards,  ditched 
and  metaled,  about  30  feet  of  culverts  put  in.  San  Isidro-Dasol,  1  ferry  put  in. 
Dasol-Eguia,  about  300  feet  of  native  style  bridges  and  culverts  putin.  Eguio-Infanta, 
1  ferry  partly  finished.  San  Isidro-Agno,  1  ferry  put  in,  about  150  feet  of  bridges 
constructed.  Agno-Bani,  about  one-half  mile  of  road  metaled.  Bani-Bolinao,  about 
230  feet  of  bridge  work,  roadway  cut  up  steep  hill  three-fourths  of  a  mile  in  length. 
Total  expenditure,  $39,308.17,  Mexican. 

BmUista-San  Quintin,  Humingan-San  Jose,  San  Jose- Oabanatuan. — These  three  roads 
were  under  charge  of  Lieutenant  Stickle  until  he  was  relieved  from  duty  in  the  divis- 
ion, and  since  that  time  under  charge  of  Lieutenant  Sherrill.  No  detailed  statement 
is  available  for  various  classes  of  work  done.  The  total  work  done  on  all  three  com- 
prises approximately  75,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel  hauled  and  placed  and  al>out  30 
miles  of  ditching  and  grading  executed,  and  all  the  necessary  bridges  and  culverts  put 
in,  placing  the  road  in  excellent  condition  throughout.  Expenditures  on  first  road, 
$32,926.09;  second,  $22,038.78;  third,  $7,225.90,  Mexican. 

Dapupan~San  Quintin. — At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  work  accomplished  and  the 
condition  of  the  road  were  as  follows: 

All  the  necessary  bridges  and  all  the  most  necessary  culverts  were  put  in  between 
Dagupan  and  Asingan  and  between  Tayug  and  San  Quintin,  a  total  of  41  bridges, 
varying  from  12  to  120  feet  in  length,  and  50  culverts  from  1  to  10  feet  long.  About 
1,200  cubic  yards  of  bowlders  were  broken  by  the  stone  crusher  at  8an  Jacinto. 

From  Dagupan  toward  Mangaldan  for  the  first  575  yards  the  road  was  covered 
with  metal  6  to  12  inches  thick  and  13  feet  wide;  for  the  next  3,750  yards  to  the 
Anolit  Bridge  a  causeway  20  feet  wide  on  top,  1  to  3  feet  high,  was  constructed  with 
earth  and  sand,  the  side  slopes  sodded,  and  the  road  covered  with  metal  14  feet  to 
16  feet  wide  and  12  to  13  inches  thick. 

From  the  Anolit  Bridge  to  Manpaldan  work  was  confined  to  ditching  and  repairing 
holes.  Two  thousand  yards  of  ditch  and  necessary  culverts  weie  put  in  and  about 
half  the  distance  covered  with  gravel  3  to  6  inches  thick,  most  of  the  gravel  being 
hauled  by  free  labor  under  the  commanding  officer  at  Mangaldan.  From  Mangaldan 
toward  San  Jacinto  2,000  yards  to  the  Mangaldan  River  work  was  confined  to 
repairing  mud  holes;  from  Mangaldan  River  to  San  Jaointo  the  road  has  been  covered 
with  gravel  4  to  9  inches  thick;  from  San  Jacinto  toward  Manaoag  for  a  distance  of 
about  200  yards  the  high,  narrow  causeway  was  widened  to  about  18  feet  on  top  and 
for  the  next  1,400  yards  a  new  causeway  20  feet  wide  on  top  and  from  1  to  4  feet 
high  was  raised  by  free  labor  under  the  commanding  officer  at  Mangaldan,  and  the 
entire  distance  covered  with  metal  15  feet  wide  and  12  to  24  inches  thick.  For  the 
remainder  of  the  distance  to  Manaoag  work  was  confined  to  filling  mud  holes,  one 
muddy  stretch  of  about  400  yards  being  covered  with  gravel  about  5  inches  deep. 

From  Manaoag  toward  Binalonan  for  4}  miles  the  road  was  covered  with  gravel 
from  3  to  12  inches  in  thickness  under  immediate  control  of  the  commanding  officer 
at  Manaoag,  part  of  the  work  being  done  from  funds  from  the  pueblo  of  Manaoag. 
In  the  next  3  miles  to  Binalonan  about  1,000  yards  of  the  road  has  been  raised  and 
covered  with  broken  brick  and  gravel,  about  400  yards  being  done  by  free  labor 
under  the  commanding  officer,  Thirteenth  Infantry,  at  Binalonan.  From  Binalonan  to 
Asingan  the  road  was  ditched  and  drained  for  the  first  400  yards.  From  a  point  about 
1J  miles  from  Binalonan  the  road  was  graded,  drained,  and  covered  with  metal  from 
6  to  12  inches  thick  for  a  distance  of  2,200  yards.  Two  mud  holes  in  this  stretch 
were  crossed  by  pile  bridges.  The  remainder  of  the  distance  to  Asingan  was  repaired 
where  necessary  Dy  the  commanding  officer  at  Asingan.  No  work  was  done  between 
Asingan  and  Tayug  on  account  of  lack  of  funds  and  the  difficulty  of  crossing  the 
Agno  River  during  the  rainy  season.  From  Tayug  to  San  Quintin  tne  bad  section  of 
road,  about  2J  miles  long,  was  raised  where  necessary  and  covered  with  gravel  6  to 
24  inches  thick,  and  additional  gravel  stored  at  points  along  the  road  to  make  repairs. 
Total  expended,  $72,936.96  Mexican,  of  which  $2,932  Mexican  was  from  old  allot- 
ment for  Dagupan -Tayug  road.     The  road  is  now  in  excellent  condition. 

Salam-Sual. — The  work  done  during  the  fiscal  year  is  as  follows:  Sixteen  bridges 
from  12  feet  to  280  feet  long  and  10  culverts  from  3  feet  to  10  feet  long  were  put  in. 
The  approaches  to  the  2  fords  were  cut  down,  ditched,  and  covered  with  metal. 
Commencing  at  a  point  200  yards  west  of  the  cut  at  Sual  the  road  was  extensively 
repaired  for  about  a  mile  toward  San  Isidro  to  tho  first  ford.  The  cut  was  widened 
and  ditched,  and  the  grade  lowered.  About  350  yards  of  the  road  was  moved  back 
from  the  beach,  reconstructed,  and  covered  with  metal  from  6  to  13  inches  deep. 
Minor  repairs  were  made  from  this  point  to  Salasa.  Near  Salasa  a  short  stretch 
500  yards  across  the  rice  field  is  being  covered  with  gravel.  The  construction  of  a 
280-foot  bridge  was  commenced.    Total  expenditures,  $11,648.68  Mexican. 

Camiling-Bayambang. — Work  accomplished  during  the  year:  One  bridge  110  feet 
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long  and  9  culverts  from  4  to  20  feet  long  were  put  in;  a  number  of  small  culverts 
put  in  across  mud  holes  and  1  brick  culvert  repaired.  Two  ferryboats  were  built,  the 
materials  for  cable  supports  and  anchorages  and  the  approaches  to  the  Uaoa  Ferry 
practically  completed;  7,360  yards  of  roadway  has  been  graded  and  5,000  yards  of 
this  covered  with  sand  and  gravel  4  to  9  inches  thick.  All  the  worst  parts  have  been 
thoroughly  repaired,  the  road  in  some  places  being  raised  as  much  as  4  feet.  Total 
expended,  $21,373.40  Mexican. 

mnmaley  Bridge. — This  bridge  was  built  during  April  and  May  at  a  cost  of  $1,569.57 
Mexican,  from  an  old  allotment  for  the  "  Mangataren-Lingayen  and  beyond'1  road 
fund  in  the  hands  of  the  quartermaster  Seventeenth  Infantry. 

Manaoag. — About  1J  miles  of  road  from  Manaoag  to  Pozorrubio,  the  whole  of 
which  is  included  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Manaoag,  was  graveled  at  a  cost  of  600  pesos 
from  the  town  treasury;  $3,377.30  Mexican  was  expended  in  repairing  roads  in  the 
town  itself. 

Asingan. — From  an  allotment  of  5,400  pesos  311  pesos  were  expended  in  placing 
road  metal  (broken  brick  and  gravel)  on  720  yards  of  road.  Some  work  was  done 
in  the  town  itself  under  the  fifteen-day  labor  law. 

Binalonan. — Under  a  special  allotment  of  8,026  pesos  for  repair  of  road  in  the  juris- 
diction of  Binalonan  the  following  work  was  done:  Road  to  San  Miguel  graded  and 
ditched  for  2,000  yards,  of  which  800  yards  were  covered  with  gravel  12  to  18  inches 
thick.  Six  plank  bridges  were  constructed.  Road  to  Pozorrubio  graded  and  ditched 
and  covered  with  gravel  for  600  yards:  one  brick  arch  culvert  constructed.  Road  to 
Manaoag  graded  and  ditched  1,700  yards,  covered  with  broken  brick  200  yards,  topped 
with  gravel  12  inches  thick  1,200  yards.  Road  to  Urdaneta  graded  600  yards,  gravel 
200  yards,  brick  abutments  for  2  bridges  completed,  and  3  plank  bridges  nearly  com- 

Sleted.  Expended  from  allotment,  $1,877. 10  Mexican.  Much  of  the  above  work  was 
one  under  nfteen-day  labor  law,  which  furnished  7,738  days  of  free  labor  of  men  and 
2,379  of  carabao  carts. 

Carlatan  bridge. — About  80  per  cent  of  the  total  work  required  was  completed  from 
the  beginning  of  work  in  March,  comprising  driving  44  piles,  placing  11  caps,  77 
stringers,  28  posts  and  rails,  braces  in  11  bents,  flooring  3  spans,  and  putting  in  the 
piers  alnnit  300  yards  of  concrete.     Expenditures,  $2,860.39  Mexican. 

Bumkic  River  bridge,  near  Bangar,  Union. — Under  an  allotment  of  $2,300  Mexican 
there  were  placed  in  the  bridge  all  but  16  of  the  piles  required.  The  river  is  443  feet 
wide. 

Vigan-Bangued. — This  road  is  divided  into  two  sections  by  the  gorge  of  the  Abra 
River,  the  first  from  Vigan  to  the  gorge,  the  second  from  San  Quintin  to  Bangued. 
Work  was  begun  on  the  second  section  in  November,  1900.  This  section  is  Billy, 
the  road  passing  over  four  hills  from  30  to  300  feet  high,  and  in  many  places  along 
the  rocky  slopes  of  other  hills.  The  roadbed,  therefore,  is  in  a  large  part  rocky. 
The  entire  section  of  9.9  miles  was  graded  and  ditched,  the  passes  cut  down,  and  the 
necessary  bridges  built,  at  a  cost  of  $13,206.53  Mexican,  making  it  available  for  wagon 
transportation  where  formerly  it  was  entirely  impassable. 

Ilagan-Baijombong. — Work  was  begun  April  16,  1901,  under  the  most  unfavorable 
circumstances.  Great  difficulty  has  Been  experienced  in  getting  the  natives  to  work. 
They  do  not  seem  to  need  money,  or  else  do  not  wish  to  work  for  the  Government. 
A  bridge  was  built  60  feet  by  17  feet  of  4  spans  over  a  ravine  2  miles  north  of 
Echague;  a  small  bridge  12  by  15  feet  3  miles  north  of  Echague  was  finished;  4 
wooden  culverts  and  1  stone  culvert  were  constructed.  About  2,000  linear  yards  of 
ditches  were  dug,  719  cubic  yards  of  filling,  300  lineal  yards  of  grading,  and  495  cubic 
yards  of  gravel  put  on  the  road  near  Echague.  Total  expenditures,  $1,020.50  Mex- 
ican. The  above  figures  do  not  include  work  done  in  June,  no  report  having  been 
yet  received  from  the  officer  in  charge. 

Pozorrubio. — From  the  special  allotment  of  $2,500  pesos  there  were  expended  in 
May  770  pesos,  with  which  several  bridges  were  constructed;  2,380  loads  of  gravel, 
225  loads  of  sand,  and  156  loads  of  stone  were  placed  on  the  road. 

First  district.  A  special  allotment  of  39,000  pesos  was  made  from  public  civil  funds 
for  the  repair  of  road  in  the  first  district.  The  meager  reports  received  show  that  a 
great  deal  of  work  was  done  and  excellent  results  accomplished.  The  road  from 
Vigan  to  Laoag  was  repaired,  and  a  road  built  from  Vigan  to  the  beach,  including  two 
bndges. 

Caloocan-Novaliches. — Work  was  begun  on  this  road  February  18,  1901,  under  an 
allotment  of  $5,000  Mexican.  The  road  was  graded  and  ditched  from  Caloocan  to 
Tinajeros.  One  culvert,  12-inch  span  stone  abutments  and  wooden  top,  was  built  and 
2  culverts  repaired.  The  approaches  to  the  Tinajeros  bridge  were  graded.  About 
216  cubic  meters  of  gravel  were  purchased  and  used  in  filling  bad  holes.  In  April 
the  balance  unexpended — $3, 000  Mexican — was  transferred  by  authority  of  the  depart- 
ment commander  to  the  Caloocan-Malabon  road. 
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San  Isidro-Cabanatuan. — Work  was  commenced  May  27, 1901.  Great  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  in  hiring  labor  and  transportation,  and  consequently  but  little 
work  could  be  done.  The  section  of  road  worked  on  lies  between  Santa  Rosa  and 
Tabaotin  River,  and  about  a  mile  and  a  quarter  of  it  were  ditched  on  both  sides  and 
partly  covered  with  gravel. 

The  following  allotments  have  been  made  for  work  in  this  department,  and  the 
money  transferred  to  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  department  to  be  expended  under 
his  direction.     No  reports  on  any  of  this  work  have  been  received  in  this  office: 

Mexican. 

Repair  to  bridge  near  Pozorrubio $2, 500 

Repair  to  road  near  Tayug 1, 592 

Bautista-Rosales-Huminean 400 

Carranglan-San  Jose*  roaa 200 

Besides  the  enlisted  men  of  Company  A  and  Company  C,  First  Battalion  of  Engi- 
neers, American  civilians  were  employed  as  clerks,  overseers,  and  mechanics. 

Transportation  was  furnished  by  the  quartermaster's  department  Qf  the  division 
to  the  extent  of  351  mules,  88  wagons,  and  47  horses,  distributed  throughout  the 
department. 

It  should  be  said  in  general  that  the  wTork  on  roads  has  everywhere  been  carried 
on  under  most  disadvantageous  circumstances.  It  was  begun  while  the  insurgents 
were  carrying  on  active  operations,  and  consequently. the  natives  were  in  many 
places  disaffected  or  afraid  to  work;  latterly  it  has  been  difficult  to  secure  laborers 
because  they  were  at  work  in  the  rice  fields.  Sufficient  transportation  has  been  at 
all  times  hard  to  secure.  The  quartermaster's  department  has  rendered  assistance 
as  above  mentioned,  without  which  only  half  the  work  could  have  been  accom- 
plished. If  more  transportation  had  been  furnished,  much  better  roads  could  have 
teen  made,  because  the  largest  item  of  expense  has  been  the  hauling  of  gravel.  In 
many  places  road  metal  had  to  be  carried*  from  10  to  16  miles.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  general  plan  for  the  repair  of  roads 
under  the  $2,000,000  appropriated  for  roads  and  bridges,  and  which  is  to  be  used  for 
the  building  of  such  roads  in  the  island  of  Luzon  as  will  serve  strategic  purposes  as 
well  as  the  incidental  commercial  ones. 

This  project  is  submitted  after  receiving  instructions  from  the  major-general  com- 
manding the  division  and  consultation  with  the  department  commanders  and  the 
chief  engineers  of  the  department. 
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NORTH    LUZON. 

First.  A  road  starting  from  Manila,  leading  out  through  Xovoliches,  Norzagaray, 
San  lsidro,  Cabanatuan,  Humingan,  and  connecting  with  roads  from  Dagupan  east. 

Second.  A  road  along  the  west  coast  of  Zambales  province,  connecting  as  well  as 
possible  with  Sual  and  Lingayen. 

Third.  A  road  from  Manila  through  Polo,  Bulacan,  Malolos,  to  Hagonoy. 

Fourth.  A  road  along  east  coast  of  Bataan  province,  connecting,  with  Dinalupijan, 
and  either  to  Lubao  and  Sex  moan,  to  Bacolor,  or  to  Florida  Blanca  and  Angeles,  as 
may  be  most  practicable. 

Fifth.  A  road  from  Tarlac  to  Camiling,  Mangataren,  and  Lingayen. 

Sixth.  Crossroads  from  Bautista,  from  Tarlac,  and  from  San  Fernando  eastward, 
joining  into  road  No.  1. 

Seventh.  Pasig  to  Montalban. 

SOUTH   LUZON. 

First.  Naic  to  Indang,  Silang,  Bacoor. 
Second.  Calaml>a,  Batangas,  Balayan. 
Third.  Minor  repairs  in  road  from  Albay  to  Nueva  Caceres. 
Fourth.  Santa  Cruz  de  Laguna  to  Magdalena. 

It  is  not  expected  that  this  will  cover  the  whole  of  the  work  demanded,  nor  that 
it  will  not  have  to  be  modified.     It  is  to  represent  simply  a  general  scheme  at  which 
to  work. 
Special  estimates  will  Ixj  submitted  from  time  to  time  as  they  can  be  prepared.

REPORT  OF  BRIG.  GEN.  J.  F.  WADE,  U.  S.  A.,  COMMANDING 

DEPARTMENT  OF  SOT7THEBN  LUZON. 

Hkaixjuartkks  Department  op  Southern  Luzon, 

Manila,  P.  /.,  August  26,  1901. 

To  the  Adjutant-General,  Division  of  the  Philippines. 

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  requirement*  of  General  Order,  No.  89,  current  series, 
A.  G.  ().,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  annual  report: 

Maj.  Gen.  John  (•.  Bates,  U.  S.  V.  (brigadier-general,  I".  S.  A.),  organized  this 
department  and  commanded  it  until  April  21,  1901.  His  last  annual  report  was  made 
on  August  1 ,  1900.  The  accompanying  record  of  events  begins  on  that  date  and 
shows  the  military  operations  carried  on  under  his  direction.  I  assumed  command 
on  April  21,  1901.  The  second  district  had  l>een  discontinued,  and  its  territory  and 
troops  merged  in  the  first  district. 

On  May  6  the  island  of  Sainar,  which  had  l>een  temporarily  attached  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Southern  Luzon,  was  again  assigned  to  the  Department  of  the  Visayas. 
With  exceptions,  the  geographical  limits  and  organization  remain  as  at  date  of  last 
report. 

When  I  relieved  General  Bates,  the  return  to  the  States  of  the  volunteer  regiments 
was  in  progress  and  was  continued  until  alnmt  the  end  of  May,  by  which  time  all 
had  arrived  at,  or  were  enroute  to,  San  Francisco.  It  was  my  fortune  to  reach  the 
Philippines  too  late  to  see  the  volunteer  regiments,  except  a  few  o(  them  on  their 
way  home. 

Asanuml>er  of  these  regiments  served  in  this  department,  I  desire  to  say  that  each 
left  a  record  of  hard  and  exacting  duty  well  j>erfonned. 

As  the  volunteers  were  relieved  it  was  necessary  to  occupy  all  the  stations  held  by 
them  with  greatly  reduced  garrisons  of  regulars.  The  ordinary  difficulties  accompa- 
nying such  a  change  in  a  country  occupied  in  considerable  numbers  by  an  active 
enemy  and  among  an  unfriendly  people  were  very  greatly  increased  by  the  extremely 
small  numU'r  of  regular  officers  for  duty.  Few  troops,  battalions,  or  companies  ha*i 
more  than  one  officer  present.  In  many  cases  one  young  officer  commanded  his  sta- 
tion, his  company,  performed  all  the  staff  duties,  acted  as  collector  of  customs  and 
provost  jud^e,  looked  after  the  municipal  officers  and  police,  saw  that  thev  attended 
to  their  duties  and  kept  their  towns  in  proper  sanitary  condition  and  furnished  as  few 
supplies  and  gave  as  little  information  as  might  l>e  to  the  insurgents. 

In  addition  to  the  al>ove,  he  must  l>e  alwavs  ready  to  rej>el  night  attacks  by  the 
insurgents  or  take  the  Held  against  them,  ft  any  garrisons  in  smaller  towns  Were 
commanded  by  noncommissioned  officers.  A  large  number  of  our  men  were  recruits 
with  little  instruction  and  no  exj>erience  as  soldiers. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  l>oth  officers  and  men,  with  a  few  individual 
exceptions,  performed  their  arduous  and  exacting  duties  promptly  and  efficiently. 
Their  vigilance  and  activity  not  only  enabled  the  necessary  changes  being  matte 
without  a  hitch  or  mishap,' but  during  the  transition  period  active  field  operations 
were  scarcely  checked. 

When  I  assumed  command  the  insurgent  forces  were  quite  active  in  the  provinces 
of  Batangas,  Laguna,  Tayalwis,  Albay,  and  the  Camarines.  The  surrender  of  Gen- 
eral Trias  and  his  forces,  on  March  15,  has  greatly  improved  conditions  in  northern 
Cavite.  Active*  wonting  and  constant  field  work  resulted  in  the  surrender,  on  June 
24,  of  General  Cailles  and  his  forces  at  Santa  Cruz,  Laguna,  except  Colonel  Caballes, 
who  escaj>ed  to  the  mountains  with  atout  100  rifles. 

On  Julv  4  General  Belarmino  surrendered  at  Legaspi,  Albay,  bringing  with  him 
most  of  his  men  and  guns.  This  was  followed  on  July  24  by  Colonel  Zurbano,  who 
surrendered  at  Tavalwis  with  most  of  his  following.

PRESENT   CONDITIONS. 

The  province  of  Sorsogon  and  the  islands  of  Masbate,  Romblon,  and  Marinduque 
are  practically  clear  of  insurgents.  In  the  Camarines  and  Albay  province  there  are 
a  few  small  bands  that  devote  their  time  in  keeping  out  of  the  way  of  the  troops  and 
making  forced  collections  from  people  in  the  outlying  districts. 

In  the  islands  and  provinces  above  mentioned  there  are  few  Tagalos,  the  people 
being  more  peaceable  and  easily  controlled.  However,  all  important  places  are  garri- 
soned, and  rumors  of  the  intended  withdrawal  of  the  troops  m  one  or  two  instances 
were  followed  by  lively  protests  and  the  statement  that  such  action  would  kill  busi- 
ness and  force  friendly  natives  to  leave  their  homes,  as  neither  life  nor  property 
would  be  safe. 

In  the  province  of  Tavabas  there  is  no  large  organized  force  of  insurgents,  but  con- 
ditions are  bad.  Americans  and  Americanistas  are  safe  only  in  the  garrisoned  towns. 
There  is  practically  no  communication  between  towns.  Government  trains  carrying 
supplies,  and  even  teams  working  on  the  roads  under  the  direction  of  the  provincial 
governor,  are  not  considered  safe  unless  under  military  escort. 

The  central  civil  government  is  now  organizing  municipal  and  provincial  police. 
When  this  force  is  in  working  order  the  troops  should  be  relieved  of  much  hard  and 
annoying  work.  The  question  is,  how  far  native  police,  when  not  backed  up  by 
troops,  can  be  trusted  to  give  protection  against  and  to  hunt  down  these  bands  of 
insurgents,  ladrones,  robbers,  or  whatever  they  may  be  called.  Except  with  Maea- 
bebe  and  Bicol  Scouts,  our  experience  in  the  use  oi  natives  for  j>olice  work  has  not 
been  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  provinces  of  Cavite,  Batangas,  and  Laguna  may  be  considered  together.  They 
are  the  most  thickly  settled  and  richest  in  southern  Luzon,  the  home  of  the  Tagalos 
and  the  birthplace  of  the  insurrection.  The  insurrection  seems  destined  to  meet  its 
death  in  the  place  of  its  birth  and  to  die  hard. 

The  principal  figure  of  the  rebellion  is  General  Malvar,  a  native  of  Batangas  Prov- 
ince, who  claims  to  be  the  civil  and  military  head  of  what  remains  of  the  insurrec- 
tion. He  proclaims  himself  the  successor  of  Aguinaldo  by  the  appointment  of  the 
committee  in  foreign  parts,  which  committee,  he  says,  was  appointed  by  Aguinaldo 
in  June,  1900,  "  to  act  in  his  place  in  case  of  his  absence."  Malvar  has  undoubtedly 
also  the  material  support  of  a  large  number  of  high-class  natives  and  foreigners  in 
Manila  and  other  large  towns,  who,  while  taking  no  active  part  against  the  Amer- 
icans, are  not  satisfied  with  the  course  of  events  and  probably  not  quite  convinced  as 
to  the  honesty  of  our  intentions,  nor  have  they  quite  given  up  the  hope  of  foreign 
intervention.  They  believe  it  well  to  keep  alive  a  s}»ark  of  insurrection  with  which 
to  rekindle  the  flame  of  rebellion  should  opportunity  offer. 

At  first  glance  it  would  seem  an  easy  task  to  stamp  out  the  insurrection  in  the 
three  provinces  named.  It  must,  however,  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  great  majority 
of  the  people  are  violently  opposed  to  American  rule,  and  both  hate  and  fear  the 
Americans — the  more  intelligent  through  what  they  believe  to  be  their  own  interest, 
the  ignorant  through  their  fears  and  superstitions,  which  have  been  worked  upon  to 
the  fullest  extent.  There  are  inanv  notable  exceptions  to  this  rule,  and  many  men 
have  risked  and  are  still  risking  life  and  property  through  friendship  for  us.  but 
among  the  whole  population  the  number  is  very  small.  We  have  occupied  all  the 
principal  towns,  and  all  who  have  in  any  way  assisted  us  or  have  been  friendly  with 
our  officers  or  men,  or  against  whom  even  a  suspicion  of  such  action  exists,  have  been 
proclaimed  by  Malvar  to  be  traitors  to  their  country,  and  their  lives  and  property 
are  declared  forfeited. 

Therefore,  while  conducting  operations  in  the  field  it  is  necessary  to  hold  in  the 
towns  sufficient  trooDS  to  protect  them.  Escort  duty  of  various  kinds  Keeps  the  troops 
constantly  employee!.  As  for  the  enemy,  no  form  of  enlistment  seems  necessary;  a 
man  with  a  gun  is  an  insurrecto,  and  without  one  a  peaceable  citizen. 
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The  forces  of  the  insurrection  are  not  kept  in  the  field,  except  a  few  men  who 
accompany  the  higher  officers.  The  majority  of  them  live  at  home,  even  in  and  about 
the  towns  we  occupy.  When  wanted,  they  are  warned  through  their  system  of  signals 
and  runners,  and  gather  at  night  at  some  designated  place.  The  number  is  limited  only 
by  the  number  required  or  the  number  of  rifles  within  reach.  The  common  soldier 
wears  the  dress  of  the  country;  with  his  gun  he  is  a  soldier;  by  hiding  it  and  walk- 
ing quietly  along  the  road,  sitting  down  by  the  nearest  house,  or  going  to  work  in 
the  nearest  field,  he  becomes  an  "  amigo,"  full  of  good  will  and  false  information  for 
any  of  our  men  who  may  meet  him. 

The  country  is  covered  with  dense  tropical  vegetation,  with  many  extensive  swamps, 
high  and  rough  mountains,  and  deep  gorges.  The  roads  are  few  and  bad;  the  trails 
few  and  exceedingly  difficult. 

The  character  of  the  people,  the  country,  and  the  climate  put  on  our  troops  an 
amount  of  discouraging  ana  heartbreaking  work,  without  apparent  result,  that  can 
not  be  conceived  of  by  one  not  familiar  with  it.  Still,  every  once  in  a  while  a  detach- 
ment comes  upon  some  force  of  the  enemy  unawares,  and  kills  or  captures  more  or 
less  of  them. 

That  this  is  having  its  effect  is  shown  by  the  number  who  constantly  surrender 
with  their  arms  and  give  up  the  game. 

The  large  island  01  Mindoro  is  now  l)eing  occupied  and  explored,  the  capital,  Cala- 
pan,  having  been  taken  on  July  27.    This  island  has  furnished  a  large  amount  of  sup- 

Eiies  to  Malvar's  forces.    These  supplies  are  now  cut  off,  and  will  l>e  a  serious  loss  to 
im.    There  are  several  hundred  armed  insurgents  on  this  island. 

One  of  the  most  difficult  questions  about  to  come  up  is  the  quartering  of  troops. 
Tents  are  expensive,  and,  in  this  climate,  unhealthy  and  uncomfortable.  The  troops 
are  mostly  stationed  in  the  towns,  and  have  been  and  are  now  quartered  in  any  avail- ' 
able  buildings,  taken  without  the  owners'  consent,  or  rented,  according  to  circum- 
stances. Provincial  and  municipal  buildings,  convents,  and  other  church  buildings 
were  taken  whenever  convenient.  Now  in  the  more  quiet  provinces  the  civil  and 
church  authorities  and  many  private  i>arties  want  their  buildings  vacated.  In  many 
cases  the  occupied  buildings  can  not  be  vacated  unless  the  troops  are  removed,  and 
then  the  same  question  would  come  up  somewhere  else.  At  present  we  need  troops 
everywhere,  but  we  do  not  want  to  build  barracks  everywhere.  We  will  probably  put 
up  some  barracks  and  continue  to  hold  some  buildings  with  and  some  without  consent 
until  the  time  arrives  for  the  concentration  of  troops  in  larger  and  more  permanent 
stations. 

The  prospect  of  being  able  to  concentrate  or  materially  reduce  the  number  of 
troops  in  the  near  future  is  not  encouraging.  We  have  garrisoned  the  towns  and 
encouraged  the  people  to  rely  on  us.  Some  in  all  sections  of  the  country  have  done 
so,  and  such,  without  regard  for  position  or  sex,  are  marked  and  regardea  as  traitors. 
Until  conditions  have  so  changed  that  they  can  remain  in  their  homes  without 
endangering  their  lives  and  property  we  can  not  withdraw  the  troops. 

The  problem  lx>fore  us  is  a  hard  one.  Time,  honest  and  firm  administration,  wise 
legislation,  perfect  cooperation  between  the  civil  and  military  authorities,  and  unlim- 
ited patience  and  perseverance  by  all  will  be  required  to  solve  it. 

Much  lias  been  done,  but  there  is  much  more  to  do  before  civil  law  can  stand 
alone  and  give  protection  to  life,  property,  and  business  throughout  what  is  now 
the  Military  Department  of  Southern  Luzon.

24th. — Four  troojw  Ninth  Cavalry  from  Samar  to  Legaspi,  Albay,  and  headquarters 
and  four  troops  Sixth  Cavalry  from  Legaspi  to  Manila. 

26th. — Second  Battalion,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  and  Third  Company,  Macabebe  Scouts, 
to  island  of  Mindoro. 

August. 

11th. — Fourteenth  Battery,  Field  Artillery,  arrived  in  Manila  and  took  station  at 
Pasay  Cavalry  Barracks. 

13th. — Company  C,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  from  Lipa  to  Tiaong. 

17th. — Company  C,  Philippine  Cavalry,  arrived  in  Manila  en  route  to  Batangas. 

18th. — Sixth  Company,  Macabebe  Scouts,  arrived  in  Manila  en  route  to  Batangas. 

22d. — Company  L,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  from  Atimonan  to  San  Juan  de  Bocboc. 
Troop  D,  First  Cavalry,  from  San  Juan  de  Bocboc  to  Batangas. 


SUMMARY  OF  MILITARY  OPERATIONS  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  SOUTH- 
ERN LUZON,  FROM  AUGUST  1,  1900,  TO  JUNE  30,  1901. 

August. 

1st — Company  B,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  under  Captain  Myers,  was  attacked  at 
a  point  midway  between  Majayjay  and  Magdalena  by  about  150  insurgents.  The 
enemy  was  dispersed  and  driven  toward  Lilio  and  Nagcarlan,  having  1  man  killed. 
American  loss  was  Acting  Asst.  Surg.  F.  W.  Hulseberg  killed,  and  Private  John  M. 
Payne,  Company  B.  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  wounded.  Five  mules  of  the  wagon 
train  were  wounded. 

Company  F,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  under  Lieut.  Frank  Auswald,  on  way  to 
Majayjay,  encountered  about  40  armed  insurgents,  who  fled  after  first  volley,  leaving 
1  dead  and  1  Mauser  rifle. 

Detachments  of  Eleventh  Cavalry  and  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  commanded  by 
Captains  Sturges  and  Kipp,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  discovered  the  headquarters  of  the 
insurgent  chiel,  Cailles,  guarded  by  more  than  100  men  armed  with  rifles;  5  insur- 
gents were  killed;  7  large  barracks  burned;  8  rifles,  5,500  rounds  of  ammunition,  2 
revolvers,  1  officer's  saber,  10  bolos,  2  American  horses  and  some  of  the  insurgents' 
records  wrere  captured.  Our  loss  was  Private  Joseph  W.  Ford,  Troop  A,  Eleventh 
Cavalry,  wounded. 

2d. — During  a  three  days'  scout  Colonel  Bullard,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  found  and 
destroyed  12  insurgents'  barracks  at  headquarters  of  San  Cristobal  River;  dispersed  a 
garrison  of  from  30  to  40  insurgents;  captured  and  destroyed  4,000  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition and  a  large  supply  of  medical  stores. 

An  attack  was  made  on  the  outpost  at  Zapote  bridge  by  a  party  of  about  50  insur- 
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gents  armed  with  rifles.  The  attack  was  repulsed,  and  the  enemy  driven  toward 
San  Nicolas. 

Captain  Gulick  with  a  detachment  of  1  officer  and  48  men  of  Company  L,  Forty- 
seventh  Infantry,  returned  to  Gubat,  Sorsogon,  from  a  two  days'  scout  in  the  vicinity 
of  Bulusan,  having  had  four  engagements  with  the  insurgents,  killing  and  wounding 
an  unascertained  number,  capturing  7  and  destroying  several  barracks,  etc.  During 
one  of  the  engagements  several  men  of  the  detachment  were  wounded  by  stones 
rolled  down  the  mountain  side  or  thrown  by  the  enemy. 

Lieutenant  Riggs  with  a  detachment  of  Company  G,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  and 
native  police,  scouting  from  Tabaco,  captured  a  colonel,  2  captains,  1  lieutenant,  and 
11  other  insurgents. 

3d. — A  signal  party,  under  a  small  escort,  was  attacked  by  insurgents  between  Naic 
and  Santa  Cruz.     One  insurgent  was  wounded  and  captured. 

An  outpost  of  the  Fourth  Infantry  at  San  Roque  attacked  a  band  of  ladrones,  kill- 
ing 3,  wounding  2,  and  captured  1  man  and  3  rifles. 

Three  mounted  men  carrying  dispatches  from  Silang  to  Indang  were  attacked  by 
ladrones  3  miles  west  of  Indang,  losing  1  horse  killed  and  another  captured.  One 
insurgent  killed;  another  killed  the  day  after  by  scouting  party  from  Indang. 

Scouting  parties  from  Santo  Tomas  attacked  50  insurgents  at  the  barrio  of  San 
Antonio.     The  enemy  dispersed  with  unknown  loss. 

4th. — Lieutenant  Andres  and  26  men  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry  from  Tiaong  were 
attacked  by  about  200  insurgents  3  miles  west  of  Candelaria.  The  enemy  were  nnaliy 
routed  after  repeatedly  renewing  the  attack  and  being  several  times  charged.  Enen:y 
left  16  dead;  wounded  unknown.  Our  loss,  Privates  William  B.  English  and  George 
N.  Simpson  killed;  Corpls.  William  R.  Sullivan  and  E.  F.  Beatwood  and  Privates  Otto 
Adams  and  Maurice  Frye  wounded,  all  of  Company  E,  Thirtieth  Infantry. 

5th. — With  the  assistance  of  a  native  guide  Colonel  Cheatham,  with  detachments 
of  Eleventh  Cavalry  and  Thirth-seventh  Infantry,  discovered  and  burned  the  arsenal, 
personal  quarters,  and  20  barracks  of  the  insurgent  chief,  Cailles,and  his  band.  The 
stronghold,  located  near  the  crest  of  the  mountains  aUmt  10  miles  east  of  Pagsanjan, 
was  stubbornly  defended  by  the  enemy,  who  was  well  armed  and  used  smokeless 

f)Owder.  The  insurgents  finally  dispersed  in  the  dense  forest  toward  the  Pacific, 
eaving  4  killed  and  5  wounded  behind  them.  Two  rifles  and  1,000  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition were  captured  from  the  enemy.  Our  casualties  were  Corpl.  George  H.  Cravens*, 
Troop  A,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  and  Private  Walter  Heck,  Company  K,  Thirty-seventh 
Infantry,  wounded. 

Detachments  from  Companies  D  and  E,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  Catbalogan,  killed 
4  insurgents  and  captured  1  rifle. 

Scouting  party  from  Li  bm  an  an  killed  1  insurgent,  wounded  2,  and  captured  3;  also 
burned  1  cuartel. 

8th. — Captain  Miller  and  detachment  Thirtieth  Infantry,  having  been  sent  to 
Ragay  to  release  Spanish  prisoners,  had  an  engagement  at  that  place  with  a  company 
of  insurgents  armed  with  30  to  40  rifles.  The  enemy  was  routed  and  dispersed  in 
the  mountains  with  unknown  loss;  our  casualties,  1  man  wounded.  Ten  Spanish 
prisoners  were  released. 

Lieutenant  Andres,  with  a  detachment  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry,  surprised  an 
insurgent  outpost  west  of  Candelaria,  killing  1  of  the  enemy  and  wounding  another 
and  capturing  a  quantity  of  ammunition. 

10th. — Colonel  Bullafd,  with  a  detachment  of  the  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  located 
enemy's  camp  north  of  Lipa,  a)>out  1 1  miles  from  Santo  Tomas,  and  killed  2  of  the 
enemy,  capturing  and  destroying  the  camp. 

11th. — Captain  Nolan,  witri  36  men  of  the  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  was  attacked  by 
about  50  insurgents  with  rifles  near  Lina.  The  enemy  was  driven  off  and  pursued 
for  a  long  distance,  suffering  a  loss  of  8  killed  and  9  captured. 

Captain  Baker,  with  31  men  of  the  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  scouting  west  from  San 
Pablo,  encountered  a  band  of  insurgents;  killed  2,  one  of  whom  was  a  captain,  and 
wounded  another. 

Insurgents  attacked  Gubat  and  were  repulsed,  losing  4  killed  and  7  wounded. 

Insurgents  fired  into  Santa  Cruz,  no  loss  resulting. 

A  detachment  of  Company  E,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Catbalogan,  encoun- 
tered insurgents  and  killed  5,  wounded  2,  and  captured  1.  No  American  casualties. 
At  the  same  time  a  detachment  from  Company  C,  same  regiment,  killed  1  insurgent. 

Captain  Gulick,  with  a  detachment  of  the  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  engaged  insur- 
gents near  Venturco,  Albay,  surprising  them  and  inflicting  a  loss  o!  14  killed.  Our 
loss,  1  enlisted  man  wounded. 

Captain  Murphy,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry  (first  lieutenant,  Twenty-fourth  Infantry), 
with  small  detachment  from  Tanauan,  engaged  a  party  of  insurgents  near  the  barrio 
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of  Natata,  scattering  them,  but  was  himself  shot  and  instantly  killed.  Two  dead 
insurgents  were  found. 

Captain  Brown,  with  detachment  of  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  encountered  insurgents 
near  Salvacion,  Cainarines,  killing  1,  wounding  2,  and  capturing  24.  Shortly  after- 
wards the  detachment  was  fired  upon  by  insurgents,  killing  Capt.  W.  Brown,  Forty- 
fifth  Infantry,  and  wounding  Private  M.  C.  Chaffee,  Company  C,  same  regiment. 

15th. — A  detachment  from  San  Fernando,  Camarines,  engaged  a  small  band  of 
insurgents  near  Pamuquid;  loss  unknown. 

16th. — Major  Case,  with  a  detachment  of  1  officer  and  12  men,  Twenty-ninth  Infan- 
try, went  by  launch  from  Masbate  to  Naro,  Masbate,  where  it  was  reported  a  band 
of  lad  rones  had  looted  the  town  and  killed  several  people.  The  band  was  routed, 
leaving  1  wounded,  with  1  rifle,  behind. 

Major  Nolan,  with  a  detachment  of  Eleventh  Cavalry,  and  Captain  Miller,  with 
detachment  Thirtieth  Infantry,  released  13  Spanish  prisoners  held  by  the  insurgents 
near  Ragay,  destroying  insurgent  barracks. 

17th. — Lieutenant  Kirkman,  with  detachment  of  Eleventh  Cavalry,  from  San  Fer- 
nando, Camarines,  encountered  insurgents  5  miles  from  Pamuquid,  killing  1  and 
capturing  6;  also  burned  cuartel. 

19th. — A  detachment  Company  E,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Catbalogan, 
encountered  enemy,  killing  1  man  and  capturing  1.  One  man  of  Company  E  wounded 
by  a  bamboo  trap. 

20th. — A  party  of  insurgents  attempted  to  enter  the  town  of  Los  Bafios,  but  were 
driven  away  after  the  exchange  of  a  few  shots. 

Santo  Tomas  and  Tanauan  were  fired  into.     No  casualties. 

Troops  A  and  G,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  wrere  fired  upon  while  watering  horses,  near 
Pagsanjan,  by  about  150  insurgents,  wounding  3  men,  killing  3  horses,  and  wounding 
6.  A  party  of  5  crossed  the  river  in  the  only  available  boat,  while  protected  by  the 
fire  of  the  men  on  shore,  charged  enemy's  works,  which  were  vacated  by  them, 
leaving  2  dead  and  2  Remington  rifles.  Pools  of  blood  were  found,  indicating  that 
several  had  been  wounded. 

21st. — Capt.  G.  H.  Bentley,  with  a  party  of  17  men  from  Forty-seventh  Infantry, 
scouting  in  the  hills  south  of  Camalig,  Aloay,  were  attacked  by  50  insurgents  con- 
cealed m  dense  hemp  hills.  Enemy's  loss,  1  killed  and  1  rifle  captured.  Captain 
Bentley  was  mortally  wounded,  dying  August  26. 

Captain  Baker,  with  detachment  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  scouting  from  San  Pablo, 
encountered  insurgents  at  the  barrio  Monica,  wounding  1  and  capturing  1. 

An  outpost  of  the  insurgents  was  encountered  by  Lieutenant  Stevens,  with  detach- 
ment Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  while  scouting  from  Lipa  toward  San  Benito;  1  insur- 
gent wounded  and  1  captured. 

Major  Birkhaeuser,  with  detachment  of  2  officers  and  56  men,  Company  C,  Forty- 
fifth  Infantry,  from  Nabua,  Camarines,  en  route  toward  the  Bicol  River,  was  fired  on 
by  insurgents  near  Balangan.  After  ten  minutes  the  enemy  fled,  and  the  barrio  was 
burned.     Enemy's  estimated  loss,  40  killed  and  wounded. 

22d. — Detachment  Fourth  Cavalry  returning  from  Quintana  to  Indang  engaged 
insurgents  at  Marino.  No  casualties;  enemy's  loss  unknown.  Next  morning  near 
Quintana  had  another  fight,  it  is  believed  with  the  same  band,  killing  1  and  wound- 
ing 3. 

Lieut.  C.  U.  Bear,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  with  16  men  of  Company  F,  same  regiment, 
was  fired  on  from  ambush  11  miles  east  of  Sariaya  by  about  30  insurgents,  who  lost 
1  man  killed.  Our  loss,  Corpl.  William  M.  Lash  wounded.  In  subsequent  pursuit 
the  band  was  scattered,  2  being  captured  in  barrio  Latim.  Detachment  pursuing  was 
of  Thirtieth  Infantry,  under  Captain  Kerrick. 

Captain  Wiuterburn,  with  detachment  Eleventh  Cavalry,  attacked  a  band  of 
insurgents  near  San  Fernando,  Camarines  Sur,  killing  1  and  wounding  2.  Our  cas- 
ualties, 1  native  policeman  killed. 

Sergeant  Collins,  with  17  men,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  Company  L,  from  Libmanan, 
encountered  insurgents  near  San  Vicente,  Camarines,  killing  7  and  wounding  2. 

24th. — Lieutenant  Murphy  and  25  men,  Company  L,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  en 
route  from  Siniloan  to  Paete,  were  attacked  at  Panguil  by  about  80  insurgents,  who 
were  repulsed,  leaving  1  killed  and  2  wounded.  Our  loss,  2  men  mortally  and  1 
severely  wounded. 

Lieut.  J.  D.  Watson,  with  detachment  Forty-fifth  Infantry^  operating  along  Bicol 
River,  routed  a  body  of  insurgents  from  an  intrenched  position  near  Santo  Nifio. 
Our  casualties,  1  man  killet  and  2  wounded  of  Company  C,  Forty-fifth  Infantry. 
Lieutenant  Watson  held  position  until  relieved  by  Major  Birkhaeuser  the  follow- 
ing day. 

Lieutenant  Mumford,  with  24  men,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  scounting  from  Nabua 
along  Bicol  River  near  San  Vicente,  Camarines,  encountered  insurgents  and  killed  2. 
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26th. — Lieutenant  Wray  and  detachment  Eleventh  Cavalry  returned  to  Legaspi 
from  pursuit  of  insurgents  who  had  attacked  Captain  Bentley  s  party,  and  reported 
having  killed  11. 

26th. — Lieutenant  Rutherford,  with  Troop  B,  Fourth  Cavalry,  struck  about  25 
of  the  enemy  near  Palaqui;  no  casualties;  enemy's  loss  unknown. 

27th. — Lieutenant  Springer,  with  detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry,  from  Mun- 
tinlupa,  was  fired  on  near  San  Nicolas.     The  enemy  was  routed,  leaving  2  dead. 

Lieutenant  Lowenberg,  Thirty -seventh  Infantry,  with  17  men,  Forty-fifth  Infan- 
try, scouting  in  vicinity  of  Mount  Isarog  August  23  to  27,  encountered  the  enemy 
and  killed  3;  captured  5  rifles  and  1  brass  cannon,  destroyed  a  number  of  cuartels 
and  a  quantity  of  supplies. 

Scouting  party  from  Libmanan  killed  1  insurgent  and  wounded  another  at  Sipocot. 

Lieutenant  Kumpe,  with  detachment  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  scouting  from  Iriga, 
Ca marines,  encountered  the  enemy,  killing  2  and  wounding  3. 

28th.-- Captain  Newberry,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  returned  to  Tayabas  from  a  thirty- 
two  days'  scout  north  and  south  of  the  Sariaya-Tiaong  road,  with  50  men  of  his  regi- 
ment, having  broken  up  and  driven  out  bands  of  insurgents  and  lad  rones  in  that 
section,  killing  2,  wounding  4,  capturing  20  tulisanes  and  insurgents.  Distance 
marched,  362  miles. 

Major  Nolan,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  surprised  the  cuartel  of  Lieut.  Col.  Elias  Angeles, 
west  of  Bicol  River,  Caniarines,  killing  1  insurgent.     Barracks  destroyed. 

30th. — Major  Langhorne,  with  detachment  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  scouting  from 
San  Pablo,  encountered  a  band  of  insurgents,  who  scattered  on  first  fire. 

Detachments  of  Companies  C  and  E,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Catbalogan, 
burned  several  insurgent  barracks  and  killed  1  man.  Three  men  of  the  detachment 
were  wounded  by  traps. 

31st. — Lieut.  Col.  C.  <J.  Starr,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  reports  that  his  command,  con- 
sisting of  Troop  D,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  Companies  F,  H,  and  I,  Forty-seventh  Infantry, 
Battery  G,  Third  Artillery,  and  W  ray's  Scouts,  garrisoning  Legaspi  and  Daraga,  made, 
during  the  month,  56  ex jieditions,  having  14  engagements,  enemy's  loss  being  14 
killed,  1  wounded;  7  rifles  captured.  Our  casualties,  1  man  of  Company  H,  Forty- 
eeventh  Infantry,  killed.     Distance  marched,  596  miles. 

September. 

1st. — Lieutenant  Barry,  with  detachment  Fourth  Infantry,  surprised  insurgents  in 
their  quarters,  killing  4  and  wounding  5. 

Lieutenant  Kunii>e,  with  1  officer  and  40  men  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  on  a  scout 
from  Nabua,  in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Bato,  killed  1  insurgent,  took  5  prisoners. 

2d. — Captain  Maloney,  with  detachment  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Tanauan, 
encountered  about  100  of  the  enemy  at  the  barrio  Tanuric,  killing  3  and  wounding 
several. 

Signal  party  en  route  from  Binang  to  Silang  was  attacked  by  insurgents  4  miles  from 
(north)  Carmona.  Our  casualties,  Sergeant  North,  signal  corps,  and  1  man,  Forty- 
sixth  Infantry,  wounded. 

3d. — The  gunboat  Oerte,  was  fired  upon  off  Bay  I>aguna;  no  loss. 

Detachment  Thirtv-ninth  Infantry,  returning  to  Los  Banos  from  Calamba,  was 
fired  on  from  ambush.     Our  casualties,  2  men  wounded,  1  mortally. 

5th. — Detachment  Thirty-ninth  Infantry  from  Calamba,  scouting  to  Cabuyao,  killed 
3  lad  rones. 

Lieutenant  Constable  and  10  scouts,  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  were  fired  upon  between 
Silang  and  Indang.     No  loss  sustained. 

11th. — Lieutenant  Hill,  with  detachment  TwTenty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Calbayog, 
marched  to  Dagan,  Samar,  killing  3  insurgents  and  "wounding  several. 

12th. — Lieutenant  Courtney,  with  Coinpanv  I,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  encoun- 
tered outpost  of  enemy  at  Alaminos,  inflicting  lieavy  loss,  recapturing  1  rifle. 

Lieutenant  Williams,  with  detachment  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  from  San  Pablo, 
scouting  near  Rizal,  killed  2,  captured  1;  also  1  rifle  captured. 

13th. — Insurgents  attacked  Ix>s  Banos,  but  were  expected,  and  were  driven  off 
with  a  reported  loss  of  10  killed  and  35  wounded. 

Captain  Patstone,  with  detachment  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  escorting  telegraph 
repair  party  from  Silang  to  Indang,  was  fired  upon  bv  intrenched  ladrones  near 
Jalang,  who  were  routed,  3  being  killed  or  wounded.  One  native  lineman  shot  by 
mistake  while  running  away. 

Captain  Shields,  with  detachment  of  51  men  of  Company  F,  Twenty-ninth  Infan- 
try, and  2  hospital  corps  men,  landed  from  U.  S.  S.  ViUalobos  at  Torrijos,  Marin- 
duque,  and  attempted  to  march  to  Santa  Cruz.    The  party  left  Torrijos  at  2  p.  m. 
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and  were  attacked  at  5  p.  m.,  the  engagement  lasting  several  hours,  and  after  having 
4  of  his  party  killed  ana  himself  ando  others  wounded  Captain  Shields  surrendered 
with  his  party,  consisting  of  47  men  of  Company  F,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  1  hos- 
pital corps  man,  with  51  rifles  and  2  revolvers.  The  insurgent  forces  engaged  is 
estimated  at  250  riflemen  and  2,000  Ixolomen.  Their  loss  was  30  killed  and  a  large 
number  wounded. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Boice,  with  23  men  Company  M,  Twenty-eighth  Infantry,  were 
attacked  at  Cabuyao,  Laguna,  by  insurgents,  among  whom  were  about  100  riflemen; 
enemy  repulsed,  leaving  behind  2  dead  and  2  rifles;  our  casualty,  1  man,  of  Company 
M,  Twenty-eighth  Infantry,  killed. 

15th. — Captain  Stern,  with  detachment  Twenty-ninth  Infantry  and  Fourth  Artil- 
lery, from  Laguan,  Samar,  made  a  reconnoissance  on  small  steamer  up  Catubig  River; 
on  "return  were  fired  on  at  range  of  50  yards  by  cannon,  one  man  being  wounded. 
Fire  was  returned,  but  shot  had  riddled  rxmts,  so  that  a  landing  could  not  l>e  made. 

Captain  Garwood,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Daraga,  captured 
the  insurgent  governor  of  Albay.  During  a  subsequent  engagement  while  returning, 
1  man  was  wounded;  1  insurgent  killed  and  1  wounded. 

17th. — Major  Holbrook,  with  detachment  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  struck  enemy 
7  miles  from  San  Juan;  enemy  routed. 

Captain  Mitchell,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  with  90  men  Company  L,  Fifteenth  Infantry, 
and  40  men  Company  L,  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  moved  from  Si ni loan  against 
insurgent  position  near  Mabitac.  Gunboat  Florida  cooperated.  Captain  Cooke,  Fif- 
teenth Infantry,  with  detachments  of  Fifteenth  and  Thirty-seventn  Infantry,  were 
to  attack  rear  of  enemy,  but  failed  because  of  high  water.  About  800  of  the  enemy 
were  intrenched  on  a  causeway  on  which  Captain  Mitchell  made  a  frontal  attack 
which  was  repulsed  with  a  loss  to  Company  L,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  of  Captain  Mitch- 
ell and  Lieutenant  Cooper  and  13  men  killed  and  14  wounded;  Captain  Moran  and 
6  men  of  Company  L,  Thirty -seventh  Infantry,  killed  and  8  men  wounded;  insur- 
gent loss  reported  to  be  10  killed  and  about  20  wTounded.

21st. — Lieutenant  Dorcy,  with  22  men,  Fourth  Cavalry,  1  signal  corps  man,  and 
Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Boyd,  from  Naic  to  Santa  Cruz,  Cavite,  were  attacked 
by  about  75  insurgents;  attack  repulsed.  Enemy's  loss,  10;  our  loss,  Corporal 
Eichholtz,  mortally  wounded. 

23d. — Lieutenant  Walker,  1  officer,  and  65  men  Troop  D,  Fourth  Cavalry,  from 
Naic,  encountered  about  40  ladrones,  engagement  lasting  one-half  hour,  when  enemy 
fled,  leaving  5  dead;  two  others  known  to  have  been  wounded.  Two  rifles,  3 
cartridge  boxes,  and  some  ammunition  captured.     Americans  sustained  no  loss. 

Captain  Maloney,  1  officer,  and  50  men,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Tanauan, 
encountered  about  200  insurgents  at  barrio  Boot.  "  Enemy  fled  with  unknown  loss; 
our  loss,  1  killed,  1  wounded. 

24th. — Insurgents  attacked  outposts  of  Forty-ninth  Infantry  on  road  from  Para- 
fiaque  to  Las  Pifias.     No  known  casualty. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  insurgents  made  an  unsuccessful  attack  on  detachment 
Forty-ninth  Infantry  at  Zapote  Bridge,  Cavite,  and  in  a  scout  in  pursuit  toward  San 
Nicolas  by  a  detachment  under  Lieutenant  Campbell,  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  5  of 
the  enemy  were  killed  and  1  wounded. 

One  hundred  and  fifty  insurgents  attacked  Las  Pifias,  but  were  repulsed.  No 
casualties  reported. 

Captain  McConnell,  with  56  men,  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  from  I  in  us,  surprised  a 
force  of  insurgents  estimated  at  450,  and  defeated  same  without  loss  to  his  detachment. 
Fifteen  dead  insurgents  were  found,  and  9  prisoners  were  captured,  6  of  whom  were 
wounded. 

25th. — Lieutenants  Wilson  and  Danner,  with  17  men,  Twenty-eighth  Infantry,  from 
Balayan,  Batangas,  struck  about  60  insurgents  behind  church  walls  at  Lian.  The 
enemy  fled  by  water,  leaving  14  dead,  4  rifles.  2  revolvers,  and  1,000  cartridges 
behind;  about  16  were  killed  or  wounded  in  the  water  and  were  not  recovered. 
Detachment  suffered  no  loss. 

26th. — The  insurgents  attacked  Las  Pifias,  Parafiaque,  Cavite,  and  Company  E, 
Forty-ninth  Infantry,  en  route  to  Las  Pifias,  and  were  driven  off  in  each  case  with- 
out known  loss. 

28th.— Lieutenant  Lowenberg,  Thirty -seventh  Infantry,  and  30  men,  Forty-fifth 
Infantry,  attacked  insurgents  north  of  Ayugan  at  Guinaban,  killing  10.  Our  loss: 
Three  men,  Company  M,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  wounded;  also  Lieutenant  Lowenberg 
wounded  in  right  shoulder. 
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29th. — Sergeant  Brown,  with  detachment  B,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  scouting  from 
Uhoii  to  warn  Palanog,  Masbate,  struck  party  of  l>etween  100  to  200  insurgents,  kill- 
ing 8.  One  man  of  detachment  killed.  Later  1  insurgent  was  killed  by  detach- 
ment under  Lieutenant  Miller  from  Cataingan.

Lieutenant  AVray,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  scouting  from  Ligon,  Albav,  toward  the  sea, 
killed  8  insurgents,  captured  7  rifles,  and  25  holomen,  whom  he  released;  also  3  cap- 
tains and  1  lieutenant  captured.

A  train  of  Troop  F,  Ninth  Cavalry,  escorted  bv  10  men,  was  attacked  by  insurgents 
at  Malalto^;  relief  arriving  they  retreated  toward  Camalig,  where  1  man  was  captured. 

— Lieutenant*  Watson  and  I>ority.  with  detachment  Fortv-fifth  Infantry, 
returned  to  lriga  from  a  scout  along  Bicol  River,  having  killed  3  bolomen  and  mor- 
tally wounding  another,  capturing  5  prisoners.

— Captain  Crawford,  with  detachment  Twenty-eighth  Infantry,  returned  to 
Taal  from  a  six  days'  scout,  having  two  engagements,  killing  12  ana  wounding  16 
insurgents.  Three  Americans  were  wounded.  From  native  sources  it  is  reported 
that  45  men  were  killed. 

Camalig,  Albay,  was  attacked  by  insurgents  from  both  in  town  and  outside.  No 
casualties.

6th. — Detachment  from  Bacoor,  Cavite,  surprised  lad  rones  at  Banalo,  killing  2. 

8th. — Detachments  First  Cavalry  and  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  scouting  in  vicinity  of 
Mount  Ugmao,  destroyed  several  cuartels,  storehouses,  miscellaneous  supplies,  and 
routed  a  band  of  insurgents,  capturing  some  prisoners. 

Detachment  Ninth  Cavalry,  en  route  to  Guinobatan,  were  attacked  by  about  100 
insurgents,  who  were  driven  off  without  known  loss. 

Enemy  attacked  wagon  train,  Ninth  Cavalry,  at  Malbog  Hill,  but  was  driven  off. 
Casualties  unknown. 

— Lieutenants  Price  and  Whitman,  with  50  men,  Second  Infantry,  from  Cat- 
balogan,  Samar,  encountered  a  band  of  15  insurgents,  killing  5,  capturing  3,  together 
with  1  rifle,  1  brass  cannon,  and  ammunition. 

Insurgents  fired  into  Gubat,  Sorsogon.    Casualties  unknown. 

11th.— Captain  Flynn,  with  detachment  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  from  Nabua,  had 
three  skirmishes  with  insurgents  in  the  Salvacion-San  Rogue*Bicol  River  districts, 
Camarines  Sur,  killing  4,  capturing  5. 

12th. — Captain  Guhck,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Gubat, 
Sorsogon,  returned  after  two  days'  scout,  having  had  two  engagements  with  insur- 
gents, killing  14,  wounding  many,  and  capturing  5.     Our  loss,  2  men  wounded. 

Insurgents  fired  into  Guinobatan,  Albay,  and  13  were  captured. 

13th. — Company  M,  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  from  San  Jose  to  Tiaong,  had  slight 
skirmish  with  insurgents  near  Rosario.     No  known  loss. 

14th. — Troops  of  Ninth  Cavalry  had  a  skirmish  at  Libod  Hill  and  around  Taguitay, 
Albay,  without  known  loss. 

15tn. — Scouting  party  from  Indang  dispersed  party  of  ladrones  near  barrio  Miden, 
killing  2  and  capturing  1  rifle. 

18th. — Lieutenant  Parsons,  with  30  men  Troop  E,  Ninth  Cavalry,  while  scouting 
from  Sulag,  killed  3  insurgents  and  captured  another  of  an  outpost. 

19th. — Lieutenant  Holmes,  with  detachment  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  ambushed 
insurgents  near  Calbayog,  killing  2,  wounding  1,  and  capturing  1  Remington  rifle. 

20th. — Detachments  Eleventh  Cavalry  and  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Santa 
Cruz  and  vicinity,  engaged  insurgents  east  of  Cavinti;  killed  3,  wounded  4,  and  cap- 
tured 16. 

Lieutenant  Morrow,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Bulan,  Sorso- 
gon, scouting  to  I  roc  in  and  Bulusan,  had  five  encounters  with  enemy,  killing  3  and 
capturing  6.     Our  loss,  1  man  wounded. 

21st. — Lieutenant  Armstrong  and  detachment  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  scouting  on 
Bicol  River,  engaged  enemy,  killing  1  and  wounding  several.     One  American  killed. 

Captain  Guhck,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  joined  Lieutenant 
Morrow  at  Bulusan  and  attacked  force  of  insurgents,  whom  they  routed. 

22d. — Scouting  parties  from  Indang  under  Captain  O'Connor,  Forty-sixth  Infantry, 
had  five  engagements  with  the  enemy  near  Patijian  and  Magallanes  and  beyond  lat- 
ter place,  killing  and  wounding  27.  Destroyed  10,000  rounds  of  ammunition.  Ameri- 
can loss,  2  wounded. 

Detachment  Company  C,  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  from  Sariaya  to  Tayabas,  encoun- 
tered 40  insurgents,  wounding  several. 

Paymaster's  escort  from  Sariaya  to  Candelaria  met  and  dispersed  party  of  insur- 
gents, wounding  several. 

Captain  Crumbly  and  50  men  of  the  Forty-ninth  Infantry  routed  insurgents  at  the 
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Captain  Wilhelm,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  with  detachments  Twenty-first  Infantry 
and  First  Cavalry  and  Eighth  Infantry,  attacked  about  200  insurgents  on  Boot  Penin- 
sula, Lake  Taal,  on  the 7th  instant,  who  lost  4  killed,  3  rifles,  8  prisoners,  and  4  ponies 
captured.  Our  casualties,  1  man  First  Cavalry  killed  and  2  men  Twenty-first 
Infantry  wounded. 

Captain  Hart,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Donsol,  Sorsogon, 
returned  after  four  days'  pursuit  of  insurgents  in  vicinity  of  San  Vicente,  having 
four  engagements  with  them,  killing  8  and  wounding  many.  One  man  of  the 
detachment  was  wounded. 

11th. — Captain  Lacey,  with  detachment  First  Infantry,  scouting  from  Boac,  Marin- 
duque,  toward  Santa  Cruz,  killed  7  insurgents. 

13th. — Lieutenants  Cook  and  Shiras,  with  40  men  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  engaged 
insurgents  near  Labo,  Camarines,  killing  4.     Engagemeut  lasted  one  hour. 

Lieutenant  Carson  and  Lieutenant  Miller,  with  56  men  of  Company  B,  Twentv- 
ninth  Infantry,  attacked  insurgents  about  2  miles  west  of  Calbayog,  Samar,  driving 
them  from  their  trenches  with  unknown  loss. 

16th. — Captain  Kenan,  with  detachment  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  engaged  a  force 
of  insurgents  on  the  island  of  Buri,  who  were  defeated  without  known  joss. 

17th. — Captain  Winterburn,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  and  Lieutenant  Rubottom,  Ninth 
Cavalry,  with  35  men  of  Eleventh  and  Ninth  Cavalry,  scouted  five  days  in  the  moun- 
tains south  of  San  Fernando,  killing  12  insurgents,  releasing  15  native  prisoners,  and 
capturing  1  rifle  and  2  pistols. 

Captain  Hart,  with  2  officers  and  99  men  of  Company  D,  Forty-seventh  Infantry, 
and  one  hospital  corps  man,  attacked  the  enemy  at  Matnog,  Sorsogon,  killing  1  and 
capturing  another. 

18th.— Captain  Staff,  with  100  men  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  from  San  Pablo, 
attacked  about  300  insurgents  near  San  Ignacio,  capturing  55.  Our  casualty  was  1 
man  wounded. 

19th. — Captain  Gale,  with  16  men  Fourth  Cavalry,  and  assistance  of  gunboat  Banco, 
surprised  Patungan,  Cavite,  killing  13  insurgents  and  capturing  11  rifles  and  2  pistols; 
destroyed  cuartels  and  other  buildings.  Our  casualties,  1  man  Fourth  Cavalry 
wounded. 

20th. — Matnog,  Sorsogon,  was  fired  on  by  5  riflemen.  Small  party  was  sent  out  and 
killed  1  rifleman  and  destroyed  enemy's  trenches. 

Lieutenant  Corbusier,  with  detachment  Troop  F,  Ninth  Cavalry,  returned  to 
Guinobatan  from  four  days'  expedition  to  Jovellar,  Albay,  having  had  three  engage- 
ments with  insurgents,  killing  and  wounding  40  and  capturing  7  others,  destroying 
cuartel  containing  stores.  Sergeant  Miller,  Troop  F,  Ninth  Cavalry,  was  wounded 
by  a  boloman. 

22d. — Captain  Fremont,  with  detachment  Second  Infantry,  engaged  insurgents  at 
Pamplona,  Infanta,  killing  19  and  wounding  many.    Our  casualties,  1  man  drowned. 

26th. — Captain  Cotter,  commanding  Sinfloan,  reports  that  50  men  Fifteenth  In- 
fantry captured  at  Matique,  Laguna,  9  men,  killed  1,  and  wounded  1. 

28th. — Lieutenant  Gignoux,  with  30  men  Eleventh  Cavalry,  struck  party  of  insur- 
gents south  of  San  Fernando,  Camarines,  killing  1  and  capturing  50  rounds  of  ammu- 
nition. 

30th. — Lieutenants  Merchant  and  Gleaves,  with  40  men  Eighth  Infantry,  attacked 
the  advance  guard  of  the  enemy  at  Mabanot  Hill,  Laguna,  wounding  several.  The 
remainder  dispersed. 

31st. — Lieutenant  Hilson,  with  detachment  Company  E,  Twenty-firet  Infantry, 
surprised  the  enemy  6  miles  north  of  Sariaya,  killing  1. 

Major  Forbush,  Ninth  Cavalry,  commanding  Guinobatan,  Albay,  reports  that 
during  Deceinber*25  expeditions  have  been  sent  out,  resulting  in  11  engagements,  and 
loss  to  the  enemy  as  follows:  Killed  and  wounded,  44;  surrendered,  3;  captured,  48. 
One  rifle  captured  and  4  cuartels,  2,400  pounds  rice,  and  many  other  stores  destroyed. 
Our  loss,  2  men  wounded. 

Captain  Smith,  with  29  men,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  engaged  the  enemy  about  2  miles 
from  Longos,  Laguna,  killing  2.  Two  men  of  the  detachment  were  wounded  and  1 
reported  missing.     Later  reports  say  that  man  reported  missing  was  killed. 

A  detachment  Company  L,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  from  Paete  to  Lumbang,  Laguna, 
was  attacked  by  enemy  from  rear,  2  men  being  wounded.  Two  dead  insurgents  were 
found. 

Colonel  Sumner,  Sixth  Cavalry,  commanding  first  district,  reports  the  following 
results  of  operations  for  the  month  of  December:  Americans  wounded,  1;  insurgents 
killed,  16;  wounded,  4;  captured,  117;  captured  (awaiting  investigation) ,  420;  sur- 
rendered, 2.    Arms  captured,  rifles,  72;  carbines,  7;  surrendered  rifles,  12. 

Brigadier-General  Hall,  commanding  second  district,  reports  the  following  results 
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of  operations  for  December:  Enemy  captured,  372;  killed,  3;  wounded,  1;  surren- 
dered, 292;  rifles  captured,  7.     American  loss,  1  killed  and  2  wounded. 

Brigadier-fieneral  Bell,  commanding  third  district,  reports  the  following  results  of 
operations  for  the  month  of  Deceml>er:  Insurgents'  loss,  31  killed,  9  wounded,  62 
captured;  1  rifle,  1  brans  cannon,  1  revolver,  and  200  cartridges  captured  (this  does 
not  include  the  40  reported  killed  and  wounded  by  Lieutenant  Corbusier);  83,000 
pounds  rice  and  500  pounds  tol»acco  was  also  destroyed.  American  loss,  5  killed  and 
4  wounded,  and  1  rifle. 

January. 

1st — Lieutenant  Murphy,  with  46  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Daraga  to 
Anislac,  Albav,  had  an  engagement,  killing  1  and  wounding  7  of  the  enemy.  Pri- 
vate O'Connefl,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  wounded  mortally. 

2d. — Detachments  Twenty-ninth  Infantry  scouted  the  country  about  40  miles 
square  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ilibitan  River,  Samar,  killing  3  insurgents  and  captur- 
ing 4. 

4th. — Captain  Ilazzard,  with  42  men,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  struck  insurgents'  camp 
on  Mount  Isarog  road,  al>out  6  miles  from  Pi  la,  killing  2  and  wounding  1;  captured 

2  men  and  3  rifles  and  205  rounds  of  ammunition. 

Sergeant  Williamson  and  15  men,  Troop  K,  Ninth  Cavalry,  discovered  at  Taytay  a 
body  of  insurgents.     Killed  1  and  captured  4. 

6th. — Captain  Davidson,  with  3  officers  and  87  men,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  scouting 
from  Ligao,  killed  1  insurgent  and  wounded  3. 

Sergeant  Wooster,  with  10  men,  Troop  M,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  scouting  south  from 
Tabaco,  killed  3  insurgents. 

7th. — Scouting  party  from  Bacoor,  Cavite,  under  Lieutenant  Boyd,  Fourth  Infantry, 
captured  3  insurgents,  2  rifles,  3  United  States  cartridge  belts,  and  383  rounds  of 
ammunition. 

Detail  Company  D,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  going  from  Pamplona  to  Pasacao,  Cama- 
rines,  was  fired  on  by  20  riflemen,  killing  Private  Alfous  von  Acker,  Company  D, 
Forty-fifth  Infantry.     The  enemy  were  driven  off;  loss  unknown. 

8th. — Lieutenant  HarriH,  with  25  men,  Second  Infantry,  from  Santa  Cruz,  Marin- 
duque,  captured  9  natives,  wounded  1,  and  killed  2. 

Captain  Newberry,  with  detachment  Thirtieth  Infantry,  from  Tayabas,  encountered 
the  enemy  north  of  San  Paoac,  driving  them  from  trenches  and  pursuing  them 
toward  Luisiana  and  Cavinti.  Lieutenant  Brooks  and  2  men,  Thirtieth  Infantry, 
wounded.     Loss  to  the  enemy  not  given. 

Two  columns  from  San  Jose  de  Lagonoy  under  Captains  Agnew,  Eleventh  Cavalry, 
and  Simons,  Forty-seventh  Infantrv,  scouted  the  country  north  and  south  of  Mount 
Isarog.  One  l>oloman  killed  and  (Jorporal  Casey,  Company  E,  Forty-seventh  Infan- 
try, wounded. 

9th. — Lieutenant  Marmon,  with  24  men,  Fourth  Infantry,  reeonnoitered  from  San 
Francisco  de  Malabon  toward  Buena  Vista,  Cavite,  capturing  20  insurgents  and  kill- 
ing 1  leader  of  ladrones. 

Two  columns  under  Captain  Bishop  and  Lieutenant  Burke,  Forty-seventh  Infantry, 
attacked  insurgent  cuunp  21  miles  from  Birac,  in  same  valley,  killing  1,  wounding  1, 
and  captured  2  men  and  3  rifles. 

10th. — Captain  Worrick,  with  detachment  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  from  Daet,  cooper- 
ated with  detachment  from  same  regiment  from  Lihmanan,  Camarines;  were  attacked 
at  I^alanigan  by  insurgents,  who  were  driven  off  with  the  loss  of  1  killed  and  1 
wounded. 

Detachment  Fourth  Infantry  secured  1  bronzed  cannon,  5  rifles,  and  20  insurgents 
and  ladrones.     One  ladrone  was  killed  trying  to  eseaj>e. 

Detachment  Forty-sixth  Infantry  struck  insurgent  outpost  near  Magallanes,  killing 
1  insurgent. 

11th. — Captain  (Julick,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Gubat,  Sor- 
sogon,  killed  1  )>oloman,  wounded  1,  and  capture!  another. 

Colonel  Bullard,  with  75  officers  and  men,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  left  Balayan, 
Batangas,  on  gunboat  Smnnr,  for  Ix>ob.  Major  Langhorne,  with  100  men  Thirty- 
ninth  Infantry,  from  Nasugbu,  cooperated.  The  expedition  left  Balayan  on  the  8th 
instant,  returning  evening  of  10th,  having  killed  3  insurgents,  captured  65  men  and 
8  rifles,  and  destroying  4  cuartels. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Baldwin,  with  detachment  Fourth  Infantry,  destroyed  insurgent 
cuartel  and  arsenal  at  Patungan,  a  large  number  of  reloading  tools,  1  printing  press, 

3  Mauser  small  arms,  unassembled,  and  numerous  other  stores.  During  the  burn- 
ing of  a  shed  3  enlisted  men  were  wounded  by  the  explosion  of  powder  concealed 
therein. 
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Captain  Swaine,  with  75  men  First  Infantry,  and  Lieutenant  Reed  and  Acting 
Assistant  Surgeon  De  Witt,  returned  to  Borongan,  Samar,  from  a  three-days'  scout 
to  Lanan,  without  meeting  insurgents.  A  guard  left  at  Suribao  River  was  attacked 
during  the  absence  of  the  detachment,  having  2  men  wounded  by  spears.  Six  of  the 
attacking  insurgents  were  killed. 

13th. — Lieutenant  Smith,  with  20  men,  Eighth  Infantry,  engaged  insurgents  on 
road  between  Lilio  and  Magdalena,  killing  3  men. 

Captain  Davidson,  with  detachment  Eleventh  Cavalry,  scouted  toward  Anislac  and 
Putias,  Albay,  having  five  engagements,  wounding  3  insurgents  and  capturing  their 
pack  train  loaded  with  provisions. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Adams,  with  1  officer  and  50  men,  Ninth  Cavalry,  scouted  from 
Ligao  to  Talisay,  Albay,  killing  4  insurgents  and  capturing  22. 

Captain  Newberry,  with  3  officers  and  81  men,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  2  hospital  corps 
men,  and  4  native  guides,  returned  to  Tayabas,  Tayabas,  from  a  nine  days'  scout, 
having  two  engagements  with  insurgents,  killing  3  and  wounding  8.  Five  Americans 
were  wounded,  2  seriously. 

Lieutenant  Briggs,  with  35  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  scouted  in  vicinity  of 
Gubat,  Sorsogon;  killed  3  insurgents  and  destroyed  3  cuartels. . 

15th. — Detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry  f  rom  Ibaan,  Batangas,  encountered  enemy 
15  miles  southwest  of  that  place,  killing  3  and  capturing  8. 

Major  Shipton,  with  30  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  returned  to  San  Jose  de 
Lagonoy  from  a  fifteen  days'  scout  in  that  vicinity,  having  captured  1  boloman  and 
killed  8. 

Detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  scouting  from  Gubat,  Sorsogon,  killed  2 
bolomen. 

17th. — Sergeant  Weiss,  with  12  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Matnog,  Sor- 
sogon, attacked  enemy  in  hills  northwest  of  town;  killed  7  of  them. 

Captain  Lacey,  First  Infantry,  with  3  officers  and  64  men,  First  Infantry  and 
Second  Infantry,  attacked  insurgents'  outpost  on  cliff  near  Boac,  Marinduque,  killing 
2  and  capturing  2  men  and  2  rifles.  Evidence  of  many  wounded.  Our  loss,  1  man 
killed  and  5  wounded  (one  mortally). 

Sergeant  Cunningham,  with  4  men.  Company  L,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  attacked 
insurgents  at  Bulacao,  killing  3,  capturing  6  ponies  and  12  picos  hemp. 

18th. — Captain  McLain,  with  31  men,  iorty-seventh  Infantry,  scouted  from  Bulan 
in  direction  of  Gate,  Sorsogon,  attacking  insurgent  outpost,  capturing  4  prisoners,  1 
rifle,  and  destroying  3  cuartels. 

Captain  Stamper,  with  50  men,  Eighth  Infantry,  surprised  the  enemy  at  the  barrio 
Rizal;  captured  5  officers  and  42  men. 

19th. — Major  Hawthorne,  with  65  officers  and  men  of  Twenty-ninth  Infantry, 
from  Calbayog,  made  exj>edition  on  steamship  Panay  to  Santa  Margarita,  scouting 
country  thoroughly,  killing  4  bolomen,  wounding  2,  and  capturing  9. 

Lieutenant  Cole,  with  10  men,  Forty -seventh  Infantry,  and  Lieutenant  Buchanan, 
U.  S.  N.,  with  detachment  sailors  from  Don  Juan  ds  Austria,  left  Donsolfor  Buena 
Vista,  capturing  2  insurgent  outposts  and  14  men.     -  . 

#22d. — Lieutenant  Carson,  witn  detachments  Twenty-ninth  Infantry  and  Fourth 
Artillery,  from  Calbayog,  Samar,  wounded  2  men  of  the  enemy's  outpost  and  cap- 
tured some  ammunition. 

Lieutenant  Merriam,  with  detachment  Battery  L,  Third  Artillery,  from  Muntin- 
lupa,  was  fired  on  at  the  barrio  Banayan;  fire  was  returned,  killing  2  insurgents. 
The  barrio  and  a  quantity  of  stores  were  burned. 

25th. — Colonel  Schuyler,  with  detachment  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  had  slight  engage- 
ment south  of  Maragondon,  capturing  5  men  and  1  rifle  and  2  revolvers.  Captain 
Reaney,  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  was  slightly  wounded. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Baldwin,  with  detachment  Fourth  Infantry,  Fourth  and  Sixth 
Cavalry,  and  a  platoon  of  the  Navy,  rounded  up  country  between  Noveleta,  Moleno, 
Naic,  Cavite  Province,  capturing  140  insurgents  and  ladrones  and  burning  1  cuartel. 

Captain  Cotter,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  with  5  officers  and  215  men,  surprised  insur- 
gent leader  Cailles's  camp  east  of  San  Antonio,  destroying  camp,  with  stores,  and 
capturing  9  prisoners,  ana  pistol,  saddle,  and  bridle  of  Cailles.  Enemy's  casualties 
unknown.     Our  loss,  2  men  Company  M,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  wounded. 

Lieutenant  Harris,  Second  Infantry,  with  56  men,  First  and  Second  Infantry,  at 
Santa  Cruz,  Marinduque,  captured  16  insurgent  soldiers. 

A  detachment  of  Forty-ninth  Infantry  sent  to  repair  wire  south  of  San  Pablo  was 
attacked  by  insurgents,  "having  2  men  wounded  and  2  captured;  the  men  captured 
were  released  the  same  day.    One  of  the  ememy  was  killed  and  7  wounded. 

26th. — Lieutenant  White,  with  1  officer  and  42  men,  Troop  C,  Ninth  Cavalry,  left 
Calabanga,  Camarines,  in  banca  for  Tinambac,  where  ladrone  captain  was  killed  and 
2  ladrones  were  captured;  also  2  revolvers  captured. 
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27th. — Fleet  conveying  supplies  to  Nabua,  via  Biool  River,  was  fired  on  near  Nabaa. 
Corpl.  John  F.  Grantham,  Company  L,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  and  3  natives  in  the 
hanca*  were  wounded. 

I>etachmcnt  Fourth  Infantry  from  I  mux,  Cavite,  captured  17  insurgents,  20  rifles, 
and  200  rounds  of  auiuiunition. 

2*th. — Major  Wise,  with  24  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  and  14  sailors  from  Dm 
Juan  de  AuMrin,  landing  near  Maragondon,  encountered  insurgents  under  Ramon 
Santos,  killing  2  and  wounding  4  during  the  engagement,  which  lasted  fifteen  minute*. 

Corporal  Schlote,  with  15  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  scouting  from  Daraga, 
Allxav,  were  fired  upon  near  Bascaran;  enemy  retired  without  known  loss. 

25*tn. — Lieutenant  Stedje,  with  10  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  left  Bacon,  Sorso- 
gon, forSahanpa  in  sailboat,  killing  2  of  the  enemy's  outpost,  wounding  2,  and  captur- 
ing 2  men,  3  rifle*,  1  revolver,  and  several  l>olos. 

30th. — Lieutenant  Puringtou,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  captured 
37  insurgents,  10  rifles,  2  revolvers,  and  1W  bolos  on  island  of  Catanduanes. 

Captain  Witteninyer,  with  91  men,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  1  surgeon  and  2  hospital 
corpri  men.  returned  to  I^egaspi  from  a  twelve  days'  scout,  having  had  three  engage- 
ments, killing  2  insurgents,  wounding  10,  and  capturing  6.  Insurgent  headquarters 
at  Cagljacon  destroyed. 

31st. — Lieutenant  Wray,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  reports  that  the  native  scouts  under 
his  command  have  made'  fifteen  expeditions  dunng  the  month  of  January,  killing  7 
of  the  enemy,  wounding  1,  and  capturing  17  men  and  2  rifles,  marching  320  miles. 

Summary' for  first  district:  Enemy  killed,  4;  captured,  886;  surrendered,  1;  arms 
< -apt  u  red  and  surrendered,  400. 

Summary  for  second  district:  Enemy  killed,  10;  wounded,  21;  captured,  1,012.

Colonel  Schuyler,  with  75  officers  and  men,  led  an  expedition  against  Paniman, 
where  insurgent  General  Trias  was  cncami>cd.  The  enemy  was  warned  of  the 
threatened  attack  through  the  vigilance  of  their  outpost,  1  of  whom  was  killed,  2 
wounded  and  1  captured.     The  camp  and  about  600  pounds  of  rice  were  destroyed. 

4th. — Major  Wise,  with  2  officers  and  20  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  and  7  native 
scouts,  returned  to  Donsol,  Sorsogon,  on  the  S.  S.  Don  Jumi  de  Austria,  from  a  three 


native  |M>lice,  surprised  barrio  of  Iba  about  2  miles  south  of  Taal,  killing  2,  wound- 
ing 1,  and  captured  2  men  and  3  rifles. 

TroojiH  under  Lieutenant  Colonel  Baldwin  scouted  country  south  of  Buena  Vista, 
Cavite,  to  Si  lung  road  and  east  to  Dasmarifias  and  Silang  road,  capturing  34  insur- 
gents, 1  rifle,  and  1  pistol,  and  destroying  a  number  of  new  cuartels. 

7th. — Detachment  Troon  1),  Sixth  Cavalry,  under  Lieutenant  Scales,  captured  l«r- 
rioSucat,  1  lieutenant  of  insurgents,  and  21*  ladrones. 

Sergeant  Solomon  Plummcr  and  19  men,  Troop  1),  Ninth  Cavalry,  scouted  in  the 
mountains  south  of  San  Fernando,  Camarincs  Sur,  having  two  engagements;  killed  1 
insurgent,  wounded  1 ;  captured  4  men,  1  rifle,  and  some  ammunition. 

8th. — Captain  Cotter,  with  detachments  Companies  I,  K,  and  M,  Fifteenth 
Infantry,  attacked  Pedro  Gibara's  camp  5  miles  from  San  Antonio,  killing  3  men, 
wounding  1,  and  capturing  3  men  and  4  rifles.    The  enemy's  camp  was  destroyed. 

9th. — Lieutenant  Page,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  in  command  of  scouts,  engaged 
insurgents  near  barrio  of  Lihund,  killing  1  and  capturing  7. 

10th. — Detachment  25  men,  Commny  M,  Twenty-ninth  Infantrv,  under  Lieutenant 
Perkins,  while  scouting  from  Calbayog,  Samar,  surprised  and  killed  an  insurgent 
guard. 
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Sergeant  Maupin,  with  17  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  scouting  from  Gubat, 
Sorsogon,  surprised  the  enemy's  camp  at  Wanroa,  killing  19;  on  return  to  Gubat,  8 
armed  bolomen  were  killed  at  Union. 

Lieutenant  Hayes,  with  50  men,  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Alaminos,  Laguna, 
attacked  the  enemy  near  Bittin,  killing  13  and  wounding  25.  One  rifle,  1  revolver, 
4  horses,  6  saddles,  and  other  stores  captured.  American  loss:  One  native  policeman 
killed,  and  2  men,  Company  E,  Forty-ninth  Infantry,  and  1  hospital  corps  man, 
wounded. 

11th. — Major  Langhorne,  with  detachment  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  from  Balayan 
struck  enemy  at  barrio  Bancalan  of  Tuy  on  western  slope  of  Mount  Batalauo;  defeated 
them,  wounding  1  and  capturing  7  rifles,  1  revolver,  and  200  rounds  of  ammunition. 

12th. — Lieutenant  Kumpe,  with  30  men,  Company  E,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  scouted 
in  vicinity  of  Lake  Bato  and  Bicol  River,  killing  1  insurgent. 

Lieutenants  Wray  and  Cutts,  with  7  scouts  and  3  men;  Forty-seventh  Infantry, 
scouted  in  mountains  south  of  Camalig.     Killed  1  insurgent 

Major  Hawthorne,  with  25  men  each  from  Companies  B  and  C,  Twenty-ninth 
Infantry,  proceeded  by  gunboat  Villalobos  from  Calbayog,  Samar,  to  La  Granja  and 
island  of  Capul,  killing  1  insurgent  and  capturing  1. 

13th. — Lieutenant  Briggs,  with  34  men,  Company  F,  Forty-seventh  Infantry, 
returned  to  Gubat,  Sorsogon,  from  a  scout  in  the  vicinity  of  Barcelona,  where  8 
insurgents  were  killed  and  1  captured. 

Lieutenant  Lee,  with  detachment  First  Cavalry,  from  Batangas,  encountered  enemy 
under  Lieutenant-Colonel  Casala,  whom  he  dispersed  with  unknown  loss. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Perkins,  with  25  men,  Company  M.,  Twenty -ninth  Infantry, 
proceeded  from  Calbavog  to  La  Granja,  Samar,  on  gunboat  Panay,  surprising  a  com- 
pany of  bolomen,  killing  2  and  wounding  2. 

15th. — Lieutenant  West,  commanding  Laguna  de  Bay,  captured,  in  Pagsanjan,  3 
insurgent  officers  and  1  revolver. 

16tn. — Colonel  Schuyler,  with  100  officers  and  men,  Forty-sixth  Infantry,  landed 
from  gunboat  liattco  at  Ternate  and  Pan i man,  and  during  operations  in  that  vicinity 
and  near  Punta  Gorda  killed  1  insurgent  and  captured  8  men,  9  rifles,  2  revolvers, 
and  a  large  quantity  of  ammunition.  Two  Americans  were  wounded,  1  mortally, 
Company  K,  Forty-sixth  Infantry. 

Fifteen  insurgents,  with  15  rifles,  1  revolver,  and  432  rounds  of  ammunition,  sur- 
rendered to  Captain  Hand,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  at  Pasacao,  Camarines. 

17th. — Captain  Hand,  with  12  men,  Company  D,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  struck  insur- 
gents west  of  Pamplona,  Camarines  Norte,  killing  2  and  wounding  1;  captured  3 
rifles  and  70  rounds  of  ammunition. 

Major  Langhorne,  with  troops  of  the  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  made  a  movement  on 
Mataion,  a  sitio  of  Batangas,  killing  2  insurgents  and  capturing  11. 

18th. — Lieutenant  Cutts,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  with  5  natives,  and  5  men,  Forty- 
seventh  Infantry,  scouting  south  of  Camalig  at  Daraga,  killed  1  insurgent  and  cap- 
tured 7. 

Captain  Gulick,  with  detachment  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  and  native  scouts  and 
guides,  scouted  from  Gubat  to  Barcelona,  Sorsogon,  killing  3  insurgents  and  cap- 
turing 8. 

Captain  Fremont,  with  detachment  Second  Infantry,  scouting  from  Gasan,  Marin- 
duque,  to  Balacbaquin,  near  Mount  Catala,  killed  3  insurgents. 

19th. — Detachment  Company  I,  Eighth  Infantry,  en  route  to  Magdalena,  Laguna, 
surprised  and  capture  i  a  camp  of  9  insurgents  4  miles  southwest  of  Majayiay. 

Lieutenant  Jordan,  First  Infantry,  in  command  of  detachment,  scouted  from  Santa 
Cruz,  Marinduque,  to  barrio  Devil  la,  engaging  enemy;  killed  12  and  wounded  many. 
American  loss,  1  man  killed  and  I  wounded,  Company  I,  Second  Infantry,  and  1 
man  wounded,  Company  B,  First  Infantry. 

Lieutenant  Arnold,  with  20  men,  Company  C,  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  surprised 
an  insurgent  outpost  near  Carayman,  Samar,  killing  I  and  wounding-3  insurgents; 
captured  1  rifle  and  50  rounds  of  ammunition. 

Captain  Stone,  Seventh  Artillery,  and  Wittenrayer,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  and  25 
men,  Company  D,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  and  31  men,  Battery  C,  Seventh  Artillery,  scout- 
ing vicinity  of  Banguruhen  and  Esperanza  for  three  days,  had  one  engagement,  killing 
2  insurgents  and  wounding  2;  captured  3  rifles  and  some  ammunition.  Americans  lost 
2  men  wounded  accidentally. 

20th. — Corporal  Dettinger,  with  detachment  Company  G,  Fourth  Infantry,  scout- 
ing in  vicinity  of  Amaya,  captured  2  insurgents,  killed  1,  and  secured  10  serviceable 
rifles. 

A  scouting  party  3  miles  south  of  San  Francisco  de  Malabon  killed  1  insurgent  and 
captured  2  rifles. 
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Captain  Lacey,  First  Infantry,  commanding  expedition,  returned  to  Torrijoe, 
Marinduque,  from  a  four  days'  scout;  1  insurgent  killed,  2  wounded,  and  1  man  and 
1  rifle  captured. 

21st. — One  hundred  and  seventy  officers  and  men,  with  23  rifles,  3  revolvers,  758 
rounds  of  ammunition,  120  bolos,  were  surrendered  to  Lieutenant  Disque,  Forty- 
seventh  Infantry,  at  Iroein,  Sorsogon. 

Scouting  party  from  Gubat,  Sorsogon,  encountered  the  enemy  near  Barcelona,  kill- 
ing 2  and  wounding  1. 

Twenty  insurgents,  with  12  rifles  and  4  revolvers,  surrendered  to  Captain  Danes, 
Third  Artillery,  at  Muntinlupa,  taking  oath  of  allegiance. 

22d. — Lieutenant  West,  with  detachments  from  gunboat  Txiguna  de  Bay  and  from 
Pagsanjan,  Laguna,  attacked  enemy  near  barrio  Layug,  5  miles  southeast  of  Cavinti, 
killing  2,  wounding  2,  and  capturing  13,  and  destroying  their  camn. 

Lieutenant  Cole,  with  40  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  returned  to  Donsol,  Sorso- 
gon, having  6  engagements,  killing  4  of  the  enemy,  wounding  1,  and  capturing  I 
man  and  1  rifle. 

23d. — Major  Langhorne,  moving  north  from  Balayan,  Batangas,  struck  the  band 
of  Felipe  de  Austria,  killing  2  and  capturing  2  men  and  5  rifles. 

25th. — Captain  Duncan,  Fourth  Infantry,  at  linns,  Cavite,  captured  3  insurgents, 
1  rifle,  and  20  rounds  of  ammunition. 

Lieutenant  Ball,  with  20  men,  Ninth  Cavalry,  and  2  native  scouts,  scouted  from 
Guinobatan  to  Bulalasan;  1  boloman  killed  and  1  wounded. 

26th. — Corporal  Barnes,  with  3  men,  Forty -Seventh  Infantry,  and  7  native  scouts, 
scouted  to  Naglabon,  surprising  an  insurgent  outpost;  killed  1  and  captured  6  men. 

Detachments  Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  under  Captain  Grant  and  Lieutenants  Car- 
son, Grinstead,  and  Patterson,  Twenty -ninth  Infantry,  left  Calbayog,  Samar,  to  sweep 
the  country  of  insurgents.  Captain  Grant  attacked  and  destroyed  a  cuartel  and 
killed  6  insurgents.  Lieutenant  Grinstead's  detachment  fired  on  a  small  body  of 
insurgents  without  known  results. 

27th. — Lieutenant  Stodter,  with  19  men,  Troop  H,  Ninth  Cavalry,  scouted  from 
Guinobatan  to  the  vicinity  of  Borega,  killing  2  insurgents  and  wouncHng  2,  and  cap- 
turing 2  rifles  and  29  rounds  of  ammunition. 

28th. — Captain  Hand,  Fortv-tifth  Infantry,  reports  18  scouts  made  by  Company  D, 
Forty-fifth  Infantry,  during  February,  1901.  Distance  marched,  293  miles;  18  guns 
and  2  revolvers  captured;  4  of  the  enemy  killed,  3  wounded,  and  28  captured;  50 
houses  and  cuartels  destroyed. 

Lieutenant  Martin,  with  50  men,  Company  K,  Forty-fifth  Infantry,  and  Company 
G,  Second  Infantry,  accompanied  bv  Lieutenant  McCook,  Second  Infantry,  returned 
to  Boac,  Marinduque,  from  a  three  days'  scout  to  Mavbot,  Tagos,  Duyay,  and  vicinity 
of  Mount  Camanga,  killing  1  insurgent  and  wounding  2;  capturing  i  rifle  and  45 
rounds  of  ammunition. 

Brigadier-General  Sumner,  commanding  first  district,  reports  the  following  result 
of  operations  for  February,  1901:  American  loss,  killed,  2;  wounded,  1,  and  captured, 
2.  Enemy's  loss,  killed,  5;  wounded,  3;  captured,  376;  surrendered,  17  men;  rifles 
and  carbines,  109;  and  revolvers,  5;  rifles  and  carbines  captured,  206;  shotguns,  6; 
and  revolvers,  10. 

Brigadier-General  Hall,  commanding  second  district,  reports  the  following  result  of 
operations  for  the  month  of  February,  1901:  American  loss,  wounded,  4.  Enemy's 
loss,  killed,  24;  wounded,  28;  captured,  136;  surrendered,  2  men.  Arms  captured, 
3  rifles,  2  revolvers,  and  7  bolos;  also  451  rounds  of  ammunition  captured. 

Brigadier-General  Bell,  commanding  third  district,  rejwts  the  following  result  of 
operations  for  February,  1901:  Enemy  lost  9  killed  and  14  wounded;  9  rifles,  10 
carabao;  10  horses,  and  2,000  rounds  of  ammunition  captured;  43  rifles  and  2  revolvers 
surrendered;  15  cuartels  and  23,000  pounds  of  rice  destroyed. 

Major  Smith,  First  Infantry,  commanding  island  of  Marinduque,  reports  following 
result  of  operations  for  February,  1901:  Expeditions  sent  out,  18;  engagements,  2; 
enemy  killed,  19;  wounded,  10;  captured,  8  men  and  2  rifles;  destroyed  300  bushels 
of  rice  and  200  bushels  palay.     American  loss,  1  man  killed  and  4  wounded. 

March. 

2d. — Seventeen  officers  and  men  of  the  insurgent  army,  with  13  rifles,  and  rounds 
of  ammunition  580,  surrendered  to  Brigadier-General  Sumner  at  Naic,  Cavite. 

Lieutenant  West,  commanding  gunboat  Ijiguna  de  Bay,  surprised  and  captured  31 
insurgents  on  the  island  of  Talim. 

3d. — A  signal  detachment  was  attacked  between  Silang  and  Dasmarifias,  losing  3 
men  killed,  1  missing,  and  2  Macabebe  Scouts  wounded.  Two  of  the  men  killed 
were  from  the  signal  corps  and  one  of  Company  D,  Forty-sixth  Infantry.

Major  Langhorne,  Thirty-ninth  Infantry,  reports  that  troops  under  his  command 
returned  from  a  ten  days'  scouting  expedition  in  the  vicinity  north  of  Balayan, 
Batangas,  killing  2  insurgents,  captured  36  men  and  16  rifles. 

6th. — Four  insurgent  officers,  with  4  revolvers,  surrendered  at  Calamba,  Laguna. 

7th. — Lieutenant  Hines,  with  49  men  of  Companies  U  and  K,  Second  Infantry, 
landed  at  Buena  Vista  from  launch  Memphis,  scouting  from  there  to  barrio  Yba, 
where  an  engagement  with  insurgents  ensued,  lasting  forty-five  minutes,  enemy 
retreating,  losing  6  killed,  15  wounded,  10  men  and  2  rifles  captured.  American 
loss,  1  man  killed  and  3  wounded,  all  of  Company  K,  Second  Infantry. 

9th. — Lieutenant  Ball,  with  25  men,  Troop  H,  Ninth  Cavalry,  and  3  native  scouts, 
scouting  from  Guinobatan,  killed  2  natives  and  captured  2. 

10th. — Lieutenants  Wrav  and  Cutts,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  and  Acting  Assistant  Sur- 
geon Chase,  with  14  men,  torty-seventh  Infantry,  and  30  native  scouts,  returned  to 
Camalig,  Albay,  from  a  nine  days'  scout,  killing  2  insurgents  and  capturing  2  men 
and  1  revolver. 

11th. — Lieutenant  Watson,  with  38  men?  Fortv-fifth  Infantry,  returned  to  Bato, 
Camarines,  from  a  three  days'  scout,  having  killed  5  insurgents,  captured  1,  and 
destroyed  15  euartels. 

15th. — Lieutenant  Martin,  with  46  men,  Company  K,  Second  Infantry,  returned  to 
Boac,  Marinduque,  from  a  three  days'  scout,  during  which  they  engaged  the  enemy 
near  Masiga  River,  killing  4  and  wounding  1. 

Lieut.  Gen.  Mariano  Trias,  with  9  officers  and  1,119  men,  well  armed,  surrendered 
to  Lieutenant-Colonel  Baldwin,  Fourth  Infantry,  at  San  Francisco  de  Malabon, 
Cavite. 

16th. — Lieutenants  Jordan,  First  Infantry,  and  Harris,  Second  Infantry,  with 
detachments  First  and  Second  Infantry,  scouted  from  Santa  Cruz,  Marinduque,  to 
Napo  River,  burning  4  euartels,  killing  2  natives,  and  wounding  1. 

17th. — Lieutenants  Cole  and  Lanham,  Forty -seventh  Infantry,  with  scouting  party, 
returned  to  Donsol,  Sorsogon,  encountering  the  enemy  on  each  of  the  two  days  out, 
killing  11.  American  loss,  3  men,  Company  A,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  and  1  man, 
Company  D,  Forty -seventh  Infantry,  wounded. 

19th. — A  scouting  party  of  8  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  from  Tigaon  to  Mount 
Isarog,  were  fired  upon  by  insurgents;  the  fire  was  returned,  causing  the  enemy  to 
retire  with  unknown  loss. 

Lieutenant  Ball,  with  37  men,  Ninth  Cavalry,  from  Guinobatan  to  Coriguinui, 
encountered  enemy  at  Patian,  causing  them  to  retire  without  known  loss. 

21st. — Lieutenants  Martin  and  McCook,  with  40  men,  Company  K,  and  20  men, 
Company  G,  Second  Infantry,  returned  to  Boac,  Marinduque,  from  a  three  days' 
scout,  engaging  insurgents  second  day,  killing  1. 

Lieutenant  Dean,  with  40  men,  Troop  C,  Sixth  Cavalry,  attacked  26  of  the  enemy 
4}  miles  southwest  of  Timbao,  the  enemy  losing  1  killed,  1  wounded,  7  men,  20  rifles 
and  carbines,  773  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  a  quantity  of  other  stores  captured. 

Lieutenant  White,  with  detachment  Ninth  Cavalry,  returned  to  Calatianga  from  a 
four  days'  scout,  during  which  3  insurgents  were  killed  and  2  men  and  1  pistol 
captured. 

Lieutenant  Faulkner,  with  detachment  Company  K,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  from 
Bay,  Lacuna,  encountered  l>and  of  ladrones  near  Irarrio  Galo,  on  west  bank  of  Martin 
River,  killing  2,  wounding  4,  and  capturing  1. 

22d. — Detachment  Forty-ninth  Infantry  from  San  Pablo,  Laguna,  was  attacked  by 
ladrones  at  barrio  San  Antonio;  3  ladrones  were  killed  and  1  man,  Company  B, 
Forty-ninth  Infantry,  wounded. 

23d. — Lieutenants  Spau Id ing  and  Merriam,  Third  Artillerv,  with  mounted  detach- 
ment, engaged  insurgents  2  miles  from  Timbao,  while  scouting  from  Bifiang  to  Tim- 
bao, killing  1  and  wounding  1  of  their  force. 

A  working  party  of  signal  corps  were  fired  on  2  miles  from  Candelaria,  killing  1 
man,  Company  I,  Twentv-firet  Infantry,  and  1  man,  same  company,  missing. 

Captain  Chase,  with  detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry,  from  Santa  Cruz,  Pila, 
Pageanjan,  and  Paete,  Laguna,  attacked  the  enemy's  eamn  near  San  Antonio,  who 
dispersed  with  unknown  lo*s.  American  loss,  1  man  killed  and  1  man  wounded, 
both  of  Company  A,  Twenty-first  Infantry.     The  enemy's  camp  was  destroyed. 

25th.— -A  scouting  party  of  29  men,  Companies  F  and  K,  Second  Infantry,  from 
Buena  Vista,  Marinduque,  killed  1  insurgent  and  wounded  another  at  barrio  Catmao. 

27th. — Captain  Cotter,  with  detachment  Company  M,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  from 
Siniloan,  encountered  a  force  of  100  insurgents  at  Saliimbato,  killing  2  and  wounding 
1  mortally. 

29th. — Lieutenant  Dean,  with  40  men,  Sixth  Cavalry,  encountered  al>out  500  men 
(insurgents)  near  Talisay;  fighting  lasted  six  and  one-half  hours,  resulting  in  an 
estimated  loss  to  the  enemy  of  100  killed  and  wounded.    Two  men  and  3  horses  of 
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the  detachment  were  slightly  wounded.    The  insurgents  were  commanded  by  Mal- 
var  and  were  withdrawn  before  the  arrival  of  reinforcements. 

31st. — Thirty-one  insurgent  officers  and  800  men,  with  43  guns,  12  revolvers,  and 
a  large  number  of  boloe,  surrendered  at  Nueva  Caceres.  They  were  commanded  by 
General  Arejola. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Baldwin,  Fourth  Infantry,  reports  that  59  men,  with  48  rifles, 
of  Trias's  command,  surrendered  at  San  Francisco  de  Malabon,  and  that  15  rifles 
and  1  revolver  have  been  surrendered  at  other  stations  of  the  Fourth  Infantry. 

Brigadier-General  Hall,  commanding  second  district,  reports  the  following  result 
of  operations  for  the  month  of  March,  1901:  American  loss,  killed,  2;  wounded,  7; 
Enemy's  loss,  killed,  5;  wounded,  4;  captured,  62;  surrendered,  41;  rifles  captured.  8. 
surrendered,  51;  ammunition  captured  and  surrendered,  168  rounds;  oath  of  alle- 
giance administered  to  3,844  natives. 

Colonel  Edward  Moale,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  commanding  third  district,  reports  the 
following  result  of  operations  for  March,  1901 :  American  loss,  5  wounded.  Insurgent 
loss,  33  Killed,  8  wounded,  222  captured,  1,168  surrendered;  rifles  captured,  22; 
revolvers,  5;  sabers,  2.  Stores  destroyed,  24  storehouses,  12  cuartels,  and  large  quan- 
tities of  rice,  hemp,  potatoes,  and  fish;  46  rifles,  16  revolvers,  and  many  bolos  sur- 
rendered.   Oath  of  allegiance  administered  to  3,304. 

April. 

5th. — Lieutenant  Britt,  with  10  men,  Forty-seventh  Infantry,  and  10  native  police, 
returned  to  San  Jose  de  Lagonoy  from  a  five  days1  scout  to  Cfaramuan,  where  there 
surrendered  to  him  54  insurgent  officers  and  men,  with  28  rifles,  1  shotgun,  1  shell 
gun,  2  revolvers,  1  saber,  8  bayonets,  17  cartridge  belts,  and  406  rounds  of  ammunition. 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Baldwin,  Fourth  Infantry,  reports  the  surrender  of  32  insur- 
gent officers  and  men,  with  26  rifles  and  1  revolver,  at  San  Francisco  de  Malabon, 
Cavite. 

10th. — Lieutenant  Whitlock,  Fourth  Cavalry,  scouting  from  Nasugbu,  Batangas, 
encountered  12  insurgents  near  Caypitinga,  killing  1. 

14th.— Scouting  party,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  under  Captain  I  learn,  exchanged 
shots  with  a  party  of  about  25  insurgents  between  Candelaria  and  Tiaong,  Tayat>as. 
No  casualties.     One  cuartel  destroyed. 

15th. — Maj.  F.  A.  Smith,  First  Infantry,  reports  the  surrender  of  Lieut.  Col. 
Maximo  Abad,  with  9  officers,  70  soldiers,  50  rifles,  4  carbines,  3  shotguns,  4  revolv- 
ers, and  945  rounds  of  ammunition  at  Boac,  Marinduque.  Oath  of  allegiance  admin- 
istered with  impressive  ceremony. 

17th. — A  detachment  of  10  men,  First  Infantry,  fell  into  an  ambush  of  25  bolomen 
near  Talabon,  killing  £  and  wounding  15  of  the  bolomen.  One  man  of  the  detach- 
ment was  wounded.  Lieutenant  Townsend's  detachment,  First  Infantry,  was  fired 
on,  having  1  man  wounded,  of  Company  H,  First  Infantry. 

19th. — A  detachment  Troon  I),  First  Cavalry,  from  San  Juan  de  Bocboc,  was  fired 
on  4  miles  south  of  Sariaya,  naving  1  man  disabled. 

24th. — Lieutenant  Downes,  with  detachment  Company  H,  First  Infantry,  engaged 
insurgents  at  Tacloban,  killing  8.  One  man  ot  the  detachment  was  wounded.  lieu- 
tenant Townsend's  detachment  killed  2  insurgents  and  wounded  several. 

26th.— Captain  Chase,  with  detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry,  surprised  mid  cap- 
tured at  Dugot-Dugot,  a  place  about  9  miles  nortli  of  Cavinti,  ( -ail lea's  general  camp, 
containing  a  quantity  of  stores;  also  killed  1  insurgent,  captured  19  men,  8  rifles,  2 
shotguns,  and  other  stores.  Two  men  of  Company  A,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  were 
drowned  while  crossing  a  river  near  the  camp. 

Major  Smith,  First  Infantry,  received  the  surrender,  at  Santa  Cruz,  Marinduque, 
of  Lieut.  Alcinao  Pareno  and  52  insurgent  soldiers,  5  insurgent  cabezas,  and  43  armed 
followers.  Twenty-seven  rifles,  1  revolver,  and  240  rounds  of  ammunition  were  sur- 
rendered by  the  soldiers. 

27th.— Lieutenants  Craig  and  Tilford,  with  24  men,  Troop  D,  First  Cavalry,  and 
Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Lowe,  attacked  an  insurgent  camp  12  miles  south  of  San 
Juan  de  Bocboc,  destroying  their  cuartel,  killed  6  insurgents,  wounded  1,  and  captured 
2  men,  16  rifles,  6  cartridge  pouches,  and  350  rounds  of  ammunition. 

28th.— Twenty-three  insurgent  officers  and  108  men,  with  86  rifles,  of  Malvar's 
command,  surrendered  to  Colonel  Kline,  Twentv-tirst  Infantry,  at  Lipa  Batangas. 

Lieutenant  Anderson,  with  detachment  Sixtfi  Cavalry,  attacked  insurgents  near 
Talisay,  Batangas,  killing  1  man  and  capturing  8  natives. 

May. 

1st. — Ar scouting  party  composed  of  native  police  and  American  soldiers,  scouting 
from  Nasugbu,  Batangas,  to  barrio  Dalig,  were  fired  upon  by  ladrones  16  miles  from 
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Nasugbu.  The  fire  was  returned,  with  the  result  that  3  ladrones  were  killed  and  4 
wounded. 

5th. — Lieutenant  Hartman,  with  63  men,  Troop  K,  First  Cavalry,  from  Bauan, 
Batangas,  encountered  about  250  insurgents  on  peninsula  l>etween  Batangas  and 
Balavan  bays.  The  enemy  was  finally  dispersed  in  the  rough  country  after  about 
two  hours1  fighting.     No  casualties. 

7th. — Lieutenant  Rhodes,  with  detachment  Sixth  Cavalry,  from  Bifiang,  surprised 
a  small  camp  of  Nortel's  force  near  Ban  Nicolas;  captured  1  insurgent  captain,  3  men, 
2  rifles,  and  101  cartridges. 

An  attack  by  insurgents  was  made  on  Pagbilao,  Tayabas,  which  was  easily 
repulsed. 

9th. — The  bridge  south  of  Lucban,  on  Tayabas  road,  was  set  on  fire  and  town  of 
Lucban  fired  on;  attack  soon  repulsed  and  bridge  partly  saved.     No  casualties. 

10th. — Captain  Cameron,  Fourth  Cavalry,  scouting  from  Taal,  Batangas,  with 
Macabebe  scouts,  killed  2  insurgents  and  captured  1. 

12th. — At  Santa  Rosa,  Laguna,  there  surrendered  to  Lieutenant  McNair,  Artillery 
Corps,  7  insurgent  officers  and  28  men,  with  29  rifles,  3  revolvers,  and  757  rounds  of 
ammunition. 

Two  insurgent  officers  and  38  soldiers,  with  35  rifles  and  491  cartridges,  surren- 
dered at  San  Pablo,  Laguna,  to  Captain  Bass,  Forty-ninth  Infantry. 

17th. — A  detachment  of  12  men,  Company  B,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  scouting 
about  7  miles  from  Pasacao,  Camarines,  were  attacked  by  force  of  insurgents  esti- 
mated from  30  to  50,  armed  with  rifles;  the  detachment  lost  2  men  of  Company  B, 
Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  and  1  native  scout  killed,  and  1  man  and  3  rifles  capturea. 

20th. — Captain  Hartman,  with  50  men,  Troop  K,  First  Cavalry,  from  Bauan,  struck 
a  body  of  from  75  to  100  insurgents  5  miles  northwest  of  Bauan,  near  barrio  Buran- 

rio.    The  engagement  lasted  thirty  minutes,  insurgents  losing  1  man  wounded  and 
men  and  3  rifles  captured. 

Nagcarlan  was  again  fired  upon  by  insurgents,  who  were  driven  off  with  unknown 
loss.    The  garrison  lost  1  man  of  Company  1,  Eighth  Infantry,  killed. 

21st. — Lieutenant  Wray,  Eleventh  Cavalry,  commanding  scouts,  had  an  engage- 
ment with  insurgents  at  Sulang,  near  Jovellar,  killing  4.     No  American  casualties. 

22d. — Sergeant  Johnson,  with  detachment  Troop  D,  Ninth  Cavalry,  had  an  engage- 
ment with  a  small  force  of  insurgents  near  Alit,  a  barrio  of  Guinobatan,  killing  3 
insurgents  and  capturing  1.     No  American  loss. 

Lieutenant  Stodter,  Ninth  Cavalry,  with  Lieutenant  Cutts,  Eleventh  Cavalry, 
U.  S.  V.,  and  detachment  Troops  Fand  H,  Ninth  Cavalry,  encountered  insurgents 
at  barrio  Mal)asical,  having  1  man,  Troop  H,  wounded.     Insurgent  loss  unknown. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  St.  John,  with  33  men,  Company  A,  Twenty-sixth  Infan- 
try, from  substation  Indan,  Camarines  Norte,  surprised  3  outposts  and  a  force  of 
about  20  insurgents  at  Mat  nog,  from  Segovia's  command  at  Paricalia,  killing  5  insur- 
gents and  wounding  2.  Dr.  St.  John,  who  volunteered  for  this  expedition,  was 
struck  below  the  heart  by  a  stray  bullet  and  died  in  half  an  hour. 

23d. — Lieutenant  Miller,  Ninth  Cavalry,  scouting  from  Libmanan,  struck  an  insur- 
gent force  at  Bicol,  killing  1,  wounding  3,  and  capturing  4  men  and  1  rifle. 

26th. — Donsol,  Sorsogon,  was  attacked  by  300  insurgents,  armed  with  rifles;  attack 
lasting  two  hours,  many  of  the  insurgents  being  wounded.  The  garrison  consisted 
of  a  platoon  of  the  Fifteenth  Infantry,  under  Captain  Cotter,  and  suffered  no  casu- 
alty. It  is  reported  that  500  riflemen  and  2,000  bo  Ion  i  en  are  within  10  miles  of 
Donsol. 

Firing  recommenced  at  Donsol  at  6  a.  m.  on  the  27th,  and  relief  expeditions  were 
sent  out  from  Sorsogon,  Ligao,  and  Guinobatan.     (No  later  report  received.) 

Captain  Davis,  First  Cavalry,  with  3  officers  and  50  men  of  Troops  C  and  L,  First 
Cavalry,  from  Lucena,  had  three  engagements  with  insurgents  under  Gregorio  Zur- 
bano,  capturing  5  insurgent  soldiers,  pursuing  his  force  until  it  scattered  into  the 
mountains  10  miles  northeast  of  Pagbilao.  The  trail  of  Cailles  was  struck  about  5 
miles  from  Tayabas,  but  he  escaped  to  the  mountains  on  the  Tayabas-Mauban  trail 
toward  Atimonan.  During  the  attack  on  Zurbano's  force  1  man  of  Troop  C,  First 
Cavalry,  was  wounded. 

28th. — A  detachment  of  the  Eighth  Infantry  from  San  Pablo,  Laguna,  was  fired 
on  south  of  that  town,  and  a  supply  of  l>eef  for  that  garrison,  in  charge  of  a  party 
of  natives,  was  captured  near  barrio  San  Nicolas.  San  Pablo  was  twice  attacked;  no 
casualties. 

June. 

1st. — Capt.  Valoro  Algalogo  and  his  aid  were  killed  by  Wray's  command  in  an 
engagement  at  Donsol. 

Lieutenant  Cowan,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  attacked  insurgents  from  Guinobatan  to 
Jovellar,  killing  5  insurgents. 
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2d. — Lieutenant  McCook,  Second  Infantry,  commanding  one  of  the  columns  con- 
verging on  Estrella,  encountered  small  force  of  insurgents  at  Binanguran.  Enemy 
was  easily  routed.    No  American  casualties.     Enemy's  loss  unknown. 

Another  column,  under  Lieutenant  Parrott,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  was  fired  upon 
between  Binanguran  and  San  Jacinto  by  small  party  of  insurgents,  who  escaped. 

4th. — The  command  under  Lieutenant  VVray  left  Guinobatan  May  26  and  arrived 
at  Ddnsol  at  6  a.  m.,  June  4.  Had  six  engagements  between  Jovellar  and  Donsol, 
killing  5  insurgents. 

5th. — Captain  Duncan,  Fourth  Infantry,  scouting  in  the  country  about  Talisay, 
located  anned  force  under  Gonzales  and  had  slight  skirmish  with  them.  He  dis- 
persed them,  and  they  could  not  be  found  again. 

Captain  Ben  ham,  Second  Infantry,  from  Donsol,  Sorsogon,  reports  that  four  col- 
umns under  him  returned  from  a  three  days'  scout  in  search  of  insurgents  under 
Belannino.  Between  Binanguran  and  San  Vicente  he  was  fired  upon  by  small  party 
of  insurgents,  who  escaped.  At  Sevilla  3  men  fired  upon  Captain  Ben  ham,  killing 
the  horse  under  him.    Ten  insurgents  were  killed,  20  woundeu,  and  17  captured. 

7th. — Captain  Wittenmyer,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  encountered  enemy  about  7  miles 
south  of  Jovellar;  1  insurgent  killed. 

9th. — Captain  Kilbourne,  Twenty  -sixth  Infantry,  broke  up  an  outpost  near  Jovellar, 
killed  1  insurrecto  and  wounded  1. 

10th.— Caii  tain  Wilhelm,  Twenty -first  Infantry,  with  detachment  Company  D, 
and  band,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  struck  a  large  force  of  insurgents  at  barrio  Sulac, 
about  6  miles  from  Lipa.  Lieutenant  Lee,  Engineer  Corps,  and  Lieutenant  Springer, 
Twenty-first  Infantry,  were  killed;  Captain  Wilhelm  and  Corporal  Rogers  mortally 
wounded;  Lieutenant  Ramsay,  First  Sergeant  Sterns,  Sergeant  Gregory,  and  Private 
Cook,  wounded.     Enemy's  loss  unknown. 

Captain  Kilbourne,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  had  an  engagement  with  an  outpost  of 
9  men  at>out  7  miles  from  Jovellar;  killed  5,  wounded  1. 

11th. — Colonel  Bolanos,  with  5  officers  and  41  rifles,  surrendered  at  Lipa,  Batangas. 

12th. — Second  Lieut.  Jesse  M.  Cullison,  Second  Infantrv,  with  command  under  him 
from  Donsol,  Sorsogon,  reports  that  he  proceeded  up  the  Pilar  River  to  Cagbacon 
and  was  fired  upon  at  the  following  places:  At  the  landing  at  Bayason,  on  the  camp 
near  the  same  place,  and  from  a  oluff  2  miles  east  of  Bayason.  Insurgents  were 
chased  as  far  as  the  strength  of  the  men  permitted.  The  result  of  the  trip  was  7 
insurgents  killed  and  4  captured.    The  command  had  3  native  guides  killed. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Hickman,  with  detachment  First  Cavalry  from  Tayabas,  raided 
barrio  Banilad  of  that  town  and  attacked  a  detachment  of  insurgents  near  there. 
One  insurgent  wounded  and  Comandante  Crispo  Ella  was  captured. 

16th. — Corporal  Courtney,  with  detachment  Company  L,  Twenty-first  Infantry, 
from  Guimaca,  Tayabas,  attacked  insurgents'  cuartel  about  8  miles  from  that  town 
and  surprised  outpost.     Killed  3  of  the  enemy  but  the  others  escaped. 

20th. — Lieutenant  McNair  located  the  enemy  in  mountains  east  of  Batangas,  near 
Talampoc.  Enemy  is  broken  into  small  bands  and  is  conducting  p,  running  fight 
Reinforcements  from  Batangas  and  Bauan  have  been  sent  out.  Enemy  reported  to 
number  about  300. 

Private  Gattfield  Hug,  Twenty-seventh  Company,  Coast  Artillery,  was  wounded 
in  a  skirmish  near  Loboo. 

Commanding  officer  at  Sorsogon  reports  that  Lieut  Dan  T.  Moore,  Artillery  Corps, 
had  skirmish  with  insurgent  bolomen  at  barrio  of  Bulan,  Marinat  No  casualties  on 
our  side.     One  insurgent  known  to  have  been  wounded. 

21st — Two  men  of  the  Coast  Artillery,  under  Lieutenant  McNair's  command,  were 
wounded  in  an  engagement  near  LoIhx>. 

22d. — Lieutenant  Minus,  with  detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry  from  Laguimanoc, 
struck  band  of  insurgents  between  Unisan  and  Laguimanoc.  Burned  cuartel.  No 
casualties  on  either  side. 

24th. — General  Sumner  reports  that  General  Cailles  and  his  command  surrendered 
at  Santa  Cruz,  Laguna.  He  and  his  officers  have  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance,  which 
was  administered  in  the  public  square  l)efore  the  assembled  population. 

General  Cailles's  force  surrendered  consisted  of  1  general,  1  colonel,  4  lieutenant- 
colonels,  9  majors,  27  captains,  25  first  lieutenants,  28  second  lieutenants,  507  non- 
commissioned officers  and  privates,  and  140  civilian  officials  rated  as  presidentes, 
dele^ados,  and  cabezas  of  various  towns  and  barrios  of  Laguna  Province. 

Private  Meekin,  a  deserter  from  the  Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  also  sur- 
rendered. 

25th. — Edward  Dubose  and  Lewis  Russell,  deserters  last  March  from  Troop  E,  Ninth 
Cavalry,  surrendered  to  Lieutenant  Pritchard  at  Carnal ig,  with  2  rifles  and  belts  full 
of  ammunition. 
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Lieutenant  Greer,  with  detachment  Fourth  Infantry,  had  running  engagement 
with  insurgents  in  bancas  on  Lake  Taal.    No  casualties. 

26th. — Detachment  26  men  Troop  D,  First  Cavalry,  under  command  of  a  noncom- 
missioned officer,  returned  from  Lipa,  where  they  had  been  sent  as  escort  to  Captain 
Craig,  Twelfth  Cavalry;  were  fired  upon  about  6  miles  from  San  Juan  de  Bocboc. 
Men  dismounted  and  easily  drove  insurgents  off.  No  casualties.  Enemy  numbered 
about  100,  all  armed  with  rifles. 

Two  captains  and  196  bolomen  presented  themselves  and  took  the  oath  of  allegiance 
at  Guinobatan. 

27th.— Captain  Adams  reports  that  a  detachment  of  10  men  from  Ligao,  operating 
on  the  coast  near  Donsol,  returned,  with  the  following  result:  Ten  insurgents  killed, 
including  3  captains;  captured  1  captain  in  uniform  and  10  men. 

Detachment  from  Ligao  was  fired  upon  between  Guinobatan  and  that  place.  No 
casualties. 

90th. — Captain  Ben  ham,  Second  Infantry,  commanding  post  of  Donsol,  Sorsogon, 
reports  that  during  the  month  of  June,  1901,  eighteen  expeditions  have  been  sent 
out  from  Donsol  against  insurgents.  Some  150  of  the  enemy  killed;  100  captured,  93 
of  whom  are  held  in  confinement  as  dangerous  characters;  900  surrendered  and  are 
now  in  town.  The  especial  agent  of  Balarnnno,  Catalina  Puntavilla,  captured.  The 
officers  and  men  have  done  their  work  with  zeal  and  devotion.  First  Lieut.  G.  C. 
Martin,  First  Lieut.  G.  de  G.  Catlin,  Second  Lieut.  J.  M.  Cullison,  Battalion  Sergeant- 
Major  Henry  M.  Johnson,  Color  Sergeant  Leland,  and  First  Sergt.  Andrew  M.  Downs, 
Company  K,  Second  Infantry,  are  recommended  for  gallantry  under  fire,  efficiency, 
and  untiring  energy  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 


SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  OF  MILITARY  OPERATIONS  IN  THE  DEPART- 
MENT OF  SOUTHERN  LUZON  FROM  JULY  1  TO  AUGUST  26,  1901. 

July. 

2d. — Colonel  Castillo,  Pedro  Alfonso,  5  captains,  13  lieutenants,  and  35  soldiers, 
with  158  rifles,  6  revolvers,  and  over  1,000  rounds  of  ammunition,  surrendered  to 
Capt.  H.  H.  Band  hoi  tz  at  Lucena. 

Captain  Duncan,  Fourth  Infantry,  with  detachment  Fourth  Infantry,  struck 
cuartels  of  Carillo,  near  barrio  Majada,  killing  5  and  capturing  4  insurgents;  2  of  the 
latter  men  were  wounded. 

4th. — General  Belarmino  surrendered  at  Legaspi  to  Colonel  Wint,  Sixth  Cavalry, 
with  5  staff  officers,  27  company  officers,  218  men,  16  presidentes,  tax  collectors,  etc. 
Turned  in  214  rifles,  1  revolver,  and  about  3,000  rounds  of  ammunition,  making  total 
of  181  officers  and  men  surrendered  since  June  30,  1901. 

5th. — Colonel  Wells,  First  Cavalry,  reports  from  Batangas  that  he  is  informed  by 
an  ex-officer  of  Malvar's  command  that  alxmt  50  insurgents  were  killed  and  many 
more  wounded  by  Lieutenant  MeNair's  command  during  his  two  days'  fighting  with 
them  recently. 

Comandante  Nicolas  Espada  and  Juan  Selazan,  with  12  officers,  37  men,  38  rifles, 
3  revolvers,  and  100  cartridges,  surrendered  to  Colonel  Wint  at  Legaspi. 

7th. — William  Victor  and  Fred  Hunter,  deserters  from  Troop  G,  Ninth  Cavalry, 
with  carbines,  belts,  and  ammunition,  were  brought  into  Legaspi  by  officers  of 
Belarmino' s  command  and  turned  over  to  Colonel  Wint. 

8th. — Lieutenant  Harrison,  with  detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry  and  native 
police  from  Atimonan,  Tayabas,  scouting  southeast  from  that  station,  exchanged  a 
number  of  shots  with  band  of  insurgents.  Two  insurgents  reported  killed  and  1 
wounded.    No  casualties  on  our  side. 

Gus  Shores,  a  deserter  from  Troop  H,  Ninth  Cavalry,  was  brought  in  wounded, 
and  surrendered  to  Colonel  Wint,  Sixth  Cavalry,  at  Legaspi,  by  Colonel  Bober,  of 
General  Belarmino' s  staff. 

12th. — Maj.  L.  W.  Cooke,  from  Daet,  reports  that  a  detachment  under  Sergt. 
H.  L.  Gladwin,  Company  A,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  returned  to  Paracale  from  a 
scout.  Encountered  party  of  30  insurgents  (uniformed)  on  the  bank  of  the  Malaguit 
River,  on  whom  they  opened  fire,  killing  4  tx>lomen  and  1  sergeant.  The  insurgents 
returned  the  fire,  one  bullet  grazing  Sergeant  Gladwin's  lip.  The  insurgents  then 
fled.     It  is  believed  that  this  is  part 'of  Martinez's  force. 

Captain  McMaster,  with  30  men,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  attacked  force  of  the 
enemy  at  Cajwlonga,  Camarines  Norte,  and  drove  them  out'of  the  town.  No  casual- 
ties on  our  side.    Enemy's  loss  unknown. 
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14th. — Captain  McMaster,  from  Capalonga,  reports  that  2  squads  under  Corporal 
Miller,  Company  A,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  proceeded  by  boat  to  northwest  to  cap- 
ture a  prominent  native,  Seflor  Bapac,  who  is  held  for  friendliness  to  the  Americans. 
They  were  fired  upon  by  party  of  25  at  about  500  yards;  1  insurgent  was  wounded. 
The  enemy  then  ned. 

15th. — Lieutenant  Fassett,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  with  60  men  under  him,  returned 
to  Batangas  from  a  scout  to  Isla  Verde.  Did  not  find  hostile  party  on  Isla  Verde,  as 
expected,  being  about  twelve  hours  late,  but  followed  them  to  Calapan,  island  of 
Mindoro,  and  attacked  at  an  early  hour  this  morning.  Killed  12  insurgents,  brought 
in  8  prisoners,  and  2  white  men,  deserters,  1  from  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  v., 
and  1  from  Twenty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V. 

24th. — Lieutenant  Hickman,  First  Cavalry,  commanding  Tayabas,  reports  that 
Lieut.  Col.  E.  Zurbano,  4  majors,  25  captains  and  lieutenants,  500  men.  18  cabezas, 
with  243  rifles,  about  4,000  rounds  of  ammunition,  and  100  bolos,  surrendered  to  him 
this  morning.  All  took  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States.  This  must  be  all  the 
insurrecto  forces  and  arms  in  Tayabas. 

26th.— Captain  Hartman,  with  detachment  Troop  K,  First  Cavalry,  accompanied 
by  Lieutenants  Fitch  and  Graham,  from  Bauan,  Batangas,  captured  greater  part  of 
command  of  Comandante  Nacario  Villenneva  and  Dernave  Nagdohos,  brought  in  34 
prisoners,  22  serviceable  rifles,  4  bolos,  and  2  daggers.  This  force  constitutes  the  fol- 
lowing of  Bauan.  Comandante  Villenueva  is  one  of  Malvar's  officers  in  whom  he 
places  much  confidence. 

Six  hundred  bolomen,  followers  of  Zurbano,  surrendered  at  Tayabas  to  Lieutenant 
Hickman  and  took  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States. 

August. 

6th. — Lieutenant  Caziarc.  with  detachment  Eighth  Infantry,  f  rom  Majayjay,  Laguna, 
scouted,  in  cooperation  with  a  detachment  under  Lieutenant  Merchant,  from  Magda- 
lena;  captured  1  first  sergeant,  1  second  lieutenant,  and  10  privates. 

Lieutenant  Caziarc,  Eighth  Infantry,  with  detachment  Eighth  Infantry,  from 
Majayjay,  captured,  while  scouting  near  the  barrios  Gagolot  and  Baquio,  Lieut.  Sotero 
Arcenal,  1  corporal,  and  5  privates  belonging  to  Second  Company  Majayjay,  of  Cabal- 
lea' 8  command. 

7th. — Capt.  Oscar  J.  Brown,  First  Cavalry,  with  Troop  C,  First  Cavalry,  Second 
Lieut.  II.  N.  Munro  commanding;  Troop  M,  First  Cavalry,  Sergt.  Michael  J.Whalen 
commanding,  and  Company  I,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  Lieut.  C.  Doster  commanding, 
struck  a  strong  force  of  insurgents  at  barrio  Yhanga,  at  foot  of  Mount  Niaga,  about  9 
miles  northeast  of  lx>boo.  The  enemy  were  driven  from  one  position  to  another,  and 
finally  into  the  mountains,  where  their  reserve  forces  were  stationed.  On  the  advance 
to  the  high  mountains  Private  Harry  Beehtel,  Troop  M,  First  Cavalry,  and  Private 
James  Kocourek,  Company  I,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  were  killed  instantly.  No  other 
casualties.     It  is  believed  that  the  enemy  lost  heavily. 

First  Lieutenant  Fassett,  with  detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry,  returning  to  Batan- 
gas, killed  2  insurgents,  who  were  armed  with  Remington  rifles,  and  captured  2  insur- 
gents.    No  casualties. 

13th. — Capt.  Polocarpio  Aransaso,  Lieut.  Ambrosio  de  Lanio,  2  sergeants,  and  3 
privates  of  the  Sixth  Company  of  Malvar*s  command,  with  3  Remington  rifles  in 
excellent  condition,  1  revolver,  and  2  bolos,  surrendered  at  Cabuyao,  laguna. 

Col.  Juliano  Panganiban,  Capt  Jorge  Perez,  Lieutenant  Vyronde,  ana  20  enlisted 
men  surrendered  near  Luyos,  Batangas,  to  Capt.  M.  F.  Smith,  Twentieth  Infantry. 
This  is  a  part  of  Malvar's  command  under  control  of  Gonzales.  Oath  of  allegiance 
administered  at  Tanauan  and  prisoners  released. 

14th. — Lieutenant  Grant,  Tnird  Artillery,  with  detachment  Sixth  Cavalry,  from 
Taal,  Batangas,  captured  Col.  Martin  Cabrera,  his  adjutant,  Capt.  Urbano  Ponsalen, 
and  6  other  insurgents,  and  burned  cuartel.  This  was  a  most  important  capture,  as 
Colonel  Cabrera  controlled  all  the  insurgents  and  country  in  southern  Batangas  and 
west  of  the  town  of  Batangas. 

15th. — Detachment  of  Company  B,  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  from  Pasacao,  engaged 
the  insurgents,  killing  Lieut.  Sabastia  Angeles,  brother  of  General  Angeles;  1  ser- 
geant, ana  1  private,  and  captured  1  major,  2  captains,  and  9  privates  of  the  Cordons. 

20th. — A  detachment  of  Company  C,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  17  men  in  all,  en  route 
from  Lipa  to  Tiaong,  Tayabas,  was  fired  upon  by  insurgents  at  barrio  Palita  of  Ala- 
minos,  wounding  Sergt.  Henry  Waring,  Company  C,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  slightly 
in  the  calf  of  the  leg.  Detachment  returned  to  Alaminos  but  proceeded,  toon  after, 
upon  the  arrival  of  troops  from  San  Pablo,  Laguna.    Insurgents  numbered  50. 

Major  Evans,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  with  battalion  Thirtieth  Infantry  and  Third 
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Company  of  Macabebe  Scouts,  left  Manila  on  July  27  and  proceeded  to  the  island  of 
Mindoro.  Landed  a  platoon  of  the  Thirtieth  Infantry  ana  the  company  Macabebes 
at  Galera.     As  the  troops  approached  the  people  all  ran  out  of  the  town. 

On  the  morning  of  July  28  the  town  of  Calapan  was  taken  without  resistance,  and 
no  enemy  was  found  in  the  town.  Most  of  the  inhabitants  had  fled,  taking  their 
property  to  the  barrios. 

On  July  29  appointed  officers  for  a  native  civil  government  There  was  an  official 
flag  raising,  and  the  Annapolis  fired  the  national  salute.  The  Macabebe  Scouts,  with 
30  men  from  Company  F,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  made  a  reconnoissance  6  miles  south- 
west of  Calapan.  A  party  of  about  25  men,  apparently  all  armed,  were  seen  passing 
to  south;  as  insurgents  were  at  extreme  rifle  range,  no  shots  were  lired.  On  the 
return  march  sighted  3  insurgents  running;  opened  fire  and  chased  them,  but  they 
escaped  into  the  jungle. 

On  July  30, 25  Macabebes  and  25  men,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  made  a  reconnoissance  to 
Baco;  no  insurgents  were  encountered. 

On  July  31  the  town  of  Naujan  was  occupied  without  resistance. 

On  August  1  the  town  of  Pola  was  occupied  without  resistance. 

On  August  9  Captain  Shaw,  with  Company  F,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  from  Calapan, 
went  out  a  few  miles  and  brought  in  about  50  cattle,  the  property  of  the  presidente, 
Felis  Lopez;  they  had  been  seized  by  the  insurgents  a  few  weeks  before. 

On  August  11  Lieutenant  Wills,  Twelfth  Infantry,  and  Lieutenant  Holtman,  with 
detachment  Thirtieth  Infantry,  scouted  the  country  about  Dayap  between  Calapan 
and  Nauian;  no  insurgents  were  encountered. 

Padre  Miguel  Catala,  cura  of  Naujan,  was  ordered  to  leave  the  limits  of  Mindoro 
and  not  return  without  permission  from  military  authority. 

August. 

7th. — At  Bauan,  Batangas,  Lieut.  Higimo  Marifigan  surrendered,  withl  serviceable 
revolver. 

Lieut.  F.  C.  Doyle,  with  detachment  Twenty-first  Infantry,  from  Tiaong,  destroyed 
insurgent  cuartel  at  Cabanga,  and  captured  paper  giving  names  of  natives  who  con- 
tribute to  the  insurgent  cause. 

Officers  of  Ramon  Santos  brought  4  unserviceable  shotguns  into  Ligao. 

Lieutenant  Hazzard,  First  Cavalry,  reports  that  he  burned  the  insurgents'  camp 
about  12  miles  west  of  Naujan.  It  was  composed  of  7  barracks  built  for  soldiers,  a 
large  nipa  house,  and  the  house  of  the  governor  of  the  island,  Atienza,  with  30  tons 
of  rice.  The  valley  back  of  Naujan  is  the  richest  he  has  seen  in  the  Philippines, 
"thickly  settled,  and  the  people  plentifully  supplied  with  rice,  beef  cattle,  and  other 
food.,,  Natives  now  report  Atienza,  with  the  deserter  Howard  and  from  200  to  300 
armed  men,  to  be  in  the  camp  south  of  Naujan  River,  about  6  miles  from  the  coast. 
Will  scout  that  locality.

On  August  1,  1900,  the  department  embraced  four  districts,  as  follows: 

The  first  district,  comprising  so  much  of  the  province  of  Manila  (now  Rizal)  as 
lies  south  of  the  Pasig  River  and  the  province  oi  Cavite,  was  under  tne  command  of 
Brig.  Gen.  L.  R.  Hare,  U.  8.  V.,  with  headquarters  at  Cavite. 

The  second  district,  embracing  the  provinces  of  Batangas,  Tayabas,  and  Laguna 
and  the  island  of  Polillo,  was  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  R.  H.  Hall,  U.  8.  V., 
with  headquarters  at  Calamba. 

The  third  district,  of  the  provinces  of  Camarines  Norte,  Camarines  Sur,  Albay 
and  8orsogon,  and  the  island  of  Catanduanes,  was  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen. 
J.  M.  Bell,  U.  S.  V.,  with  headquarters  at  Nueva  Caceres. 

The  fourth  district,  comprising  the  islands  of  Mindoro,  Tablas,  Marinduque,  Mas- 
bate,  Samar,  and  all  the  islands  west  and  north  of  the  same  to  the  west  pass  of  Apo 
and  the  southern  limit  of  Luzon,  was  under  the  command  of  Col.  E.  E.  Hardin, 
Twenty-ninth  Infantry,  U.  8.  V.,  with  headquarters  at  Catbalogan,  Samar. 

Brig.  Gen.  L.  R.  Hare,  U.  8.  V.,  was  transferred  October  26,  1900,  to  the  com- 
mand of  the  fourth  district;  and  Brig.  Gen.  S.  S.  Sumner,  U.  8.  V.,  was  assigned  to 
the  command  of  the  first  district  November  21,  1900,  relieving  Col.  W.  S.  Schuyler, 
Forty-sixth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V.,  who  had  been  temporarily  in  command  since  the 
departure  of  General  Hare. 

The  limits  of  the  first  district  were  extended  by  General  Orders,  No.  127,  Headquar- 
ters Division  of  the  Philippines,  November  26, 1900,  the  new  boundary  line  between  the 
first  and  second  districts  being  extended  along  the  southern  Bhore  of  the  Laguna  de  Bay 
to  the  mouth  of  the  San  Cristobal  River,  and  to  the  following  boundary  line  from  that 
point:  Up  the  San  Cristobal  River  to  its  source;  thence  southwest  to  the  boundary 
line  between  Cavite  and  Batangas  provinces;  thence  along  this  boundary  line  to  a 
point  due  north  of  Caloocan  on  the  north  shore  of  LakeTaal;  thence  south  to  Batan- 
gas Bay,  this  last  line  diverting  to  the  eastward  at  its  first  intersection  with  Volcan 
Island  (Lake  Taal),  and  following  the  shore  line  of  that  island  instead  of  crossing  it. 

Brig.  Gen.  R.  H.  Hall,  U.  8.  A.,  having  I  teen  relieved  from  the  command  of  the 
second  district  and  granted  a  sick  leave,  the  first  and  second  districts  were  combined 
under  the  command  of  General  Sumner,  by  General  Orders,  No.  66,  c.  s.,  Division  of 
the  Philippines. 

Brig.  Gen.  J.  M.  Bell,  U.  8.  V.,  was  relieved  from  the  command  of  the  third  dis- 
trict by  Special  Orders,  No.  «54,  Division  of  the  Philippines,  February  28, 1901,  and  was 
succeedecl  by  Col.  Edward  Moale,  Fifteenth  Infantry,  who  was  relieved  on  account  of 
sickness  and  ordered  to  Manila,  May  21, 1901,  being  succeeded  by  Col.  Constant  Wil- 
liams, Twenty-sixth  Infantry. 

Brig.  Gen.  L.  R.  Hare,  having  been  granted  a  sick  leave  for  two  months,  was 
relieved  from  the  command  of  the  fourth  district  February  26,  1901,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Col.  A.  A.  Harltach,  First  Infantry,  who  retained  command  of  the  district 
until  May  6,  1901,  when  the  island  of  Samar  was  transferred  to  the  department  of 
the  Visayas,  and  the  headquarters  of  the  fourth  district  were  transferred  to  Boac, 
island  of  Marinduque,  with  Col.  C.  A.  Dempsey,  Thirtieth  Infantry,  in  command. 

On  August  1, 1900,  the  trooj>s  in  this  department  consisted  of  the  Fourth  Cavalry,  the 
Eleventh  Cavalry,  United  States  Volunteers;  the  Fourth  and  Twenty-first  Regiments 
of  Infantry,  the  Twenty-eighth,  Twenty-ninth,  Thirtieth,  Thirtv-seventh,  Thirty- 
eighth,  Thirty-ninth,  Forty-fifth,  and  Forty-ninth  (one  battalion)  Regiments  of  Infan- 
try, United  States  Volunteers;  Battery  G," Third  Artillery;  Light  Battery  F,  Fourth 
Artillery,  and  Company  B,  Battalion  of  Engineers.  There  were  also  three  army  gun- 
l)oats — the  Florida,  the  Iakjuuu  tie  Bay,  and  the  Ofxte — engaged  in  patrolling  the  Laguna 
de  Bay.  These  gunboats  were  under  the  command  of  First  Lieut.  C.  M.  McLester, 
Thirty-seventh  Infantry,  IT.  S.  V.,  Second  Lieut.  G.  S.  Simonds,  Twenty-second 
Infantry,  and  Second  Lieut.  E.  E.  Haskell,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  respectively,  and 
each  was  manned  by  a  crew  of  soldiers  detailed  from  the  organizations  serving  in 
this  department 
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With  the  exception  of  the  Fourth  and  Twenty-firet  Infantry  and  Company  B,  Bat- 
talion of  Engineers,  all  these  organizations  have  been  transferred  from  the  depart- 
ment, the  volunteer  regiments  returning  home  for  muster  out  of  service.  Their 
places  have  been  taken  by  new  organizations,  which  reported  for  duty  in  this  depart- 
ment on  dates  as  follows: 

First  Cavalry,  September  7, 1900;  Sixth  Cavalry,  October  18  and  November  20, 1900; 
Ninth  Cavalry,  September  16,  1900,  Twenty-fifth  Company  Coast  Artillery,  Novem- 
ber 20,  1900;  Twenty-seventh  Company  Coast  Artillery,  November  20,  1900;  Thirty- 
first  Company  Coast  Artillery,  November  20,  1900;  Fourteenth  Battery  Field  Artil- 
lery, November  20, 1900;  Fifteenth  Battery  Field  Artillery,  November  20,  1900;  First 
Infantry,  October  1,  1900;  Second  Infantry,  September  17  and  October  1,  1900;  Fif- 
teenth Infantry,  September  4  and  December  15,  1900;  Twentieth  Infantry,  July  13, 
1901;  Twenty-sixth  Infantry,  March  19,  1901;  Thirtieth  Infantry,  May  11,  1901. 

The  First  Infantry  was  relieved  from  duty  in  this  department  by  the  transfer  of 
the  island  of  Samar  to  the  Department  of  the  Visayas,  May  6,  1901. 

The  gunboat  Florida  has  been  transferred  to  the  depot  quartermaster  at  Manila  for 
use  as  a  launch,  the  Laguna  de  Bay  has  been  sold,  and  the  Oesle  has  been  turned 
over  to  the  engineer  department,  from  which  it  was  originally  lwrrowed.  The  army 
gunboat  Napindan  has  recently  been  assigned  to  this  department,  and  is  now  doing 
good  service  on  the  Laguna  de  Bay  under  the  command  of  Capt.  John  J.  O'Connell, 
Twenty-eighth  Infantry.  A  small  gunboat — or,  rather,  an  armed  launch — has 
recently  been  placed  on  Lake  Taal.  These  boats  are  both  engaged  in  patrolling  the 
lakes,  preventing  smuggling,  breaking  up  illicit  traffic  with  the  enemy,  and  aiding  in 
the  military  operations. 

The  stations  of  the  various  organizations  in  this  department  and  a  list  of  the  garri- 
soned towns  June  30,  1901,  are  shown  on  pages  417  to  419,  inclusive,  and  on  August 
24,  1901,  they  are  shown  on  pages  423  to  425,  inclusive. 

The  numl>er  of  garrisoned  stations  in  this  department  is  137.  The  maximum 
number  of  troops  in  the  department  at  any  time  during  the  period  covered  by  this 
report  was  20,835.    The  number  on  June  30,  1901,  was  13,370.

ADJUTANT -GENERAL'S   DEPARTMENT. 

The  office  of  adjutant-general  of  this  department  has  been  filled  by  Col.  Aithur  L. 
Wagner,  assistant  adjutant-general,  since  the  first  establishment  of  the  Department 
of  Southern  Luzon. 

The  duties  of  this  office  have  been  usual  administrative  duties  pertaining  to  the 
adjutant-general's  department. 

A  serious  difficulty  under  which  all  the  staff  departments  here  have  been  laboring, 
and  which  has  fallen  with  a  special  weight  upon  the  adjutant-general's  office,  is  the 
lack  of  anything  like  an  adequate  number  of  trained  clerks. 

At  a  time  when  the  number  of  troops  in  this  department  was  nearly  equal  to  the 
total  strength  of  the  Regular  Army  before  the  Spanish-American  war,  there  were 
but  3  civilian  (emergency)  clerks  on  duty  in  the  adjutant-general's  office.  The  rest 
of  the  clerks  were  detailea  enlisted  men  without  previous  clerical  experience.  This 
condition  was  remedied  later  in  a  measure  by  sending  out  several  civil-service  clerks 
from  the  States  for  duty  here,  and  still  more  by  the  discharge  of  a  number  of  the 
enlisted  clerks  and  their  employment  as  " emergency"  civilian  clerks.  These  men 
were  discharged  on  condition  of  agreeing  to  remain  in  the  islands  two  years,  and  an 
agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  retain  them  for  the  specified  time  was 
implied.  Yet  they  were,  without  warning,  discharged  June  30,  1901,  and  not  only 
was  injustice  thus  done  to  deserving  and  faithful  men,  but  serious  inconvenience  was 
caused  in  the  transaction  of  official  business.  At  the  present  time  there  are  only  3 
civil-service  and  2  "  emergency"  civil  clerks  employed  in  the  adjutant-general's  office, 
the  remaining  17  clerks  being  all  detailed  enlisted 'men.  Since  the  first  organization 
of  this  department,  the  adjutant-general's  office  has  been  without  a  trained  chief 
clerk,  with  the  exception  of  the  months  of  September  and  October,  1900,  during 
whicn  time  an  experienced  clerk  from  the  Department  of  the  Missouri  was  employed. 
He  soon  broke  down,  however,  under  the  effects  of  the  climate  and  the  weight  of 
work  under  new  conditions,  and  reliance  had  again  to  be  placed  upon  an  "emer- 

§ency  clerk."  Three  chief  clerks  in  this  office  have  broken  down  in  health  during 
be  past  eighteen  months.  This  position  is  now  held  by  Mr.  Henry  Bock,  who 
has  been  on  duty  in  the  Philippines,  as  enlisted  man  and  civilian  (emergency)  clerk, 
nearly  two  years.  His  experience  and  clerical  ability  make  him  an  unusually  valu- 
able clerk,  but  he  has  been  employed  only  for  a  period  of  three  months,  which 
expires  September  30,  1901,  after  which  time,  unless  authority  for  his  reemployment 
be  obtained,  the  office  will  again  be  without  a  chief  clerk. 

Capt.  Peter  E.  Traub,  Fifth  Cavalry,  has  l>een  on  duty  as  assistant  to  the  adjutant- 
general  since  November  28,  1900. 

Cant.  A.  L.  Parmerter,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  has  been  on  duty  at  these  headquar- 
ters during  the  time  covered  by  this  report  as  supervisor  of  internal  revenue  and  as 
supervisor,  under  the  department  commander,  of  all  matters  relative  to  civil  govern- 
ment pertaining  to  this  department. 

SUBSISTENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  subsistence  department  during  the  time  covered  by  this  report  has  been  in 
charge  of  Maj.  A.  D.  Niskern,  subsistence  department,  under  whose  able  management 
all  the  stations  in  the  department  have  been  kept  well  supplied. 

From  October  1,  1900,  to  June  80,  1901,  30,637,442  pounds  of  subsistence  stores  and 
property  were  shipped  from  the  depot  in  this  department.    At  most  of  the  distribut- 
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ing  stations  there  has  been  a  lack  of  satisfactory  transportation  because  of  bad  roads. 
Fresh  vegetables  have  been  sent  with  considerable  regularity,  but  the  lack  of  refrig- 
erating ships  prevents  fresh  beef  from  bein$  furnished  regularly  to  distant  posts. 
Stations  on  the  Laguna  de  Bay  are  reached  triweekly  and  those  on  Manila  Bay  with 
similar  regularity.  Fresh  beef,  vegetables,  and  ice  are  sent  to  these  stations  and  from 
there  distributed  to  inland  points.  To  stations  more  distant  on  the  sea  coast  such 
supplies  are  sent  as  often  as  practicable,  but  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  keep 
the  distant  posts,  especially  those  in  the  interior,  supplied  with  fresh  beef,  fresh 
vegetables,  and  ice.  The  establishment  of  the  Government  cold  storage  in  Manila 
has,  however,  rendered  ice  more  plentiful,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  prac- 
ticable to  supply  the  most  distant  posts  in  the  department  with  everything  that  can 
be  furnished  troops  near  Manila.  Bakeries  have  been  established  at  nearly  all  the 
posts,  and  the  bread  is  of  a  very  satisfactory  quality.  There  is  urgent  need  of  more 
commissary-cergeants  in  this  department. 

MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

The  office  of  chief  surgeon  of  this  department  was  held  by  Maj.  Edward  B.  Mose- 
ley  until  December  8,  1900,  on  which  date  he  was  relieved  because  of  sickness,  and 
returned  to  the  United  States.  His  place  was  taken  by  Maj.  William  R.  Hall,  medical 
department,  who  retained  it  until  his  death,  April  2,  1901.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Maj.  L.  M.  Maus,  medical  department 

The  serious  inconvenience  formerly  existing  in  the  department  because  of  the 
insufficient  number  of  medical  officers  has  been  greatly  relieved.  All  the  important 
stations  are  now  provided  with  medical  officers,  or  able  hospital  corps  men,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  substations,  which  are  attended  by  the  medical  officers  at  the 
larger  posts  close  at  hand.  Four  contract  dental  surgeons  have  been  assigned  to 
duty  in  this  department,  and  have  been  stationed  at  Batangas,  Oalamba,  Legaspi, 
and  Nueva  Caceres.  Much  good  will  doubtless  result  from  the  presence  of  these 
dental  surgeons,  as  the  teeth  of  people  from  the  States  are  seriously  and  quite  gen- 
erally affected  by  this  climate,  and  many  applications  on  the  part  of  officers  and  men 
at  distant  stations  for  permission  to  visit  Manila  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  dental 
treatment  will  no  longer  be  necessary. 

The  four  large  base  hospitals  at  Oalamba,  Los  Bafios,  Nueva  Caceres,  and  Santa 
Cruz  de  la  Laguna  are  located  in  convents  or  public  buildings,  and  each  has  a  capacity 
of  from  8  to  100  beds.  These  hospitals,  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  serious 
cases  which  can  not  be  so  well  attended  at  the  ordinary  station  hospitals  are  also 
utilized  for  the  reception  of  cases  to  be  discharged  and  for  cases  intended  for  transfer 
to  the  Reserve  Hospital  in  Manila  or  to  the  United  States.  The  hot  springs  at  Los 
Bafios  are  very  similar  to  those  in  Arkansas,  and  the  base  hospital  at  that  point,  in 
addition  to  its  other  functions,  is  utilized  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  chronic  rheu- 
matism and  constitutional  syphilis.  In  addition  to  these  base  hospitals  there  are  71 
well-equipped  hospitals  in  the  department  having  an  aggregate  capacity  of  1,171 
beds.  Ice  plants,  with  a  daily  capacity  of  3,000  pounds  each,  have  been  established 
at  Batangas,  Oalamba,  Nueva  Caceres,  and  Legaspi.  Ice  is  thus  not  only  provided 
for  these  points,  but  is  supplied  to  neighboring  posts  as  well.  The  base  hospital  at 
Los  Bafios  receives  its  supply  of  ice  from  Calamba,  only  a  few  miles  distant.  Great 
care  has  been  taken  throughout  the  department  in  regard  to  military  hygiene  and 
camp  sanitation,  and  the  result  has  been  apparent  in  the  health  of  the  command, 
which  is  generally  good.  In  the  twelve  months  ending  June  30,  1901,  there  were 
358  deaths  reported  to  these  headquarters.  Of  this  number,  103  were  the  result  of 
gunshot  wounds.  Of  the  remainder,  67  were  from  dysentery,  which  is  the  only 
disease  to  be  seriously  dreaded  in  these  islands. 

PAY   DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  past  eleven  months  the  office  of  chief  paymaster  of  this  department  has 
been  held  by  Maj.  George  F.  Downey,  paymaster,  United  States  Volunteers,  who  was 
relieved  by  Maj.  James  Canby,  paymaster,  United  States  Volunteers,  who  was  relieved 
January  4,  1901,  by  Maj.  Elijah  W.  Hal  ford,  paymaster,  United  States  Army,  who  is 
still  in  charge. 

During  this  time,  notwithstanding  the  difficulty  of  communication  existing  in  many 
cases  both  by  land  and  water,  the  payments  have  been  made  with  most  gratifying 
promptness.   The  total  disbursements  during  the  time  have  amounted  to  $4, 268,948. 66. 

ENGINEER    DEPARTMENT. 

First.  Lieut.  J.  C.  Oakes,  Corps  of  Engineers,  chief  engineer  of  the  department,  was 
relieved  May  23,  1901,  by  First  Lieut.  S.  A.  Cheney,  Corps  of  Engineers. 
The  work  of  the  engineer  department  during  the  pant  year  has  consisted  princi- 
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pally  of  the  construction  and  repair  of  roads  and  bridges,  ferries,  etc.  The  roads  have 
been  greatly  improved,  and  many  that  were  impassable  during  the  rainy  season  are 
now  passable  at  all  times.  Still,  there  remains  much  to  do,  as  necessary 'material  for 
metaiing  the  roads  is  often  to  be  obtained  only  with  great  difficulty,  and  the  scarcity 
and  cost  of  native  transportation,  the  indolence  of  the  natives,  and  other  causes  have 
combined  to  retard  the  work.  From  a  military  point  of  view  no  work  in  the  depart- 
ment can  possibly  be  of  greater  value  than  the  construction  of  good  roads,  for  over 
such  roads  as  now  exist  the  movement  and  supply  of  troops  are  always  costly  and 
often  impracticable.  Nor  would  the  conditions  in  this  respect  be  remedied  altogether 
by  the  establishment  of  railroads,  as  the  operations  of  the  troops  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  hostile  forces  are  necessarily  made  over  the  ordinary  road  or  trails.  Under  the 
present  system  the  cost  of  these  roads  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  be  enormous,  as  the 
repairs  that  are  made  at  present  are  barely  sufficient  to  last  from  one  year  to  another. 
Roads  can  not  be  made  thoroughly  satisfactory  without  being  carefully  metaled. 
This  would  require  a  large  outlay  of  money,  but  would  be  very  much  cheaper  in  the 
end,  for  the  work  once  done  would  last  for  all  time. 

Topographical  reconnoissances  have  been  continually  made  at  the  various  stations 
in  the  department,  and  the  maps  and  sketches  turned  in  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
chief  engineer,  under  whose  supervision  they  are  incorporated  in  larger  maps. 

inspector-general's  department. 

The  duties  of  the  inspector-general  of  this  department  were  performed  from  August 
1  until  October  6,  1900,  by  Maj.  W.  D.  Beach,  inspector-general,  United  States  Vol- 
unteers, who,  on  the  latter  date,  was  granted  sick  leave  and  returned  to  the  United 
States.  Major  Beach  was  temporarily  succeeded  as  inspector  by  Maj.  G.  H.  Morgan, 
Twenty-eighth  Infantry,  United  States  Volunteers,  wno  continued  in  charge  of  the 
office  unti [October  19, 1900,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Maj.  R.  A.  Brown,  inspeetor- 

feneral,  United  States  Volunteers,  who  was  relieved  June  18,  1901,  and  succeeded 
>y  Lieut.  Col.  L.  H.  Rucker,  Sixth  Cavalry. 

All  the  garrisoned  stations,  hospitals,  commissaries,  and  the  money  accounts  were 
inspected  by  the  inspector-general  of  the  department,  or,  under  his  supervision,  by 
the  inspectors-general  of  the  districts.     During  the  period  covered  by  this  report 

Sropertv  of  the  aggregate  value  of  $185,718.15  was  condemned.  Most  of  the  con- 
emned  property  consisted  of  decayed  vegetables,  deteriorated  flour,  or  spoiled  crated 
bacon.  The  deterioration  or  damage  of  this  property  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make 
condemnation  necessary  was  due  largely  to  the  frequent  movement  of  troops  and  the 
limited  transportation,  which  often  rendered  it  impossible  to  transport  any  property 
except  that  most  urgently  needed.  The  facilities  for  the  proper  storage  or  the  prop- 
erty thus  left  were  so  poor  that  proper  care  could  not  be  taken  of  it,  and  it  was  exposed 
especially  to  heavy  rains  and  the  ravages  of  insects.  Moreover,  the  almost  constant 
active  field  service  tended  to  render  equipments  and  transportation  unserviceable 
much  sooner  than  would  otherwise  have  been  the  case.  The  better  facilities  for 
storage  now  existing  and  the  more  settled  condition  of  affairs  in  most  of  the  prov- 
inces will  doubtless  cause  the  damage  to  property  to  be  much  less  from  these  causes 
than  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

judge-advocate's  department. 

The  office  of  the  judge-advocate  of  this  department  was  under  charge  of  Capt. 
H.  H.  Sargent,  Second  Cavalry  (lieutenant-colonel,  United  States  Volunteers),  until 
June  4, 1901,  on  which  date  Captain  Sargent  was  relieved  from  duty  and  Capt.  G.  W. 
Read,  Ninth  Cavalry,  was  appointed  in  his  place. 

During  the  eleven  months  covered  by  this  report  the  total  number  of  cases  tried  by 
general  court-martial  was  856.  Of  this  number  108  trials  resulted  in  acquittal  and  71 
were  disapproved.  Of  the  remaining  number,  246  canes  resulted  in  dishonorable  dis- 
charge. There  were  12,347  cases  tried  by  summary  court  during  the  same  period,  of 
which  number  539  resulted  in  acquittal,  while  122  cases  were  disapproved.  The 
total  forfeitures  adjudged  by  sentence  of  summary  court  amounted  to  $75,052.70. 
There  were  only  15  cases  tried  in  the  department  by  garrison  court.  During  the 
same  period  there  were  217  cases  tried  by  military  commission.  Of  this  number 
there  were  135  convictions,  the  death  sentence  being  awarded  in  31  cases.  Among 
the  prisoners  tried  by  military  commission  were  3  Spaniards,  1  Belgian,  and  1  Ameri- 
can civilian.  The  rest  were  natives.  In  the  period  under  consideration  there  were 
160  desertions  from  troops  belonging  to  this  department.  Of  this  number,  97  deser- 
tions occurred  in  the  United  States,  25  en  route  to  the  islands,  and  only  47  within 
the  limits  of  the  department. 
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quartermaster's  department. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report  the  quartermaster's  department  has  been  continu- 
ally under  charge  of  Capt.  I.  W.  Littell,  assistant  quartermaster,  formerly  major  and 
quartermaster  of  volunteers. 

The  transportation  and  supply  of  the  department  have  been  so  well  managed  that 
there  have  oeen  no  cases  of  want  arising  from  lack  of  food  or  clothing,  and  very  few 
cases  of  even  the  most  trifling  inconvenience.  The  supplies  have  been  sent  from  the 
depot  of  the  department  at  Manila  by  boat  to  bases  of  supply  on  the  coast,  whence 
they  have  been  hauled  by  wagons,  pack  train,  or  carabao  carts  to  the  inland  sta- 
tions. The  principal  places  of  distribution  on  the  coast  are  Bacoor,  Naic,  Batangas, 
Calamba,  Santa  Cruz,  Taal,  Lucena,  Legaspi,  Tabaco,  Nueva  Caceres,  Calapan  (island 
of  Mindoro),  Boac  (island  of  Marinduque),  and  Mas  bate  (island  of  Masbate).  In 
almost  every  case  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  land  supplies  directly  from  the 
l)oat  to  the  shore,  it  being  necessary  to  employ  bancas  as  lighters.  The  chartered 
steamers  Pleguezucla  and  Venus  have  been  employed  in  carrying  troops  and  supplies, 
mainly  in  the  third  and  fourth  districts.  The  Venus  has  l>een  discharged  ana  the 
PUguezuela  will  soon  be.  The  Serrantes  has  been  employed  in  lightering  stores  from 
San  Miguel  Bay  up  the  Bicol  River  to  Nueva  Caceres.  "  The  steam  launch  Newark, 
used  at  Ix>gaspi,  was  wrecked  at  Virac,  island  of  Catanduanes.  Another  and  larger 
boat  is  needea  in  its  place  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  Gubat,  Pandan,  and  Virac. 

The  land  transportation  of  the  department  consists  of  1,260  draft  mules,  148  draft 
horses,  394  pack  mules,  14  riding  mules,  41  draft  ponies,  350  escort  wagons,  35  spring 
wagons,  6  farm  wagons,  40  ambulances,  23  pony  carts,  and  4  bull  carts.  The  per- 
sonnel connected  with  this  transportation  consists  of  514  men,  including  wagon- 
masters,  teamsters,  packers,  cargadores,  etc.  The  land  transportation  has  been  well 
managed,  and  has  well  sustained  the  wear  and  tear  of  hauling  over  roads  which, 
though  much  improved  during  the  past  year,  are  yet  extremely  bad  during  the  wet 
season.  In  the  past  year  three  expeditions  in  this  department  were  equipped  with 
coolie  carriers,  but  the  experiment  has  not  given  satisfactory  results.  Owing  to  the 
high  price  of  labor  in  the  Manila  market,  coolies  have  been  found  to  be  very  costly, 
and  it  is  also  discovered  that  as  soon  as  their  opium  supply  fails  they  are  of  no  use. 

At  most  of  the  garrisoned  stations  in  this  department  the  troops  have  been  quar- 
tered in  vacant  convents  or  municipal  buildings  and  in  rented  houses.  The  munici- 
pal buildings  are  being  turned  over  as  rapidly  as  circumstances  will  permit  to  the 
civil  authorities,  where  civil  government  has  been  established.  These  buildings 
have  generally  been  found  vacant  on  the  first  occupation  of  the  towns  by  the  troops, 
and  in  other  cases  uncertainty  as  to  ownership  and  title  has  often  rendered  it 
impracticable  to  pay  rent.  Wherever  the  identity  and  loyalty  of  the  owners  have 
been  established  rent  has  invariably  been  paid.     Sheltering  the  troops  in  tents  is 

{waetically  out  of  the  question,  for  the  tents,  necoming  mildewed  and  rotten,  usually 
eak  badly.  When  they  do  not  leak  they  are  too  hot,  for  the  walls  must;  of  course, 
be  kept  down  in  order  to  keep  out  the  rain,  and  the  result  is  they  become  intolerably 
uncomfortable.  Moreover,  the  necessity  of  keeping  the  men  out  of  the  mud  and 
water  necessitates  flooring  the  tents,  which  causes  considerable  expense,  and — a  con- 
sideration even  more  important — it  is  not  always  practicable  to  furnish  the  necessary 
material.  The  question  of  permanent  quarters  is  under  consideration.  When  the 
conditions  become  more  settled  and  the  troops  are  concentrated  in  larger  posts,  it 
will  doubtless  be  practicable  to  provide  them  with  permanent  quarters.  The  kind 
of  quarters  to  be  built  is  somewhat  difficult  to  determine.  Nipa  quarters  can  be 
quickly  constructed,  and  are  always  comfortable  as  to  temperature.  In  the  rainy 
season,  however,  they  are  dark  and  damp,  and  it  is  difficult  to  protect  anything 
therein  from  rust,  mold,  or  mildew,  according  to  its  nature  and  texture.  Permanent 
buildings,  composed  partly  of  stone  and  partly  of  rative  wood,  and  constructed 
much  after  the  manner  of  the  better  class  ol  horses  in  the  Philippines,  will  doubt- 
less be  necessary.  Good  stables  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  practicable  at  all  the 
stations  in  the  department.  It  has  been  estimated  thac,  considering  *he  first  cost  of 
the  horses,  the  cost  of  transportation  and  the  loss  of  animals  en  route,  the  value  of 
an  American  horse  on  these  islands  averages  $500.  Without  being  able  to  vouch  for 
the  accuracy  of  these  figures,  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  are  approximately  correct. 
The  cost  of  *  stables  for  sheltering  the  valuable  animals  of  a  troop  is  slight,  and  is  a 
very  small  and  reasonable  insurance  on  the  value  of  the  property  involved. 

The  clothing  issued  to  the  troops  has  in  the  main  been  very  satisfactory.  There 
has,  however,  been  considerable  complaint  in  regard  to  tan  shoes,  which,  it  seems, 
have  in  many  cases  been  made  out  of  unsatisfactory  material.  The  leather  for  these 
shoes  should  certainly  be  of  the  very  best,  as  they  otherwise  rot  and  wear  out  quickly 
in  the  course  of  a  "  hike,"  especially  in  the  rainy  season.    Complaint  has  also  been 
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made  in  regard  to  the  color  of  the  khaki  shirt  More  complaint  should  probably  be 
found  with  the  texture,  as  a  woolen  shirt  is  the  garment  needed.  The  blue  woolen 
shirt  has  been  universally  commended,  except  in  the  matter  of  color.  It  has  been 
found  that  the  combination  of  blue  shirt  with  khaki  trousers  presents  a  clearly-defined 
target,  whereas  the  khaki  color  by  itself  is  perhaps  as  close  an  approximation  to 
invisibility  as  can  be  obtained.  The  demand  for  a  good  woolen  khaki  shirt  is  well- 
nigh  universal.  Complaint  has  been  made  that  the  khaki  issued  for  the  uniforms  by 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  is  too  warm.  It  is  understood  that  there  has  been  an 
attempt  made  to  obtain  a  condition  approaching  to  waterproof  in  this  cloth.  Nothing 
could  be  more  objectionable.  In  the  first  place,  nothing  except  an  oil-skin ' '  slicker 
can  possibly  withstand  the  heavy  rain  of  this  climate.  A  soldier  clad  in  any  garment 
that  protects  him  even  approximately  from  the  rain  suffers  intolerably  from  the 
heat  and  becomes  as  wet  from  perspiration  as  he  otherwise  would  become  from  the 
storm.  The  first  consideration  in  regard  to  material  for  all  articles  of  uniform  should 
be  its  coolness. 

SIGNAL  CORPS. 

The  signal  corps  in  the  department  has  been  in  charge  of  Capt.  Carl  F.  Hartmann, 
Signal  Corps,  since  December  17,  1900,  relieving  Capt.  Edgar  Russel,  Signal  Corps, 
U.  S.  A.  The  number  of  miles  of  wire  strung  since  August  1.  1900,  the  number  of 
miles  in  existence  of  wire  and  cable,  the  number  of  offices,  ana  the  average  number 
of  messages  sent  and  recieved  per  month  in  Department  of  Southern  Luzon  is  shown 
below:

The  office  of  the  acting  ordnance  officer  has  been  merely  one  of  supervision  and 
not  of  supply;  no  requisitions  have  been  filled. 

All  requisitions  are  forwarded  to  the  ordnance  officer  of  the  division,  Manila,  P.  I., 
after  check  and  approval  by  the  department  commander,  a  record  being  kept  of  all 
requisitions. 

The  stores  on  hand  consist  of  the  equipment  of  orderlies  on  duty  at  these  head- 
quarters, a  8m all  surplus  being  kept  on  hand  other  than  the  regular  equipment. 

All  clerical  work  is  performed  by  one  of  the  clerks  in  the  adjutant-general's  office. 

The  office  of  inspector  of  small-arras  practice  was  instituted  on  May  11,  1901,  by 
G.  O.,  No.  64,  c.  s.,  these  headquarters. 

The  troops  have  been  constantly  in  the  field,  so  that  it  was  impracticable  to  have 
target  practice. 

It  is  impracticable  to  have  target  practice  this  year  owing  to  the  length  of  time 
necessary  to  construct  ranges,  and  it  is  the  rainy  season. 

The  office  of  civil  affairs  has  been  in  charge  of  Capt.  A.  L.  Parmerter,  Twenty-first 
Infantry. 

The  work  of  the  office  during  this  period  included  not  only  the  handling  and 
recording  of  all  papers  relating  to  civil  questions,  but  in  addition  comprised  the  col- 
lection of  the  internal-revenue  tax  throughout  the  territorv  comprised  in  the  depart- 
ment and  a  general  supervision  of  the  customs  service  in  the  same  territory. 

The  records,  as  far  as  practicable,  have  been  kept  separate  from  those  of  the 
adjutant-general's  office,  so  that  if  at  any  time  it  became  necessary  to  transfer  them 
to  the  civil  authorities  it  could  be  done  without  trouble. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  work  of  extending  the  collection  of  the  internal- 
revenue  tax  throughout  the  provinces  was  commenced.  This  work  was  necessarily 
slow,  as  at  first  it  was  impossible  to  make  collections  outside  of  garrisoned  towns. 
Effort  was  made  to  make  the  collections  as  general  as  possible,  to  prevent  dissatis- 
faction, and  this  became  easier  as  the  country  became  pacified.  A  great  drawback 
to  the  speedy  organization  and  perfection  of  this  work  was  the  fact  that  officers  could 
not  be  detailed  permanently  for  this  duty.  As  soon  as  an  officer  had  become  some- 
what familiar  with  the  details  of  the  work,  military  necessity  would  require  the 
detail  of  someone  else.  In  spite  of  the  many  drawbacks,  however,  the  work  was 
fairly  well  organized  when  transferred  to  the  civil  authorities.  G.  O.,  No.  26,  office 
of  the  U.  S.  military  governor,  March  15,  1901,  directed  the  transfer  of  this  work  to 
the  provincial  treasurer  in  provinces  where  a  provincial  civil  government  had  been 
established,  and  G.  O.,  No.  179,  Division  of  the  Philippines,  dated  July  20,  1901, 
directed  the  transfer  of  the  balance  of  this  work  in  unorganized  territory  to  the 
civil  authorities.  The  total  collection  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  was 
215,231.61  pesos,  and  the  expenditure  during  the  same  period  9,967.68  pesos. 

The  greatest  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  acting  as  local  and  district  collectors  for 
the  efficient  way  in  which  they  performed  the  work  required  of  them  under  the 
extremely  adverse  conditions  that  existed. 

This  office  also  exercised  a  general  supervision  over  the  customs  service  of  the 
department  and  made  recommendation  of  officers  to  act  as  inspectors  at  the  various 
ports. 

The  provost  court  system,  as  provided  for  in  G.  O.,  No.  64,  Division  of  the  Philip- 
pines, dated  August  10,  1900,  was  put  in  force  by  the  appointment  of  the  necessary 
provost  judges  and  a  supervision  of  the  court  records,  all  of  which  are  on  file  in 
this  office. 

At  the  present  time  civil  government  has  been  established  in  all  of  the  provinces 
of  the  department  except  Laguna  and  the  islands  of  Catanduanes  and  Mindoro. 
The  province  of  Batangas  has  been  organized,  but  owing  to  its  unsettled  condition 
has  been  returned  to  military  control.  Due  to  the  organization  of  provincial  govern- 
ment, the  civil  work  of  the  department  has  greatly  fallen  off,  and  will  continue  to 
do  so  as  the  country  becomes  pacified,  until  all  work  of  this  kind  can  be  transferred 
to  the  civil  authorities. 
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REPORT  OF  MAJ.  G.  J.  CRANE,  ASSISTANT  ADJXTTANT-OENEBAL

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  forward  herewith  the  following  annual  reports:  Chief 
quartermaster  (inclosure  2);  chief  commissary  (inclosure  3);  chief  paymaster  (inclo- 
sure  4) ;  engineer  officer  (inclosure  5) ;  chief  signal  officer  (inclosure  6).  Also  a  diary 
of  general  operations  not  made  a  part  of  the  narrative  report  rendered  from  this 
department  June  22,  1901  (inclosure  1). 

These  reports  are  respectfully  forwarded  by  direction  of  General  Hughes,  who 
requests  that  they  may  be  used  as  inclosures  to* his  report  submitted  in  June. 

It  is  believed  that  the  chief  quartermaster's  recommendation  regarding  the  use  of 
2  strong  seagoing  lighters  of  125  tons  is  a  good  one.  Such  boats  have  been  very  need- 
ful for  the  transportation  of  troops  and  supplies.  With  reference  to  uniform  clothing 
needed,  there  is  no  change  so  much  desired  by  officers  and  men  as  a  khaki-colored 
woolen  shirt  to  replace  the  blue  woolen  shirt. 

The  woolen  shirt  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  soldier  and  his  officer  in  the  field. 
Many  regiments  have  begun  service  in  these  islands  using  the  khaki  coat  or  the  light- 
colored  cotton  shirt  and  have  been  driven  by  experience  to  use  the  blue  woolen  shirt, 
notwithstanding  the  fine  mark  it  presents  for  the  enemy  to  shoot  at  Less  damage  is 
done  by  the  enemy's  bullets  to  the  blue  shirt  than  is  caused  by  sickness  brought  on 
by  the  use  of  cotton  material  or  khaki  blouse  while  on  the  hike. 

But  a  khaki-colored  woolen  shirt  would  satisfy  every  requirement  for  service  in 
these  islands.  The  wearer  would  be  nearly  invisible  to  the  enemy,  and  the  use  of 
wool  would  keep  him  out  of  the  hospital.

REPORT  OF  GENERAL  OPERATIONS,  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  VISAYAS, 
FOR  THE  FISCAL  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30,  NOT  INCLUDED  IN  NAR- 
RATIVE REPORT  RENDERED  JUNE  22,  1901. 

June  4.  Twenty-five  bolomen  surrendered  at  Dumanjug,  Cebu,  P.  I. 

June  7.  Police  of  Cebu  captured  Capt.  Joaquin  Conde  y  Villamor  and  3  com 
panions,  with  papers  showing  they  were  agents  from  Malvar,  in  southern  Luzon, 
with  insurgent  papers  for  leaders  in  this  department. 

June  12.  Tacloban,  Leyte.  Commanding  officer  first  district,  Department  of  the 
Visayas,  to  adjutant-general  of  the  department:  One  lieutenant  and  20  bolomen 
surrendered  at  Ormoc,  Leyte,  P.  I.  One  boloman  killed  and  7  captured  on  the  11th 
by  detachment  native  police  and  scouts  from  Jaro,  Leyte. 

June  13.  Capt.  Guy  Carleton,  Tenth  Cavalry,  reports  from  camp  on  Gandara 
River,  Samar,  that  he  has  scouted  the  country  watered  by  the  streams  from  5  miles 
above  Blanca  Aurora,  and  from  Contagi,  and  destroyed  much  hemp,  rice,  etc.  On 
10th  was  fired  on  by  the  insurgents  with  several  rifles  and  1  cannon.  Captured  1 
prisoner. 

Captain  Steedman,  Eleventh  Infantry,  reports  from  Abuyog,  Leyte?  that  he  struck 
a  band  of  bolomen  of  Lieutenant  Sebastian  on  12th  instant,  capturing  7.  Burned 
their  camp,  consisting  of  many  shacks;  that  on  13th  captured  7  more,  including 
Capt.  Fulgencio  Gerous.     Killed  1  and  wounded  2. 

J  une  15.  Calivo,  Panay,  P.  I.  Capt.  C.  G.  Morton,  Sixth  Infantry,  to  the  adjutant- 
general  of  the  department,  June  15,  1901.  Reports  that  detachment  under  Corporal 
Gunn,  Company  A,  Sixth  Infantry,  killed  7  ladrones  and  captured  4  rifles. 

First  Lieut.  Campbell  King,  First  Infantry,  Laguan,  Samar,  reports  expeditions 
from  that  post  with  following  results:  On  June  2,  with  68  men  of  Companies  A  and 
B,  First  Infantry,  on  gunboat  Arayat  and  launch  Camillas,  landed  at  Catarman.  That 
in  landing  First  Sergt.  Charles  F.  Miller  and  Private  O.  M.  Whitmore,  Company  A. 
were  drowned  by  capsizing  of  boat.  Found  town  deserted.  On  June  3  reached 
Pulanja,  and  found  town  deserted.  On  June  5  killed  1  and  wounded  2  insurgents. 
On  June  11,  1  private  of  Company  B  wounded  by  bamboo  trap.  Burned  many 
shacks  and  storehouses  filled  with  palay;  also  destroyed  a  small  factory  for  making 
ammunition,  etc.,  together  with  small  quantity  of  powder,  1  shotgun,  set  of  reloading 
tools,  and  quantity  of  palay. 

June  17.  Commanding  officer  third  district  reports  that  Reformo  (an  insurgent 
leader,  who  recently  surrendered  in  island  of  Negros  and  returned  to  Sipalay  to  induce 
the  rest  of  his  band  to  surrender)  has  been  thrown  into  the  sea  and  drowned  by 
order  of  Rufo  Oyos,  a  leader  of  ladrones. 

June  18.  Maj.  Thomas  C.  Woodbury,  Nineteenth  Infantry,  reports  having;  returned 
from  five  days'  expedition  against  Sampson's  command  in  Bohol.  Destroyed 
Sampson '8  headquarters  for  about  2,000  men,  with  storehouses,  clothing,  food,  and 
powder;  captured  7  cannon.  One  enlisted  man  of  Company  I,  Nineteenth  Infantry, 
wounded  on  June  17  and  afterwards  died  in  field.  Four  enlisted  men  slightly 
wounded. 

June  20.  Banate,  Panay,  Lieut.  D.  E.  W.  Lyle,  Eighteenth  Infantry,  reports  that 
detachment  of  Company  G,  Eighteenth  Infantry,  killed  Alejandro  Aranti,  a  noto- 
rious ladrone,  near  Banate. 

June  22.  Second  Lieut.  G.  I.  Feeter,  Nineteenth  Infantry,  with  detachment  Com- 
pany E,  ran  into  band  of  insurgents  near  Asturias,  Cebu,  capturing  5  ponies  and  2 
natives. 

June  23.  Lieutenant  Downes  and  1  enlisted  man  of  the  Firet  Infantry  killed  in 
engagement  with  insurgents  at  Omangangang,  Samar. 

First  Lieut.  G.  W.  Helms,  Nineteenth  Infantry,  with  detachment,  ran  into  small 
band  near  Bulac,  Cebu,  killing  2. 

June  28.  Lieut.  G.  I.  Feeter,  Nineteenth  Infantry,  reports  capture  of  2  of  Esland 
band  near  Balamban,  Cebu.    They  were  afterwards  killed  in  attempting  to  escape. 

June  29.  First  Lieut.  G.  W.  Helms,  Nineteenth  Infantry,  reports  detachment  near 
Barili,  Cebu,  killed  a  member  of  Ladoy's  band.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  of  the  quar- 
termaster's department  in  the  Department  of  the  visayas  during  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1901 : 

The  number  of  garrisoned  stations  within  the  department  on  March  1,  1901,  was 
123.  Since  that  date  the  island  of  Samar  has  been  attached  to  this  department,  and 
new  stations  on  that  island  are  daily  being  added  to  the  list. 

The  many  changes  necessarily  made  in  relieving  volunteer  officers  acting  as  quar- 
termasters ordered  home  has  occasioned  inconvenience;  but  efforts  have  been  made 
to  keep  the  troops  supplied  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  it  is  hoped  that  most 
stations  have  been  provided  with  necessaries. 

Volunteer  organizations  (four  regiments)  ordered  to  the  United  States  have  been 
concentrated  and  have  successfully  embarked  upon  transports  without  delays  or 
accident 

barracks  and  quarters. 

Barracks  and  quarters  have  been  provided  in  private  houses  or  public  buildings 
(tribunal,  convents,  etc. )  in  the  towns  occupied  as  the  military  necessities  required, 
and  where  it  was  shown  that  the  owners  of  the  buildings  used  were  loyal  citizens 
they  have  been  paid  rental  therefor.    A  list  of  buildings  rented  is  appended. 

Some  few  temporary  buildings  have  been  erected — kitchens,  corral  sheds,  stables, 
etc. — most  of  them  of  nipa  and  bamboo  construction,  and  at  several  stations  officers' 
quarters  and  barracks  have  been  built. 

clothing  and  equipage. 

The  supply  of  clothing  has  been  ample,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  all  requisitions 
have  been  met  promptly. 

Toward  the  close  of  the  year  the  stock  on  hand  at  a  few  stations  became  exhausted 
in  some  lines,  owing  to  disinclination  on  the  part  of  officers  of  volunteers  to  become 
accountable  for  additional  quantities  of  supplies  on  the  eve  of  their  being  mustered 
out.    This  difficulty  was  of  short  duration,  however. 

The  Quality  of  the  clothing  has,  so  far  as  known,  been  satisfactory,  no  complaints 
having  ocen  "registered. 

White  (summer)  clothing  supplied  for  enlisted  men  has  not  been  in  demand,  the 
khaki  being  preferred. 

The  chief  quartermaster  third  district  recommends  as  follows: 

"A  light  woolen  shirt  of  fast  khaki  color  would  be  preferable  to  the  light  woolen 
blue  shirt,  and  to  a  great  extent  would  take  the  place  of  the  khaki  cotton  shirt,  which 
is  wholly  unfitted  for  tropical  wear  and  service.  In  cotton  shirts  the  chambray  is 
preferable,  both  in  appearance  and  from  an  economical  standpoint,  to  the  gingham 
shirt.  A  light-weight  khaki-colored  or  white  canvas  shoe  for  post  duty  would  be 
an  improvement  over  the  russet  shoe  now  issued  for  that  purpose.' ' 

The  Gold  Medal  cot  has  continued  to  be  popular.  The  supply  has  not  at  all  times 
been  sufficient. 

Tentage  which  each  volunteer  regiment  brought  to  the  islands  has  remained  in 
storage  the  greater  portion  of  the  time,  as  there  has  been  little  occasion  to  use  the 
same. 

Field  ranges  of  the  various  standard  patterns  supplied  have  proved  satisfactory,  but 
where  companies  or  detachments  of  troops  are  located  with  any  degree  of  perma- 
nency, a  small  army  (barrack)  range  is  more  serviceable  and  requires  less  repairs  or 
renewal  of  broken  parts. 

LAND  TRANSPORTATION. 

The  American  horses  and  mules  have  proved  to  be  a  necessary  adjunct  to  success- 
ful military  operations  in  the  islands.  Notwithstanding  the  severe  work  to  which 
subjected,  these  animals,  as  a  rule,  stand  the  hard  campaigns  and  marches  without 
breaking  down,  and,  in  fact,  with  good  care,  are  kept  in  excellent  condition. 

Some  of  our  stock  have  been  captured  by  the  enemy,  but  these  were  nearly  all 
regained. 
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Some  of  the  animals  were  killed  in  action,  and  a  number  have  been  lost  through 
disease,  the  most  troubleuome  being  "glanders,"  or  a  disease  so  similar  in  its  symp- 
toms and  resultant  effects  as  to  make  the  distinction  hardly  worth  counting,  for  it 
results  fatally  in  many  cases. 

Most  of  the  native  ponies  appear  to  have  the  symptonsof  the  so-called  "glanders;" 
but  it  is  noticeable  they  do  not  soon  become  disabled  thereby,  but,  unlike  the 
imported  stock,  live  on  and  may  be  worked  for  months,  and  the  "latent  glanders" 
does  not  disable  them. 

Most  of  the  native  bulls  and  carabaos  have  been  lost  during  the  past  few  months 
by  rinderpest,  which  has  prevailed  extensively  among  horned  stock,  but  does  not 
affect  other  classes  of  animals.     For  this  disease  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  cure. 

The  cost,  United  States  currency,  of  forage  purchased  for  native  public  animals  has 
averaged,  per  100  pounds,  $1.50  forpalay  ana  50  cents  for  grass. 

The  recent  reduction  of  hay  ration  from  14  pounds  per  animal,  and  feeding  7 
pounds  of  hay  and  about  17  pounds  grass,  has  so  far  proved  satisfactory,  and  the 
stock  appears  to  do  well  thereon. 

To  abandon  the  ration  of  hay  entirely — by  feeding  grass  in  lieu  thereof — has  been 
tried  (at  times  when  no  hay  was  available),  but  the  American  animals  very  soon 
showed  the  ill  effects,  and  indicated  by  their  poor  condition  the  inadvisability  of 
substituting  grass  for  the  full  ration  of  hay.  It  is  recommended  that  not  less  than 
7  pounds  of  hay  per  day  be  allowed  to  each  American  animal. 

WATER  TRANSPORTATION. 

For  service  as  a  departmental  transport  the  steamship  Elcano  was  in  use  until  Jan- 
uary last,  when  the  chartered  steamship  Chumwa,  of  618  tons,  was  assigned  to  this 
special  sen-ice  and  has  been  kept  constantly  under  steam,  voyaging  to  and  from 
Leyte,  Negros,  Samar,  and  Panay,  in  conveying  the  department  commander  on 
inspection  tours  and  in  transferring  troops  and  supplies. 

In  addition  to  the  Churruca  we  have  had  the  chartered  steamer  Loa-Ang  (in  serv- 
ice on  Samar  coast)  and  the  steam  lighter  Indianapolis,  of  110  tons,  and  8  steam 
launches  of  from  19  to  70  tons'  capacity  each,  owned  by  the  quartermaster's  depart- 
ment and  operated  to  and  from  the  main  supply  ports.  These,  as  well  as  some  half 
a  dozen  lorchas,  have  been  utilized  in  supplying  the  various  coast  stations. 

It  has  not  been  feasible  to  establish,  with  the  available  vessels,  a  regular  schedule 
for  the  operations  of  the  launches.  The  unsettled  military  conditions  necessitated 
voyages  as  the  emergencies  required.  Furthermore,  the  condition  of  the  weather  has 
always  to  be  considered  in  this  neighborhood  of  changing  monsoons  before  launches 
can  be  dispatched,  and  until  more  vessels  of  the  larger  class  are  provided  it  is  not 
practicable  to  establish  any  regular  time-tables. 

Two  strong  seagoing  lighters,  each  of,  say,  125  tons  gross,  with  modern  engines  and 
of  not  exceeding  8-foot  draft  and  a  passenger-carrying  capacity  of  150,  would,  if  pro- 
vided, be  most  useful — one  for  service  at  Cebu  in  connection  with  supplying  Cebu, 
Bono],  and  west  coast  ports  of  Leyte,  and  the  other  for  service  to  and  from  ports  on 
the  island  of  Negros. 

A  number  of  small  sail  and  row  boats,  for  landing  troops  and  supplies,  have  been 
recently  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  department,  and  are  very  useful. 

The  Australian  coal  has  been  found  more  satisfactory  and,  in  the  long  run,  more 
economical  for  our  steam  crafts  than  the  Japanese  coal.  Good  quality  of  Australian 
lump  coal  has  been  purchased  at  $10  per  ton,  United  States  currency,  while  the  Jap- 
anese costs  nearly  as  much.  Being  very  soft,  it  becomes  simply  dust  after  exposure 
to  weather  or  handling,  and  its  use  very  soon  burns  out  the  smokestacks  of  the  vessels. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  at  most  stations  has  been  obtained  from  wells,  storage  tanks  of 
rain  water,  or  from  springs.  At  Iloilo  and  Cebu  distilling  plants  are  in  operation, 
and  Waterhouse-Forbes  sterilizers  have  been  provided  at  all  stations  requiring  them. 

These  sterilizers  should  each  have  two  or  three  extra  burners,  which  we  have  been 
unable  to  procure  when  needed. 

When  suitable  water  could  not  otherwise  be  provided,  water  boilers  have  been 
supplied  the  troops  with  which  to  boil  water  used  for  drinking. 

LIGHTING. 

Lamps,  of  regulation  patterns,  burning  mineral  oil,  have  been  provided  for  use  of 
troops  in  barracks.    In  the  field  candles  nave  been  used. 
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FINANCIAL. 

Submitted  herewith  is  a  statement  of  public  civil  funds  and  Army  appropriation 
moneys  expended  during  the  year. 

The  officers  who  have  served  as  quartermasters  at  the  various  stations  within  the 
Department  of  the  Yisayas  have,  almost  without  exception,  performed  most  satisfac- 
tory service. 

A  list  of  their  names,  if  submitted,  would  be  lengthy,  owing  to  so  many  changes 
having  been  made,  at  some  stations  as  many  as  four  or  five  officers  having,  at  differ- 
ent times  during  the  year,  served  in  the  capacity  of  quartermaster.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  pertaining  to  the  affairs  of 
the  subsistence  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1901. 

I  was  placed  on  duty  as  chief  commissary,  Department  of  the  Visayas,  and  depot 
commissary,  lloilo,  P.  I.,  June  24,  1901,  and  during  the  six  remaining  days  of  the 
fiscal  year  was  principally  occupied  in  inventorying  and  receipting  for  the  funds, 
property,  and  stores  for  which  my  predecessor  was  accountable. 

The  records  of  this  office  havo'not  been  so  kept  that  accurate  statistics  of  stores 
received,  issued,  etc.,  can  be  given,  but  the  facts  shown  indicate  that  the  troops  have 
been  satisfactorily  subsisted  during  the  entire  year.  The  chief  difficulty  has  been 
with  regard  to  the  supply  of  fresh  meat,  upon  which  subject  a  report  has  been  made 
to  the  chief  commissary,  Division  of  the  Philippines,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
furnished. 

The  losses  of  subsistence  stores  in  the  department  have  been  as  follows:  Total 
amount  of  stores  condemned,  $30,563.29;  total  amount  short  on  invoices,  $7,183.20, 
presumably  largely  due  to  theft,  but  not  shown  by  evidence;  total  amount  of  stores 
stolen,  $167.59;  the  total  amount  destroyed  by  fire  in  an  attack  by  insurgents  on 
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Tibiao was  $5,599.59.  Total,  $43,513.67.  Intheitemof  "condemned"  thefollowing 
stores  show  the  greater  percentage  of  loss:  Fresh  vegetables,  candy,  canned  tomatoes, 
and  articles  put  up  in  glass. 

A  very  marked  decrease  in  loss  is  shown  toward  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  and  I 
believe  that  this  improvement  will  continue  as  a  knowledge  of  the  conditions  here 
and  proper  ways  to  meet  them  become  better  known.

Sir:  In  reply  to  letter  from  your  office,  dated  August  14, 1901,  referring  to  the  sup- 
ply of  fresh  beef  in  this  department,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows: 

At  least  one-half  of  the  troops  in  the  department  are  receiving  little,  if  any,  fresh 
beef,  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  rinderpest  in  many  localities  and  the  total  absence 
of  beef  cattle  in  others.  The  supply  of  cattle  at  any  point  has  been  very  limited  and 
will  soon  be  exhausted,  and,  furthermore,  I  believe  it  to  be  inadvisable  to  further 
deplete,  by  slaughter  for  food,  those  animals  that  are  now  in  fit  condition  to  be 
retained  for  breeding  purposes.  At  the  best  the  quality  of  beef  from  native  cattle 
is  of  a  quality  very  inferior  to  that  of  the  frozen  beef  from  the  United  States  or  Aus- 
tralia, and  the  price  is  constantly  increasing. 

The  following  points  in  this  department  have  ice  plants,  furnished  and  managed 
by  the  medical  department:  lloilo,  Panay;  Cebu,  Cebu;  Tacloban,  Leyte;  Catbalo- 
gan,  Samar. 

I  am  informed,  however,  by  the  chief  surgeon,  that  their  capacity  is  but  little 
greater  than  is  necessary  to  care  for  the  stores  of  the  hospitals,  and  possibly  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  for  sale  to  officers.  At  Cebu  a  cold-storage  warehouse  has  been  rented, 
with  sufficient  capacity  for  the  full  supply  at  that  point,  at  $700  per  month,  and 
approval  was  recommended  in  this  office,  under  certain  conditions,  of  the  application 
for  permission  to  renew  the  lease.  This  point,  Cebu,  is  the  only  place  in  the  depart- 
ment where  sufficient  cold  storage  for  beef  now  exists. 

I  do  not  believe  it  practicable  or  advisable  to  consider  the  establishment  of  cold- 
storage  plants  in  this  department  until  the  conditions  of  these  islands  are  more 
settled  and  the  location  of  permanent  garrisons  finally  determined. 

I  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  suggestions  as  to  supplying  this 
department  with  frozen  beef:  That  a  beef  ship  so  constructed  as  to  be  able  to  manu- 
facture ice  and  capable  of  being  opened  for  delivery  not  less  than  twice  daily  l>e 
stationed  at  this  point,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  chief  commissary,  with  a  tender 
or  launch  capable  of  carrying  frozen  meat  and  the  ice  necessary  for  its  transportation 
and  storage,  and  the  construction  at  the  different  coast  stations  of  ice  boxes  for  the 
meat.  The  method  of  supply  to  be  as  follows:  The  ship  to  make  periodical  and 
stated  trips  to  the  various  points  and  deliver  meat  and  ice.  The  details  of  this 
delivery  can  not  be  stated  without  knowledge  of  the  capacity  of  the  ship  and  its 
tender,  but  when  that  is  known,  can  readily  be  arranged. 

There  are  approximately  12,000  officers  and  men  now  in  this  department,  of 
whom  10,342  are  of  the  Regular  Army.  It  is  not  believed  that  even  by  this  method 
more  than  four-tenths  or  five-tenths  fresh  beef  can  be  supplied  to  them,  but  if  that 
can  be  accomplished  it  will  be  of  great  advantage. 

I  am  unable  to  make  any  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  this  method  of  supply, 
but  it  seems  to  be  the  only  one  practicable  at  the  present  time.  In  this  way  the 
cold-storage  plant  could  be  movable,"  and  could  change  station  to  the  points  to  be 
supplied.  There  are  few  ports  in  this  department  where  large  ships  can  enter  and 
unload  without  tenders  or  lighters.  Cebu,  I  believe,  is  the  only  one  of  this  class; 
hence  the  necessity  for  a  tender,  as  suggested  above.  In  many  cases  the  tender 
could  make  the  delivery  without  moving  the  large  ship. 

In  conclusion  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  I  have  given  this  subject  careful  study 
and  consideration  since  taking  charge  of  this  department,  and  that  I  have  sought 
information  on  the  various  points  from  officers  who  know  the  conditions  better  than 
I  do,  and  that  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  it  is  but  a  question  of  time  when  the 
supply  of  native  beef  will  be  exhausted  and  that  some  method  of  supplying  frozen 
meat  must  be  adopted,  and  the  method  suggested  is  the  best  under  existing 
conditions.

Except  in  a  very  few  cases,  the  troops  of  the  department  were  promptly  paid 
every  two  months  during  the  year. 

The  excellent  work  done  by  Majors  Sternberg,  Gilbert,  and  Rees,  often  under 
marked  difficulties,  entitles  those  officers  and  their  clerks  to  great  praise.

Sir:  Pursuant  to  instructions  from  your  office  of  the  22d  instant,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  operations  in  this  department  from  July  1, 1900, 
to  June  30,  1901. 

First  Lieut  R.  H.  Van  Deman,  Twenty-first  Infantry,  aide-de-camp,  performed  the 
duties  of  engineer  officer  of  the  department  from  July  1, 1900,  to  April  15,  1901,  when 
he  was  relieved  by  First  Lieut.  F.  A.  Thompson,  Thirty-eighth  Infantry,  U.  S.  V., 
per  Special  Orders,  98,  c.  s.,  headquarters  Department  of  the  Visayas.  Lieutenant 
Thompson  was  relieved  as  engineer  officer  of  the  department  and  the  undersigned 
appointed  May  18,  1901,  per  General  Orders,  41,  c.  s.,  headquarters  Department  of 
the  Visayas. 

topographical  work. 

First  district:  No  report  was  received  for  the  month  of  July  from  this  district. 
For  the  month  of  August  the  engineer  officer  of  the  district  reported  that  maps  and 
tracings  of  about  twelve  towns  on  the  island  of  Leyte  had  been  completed.  None  of 
these  maps  or  tracings  have  ever  been  received  at  this  office,  although  repeated  calls 
were  made  for  them.  During  the  same  month  a  route  sketch  of  a  trail  from  Baybay 
to  Abuyog,  Leyte,  made  in  obedience  to  an  order  of  the  department  commander, 
was  received.  The  information  given  on  this  sketch  was  very  meager  and  the  sketch 
oi  very  little  value.    A  report  was  received  for  the  month  of  September,  stating  that 
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no  work  had  been  done  during  that  month,  and  since  that  date  no  reports  have  been 
received  from  this  district. 

In  the  month  of  May  the  department  commander,  then  in  Leyte,  sent  to  this  office 
a  1-inch  map  of  the  island  of  Leyte,  which  had  been  prepared  by  the  engineer  officer 
of  the  district  from  field  notes  of  officers  and  men  of  the  Forty-third  Infantry,  U.  8. 
V.,  with  instructions  that  tracings  and  blue  prints  be  made  and  furnished  the  new 
garrison  of  that  island.  Tracings  were  made  of  this  map,  but  many  errors  were  dis- 
covered in  attempting  to  unite  the  different  sheets.  Prints  have  been  made  from 
these  tracings  ana  furnished  to  the  troops  now  in  the  island,  with  the  request  that 
the  work  be  checked  up  and  the  results  forwarded  to  this  office  as  soon  as  possible. 
Up  to  the  present  time  no  work  has  been  received. 

Second  district:  Reports  were  received  from  this  district  for  the  months  of  August, 
September,  and  October,  stating  that  no  work  has  been  done  in  this  line.  No  reports 
for  any  other  months  in  the  year  have  been  received. 

Third  district:  Reports  were  received  from  this  district  for  the  months  of  July  and 
August,  1900,  and  January,  1901,  stating  that  no  work  had  been  done.  A  report  for 
the  months  of  November  and  December  was  received,  stating  that  a  preliminary  sur- 
vey had  been  made,  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a  telegraph  line,  of  a  trail 
from  Isabela  to  Guijulugan,  Negros.  No  sketch  was  made  of-  wis  trail.  No  other 
reports  were  received  from  this  district  during  the  year. 

Fourth  district:  The  work  in  this  district  has  been  under  the  immediate  charge  of 
the  engineer  officer  of  the  department.  Route  sketches  have  been  made  throughout 
the  island  of  Panay  of  all  the  main  roads  and  many  of  the  trails.  An  excellent  1-inch 
map  of  the  island  has  been  completed  and  sketches  at  a  scale  of  3  inches  to  the  mile 
of  all  work  done  on  the  island  are  on  file  in  this  office.  Descriptive  reports  of  many 
of  the  roads  and  streams  have  also  been  received.  The  officers  and  men  engaged  on 
topographical  work  in  this  district  have  worked  faithfully  and  with  excellent  results. 
A  great  part  of  the  work  was  done  while  active  operations  were  being  conducted,  and 
it  is  the  only  district  in  the  department  in  which  any  satisfactory  results  have  been 
obtained.  The  entire  credit  for  this  work  is  due  to  Gapt.  R.  H.  Van  Deman,  Twenty- 
first  Infantry,  who,  as  engineer  officer  of  the  department,  was  untiring  in  his  efforts 
on  this  work,  the  entire  work  having  been  completed  during  his  tenure  of  office. 

ROADS   AND   BRIDGES. 

First  district:  It  is  stated  in  an  indorsement  of  the  chief  engineer  of  the  division  in 
a  letter  from  this  office  that  the  sum  of  about  $20,500,  Mexican  currency,  was  allotted 
for  this  work  on  the  island  of  Leyte.  No  reports  have  ever  been  received  in  regard 
to  this  matter,  and  it  is  not  known  in  what  way  the  money  was  expended  or  what 
was  accomplished  in  that  island. 

Second  district:  Up  to  the  25th  of  April  no  money  was  allotted  for  this  district. 
Estimates  were  called  for,  but  were  submitted  in  such  form  that  they  could  not  be 
utilized.  No  reports  have  been  received,  and  it  is  not  known  whether  any  work  in 
this  line  has  been  accomplished  or  not. 

Third  district:  The  remarks  in  regard  to  the  second  district  are  equally  applicable 
to  this  district. 

Fourth  district:  Similarly  to  the  topographical  work,  the  work  on  roads  and  bridges 
in  this  district  has  been  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  engineer  officer  of  the 
department,  except  in  the  province  of  Capiz  and  district  of  Concepcion,  where  Capt. 
O.  E.  Hunt,  Eighteenth  Infantry,  and  First  Lieut.  E.  S.  Walton,  Eighteenth  Infan- 
try, have  been  placed  in  charge  of  this  work  in  their  respective  sections.  The  plans 
and  estimates  for  the  entire  island  were,  however,  prepared  by  Captain  Van  Deman. 

In  the  province  of  Iloilo,  island  of  Panay,  the  following  work  has  been  accom- 
plished in  this  line:  The  bridge  over  the  Iloilo  River  between  Iloilo  and  Jaro  has 
Deen  entirely  repaired.  A  new  bridge  has  been  built  over  the  Iloilo  River  at  Molo. 
Six  bridges  have  been  built  on  the  Janiuay-Lambunao  road.  A  bridge  on  the 
Cabatuan-Janiuay  road  and  a  bridge  over  the  Aganan  River  at  Pavia  are  in  process  of 
construction.  The  bridge  on  the  Cabatuan-Janiuay  road  has  been  completed  since 
the  30th  of  June.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  found  in  getting  lumber  of  the 
requisite  sizes  for  bridge  work,  the  contractors  stating  that  the  loss  of  the  cattle  in 
the  islands  has  delayed  the  delivery  at  the  coast  in  a  very  marked  degree. 

No  reports  have  been  received  of  the  work  done  in  the  province  of  Capiz  or  district 
of  Concepcion,  but  work  has  been  pushed  in  both  of  these  sections. 

The  work  on  the  repair  of  the  Iloilo  bridge  and  the  construction  of  the  bridge  at 
Molo  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  engineer  officer,  but  was  paid  for  by  the 
chief  quartermaster  of  the  department.  There  is  no  record  in  this  office  of  the 
amounts  expended.    The  indorsement  of  the  chie.f  engineer  of  the  division,  referred 
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to  above,  states  that  $20,000,  Mexican  currency,  was  allotted  for  general  repairs,  to  be 
made  under  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  department.  It  is  not  known  now  much 
of  this  allotment  was  expended. 

The  total  expenditures  in  the  department  for  road  and  bridge  work,  exclusive  of 
that  expended  in  the  island  of  Leyte  and  that  expended  by  the  chief  quartermaster 
of  the  department,  during  the  fiscal  year  was  $21,636.72,  Mexican  currency. 

SUNDRIES. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  following  work  has  been  done  in  this  department:  A 
sewer  has  been  constructed  through  land  belonging  to  the  Government  near  the 
custom-house  at  this  place.  The  ola  fort  at  this  place  has  l>een  repaired.  Some  work 
has  been  done  in  locating  lines  in  the  town  of  Iloilo,  and  a  survey  has  been  made  of 
a  ti  act  of  land  in  the  swamp  near  Iloilo,  to  which  claim  is  laid  by  Messrs.  Warner, 
Barnes  &Co.

LOCATION  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE   VISAYAS. 

From  July  1, 1900,  to  May  6, 1901,  the  Department  of  the  Visayas  consisted  of  those 
islands  of  the  Visayan  group,  except  Masbate  and  Samar,  lying  between  parallels 
12°  and  9°  north  latitude  and  longitude  121°  45*  east  and  the  Straits  of  Surigao. 

On  May  6, 1901,  General  Orders,  No.  90,  added  the  island  of  Samar  to  the  department. 

MILITARY   DISTRICT8. 

The  department  is  divided  into  four  districts.  The  first  comprising  the  islands  of 
Samar  and  Levte;  the  second,  Cebu  and  its  subdistrict,  Bohol;  the  third,  the  island 
of  Negros,  ana  the  fourth,  the  island  of  Panay.  From  July  1, 1900,  to  May  16, 1901, 
signal  officers  and  acting  signal  officers  were  assigned  to  duty  in  these  military  dis- 
tricts, and  by  the  district  commanders  were  assigned  as  signal  officers  on  the  district 
staff.  At  the  time  this  was  done  it  seemed  to  be  the  best  arrangement  under  the 
conditions.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  signal  corps  were  paid  by  district  quarter- 
masters, who  made  requisition  for  the  necessary  amounts  after  consultation  with  the 
signal  officers.  At  that  time  also  it  was  necessary  to  get  district  headquarters  in 
communication  with  their  posts  rather  than  to  begin  any  comprehensive  department 
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system.  This  latter  point,  however,  was  always  kept  in  view,  as  well  as  the  fact 
that  the  department  system  on  its  completion  would  be  an  integral  part  of  the  division 
system.  On  January  1,  1901,  an  appropriation  was  obtained  oy  the  department  sig- 
nal officer,  out  of  which  all  expenses  lor  the  maintenance  and  operation  and  con- 
struction of  the  signal-corps  lines  could  be  paid,  and  on  that  date  the  signal  officers 
of  districts  were  virtually  taken  from  the  district  staff  by  the  following  paragraph 
contained  in  circular  No.  5,  dated  Iloilo,  February  19,  1901: 

"  Hereafter  new  lines  will  be  erected  in  the  various  districts  only  after  the  approval 
of  the  department  commander,  and  all  orders  for  such  lines  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
signal  officer  of  the  district  through  the  chief  signal  officer  of  the  department." 

The  local  work  in  all  the  districts  had  by  this  time  been  nearly  completed  and  the 
order  issued  so  that  local  work  should  not  longer  interfere  with  the  general  plan  for 
the  division  communications.  Signal  work  in.  the  department  is  therefore  at  this 
time  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  signal  corps,  both  financially  and  in  its  internal 
administration. 

EXTERNAL   AND    INTER1SLAND   COMMUNICATIONS. 

In  the  last  annual  report  from  this  department,  submitted  by  Mai.  George  P. 
Scriven,  a  very  comprehensive  description  was  given  of  the  foreign  cables  in  exist- 
ence in  the  department,  as  well  as  the  future  plans  for  the  development  of  complete 
communications  in  the  department. 

These  plans  have  not  been  changed,  and  a  brief  recapitulation  only  need  be  given 
here.  Iloilo  is  connected  with  Manila  and  with  the  islands  of  Negros  and  Cebu  by 
the  cables  of  the  Eastern  Extension,  Australasia  and  China  Telegraph  Company. 
As  this  company  has  chartered  rights,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  government  to 
increase  rather  than  decrease  their  commercial  business  and  to  make  their  cables,  in 
reality,  a  part  of  the  military  system,  paying  them  the  established  government  rate 
instead  of  paralleling  their  cables.  This  plan  has  been  so  rigidly  adhered  to  that 
orders  have  been  issued  to  all  operators  to  refuse  commercial  business  between  points 
where  the  cable  company  could  handle  the  message.* 

This  cable  system  between  islands  has  been  supplemented  by  a  system  of  govern- 
ment cables  connecting  those  islands  to  which  the  cable  company  has  never  laid 
cables.    The  department  system  became  a  part  of  the  division  system  on  the  com- 

Sletion  of  the  cable  from  Dumaguete  to  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  in 
anuary,  1901.  Each  separate  island  system  has  been  installed  so  that  when  com- 
pleted the  circuits  connecting  the  garrisons  would  make  complete  circles  so  that  a 
single  cut  in  the  line  at  any  point  would  not  interfere  with  ary  station  on  the  circuit. 
Reference  to  the  map  of  the  department,  appended,  will  show  this  general  scheme 
of  circles  nearly  completed.  Short  lengths  only  remain  to  be  put  in  on  most  of  the 
islands.  Visual  signaling  is,  of  course,  uncertain,  but  where  it  nas  been  necessary  to 
use  it,  it  has  been  more  satisfactory  than  was  anticipated.  From  July  1,  1900,  to 
March  9,  1901,  communication  between  Oriental  Negros  and  the  rest  of  the  depart- 
ment was  entirely  by  visual  means,  and  Bohol,  since  its  occupation,  has  been  in  con- 
nection only  bv  heliograph  and  flash  lantern. 

The  islands  m  the  department  are  now  connected  with  Manila  as  follows: 

— Government  cable  to  Leyte;  Government  cable  from  Leyte  to  Cebu;  for- 
eign cable,  Cebu  to  Panay;  foreign  cable  from  Panav  to  Manila. 

— Government  cable  to  Cebu;  foreign  cable  Irom  Cebu  to  Panay  and  foreign 
cable  from  Panay  to  Manila. 

Bohol. — Heliograph  to  Cebu;  foreign,  Cebu  to  Panay;  foreign  cable,  Panay  to 
Manila. 

Cebu. — Foreign  cable  to  Panay;  foreign  cable,  Panay  to  Manila. 

Negros. — Foreign  cable  to  Panay;  foreign  cable,  Panay  to  Manila. 

Panay. — Foreign  cable  to  Manila.

It  is  the  policy  of  the  government  to  avoid  interference  with  the  commercial  business  of  anv  existing 
telegraph  or  cable  company  in  these  islands.  Purely  military  business  may,  of  course,  be  forwarded 
over  military  lines  between  any  two  points.  Commercial  messages  will  not  be  accepted  for  trans- 
mission over  the  military  lines  between  points  where  there  are  existing  commercial  lines.  At  present, 
this  order  affects  the  offices  at  Cebu  and  Bacolod,  onlv.  The  messages  between  these  two  points  for 
which  tolls  would  be  received  will  not  be  accepted  by  the  military  lines.  This  order  also  includes 
transfers  from  other  islands.  For  example:  A  message  from  Leyte  lor  Bacolod  should  be  transferred 
to  the  cable  company  at  Cebu  if  the  sender  has  complied  with  their  requirements,  instead  of  being 
£ent  over  the  military  line  by  way  of  Pumaguete,

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On  the  event  of  injury  to  the  cable  from  Cebu  to  Panay  no  interruption  would 
occur,  as  messages  would  be  routed  from  Cebu  to  Negros  (over  Government  cable  at 
Dumaguete)  and  from  Negros  to  Panay  by  foreign  cable.  The  reverse  routing  would 
be  made  with  messages  originating  in  Negros  if  the  Negros-Panay  cable  were  inter- 
rupted. On  the  division  system  messages  originating  in  the  Department  of  Minda- 
nao and  Jolo  are  transmitted  by  Government  cable  to  Negros,  and  then  follow  either 
of  the  routes  through  Cebu  or  Negros  to  Panay  and  from  thence  to  Manila.  In  the 
separate  islands  the  network  of  lines  connecting  the  different  garrisons  is  arranged 
to  converge  to  the  cable  station  on  that  island.  In  the  immediate  future  cables  are 
planned  to  replace  the  visual  signals  between  Bohol  and  Cebu,  and  also  to  connect 
Catbalogan  and  Calbayog,  or  the  island  of  Samar,  with  the  north  coast  of  the  island 
of  Leyte. 

OPERATION   AND   MAINTENANCE  OP  LINES. 

The  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  1,797  miles  of  land  lines  and  cables  which 
have  been  built  in  the  last  eighteen  months  has  been  wonderfully  successful  consid- 
ering the  natural  difficulties,  geographically  considered,  and  those  difficulties  which 
would  naturally  arise  in  time  of  war. 

Exhibits  C,  D,  E,  F,  and  the  complete  description  of  the  geographical  conditions 
in  the  island  of  Panay  contained  in  the  report  of  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  July,  1900,  show  the  natural  obstacles  which  have  been  overcome  in  the 
actual  building  of  these  lines.  A  large  part  of  the  country  is  mountainous,  covered 
with  dense  forests  of  bamboo  and  small  trees  interlaced  with  vines  through  which 
the  trails  have  been  obliterated,  and  intersected  by  numerous  streams  which  are 
impassable  in  wet  weather.  Reference  to  the  interruption  sheet  (Exhibits  A  and 
B)  for  the  islands  of  Panay  and  Negros.  one  peaceful  and  the  other  in  a  state  of 
active  insurrection,  will  show  the  actual  work  required  to  maintain  the  lines  after 
they  have  been  erected.  The  growth  of  vegetation,  the  severe  storms,  the  liability 
of  poles  to  strokes  of  lightning,  the  sudden  rises  and  swift  currents  of  rivers,  the 
absence  of  hard- wood  poles,  falling  trees  and  limbs,  climbing  vines,  runaway  cattle, 
and  careless  wagon  drivers  are  all  fruitful  causes  of  interruption  where  there  is  no 
deliberate  attempt  on  the  part  of  man  to  destroy  the  lines.  When  in  addition  to 
the  natural  causes  there  is  added  the  determined  effort  of  a  large  body  of  men  to 
destroy  the  communications,  the  task  of  maintaining  them  seems  almost  hopeless. 
Reference  to  the  interruptions  on  the  island  of  Panay  (Exhibit  B)  will  show  with 
what  fidelity  and  promptness  each  break  was  repaired.  The  system  by  which  a 
lineman  and  his  escort  were  started  from  the  nearest  garrison  to  a  break  or  cut  has 
been  almost  perfect,  and  the  promptness  with  which  communications  have  been 
restored  must  have  been  discouraging  to  the  insurgents.  The  thanks  of  the  chief 
signal  officer  is  due  to  every  lineman  and  soldier  in  the  department.  They  have 
gone  out  without  complaint  at  ail  hours  of  day  and  night.  They  have  waded 
through  mud  and  crossed  swift  streams;  they  have  dug  post  holes  with  their  hands 
and  cut  poles  with  their  bayonets;  they  have  fought  ambushed  insurgents,  and  I 
do  not  know  of  a  case  where  they  have  failed  to  do  what  they  were  sent  to  do.  The 
native  linemen  deserve  equal  praise  with  the  signal  corps  linemen,  for  without 
training  and  without  the  pride  or  the  incentive  of  the  men  of  the  signal  corps  they 
have  gone  into  danger  and  performed  the  most  valuable  service.  On  the  island  of 
Bohol  6  of  them  have  been  captured,  and  probably  killed,  within  the  last  six  months. 
On  the  island  of  Cebu  3  have  been  killed;  on  the  island  of  Leyte  2,  and  on  the  island 
of  Panay  4.  In  addition  to  these  15,  1  was  drowned  in  the  performance  of  his  duty 
and  1  was  killed  by  a  falling  pole.  The  system  has  been  different  on  different  islands, 
and  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  best.  On  Negros  no  natives  have  been  employed, 
and  each  signal  corps  lineman  has  been  given  a  certain  district  to  keep  up  by  his 
own  individual  efforts.  On  Panay  it  has  been  necessary  to  maintain  a  slightly 
different  organization.  There  has  been  a  native  lineman  (trained  by  the  construc- 
tion squads)  employed  for  each  25  miles  of  line.  Five  of  these  natives  are  put 
under  the  control  of  a  signal  corps  sergeant  or  corporal,  and  in  addition  a  patrol 
of  3  or  4  of  the  best  linemen  ana  3  or  4  native  laborers  has  been  kept  constantly 
in  the  field  to  make  more  extensive  repairs  than  could  be  done  by  the  American 
lineman  and  1  native.  As  a  result,  the  interruptions  from  natural  causes  have  been 
insignificant  compared  with  those  caused  by  causes  beyond  the  control  of  man. 

In  Leyte,  Cebu,  and  Bohol  a  mixed  system  has  been  used,  for  conditions  were  such 
that  no  fixed  method  could  be  used  at  all  times.  The  interruption  sheets  for  Cebu 
have  not  been  included  in  this  report,  as  they  are  merely  repetitions  of  the  troubles  in 
Negros  and  Panay.  Much  has  been  learned  by  experience,  and  faults  of  construc- 
tion have  been  remedied  as  fast  as  discovered.  In  the  earlier  lines  it  was  not  con- 
sidered necessary  to  wire  each  bracket  to  the  pole  in  addition  to  nailing  it 
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Iii  the  late  construction  this  is  invariably  done.  In  the  original  line.  small  copper- 
Mnw'T+d  r.v*-r  cable  wa*  u-ed  to  sjon  the  wider  and  deeper  rivers.  The  rapid  cur- 
rer.ts.  however,  brought  mmY-ient  t*n?k<n  upon  these  small  wire?  to  force  them 
through  the  insulating  material.  In  the  later  lines  these  cables  have  not  been  used, 
and  ever.  navigable  rivers  have  been  spanned  by  single  strands  of  No.  9  wire  crossing 
ir>iL>  large  high  j<>le«  *et  some  distance  from  the  hanks.  There  are  some  poles  in 
Xegro*  fq  f^et  high.  In  the  first  lines  the  p-'le*  were  not  alwavs  guyed  where  the 
line  deviated  tat  eiightiy  from  the  straight:  in  the  later  lines  it  was  always  done. 
In  the  early  line  growing  tree*  were  avoided  rather  than  s*>ught.  In  the  newer  lines 
growing  trees  are  used  wherever  ;•  edible,  and  breaks  from  swaying  avoided  by  fix- 
ing the  wire  to  the  insulator*  by  a  sliding  loop.  In  the  earlv  lines  low  land  ordina- 
rilv  drv  in  the  drv  season  was  not  avoided.  In  the  newer  fines  evervthing  is  set  in 
a*  high  ground  as  possibie  to  avvid  the  bottomless  inud  of  the  rainy  season.  In  the 
operating  department  the  of^rators.  with  the  exception  of  four  or  five  at  the  larger 
rtations.  have  been  on  duty  day  and  night  from  the  time  the  office  was  first  opened 
until  now.  During  this  time  1  have  not  receive*  1  a  single  complaint  of  the  long 
hour?  or  a  request  to  le  relieveii.  The  work  has  been  cheerfully  and  well  done, 
evf  n  during  the  most  trving  day*  when  the  number  of  messages  was  large  and  tne 
wire*  working  poorly,  tt  has  been  the  policy  of  the  chief  signal  officer  to  give  the 
operators  different  station*  as  often  as  possible  in  order  to  relieve  the  monotony,  and 
also  in  order  to  be  perfectly  fair  in  the  distribution  of  the  work.  Since  March j  1901 9 
it  has  been  possible  to  give  most  of  the  operators  commutation  of  rations  under 
General  Order*.  No.  21. 

It  ha?  been  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception  that  operators  have  missed  at  least 
one  meal  a  day  by  reason  of  their  duties.  The  commutation  which  they  now  receive 
enables  them  to  live  with  more  freedom  as  to  hours  and  with  more  variety  of  food. 
When  it  has  been  necessary,  operators  have  tieen  sent  out  from  their  offices  on  repair 
work  and  have  always  done  this  extra  duty  cheerfully.  Manv  of  them  who  were 
scarcely  able  to  hold  even  the  smallest  office  when  they  joined  the  company  are  now 
excellent  operators  and  have  been  moved  to  larger  offices.  Complaints  of  neglect  of 
duty  or  carelessness  are  verv  rare,  and  there  have  been  many  cases  where  command- 
ing officers  of  posts  have  voluntarily  commended  operators  for  faithfulness  and  court- 
esy and  recommended  them  for  promotion.

This  island  has  l>een  the  most  violently  and  uniformly  disturbed  of  all  the  Visa- 
van  group  during  the  entire  year,  (m  July  1  the  line*  had  been  extended  from 
Onnoc  to  Jaro  and  from  thence  north  toward  Oarigara.  During  the  month  a  large 
section  of  what  had  just  been  built  was  torn  down,  ami  Lieutenant  Wallace  was 
ordered  to  spend  no  more  time  or  material  upon  it.  but  to  proceed  to  Palo  and  con- 
nect the  east  coast  with  Taclotuui  (the  district  headquarters),  for  the  reason  that  the 
garrisons  were  cl<*?er  together  and  afforded  more  protection  to  the  lines  in  that  sec- 
tion. The  entire  population  haa  joined  the  insurgents  or  was  in  hiding.  In  the  lat- 
ter part  of  June  several  hundred  bolomen  had  attacked  a  detachment  of  infantry 
near  Jaro  and  92  of  the  natives  were  killed.  At  another  time  4  men,  escorting  Ser- 
geant Stuart  of  the  signal  corps,  wen*  killed  by  the  insurgents  at  the  first  volley. 
Sergeant  Stuart  escaped  only  from  the  fact  that  he  was  a  little  distance  in  the  rear 
on  a  lame  pony.  He  rode  l>ack  to  the  nearest  garrison,  after  dismounting  and  empty- 
ing his  revolver  into  the  bushes  from  which  the  volleys  had  come.  Rains  were  fall- 
ing every  day,  and  the  roads  throughout  the  tlat  country  were  absolutely  impassable. 
I  quote  "the  "following  telegram  from  Lieutenant  Wallace  upon  the  situation:  **The 
town  is  practically  desertea.     Our  working  party  was  tired  upon  yesterday  almost 
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within  the  city  limits.  The  work  required  by  them  is  beyond  human  endurance. 
Can  I  not  have  more  men?  Any  kind  of  men  will  do.  Have  enough  operators  for 
the  present."  (Dated  Tacloban.)  By  July  28,  28  miles  on  the  east  coast  had  been 
completed,  but  Tacloban  was  as  far  from  being  connected  with  department  head- 
quarters as  ever.  In  September  an  attempt  was  made  to  again  connect  Palo  and 
Jaro,  but  by  the  time  the  line  was  completed  the  insurrection  had  broken  out  on  the 
west  coast  near  Ormoc,  where  before  that  time  there  had  been  comparative  peace. 
This  outbreak  carried  with  it  the  section  from  Ormoc  to  Jaro,  which  had  been  built 
previously. 

The  section  was  then  abandoned  for  the  second  time,  but  in  October  another 
attempt  was  made  to  connect  Palo  with  Ormoc,  which  was  successful,  and  the  line 
was  kept  open  for  a  short  time  by  means  of  constant  patrols.  Alangalang  was  gar- 
risoned solely  to  give  an  additional  garrison  on  this  line.  The  native  repairmen  at 
this  time  refused  to  work,  and  their  places  had  to  be  filled  by  American  linemen. 
There  was  nothing  accomplished  in  this  month  except  putting  up  another  wire 
between  Palo  and  Tacloban  in  order  to  avoid  relaying. 

In  December  the  Ormoc-Cebu  cable  was  grounded  on  the  night  of  the  8th  during  a 
violent  typhoon;  it  was  probably  broken  by  the  American  gunboat  hla  de  Cuba 
dragging  her  anchor  across  it  As  there  were  no  outside  connections  without  this 
cable,  no  attempt  was  made  to  reconstruct  the  line  across  the  island.  The  construct- 
ing squad  was,  however,  kept  busy  by  the  repairs  which  were  necessary  owing  to 
the  large  number  of  cuts  during  this  period.  On  the  1st  of  January  there  were  11 
stations  open,  but  communication  been  them  was  uncertain.  The  wire  cutting 
ceased,  however,  shortly  after,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  country  between  Palo 
and  Alangalang  there  was  little  trouble.  In  January  little  could  be  done,  as  all  the 
troops  were  kept  extremely  busy.  On  the  3d  of  February,  however,  the  Ormoc  cable 
was  repaired;  and  on  March  2  all  the  lines  in  Leyte  were  connected,  and  Tacloban, 
for  the  first  time,  had  regular  service  with  its  own  stations  and  the  outside  world. 

During  March  and  April  Lieutenant  Wallace  was  badly  handicaped  on  account  of 
the  fact  that  6  of  the  men  in  his  squad  applied  for  examination  for  second  lieuten- 
ancies in  the  line  and  three  or  four  of  the  6  were  absent  most  of  these  two  months. 
He,  however,  started  on  the  construction  of  the  west  coast  line,  which  is  to  extend 
to  Maasin,  Hilongos,  Sogod,  and  Matalom.  On  April  29  the  line  had  reached 
Baybay. 

During  the  month  of  May  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  operations  on  account  of 
lack  of  troops  for  escort,  but  work  was  recommenced  south  of  Baybay  about  the  10th 
of  June  with  two  squads,  and  the  line  was  finished  to  Maasin  on  July  4,  offices  being 
opened  at  Inopacan  and  Matalom.  these  garrisons  take  all  the  operators  that  it  is 
possible  to  spare  for  this  district,  and  no  more  extensions  will  be  made  at  present 
except  branch  telephone  lines.  All  the  company  headquarters  on  Leyte  are  now 
connected  and  the  necessity  for  more  stations  is  not  great  There  has  been  little 
trouble  from  cuts  on  any  line  in  Leyte  since  March,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
communication  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  future,  as  repairs  are  extremely 
difficult  to  make  on  account  of  the  small  number  of  men  for  this  duty  and  the  nature 
of  the  country. 

The  amount  of  commercial  work  as  well  as  government  work  on  this  island  has 
been  surprisingly  large  and  will  be  increased  as  soon  as  the  cable  connects  Catbalogan 
and  Calbayog,  on  the  west  coast  of  Samar.  This  cable  will  land  at  Carigara  or 
Barugo,  which  will  necessitate  making  one  of  these  stations  a  relay  station  with  two 
operators. 

Lieutenant  Wallace  has  also  been  given  charge  of  the  signal  corps  work  on  the 
island  of  Samar,  and  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  reach  Santa  Rita  by  a  land  line 
from  Tacloban.  No  other  lines  are  contemplated  at  present  in  Samar,  as  the  island 
is  not  sufficiently  pacified  to  allow  permanent  lines  to  be  constructed  and  there  is 
not  sufficient  necessity  for  field  lines  to  warrant  them.

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On  the  1st  of  July,  1900,  Lieutenant  Daviee  was  building  lines  south  of  Argao  to 
connect  the  projected  heliograph  station  with  the  station  on  the  island  of  Negros. 
There  was  much  trouble  in  ouilding  this  line  on  account  of  lack  of  transportation 
and  natural  disadvantages.  This  line  was  completed  on  July  20,  34}  miles  having 
been  constructed  between  July  1  and  20.  On  July  22  regular  messages  were  trans- 
mitted by  flash  lantern  and  heliograph.  This  method  of  communication  continued 
between  two  islands  until  the  cable  between  Dumaguete  and  Oslob  was  laid.  During 
this  construction  trip  it  rained  at  least  once  in  every  twenty-four  hours.  Three Tol 
the  men  returned  to  Cebu  ill  with  fever  and  the  rest  had  boils  and  the  dobie  itch. 
On  August  12  the  line  connecting  Guadeloupe  with  Gebu  was  finished. 

On  August  20  the  line  from  Dumanjug  to  tialamban  was  started,  and  owing  to  bad 
roads,  heavy  rains,  and  many  accidents  the  line  was  not  completed  until  September  24. 

On  the  way  back  to  Cebu  the  Dumanjug  line  to  Sibonga  and  from  Sibonga  to  Argao 
was  repaired,  a  distance  of  63  miles.  On  October  18  Sergt.  Ferd  Hart  became  insane, 
and  two  others  were  transferred  to  the  hospital  with  dysentery.  On  November  1 
the  city  telephone  line  was  rebuilt  with  hardwood  poles  and  a  central  station  estab- 
lished. On  December  4,  7  miles  of  the  most  inaccessible  part  of  the  Balamban  line 
was  destroyed,  and  a  special  squad  was  sent  to  repair  it.  The  new  lines  were  then 
awaiting  trie  decision  of  the  chief  signal  officer  on  the  subject  of  landing  places  for 
the  new  cables.  In  January  a  line  was  started  through  the  Bogo  district  on  the 
northeast  end  of  the  island  over  bad  country  connected  by  trails  only.  This  was 
more  of  an  experiment  than  anything  else,  and  permission  was  given  to  put  tele- 
phones in  towns  garrisoned  by  native  troops  only.  The  expected  has  happened, 
and  two  of  the  telephones  were  used  as  targets  Dy  the  insurrectos,  and  upon  the 
withdrawal  of  the  detachment  at  San  Remigio  this  section  was  practically  abandoned, 
although  it  is  understood  that  the  line  is  still  intact  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
miles.  On  the  3d  of  February  the  Ormoc  cable  was  repaired,  a  time  ball  for  ships 
in  the  harbor  erected  at  Fort  San  Pedro,  and  changes  made  in  the  Cebu  office.  Six 
hundred  iron  poles  were  received  from  the  Burnside  and  an  expedition  started  to 
rebuild  the  line  from  Cebu  to  Argao  with  those  poles.  Six  hundred  more  were 
received  later,  and  the  line  is  now  a  strictly  permanent  one  from  Cebu  to  Oslob. 
This  makes  connection  with  Manila  almost  certain,  providing  the  cables  are  not  dis- 
turbed, from  as  far  south  as  Jolo.  There  have  been  many  interruptions  due  to  the 
insurgents,  and  it  has  taken  much  hard  work  to  preserve  the  lines.  Lieutenant 
Davies  himself  was  wounded  in  the  shoulder  on  March  3  while  in  command  of  the 
advance  guard  in  an  attack  upon  an  insurgent  stronghold  in  the  mountains.  There 
were  about  35  rifles  and  3  small  cannon  m  the  barrio,  and  Lieutenant  Daviee  was 
shot  in  the  first  volley,  the  ball  passing  through  the  left  arm,  missing  the  bone  by  a 
fraction  of  an  inch.  Private  Reelhorn,  of  the  Cebu  detachment,  was  taken  ill  with 
dysentery  on  January  1  and  died  on  the  hospital  ship  Relief  on  the  12th  of  February. 
On  March  9  the  signal  corps  cableship  Burnside  completed  laying  a  cable  from 
Dumaguete,  Negros,  to  Oslob,  Cebu.  It  was  no  longer  necessary  to  use  the  helio- 
graph station  at  Amblan  and  Samboan,  and  that  portion  of  the  line  in  Cebu  from 
Oslob  to  Samboan  was  abandoned.  Men  were  scarce,  and  no  attempt  was  made  to 
recover  the  wire,  and  a  large  part  of  it  still  remains  in  fair  condition.  It  is  probable, 
however,  that  there  will  be  no  future  use  for  it. 

The  through  line  from  Cebu  to  Oslob,  which  is  used  in  connection  with  the  cable 
to  Negros,  Mindanao,  and  Jolo,  has  not  been  interrupted  since  the  iron  poles  were 
put  in,  and  is  as  strong  as  it  can  be  made.  It  is  the  most  important  stretch  of  line  in 
the  department.  Cebu,  like  the  rest  of  the  department,  has  been  undermanned, 
and  the  hard  work  has  resulted  in  more  sickness  than  on  any  island  of  the  group, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  fighting  will  soon  be  over,  so  that  the  lines  can  be  maintained 
under  peace  conditions.

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In  July  this  island  was  in  a  state  of  profound  peace  and  the  lines  had  reached 
Tubigon  on  the  north  and  Tagbilaran  on  the  south.  They  were  carried  along  evenly 
as  far  as  Ubay,  on  the  northeast  coast,  until  August  21.  At  this  time  signs  of  dis- 
turbance commenced  to  show  themselves,  and  from  that  time  on  there  has  been 
much  trouble.  Only  a  very  small  force  could  be  spared  for  this  island,  and  the  4 
signalmen  under  charge  of  Sergeant  Carson  were  compelled  to  rely  largely  upon 
native  linemen,  whom  they  themselves  had  trained.  On  September  10,  about  the 
time  the  insurrection  broke  out  on  the  adjacent  coast  of  Leyte,  1  native  lineman  with 
his  tools  was  captured  and  probably  killed,  and  on  October  15  2  more  met  the  same 
fate.  A  fourth  was  captured  a  short  time  after,  and  it  became  very  difficult  to  obtain 
natives  for  that  work.  There  was  much  cutting  during  all  this  time,  and  as  the  line 
had  practically  been  extended  as  far  as  necessary,  no  new  building  was  done.  On 
December  16,  the  line  between  Ubay  and  Jagna  having  been  cut,  a  detachment  of 
20  men  under  Captain  Anderson  was  sent  to  escort  Corporal  Wilson,  Signal  Corps, 
U.  S.  A.,  who  had  charge  of  that  district.  While  passing  through  a  deep  rock  cut 
they  were  attacked  by  300  bolomen.  The  enemy  came  in  from  the  front  and  rear 
and  down  the  sides  of  the  cut  Two  men  were  instantly  killed.  One  died  in  ten 
minutes  and  2,  including  Corporal  Wilson,  died  the  next  day  at  Jagna.  Others 
were  wounded.  Nineteen  of  the  enemy  were  counted  dead,  4  of  whom  were  killed 
by  Corporal  Wilson,  who  was  slightly  in  advance.  He  himself  received  9  bolo 
wounds.  The  line  was  cut  10  different  times  during  this  month  and  60  poles  were 
cut  down.  The  garrison  shortly  after  this  was  withdrawn  from  Ubay,  and  on  the 
discharge  of  Sergeant  Mack  3  men  only  remained  to  do  the  work,  as  another  man 
could  not  be  spared  at  that  time. 

After  February  there  was  less  trouble  for  a  time.  On  account  of  the  heliograph  at 
Loon  another  man  was  added,  and  the  island  remains  at  this  date  with  4  men. 

The  heliograph  and  flash-lantern  communications  established  by  Major  Scriven 
have  continued  to  work  satisfactorily,  although,  of  course,  with  less  certainty  than  a 
cable.  Cables,  however,  were  more  necessary  in  other  places,  and  Bohol  has  been 
left  with  visual  and  telephonic  communications  for  the  present.  The  cable  will  prob- 
ably land  at  Loon,  and  as  soon  as  it  is  established  the  telephone  system  on  Bohol  will 
be  changed  to  telegraph. 

During  the  months  of  May  and  June  there  have  been  no  regular  reports  on  the 
condition  of  the  lines  and  communications  in  the  islands,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
insurgents  have  again  appeared  in  force,  and  the  small  number  of  garrisons  are  very 
busy  m  their  legitimate  work.  The  acting  signal  officer,  Lieut.  J.  H.  Bradford,  jr., 
summed  up  the  situation  in  a  few  words  as  follows:  "Two  native  linemen  were  cap- 
tured by  the  insurgents  on  May  6;  10  miles  of  line  destroyed  and  carried  away  near 
Jagna,  May  10;  5  miles  destroyed  and  carried  away  near  Maribojoc  on  the  15tn,  and 
about  10  miles  more  between  Loon  and  Tubigon  on  the  same  day. 

"No  effort  has  been  made  to  reestablish  communication,  as  sufficient  troops  could 
not  be  spared  for  this  work." 

From  unofficial  sources  I  have  learned  that  Loon  has  been  in  communication  with 
both  Tubigon  and  Tagbilaran  since  that  date,  but  that  the  line  was  immediately  cut 
in  another  place.  The  summing  up  at  the  head  of  this  record  of  events  may  not, 
therefore,  be  accurate  as  to  the  miles  of  line  standing  and  the  number  of  garrisons 
connected  on  July  1,  1901.  As  soon  as  more  troops  are  sent  to  Bohol,  and  active 
operations  commenced,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  only  a  few  days  to  restore  these  small 
stretches  of  line.    I  have  therefore  counted  them  as  still  existing. 

The  line  on  Leyte  is  now  down  to  Maasin,  which  is  directly  opposite  the  town  of 
Ubay  in  Bohol,  and  in  my  plan  for  the  complete  connections  in  this  department  I 
have  included  a  cable  between  these  two  places  in  order  to  complete  the  circle 
embracing  Cebu,  Leyte,  and  Bohol.  It  is  not  possible  to  use  heliograph  or  lantern 
between  these  points  at  present,  as  there  is  an  island  of  elevated  land  in  the  direct 
line  of  sight.  This  island  is  a  comparatively  easy  one  on  which  to  build  lines,  for 
timber  is  plenty,  roads  more  than  fair,  and  all  of  them  along  the  shore,  so  that 
materials  can  be  distributed  by  the  boats.

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On  account  of  the  comparatively  peaceful  conditions  which  have  existed  on  this 
bland  the  record  of  events  is  not  filled  with  murder  and  sodden  death,  and  for  the 
same  reason  more  actual  line  building  has  been  accomplished  than  in  any  other  dis- 
trict except  I'anay.  July  opened  with  the  line  connecting  Dumaguete  and  Bais 
under  construction,  in  charge  of  Sergeant  Collins  and  4  men.  This  line  was  com- 
pleted to  Bais  on  July  31,  and  Dumaguete  was  put  in  connection  with  department 
headquarters  by  means  of  heliograph  and  flash-lantern  stations  at  Amblan  and  8am- 
boari,  connecting  the  main  system  in  Cebu.  On  reaching  Bais  it  was  decided  to  place 
a  garrison  at  Ouijulugan  on  that  coast  and  to  extend  the  line  to  that  point  Escalante 
on  the  north  line  and  Danao,  its  seaport,  had  been  reached  on  July  3.  On  account 
of  the  roundat>out  way,  partly  over  commercial  lines,  by  which  it" was  necessary  to 
send  messages  from  the  district  headquarters  to  these  stations  on  the  west  coast,  it 
was  decideo  to  extend  the  coast  lines  by  going  through  the  pasB  connecting  the  east 
and  west  w/asts  or  else  by  way  of  Escalante. 

The  second  method  would  necessitate  a  very  long  circuit,  and  it  was  therefore 
decided  to  run  the  line  through  the  pass  from  Isabela  to  Guijulugan,  a  distance  of  30 
mile*.  lieutenant  Clifton  was  ordered  to  put  it  in  without  delay.  Material  was 
writ  to  Isabela,  and  an  expedition  was  started  composed  of  Lieutenant  Clifton,  signal 
con*;  Lieutenant  Peyton,  Sixth  Infantry;  6  signal  corps  men,  8  engineers,  15  men 
of  trie  Sixth  Infantry,  18  pack  animals,  and  a  guide.  "The  first  day  from  Isabela" 
(I  quote  from  Lieutenant  Clifton's  report)  "we  entered  a  forest  at  2  p.  m.  and  did 
not  come  out  until  3  p.  m.  the  nextday.  It  was  very  dense,  the  trail  so  narrow  that 
we  had  difficulty  in  getting  packs  through,  and  so  steep  that  we  had  reached  2,000 
feet  in  altitude  nix  hours  after  starting,  while  frequent  stops  had  to  be  made  to  cut 
footholds  for  the  unimals.  During  the  next  day's  march  a  native  living  on  the  trail 
said  that  it  was  im|>assable  for  animals  beyond  that  point.  A  side  trail,  however, 
leading  to  San  Jose  was  followed,  and  that  point  reached  in  five  days  from  Isabela. 
The  last  three  were  ones  of  continual  climbing  up  and  sliding  down  again  over  almost 

]>crpcndicular  mountains.  Six. of  the  pack  animals  had  died.  The  people  at  Gui- 
ulugan  informed  me  that  the  pass  over  which  I  had  just  come  was  never  used  with 
animals,  hut  that  there  was  a  trail  between  Valle  Hermoso  and  Castellana.  The 
chief  signal  officer  was  informed  of  the  situation,  and  immediately  ordered  the  line 
to  l>c  extended  to  Valle  Hermoso  on  the  east  coast,  and  from  there  to  Castellana  by 
what  was  called  '  Volcano  Pass.' 

11  This  change  upset  all  previous  distributions  of  material;  and  the  illness  of  2  men 
from  fever,  the  death  of  6  carabaos,  and  a  delay  of  ten  days  was  caused  by  the 
attempt  to  follow  a  trail  reported  to  be  in  fair  condition.  It  was  desired  to  get 
through  that  section  of  the  country  with  all  possible  speed  and  the  march  back  to 
Castellana  was  ordered  over  the  volcano  trail,  as  it  was  thought  better  to  rely  upon 
our  own  ol>scrvations  than  upon  reports,  in  the  future.  Castellana  was  reached 
again  over  this  route  on  November  20,  much  of  the  marching  being  done  by  night  as 
well  as  by  day.  During  this  time  Sergeant  Collins  on  the  east  coast  was  building  as 
rapidly  as  could  l>e  done  with  one  signal  corps  man  and  native  labor,  and  was 
directed  to  have  the  line  in  Valle  Hermoso  by  the  evening  of  December  12.  On 
NovemlHT  24  supplies  had  been  moved  back  to  Castellana  and  the  line  was  com- 
menced to  Valle  Hermoso.  From  then  until  the  13th  of  December  many  difficulties 
were  overcome  and  an  excellent  line  put  up.  On  the  same  day  that  the  squad 
arrived  at  Valle  Hermoso,  Sergeant  Collins  came  in  with  the  line  two  days  ahead  of 
time,  having  put  up  5  miles  of  line  on  the  last  day.  As  soon  as  the  instrument  waa 
connected  the  completion  of  the  line  was  reported  to  the  department  signal  officer 
and  the  adjutant-general  over  the  new  line.  The  commanding  general  immediately 
sent  a  telegram  from  Iloilo  to  Dumaguete  over  this  route  and  received  an  answer  in 
three  hours.  Since  that  time  there  has  been  little  trouble  on  the  line.  Lieutenant 
Clifton  deserves  much  credit  for  overcoming  discouraging  conditions  and  for  getting 
the  line  through  for  the  15th  of  the  month,  at  which  time  I  had  promised  it  to  the 
chief  signal  otlieer  of  the  division. 

Sergeant  Col  linn  is  entitled  to  much  praise  for  the  way  he  handled  the  situation  on 
the  east  coast,  with  insufficient  men  and  badly  distributed  material.  During  the  time 
Lieutenant  Clifton  was  absent  on  this  line  the  north  lines  were  repaired,  larger  and 
higher  j>oles  erected  over  navigable  rivers,  and  the  line  to  Escalante  put  in  good  order 
by  Serveant  Tracy.  In  February  the  city  telephone  system  of  Bacolod  was  changed 
to  hard  wood  poles  and  repairing  done  on  the  lines  from  Bacolod  to  Jimamay Ian,  and 
in  April  the  lute  was  extended  32  miles  from  this  point  to  Isio,  on  the  west  coast 
1  hiring  the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  has  been  much  change  in  the  stations  of  the 
troop*  on  Negro*,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  regulars  which  nad  been  stationed  on 
Negro*  wen*  needed  to  replace  volunteer  regiments  on  other  islands  in  the  depart- 
ment.   These  changes  left  some  of  the  stations  without  troops,  which  consequently 
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had  to  be  closed,  and  put  troops  at  stations  where  there  was  no  office,  which  made 
it  necessary  to  open  one.  At  present,  however,  the  disposition  of  troops  is  probably 
settled,  and  there  will  be  no  necessity  for  further  changes  for  some  time  to  come. 
Every  company  headquarters  is  connected. 

Lieutenant  Clifton  was  ordered  to  change  his  headquarters  from  Bacolod  to  Duma- 
guete,  and  did  so  on  May  15.  This  was  done  so  that  he  could  control  the  Mindanao 
and  Cebu  cables  more  advantageously.  The  chief  operator,  however,  remains  in 
Bacolod,  at  district  headquarters.  At  the  present  time  the  No.  14  wire  through  the 
"Volcano  Pass"  is  being  replaced  with  No.  9.  When  this  is  finished  the  lines  on 
Negros  will  be  in  thoroughly  good  condition,  and  there  should  be  few  interruptions 
on  the  system.  As  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  put  more  men  on  Negros,  a  small  stretch 
between  San  Carlos  and  Escalante  will  be  filled  in,  in  order  to  complete  the  circle 
planned  for  the  north  half  of  the  island.  The  southwestern  coast  will  probably 
never  be  connected,  as  the  country  is  bad  and  the  towns  small,  far  apart,  and  with- 
out garrison.  In  Negros,  as  in  Panay ,  the  immediate  work  of  the  future  will  consist 
of  short  telephone  lines  from  already  established  telegraph  stations.

On  the  1st  of  July,  1900,  a  very  discouraging  state  of  affairs  existed  on  the  island 
of  Panay.  The  one-company  garrison  at  Passi,  which  was  the  key  point  for  the  main 
telegraph  line  connecting  the  north  and  south  halves  of  the  island,  had  been  aban- 
doned, and  it  was  therefore  impossible  to  maintain  the  section  between  Dumarao  and 
Pototan,  a  distance  of  32  miles.  The  temporary  line  of  insulated  wire  connecting 
Pototan  and  Banate  had  also  been  completely  destroyed  and  carried  away,  while  on 
the  west  side  of  the  island  all  but  6  of  the  80  miles  connecting  San  Joaquin  and  San 
Jose  had  been  completely  destroyed.  When  the  hopelessness  of  extending  the  lines 
or  rebuilding  the  destroyed  portions  became  apparent,  the  construction  squad  was 
temporarily  disbanded  and  its  members  distributed  through  other  districts  where 
new  lines  were  being  built  Only  a  sufficient  number  of  men  were  retained  on  Panay 
to  take  care  of  the  lines  then  established.  The  telephone  system  for  Iloilo,  Molo, 
and  Jaro  at  this  time  consisted  of  16  telephones  connected  with  an  antiquated  switch 
board  in  the  central  telegraph  office.  The  system  ran  through  the  city  on  small, 
rotten  poles,  and  had  grown  up  with  no  provision  for  future  extension.  For  these 
reasons  an  entirely  new  system  was  commenced  on  large  hard-wood  poles  with  cross 
arms  and  a  route  so  chosen  that  all  lines  could  leave  the  main  office  in  a  cable  and 
be  distributed  through  the  city  by  a  trunk  line.  A  new  and  modern  40-drop  switch 
board  arrived  at  this  time,  and  the  new  system  was  entirely  completed  before  dis- 
turbing the  old  line.  The  change  from  the  old  to  the  new  system  was  accomplished 
in  one  night  without  interruption  to  the  communications.  The  old  wires  were  then 
removed  and  the  hard-wood  pole  line  was  extended  to  Jaro  with  4  wires  and  to  Molo 
with  2  wires. 

This  system  has  been  gradually  increased  to  its  present  number  of  subscribers,  as 
shown  in  the  directory  submitted  as  Appendix  No.  1.  The  work  was  all  done  by 
the  first  sergeant  of  the  company,  the  company  clerk,  the  cook,  and  the  invalids. 
The  system  as  now  established  has  24  wires,  none  of  which  is  overcrowded,  and  is 
giving  excellent  service.  A  circular  letter  is  sent  to  all  the  subscribers  as  is  consid- 
ered necessary,  with  the  request  that  complaints  or  suggestions  for  improvement  of 


Quartermaster."  "The  telephone  service  has  been  very  satisfactory.  (Signed) 
Commanding  Officer,  St.  Augustine  Barracks.' '  "The  service  has  been  very  satis- 
factory to  this  office.    ( Signed )  Provost-Marshal. ' '    ' '  The  telephone  service  has  been 
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most  satisfactory  to  this  office.  (Signed)  Captain  of  the  Port"  The  only  complaints 
received  were  in  regard  to  occasional  delays  in  answering  at  the  central  office.  These 
delays,  upon  investigation,  were  found  to  have  been  caused  by  the  fact  that  at  the 
time  of  the  call  the  operator  at  the  switch  board  was  writing  a  message  from  dictation 
for  transmission  over  the  telegraph  lines.  Steps  were  immediately  taken  to  minimize 
these  delays,  and  since  that  time  there  have  been  no  complaints.  It  takes  the  entire 
time  of  one  man  to  keep  the  telephones  and  their  connections  in  order,  as  dry  bat- 
teries deteriorate  very  rapidly  in  this  climate  and  wet  batteries  need  constant  atten- 
tion on  account  of  rapid  evaporation  and  the  corrosion  of  their  terminals. 

Outside  of  the  occupied  towns  the  island  remained  in  the  same  disturbed  state  dur- 
ing the  months  of  September,  October,  and  November,  1900.  Reference  to  the  inter- 
ruption sheet  appended  to  this  report  will  show  with  what  difficulty  the  existing 
lines  were  maintained  during  that  period.  The  work  of  repairing  breaks,  keeping 
up  supplies,  and  furnishing  the  necessary  guard  was  very  trying  to  all  concerned,  and 
the  thanks  of  the  chief  signal  officer  is  due  to  the  officers  of  the  line  stationed  at  the 
different  posts  along  the  route  for  their  uniform  willingness  and  promptness  in  grant- 
ing requests  for  guard  and  transportation  whenever  called  upon.  There  were  times 
during  these  months  when  it  was  necessary  to  call  for  a  new  guard  before  the  one 
previously  sent  out  had  returned  to  its  station.  A  number  of  the  officers  of  the 
Twenty-sixth  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry  were  experienced  in  telegraph  work  and  took 
a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  lines.  Among  these  should  be  mentioned  Lieut  Max 
Wagner,  who  was  killed  by  the  insurgents  near  Pavia  while  making  an  inspection  of 
the  line  at  the  request  01  the  chief  signal  officer.  On  the  arrival  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Volunteer  Infantry  in  December  a  number  of  small  columns  were  sent  out  to 
clean  up  the  strongholds  of  the  enemy.  More  signal  corps  men  also  were  received 
at  this  time,  and  signalmen  were  detailed  with  each  column  in  the  field.  The  col- 
umns were  also  supplied  with  flags,  heliographs,  rockets,  and  field  glasses  from  this 
depot. 

In  each  case  favorable  reports  of  the  signal  work  were  received.  The  concerted 
movement  of  the  troops  commenced  on  December  10,  and  on  December  11  Lieuten- 
ant Shepherd  and  7  men,  with  all  the  necessary  material,  were  dispatched  to  rebuild 
the  lines  and  to  reestablish  communications  as  fast  as  the  movements  of  the  troops 
would  allow.  Lieutenant  Shepherd  established  an  office  at  Passi  a  few  hours  behind 
the  arrival  of  the  troops  at  that  point  and  immediately  applied  for  guard  to  rebuild 
the  14  miles  between  rassi  and  Dumarao  so  that  the  north  and  south  halves  of  the 
island  should  be  again  united.  The  country  between  these  two  points  had  not  been 
cleaned  out  by  the  troops  and  was  presumably  full  of  insurrectos  who  had  retreated 
before  the  advancing  columns.  The  attention  of  the  department  commander  was 
called  to  the  small  number  in  this  guard,  and  an  order  was  sent  to  the  commanding 
officer  at  Passi  to  increase  it  to  not  less  than  15  men.  Lieutenant  Shepherd  had, 
however,  already  started,  and  in  two  days  had  reestablished  communication  over  14 
miles  of  territory.  He  reported  from  beyond  Passi  at  11  o'clock  at  night  that  he  had 
just  raised  Capiz,  and  word  was  immediately  sent  to  the  commanding  general,  who 
was  waiting  to  communicate  with  the  commanding  officer  of  that  district.  In  this 
section  the  wire  had  been  pulled  from  the  poles  for  long  distances,  and  even  after 
communication  was  established  it  was  necessary  to  spend  several  days  in  putting  the 
line  into  thoroughly  good  condition.  In  many  places  the  wire  was  found  standing 
for  1  or  2  miles,  but  in  such  condition  that  its  repair  was  more  difficult  than  actual 
construction  would  have  been.  Linemen  and  operators  to  maintain  this  portion  of 
the  line  were  left  in  that  section,  and  Lieutenant  Shepherd  was  then  ordered  to  pro- 
ceed to  Pototan  and  build  a  line  from  there  to  Banate  through  Barotac  Nuevo  and 
Anilao.  Upon  application  to  the  commanding  officers  of  these  places  it  was  found 
that  no  guard  could  be  furnished  at  that  time.  It  was,  however,  very  important  for 
the  cooperation  of  the  troops  in  the  field  that  this  line  be  established,  and  the  com- 
manding general  ordered  the  chief  signal  officer  to  collect  what  available  men  could 
be  found  at  the  several  posts  from  Iloilo  to  Pototan  and  to  proceed  with  the  con- 
struction. The  chief  signal  officer  arrived  at  Barotac  on  December  29  with  4  men 
from  Pototan.  Their  services,  however,  could  not  be  spared  and  they  returned  to 
their  station  that  night. 

Lieutenant  Shepherd  had  completed  2J  miles  of  line  from  Barotac  without  guard, 
and  as  men  could  not  be  spared  from  that  place  and  there  was  material  at  Banate, 
it  was  decided  to  push  through  with  an  escort  of  6  men,  who  were  to  return  to 
Barotac  the  next  day.  The  distance  was  but  13  miles.  It  required  15  carabao  carts 
to  carry  our  supplies,  and  but  8  of  the  13  miles  were  accomplished  on  the  first  day, 
owing  to  the  necessity  for  rebuilding  7  bridges  and  unloading  the  carts  many  times 
for  bad  mudholes.  We  therefore  camped  for  the  night  at  Anilao,  which  had  been 
entirely  burned  with  the  exception  of  the  church.    An  attack  was  expected  that 
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night,  for  we  were  in  the  heart  of  the  region  to  which  a  great  number  of  the  insur- 
rectos  had  escaped,  and  had  received  a  warning  that  the  line  would  not  be  allowed 
to  go  through.  The  attack  did  not  materialize,  and  Banate  was  reached  the  next 
day  at  noon.  Work  was  immediately  commenced  back  toward  Barotac,  and  the 
next  morning  the  Barotac  guard  was  escorted  to  within  sight  of  Barotac  by  12  men 
from  Banate,  who  returned  and  joined  our  party  as  its  guard.  The  line  was  com- 
pleted on  the  afternoon  of  January  6,  the  guard  having  been  sent  back  to  Banate 
that  morning  with  the  expectation  that  the  guard  from  Barotac  would  come  out  for 
us  on  that  day,  as  had  been  planned.  Other  arrangements,  however,  made  this 
impossible,  and  although  there  were  many  shots  fired  in  the  distance  our  small 
party  was  not  interfered  with,  although  without  guard.  There  are  two  navigable 
rivers  on  this  line,  which  were  spanned  by  high  poles  to  permit  the  passage  of 
lorchas.  The  detachment  then  repaired  the  line  from  Barotac  to  Iloilo,  which  was 
reached  on  January  9. 

In  the  construction  of  this  line  No.  9  wire  was  strung  and  hard-wood  poles  used, 
although  it  was  necessary  in  some  cases  to  haul  them  for  3  miles  through  mud  and 
water.  This  line  has  been  cut  but  twice  between  Barotac  and  Banate,  but  has  been 
interfered  with  times  innumerable  between  Pototan  and  Barotac.  At  one  place  are 
the  stumps  of  8  different  poles  which  were  set  within  a  radius  of  20  feet  and  cut  down 
by  the  insurgents. 

This  is  near  a  trail  leading  into  the  mountains  over  which  the  insurrectos  pass  in 
order  to  reach  the  rice  country.  Between  December  7  and  25  the  lines  between 
Capiz  and  Iloilo,  including  all  the  branches,  were  thoroughly  repaired  by  a  squad  of 
invalids  and  natives,  and  put  in  such  good  condition  that  no  leaks  could  be  detected. 
On  the  27th  of  January  active  operations  were  inaugurated  in  Antique  Province,  and 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  try  to  get  into  communication  by  permanent  lines  with 
the  west  coast.  Company  I  of  the  Sixth  Infantry  was  detailed  to  the  chief  signal 
officer  to  act  as  escort,  anil  the  steamship  El  Cano  was  turned  over  to  carry  the  mate- 
rial and  men  for  distribution  wherever  it  was  considered  most  advisable  to  land.  No 
instructions  were  given  beyond  the  order  to  build  the  line.  It  was  intended  to  land 
40  men  at  Tiolas  with  material  to  build  20  miles  of  line  and  to  send  the  remainder  of 
the  company  to  the  other  side  of  the  pass  with  the  rest  of  the  material  and  rations. 

This  detachment  was  also  to  scout  through  the  pass  and  the  surrounding  country 
for  10  miles  in  all  directions  and  to  employ  natives  to  cut  poles  and  distribute  them 
as  far  as  possible  into  the  pass.  The  Tiolas  Pass  was  chosen  as  the  route  from  the 
east  coast  to  the  west  coast  on  account  of  its  shorter  distance  and  because  the  most 
active  operations  had  taken  place  in  that  vicinity. 

A  few  days  before  this  a  mounted  detachment  of  60  men  from  the  Thirty-eighth 
Infantry  had  been  attacked  while  crossing  this  pass  and  had  been  obliged  to  keep  up 
a  running  fight  for  several  hours,  in  which  several  men  were  killed  or  captured.  On 
reaching  the  vicinity  of  Tiolas,  in  the  El  Cano,  the  high  surf  compelled  us  to  land  at 
San  Joaquin,  8  miles  below,  where  40  men  and  supplies  intended  for  Tiolas  were  dis- 
embarked in  very  rough  water.  Our  only  bundle  of  shovels  was  lost  overboard  in 
the  transfer.  The  El  Cano  was  then  sent  to  Guintas,  on  the  west  coast,  in  charge  of 
Sergeant  White,  but  was  compelled  to  land  at  San  Jose  and  transfer  all  property  for 
Guintas  on  sleds.  Shovels  were  improvised  from  bamboo,  and  on  the  morning  of  the 
28th  the  line  was  commenced  from  the  office  at  San  Joaquin,  which  had  been  changed 
from  telephone  to  telegraph  the  night  before. 

It  was  thought  that  the  8  miles  from  San  Joaquin  to  Tiolas  which  remained  from 
the  line  which  previously  existed  could  be  repaired  and  used.  The  poles,  however, 
which  were  not  rotten  had  been  so  hacked  by  bolos  that  an  entirely  new  line  was 
found  necessary.  The  entire  equipment  of  the  guard,  900  rations,  and  20  miles  of 
material  also  had  to  be  transported  to  Tiolas.  Carts  could  not  be  used  over  the  last 
3  miles  of  this  road.  The  construction  party,  with  a  guard  of  10  men,  reached  San 
Roque  the  first  night  and  took  the  wire  1  mile  into  the  pass  at  the  end  of  the  second 
day,  coming  back  to  Tiolas  the  second  night.  On  this  night  a  runner  reported  to 
the  commanding  officer  at  San  Joaquin  at  2  o'clock  that  150  men  had  attacked  the 
signal  party  and  completely  annihilated  it.  This  report  caused  some  anxiety  in  Iloilo 
until  we  announced  our  presence  on  the  wire  the  next  morning.  The  foundation 
for  the  report  lay,  as  I  afterwards  learned,  in  the  intention  of  an  armed  party  of 
insurrectos  to  surprise  us  in  the  guise  of  cargadores  and  bull  drivers.  I  had  ordered 
the  presidente  of  Tiolas  to  furnish  me  with  100  natives.  He  came  to  me  at  7  o'clock 
and  said  he  had  sent  to  the  neighboring  towns  for  men,  and  requested  permission  to 
bring  them  into  camp  about  midnight.  I  refused  this  permission,  and  told  him 
they  could  camp  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river  when  they  arrived,  and  that  any 
attempt  to  cross  the  river  would  be  considered  a  sufficient  excuse  for  the  gurrd  to 
fire.  The  next  morning  the  presidente  led  in  but  20  men,  saying  he  could  not  get 
the  rest. 
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I  immediately  sent  a  guard  into  town  and  rounded  up  every  available  man,  includ- 
ing the  presidente,  and  leaving  20  men  to  garrison  the  camp  and  guard  the  supplies 
started  through  the  pass.  We  put  up  5  miles  of  line  and  transported  all  the  supplies 
a  mile  beyond  the  wire,  camping  on  the  outskirts  of  the  barrio  of  Potogo.  Every 
man  from  Tiolas  was  paid  off  and  sent  away  from  camp  that  night.  The  presidente 
of  Potogo  was  then  informed  that  100  men  would  be  necessary  at  daylight  the  next 
morning,  and  anyone  approaching  within  500  yards  of  the  camp  before  that  time 
would  be  shot  and  the  town  would  also  be  burned.  He  informed  me,  upon  hearing 
this,  that  10  men  armed  with  rifles  had  gone  down  the  river  two  houre  previously, 
and  that  he  could  only  be  responsible  for  the  inhabitants  of  his  own  town.  I  still 
insisted  that  I  would  burn  the  town  if  we  were  molested  without  his  having  given 
us  twenty  minutes'  warning  in  person.  There  was  no  attack  that  night.  The  next 
day  5  miles  more  were  constructed  and  the  same  warnings  and  requisitions  were 
made  on  the  presidente  of  Domon.  Up  to  this  point  the  line  had  been  of  No.  14 
wire  strung  on  hard-wood  poles.  From  Domon  to  Apdo  the  trail  was  exceedingly 
bad,  through  a  country  covered  with  a  dense  growth  of  bamboo.  Insulated  wire 
tied  to  insulators  and  hardwood  poles  were  used.  The  distance  covered  was  about 
3  miles. 

On  the  sixth  day  Guintas  was  reached,  which  is  the  western  terminal  of  the  pass. 
A  detachment  of  20  men  was  then  sent  back  to  Tiolas,  and  the  men  and  material  pre- 
viously sent  to  Guintas  on  the  El  Oano  were  used  to  build  into  San  Jose. 

Messages  had  been  sent  to  the  heads  of  all  barrios  and  towns  on  the  road  that 
every  pole  of  the  old  line  which  they  had  permitted  to  be  destroyed  must  be  replaced 
with  a  new  pole  before  my  arrival  or  I  would  take  every  shade  tree  in  the  place.  I 
found  that  my  orders  had  been  obeyed  only  through  the  small  stretches  covered  by 
the  actual  house  line  of  the  barrios.  Finding  this  to  be  the  case,  I  sent  squads  of  5 
men  to  all  the  barrios,  ordering  them  to  turn  every  available  man  into  the  mountains 
to  cut  and  cart  poles,  as  the  country  between  Guintas  and  San  Jose  contained  noth- 
ing but  cocoanut  trees.  By  this  means  we  were  able  that  day  to  put  up  9}  miles  of 
the  best  line  in  the  island  between  the  hours  of  daylight  and  9  o'clock  in  the  even- 
ing, at  which  hour  the  office  was  cut  in  at  San  Jose  and  the  line  reported  finished  to 
the  commanding  general  at  Ioilo. 

The  return  to  Guintas  was  made  the  next  day,  and  a  squad  of  10  men  cut  every 
growing  tree  and  bush  within  10  feet  of  the  wire  on  either  side.  The  next  day.  witn 
20  men,  we  marched  back  to  Tiolas,  cleaning  up  a  few  places  I  had  not  been  able  to 
inspect,  and  on  the  tenth  day  I  arrived  at  San  Joaquin,  having  completed  31  miles  of 
line. 

Company  I  was  returned  to  its  company  commander  the  next  day,  and  the  signal 
corps  squad  repaired  the  line  from  San  Joaquin  to  lloilo.  When  this  line  from  San 
Joaquin  to  San  Jose  was  commenced  it  was  thought  that  it  would  not  be  allowed  to 
stay  up.  It  was  practically  a  "feeler"  before  starting  to  run  to  Pandan  on  the  west 
coast  and  from  there  to  Calivo.  At  the  end  of  a  month,  however,  it  was  seen  that 
peace  conditions  were  approaching,  for  negotiations  were  entered  into  with  the  insur- 
gent officers  on  the  west  coast.  Lieutenant  Shepherd  was  dispatched  on  March  7 
with  instructions  to  proceed  at  once  to  San  Jose  and  to  build  as  rapidly  as  possible  as 
far  as  Colasi,  near  which  point  the  insurgent  officers  and  their  troops  were  supposed 
to  be.  His  squad  consisted  of  6  men,  3  of  whom  were  operators  taken  from  the 
other  stations,  and  who  were  to  be  left  at  Bugason,  Tibiao,  and  Colasi.  An  amount 
of  material  largely  in  excess  of  what  would  be  needed  to  complete  this  line  was  taken 
with  Lieutenant  Shepherd,  to  be  leftat  Colasi  for  future  use.  The  line  was  completed 
to  Bugason  on  March  15,  to  Tibiao  on  March  23,  and  to  Colasi  on  March  26.  The 
distance  was  57}  miles.  When  it  is  considered  that  all  brackets  were  wired  to  the 
poles,  that  all  poles  on  corners  were  securely  guyed,  and  that  poles  were  scarce,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  work  was  remarkably  rapid.  On  March  21  Colonel  Scott  held 
a  conference  with  General  Fullon  near  Bugason,  and  on  that  date  the  wire  was  run 
into  his  camp  and  communication  established  with  lloilo.  This  was  the  result 
desired. 

The  instruments  were  kept  on  the  line  and  the  general  notified  within  fifteen  min- 
utes after  the  surrender  occurred.  It  was  an  extremely  rapid  piece  of  work,  and 
Lieutenant  Shepherd  deserves  all  the  credit.  On  reaching  Colasi  Lieutenant  Shep- 
herd was  ordered  to  proceed  to  Pandan,  and  arrived  there,  a  distance  of  22  miles,  on 
April  5.  From  Pandan  Lieutenant  Shepherd  came  back  to  lloilo  by  land  from  San 
Jose,  repairing  the  line  the  entire  distance.  This  squad  was  immediately  sent  out 
again  on  the  north  line  as  far  as  Janiuay,  replaced  the  telegraph  instrument,  and 
repaired  the  line  to  lloilo.  On  April  26  the  same  squad  put  up  a  telephone  line 
between  Alimodian,  San  Miguel,  and  Leon,  a  distance  of  10  miles.  On  the  27th  of 
April  Sergeant  Shivers  and  4  signal  corps  men,  with  necessary  material,  were  sent  by 
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boat  to  Calivo,  on  the  north  coast,  to  connect  Legatic,  Calivo,  and  Ibajay  with  the 
west-coast  system  by  way  of  the  Pandan  Pass.  This  line  was  completed  on  May  22 
and  the  office  at  Pandan  changed  from  telephone  to  telegraph.  This  change  cut  oat 
the  telephone  office  at  Subaste,  which  was  not  important  enough  for  a  telegraph  oper- 
ator. This  west-coast  line  is  the  longest  on  the  island,  and  the  business  of  21  offices 
is  carried  by  it.  In  order  to  relieve  the  pressure  and  to  avoid  the  necessity  for  put- 
ting up  a  double  wire,  work  was  immediately  commenced  on  a  telephone  wire,  which, 
when  completed,  will  connect  all  the  garrisons  on  the  west  coast  and  take  the  local 
business  from  the  telegraph  wire.  This  line  on  July  1  had  been  completed  from 
Colasi  to  Pandan  and  from  Colasi  to  Tibiao,  while  material  had  been  shipped  for 
building  from  Valderrama  to  Bugason  and  from  Bugason  to  Patnongon.  This  tele- 
phone line  was  put  up  by  the  infantry  officers  at  the  different  garrisons  on  the  west 
coast  because  there  were  no  signal  corps  linemen  available.  On  June  20  work  was 
commenced  on  a  telephone  line  connecting  the  telegraph  office,  Capiz  Province, 
with  the  garrisons  at  Sigma  and  Mambusao.  This  line  was  finished  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Sergeant  Ryan  on  June  28.  Material  has  been  shipped  for  a  telephone  line 
to  connect  Calivo  and  Malinao,  which  will  finisn  up  the  necessary  lines  on  the  island 
of  Panay.  Many  repairs  have  been  necessary  during  the  year,  and  a  squad  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  field  making  more  extensive  repairs  than  the  single  linemen  on  the 
sections  can  manage. 

During  May  and  June  nearly  every  mile  of  line  on  the  entire  island  has  been  gone 
over  ana  put  in  thorough  condition  for  the  rainy  season. 

During  the  heavy  ram  and  wind  storm  on  the  night  of  July  2  there  was  not  a 
single  disturbance  to  the  communications  on  the  island  of  Panay.  In  the  near  future 
it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  replace  some  of  the  more  unimportant  telegraph 
offices  with  telephone  service,  for  the  operators  are  needed  at  other  points  in  the 
department.  These  changes,  however,  will  not  affect  the  general  system.  From 
the  present  indications,  no  new  garrisons  of  importance  will  be  established  for  some 
time  to  come,  and  the  remainder  of  the  work  will  consist  in  keeping  up  the  repairs 
made  necessary  by  falling  trees,  rotten  poles,  rusty  wire,  wind  storms,  and  floods.

ORGANIZATION. 


Company  H,  of  the  United  States  Signal  Corps,  is  assigned  to  the  Department  of  the 
Visayas  and  has  been  the  only  signal  company  in  it  from  the  time  it  was  organized. 
Assigned  to  this  company  are  Capt.  L.  D.  Wildman,  First  Lieut.  Charles  S.  Wallace, 
and  First  Lieut.  Alfred  T.  Clifton,  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  A.  The  company  organiza- 
tion is.  however,  merely  for  the  purposes  of  administration,  and  there  are  no  com- 
pany duties  beyond  the  records  and  those  duties  which  are  made  necessary  by  prop- 
erty responsibilities.  These  have  all  been  assumed  by  the  captain  of  the  company. 
The  organization,  as  established,  is  extremely  unwieldy  when  situated  as  at  present, 
and  the  clerical  work  made  necessary  by  what  is  practically  its  division  into  100 
detachments,  is  extremely  burdensome.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  steps  be 
taken  to  remodel  the  organization  on  lines  better  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  corps. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  signal  officers  assigned  to  the  company  there  are  two  acting 
signal  officers  in  the  department— Capt.  Frank  Mclntyre,  Nineteenth  U.  S.  Infantry, 
and  First  Lieut.  J.  H.  Bradford,  jr.,  Nineteenth  U.  S.  Infantry,  on  Cebu  and  Bohol, 
respectively. 

Captain  Mclntyre  was  appointed  in  order  to  receipt  for  the  money  and  property 
of  Lieut.  W.  E.  Davies,  Volunteer  Signal  Corps,  who  was  mustered  out  on  July  1. 
Lieutenant  Bradford  succeeded  First  Lieut.  Frederick  S.  Young,  Forty-fourth  United 
States  Volunteer  Infantry,  who  has  been  acting  signal  officer  of  the  subdistrict  of 
Bohol  ever  since  its  establishment  as  an  independent  signal  command.  When  the 
department  was  first  organized,  Iloilo  was  made  the  supply  depot  for  the  six  islands. 
All  property  was  shipped  here  for  distribution  and  the  chief  signal  officer  given 
authority  to  buy  anything  necessary  in  open  market.  It  is  recommended  that  a 
steamer  be  supplied  the  department,  for  many  of  the  telegraph  offices  are  at  coast 
towns.  If  a  steamer  can  not  be  furnished,  20-foot  cutters  with  sails  and  oars  could 
be  used. 

COMPANY   H,   SIGNAL  CORPS,    U.    8.    A. 

The  company  at  present  consists  of  105  men,  divided  as  follows:  First-class  ser- 
geants, 12;  sergeants,  14;  corporals  22;  first-class  privates,  37;  and  second-class 
privates,  19.    This  proportion  of  noncommissioned  officers  is  a  reduction  from  the 
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old  figures,  and  was  made  necessary  by  the  new  army  bill.  The  necessary  redaction 
of  men  who  had  earned  their  promotion  by  hard  and  faithful  work  was  extremely 
unfortunate  for  those  men,  but  the  reduction  tarried  no  disgrace  with  it,  and  in  future 
promotions  these  men  will  take  precedence  over  others  of  like  capacity. 

The  other  changes  in  the  company  during  the  year  have  been  numerous,  although 
only  1  man  has  been  killed  and  Out  2  have  died  from  disease. 

The  health  of  the  command  has  been  remarkably  good  when  the  hardships  of  the 
service  are  considered.  On  the  1st  of  July  there  was  but  1  man  reported  sick  in  hos- 
pital. This  man  reported  for  duty  recently,  and  at  present  there  is  not  a  sick  man 
on  the  books.  A  number  of  the  men,  however,  are  run  down  and  need  a  change. 
Borne  of  them  have  been  in  the  islands  for  over  three  years.  The  medical  officers 
report  that  when  a  signal  corps  man  comes  to  the  hospital  he  ia  generally  very  ill. 
They  do  not  give  up  until  it  becomes  an  absolute  necessity.  I  have  talked  with  a 
large  proportion  of  the  medical  officers  in  the  department  and  have  never  heard  of  a 
case  where  a  man  of  Company  H  has  tried  to  "beat  the  sick  report."

It  is  hard  to  pick  out  any  particular  person  in  the  company  for  special  mention. 
With  remarkably  few  exceptions  every  man  has  done  his  duty  and  a  little  more,  and 
although  some  who  are  worthy  of  it  have  undoubtedly  been  overlooked  in  promo- 
tion, it  is  believed  that  few  mistakes  have  been  made  in  the  men  recommended  for 
warrants  as  noncommissioned  officers.  It  would  be  hard  to  find  bo  fine  a  body  of 
men  physically,  mentally,  and  morally  in  any  organization  in  the  world.  I  wish  to 
particularly  commend  the  sergeants  in  charge  of  construction  sauads,  who  have  been 
in  the  field  without  officers,  for  the  energy,  tact,  and  skill  which  they  have  shown. 
Sergeant  Shivers  on  the  island  of  Panay,  Sergeant  Tracy  on  Negroe,  Sergeant  Hart 
on  Cebu,  Sergeant  Carson  on  Bohol,  and  Sergeants  Collins  and  Faust  on  Leyte  have 
all  done  remarkable  work  and  have  shown  excellent  judgment,  courage,  and  energy. 
In  the  operating  department,  Sergeants  Johnson  on  Panay,  Odum  on  Negros, 
McDonald  on  Cebu,  and  Faust  on  Leyte  have  had  many  troubles  in  the  handling  of 
faulty  lines  and  the  training  of  green  operators.     Their  patience,  tact,  and  resource' 
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fulness  have  added  very  materially  to  the  reputation  of  the  Signal  Corps.  8ergeant 
O'Donnell,  who  died  from  typhoid  fever  on  May  3,  was  an  extremely  valuable  man 
and  one  of  the  best  operators  in  the  company.  Sergeants  Golden,  Mack,  and  Pen- 
ney, who  have  been  honorably  discharged,  are  also  valuable  men  who  nave  done 
excellent  service.  Sergeant  Bump  has  been  recognized  as  to  ability  and  character  by 
a  commission  as  second  lieutenant,  United  States  Army.  I  also  wish  to  mention  one 
native  lineman  in  particular,  Zacharias  Leyritana,  whose  work  on  the  section  of 
line  north  of  Pototan  during  the  time  the  insurgents  were  in  force  in  that  neigh- 
borhood was  of  exceptional  quality.  He  repeatedly  volunteered  to  go  alone  over 
his  district,  and  although  several  times  chased  by  the  insurgents,  never  refused  to  so 
where  he  was  sent  His  section  of  the  line  has  always  Been  kept  in  remarkably 
good  condition. 

FINANCES. 

From  June,  1900,  to  January  1,  1901,  no  accurate  record  was  kept  of  the  actual 
expenses  of  the  signal  corps  in  the  department,  as  all  bills  were  paid  by  the  district 
quartermasters.  On  January  1, 1901 ,  the  chief  signal  officer  applied  for  and  obtained 
an  appropriation  of  $1,000  (gold)  per  month,  for  which  all  expenses  of  the  signal 
corps,  for  construction,  transportation,  operation,  and  maintenance  were  to  be  paid. 
No  full  report  of  the  six  months  can  be  made  at  this  time,  but  $1,000  a  month  has 
been  found  to  be  ample  for  all  the  needs  of  the  department.  If  there  were  no  new 
construction  it  is  probable  that  the  amounts  required  would  be  much  less  than  is 
necessary  at  present.  As  a  matter  of  interest,  I  quote  from  the  reports  of  Lieutenant 
Wallace  in  Leyte  and  Lieutenant  Shepherd  in  Panay,  giving  the  expense  items  for  the 
building  of  similar  amounts  of  line. 

From  Lieutenant  Wallace's  report:

Twenty-six  laborers,  three  days,  at  25  cents $19. 60

Nine  laborers,  four  days,  at  25  cents 9. 00 

Four  carabao  carts,  nine  days,  at  50  cents 18. 00 

Six  carabao  carts,  eight  days,  at  50  cents 24. 00 

Six  carabao  carts,  four  days,  at  50  cents 12. 00 

Hire  1  banca,  four  days, at  $2.50 10.00

This  makes  the  cost  $3.27  gold  per  mile. 

The  cheapest  lines  as  well  as  the  most  expensive  lines  have  been  put  up  on  the 
island  of  Panay.  The  line  from  Capataun  to  Santa  Barbara  cost  but  $0.83  per  mile, 
while  the  line  over  the  Tiolas  Pass  to  the  pass  proper  cost  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$19.50.  It  is,  therefore,  almost  impossible  to  make  accurate  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
any  particular  section  of  line. 

The  different  islands  all  approximate  the  same  amount  for  average  construction. 
They,  however,  differ  greatly  in  the  cost  of  maintenance.  The  system  on  Panay  is 
a  much  more  expensive  one  than  the  system  of  Negros,  as  25  native  linemen  at  $10  a 
month  are  employed,  while  on  Negros  the  work  is  almost  entirely  done  by  signal  corps 
men  who  have  longer  sections.  It  is  probable  that  the  difference  in  cost  is  some- 
what balanced  by  the  extent  of  repairs  made  necessary  every  three  or  four  months 
by  the  total  inability  of  one  man  to  take  care  of  as  long  a  section  as  is  assigned  to 
the  Negros  linemen.  In  Cebu  and  Leyte,  as  well  as  Bohol,  the  war  conditions  are 
such  that  the  actual  cost  for  maintainance  (if  the  lines  had  not  been  assisted  to  fall) 
is  not  known.  The  prices  paid  for  labor,  transportation,  and  poles  do  not  differ 
greatly  in  the  different  islands.    Single  carabao  carts  can  be  hired  for  $1  Mexican 
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currency,  and  double  carts  for  {2  on  all  the  islands.     Native  labor  (unskilled)  is  fixed 
at  50  cents  Mexican  and  a  native  ration,  which  consists  of  rice,  salmon,  and  coffee. 

The  price  of  poles  varies  somewhat  on  account  of  locality  and  the  size  and  class  of 
the  tree.  Where  pOBaihle,  poles  are  cut  by  the  construction  squads  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  point  where  they  are  to  be  used.  In  some  places,  however,  they  have 
to  be  hauled  long  distances,  and  it  is  this  fact  which  makes  some  sections  of  the  line 
so  much  more  expensive  than  others.  The  salaries  for  native  linemen  range  from 
$16  to  $20  Mexican  per  month.

it  where  such  messages  have  been  received.  It  is  complete  for  the  eleven  months 
of  the  year  ending  with  May,  1901,  with  the  exception  of  the  month  of  February  for 
the  island  of  Cebu.  These  reports  show  the  actual  amounts  which  should  have  been 
collected  and  turned  in  to  the  insular  treasury. 

There  have  been  numerous  small  losses,  due  to  the  imperfect  mail  facilities,  and  a 
few  large  ones  due  to  the  embezzlement  of  funds  intrusted  to  dishonest  enlisted  men. 
As  no  other  department  in  the  Philippines  has  been  doing  a  commercial  business,  it 
has  been  impossible  to  accurately  check  all  offices  for  business  to  points  outside  the 
department.    With  the  beginning  of  July,  1901,  a  complete  system  of  checks  for  the 


As  per  the  table  below,  a  total  of  463, 243  messages  have  been  transmitted  over  the 
lines  in  this  department  during  the  fiscal  year.  The  business  in  Leyte  has  grown 
from  almost  nothing,  in  the  early  part  of  July,  when  there  were  but  three  stations  on 
the  system,  to  an  average  of  15,000  for  the  last  three  months.  The  business  of  Cebu 
and  Negros  is  about  the  same,  while  P&nay  has  fallen  from  20,000  a  month'in  Feb- 
ruary and  March  to  about  12,000.  When  it  is  considered  that  these  messages  are 
three  or  four  times  the  length  of  the  average  commercial  message,  the  value  and 
importance  of  the  military  lines  may  be  conceived. 
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The  number  of  messages  in  Bohol  is  estimated  only,  as  all  business  is  by  telephone. 

One  day's  business  in  each  month  was  averaged  for  words.  About  45  per  message 
is  the  average  number. 

The  total  number  of  words  transmitted  during  the  year  approximates,  therefore, 
20,000,000. 

If  this  amount  of  business  had  been  done  over  foreign  lines  at  the  Government 
rate  now  in  force  in  the  United  States  (1  cent  per  word  at  the  minimum)  the  cost 
would  have  been  $200,000. 
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who  have  been  under  my  command  for  the  last  year  on  the  successful  results  of  their 
hard  work  and  ability. 

Lieut.  Charles  S.  Wallace,  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  recently  promoted  from  first 
lieutenant,  United  States  Volunteers,  has  been  in  charge  of  signal  work  on  the  islands 
of  Leyte  and  Samar  since  their  occupation,  has  been  in  the  field  nearly  all  the  time, 
and  has  shown  remarkable  perseverance,  energy,  and  ability.  The  physical  condi- 
tions of  the  island  and  the  activity  of  the  insurrection  has  called  for  exceptional 
bravery,  foresight,  and  executive  ability.  His  work  has  been  of  unusual  value  to 
the  Government,  and  his  appointment  to  the  Signal  Corps  of  the  Army  well  merited. 

First  Lieut.  Alfred  T.  Clifton,  Signal  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  recently  promoted  from  first 
lieutenant,  United  States  Volunteers,  has  been  in  charge  of  signal  work  on  the  island 
of  Negros  since  January  1,  1900.  His  field  work  has  been  arduous  and  his  lines  have 
been  kept  in  good  condition.  In  addition  to  his  signal  corps  duties  he  was  district 
engineer  for  some  months,  and  before  his  appointment  to  the  United  States  Army  he 
was  made  treasurer  of  Oriental  Negros. 

First  Lieut.  W.  E.  Davies,  U.  S.  V.  (honorably  discharged),  was  in  charge  of  the 
island  of  Cebu  until  May  12.  He  has  had  exceptionally  hard  field  service  and  was 
wounded  only  a  short  time  ago.  The  results  of  his  hard  work  and  ability  have 
contributed  much  to  the  present  good  condition  of  the  main  telegraph  system  in  the 
division. 

First  Lieut.  Victor  Shepherd,  U.  S.  V.  (honorably  discharged),  was  in  charge  of 
the  island  of  Panay  from  November  12,  1900,  to  May  15,  1901.  His  energy  in  the 
field,  his  executive  ability,  his  thorough  knowledge  or  telegraphy,  his  clear  head  and 
good  judgment  made  him  a  most  valuable  officer,  and  it  is  due  to  him  that  the  lines 
on  the  island  of  Panay  are  in  such  thoroughly  good  condition.  By  his  discharge 
the  Signal  Corps  loses  a  most  valuable  officer. 

First  Lieut.  Frederick  S.  Young.  Forty-fourth  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry, 
was  acting  signal  officer  on  the  island  of  Bohol  until  March  18,  1901,  in  addition 
to  his  other  duties.  In  addition  to  attending  to  the  property  and  financial  papers 
he  has  taken  an  unusual  interest  in  the  actual  line  work,  and  it  is  due  to  him  that  the 
system  contemplated  for  the  island  of  Bohol  was  completed  before  the  outbreak  of 
the  present  insurrection. 

Capt.  Frank  Mclntyre  and  Lieut.  J.  H.  Bradford,  jr.,  Nineteenth  United  States 
Infantry,  have  recently  had  the  position  of  acting  signal  officer  thrust  upon  them  on 
account  of  their  well-known  energy  and  ability.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  on  the  occupation  of  the  island 
oi  Paragua,  the  Calamianes,  and  the  Cuyos  group  (fourth  district  of  Mindanao  and 
Jolo). 

The  command,  consisting  of  Company  A,  Tenth  Infantry  (Capt.  E.  A.  Helmick), 
2  officers  and  116  men,  together  with  medical  officer  and  members  of  hospital  corps 
and  large  quantities  of  supplies  of  all  kinds  and  transportation,  left  Zamboanga  on 
the  steamer  jEoIus,  5.30  p.  m.,  May  27,  under  Maj.  George  LeRoy  Brown,  Tenth 
Infantry,  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  district.  The  U.  S.  S.  Vicksburg  (Capt.  E. 
B.  Barry,  U.  S.  N.)  cooperated  and  sailed  at  the  same  time,  followed  and  subse- 
quently overtaken  by  the  gunboat  Samar  (Lieutenant  Day,  U.  S.  N.).  The  depart- 
ment commander  and  2  staff  officers  accompanied  the  expedition  on  the  Vicksburg. 
The  vessels  anchored  off  Puerto  Princesa,  raragua,  within  a  few  hundred  yards  of 
the  town,  about  10  a.  m.  on  the  29th.  Insurgent  flags  were  conspicuously  displayed,  a 
small  company  of  insurgents  were  drawn  up  in  the  main  street  in  uniform  and  with 
rifles,  and  on  the  wharf  variously  armed  patrols  or  sentinels.    The  town  was  lively ' 
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with  people,  including  women  and  children;  is  beautifully  situated  on  a  landlocked 
bay  and  was  a  surprise  in  the  number,  size,  and  condition  of  its  public  buildings. 
The  department  commander  ordered  the  troops  embarked  in  small  boats  on  the 
further  side  of  the  JEolvx,  where  they  waited  until  he  had  dispatched  Major  Brown, 
Lieutenant-Commander  Glennon,  U.  S.  N.,  and  his  two  aids  (Captains  Cloman  and 
Kobbe")  to  the  wharf  with  instructions  to  notify  the  authorities  that  he  would  occupy 
the  town  in  three-quarters  of  an  hour  after  the  return  of  the  boat  to  the  ship;  that  if 
they  wished  to  surrender  they  might  raise  a  white  flag  on  the  wharf  or,  otherwise, 
remove  women  and  children  from  the  town.  The  war  vessels  were  cleared  for  action 
and  the  landing  would  have  been  easy  with  smooth  water  and  under  cover  of  a  hill 
near  by. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  time  the  town  was  almost  deserted,  but  an  insurgent  officer 
in  uniform  raised  the  white  flag,  and  the  entire  command  landed,  preceded  by  a  pro- 
vost guard  under  an  officer,  which  soon  reassured  the  people  that  they  and  their 
property  would  be  protected.  The  American  flag  was  raised  on  the  tribunal  with 
some  ceremony,  the  insurgent  flag  having  been  first  hauled  down  and  presented  to 
the  wife  of  an  army  officer,  an  American  lady  who  had  accompanied  the  expedition. 
The  town  has  many  fine  public  buildings  built  and  used  by  the  Spaniards  for  their 
naval  station,  including  large  barracks,  coal  sheds,  and  storehouses,  nearly  all  in 
unexpectedly  good  condition.  These  will  he  reported  on  later  by  the  district  com- 
mander. Before  leaving,  two  days  later,  reassured  people  were  coming  back  to  town 
and  the  troops  were  settling  down  in  quarters.  The  people  raise  very  little  produce, 
but  dispose  of  considerable  l>eeswax  and  gums,  which  heretofore  had  been  called  for 
bimonthly  by  a  large  Moro  vinta  from  Borneo.  The  insurgent  commander  of  the 
whole  district  was  Sandoval,  who  had  levied  contributions,  rather  ruthlessly,  on  the 
towns,  including  those  of  the  Calamianes  and  Cuyos.  Beyond  this,  however,  there 
appeared  to  be  no  complaints  against  him.  He  had  been  absent  for  some  time  with 
about  100  of  his  followers,  said  to  be  well  armed,  had  threatened  the  Cuvos  people 
by  messenger,  and  was  said  to  be  making  for  the  Calamianes  group  with  a  fleet  of 
vmtas  and  to  be  already  beyond  northern  Paragua.  Lieutenant  Day,  with  the  Samar  t 
had  been  dispatched  about  ten  days  before  from  Zamboanga  to  observe  the  situation 
and  reassure  the  Cuyos  people.  Afterwards  going  across  to  the  island  of  Maitinguit, 
off  the  northeast  coast  of  Paragua,  he  had  there,  on  May  24,  surprised  a  fleet  of  vin- 
tas,  which  he  had  overhauled  endeavoring  to  escape,  the  occupants  beaching  the 
boats  and  taking  to  the  brush,  keeping  up  a  rifle  fire  at  long  range.  Unable  to  pur- 
sue with  his  small  party,  he  had  burned  the  boats  and  destroyed  property  and  pro- 
visions, retaining  books  of  record  apparently  relating  to  the  district.  Wrien  shown 
these  the  authorities  at  Puerto  Princesa  admitted  at  once  that  the  Samar  had- fall  en 
in  with  Sandoval's  command,  and  thought  that  he  was  making  for  the  Calamianes, 
and  perhaps  Mindoro,  without  intending  to  return. 

Puerto  rrincesa  depends  for  its  water  on  cisterns,  and  something  like  a  water 
famine  is  likely  to  occur  in  dry  seasons.  While  lying  in  the  harbor  the  ship's  boats 
from  the  uEolus  and  the  war  vessels  explored  the  streams  which  empty  into  the  har- 
bor on  the  west  side.  Here  they  found  primitive  people  in  considerable  number  of 
two  or  three  races,  but  all  docile  and  well  disposed. 

On  May  31,  at  midnight,  the  Vicksburg  and  AZolus,  preceded  six  hours  by  the 
Samar,  ordered  to  reconnoiter  the  small  islands  near  the  coast,  sailed  for  Culion, 
dropping  anchor  off  the  town  about  10  a.  in.  June  2.  White  flags  were  displayed; 
Major  Brown  landed  with  about  30  men,  Company  A,  Tenth  Infantry,  at  once. 
Reception  here  was  very  cordial,  but  the  town  is  in  a  poor  place,  much  dilapidated. 
The  rich  country  is  the  opposite  island  of  Busuanga,  and  this  section  should  have  a 
prosperous  future.  A  captain  and  8  men  of  Sandoval's  command  were  said  to  be  in 
the  neighborhood,  and  the  Samar,  which  had  rejoined,  succeeded  in  finding  and 
capturing  them. 

At  3.30  p.  m.  on  June  4  the  war  vessels  started  for  Baquit,  on  the  northwest  coast 
of  Paragua,  while  Major  Brown  was  dipatched  on  the  .Eohis  to  occupy  Cuyo  with 
the  4  men  of  Company  A  left  him.  The  Samar  continued  to  search  among  the  small 
islands,  the  Vicksburg  arriving  off  Baquit  at  7  a.  in.  June  5.  Disappointed  at  not  find- 
ing Sandoval  here,  as  was  expected,  a  landing  party  of  50  or  60  men  from  the  T7cJfc*- 
burg  made  an  unsuccessful  effort  to  find  a  trail  to  the  east  coast,  and  the  Vicksburg, 
again  preceded  by  twelve  hours  by  the  Samar  in  search  of  Sandoval,  sailed  at  8.30 
a.  m.  June  6  back  to  the  island  of  Maitinguit,  where,  joined  by  the  Samar,  it  was 
found  that  Sandoval,  with  a  force  reduced  to  30,  had  left  in  boats. 

Dropped  anchor  off  Cuyos  about  11a.  m.  June  7,  the  yEolus  and  Panay  being  in 
port.  The  reception  here  was  very  cordial  and  enthusiastic,  the  town  being  deco- 
rated with  triumphal  arches  and  loyal  inscriptions,  etc.  The  town,  and  apparently 
the  whole  group,  is  rich;  the  islands  are  well  cultivated  and  have  a  breed  of  fine 
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cattle,  but  the  people  have  been  unable  to  save  or  make  business  arrangements  owing 
to  the  constant  fear  of  Sandoval.  The  department  commander  therefore  dispatched 
Major  Brown  on  the  Molu*  to  Zamboanga  for  Company  B,  Tenth  Infantry,  to  enable 
him  to  properly  occupy  Cuyos,  Baquit,  and  perhaps  other  places  when  the  steamer 
Carmen,  placed  at  his  disposal,  had  joined  him.  He  was  also  directed,  in  conjunction 
with  the  gunboat  Panay,  to  follow  up  Sandoval  until  captured,  destroyed,  or  driven 
from  the  district. 

At  5  a.  m.  June  8  sailed  for  Iloilo  to  cable  necessary  instructions  to  Zamboanga 
and  Cagayan  and  to  report  occupation  of  the  district  to  division  headquarters,  and, 
leaving  there  on  the  10th,  arrived  at  Zamboanga  9  a.  m.  June  12. 

The  thanks  of  the  military  authorities  are  due  Commander  Barry  and  Lieutenant 
Day,  United  States  Navy,  for  hearty  cooperation  and  most  courteous  hospitality. 
Boats  for  landing  parties,  etc.,  were  left  to  their  expert  management,  and  their 
cooperation  was  indispensable  in  accomplishing  results  within  a  small  time  limit
